Chairman  KERRIGAN— Members  of  the 
City  Council,  invited  and  honored  guests,  I  am 
pleased  to  present  the  Honorable  Kevin  H. 
White,  who  will  now  deliver  his  annual  address. 
Mayor  White. 

Councillor  Kerrigan,  Right  Reverend  Mon- 
signor  Griffin,  Reverend  Clergy,  Honorable 
Members  of  the  City  Council  and  the  School 
Committee,  Guests,  and  Fellow  Citizens, 

This  ceremony  is  a  tradition,  one  which  is  held 
at  the  commencement  of  each  year.  But  at  this 
precise  moment,  as  I  start  to  address  you,  there 
is  another  ceremony  being  held,  but  it  is  not  a 
traditional  one  but  a  tragic  one — it  does  not 
occur  each  year,  but  it  does  occur  too  often — and 
that  is  the  Mass  held  for  Edwin  Foley,  a  fire 
fighter,  a  man  who  was  willing  to  give  his  life  in 
the  service  of  his  city  and  the  safety  of  its  people, 
but,  unfortunately,  a  man  whose  life  was  torn 
from  him  through  the  frivolity  of  a  false  alarm. 

I  would  like  to  impose  on  you  for  just  a  second 
to  rise  again  in  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  for  this 
departed  firefighter. 

This  is  my  fourth  annual  address.  In  the  first 
three  I  spoke  of  many  things — what  we  would  do 
and  what  we  had  done  to  make  this  city  a  better 
place  in  which  to  live.  I  believe  we  have  done 
many. 

In  the  past  I  talked  about  such  things  as 
bringing  the  process  of  government  into  the 
neighborhoods.  I  talked  about  reforming  and 
improving  the  structure  and  management  of 
city  government.  I  spoke  of  restoring  and  re- 
building our  decaying  public  facilities  and  im- 
proving the  basic  services  that  sustain  a  city. 

But  there  is  no  one  in  this  room  who  does  not 
realize  that  this  is  not  the  year  for  making  bold 
promises  or  pointing  proudly  to  past  achieve- 
ments. There  is  only  one  fitting  subject  for  the 
annual  message  of  1971,  and  that  is  the  fiscal 
condition  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  is  not  a  subject  that  is  summed  up  in  a 
single  sentence,  nor,  for  that  matter,  is  it  summed 
up  by  a  single  tax  increase.  This  is  just  a 
symbol  of  a  deeper  crisis  —  an  outward  symptom 
of  an  internal  disease  that  has,  for  a  long  time, 
been  strangling  this  city  and  every  other  city 
across  the  state  and  every  other  city  across  the 
country. 

At  the  outset  let  me  make  clear  that  I  don't 
come  this  morning  to  make  alarmist  predictions. 
The  city  won't  collapse  overnight  under  the 
weight  of  another  tax  increase.  It  has  absorbed 
tax  increases  in  the  past,  and  somehow  it  will 
absorb  the  ones  in  the  future. 

There  is  no  point  in  saying  that  we're  bank- 
rupt or  that  we're  at  the  end  of  our  rope.  We 
aren't.  But  mark  my  words :  This  city  is  suffer- 
ing from  a  cancer  that  is  malignant,  and  could 
be  terminal  unless  the  fiscal  structure  of  this  city 
undergoes  major  surgery. 

It  is  not  just  the  Mayor,  or  the  City  Council, 
or  the  School  Committee  (who  are  all  elected  or 
appointed  officials  of  this  city).  We  are  all 
caught  in  a  hopeless  dilemma.  We  can  try  to 
hold  the  line  on  taxes  —  we  have  tried  before  — 
but  only  at  the  cost  of  cutting  services  still 
further,  services  which  all  of  us  will  admit  are 
now  inadequate.    Or  we  can  try  to  improve  these 
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services,  but  only  at  the  cost  of  driving  up  an 
already  excessive  tax  rate.  Either  way,  no 
matter  which  course  you  pursue,  the  process  of 
decay  and  abandonment  continues  and  it  will 
continue  despite  the  pompous  or  prejudicial 
iiscal  pronouncements  of  anyone. 

These  are  the  harsh  realities  of  this  calendar 
year  1971.  And  the  impending  tax  increase  is 
but  a  painful  sign  of  it. 

The  inevitable  question  asked  of  any  ollicial 
is  why  do  we  face  the  prospect  of  another  major 
tax  increase  in  1971P 

The  answer  is  complex  —  the  causes  are  many. 
But,  basically,  they  boil  down  to  one  simple  fact: 
This  city  does  not  have  sufficient  resources  to 
meet  the  demands  thrust  upon  it. 

The  demand  for  public  funds  in  this  city  is 
enormous.  It  comes  principally  from  three 
sources.  First,  the  state  demands  payment  from 
the  city  for  regional  services.  Second,  the  city 
employees  demand  increased  salaries  com- 
mensurate with  their  services.  And  third,  the 
citizens  demand  better  services  —  that  is  their 
right. 

First,  the  state.  Every  year  the  state  makes 
assessments  for  the  MBTA,  the  MDC,  and  other 
regional  services.  Each  year  the  assessment  in- 
creases, and  each  year  the  city  is  powerless  to 
stop  it.  This  year  the  city's  share  of  the  MBTA 
deficit  alone  will  increase  over  $10  million. 
That's  more  than  $6  on  the  tax  rate. 

Fve  asked  the  Legislature  to  take  over  the 
MBTA  deficit,  to  free  us  from  this  intolerable 
burden.  Maybe  it's  too  much  to  hope  —  maybe 
the  cynics  and  even  the  realists  will  agree  —  but 
until  they  do,  we'll  be  forced  to  pay  ever  in- 
creasing assessments. 

Then  come  the  city  employees.  Since  the 
advent  of  collective  bargaining  the  city  has  been 
faced  each  year  with  salary  demands  by  its  em- 
ployees. It  is  not  to  say  they  are  not  entitled  to 
it,  but  I  do  think  the  city  has  been  fair  with  its 
employees,  particularly  over  the  last  three  years 
at  a  heavy  cost,  and  next  year  for  teachers  alone 
it  will  cost  the  city  an  added  $7  million  —  $4.30 
on  the  tax  rate.  Salary  increases  for  municipal 
workers  will  cost  an  extra  $9  million  —  $5.60  on 
the  tax  rate.  And  I  might  add,  parenthetically, 
this  year  the  city  will  be  faced  with  a  new  round 
of  salary  demands  from  a  substantial  number  of 
its  employees.  Those  demands  will  test  the  will 
of  this  city  to  enforce  the  economies  I  outline 
today. 

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  provided 
compensation  commensurate  with  the  services 
rendered  by  capable  and  conscientious  employ- 
ees. But  no  corporate  structure  can  be  stretched 
beyond  the  capacity  to  sustain  itself. 

Finally,  there  is  the  demand  by  the  citizens 
themselves  of  this  city.  When  I  became.  Mayor, 
we  all  found  a  city  in  desperate  condition.  Its 
parks  were  unused;  its  streets  were  impassable 
and  unlit.  Its  Police  Department  was  under- 
manned and  inadequate;  its  fire  aparatus  an- 
tique; its  schools  obsolete.  For  in  the  early 
years  of  the  1960s  this  city  cut  services  to  the 
bone  in  pursuit  of  a  trifling  tax  cut.  And  in  the 
process  mortgaged  our  future  to  the  hilt.  We 
have  been  paying  off  that  mortgage  —  in  the 
form  of  resurfaced  streets,  new  fire  equipment, 
an  expanded  police  patrol,  a  new  school  every 
month,  new  lighting,  rebuilt  parks,  and  so  on. 
These  are  services  this  city  must  have  to  survive 


as  a  civilized  place  in  which  to  live.  But  it  takes 
money  —  plenty  of  it  —  to  provide  them,  and 
we  don't  have  it. 

Those  are  the  demands  by  employees,  and 
they  are  understandable,  and  by  citizens,  and 
that  is  their  right.  All  those  demands  are  not 
unrealistic,  but  they  might  be  too  much  on  the 
fiscal  structure  of  this  city,  because  this  city 
depends  for  its  only  resource  primarily  on  the 
property  tax.  Seventy  percent  of  our  income 
comes  from  it,  and  that  is  more  than  any  other 
city  in  the  country.  And  the  property  tax  can- 
not sustain  these  demands  and  burdens. 

There  are  three  basic  reasons  why  this  is  so. 
First,  our  tax  base  is  so  limited,  again  more 
limited  than  that  of  any  other  city  in  the  United 
States.  Over  47  percent  of  our  land  count  does 
not  respond  to  the  property  tax,  and  the  fact  is 
that,  while  we  labor  under  that,  this  city's  popu- 
lation swells  by  34  percent  from  nine  to  five 
every  single  day  to  service  people's  needs  be- 
yond this  city,  who  do  not  live  here  or  contribute 
to  its  financial  help. 

Second,  the  property  tax  grows  too  slowly  to 
be  of  any  kind  of  relief  for  anybody,  for  any  ad- 
ministration or  for  any  city.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  the  property  tax  base  in  this  city 
is  a  standard  increase  of  1  percent  a  year,  and 
that  is  approximately  over  the  last  decade,  an 
increase  of  9  to  10  percent.  In  the  same  period 
of  time  that  70  percent  of  our  income  has  ex- 
panded by  less  than  10  percent,  interest  costs 
for  the  city  have  gone  up  87  percent.  The  build- 
ing cost  index  has  gone  up  47  percent.  Firemen's 
salaries  have  risen  61  percent.  Teachers'  salaries 
have  increased  55  percent.  MBTA  assessments 
have  risen  57  percent. 

Third,  high  property  taxes  discourage  new 
construction  and  rehabilitation.  This  means 
that  needed  housing  is  not  built,  needed  repairs 
are  never  made,  needed  industry  locates  else- 
where, and  the  consequence  is  that  a  city's  life 
blood  —  housing  and  jobs  —  is  choked  off. 

But  just  as  the  property  tax  is  inadequate,  so 
too  is  the  city's  other  main  resource  — ■  state  aid. 
Last  year,  total  state  aid  to  Boston  actually  de- 
creased from  the  previous  year.  The  indications 
are  that  there  will  be  no  increase  this  year  either. 

So  for  all  the  talk,  campaign  dialogue,  dis- 
cussion on  the  Council  floor  or  in  the  Mayor's 
Office,  all  necessary  ingredients  for  financial 
chaos  are  here.  Ballooning  demands,  legitimate, 
understandable,  crash  against  the  stagnant 
supply  that  cannot  provide. 

The  question  asked  of  all  of  us  is  this,  What 
can  we  do  about  it?  What  can  we  possibly  do? 
Is  there  any  way  out? 

Well,  if  it  isn't  obvious  by  now,  let  me  say  it 
point  blank.  I  cannot  save  this  city  from  its 
fiscal  predicament.  No  mayor  can.  No  City 
Council  members,  individually  or  as  a  body, 
collectively  can. 

Ours  is  a  problem  that  is  shared,  in  one  degree 
or  another,  by  every  major  city  in  this  country. 
It  is  a  problem  faced,  in  particular,  by  virtually 
every  city  in  this  state. 

But  I  know  it's  little  consolation  for  a  drown- 
ing man  to  hear  that  others  suffer  the  same 
fate. 

But  the  only  real  answers  are  not  in  this  room 
or  the  people  in  it.  It  is  beyond  us,  and  until 
the  people  of  this  city  and  other  cities  like  it 
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wake  up  and  begin  to  fight,  they  will  continue 
to  say  "Let  them  starve." 

In  the  meantime,  we  must  do  whatever  we 
can  to  hold  down  an  intolerable  tax  rate,  and, 
unfortunately,  we  must  do  it  alone. 

So  this  morning  I  want  to  say  from  now  on 
the  policy  of  this  administration  will  be  the 
following : 

First,  the  budget  of  the  City  of  Boston  will  be 
pared  to  the  bone.  I  will  begin  by  cutting  the 
budgets  of  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Office  of 
Public  Services. 

Second,  for  the  first  time,  my  budget  recom- 
mendations will  be  open  to  inspection  before 
submission  to  the  City  Council,  as  I  will  discuss 
in  greater  detail  in  a  moment. 

Third,  every  department  head  will  be  asked 
by  me,  to  take  a  reduction  in  pay,  and  that 
includes  the  Mayor.  It  isn't  grandstanding;  it 
isn't  a  solution  (I  know  it  and  so  do  you,  if  all 
our  salaries  were  cut  out  completely,  it  isn't  a 
solution);  but  it  is  a  symbol,  and  maybe  that 
will  have  some  meaning,  of  our  determination 
to  reduce  expenditures  wherever  and  however 
possible. 

Fourth,  through  a  strict  no  hire-no  fire  policy, 
I  expect  to  reduce  the  city's  payroll  by  500  em- 
ployees. No  vacancies  in  nonessential  positions 
will  be  filled  and  no  new  positions  will  be  created. 

Fifth,  no  new  programs  will  be  started  by  any 
established  agency  and  no  new  agencies  will  be 
created  at  any  additional  expense  to  the  city. 

These  are  the  policies  that  this  administration 
will  enforce.  And  they  will  be  enforced  across 
the  board,  in  every  city  department  and  agency 
with  one  exception — the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment. I  will  not  jeopardize  the  safety  of  the 
citizens  of  this  city.  No  economy  measures  are 
worth  the  cost  of  reduced  police  protection. 

But  that  is  the  only  exception.  There  will  be 
no  others. 

Nothing  else  is  sacrosanct.  No  other  depart- 
ment, no  other  sections  of  the  city,  no  other 
political  group  will  be  spared.  I  mean  to  cut 
this  budget,  and  I  will  cut  it — until  it  hurts. 

And  the  fact  is,  with  all  of  this  with  your  con- 
currence and  support,  and  almost  any  other  cuts 
you  want  to  make,  our  tax  rate  will  still  go  up 
because  there  is  nothing,  absolutely  nothing,  I 
can  do  about  increased  debt  services,  MBTA 
assessment,  veterans'  benefits,  or  collective  bar- 
gaining. 

If  anyone  in  this  room  or  in  the  city  has  a 
solution,  I  and  every  other  mayor  and  public 
official  across  the  country  alike  want  it. 

Further,  to  help  us  in  our  endeavors,  because 
it  isn't  easy  for  those  who  are  charged  with  any 
responsibility  in  an  elected  capacity  to  make 
these  decisions,  I  invite  the  critical  examination 
of  my  budget  by  every  concerned  agency  and 
citizen  of  this  city. 

I  today  invite  the  Boston  Municipal  Besearch 
Bureau  and  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  to 
come  in  now,  not  next  month  or  next  year,  to 
examine  the  budget,  line  by  line,  before  it  is  pre- 
sented to  the  City  Council.  These  agencies  are 
important.  They  are  welcomed,  they  are  ex- 
pected. I  would  also  invite  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  to  examine  the  budget  prior  to  its 
submission  as  well  as  afterwards.  You  are 
charged  by  the  charter  of  this  city  with  a  grave 
responsibility  to  review  the  fiscal  priorities  of 
this    administration.      It    is    not    enough,    for 


political  purposes  in  a  political  year,  to  make 
sweeping  condemnations  —  and  then  to  make 
only  minor  changes. 

In  the  past  I  have  tried  to  cut  every  unneces- 
sary cent  from  department  requests.  Your  con- 
duct has  given  evidence  of  the  success  of  that 
effort.  In  three  years  of  budget  hearings  you 
have  cut  precisely  $3,806,646  from  budget  re- 
quests totaling  more  than  $550  million.  That 
adds  up  to  $2.37  on  the  tax  rate.  This  adds  up 
to  a  cut  of  79  cents  annually  over  three  years, 
which  should  be  positive  proof  of  the  practice 
of  economy  under  which  there  could  be  little 
improvement. 

The  areas  of  budget  review  and  budget  cutting 
are  not  confined.  They  cover  the  entire  spec- 
trum. I  have  spared  nothing,  and  that  includes 
the  new  programs  begun  under  my  administra- 
tion on  which  there  have  been  a  tremendous 
amount  of  impact. 

This  administration  has  started  new  programs 
in  the  past  three  years.  There  are  some  who 
have  said  that  they  are  too  costly,  and  who 
think  that  the  tax  rate  can  be  held  down  by 
cutting  them  back.  If  you  could  only  cut  out 
the  Mayor's  programs!  Well,  if  you  eliminate 
every  single  program  I  have  created  in  this  city, 
fire  every  single  person  who  was  attached  to  that 
program,  you  would  save  exactly  $1.61  on  the 
tax  rate  —  $1.61  on  a  tax  rate  that  is  already 
$156  and  threatens  to  go  to  $190. 

These  programs,  in  my  opinion,  are  some  of 
the  biggest  bargains  in  the  city.  They  are 
effective.  They  are  needed,  and  many  of  you 
have  voted  for  them  two  or  three  years  at  a 
time.  And  interestingly  enough,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Mayor's  Office  budget  will  show  that 
a  number  of  programs  have  been  sponsored  by 
this  body,  such  as  air  pollution. 

But  I  have  said  no  department  would  be 
spared,  and  I  mean  it.  So  I  have  decided  to  cut 
the  Little  City  Halls  program  by  25  percent.  I 
I  will  cut  the  other  programs  back  as  well. 

If  you,  the  City  Council,  want  to  cut  further, 
go  ahead.  If  you  want  to  eliminate  them  all, 
go  ahead.  But  be  prepared  to  stand  up  in  your 
neighborhoods  and  take  full  responsibility  for 
closing  Little  City  Halls,  for  eliminating  Sum- 
merthing,  for  cutting  out  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly  and  the  Office  of  Human 
Bights. 

This  is  not  going  to  be  an  easy  year.  It  will 
be  a  year  —  indeed  several  years  —  when  every 
one  of  us  must  make  a  choice  and  stand  up  for  it. 
I've  told  you  where  I  stand.  Now  I  want  to 
know  where  you  will  stand.  If  the  police  and 
firemen  picket  my  office  next  summer  seeking 
what  can  be  called  a  justifiable  wage  increase, 
where  will  you  stand  individually  and  collec- 
tively? If  services  are  cut  back  in  your  neigh- 
borhood, where  will  you  stand?  If  we  cut  this 
tax  rate  by  cutting  the  Mayor's  budget,  where 
will  you  stand  on  the  City  Council  appropria- 
tion or  that  of  the  schools? 

It  isn't  each  of  us  against  each  other  but  all 
of  us  together  against  the  burden  that  has  been 
thrust  upon  us  by  the  adversity  of  this  city.  We 
cannot  have  it  both  ways.  Each  of  us  now  in 
our  own  conscience  will  have  to  decide. 

As  I  said,  this  will  be  a  difficult  year.  But 
maybe  this  year  we  can  start  at  long  last  to 
bring   about  some   changes   in   a   system   that 
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leaves  us  with  only  impossible  choices.  Maybe 
this  year  we  can  turn  adversity  into  a  force  For 
reform. 

I  hope  so  and  I  have  confidence  you  do  also. 

I  pledge  that  I  will  do  everything  in  my  power 
to  bring  it  about,  not  only  in  this  city  but  be- 
yond its  borders. 

Later  this  month  I  will  convene  a  meeting  of 
Massachusetts  mayors  to  formulate  plans  for  an 
all-out  assault  on  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture to  obtain  fiscal  relief  for  Boston  and  every 
other  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth.  I 
will  spare  no  effort  and  no  resource  to  achieve 
this  goal,  and  I  welcome  each  and  every  one  of 
you  to  join  me  in  this  fight. 

After  three  long  years  of  study  the  Master  Tax 
Plan  Commission  has  made  its  initial  report.  It 
has  proposed  what  is,  in  essence,  a  bold  and 
creative  plan  to  revise  our  tax  structure  and 
jointly  help  on  a  long  run  toward  sustaining  the 
tax  bases  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  Governor  and  the  Legislature  have  run 
out  of  excuses.  The  report  is  in.  The  studies 
are  done.  The  election  is  over.  The  time  for 
fiscal  reform  is  now.  Not  next  year  or  the  year 
after  but  now. 

So  I  will  ask  each  of  you  to  put  aside  not  justi- 
fiable criticism,  political  or  otherwise,  of  me  or 
my  administration;  to  put  aside  the  petty 
squabbles  and  ancient  feuds.  Let  us  dedicate 
this  year  to  a  concerted  effort  in  this  and  every 
other  city  to  fight  for  a  lasting  answer  to  our  fis- 
cal dilemmas. 

Boston  is  a  great  city — an  exciting,  vibrant 
city  with  a  proud  past  and  a  promising  future. 
But  behind  that  rosy  facade  is  a  festering  ill- 
ness. We  are  engaged  in  a  fight  for  the  health 
of  this  city.  I  ask  every  one  of  you  to  help  in . 
that  fight.  I  honestly  think  it  can  be  won.  We 
need  your  help. 

Thank  you. 

Thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  for  your  wonderful 
message. 

We  will  all  rise,  and  Monsignor  Griffin  will 
offer  a  prayer.

Almighty  God,  shower 
upon  our  venerable  city  and  its  Mayor,  our 
Council,  and  its  President,  our  School  Committee 
and  its  Chairman  the  blessings  they  will  urgently 
require  to  direct  the  affairs  of  our  city  in  the  new 
year.  May  all  of  us  clearly  understand,  bravely 
accept,  and  nobly  carry  out  the  full  commitment 
of  our  sacred  oath.  God  help  us  to  desire  nothing 
for  ourselves  that  we  do  not  desire  for  all  others. 
Help  us  to  be  good  stewards  of  Thy  great 
bounty;  to  practice  beneficent  cooperation;  to 
be  beacons  of  freedom;  to  proclaim  openly  that 
our  city  is  a  place  where  the  majority  is  without 
tyranny,  the  minority  without  fear;  so  that  all 
our  decrees  are  based  upon  our  sacred  ideals 
founded  on  the  validity  of  truth  and  justice,  the 


cogency  of  the  moral  law,  the  imperishable 
dignity  and  worth  of  the  human  person,  and  the 
right  of  our  God  in  the  domain  of  all  human 
affairs.  Eternal  God  of  all  nations,  Thou  hast 
ordained  that  the  affairs  and  welfare  of  the  many 
must  ever  rest  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  few. 
Here  gathered  are  our  few,  by  the  grace  of  God 
and  the  suffrage  and  f.-.vor  of  the  people  elected 
to  high  office.    God  be  with  them  always.

Our  findings  indicate  thai 
certain  potential  problems  do  not  exist,  but  that 
other  serious  problems  demand  governmental 
correction. 

The  prices  vary  widely,  are  generally  high,  and 
bear  little  relationship  to  any  rational  variables. 
These  problems  are  in  large  measure  due  to  and 
aggravated  by  the  near  absence  of  information 
about  prescription  drug  retail  prices  in  the  hands 
of  the  consumer-patients.  We  have  proposed  a 
simple,  direct,  and  inexpensive  mechanism  to 
close  this  information  gap.  It  should  allow  all 
the  people  of  Boston  to  buy  prescriptions,  more 
rationally  and  to  search  out  more  reasonable 
prices.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  medical  and 
the  pharmacy  professionals  the  public  may 
better  be  served .

Whereas,  Because  of  the  lack  of  enforcement 
of  the  above  city  ordinance  there  are  many 
people  who  are  injured  in  the  City  of  Boston  as 
a  result  of  failure  of  enforcement,  particularly 
the  elderly,  handicapped,  and  the  blind;  there- 
fore be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  create  a  special 
task  force,  after  a  snowstorm,  of  city  em- 
ployees, including  police,  Public  Works  sanitary 
inspectors,  housing  inspectors,  etc.,  to  create  a

Subsection    (e)   of  Section    1    of 
chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970  is  hereby

"three   hundred   dollars,"   and  "three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars"  for  the  sums  "one  hundred  and 
sixty  dollars,"  "one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dol- 
lars," "two  hundred   and    thirty-five   dollars," 
and   "two    hundred    and    eighty-five    dollars," 
respectively. 

Section  2.  Strike  the  word  "maximum,"  as 
it  appears  in  Section  2  (c),  second  line;  in  the 
title  of  Section  4;  in  Section  4  (c),  second  line;  in 
Section  4  (e),  second  line;  in  Section  5  (a), 
second  and  fourth  lines;  in  Section  6,  second, 
third,  and  sixteenth  lines;  in  Section  9  (a),  third 
and  eleventh  lines;  in  Section  10  (a),  fourth  line, 
and  in  Section  10  (6),  second  line. 

Section  3.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  11  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows:

Section  8.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  11  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  subsection  (b) 
the  following: 

"(c)  General  Regulation  Rents.  The  board 
may,  by  regulation  after  notice  and  hearing, 
promulgate  such  general  regulations  as  to  rents 
for  any  class  of  housing  accommodations  as  may 
be  appropriate  to  reflect  general  increases  or  de- 
creases in  the  level  of  property  taxes  or  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses  since  December  1, 
1968;  provided,  that  no  regulation  promulgated 
hereunder  shall  have  the  effect  of  decreasing  any

the  housing  accommodations  involved.  Any 
rent  so  regulated  shall  be  subject  to  individual 
adjustment  upon  petition  of  the  tenant  or  the 
landlord  filed  with  the  board  within  sixty  days 
after  the  effective  date  of  the  regulation." 

Section  9.  Said  section  5  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  new  clause: 

"  (f )  The  board  may,  by  regulation  after  notice 
and  public  hearing,  exclude  any  class  of  housing 
accommodations  from  operation  of  this  ordi- 
nance if  in  its  judgment  the  need  for  continuing 
regulation  thereof  hereunder  no  longer  exists 
because  of  sufficient  construction  of  new  housing 
accommodations  at  comparable  rental  levels 
or  because  the  demand  for  such  housing  accom- 
modations has  otherwise  been  met;  provided, 
however,  that  the  board  may,  in  like  manner, 
reimpose  controls  on  any  class  of  housing  ac- 
commodations with  respect  to  which  such 
controls  were  so  removed,  upon  finding  by  the 
board  that  a  substantial  shortage  of  such  hous- 
ing accommodations  exists." 

Section  10.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  11  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  before  the  first 
paragraph  the  following  new  paragraph : 

"On  or  before  April  1,  1971,  every  landlord 
shall  file  with  the  board,  on  a  form  which  may 
be  obtained  from  the  board,  the  following  in- 
formation with  respect  to  every  building  con- 
taining housing  accommodations  owned  or 
managed  by  him: 

"(a)  The  number  of  rental  units.

"(d)  The  current  rent  for  each  unit." 

Section  11.  Subsection  (a)  of  section  7  of  said 
chapter  11  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "section  5"  and  substituting  the 
words    sections  3  or  4."

is  permitted.     The  mayor  and  aldermen  in 


such  cities  or  selectmen  in  such  towns  may  fix 
the  day   of  holding  preliminary   elections  or 
primaries  in  such  cities  or  towns."

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during 
the  fiscal  year  of  1971,  it  is  necessary  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  at  an  early  meeting  an  order 
authorizing  the  issuance  as  needed  during  the 
year  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue 
receipts.  This  method  of  financing  is  made 
necessary  by  the  fact  that  under  the  Massa- 
chusetts municipal  tax  calendar  the  major  por- 
tion of  the  city's  revenue  receipts  is  received 
late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1971  in 
anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary  loans 
which  would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the 
total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1970  together 
with  the  amount  received  from  excise  taxes  on 
motor  vehicles  and  trailers  and  payments  made 
by  the  Commonwealth  in  lieu  of  taxes  during 
the  year  1970.  The  total  amount  of  the  tax  levy 
for  1970  amounted  to  $253,545,600.  In  1970  a 
total  of  $100,000,000  was  authorized  by  the  City 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  During 
the  year  1970  it  was  necessary  to  issue 
$85,000,000.  At  the  present  time  it  appears 
that  the  1971  requirements  for  this  type  of 
financing  will  be  $125,000,000. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $125,000,000  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  consideration  and 
adoption.

ORDINANCE  REPEALING  OBSOLETE 
PROVISION  FIXING  FEE  FOR  IN-

Chapter  59  of  the  Acts  of  1969  repealed  sec- 
tion 42  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws 
under  which  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  issued 
licenses  for  intelligence  offices,  more  commonly 
known  today  as  employment  agencies.  Super- 
vision of  this  business  had  by  successive  legis- 
lative acts  been  placed  on  the  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  and  Industries.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  at- 
tested copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  ap- 
proved under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article 
2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted 
providing  substantially  as  follows: 
An  Act  Creating  the    Economic    Development 

and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Court  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 
Section  1.    Definitions.    Unless  a  contrary  in- 
tention clearly  appears,  the  following  words  shall, 
in  this  act,  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  "City,"  the  city  of  Roston. 

(b)  "Corporation,"  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Roston  cre- 
ated by  section  3  of  this  act. 

(c)  "Development  plan,"  a  detailed  plan,  as 
it  may  be  approved  from  time  to  time  by  the 
city  council  and  the  mayor  under  section  6,  for 
one  or  more  economic  development  projects 
within  an  economic  development  area,  which 
plan  shall  be  consistent  with  local  objectives  re- 
specting appropriate  land  uses,  and  shall  be  suffi- 
ciently complete  to  indicate  the  boundaries  of 
the  area,  such  land  acquisition,  such  demolition, 
removal,  and  rehabilitation  of  structures,  and 
such  development,  redevelopment,  and  general 
public  improvements  as  may  be  proposed  to  be 
carried  out  within  such  area,  zoning  and  plan- 
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ning  changes,  if  any,  and  proposed  land  uses, 
maximum  densities  and  building  requirements; 
provided,  however,  that  without  specific  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council  and  of  the  mayor  no 
development  plan  shall  propose  zoning  changes 
to  or  from  business  or  residential  uses,  or  pro- 
vide for  any  office  building  other  than  one 
wholly  incidental  to  a  manufacturing  or  indus- 
trial use  within  the  area. 

(d)  "Economic  development  area,"  any 
blighted  open  area  or  any  decadent  area,  as  re- 
spectively defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  121B 
of  the  General  Laws,  which  is  located  in  the 
city,  and  is  zoned  for  general  or  restricted  manu- 
facturing uses  or  for  general  or  waterfront  in- 
dustrial uses,  whether  restricted  or  not,  and 
within  which  there  are  not  exceeding  forty-five 
dwelling  units. 

(e)  "Economic  development  project,"  (1)  a 
project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  a 
development  plan  for  acquisition  by  the  corpo- 
ration of  land  and  the  improvements  thereon,  if 
any,  within  an  economic  development  area  cov- 
ered by  a  development  plan  and  for  clearance 
and  development  of  the  land  so  acquired;  or 
(2)  a  project  for  the  rehabilitation  or  conserva- 
tion of  an  economic  development  area,  or  for 
the  restoration  and  renewal  of  any  such  area  or 
portion  thereof,  or  for  the  demolition,  removal, 
or  rehabilitation  of  improvements  on  land  within 
an  economic  development  area  whenever  neces- 
sary to  eliminate  unhealthful,  unsanitary,  or  un- 
safe conditions,  lessen  density,  mitigate  or  elimi- 
nate traffic  congestion,  reduce  traffic  hazards, 
or  eliminate  obsolete  or  other  uses  detrimental 
to  the  public  welfare;  or  (3)  a  project  involving 
any  combination  of  the  foregoing  types  of 
project.  An  economic  development  project  may 
include  improvements  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  objectives  of  the  economic  development 
project,  together  with  such  site  improvements  as 
are  necessary  for  the  preparation  of  any  site  for 
uses  in  accordance  with  the  development  plan, 
and  making  any  land  or  improvements  acquired 
in  the  area  of  the  project  available  for  redevelop- 
ment or  rehabilitation  by  private  enterprise,  in- 
cluding sale,  initial  leasing,  or  retention  by  the 
corporation  for  industrial  or  manufacturing  uses 
in  accordance  with  the  development  plan.  An 
economic  development  project  may  also  include 
the  construction  by  the  corporation  of  any  of  the 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  for  in- 
dustrial or  manufacturing  uses  contemplated  by 
the  development  plan  and  the  repair,  removal, 
or  rehabilitation  by  the  corporation  of  any  of 
the  buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  lo- 
cated in  the  area  covered  by  the  development 
plan,  and  which,  under  such  plan,  are  to  be 
repaired,  moved,  or  rehabilitated. 

Section  2.  Statement  of  Findings.  It  is 
hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  blighted  open 
areas  exist  in  parts  of  the  city  of  Boston  zoned 
for  industrial  or  manufacturing  uses;  that  each 
such  area  constitutes  a  serious  and  growing 
menace,  injurious  and  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of 
the  city;  that  each  such  area  constitutes  an 
economic  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  ar- 
rests the  sound  growth  of  the  city,  and  retards 
the  economic  well-being  of  the  commonwealth; 
that  each  decreases  the  value  of  private  invest- 
ments   and    threatens    the    sources    of   public 


revenue;  that  redevelopment  of  each  such  area 
in  accordance  with  a  development  plan  for  the 
elimination  of  substandard  conditions  and  the 
prevention  of  their  recurrence  is  necessary  to 
retain  existing  industries,  and  attract  new  in- 
dustries,   and    promote    the    sound    economic 
growth  of  the  city;  that  the  menace  of  such 
decadent    or    blighted    open    areas    is    beyond 
remedy  and  control  solely  by  regulatory  process 
in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and  cannot 
be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  opera- 
tions  of  private    enterprise   without    the    aids 
herein  provided;  that  the  acquisition  of  property 
for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  decadent,  sub- 
standard, or  blighted  open- conditions  therein, 
preventing  recurrence  of  such  conditions  in  the 
area,  the  removal  of  structures  and  improve- 
ment of  sites  for  manufacturing  and  industrial 
uses,  the  disposition  of  the  property  for  rede- 
velopment   incidental    to    the    foregoing,    the 
exercise  of  powers  by  the  corporation  and  any 
assistance  which  may  be  given  by  the  city,  or 
any  other  public  body  in  connection  therewith 
are  public  uses  and  purposes  for  which  public 
money   may   be   expended    and    the   power   of 
eminent  domain  exercised;  and  that  the  acquisi- 
tion, planning,  clearance,  development,  rehabili- 
tation,   or    rebuilding    of   such    decadent    and 
blighted   open    areas   for    industrial   or    manu- 
facturing purposes  are  public  uses  and  benefits 
for  which  private  property  may  be  acquired  by 
eminent  domain  or  regulated  by  wholesome  and 
reasonable  orders,  laws,  and  directions  and  for 
which  public  funds  may  be  expended  for  the 
good  and  welfare  of  the  city  and  of  this  common- 
wealth. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  and  declared  that 
there  exists  in  the  city  a  condition  of  substantial 
and     persistent     unemployment     and     under- 
employment  which    cause    hardship    to    many 
individuals    and    families,    waste    vital    human 
resources,  increase  the  public  assistance  burdens, 
impair  the  security  of  family  life,  impede  the 
economic  and  physical  development  of  the  city, 
and    adversely    affect    the    welfare    and    pros- 
perity of  the  people;  that  unemployment  and 
underemployment  have  been  caused  in  part  by 
industrial  and  manufacturing  companies  moving 
from  the  city;  that  many  existing  industrial  and 
manufacturing    facilities    within    the    city    are 
obsolete  and  inefficient;  that  such  facilities  are 
underutilized  or  vacated,  thereby  creating  addi- 
tional  unemployment;   that  such   obsolescence 
and  abandonment  of  existing  facilities  are  caus- 
ing serious  injury  to  the  economy  of  the  city; 
that  the  manufacturing  and  industrial  sector  of 
the  economy  provides  the  best  opportunity  for 
better  jobs  at  higher  wages  for  inhabitants  of 
the  city;  that  new  industrial  and  manufacturing 
sites   are  required   to   attract   and   house    new 
industries  and  to  retain  existing  industries   in 
need    of    expansion    space;    that    the    unaided 
efforts  of  private  enterprise  have  not  provided 
and    cannot    provide    the    necessary    industrial 
sites  within  the  urban  environment  due  to  prob- 
lems encountered   in  the  assembly  of  suitable 
building  sites,  the  provision  of  adequate  public 
services,   the   unavailability   of  private   capital 
for  development,   and  the  inability  of  private 
enterprise  alone  to  plan,  finance,  and  coordinate 
industrial  development  projects. 
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Section  3.  Creation  of  Corporation.  There  is 
hereby  created  a  public  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, to  be  known  as  the  Economic  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston,  in 
this  act  called  the  corporation,  which  shall  be 
an  instrumentality  of  the  commonwealth,  con- 
sisting of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
mayor  of  the  city  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  city  council  of  the  city,  two  of  whom  shall 
at  all  times  be  members  of  the  development  and 
industrial  commission  of  the  city.  At  least  one 
member  shall  be  experienced  in  financial  mat- 
ters, one  in  real  estate  matters,  and  one  in  mu- 
nicipal government;  and  at  least  one  member 
shall  be  a  person  of  low  income.  The  mayor 
shall  designate  one  of  the  seven  members  as 
chairman,  and  another  as  vicechairman.  Each 
of  the  seven  members  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  corporation.  A  majority  of  the 
seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business,  but  the  action  of  a 
majority  of  the  entire  membership  shall  be 
required  for  any  transaction.  For  the  purposes 
of  section  11 A  of  chapter  30 A  of  the  General 
Laws  the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an 
authority  established  by  the  general  court  to 
serve  a  public  purpose  in  the  commonwealth. 

Of  the  members  of  the  corporation  first  ap- 
pointed, two  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one 
year  from  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  current 
year,  two  for  two  years  from  said  date,  and  three 
for  three  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  ollice  of  any  such  member, 
or  of  any  subsequent  member,  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
in  like  manner  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 
Unless  reappointed,  no  member  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  hold  oiiice  after  the  expiration  of  his 
term;  and  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  any 
person  whose  term  has  expired  shall  be  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  which  would  have  begun 
at  such  expiration  if  the  successor  had  then  been 
appointed. 

Any  member  may  be  removed  by  the  mayor 
for  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  wilful  neglect 
of  duty,  but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a 
public  hearing,  unless  the  same  are  in  writing 
expressly  waived.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws  the  members  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  mu- 
nicipal employees. 

Before  the  issuance  of  any  bonds  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  each  member  of  the  cor- 
poration shall  execute  a  surety  bond  with  a 
surety  company  authorized  to  transact  business 
in  this  commonwealth  as  surety,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  $50,000  conditioned  upon  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
each  such  surety  bond  to  be  approved  by  the 
corporation  counsel  of  the  city  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  state  secretary.  The  members  of 
the  corporation  shall  receive  no  compensation 
for  the  performance  of  their  duties  hereunder; 
but  each  member  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses actually  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties.  Every  such  reimbursement  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  from  and  after  the 
requisition  therefor. 

The  corporation  shall  at  least  once  every  three 
months  consult  concerning  industrial  develop- 


ment policies  and  programs  with  the  develop- 
ment and  industrial  commission  of  the  city, 
which  shall  serve  as  an  advisory  council  to  the 
corporation.  _ 

Section  4.  General  Powers  andT)uties.  The 
members  of  the  corporation  shall  adopt  a  cor- 
porate seal  for  the  corporation,  and  designate 
the  custodian  thereof;  may  from  time  to  time 
appoint  and  at  pleasure  remove  a  director,  a 
clerk,  a  treasurer,  or  such  other  officers  of  the 
corporation  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
may  determine  their  duties  and  their  compen- 
sation, which  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation; 
shall  cause  at  all  times  accurate  accounts  to  be 
kept  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  funds 
of  the  corporation;  and  shall  make  a  report  an- 
nually in  December  to  the  mayor,  the  city  coun- 
cil, and  the  city  clerk  of  the  city,  containing  an 
abstract  of  such  accounts  and  detailed  informa- 
tion of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  including 
prices  paid  for  land  purchased  or  taken  and  any 
buildings  constructed  thereon,  contracts  for 
construction  of  facilities  and  for  the  leasing 
thereof,  and  such  other  detailed  information  as 
may  be  deemed  helpful  to  the  mayor.  The  offices 
of  treasurer  and  clerk  may  be  held  by  the  same 
person.  The  corporation  shall  cause  an  audit 
of  its  books  and  accounts  to  be  made  at  least 
once  in  each  fiscal  year  by  certified  public  ac- 
countants and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  treated 
as  an  item  of  current  expense.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  act,  the  corporation  shall 
have  full  power  to  exercise  care  of  its  property 
and  the  management  of  its  business  and  alfairs, 
and  to  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  or  other 
property  not  needed  for  its  business  or  affairs, 
by  deed  or  other  instrument  sealed  with  the  cor- 
porate seal,  signed  and  acknowledged  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members,  or  in  like  manner  to  au- 
thorize such  sale  and  conveyance  by  any  of  its 
ollicers  or  agents.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with 
a  surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in 
this  commonwealth  as  surety,  in  such  sum  as 
the  members  may  determine,  the  premium  there- 
for to  be  paid  by  the  corporation.  Neither 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  nor  any  rule 
made  thereunder  shall  apply  to  any  person  em- 
ployed or  engaged  by  the  corporation  under  this 
act. 

Section  5.  Specific  Powers.  The  corporation 
is  hereby  authorized: 

(a)  To  sue  and  be  sued  in  its  own  name,  and 
plead  and  be  impleaded. 

(b)  To  adopt  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of 
its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  and 
to  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure. 

(c)  To  make  and  enter  into  all  contracts  and 
agreements  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties  and  the  execution  of  its 
powers  under  this  act,  and  to  employ  consulting 
engineers,  superintendents,  managers,  and  such 
other  engineers,  construction  and  accounting 
experts,  and  attorneys,  and  such  other  employ- 
ees, agents,  and  consultants  as  may  be  necessary 
in  its  judgment,  and  to  fix  their  compensation. 

U\)  To  receive  and  accept  from  any  federal 
agency  or  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  grants, 
loans,  or  advances  for  or  in  aid  of  an  economic 
development  project  or  projects  and  to  receive 
and  accept  contributions  from  any  source  of 
either  money,  property,  labor,  or  other  things 
of  value,  to  be  held,  used,  and  applied  for  the 
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purposes  for  which  such  grants,  loans,  advances, 
and  contributions  may  be  made. 

(e)  To  borrow  money,  and,  from  time  to 
time,  to  make,  accept,  endorse,  execute,  and 
issue  bonds,  debentures,  promissory  notes,  bills 
of  exchange,  and  other  obligations  of  the  cor- 
poration for  moneys  borrowed  or  in  payment  for 
property  acquired  or  for  any  of  the  other  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation,  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  such  obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge, 
deed,  indenture,  agreement,  or  other  instrument 
of  trust,  or  by  other  lien  upon,  assignment  of, 
or  agreement  in  regard  to  all  or  any  part  of  the 
property,  rights,  or  privileges  of  the  corporation. 

(f)  To  issue  revenue  bonds  of  the  corpora- 
tion, payable  solely  from  revenues,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost  of  a 
project  or  projects. 

(g)  To  invest  any  funds  not  required  for 
immediate  use  or  disbursement  in  certificates  of 
deposit  or  in  obligations  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  or  in  obligations  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  which  is 
guaranteed  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States. 

(h)  To  provide  such  advisory  services  and 
technical  assistance  as  may  be  desirable  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  the  act. 

(i)  To  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  plans, 
designs,  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates 
of  cost  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  de- 
velopment, redevelopment,  rehabilitation,  re- 
modeling, alteration,  or  repair  of  an  economic 
development  project,  and  from  time  to  time 
modify  such  plans,  designs,  drawings,  specifica- 
tions, and  estimates. 

(j)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  coun- 
cil and  of  the  mayor,  to  designate  areas  of  the 
city  as  economic  development  areas. 

(k)  To  acquire  and  hold  by  bequest,  devise, 
grant,  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  lease,  judicial 
order  or  decree,  or  otherwise,  for  any  of  its 
objects  and  purposes,  any  property,  either  real 
or  personal,  or  any  interest  therein;  and,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  to  ac- 
quire by  purchase  or  otherwise,  on  such  terms 
and  conditions  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  power 
of  eminent  domain  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  79  or  chapter  80A  of  the 
General  Laws  in  so  far  as  such  provisions  may 
be  applicable,  such  private  lands,  or  any  interest 
therein,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  for  providing 
for  the  relocation  of  persons  and  businesses  dis- 
placed as  a  result  of  carrying  out  an  economic 
development  plan.  The  provisions  of  section  40 
of  said  chapter  79  shall  apply  to  any  taking  by 
the  corporation,  except  that  the  security  therein 
required  shall  be  deposited  with  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  and  shall  be  in  an  amount 
at  least  25  percent  higher  than  the  aggregate 
average  assessed  valuations  in  the  three  previous 
calendar  years  of  all  real  estate  to  be  taken  by 
eminent  domain.  Prior  to  the  approval  of  an 
economic  development  plan  by  the  city  council 
and  the  mayor,  the  corporation  shall  neither 
acquire  any  property  nor  institute  any  proceed- 
ing under  chapter  80A,  except  for  purposes  of 
relocation;  provided,  however,  that  if  an  eco- 
nomic development  plan  contemplates  the  taking 
by  eminent  domain  of  lands  particularly  de- 
scribed therein,  and  if  the  said  plan  is  approved 


by  the  city  council  and  the  mayor,  the  date  as  of 
which  the  value  of  such  lands  shall  be  determined 
for  eminent  domain  purposes  shall  be  the  date  on 
which  the  said  economic  development  plan  was 
first  submitted  to  the  city  council. 

(1)  To  make  relocation  payments  to  persons 
and  businesses  displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying 
out  an  economic  development  plan,  including 
such  payments  on  a  pro  tanto  basis. 

(m)  To  procure  insurance  against  any  loss  in 
connection  with  its  property  and  other  assets 
and  operations  in  such  amounts  and  from  such 
insurers  as  it  deems  desirable. 

(n)  To  clear  and  improve  property  acquired 
by  it,  and  to  engage  in  or  contract  for  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  development,  rede- 
velopment, rehabilitation,  remodeling,  alteration, 
or  repair  thereof. 

(o)  To  arrange  or  contract  with  the  city  for 
the  planning,  replanning,  opening,  grading,  or 
closing  of  streets,  roads,  alleys,  or  other  places, 
or  for  the  furnishing  of  facilities,  or  for  the  acqui- 
sition by  the  city  of  property  or  property  rights, 
or  for  the  furnishing  of  property  or  services  in 
connection  with  a  project  or  projects. 

(p)  To  sell,  convey,  mortgage,  lease,  transfer, 
option,  exchange,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any 
property,  either  real  or  personal,  or  any  interest 
therein,  as  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration may  require,  subject  to  such  limitations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

(q)  To  loan  on  mortgages,  including  purchase 
money  mortgages,  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property  within  economic  development  areas, 
to  foreclose  the  same  when  in  default,  and  to  bid 
for  and  purchase  property  at  any  foreclosure  or 
other  sale;  and,  in  such  event,  to  deal  with  such 
property  in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  cor- 
poration therein. 

(r)  To  manage  any  project  whether  owned  or 
leased  by  the  corporation  and  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments with  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  or  any 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof  or  with  any 
person,  firm,  partnership,  or  corporation  either 
public  or  private  for  the  purpose  of  causing  any 
project  to  be  managed. 

(s)  To  act  with  respect  to  one  or  more  projects 
as  a  corporation  organized  under  section  3  or 
section  18B  of  chapter  121A  of  the  General 
Laws;  provided  that  the  accounts  for  each 
project  shall  be  kept  separately,  and  the  income 
of  one  project  shall  not  be  expended  upon  or  for 
the  benefit  of  another  project. 

(t)  To  do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  or 
convenient  to  carry  out  the  powers  expressly 
granted  in  this  act. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
reasonable  relocation  costs  of  persons  and  busi- 
nesses displaced  as  a  result  of  carrying  out  an 
economic  development  plan  as  authorized  by 
clause  (1)  of  this  section;  provided,  that  the 
corporation  shall  not  be  required  hereby  to  pay 
or  contribute  to  the  payment  of  such  costs  of 
any  relocatee  in  excess  of  $25,000. 

Section  6.  Development  Plan.  No  economic 
development  project  shall  be  undertaken  until 
(a)  a  public  hearing  relating  to  the  development 
plan  covering  such  project  has  been  held  by  the 
corporation  after  due  notice  and  (b)  the  develop- 
ment plan  has  been  approved  by  the  city  council 
and  the  mayor,  except  that  if  within  ninety  days 
after  the  submission  of  a  development  plan  to 
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the  city  council  for  approval,  the  city  council  has 
not  voted  to  disapprove  it,  such  plan  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  approved  by  the  city 
council.  If  no  economic  development  project 
covered  by  an  economic  development  plan  is 
commenced  within  seven  years  after  the  approval 
of  such  plan,  the  approval  of  such  plan  shall 
lapse. 

Every  development  plan  submitted  to  the 
city  council  for  approval  under  this  act  (i)  shall 
require  that  every  person  occupying  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  economic  development  area 
covered  by  such  plan  during  the  period  of  forty 
years  after  the  approval  of  such  plan  shall  make 
every  reasonable  effort,  in  employing  persons  in 
his  business,  to  give  to  the  fullest  practicable 
extent  preference  to  residents  of  the  city,  and 
(ii)  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  report  on  such 
plan  by  the  planning  agency  of  the  city  to  whom 
such  plan  shall  have  been  submitted  before  its 
submission  to  the  city  council,  by  a  statement  of 
the  proposed  method  for  financing  each  project 
covered  by  such  plan,  by  a  comprehensive  relo- 
cation plan,  and  by  such  other  information  as 
the  corporation  deems  advisable. 

Notice  of  the  public  hearing  required  by  the 
first  paragraph  of  this  section  shall  be  given  by 
the  corporation  to  (1)  such  persons,  groups,  and 
organizations  as  have  requested  in  writing  that 
such  notice  to  be  given  them  (2)  every  public 
agency,  whether  of  the  city  or  of  the  common- 
wealth, likely  in  the  judgment  of  the  corporation 
to  have  an  actual  or  potential  interest  in  the 
development  plan,  (3)  the  senator  for  every 
senatorial  district  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the 
representative  for  every  representative  district 
thereof,  within  which  the  economic  development 
area  or  any  part  thereof  lies,  and  (4)  each  pub- 
licly appointed  or  elected  local  advisory  com- 
mittee, and  each  community  group  supported  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  public  funds,  whose  territory 
covers  all  or  part  of  the  economic  development 
area.  In  the  course  of  preparing  a  development 
plan,  the  corporation  shall  consult  with  each  of 
the  aforesaid  so  far  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
corporation  it  is  practicable. 

If  a  development  plan  is  approved  by  the  city 
council  and  the  mayor,  the  corporation  shall 
have  the  powers  and  duties  imposed  by  this  act 
to  undertake  and  carry  out  the  economic  de- 
velopment projects  covered  by  such  plan.  The 
corporation  shall  not  be  required  to  submit  a 
development  plan  so  approved  to  the  depart- 
ment of  community  affairs  of  the  commonwealth 
for  further  approval. 

Section  7.  Rents  and  Charges.  Rents  and 
charges  for  services  or  facilities  furnished  or  sup- 
plied by  the  corporation  shall  not  be, subject  to 
supervision  or  regulation  by  any  department, 
division,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  and,  if  derived  from  a  project 
in  connection  with  which  revenue  bonds  have 
been  issued,  shall,  with  all  other  revenues  de- 
rived from  the  project,  except  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  cost  of  main- 
tenance, repair,  and  operation  and  to  provide 
such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  provided  for  in 
the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds  or  in  the  trust  agreement,  but  including 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide 
such  reserves  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of 
and  the  interest  on  said  revenue  bonds  as  may 


be  provided  for  in  such  resolution  or  trust  agree- 
ment, and  including  also  the  proceeds  of  any  and 
all  sales  by  the  corporation  of  property  within 
the  project  area,  be  set  aside  at  such  regular 
intervals  as  may  be  provided  for  in  such  resolu- 
tion or  trust  agreement,  in  a  sinking  fund  which 
is  hereby  pledged  to  and  charged  with  the  pay- 
ment of  (1)  the  interest  upon  such  bonds  as  such 
interest  shall  fall  due,  (2)  the  principal  of  the 
bonds  as  the  same  shall  fall  due,  (3)  the  neces- 
sary charges  of  paying  agents  for  paying  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  and  (4)  the  redemption  price 
or  the  purchase  price  of  bonds  retired  by  call  or 
purchase  as  therein  provided. 

Section  8.  Liability  of  the  Corporation.  The 
corporation  shall  be  liable  in  contract  or  in  tort 
in  the  same  manner  as  a  private  corporation. 
The  members,  employees,  officers,  and  agents  of 
the  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  as  such  on  its 
contracts  or  for  torts  not  committed  or  directly 
authorized  by  them.  The  property  or  funds  of 
the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to  attach- 
ment or  to  levy  and  sale  on  execution,  but  if  the 
corporation  refuses  to  pay  a  judgment  entered 
against  it  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
the  superior  court,  sitting  within  and  for  the 
county  in  which  the  corporation  is  situated, 
may,  by  writ  of  mandamus,  direct  the  treasurer 
of  such  agency  to  pay  such  judgment.  The  real 
estate  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  subject  to 
liens  under  chapter  254  of  the  General  Laws, 
but  the  provisions  of  sections  28  and  29  of 
chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  applica- 
ble to  any  construction  work  by  the  corporation. 
Section  9.  Exemption  from  Taxation;  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Real  Property  Taxes.  The  real 
estate  and  tangible  personal  property  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  public  property 
used  for  essential  public  and  governmental  pur- 
poses and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and 
from  betterments  and  special  assessments;  pro- 
vided that,  in  lieu  of  such  taxes,  betterments, 
and  special  assessments,  the  city  may  determine 
a  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  city  annually  in  any  year 
or  period  of  years,  such  sum  to  be  in  any  year 
not  in  excess  of  the  amount  that  would  be  levied 
at  the  then  current  tax  rate  upon  the  average  of 
the  assessed  value  of  such  real  estate,  including 
buildings  and  other  structures,  for  the  three 
years  preceding  the  year  of  acquisition  thereof, 
the  valuation  for  each  year  being  reduced  by  all 
abatements  thereon. 

The  city  may,  however,  agree  with  the  cor- 
poration upon  the  payments  to  be  made  to  the 
city,  or  the  corporation  may  make  and  the  city 
may  accept  such  payments,  the  amount  of  which 
shall  not  in  either  case  be  subject  to  the  foregoing 
limitation.  The  last  paragraph  of  section  6  and 
all  of  section  7  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws 
shall,  so  far  as  apt,  be  applicable  to  payments 
under  this  section. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  taxation,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed,  of  real 
estate  acquired  by  the  corporation  for  an 
economic  development  project  and  sold  by  it, 
or  the  taxation,  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  real  estate  of  the  common- 
wealth is  taxed,  of  real  estate  so  acquired  by  the 
corporation  and  leased  by  it;  provided,  however, 
that  real  estate  so  acquired  by  the  corporation 
and  sold  or  leased  to  an  urban  redevelopment 
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corporation  or  other  entity  operating  under  chap- 
ter 121A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to  an  insurance 
company  or  savings  bank  or  group  of  savings 
banks  operating  under  said  chapter,  shall  be 
taxed  as  provided  in  said  chapter  and  not  other- 
wise. 

The  corporation  and  the  debentures,  revenue 
bonds,  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  their  transfer  and  the 
income  therefrom  (including  any  profit  made  on 
the  sale  thereof),  shall  at  all  times  be  free  from 
taxation  by  the  commonwealth  or  any  sub- 
division thereof. 

Section  10.  Debentures.  To  provide  funds 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  corporation,  in- 
cluding working  capital,  the  corporation  may 
from  time  to  time  issue  debentures;  provided, 
however,  that  such  debentures  outstanding  at 
any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  $5,000,000.  Such 
debentures  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city  or  a 
pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city,  and  shall  be  subordinated 
to  all  other  obligations  of  the  corporation  and 
shall  be  payable  at  such  time  or  times  and  in 
such  installments,  if  any,  as  the  corporation 
shall  determine,  but  solely  out  of  the  net  assets 
of  the  corporation;  and  the  holders  thereof  shall 
be  entitled  to  interest  thereon,  but  only  out  of 
the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation,  and  in  no 
event  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  rate  specified 
therein. 

Such  debentures  may  be  secured  by  a  trust 
agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation  and 
a  corporate  trustee,  which  shall  be  located  within 
the  commonwealth  and  shall  be  a  trust  company 
or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company. 
Such  trust  agreement  shall  contain  such  provi- 
sions for  protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  the  debenture  holders  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of 
law.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  which  may  act  as  depository 
under  such  trust  agreement  to  furnish  such  in- 
demnifying bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities 
as  may  be  required  by  the  corporation.  Such 
trust  agreement  shall  set  forth  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  the  debenture  holders  and  of  the 
trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  debenture  holders.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing,  such  trust  agreement  may  contain 
such  other  provisions  as  the  corporation  may 
deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of 
the  debenture  holders.  All  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  agree- 
ment may  be  treated  as  an  item  of  current 
expense. 

Debentures  may  be  issued  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  without  obtaining  the  consent  of 
any  department,  division,  commission,  board, 
bureau,  or  agency  of  the  commonwealth  or  of 
any  political  subdivision  thereof  and  without  any 
other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any  other 
conditions  or  things  other  than  those  proceed- 
ings, conditions,  or  things  which  are  specifically 
required  by  this  act. 

Section  11.  Financial  Aid  from  the  City. 
The  city  may  raise  and  appropriate,  or  may 
borrow,  or  may  agree  with  the  corporation  or 
with  the  federal  government  or  the  common- 
wealth to  raise  and  appropriate  or  to  borrow,  in 
aid  of  the  corporation,  such  sums  as  may  be 


necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  powers 
of  the  corporation,  including  defraying  part  of 
the  development,  acquisition,  and  operating  costs 
of  any  project;  provided,  however,  that  the  city 
shall  not  borrow,  nor  agree  to  borrow,  as  afore- 
said unless  authorized  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
all  the  city  councillors  passed  only  after  two 
separate  readings  and  by  two  separate  votes,  the 
second  of  such  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  after  the  first.  Indebt- 
edness of  the  city  authorized  under  this  section 
shall  be  outside  the  limit  of  indebtedness  pre- 
scribed in  section  10  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  shall  be  payable  within  twenty  years 
and  otherwise  subject  to  sections  16  to  27,  inclu- 
sive, of  said  chapter  44;  provided,  however,  that 
the  total  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  out- 
standing at  any  one  time  under  this  section  and 
clauses  (1),  (2),  and  (4)  of  section  20  of  chapter 
121B  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  not  exceed  5 
percent  of  the  city's  equalized  valuation  as  de- 
fined in  section  1  of  said  chapter  44.  Indebted- 
ness incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  under  section  22  of  said  chapter  121B 
in  like  manner  as  indebtedness  incurred  under 
said  section  20. 

Section  12.  Revenue  Bonds.  The  corpora- 
tion is  hereby  authorized  to  provide  by  resolu- 
tion, at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
issuance  of  revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  all  or  any  part  of  the  cost 
of  a  project  or  projects.  The  principal  of  and 
interest  on  such  bonds  shall  be  payable  solely 
from  the  funds  herein  provided  for  such  payment. 
The  bonds  of  each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  interest  at  such  rates,  and  shall  mature  at 
such  time  or  times  not  exceeding  forty  years 
from  their  date  or  dates,  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  corporation,  and  may  be  made  redeem- 
able before  maturity,  at  the  option  of  the  cor- 
poration, at  such  price  or  prices  and  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  cor- 
poration prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds. 
The  corporation  shall  determine  the  form  of  the 
bonds,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be 
attached  thereto,  and  the  manner  of  execution 
of  the  bonds,  and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or 
denominations  of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or 
places  of  payment  of  principal  and  interest, 
which  may  be  at  any  bank  or  trust  company 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth.  In  case 
any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of 
whose  signature  shall  appear  on  any  bonds  or 
coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before 
the  delivery  of  such  bonds,  such  signature  or 
such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes  the  same  as  if  he  had 
remained  in  office  until  such  delivery.  The 
bonds  may  be  issued  in  coupon  or  registered 
form,  or  both,  as  the  corporation  may  deter- 
mine, and  provision  may  be  made  for  the  regis- 
tration of  any  coupon  bonds  as  to  principal  alone 
and  also  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  and 
for  the  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of  any 
bonds  registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest. 
The  corporation  may  sell  such  bonds  in  such 
manner,  either  at  public  or  at  private  sale,  and 
for  such  price,  as  it  may  determine  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  corporation. 

The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  shall  be  used 
solely  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  project 
or  projects,  and  shall  be  disbursed  in  such  manner 
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and  under  such  restrictions,  if  any,  as  the  cor- 
poration may  provide.  Prior  to  the  preparation 
of  definitive  bonds,  the  corporation  may,  under 
like  restrictions,  issue  interim  receipts  or  tem- 
porary bonds,  with  or  without  coupons,  ex- 
changeable for  definitive  bonds  when  such  bonds 
have  been  executed  and  are  available  for  deliv- 
ery. The  corporation  may  also  provide  for  the 
replacement  of  any  bonds  which  shall  become 
mutilated  or  shall  be  destroyed  or  lost.  Revenue 
bonds  may  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any  depart- 
ment, division,  commission,  board,  bureau,  or 
agency  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  political 
subdivision  thereof  and  without  any  other  pro- 
ceedings or  the  happening  of  any  other  condi- 
tions or  things  other  than  those  proceedings, 
conditions,  or  things  which  are  specifically  re- 
quired by  this  act. 

The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  pro- 
vide by  resolution  for  the  issuance  of  revenue 
refunding  bonds  of  the  corporation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  refunding  any  revenue  bonds  then  out- 
standing and  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  including  the  payment  of  any  redemption 
premium  thereon  and  any  interest  accrued  or  to 
accrue  to  the  date  of  redemption  of  such  bonds, 
and,  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  corporation,  for 
the  additional  purpose  of  constructing  or  recon- 
structing any  extensions  or  improvements  of  the 
project.  The  issue  of  such  bonds,  the  maturities 
and  other  details  thereof,  the  rights  of  the  hold- 
ers thereof,  and  the  duties  of  the  corporation  in 
respect  of  the  same  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable. 

While  any  bonds  issued  by  the  corporation 
remain  outstanding,  the  powers,  duties,  or 
existence  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  di- 
minished or  impaired  in  any  way  that  will  affect 
adversely  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  holders 
of  such  bonds. 

Revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  constitute  a  debt  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city,  but 
such  bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  funds 
herein  provided  therefor  from  revenues.  All 
such  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds  shall 
contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  neither  the  corporation  nor  the 
commonwealth  nor  the  city  shall  be  obliged  to 
pay  the  same  or  the  interest  thereon  except  from 
revenues  and  that  neither  the  faith  and  credit 
nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  commonwealth  or  of 
the  city  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  or  the  interest  on  such  bonds. 

All  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have 
and  are  hereby  declared  to  have  all  the  qualities 
and  incidents  of  negotiable  instruments  as  de- 
fined in  section  3-104  of  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code  of  this  commonwealth. 

The  term  "cost  of  a  project,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  costs 
(whether  incurred  prior  to  or  after  the  issue  of 
bonds  or  notes  hereunder)  of  acquisition,  site 
development,  construction,  improvement,  en- 
largement, reconstruction,  alteration,  machinery, 
equipment,  furnishings,  demolition,  or  removal 
of  existing  buildings  or  structures  (including  the 


cost  of  acquiring  any  lands  to  which  such  build- 
ings or  structures  may  be  moved),  financing 
charges,  interest  prior  to  and  during  the  carry- 
ing out  of  any  project,  interest  for  up  to  two 
years  after  the  completion  or  estimated  com- 
pletion date  of  any  project,  planning,  engineer- 
ing, and  legal  services,  administrative  expenses, 
the  funding  of  notes  issued  for  capital  purposes, 
such  reserves  for  debt  service  or  other  capital  or 
current  expenses  as  may  be  required  by  a  trust 
agreement  or  resolution  securing  notes  or  bonds, 
and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  feasibility  of  any  project  or 
to  carrying  out  the  project  or  to  placing  the 
project  in  operation. 

Section  13.  Trust  Agreement.  In  the  direc- 
tion of  the  corporation  such  revenue  bonds  or 
revenue  refunding  bonds  may  be  secured  by  a 
trust  agreement  by  and  between  the  corporation 
and  a  corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust 
company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  the  commonwealth.  Such 
trust  agreement  may  pledge  or  assign  the  reve- 
nues to  be  received,  but  shall  not  convey  or 
mortgage  any  project  or  part  thereof. 

Either  the  resolution  providing  for  the  is- 
suance of  bonds  or  such  trust  agreement  may 
contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  en- 
forcing the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  bond- 
holders as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper  and 
not  in  violation  of  law,  including  (without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  forgeoing)  pro- 
visions defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  (which  may  include 
the  acceleration  of  maturities)  and  covenants 
setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on, 
the  corporation  in  relation  to  the  acquisition, 
construction,  improvement,  enlargement,  alter- 
ation, equipping,  furnishing,  maintenance,  oper- 
ation, repair,  insurance,  and  disposition  of 
property,  the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment, 
and  application  of  moneys,  the  use  of  any 
surplus  bond  or  note  proceeds,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  reserves.  Such  resolution  or  trust 
agreement  may  also  contain  covenants  by  the 
corporation  in  relation  to,  among  other  things, 
(a)  the  establishment,  revision,  and  collection  of 
such  rents  and  charges  for  services  or  facilities 
furnished  or  supplied  by  the  corporation  as  shall 
provide  revenues  sufficient  with  other  revenues 
of  the  project,  if  any,  to  pay  (i)  the  cost  of  main- 
taining, repairing,  and  operating  the  project  and 
of  making  renewals  and  replacements  in  con- 
nection therewith,  (ii)  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  on  said  revenue  bonds  as  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable,  (iii)  payments  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  betterments,  and  special  assessments, 
and  (iv)  reserves  for  all  of  such  purposes,  (b)  the 
purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  will  be  applied  and  the  use 
and  disposition  thereof,  (c)  the  use  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  gross  revenues  of  the  corporation 
from  the  project,  any  additions  thereto  and 
extensions  and  improvements  thereof,  including 
the  creation  and  maintenance  of  funds  for  work- 
ing capital  and  for  renewals  and  replacements 
to  the  project,  (d)  the  amount,  if  any,  of  addi- 
tional revenue  bonds  payable  from  the  revenues 
of  the  project  and  the  limitations,  terms,  and 
conditions  on  which  such  additional  revenue 
bonds  may  be  issued,  and  (e)  the  operation, 
maintenance,  management,  accounting,  and 
auditing  of  the  project  and  of  the  income  and 
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revenues  of  the  corporation.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  bank  or  trust  company  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  to  act  as 
depository  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  or  of  reve- 
nues and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or 
to  pledge  such  securities  as  may  be  required  by 
the  corporation.  Such  trust  agreements  may  set 
forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders 
and  of  the  trustee,  and  may  restrict  the  indi- 
vidual right  of  action  by  bondholders  as  is 
customary  in  trust  agreements  or  trust  in- 
dentures securing  bonds  and  debentures  of 
corporations.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  such 
trust  agreement  may  contain  such  other  pro- 
visions as  the  corporation  may  deem  reasonable 
and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  bondholders. 
All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  such  trust  agreement  may  be  treated 
as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  the 
project.  The  pledge  by  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  resolution  shall  be  valid  and  binding 
from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made;  the 
revenues  or  other  moneys  so  pledged  and  then 
held  or  thereafter  received  by  the  corporation 
shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such 
pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  thereof  or 
further  act;  and  the  lien  of  any  such  pledge  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  as  against  all  parties  having 
claims  of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract,  or  otherwise 
against  the  corporation,  irrespective  of  whether 
such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither  the 
resolution  nor  any  trust  agreement  by  which  a 
pledge  is  created  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except 
in  the  records  of  the  corporation,  and  no  filing 
need  be  made  under  the  Uniform  Commercial 
Code. 

Section  14.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investment. 
Revenue  bonds  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
made  securities  in  which  all  public  officers  and 
public  bodies  of  the  commonwealth  and  its 
political  subdivisions,  all  insurance  companies, 
trust  companies  in  their  commercial  depart- 
ments and  within  the  limits  set  bv  section  54 
of  chapter  172  of  the  General  Laws,  banking 
associations,  investment  companies,  executors, 
trustees,  and  other  fiduciaries,  and  all  other 
persons  whatsoever  who  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or  other 
obligations  of  a  similar  nature  may  properly  and 
legally  invest  funds,  including  capital  in  their 
control  or  belonging  to  them ;  and  such  bonds  are 
hereby  made  obligations  which  may  properly 
and  legally  be  made  eligible  for  the  investment 
of  savings  deposits  and  the  income  thereof  in  the 
manner  provided  by  section  50  of  chapter  168 
of  the  General  Laws.  Such  bonds  are  hereby 
made  securities  which  may  properly  and  legally 
be  deposited  with  and  received  by  any  state  or 
municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or  political  sub- 
division of  the  commonwealth  for  any  purpose 
for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  authorized  by  law. 

Section  15.  Remedies.  Any  holder  of  bonds 
or  debentures  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  of  any  coupons  appertaining  thereto, 
and  the  trustee,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  given  may  be  restricted  by  the  trust 
agreement,  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by 
suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceeding, 
protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  granted  hereunder 


or  under  the  trust  agreement,  and  may  enforce 
and  compel  the  performance  of  all  duties  re- 
quired by  this  act  or  by  the  trust  agreement  to 
be  performed  by  the  corporation  or  by  any 
officer  thereof. 

Section  16.  Inconsistent  Provisions  of  Other 
Laws  Superseded.  Insofar  as  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
any  other  law,  general  or  special,  excluding  the 
Boston  Building  Code  and  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  con- 
trolling. 

Section  17.  Separability.  The  provisions  of 
this  act  are  severable;  and  if  any  of  its  provi- 
sions shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  re- 
maining provisions. 

Section  18.  Construction  of  Act.  This  act, 
being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  city  and 
its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to 
effect  the  purpose  thereof;  and  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  render  chapter  40D  of 
the  General  Laws  inapplicable  to  the  city. 

Coun.  O'LEARY  moved  to  amend  Clause  (k) 
in  section  5  by  striking  out  all  in  the  first  sentence 
thereof  after  the  word  "proper"  in  line  6  of  said 
clause,  and  by  striking  out  the  second  sentence 
of  said  clause.

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  a  member  of 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  sub- 
division of  the  commonwealth  under  the  name 
of  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author- 
ity, and 

Whereas,  Section  5  of  chapter  161A  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  charges  the 
Authority  with  "the  duty  to  develop,  finance, 
and  operate  the  mass  transportation  facilities 
and  equipment  in  the  public  interest  .  .  . 
and  to  achieve  maximum  effectiveness  in  com- 
plementing   other    forms    of   transportation    in 
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order  to  promote  the  general  economic  and 
social  well-being  of  the  area  and  the  common- 
wealth"; and 

Whereas,  The  service  being  provided  the  com- 
muters of  the  City  of  Boston  is  of  the  poorest 
quality  and  such  service  is  not  "in  the  public 
interest";  and 

Whereas,  75  percent  of  the  annual  deficit  of 
the  Authority  for  express  service  "is  assessed 
upon  all  cities  and  towns  comprising  the  author- 
ity's territory  in  the  proportion  which  the  num- 
ber of  commuters  in  each  said  city  or  town  bears 
to  the  total  number  of  commuters  in  all  of  said 
cities  or  towns,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  City  of 
Boston's  share  of  such  assessment  be  less  than 
30  percent  of  such  75  percent  of  the  net  cost  of 
service";  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  traditionally 
pays  approximately  50  percent  of  the  annual 
deficit  of  the  Authority ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  not  entitled 
to  appoint  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  said  Authority ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  represented 
on  the  Advisory  Board  to  the  Authority  by 
57.4866  weighted  votes  out  of  a  total  of  197.5000 
weighted  votes,  which  is  approximately  30  per- 
cent of  the  total  vote;  and 

Whereas,  The  assessments  charged  the  City  of 
Boston  may  be  discriminatory  in  nature  and 
therefore  violative  of  the  state  constitution;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  may  be  sued  in  law 
and  equity;  therefore  be  it 

Besolved : 

1.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  a  member 
of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Authority,  call  an 
emergency  meeting  of  said  Board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  immediately  improving  the  quality  of 
service  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  That  the  Mayor,  through  his  Corporation 
Counsel,  determine  whether  the  City  of  Boston 
has  a  legal  cause  of  action  against  the  Authority 
because  of  the  percentage  of  assessments  the 
city  must  pay  and  the  quality  of  service  the 
city  is  receiving. 

3.  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  render  an 
advisory  opinion  as  to  the  constitutionality  of 
the  present  method  of  assessment. 


4.  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  17(f)  of 
the  City  Charter,  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  as  to  what 
action  he  has  taken  on  the  preceding  matters. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

"  (iv)  housing  accommodations  for  which 
the  monthly  rent  in  effect  on  December  1, 
1968,  or,  if  there  was  no  rent  in  effect  on  that 
date,  the  first  rent  in  effect  thereafter,  was  at 
least  $160  in  the  case  of  a  studio;  $185  in  the 
case  of  a  one-bedroom  apartment;  $225  in  the 
case  of  a  two-bedroom  apartment;  or  $285  in 
the  case  of  an  apartment  having  three  or  more 
bedrooms."

APPROPRIATIONS    AND    TAX    ORDERS 
FOR  1971 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  1,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  :>  of  chapter  186  of  the  Acts 
of  1909  as  amended,  the  operating  budget  for 
the  city,  county,  and  income  departments  for 
the  year  1971. 
City  Budget 

In  my  fourth  annual  state  of  the  city  address 
before  your  Honorable  Body  on  January  1  of 
this  year,  I  described  to  you  the  grave  nature  of 
the  fiscal  emergency  in  which  the  city  finds  it- 
self. I  explained  that  this  emergency  is  the  in- 
sult of  sharply  increasing  state  assessments  on 
the  city  government,  especially  the  increase  of 
more  than  $10,000,1)00  in  the  assessment  bv  the 
state  on  the  Cit>  or  Boston  (or  the  MBTA 
deficit;  the  sharp  impact  on  the  city's  expendi- 
ture requirements  in  the  past,  lew  years  of  col- 
lective bargaining;  the  demand  lor  improved 
public  service;  and  the  absolute  necessity  of 
state  aid  to  assist  the  city  in  meeting  this  fiscal 
crisis. 

I  also  stated  that  in  the  meantime,  while 
awaiting  state  aid,  we  must  do  whatever  we  can 
to  hold  down  an  intolerable  tax  rate,  and  thai  T 
mean  to  cut  the  budget  until  it  hurts.  The  budg- 
et I  present  herewith  is  the  result  of  drastic 
reductions.  As  I  promised  in  my  earlier  address, 
I  began  by  cutting  the  budgets  of  my  own  office 
and  the  Office  of  Public  Service,  and  then  I  went 
from  there.  No  vacant  positions  in  any  depart- 
ment have  been  funded  and  in  many  cases  the 
vacant  positions  have  been  abolished.  I  have 
instituted  a  strict  no-hire  policy,   and  on   that 
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basis  I  have  reduced  by  5  percent  the  salary  re- 
quirements Cor  each  department  for  the  people 
currently  on  their  payrolls  in  order  to  achieve 
the  resulting  salary  savings.  No  new  programs 
or  expanded  programs  have  been  provided  for 
any  agency,  and  no  new  agencies  have  been 
created.  No  funds  have  been  provided  for  pur- 
chase of  equipment  except  where  absolutely 
necessary.  No  increase  in  other  items  of  ex- 
pense over  the  1970  level  has  been  allowed, 
except  where  such  increases  are  unavoidable, 
such  as  in  the  price  increases  for  fuel  oil,  tele- 
phone service,  and  similar  items. 

Yet,  in  spite  of  all  the  drastic  reductions  and 
severe  economies  which  have  been  enforced  in 
this  budget,  the  city  budget  for  1971  has  in- 
creased from  $186,079,344  in  1970  to  $194„867,- 
683  in  1971,  an  increase  of  $8,788,339.  This  in- 
crease is  only  one  third  of  the  amount  of  the  city 
budget  increase  last  year,  and  is  a  very  small 
increase  when  it  is  realized  that  the  cost  in  1971 
of  collective  bargaining  agreements  in  force 
amounts  to  almost  $9,000,000,  annual  step-rate 
increases  total  $1,500,000,  price  increases  for 
telephone  service,  electricitv,  and  fuel  oil  amount 
to  more  than  $1,000,000,'  the  200  policemen 
added  at  the  end  of  1970  will  cost  approximately 
$2,000,000  in  1971,  the  city  share  of  the  employ- 
ees hospitalization  and  noncontributory  pension 
cost  increased  over  $600,000  each,  and  that 
there  are  many  other  smaller  increases  required 
in  department  budgets. 

The  lesson  of  this  budget  is  clear.  In  spite  of 
those  who  urge  city  governments  to  tighten 
their  belts,  no  amount  of  belt-tightening  can 
enable  a  city  government  to  avoid  increases  in 
its  budget.  The  pressures  of  inflation,  collective 
bargaining,  and  citizen  concerns  for  safety 
make  budget  increases  inevitable,  no  matter 
how  stringently  the  city  examines  its  require- 
ments. Under  these  circumstances,  therefore, 
the  only  alternative  to  reduction  of  city  service 
is  by  substantially  increased  federal  and  state 
aid  which  do  not  carry  restrictions  on  their  use. 
The  recommendations  of  the  Master  Tax  Plan 
Commission  to  the  Governor,  and  the  President's 
revenue-sharing  proposal  to  Congress,  are  both 
urgently  needed  for  the  maintenance  of  a  viable 
city,  and  we  will  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
support  both  of  these  proposals. 
County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  from 
$15,801,581  in  1970  to  $16,703,872  in  1971,  an 
increase  of  $902,291.  The  practices  of  not  fund- 
ing vacant  positions,  applying  a  5  percent  salary 
savings,  and  not  approving  equipment  requests 
have  been  followed  in  this  budget  as  in  the  city 
budget. 
Income  Departments 

The  income  departments  budget  increased 
from  $8,167,773  in  1970  to  $9,107,138  in  1971, 
an  increase  of  $939,365.  This  increase  will  be 
financed  from  the  increased  income  of  these 
departments.

ANNUAL,    LOAN    FOR    CAPITAL    PROJ- 
ECTS  FOR   1971 

The  following  was  received : 

Citv  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  I,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Pursuant  to  section  6  of  Chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966,  I  submit  herewith  for  your  consid- 
eration the  annual  loan  order  which,  with  certain 
appropriations  as  shown  in  the  attached  table, 
will  enable  carrying  forward  the  capital  projects 
of  the  city  during  1971.  These  new  funds  will 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  funds  from  other 
sources  such  as  state  funds  under  Chapter  90 
for  road  works,  whatever  may  be  made  available 
from  the  federal  and  state  sources  for  harbor 
pollution  control  activity,  and  existing  loan  au- 
thorizations from  previous  years. 

The  intent  of  this  year's  annual  order  is  not 
to  initiate  any  new  program  but  rather  to  com- 
plete programs  previously  approved  and  main- 
tain recurring  annual  programs  such  as  in  the 
public  works  area. 

Practically  all  of  the  recommended  sewer 
loan  is  intended  as  matching  funds  for  federal 
and  state  assistance  in  a  major  harbor  pollution 
control  effort  along  the  South  Boston  shores  of 
Dorchester  Bay,  and  represents  20  percent  of

the  cost  of  this  project.  Without  the  federal 
and  state  aid  this  project  would  not  be  under- 
taken. 

The  $825,000  for  appropriation  for  water 
mains  being  made  out  of  water  income,  and  the 
$750,000  loan  for  water  mains  being  repayable 
out  of  future  water  income  will  not  affect  the 
tax  rate  of  this  or  succeeding  years. 

The  largest  single  item  recommended,  over 
half  of  the  total  capital  program,  is  money  for 
the  reconstruction  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
under  a  special  statute  enacted  last  year  with 
the  approval  of  your  Honorable  Body.  This 
will  complete  the  city's  obligations  to  finish  the 
current  phase  of  the  total  reconstruction  plan. 
The  total  plan  would  now  cost  over  $200  million 
to  carry  out  and  of  this,  the  city  has  over  the 
past  few  years  supplied,  if  this  $15  million  is 
included,  $53,000,000.  Undertaking  an  addi- 
tional phase  of  the  reconstruction  is  deferred 


until  prospects  for  greatly  increased  state  and 
federal  aid  become  realities.  Without  this 
$15,000,000  hospital  reconstruction  item,  the 
enclosed  capital  program  would  be  the  smallest 
I  have  submitted  since  1968. 

In  years  past  there  have  been  occasions  to 
recommend  substantial  supplementary  capital 
appropriations  beyond  the  regular  annual  capi- 
tal budget  for  schools,  and  hospital  and  recrea- 
tion facilities.  This  year  it  may  well  prove  de- 
sirable to  recommend  to  you  additional  funding 
for  school  facilities;  but  this  subject  is  now  de- 
ferred pending  clarification  of  state  aid  programs 
in  this  area. 

I  believe  the  items  in  the  capital  loan  order 
submitted    herewith   essential   and   respectfully 
recommend  approval  by  your  Honorable  Body.

Ordered,  That  in  the  interest  of  assuring  the 
citizens  of  our  city  of  the  most  complete,  mod- 
ern rescue  operations  available  in  the  event 
of  any  such  future  disaster,  the  Boston  City 
Council,  through  a  committee,  be,  and  is  hereby 
requested  and  instructed  to  conduct  a  hearing 
to  review  the  rescue  operations  which  the  city 


has  in  force  in  the  event  of  a  disaster,  and  the 
actual,  specific  operations  initiated  and  carried 
out  on  the  occasion  of  the  collapse  of  the  condo- 
minium building;  and 

Further,  What  participation,  if  any,  the  Civil 
Defense  Unit  of  the  City  of  Boston  had  in  the 
rescue  operations  connected  with  this  disaster 
and  to  make  inquiry  as  to  its  preparations,  readi- 
ness, and  ability  to  respond  to  various  types  of 
disasters  which  may  occur  within  the  city;  and 

Further,  For  the  purpose  of  preventing  any 
similar  disaster,  to  make  inquiries  concerning 
the  planning,  the  types  of  materials  used,  the

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  on  Mon- 
day, November  9,  1970,  adopted  an  order  sought 
by  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  concerning 
an  appropriation  of  $38,500,  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  a  study  of  the  procedures  and  prac- 
tices of  the  Assessing  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  As  of  this  date  there  has  been  no 
report  relative  to  the  conclusions,  recommenda- 
tions, or  progress  of  said  study ;  and 

Whereas,  The  tax  base  of  the  city  depends 
upon  proper  assessing  practices  and  procedure; 
and 

Whereas,  There  are  a  significant  number  of 
substantial  properties  paying  under  some  form 
of  tax  agreement  instead  of  on  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  times  the  current  tax 
rate;  and 

Whereas,  Said  tax  agreements  may  not  pro- 
vide for  any  "escalator"  clause  to  correspond 
with  proportionate  increases  in  the  current  tax 
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rate  from  the  year  that  the  tax  agreement  was 
entered  into;  and 

Whereas,  The  continued  operation  of  such  a 
policy  is  depriving  the  city  of  revenue  and 
prejudicial  to  taxpayers  not  under  tax  agree- 
ments; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Finance  Commis- 
sion be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to  file  with  the 
Boston  City  Council  in  writing  within  two  weeks 
of  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  order,  a  report 
of  the  recommendation,  conclusions,  or  the 
progress  of  such  study.

Whereas,  The  Congress  has  recently  adopted 
the  Resource  Recovery  Act  of  1970,  a  compre- 
hensive law  designed  to  promote  research  in  the 
field  of  resource  recovery  and  to  encourage  the 
construction  of  facilities  and  systems  for  solid 
waste  management  which  will  conserve  valuable 
materials  and  energy  while  perserving  and  en- 
hancing the  quality  of  air,  water,  and  land 
resources;  and 


Whereas,  The  Resource  Recovery  Act  of  1970 
authorizes  federal  payment  of  up  to  75  percent 
of  the  cost  of  constructing  new  or  improved 
municipal  solid  waste  disposal  systems  and 
authorized  for  these  purposes  the  appropriation 
of  $41,500,000  in  fiscal  year  1971,  $72,000,000  in 
1972,  and  $76,000,000  'in  1973;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  re- 
quested to  report  to  the  Council  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently possible  concerning  steps  being  taken 
by  the  city  to  secure  one  or  more  grants  under  the 
Resource  Recovery  Act  of  1970.

6,  you  adopt  an  order  making, 
and  referring  to  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth,  charges  against 
Mr.  John  P.  Connolly,  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

I  have  received  a  report  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  charges  specified  in  the  order,  and  I 
conclude  that  by  reason  of  Mr.  Connolly's  mis- 
conduct in  office  he  is  unfit  to  continue  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority.

Ordered,  That  under  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6,  the 
City  Council  does  hereby  make  and  refer  to  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  of  the  Com- 
monwealth the  following  charges  against  John  P. 
Connolly,  as  he  is  a  member  of  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  appointed  by  said  Department: 

(1)  That  Mr.  Connolly  claimed  and  received 
compensation  for  his  services  in  1970  to  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority  otherwise  than  in  accord- 
ance with  law  and  the  procedures  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 


(2)  That  Mr.  Connolly  from  time  to  time 
unlawfully  claimed  and  received  compensation 
in  advance  for  such  services.

(1)  That  Mrs.  Bunte  claimed  and  received 
compensation  for  her  services  in  1970  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  otherwise  than  in 
accordance  with  law  and  the  procedures  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority. 

(2)  That  Mrs.  Bunte  from  time  to  time  un- 
lawfully claimed  and  received  compensation  in 
advance  for  such  services. 

(3)  That  Mrs.  Bunte  engaged  in  excessive 
out-of-city  travel  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

(4)  That  a  Tenant  Status  Beview  form  accu- 
rately reflecting  Mrs.  Bunte's  income  has  not 
been  filed  with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 

Further  ordered,  That  under  G.  L.  c.  121B, 
s.  6,  Doris  B.  Bunte  be  temporarily  suspended 
as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
pending  final  action  on  these  charges. 

In  connection  with  the  two  foregoing  matters, 
the  following  communication  was  read : 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  February  2,  1971. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

On  January  25,  1971,  you  requested  the 
Mayor  to: 

"Have  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  research  the  legality  of  the  termina- 
tion by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  of  the 
tenure  of     .  Daniel  Finn  as  Director 

of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority." 
And  you  ordered: 

'  Further,  That  a  report  be  made  .to  the 
Boston  City  Council  by  said  Corporation 
Counsel  of  all  the  law  and  all  the  facts  as  can 
be  determined  in  the  action  taken  by  the  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority." 


Strictly  speaking,  the  City  Council  does  not 
have  power  to  inquire  into  the  legality  of  the  dis- 
missal of  a  Director  of  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority, under  17F  of  the  City  Charter.  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  as  amended.  Under  G.  L.  c.  121B, 
§6,  however,  the  Council  has  a  responsibility  to 
"  make  or  receive  written  charges  against  .  .  . 
any  member  of  a  housing  authority"  and  to  take 
appropriate  action  with  regard  thereto.  Accord- 
ingly, I  shall  treat  your  requests  as  related  to 
the  conduct  of  members  of  the  Housing  Author- 
ity and  therefore  offer  the  following  response  as 
a  result  of  inquiries  I  have  made. 

On  Friday,  January  22,  1971,  the  Board  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  met  in  special  meet- 
ing. It  appears  that  notice  of  this  special  meet- 
ing was  given  to  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  posted  on  the  principal  oflicial 
bulletin  board  of  the  City  of  Boston  less  than 
twenty-four  hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  in 
violation  of  G.  L.  c.  39,  §23A: 

"Except  in  an  emergency,  a  notice  of  each 
board  meeting  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
the  municipality  in  which  the  board  acts,  and 
the  notice  or  a  copy  thereof  shall,   at  least 
twenty-four   hours,   including  Saturdays   but 
not  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  prior  to  such 
meeting,  be  publicly  posted  in  the  office  of 
such  clerk  or  on  the  principal  official  bulletin 
board  of  such  municipality." 
Failure  of  notice,   however,   does   not  neces- 
sarily invalidate  any  action  taken  by  the  Board 
of  the  Authority  at  its  special  meeting  on  Friday, 
January  22,   1971,   because  of  the  provision  of 
G.  L.  c.  39,  §23C  that: 

"Action  otherwise  duly  taken  at  any  meet- 
ing shall  not  be  invalidated  by  the  failure  of 
such  public  board  or  commission  or  member 
or  officer  thereof  to  carry  out  the  said  respon- 
sibilities for  public  notice  of  meetings." 
In    my    opinion,    therefore,    action    otherwise 
duly  taken  by  the  Board  at  its  special  meeting 
on  January  22,  1971,  is  valid  despite  the  absence 
of  proper  notice  of  the  meeting. 

All  members  of  the  Board  (four  in  number; 
the  fifth  seat  being  vacant  at  this  time)  at- 
tended, and  all,  it  would  appear,  signed  written 
waivers  of  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  pur- 
poses of  the  meeting.  Upon  motion  duly  made 
and  seconded  at  this  meeting,  it  was  voted  to 
terminate  forthwith  the  services  of  Mr.  Finn. 

In  this  respect  the  Board  was  acting  within 
its  powers.  .No  by-law  of  the  Authority  extends 
to  the  Administrator  either  tenure  or  the  right 
to  a  hearing  before  termination  of  employment. 
Having  held  his  position  for  less  than  five  years, 
Mr.  Finn  was  excluded  from  the  protection  ac- 
corded certain  employees  of  Housing  Authori- 
ties by  G.  L.  c.  121B,  §29.  His  service  to  the 
Authority  was  not  performed  under  any  written 
contract  giving  him  rights  beyond  those  con- 
ferred by  the  by-laws  of  the  Authority  and  the 
statutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  Accordingly, 
in  my  opinion,  the  vote  of  the  Board  of  the 
Authority  on  January  22,  1971,  was  legally  suf- 
ficient to  terminate  the  engagement  of  Mr.  Finn 
as  Administrator,  whatever  one  may  think  about 
this  manner  of  dispatching  a  public  official  with 
Mr.  Finn's  long  record  of  service  to  his  city  and 
state.

Whereas,  This  change  in  the  delivery  of 
vaccines  could  cause  great  public  inconvenience 
and  even  a  health  hazard;  now,  therefore,  be  it

the  former  delivery  system  of  vaccines  to  local 
Health  Stations.

4.  Do  we  seek  to  get  the  lowest  possible  bid 
by  expediting  payment  to  suppliers  and  con- 
tractors upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  com- 
pletion of  the  work  or  delivery  of  supplies?

SION ON  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDI- 
CAPPED

An  Ordinance  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a   Commission   on   the   Physically   Handi- 
capped. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are  hereby 
amended    by    inserting    after    chapter    20    the 
following  chapter: 

CHAPTER  20A 

COMMISSION  ON  THE  PHYSICALLY 

HANDICAPPED 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board,  known  as  the  Commission  on  the  Physi- 
cally Handicapped,  consisting  of  the  director  of 
administrative  services,  ex  officio,  or  his  designee, 
and  eight  persons  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
each  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
Said  persons  shall  include  a  physician  registered 
in  the  commonwealth  and  specializing  in  the 
care  and  treatment  of  the  physically  handi- 
capped, and  a  teacher  or  other  educator  holding 
a  certificate  from  the  state  board  of  education 
and  specializing  in  the  education  of  the  physically 
handicapped.  In  making  the  other  appointments 
to  be  made  by  him,  the  mayor  shall  give  con- 
sideration to  the  appointment  of  persons  asso- 
ciated with,  or  representative  of,  the  Board  to 
Facilitate  the  Use  of  Public  Buildings  by  the 
Physically  Handicapped,  the  Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  The  Massachusetts 
Council  of  Organizations  of  the  Handicapped, 
Inc.,  the  deaf  community,  and  the  blind  com- 
munity. 

The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  designate 
one  of  the  members  of  the  board  as  chairman. 
The  vice-chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the 
board  by  majority  vote.  The  board  may  appoint 
a  clerical  assistant. 


All  members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

SECTION  2.  The  commission  on  the  physi- 
cally handicapped  shall  meet  at  least  once  each 
month;  shall  issue  an  rmnual  report  of  its 
activities  to  the  mayor  and  city  council;  shall 
coordinate  as  fully  as  possible  the  work  of  all 
public  and  private  agencies  dealing  with  the 
needs  and  problems  of  the  physically  handi- 
capped; may  conduct  either  independently  or 
in  conjunction  with  any  appropriate  agency 
such  programs  relating  to  the  needs  of  the 
physically  handicapped  as  the  commission 
deems  necessary;  and  may  at  any  time  propose 
new  programs  for  the  city  and  request  proper 
financing  for  such  programs  as  the  commission 
judges  feasible  in  view  of  the  particular  program 
and  the  needs  of  the  city  in  regard  to  the 
physically  handicapped.

HEALTH    HOSPITAL,    BRIGHTON

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  be  directed  to  con- 
duct public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  exploring 
the  possibilities  of  having  the  City  of  Boston 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  operating  said 
hospital;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
petition  the  Commonwealth's  Congressional 
Delegation  to  seek  out  federal  assistance  for  the 
operation  of  said  United  States  Public  Health 
Hospital.

HEARING  RE  FORMULA  FOR  "SERVICE 
BILLS"  TO  TAX-EXEMPT  INSTI- 
TUTIONS 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Section  5,  chapter  59,  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws  exempts  from  taxation 
certain   real   property   located    in   the   City   of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  owners  of  such  property,  while 
not  making  any  monetary  payment  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  are  still  the  recipients  of  fire,  police, 
and  public  works  services;  and 
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Whereas,  The  tentative  proposals  of  the 
Master  Tax  Plan  Commission  state  that: 

"to  pay  for  services  to  property  by  the  local 
governmental  unit  .  .  .  institutions  cur- 
rently exempt  from  property  taxation  — 
charitable,  educational,  literary,  scientific,  be- 
nevolent and  others  —  could  be  taxed  at  the 
local  rate  on  the  value  of  their  land  but  not 
buildings;" 
and 

Whereas,  On  November  19,  1970,  Mayor 
White,  in  a  statement  made  before  the  Master 
Tax  Plan  Commission,  said: 

"I  am  pleased  that  you  have  recommended 
broadening  the  local  tax  base,  but  I  would  go 
farther.  I  feel  that  all  property  of  tax  exempt 
institutions  —  not  only  land,  but  buildings 
and  personal  property  as  well  —  should  be  in- 
cluded in  the  local  property  tax  base.  Many 
municipal  services  are  not  related  simply  to 
land  value,  but  are  more  accurately  measured 
by  total  property  value.  ...  I  feel  that 
inclusion  of  both  land  and  buildings  in  the  local 
property  tax  base  would  achieve  the  same  goal 
which  was  embodied  in  the  earlier  [White's] 
proposal:  namely  to  make  presently  exempt 
institutions  account  for  their  use  of  municipal 
services."; 
and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director  of 
Administrative  Services,  wrote  to  Mayor  White 
on  March  5,  1970  that: 

"A  better  proposal  is  not  to  tax  any  insti- 
tution fully,  but  levy  a  charge  on  the  value  of 
city  services  provided.  A  service  charge 
levied  on  all  private  institutions,  and  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  valuation,  would  yield 
about  $13.5  million,  or  $8.50  on  the  1969  tax 
rate.  The  advantage  of  this  approach  is  that 
it  does  not  overburden  these  institutions, 
while  still  reimbursing  the  city  for  costs  it  in- 
curs in  providing  direct  services  to  these  insti- 
tutions."; 
and 

Whereas,  A  precedent  for  use  charges  was  es- 
tablished in  1962,  when  tax-exempt  bodies  in  the 
City  of  Boston  became  subject  to  an  annual 
charge  for  the  use  of  common  sewers;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  submit  to 
the  Mayor,  for  his  approval,  a  formula  to  be 
used  to  assess  tax-exempt  bodies  a  "Service 
Charge"  for  the  value  of  the  fire,  police,  and 
public  works  services  they  receive  from  the  City 
of  Boston; 

Further,  That  May  1,  1971,  be  the  latest  date 
by  which  the  Assessing  Commissioner  must  send 
"Service  Bills"  to  tax-exempt  bodies  in  the  city, 
utilizing  such  formula  as  will  be  recommended  by 
the  City  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor; 
Further,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  pre- 
pare a  legal  posture  for  the  city  to  assume  should 
such  action  be  challenged  in  the  courts; 

Further,  That  the  City  Council  hold  a  public 
hearing  on  this  order  at  which  hearing  the  As- 
sessing Commissioner  will  be  requested  to  testify; 
Further,  That  an  attorney  from  the  Law  De- 
partment be  present  at  all  Council  hearings  rela- 
tive to  this  order.

DELIVERY  OF  VACCINE  IN  ROSLIN- 
DALE-WEST  ROXBURY-FOREST 
HILLS   AREA

Whereas,  The  availability  and  dispensing  of 
vaccines  is  an  important  component  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  health  care  services;  and 

Whereas,  \  accines  were  formerly  delivered  by 
the  city  from  the  laboratory  on  South  Street, 
near  Forest  Hills,  to  various  distribution  centers, 
often  local  drugstores;  and 

Whereas,  This  delivery  pattern  has,  for  some 
reason,  been  discontinued;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result,  some  physicians  claim 
that  they  now  experience  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  requisite  vaccines;  and 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  Roslindale,  West 
Roxbury  and  Forest  Hills  now  face  a  possible 
health  hazard;  and 

Whereas,  Any  alleged  or  potential  impedi- 
ment in  the  rendering  of  health  care  to  its 
citizens  is  of  vital  concern  to  the  City  of  Boston; 
therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  the 
interest  of  the  health  care  needs  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, respectfully  request  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  to  investigate  the  situation  rela- 
tive to  vaccine  delivery  in  the  Boslindale-West 
Roxbury-Forest  Hills  area;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  specifically  address  itself  to  the  following 
questions  and  submit,  in  writing,  its  responses 
to  the  Council  within  two  weeks  after  passage  of 
this  order: 

A.  As  of  January  1,  1971,  what  was  the  policy 
for  delivery  of  vaccines  to  the  aforesaid  area? 

B.  Has  a  change  occurred  in  this  practice? 
If  so,  state  the  nature  of  such  alteration.

HEARING  BE  LOW-INCOME  HOUSING 
IN  WEST  END  UBBAN  BENEWAL 
ABEA 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Bedevelopment  Au- 
thority (BRA)  is  in  the  process  once  again  of 
deciding  what  utilization  should  be  made  of  the 
ten  acres  of  land  remaining  undeveloped  in  the 
West  End  Urban  Renewal  Area  (hereinafter 
called  "the  site");  and 

Whereas,  Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  which 
during  the  course  of  the  last  fifteen  years  has 
developed  substantially  all  of  the  West  End 
Urban  Renewal  Area  other  than  the  site,  now 
proposes  to  construct  on  the  site  a  700-room 
motel,  garage  space  for  1,200  cars,  a  10-story 
office  building,  and  two  35-story  towers,  each  to 
contain  over  .'550  luxury  apartments,  with  rents 
ranging  from  $.300  to  $650  per  month;  and 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Redevelopment  Plan  for 
the  West  End,  originally  approved  by  the  City 
Council  in  1956,  provided  and  still  provides  that 
the  site  is  to  be  developed  solely  for  multi-family 
residential  use,  and  thus  the  proposal  of  Charles 
River  Park,  Inc.,  would  involve  a  substantial 
modification  of  the  plan;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  great  need  for  low-income 
housing  in  the  immediate  area,  particularly  for 
the  elderly,  because  of  the  many  people  living 
on  meager  fixed  incomes  who  are  being  forced 
out  of  their  residences  of  many  years  on  the 
north  slope  of  Beacon  Hill  by  steady  and  in- 
exorable increases  in  their  rents;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  10,  1971,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA),  an 
official  arm  of  the  government  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  wrote  to  the  BRA  and 
to  his  1  lonor  the  Mayor  stating  that  in  its  opinion 
construction  of  low-income  housing  on  the  site 
with  MHFA's  financial  assistance  would  be 
economically  feasible  and  representing  that  it 
was  prepared  to  oiler  such  assistance;  and 

Whereas,  [Neither  the  BRA  nor  the  Mayor  has 
seen  fit  to  answer  MHFA's  letters;  and 


Whereas,  It  is  reported  that  the  BBA,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  is  preparing  on  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1971,  or  shortly  thereafter,  to  vote 
final  acceptance  of  the  Charles  River  Park,  Inc., 
proposal;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  grave  question  as  to  whether  the 
Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  proposal  for  the  site  is 
in  the  public  interest. 

2.  That  proposal,  if  approved  by  the  BRA 
Board,  would  involve  such  a  substantial  di- 
vergence from  the  Urban  Bedevelopment  Plan 
that  the  BRA  should  ask  the  City  Council  to 
amend  the  plan  as  a  prerequisite  to  permitting 
Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  to  go  forward. 

3.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  provide 
for  the  construction  of  a  substantial  number  of 
units  of  low-income  housing  on  the  site. 

4.  The  offer  of  MHFA  ought  thoroughly  to 
be  explored. 

And,  further,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  matters  shall  be 
the  subject  of  a  public  hearing  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  before  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Development. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  to  amend  the  fore- 
going order  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following:  "and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Mayor  and  to  each  and  every 
member  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted  under 
suspension  of  the  rules. 


EXPEDITE  EXECUTION  OF  CODE  EN- 
FORCEMENT PROGRAM 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  November  30,  1970,  the  City 
Council  adopted  an  order  authorizing  the  city 
to  expand  the  Code  Enforcement  Program,  al- 
ready in  execution  in  parts  of  Jamaica  Plain  and 
Dorchester,  into  portions  of  Roxbury,  Ros- 
lindale,  South  Boston,  Brighton,  and  additional 
sections  of  Dorchester;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  expansion  involves  im- 
provements estimated  to  cost  $17  million;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  citizen  complaints 
indicate  that  the  Code  Enforcement  Program  is 
not  proceeding  as  ell'ectively  and  speedily  as 
might  reasonably  be  expected;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  are  hereby  urged  to  take 
all  necessary  steps  to  assure  expeditious  execu- 
tion of  the  Code  Enforcement  Program  as  ex- 
panded.

CERTAIN  ALLEGATIONS  RE  DORIS 
BUNTE,  MEMBER  BOSTON  HOUS- 
ING   AUTHORITY

Whereas,    Certain    serious    allegations    have 
been  made  against  Mrs.  Doris  Bunte,  as  she  is  a 
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member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
Board,  in  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
on  February  2,  1971,  and  by  various  public 
statements  made  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  A.n  order  has  been  offered  to  the 
City  Council  based  on  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel's opinion  and  the  remarks  of  the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  Neither  his  Honor  the  Mayor  nor 
the  Corporation  Counsel  has  yet  seen  fit  to  file 
formal  charges  with  the  Boston  City  Council 
against  Mrs.  Doris  Bunte,  despite  the  poten- 
tially grave  injury  done  to  her  reputation  and 
the  serious  nature  of  the  allegations;  therefore, 
be  it 

Besolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

1.  There  has  not  as  yet  been  sufficient  indi- 
cation given  to  the  City  Council  whether  the 
Mayor  now  wishes  to  have  Mrs.  Doris  Bunte, 
though  twice  appointed  by  him  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  Board,  dismissed  from  her 
position. 

2.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  hereby  in-

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  RE 
PROCEDURES  OF  ASSESSING  DE- 
PARTMENT 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  February  11,  1971. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  passed  on  February  1,  1971,  requesting 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission  to  file  with  the 
Boston  City  Council  within  two  weeks  "a  report 
of  the  recommendation,  conclusions,  or  the  prog- 
ress of  such  study"  (the  study  of  the  procedures 
and  practices  of  the  Assessing  Department). 

It  has  taken  a  long  time  to  get  under  way  in 
this  study,  as  the  following  chronology  will 
indicate: 

In  January,  1970,  the  Finance  Commission  be- 
gan a  survey  of  consultants  qualified  to  undertake 
a  study  of  assessing  practices  in  Boston.  After 
considerable  discussion  and  correspondence  with 
various  firms  the  commission  in  May  met  with 
representatives  of  the  Jacobs  Company  and 
Mr.  Cuthbert  Reeves.  In  early  June  the  com- 
mission agreed  to  retain  the  Jacobs  Company  if 
the  study  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council. 

July  1,  1970:  Letter  from  Finance  Commission 
Chairman  to  Mayor  requesting  approval  of  an 
appropriation  for  the  Assessing  study. 

August  3,  1970:  Letter  from  Mayor  to  Council 
recommending  such  appropriation  order.  Re- 
ferred to  committee. 

September  10,  1970:  Chairman  appeared  at 
hearing  of  Committee  on  Appropriations. 

October  8,  1970:  Second  hearing  of  Committee 
on  Appropriations  held. 

November  9,  1970:  Order  passed  by  Council. 

November  10,  1970:  Finance  Commission  noti- 
fied Jacobs  Company  that  signing  of  contract  was 
authorized.    Final  draft  contract  requested. 

November  23,  1970:  Full-day  conference  held 
in  Boston  with  Jacobs  Company  staff,  Chairman 
and  Executive  Secretary  of  Finance  Commission, 
and  Chairman  of  Assessing  Department  to  review 
scope  of  work,  assign  responsibilities,  coordinate 
assignments,  and  establish  effective  liaison  be- 
tween department,  commission,  and  consultant. 

At  this  point  the  city  Law  Department,  on  re- 
viewing the  contract  as  submitted,  insisted  that 
the  Jacobs  Company  show  itself  as  qualified  to  do 
business  in  Massachusetts.  The  Jacobs  Com- 
pany, it  developed,  was  not  so  qualified,  and  they 
immediately  initiated  action  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  The  Secretary's  office  turned 
up  the  fact  that  there  was  another  Jacobs  Com- 
pany, Inc.,  doing  business  in  Massachusetts,  and 
it  became  necessary,  therefore,  for  our  consultant 
to  obtain  the  consent  of  that  company.  Appro- 
priate consent  and  waiver  could  not  be  obtained 
and  filed  until  late  January,  1971. 


FEBRUARY  22,   1971 
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February  1,  1971:  The  Jacobs  Company  ini- 
tiated the  personnel  phase  of  the  Assessing  De- 
partment study  to  determine  the  actual  duties 
of  each  employee  at  all  levels.  This  is  a  first  step 
in  the  review  and  evaluation  of  the  existing  sys- 
tem of  operation  in  the  department,  including 
the  organization  of  the  office,  distribution  of 
duties,  and  present  procedures. 

On  completion  of  this  initial  survey  the  consul- 
tants will  commence  work  in  the  other  areas 
listed  for  review  in  the  contract.  These  subjects 
include  assessing  techniques,  abatement  proce- 
dures, tax  agreements,  and  potential  new  sources 
of  revenue  from  service  charges  and/or  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  from  exempt  institutions. 

The  contract  provides  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  six  months  after  commencement  of  the 
work.  It  is  our  expectation  that  the  work  will  be 
completed  on  schedule.

On  Friday,  February  19,  1971,  the  Public  Ser- 
vices Committee  held  a  meeting  considering  a 
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"service  charge"  for  tax-exempt  institutions.  At 
that  time  Mr.  Kerr  pointed  out  that  enabling 
legislation  would  be  necessary  before  any  service 
charge  could  be  extracted. 

Enclosed  is  legislation  prepared  to  enable  city 
and  town  to  extract  such  a  service  charge. 

Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mends adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  determined 
that  the  City  Council  favors,  and  that  the  City 
Clerk  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  requested  and  directed 
to  petition  the  General  Court  for,  legislation 
amending  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  by  in- 
serting before  section  6  or  at  some  other  suitable 
place  a  section  providing  substantially  as  follows : 

Section  5B.  If  a  by-law  or  ordinance  so 
directs,  the  assessors,  before  assessing  taxes  under 
section  23  of  this  chapter,  shall  annually  deter- 
mine the  fair  cash  value  of  all  real  and  tangible 
personal  property  exempt  from  taxation  under 
clauses  3,  4,  4A,  5,  6,  or  7  of  section  5  of  this 
chapter  or  any  similar  special  law  (including, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
chapter  165  of  the  Acts  of  1852,  chapter  231  of 
the  Special  Acts  of  1917,  chapter  175  of  the 
Acts  of  1929,  chapters  40  and  86  of  the  Acts  of 
1930,  chapters  279  and  480  of  the  Acts  of  1943, 
chapter  358  of  the  Acts  of  1952,  chapter  261  of 
the  Acts  of  1954,  chapter  411  of  the  Acts  of  1959, 
chapter  95  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  and  chapter  404  of 
the  Acts  of  1966,  and  the  proportion  such  value 
bears  to  the  fair  cash  value  of  all  taxable  real 
and  personal  property  with  such  value  added 
thereto  and  shall  assess  on  all  real  and  tangible 
personal  property  so  exempt,  and  commit  to  the 
collector  with  their  warrant  for  collection,  a  just 
and  equitable  annual  service  charge  for  the  actual 
and  standby  services  of  the  police  and  fire  forces 
of  the  city  or  town.  Such  charges  shall  not  ex- 
ceed in  the  aggregate  the  proportion  aforesaid  of 
the  appropriations  in  such  year  for  fire  and 
police  purposes.  Every  such  charge  shall  from 
and  after  January  1  in  the  year  of  assessment 
constitute  a  lien  upon  the  estate  assessed.  The 
provisions  of  this  chapter  relative  to  the  assess- 
ment, reassessment,  and  abatement  of  taxes,  and 
the  assessment  of  omitted  property  or  value,  and 
to  interest,  shall  apply  to  such  charges;  and  the 
collector  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  duties  with  respect  to  such 
charges  as  in  the  case  of  the  annual  taxes  upon 
real  estate;  and  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to 
the  collection  of  such  annual  taxes,  the  sale  or 
taking  of  land  for  the  nonpayment  thereof,  and 
the  redemption  of  land  so  sold  or  taken  shall 
apply.  Any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  in  every  city  and  town  in 
which  service  charges  are  assessed  under  this  sec- 
tion, the  assessors,  in  determining  under  section 
23  of  this  chapter  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxation  in  any  year,  shall  deduct  the  aggregate 
amount  assessed  in  such  year  under  this  section. 
No  service  charge  shall  be  assessed  under  this 
section  with  respect  to  any  property  which  on  the 
assessment  date  is  being  used  for  a  purpose 
which  is  directly  relieving  the  city  or  town  of  an 
expense  which  it  is  otherwise  required  by  law  to 
bear.

Whereas,  Section  49  of  chapter  29  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1961  states  that  "no  owner 
or  tenant  of  an  estate  abutting  on  a  sidewalk 
shall  place  or  suffer  to  remain  for  more  than  three 
hours  between  sunrise  and  sunset  any  snow  upon 
such  sidewalk,  or  any  ice  upon  such  sidewalk  un- 
less such  ice  is  made  even  and  covered  with  sand, 
sawdust,  or  ashes,  to  prevent  slipping";  and 

Whereas,  The  severe  icing  condition  and  heavy 
accumulation  of  snow  which  has  been  permitted 
to  remain  (is  illegal  and)  creates  a  public  hazard; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  should  set  an 
example  by  which  all  citizens  may  pattern  their 
behavior;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  be- 
half of  the  City  of  Boston  as  owner  and  tenant 
of  City  Hall,  be  requested  to  comply  with  chapter 
29,  section  49,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
by  ensuring  that  City  Hall  Plaza  be  cleared  of 
snow  and/or  properly  sanded  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  termination  of  each  snowfall. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  to  amend  the 
resolution  by  striking  out  in  the  third  "Whereas" 
paragraph  the  words  "is  illegal  and." 

The  motion  was  carried;  the  resolution  as 
amended  was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the 
rules. 


Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  city  of  Boston.

The  city  of  Boston,  acting  by  and 
through  its  parks  and  recreation  commission, 
with  the  approval  of  its  mayor,  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  sell  and  convey  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
Archbishop  of  Boston,  a  corporation  sole,  for 
playground  uses,  the  parcel  of  land  now  held  for 
park  purposes  and  containing  approximately 
2.612  acres,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  southwesterly 
corner  of  land  conveyed  by  the  city  of  Boston  to 
said  Roman  Catholic  Archbishop  of  Boston  by 
deed  dated  May  1,  1964;  thence  northerly  396.19 
feet  to  the  northwesterly  corner  of  said  parcel; 
thence  westerly  364.62  feet;  thence  southerly  400 
feet;  thence  easterly  222  feet  to  the  point  of  be- 
ginning. Said  land  is  a  portion  of  the  land  taken 
by  eminent  domain  by  the  board  of  park  com- 
missioners of  said  city  on  the  twenty-second  day 
of  October  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-four,  as  evidenced  by  the  instrument  re- 
corded in  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds, 
Book  2244,  page  545.

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  AMENDING 
CHAPTER  474,  ACTS  OF  1946  RE  OFF- 
STREET  PARKING  FACILITIES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  1,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  home  rule  petition 
for  legislation  which  would  further  amend  St. 
1946,  c.474,  so  as  to  allow  the  city  to  operate 
itself  or  through  others  off-street  parking  facilities. 
It  would  also  allow  modification  in  the  schedule  of 
rates  for  leases  of  more  than  five  years  provided 
the  city  increase  rates  for  the  facility  involved. 
Both  of  these  proposals  were  approved  by  your 
Honorable  Body  last  year  but  were  defeated  by  the 
General  Court  in  the  closing  days  of  the  1970 
session.  They  remain,  however,  extremely  desirable 
changes  in  the  off-street  parking  statute,  whose 
enactment  would  be  beneficial  to  the  city.  Opera- 
ting garages  under  contract  rather  than  lease  would 
give  the  city  rather  than  a  lessee  the  benefit  of 
increased  patronage.  Power  to  increase  rates  during 
a  long-term  lease  would  eliminate  the  absurdly  low 
charges  at  some  garages. 

I  urge  your  favorable  action  on  this  proposal  so 
that  it  may  be  filed  with  the  General  Court  this 
year.

agent  of  the  board  upon  selection  by  the  board  as 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder  on  the  basis  of 
competitive  bids  invited  by  advertisements  in  at 
least  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  city, 
once  a  week  for  at  least  two  consecutive  weeks,  the 
last  publication  to  be  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
time  specified  for  the  opening  of  said  bids,  which 
advertisements  shall  state  the  time  and  place  where 
the  form  of  contract  may  be  had  and  the  time  and 
place  for  publicly  opening  the  bids  in  answer  to 
said  advertisements,  and  shall  reserve  to  the  board 
the  right  to  reject  all  bids.  The  board  shall  require 
that  every  bid  under  this  clause  be  accompanied  by 
a  bid  deposit  in  such  amount  and  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  board  shall  determine  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  section  3A  when  adapted  to 
this  clause.

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  EMPOWERING 
CITY  TO  TAKE  POSSESSION  OF  BUILD- 
INGS VIOLATING  SANITARY  CODE

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  the  draft  of  a  home 
rule  petition  which  would  empower  the  city  to 
take  possession  of  buildings  which  are  in  violation 
of  provisions  of  the  state  sanitary  code.  As  you 
know,  the  city  is  confronted  by  the  dilemma  of 
tenants  asking  that  conditions  of  buildings  in 
which  they  live  be  repaired  without  the  resources 
so  to  do.  This  measure,  modeled  after  St.  1962, 
c.247  (the  so-called  Rent  Act),  would  allow  the 
city  to  remedy  the  conditions  complained  of, 
collect  the  rents,  and  apply  them  to  the  expense  of 
doing  so. 

I  urge  your  early  approval  of  this  petition  so 
that  it  may  be  filed  with  the  General  Court  this 
year.

of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  condition  has  not 
been  remedied  within  the  time  specified  in  such 
order,  said  commissioner  may,  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  said  city,  take  immediate  possession  of 
such  building  or  part  thereof  for  the  purpose  of 
remedying  such  condition,  and  until  said  city  is 
reimbursed  for  the  expense  of  remedying  such 
condition  for  the  further  purpose  of  collecting  the 
rent  or  other  income  from  such  building  or  pait 
thereof,  which  rent  and  income  shall  forthwith  be 
applied  on  account  of  such  expense.  Upon  petition 
of  any  person  having  an  interest  in  such  building  or 
part  thereof,  the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity 
within  and  for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  if  it  adjudges 
justice  and  the  circumstances  so  warrant,  may, 
upon  such  terms  as  it  shall  deem  equitable,  enjoin  a 
taking  of  possession  under  ihis  section  or  com- 
mand the  surrender  of  a  possession  taken.

employees  shall  be  liable  for  injury  or  damage 
caused  by  its  or  their  possession  under  this  act  to 
such  building  or  the  land  upon  which  it  stands  or 
to  the  person  or  property  of  any  person,  any 
provision  of  general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  AMENDING 
CHAPTER  263,  SECTION  2,  ACTS  OF 
1929.  RE  STICKER  PARKING 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  the  draft  of  a  home 
rule  petition  clarifying  the  so-called  sticker  parking 
system.  The  present  statute,  St.  1929,  c.263,  as 
amended,  provides  that  a  person  "residing  on  an 
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estate  abutting  in  whole  or  part  the  portion  of  the 
street  .  .  .  where  such  vehicle  is  parked"  is  eligible 
for  an  exemption  from  certain  parking  regulations. 
This  restrictive  language  is  broadened  by  the 
proposed  change  to  "residential  areas." 

I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  take  early 
favorable  action  on  this  proposed  clarification  so 
that  the  petition  may  be  filed  in  the  General  Court 
in  this  session.

Any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  under  this 
section,  prohibiting  the  parking  or  standing  of 
vehicles  on  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  one  or 
more  streets,  ways,  highways,  roads,  or  parkways 
under  the  control  of  the  city,  may  provide  that  it 
shall  not  apply  in  such  residential  areas  as  shall  be 
specified,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  prescribed, 
in  such  rule  or  regulation,  to  any  motor  vehicle 
registered  under  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws  as

This  is  in  reply  to  the  request  of  the  City 
Council  for  certain  information  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  The  census 
of  the  hospital  has  decreased  in  recent  years.  In 
part  this  change  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Mattapan  hospital  has  been  converted  from  a 
tuberculosis  sanatorium  to  a  chronic  desease  hospi- 
tal. Thus,  many  long-term  patients  who  formerly 
would  have  been  treated  at  Boston  City  Hospital 
are  now  in  this  facility.  This  has  made  it  possible  to 


decrease  the  average  patient  stay  at  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  about  eleven  and  one-half  days  and  to 
operate  it  exclusively  as  an  acute  care  ho  pital. 
There  has  been  no  change  in  type  of  service  fered 
at  Boston  City  Hospital  other  than  this  hich 
would  cause  any  change  in  the  capital  imp  ~>ve- 
ments  program.  The  master  plan  provides  foi  as 
many  as  1,330  beds;  however,  the  phasing  is  -  _h 
that  each  section  will  be  undertaken  only  after 
reaffirmation  of  need.  The  first  section  to  follow 
the  outpatient  building  will  house  core  sei  'ices 
plus  350  beds.  The  next  section  beyond  tha1  ill 
house  300  beds.

Whereas,  The  use  of  recycled  paper  fibers,  while 
providing  a  high  degree  of  quality,  is  not  more

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL 
LAW  AMENDING  SECTION  5B, 
CHAPTER  31  OF  THE  GENERAL 
LAWS  RE  AGE  OF  APPLICANT 
FOR  POLICE  OFFICER 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Ollice  of  the  Mayor,  March  8,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Since  1954  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service 
Commission  has  been  prohibited  by  state  statute 
from  prescribing  by  rule  a  maximum  age  limit 
for  applicants  in  police  departments  lower  than 
thirty-five  years.  G.  L.,  c.  31,  s.  48.  In  1970 
this  statutory  prohibition  was  stricken  by  chap- 
ter 162  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  which  act  also 
added  a  new  section,  5B,  to  G.  L.  c.  31.  Section 
5B  states,  in  part,  "No  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  become  an  applicant  for  police  officer  in  a 
city  .  .  .  who  has  reached  his  thirty-fifth 
birthday  on  the  date  of  the  examination." 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Boston  Police  De- 
partment has  been  attempting  to  obtain  permis- 
sion from  the  Legislature  to  reduce  the  maximum 
age  from  thirty-five  years  to  thirty  years.  Be- 
cause of  the  cyclical  nature  of  the  availability 
of  openings  in  the  Boston  Police  Department 
since  the  strike  in  1919,  the  average  age  of  the 
department  is  now  unusually  high.  In  an  effort 
to  reduce  that  age,  and  to  obtain  a  class  of  offi- 
cers more  receptive  to  the  intensive  training  now 
required  of  our  police  officers,  I  submit  the  en- 
closed home  rule  petition  amending  G.  L.,  c.  31, 
5B  by  reducing  the  maximum  age  of  Boston 
police  applicants  to  thirty. 

I  recommend  adoption  of  the  enclosed  order.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  section  5B  of  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  inserted  by  section  2  of  chap- 
ter 162  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  be  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  third  paragraph  a 
sentence  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

"Anything  in  this  section  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be- 
come an  applicant  for  police^  officer  in  the  city 
of  Boston  who  has  reached  his  thirtieth  birthday 
on  the  date  of  the  examination."

MENT  ON   CITY   OF  BOSTON

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

This  letter  is  written  in  response  to  your  re- 
quest pursuant  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  January  18,  1971,  pertaining  to 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author- 
ity.   Inter  alia  the  City  Council  resolved: 

"That  the  Mayor,  through  his  Corporation 
Counsel,  determine  whether  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton has  a  legal  cause  of  action  against  the  Au- 
thority because  of  the  percentage  of  assess- 
ments the  city  must  pay  and  the  quality  of 
service  the  city  is  receiving. 

"That  the  Corporation  Counsel  render  an 

advisory  opinion  as  to  the  constitutionality  of 

the  present  method  of  assessment." 

I  discern  three  questions  in  this  resolution: 

(1)  Has  the  city  a  cause  of  action  against  the 

Authority  on  account  of  the  percentage  which 

the  city  must  pay  of  the  Authority's  net  cost  of 

service?     (2)  Has  the  city   a  cause  of  action 

against  the  Authority  on  account  of  the  poor 

quality  of  the  Authority's  services?    (3)  Are  the 

assessment   formulae   constitutional?      These   I 

shall  answer  in  turn. 

1.     Has  the  city  a  cause  of  action  against  the 
Authority  on  account  of  the  percentage  of 
the  Authority's  net  cost  of  service  which 
is  assessed  to  the  city? 
This  question  may  be  briefly  answered  in  the 
negative.      The    MBTA    assessment    formulae 
have  been  laid  down  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
Commonwealth,  not  bv  the  Authority.     G.  L., 
c.  161A,  ss.  8,  8A,  9,  10',  and  11.    The  Authority 
cannot  change  the  formulae,  and  so,  obviously, 
the  city  could  not  maintain  an  action  to  force 
the  Authority  to  do  so.    Nor  could  the  Authority 
be  enjoined  from  collecting  the  sums  assessed 
under  the  formulae,   since  it  is  the  Common- 
wealth,   not   the    Authority,    which    levies    and 
collects  the  assessment.     G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  12. 
Any  action  challenging  the  assessment  formulae 
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or  the  collection  of  monies  thereunder  would, 
therefore,  have  to  he  brought  against  the  Com- 
monwealth or  the  State  Treasurer.  Constitu- 
tional considerations  Surrounding  such  an  action 
arc  discussed  under  Question  3  helow. 
2.  Has  the  city  a  cause  of  action  against  the 
Authority  on  account  of  the  poor  quality  of 
the  Authority's  services? 
The  Authority  is  a  public  agency,  not  a  pri- 
vate transportation  company.  Ironically,  the 
city  has  notably  less  power  with  respect  to  the 
operations  of  this  public  agency  than  the  city 
would  have  were  the  Authority  a  private  com- 
pany operating  transit  lines  in  the  city  under  a 
contract  or  franchise.  Such  a  contract  or  fran- 
chise, of  course,  could  be  enforced  by  appropri- 
ate legal  action.  In  the  absence  of  such  an  agree- 
ment the  city  has  no  special  rights  against  the 
Authority  and  no  power  to  force  it  to  maintain 
or  improve  the  quality  of  its  services  save  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  statutes,  which 
the  city  could  attempt  to  enforce  by  an  appro- 
priate action.  But  in  this  connection  it  is  impor- 
tant to  note  that  the  Authority's  enabling  act 
(St.  1964,  c.  563,  s.  18,  now,  as  amended,  G.  L., 
c.  161A)  contains  no  requirement  that  the 
Authority  provide  "adequate"  or  "satisfactory" 
service.  Rather,  the  statute  vests  discretion  as 
to  character  and  extent  of  service  in  the  Author- 
ity's directors,  who,  by  G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  3(i), 
are  empowered : 

"To  provide  mass  transportation  service, 
whether  directly,  jointly,  or  under  contract,  on 
an  exclusive  basis,  except  as  provided  in  para- 
graph (k)  of  section  5,  in  the  area  constituting 
the  authority  and  without  being  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  department 
of  public  utilities  in  any  manner  except  as  to 
safety  of  equipment  and  operations  and,  with 
respect  only  to  operations  of  the  authority 
with  equipment  owned  and  operated  by  the 
authority,  without,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter,  being  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  and  control  of  any  city  or  town 
or  other  licensing  authority;  provided  that 
schedules  and  routes  shall  not  be  considered 
matters  of  safety  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
and  control  of  said  department.  Except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter,  the  direc- 
tors of  the  authority  shall  determine  the  char- 
acter and  extent  of  the  services  and  facilities 
to  be  furnished,  and  in  these  respects  their 
authority  shall  be  exclusive  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  approval,  control,  or  direction 
of  any  state,  municipal,  or  other  department, 
board  or  commission.  Nothing  contained  in 
this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  as  exempt- 
ing any  privately  owned  or  controlled  carrier, 
whether  operating  independently,  jointly,  or 
under  contract  with  the  authority,  from  ob- 
taining any  license  required  under  section  1 
of  chapter  159A." 

Furthermore,  the  statute  imposed  on  the 
Authority  two  possibly  contradictory  duties. 
It  is  obliged  by  G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  5(a),  to  provide 
transportation  in  the  public  interest. 

"The  authority  shall  have  the  duty  to  de- 
velop, finance,  and  operate  the  mass  transpor- 
tation facilities  and  equipment  in  the  public 
interest,  consistent  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  to  achieve 
maximum     effectiveness     in     complementing 


other  forms  of  transportation  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  general  economic  and  social  well- 
being  of  the  area  and  of  the  commonwealth." 
But  it  is  also  obliged  by  section  5(d)  to  do  so 
as  economically  as  possible  "consistent  with"  its 
obligations  under  the  above-quoted  section. 

"Excluding  any  loss  suffered  in  the  opera- 
tion of  commuter  railroad  service  and  the 
Highland  Branch  and  Mattapan  high  speed 
services  while  operated  and  equipped  with 
streetcars,  the  authority  shall  operate  its  ex- 
press service,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  such  a 
manner  that  no  net  cost  of  service  exclusive 
of  debt  service  shall  arise  on  account  of  such 
express  service  in  any  year.  In  addition  the 
authority  shall  operate  all  its  services  in  such 
manner  as  to  produce  the  highest  return  con- 
sistent with  the  authority's  obligation  under 
subsection  (a)." 

In  my  opinion  the  Authority  could  success- 
fully resist  an  appropriate  action  based  upon  its 
duties  under  G.  L.,  c.  161  A,  s.  5(a),  by  setting  up 
in  defense  the  grant  of  discretionary  powers 
under  G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  3(i),  and  its  obligation 
under  G.  L.,  c.  161  A,  s.  5(d),  to  operate  the  sys- 
tem economically. 

3.  Are  the  assessment  formulae  contitutional? 
The  assessments  levied  upon  cities  and  towns 
within  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  district  are  computed  under  several 
formulae,  as  specified  in  G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  8  (as- 
sessments for  net  cost  of  express  service  under 
agreements  with  railroads),  s.  9  (assessments  for 
net  cost  of  local  service  to  the  fourteen  cities  and 
towns  in  the  old  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
district),  s.  10  (the  same  —  formula  to  be  effec- 
tive in  1976),  and  s.  11  (assessment  of  net  cost  of 
local  service  to  cities  and  towns  outside  the  old 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  district).  These-^ 
formulae  (with  an  exception  to  be  discussed  be- 
low) were  discussed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  case  of 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  v. 
Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  et  al., 
348  Mass.  538,  in  which  case  the  Court  ruled  on 
the  constitutionality  of  several  questions  con- 
nected with  the  Authority's  enabling  legislation. 
The  Court  found  the  assessment  formulae  to 
be  constitutional.  It  first  considered  the  as- 
sessment of  75  percent  of  the  net  cost  of  express 
service  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  "com- 
muters" (as  defined  in  section  1  of  the  act)  in 
each  city  and  town  of  the  Authority's  territory. 
This,  the  Court  felt,  was  a  "reasonable  basis  of 
apportionment."  348  Mass.  538,  561.  The 
Court  found  it  "also  reasonable"  to  assess  the 
remaining  25  percent  of  the  cost  of  express  ser- 
vice in  proportion  to  the  number  of  riders  board- 
ing at  express  service  stations  in  the  munici- 
pality. This  latter  provision,  obviously,  bears 
most  heavily  upon  the  cities  of  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge. The  Court  noted  in  the  case  of  Cam- 
bridge that  "the  number  of  riders  boarding  in 
Cambridge  ...  is  not  numerically  related 
to  the  number  of  Cambridge  taxpayers  using  the 
facilities."  348  Mass.  562.  Nevertheless,  the 
Court  said,  this  was  a  permissible  scheme  for 
apportionment,  because  "the  city  ...  is 
benefited  by  a  transportation  system  that  moves 
in  tunnels  or  reserved  areas  commuters  who 
must  pass  through  the  city  by  some  means."    Id. 
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The  Court  also  found  "nothing  arbitrary"  in 
the  assessment  of  the  net  costs  of  local  service. 
348  Mass.  562. 

The  Court  thus  applied  a  test  of  constitution- 
ality familiar  in  administrative  law  as  the  "mani- 
festly unreasonable"  standard.  By  this  standard 
a  court  declines  to  upset  legislative  determina- 
tions unless  they  are'  manifestly  unreasonable," 
or,  in  the  words  of  the  opinion  in  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority  v.  Boston  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company  et  al.,  unless  they 
are  "arbitrary,  despotic  or  a  flagrant  misuse  of 
legislative  power."  348  Mass.  563  (citing 
County  of  Essex  v.  Newburyport,  254  Mass.  232, 
238).  The  Court  found  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  assessment  formulae 
to  be  constitutional  under  this  test.  It  seems 
likely  that  the  standard  would  be  applied  in  any 
future  test  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  assess- 
ment formulae.  Such  a  test  might  be  initiated 
not  with  respect  to  the  formulae  themselves  (as 
the  constitutionality  of  these  has  already  been 
adjudicated),  but  with  respect  to  the  provision 
in  G.  L.,  c.  161A,  s.  8,  to  the  effect  that  in  no 
case  should  Boston's  share  of  the  net  cost  of 
express  service  be  less  than  30  percent  of  the 
75  percent  assessed  upon  cities  and  towns  in 
proportion  to  their  number  of  "commuters." 
This  language  was  added  by  St.  1969,  c.  897, 
and  consequently  was  not  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  1965  when  it  passed  on  the 
constitutionality  of  the  formulae  in  the  Boston 
Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  case.  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  that  a  constitutional  chal- 
lenge to  this  amendment  would  be  unsuccessful. 
However,  in  View  of  the  Supreme  Judicial 
CourtJs  inclination  to  leave  such  matters  to 
legislative  rather  than  judicial  determination, 
it  would  require,  in  my  opinion,  an  overwhelm- 
ing showing  of  unreasonableness  before  the 
Court  would  strike  down  the  amendment. 

In  general,  the  city  must  plead  its  case  against 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Author- 
ity in  the  Legislature  not  in  the  courts.  With 
an  eye  to  legislative  action,  I  commissioned 
some  time  ago  a  study  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority  assessment  for- 
mulae and  of  possible  alternatives,  including 
schemes  in  use  in  other  cities.  I  expect  this 
study  to  be  complete  later  in  the  spring,  and 
will  at  that  time  make  its  results  available  to 
you  and  to  the  City  Council.

RESOLUTION  APPROVING  CAMPUS 
HIGH  SCHOOL  URBAN  RENEWAL 
PROJECT 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Langone  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in 
order  to  introduce  the  following:

Enclosed  for  the  consideration  of  the  City 
Council  are  the  urban  renewal  plan  and  related 
documents  for  the  Campus  High  School  Urban 
Renewal  Project  Area,  as  approved  by  the  Bos- 
ton  Redevelopment  Authority  at  its  meeting  on 
July  9,  1970. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Authority 
is  required  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  plan  by 
the  Mayor  with  the  City  Council.  This  ap- 
proval must  include  certain  findings  and  is  to  be 
made  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing. 
Federal  requirements  specify  that  such  notice 
shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two 
successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation, with  the  first  notice  to  he  published  not 
less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hear- 
ing. The  attacbed  list  indicates  the  documents 
which  are  herewith  submitted  for  -your  consid- 
eration. 

The  major  features  of  the  plan  include  the 
much-needed  Campus  High  School,  in  excess  of 
650  units  of  low-  and  moderate-income  housing, 
and  an  elementary  school  and  other  community 
facilities.  Early  land  acquisition  activities  for 
57  acres  of  the  project  area  were  approved  by 
the  Council  on  December  28,  1966,  and  con- 
struction of  the  first  phase  of  the  high  school  is 
scheduled  to  begin  early  this  year. 

There  has  been  wide  community  support  for 
these  proposals,  and  the  Project  Area  Committee 
has  enthusiastically  endorsed  the  plan. 

I  urge  prompt  and  favorable  action  by  the 
Council  on  this  matter.

I  am  enclosing  for  your  consideration  the 
urban  renewal  plan  and  related  materials,  as 
listed  in  the  attachment  hereto,  for  the  Campus 
High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

At  its  meeting  of  July  9,  1970,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  approved  the  urban 
renewal  plan  and  relocation  program  and  made 
other  findings  and  determinations  required  under 
chapter  121R  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  1 21 R  of  the 
General  Laws  and  Title  I  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Authority  must 
secure  approval  of  the  plan  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council.  Such  approvals  must  include 
certain  findings,  and  are  to  be  made  after  due 
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notice  and  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  City 
Council.  Federal  requirements  specif;,  thai  such 
notice  shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week 
lor  two  successive  weeks  in  at  least  one  news- 
paper of  general  circulation,  with  the  first  notice 
to  be  published  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  hearing. 

An  early  land  acquisition  proposal  for  a  por- 
tion of  the  project  area  was  prepared  by  the 
Authority  and  submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  in  October,  1966.  Approval  was 
granted  by  the  Council  on  December  28,  1966, 
and  by  the  Mayor  on  December  30.  Subse- 
quently, the  proposal  was  approved  and  funded 
by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment on  October  1,  1969,  and  early  land 
activities  are  currently  under  way.  The  plan, 
which  includes  the  early  land  proposals,  is  in 
complete  harmony  with  the  general  plan  for  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  major  features  of  the  plan  include  the 
much-needed  5,000-student  campus  high  school 
complex,  in  excess  of  650  units  of  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing,  and  an  elementary 
school  and  other  community  facilities.  The  high 
school  has  long  been  a  goal  of  school  authori- 
ties, the  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  many 
Boston  citizens,  and  construction  of  the  first 
phase  of  the  school  is  to  begin  early  this  year. 
The  housing  proposals  will  serve  as  an  important 
relocation  resource  for  project  area  residents  as 
well  as  help  to  eliminate  the  shortage  of  low-cost 
housing  in  the  Boston  area. 

The  net  project  cost  is  estimated  at 
$31,333,596,  with  a  federal  capital  grant  of 
$29,530,313  and  the  local  share  at  $4,525,060. 
By  pooling  the  net  project  costs  and  local 
grants-in-aid  provided  by  existing  approved  ur- 
ban renewal  projects  with  this  project,  the  local 
share  has  been  reduced  considerably,  compen- 
sating for  the  excess  local  share  already  expended 
in  the  other  projects. 

There  has  been  wide  community  support  for 
these  proposals,  and  the  Project  Area  Committee 
has  enthusiastically  endorsed  the  plan. 

I  urge  that  you  approve  the  plan  and  support- 
ing  documentation    and   submit   the   approved 
plan   and   related   documentation   to   the   City 
Council  for  their  consideration.

Resolution  of  Boston  City  Council  Approving 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  Feasibility  of 
Relocation    of   the    Campus    High    School 
Urban  Renewal  Project 
Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Title  I  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  is  au- 
thorized to  provide  financial  assistance  to  local 
public   agencies   for    undertaking   and   carrying 
out  urban  renewal  projects;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  such  act  that  con- 
tracts for  financial  aid  thereunder  shall  require 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  for  the  project  area 
be  approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  local- 
ity in  which  the  project  is  situated,  and  that 
such  approval  include  findings  by  the  governing 
body  that  (1)  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided 
in  the  contract  is  necessary  to  enable  the  project 
to  be  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan;  (2)  the  urban  renewal  plan  will 
afford   maximum  opportunity,   consistent  with 


the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole,  for 
the  rehabilitation  or  redevelopment  of  the  urban 
renewal  area  b\  private  enterprise;  (3)  the  urban 
renewal  plan  conforms  to  a  general  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  locality  as  a  whole;  (4)  the 
urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  consideration  to 
the  provision  of  such  adequate  park  and  recrea- 
tional areas  and  facilities  as  may  be  desirable 
for  neighborhood  improvement,  with  special  con- 
sideration for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of 
children  residing  in  the  general  vicinitj  of  the 
site  covered  by  the  plan;  and  (5)  the  objectives 
of  the  urban  renewal  plan  cannot  be  achieved

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority (hereinafter  called  the  "Authority" )  has 
entered  into  a  planning  contract  for  financial 
assistance  under  such  act  with  the  Secretary  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  pursuant  to 
which  federal  funds  were  approved  for  the 
Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project, 
No.  Mass.  R-129;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  and  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  Authority  undertake  and  carry- 
out  the  urban  renewal  project  (hereinafter  the 
"project"  identified  as  the  "Campus  High 
School  Urban  Renewal  Project")  and  encom- 
passing that  portion  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
County  of  Suffolk,  and  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts described  in  Exhibit  "A"  subjoined  to 
this  resolution  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"project  area");  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  for  addi- 
tional financial  assistance  under  such  act  and 
proposes  to  enter  into  an  additional  contract  or 
contracts  with  the  Secretary  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  the  undertaking  of,  and 
for  making  available  additional  financial  assist- 
ance for,  the  project;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences, 
and  social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of 
the  project  area  and  has  found  and  determined 
that  the  character  and  conditions  of  the  project 
area  as  described  in  the  resolution  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  "Determinations  and 
Findings  Relative  to  the  Condition  of  the  Cam- 
pus High  School  Urban  Renewal  Area  and  the 
Clearance  Area  Located  Therein,  Project  \o. 
Mass.  R-129"  do  exist;  that  the  project  area  is 
at  present  a  decadent  area  in  that  it  is  an  area 
which  is  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  wel- 
fare, and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston  commu- 
nity because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which 
are  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  obso- 
lete, or  in  need  of  major  maintenance  or  repair, 
and  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and,  under  existing  conditions,  it  is 
improbable  they  will  be  replaced,  or  because  of 
a  substantial  change  in  business  and  economic 
conditions,  or  because  of  inadequate  light,  air, 
and  open  space,  and  because  of  excessive  land 
coverage,  and  because  diversity  of  ownership, 
irregular  lot  sizes,  or  obsolete  street  patterns 
make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  en- 
terprise; and,  further,  that  the  project  area  is  at 
present  a  substandard  area,  wherein  dwellings 
predominate  which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation, 
overcrowding,  faulty  arrangement  or  design, 
lack  of  ventilation,  light,  or  sanitation  facilities, 
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and  a  combination  of  these  factors,  are  detri- 
mental to  the  safety,  health,  welfare,  and  sound 
growth  of  the  Boston  community ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  with  the  urban  renewal  plan,  but 
not  as  a  part  thereof,  the  following  docu- 
mentation : 

1.  Resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  —  determinations  and  find- 
ings relative  to  the  condition  of  the  Campus 
High  School  Urban  Renewal  Area  and  the 
clearance  area  located  therein,  Project  No. 
Mass.  R-129. 

2.  Relocation  program. 

3.  Resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  approving  the  urban  renewal 
plan,  the  conditions  under  which  relocation 
payments  will  be  made,  and  the  fixed  reloca- 
tion payments  schedule  for  the  Campus  High 
School  Urban  Renewal  Project. 

4.  Resolution  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  authorizing  submission  of 
the  Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  and  relocation  program  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
to  the  Division  of  Urban  Renewal  of  the  State 
Department  of  Community  Affairs.

tween the  Authority  and  the  Secretary  of  Hous-

Whereas,  A  proposed  cooperation  agreement 
between  the  Authority  and  the  city  has  been 
presented  to  the  City  Council  providing  for  the 
making  of  the  local  grants-in-aid  by  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of  indi- 
viduals and  families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a 
result  of  carrying  out  the  project  in  accordance 
with  the  urban  renewal  plan  (hereinafter  called 
the  relocation  program);  and 

Whereas,  There  is  additional  supporting  infor- 
mation and  data  respecting  such  relocation  pro- 
gram which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority 
as  a  result  of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections; 
and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  project  area  and  of  the  availability 
of  proper  bousing  in  the  city  for  the  relocation 
of  individuals  and  families  that  may  be  dis- 
placed from  the  project  area  and,  in  the  light  of 
such  knowledge  of  local  housing  conditions,  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  such  proposals 
for  relocation;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  take  appropriate  official  action  respect- 
ing the  relocation  program  and  the  urban  re- 
newal plan  for  the  project;  and 

Whereas,  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  effectuating 
that  Title  provide  that  no  person  shall,  on  the 
ground  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin,  be  ex- 
cluded from  participation  in,  be  denied  the  bene- 
fits of,  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  in,  the 
undertaking  and  carrying  out  of  urban  renewal 
projects  assisted  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  urban  re- 
newal plan  has  been  held,  after  due  notice 
thereof,  at  which  time  the  City  Council  received 
evidence  and  heard  extensive  opinions  from  resi- 
dents of  the  project  area  and  other  persons  with 
respect  thereto,  and  all  persons  desiring  to  be 
heard  on  the  urban  renewal  plan  were  so  heard; 
and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council 
have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the 
urban  renewal  plan  in  the  light  of  (1)  the  sup- 
porting documentation  aforesaid;  (2)  the  pro- 
ceedings at  the  aforesaid  public  hearing;  and  (.'!) 
the  general  knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors 
with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  proj- 
ect area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 
now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby 

Resolved : 

1.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  project  area  is  a  decadent  and  sub- 
standard area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible  project 
area  under  chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts. 

2.  That  the  urban  renewal  plan  is  hereby 
approved. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  pro- 
vided pursuant  to  the  contracts  lor  federal  finan- 
cial assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  project  to  be  undertaken  in 
accordance  with  the  urban  renewal  plan. 

4.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  will  all'ord  maximum 
opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  urban  renewal  of 
the  area  by  private  enterprise. 
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5.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  conforms  to  the 
general  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

6.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  considera- 
tion to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and  rec- 
reational areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be  desirable 
for  neighborhood  improvement,  with  special 
consideration  for  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare 
of  children  residing  in  the  project  area. 

7.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  more  extensive  re- 
habilitation of  the  project  area. 

8.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings  in  conformity  with  acceptable  stand- 
ards is  feasible  gnd  can  be  reasonably  and  timely 
effected  to  permit  the  proper  prosecution  and 
completion  of  the  project;  and  that  such  dwell- 
ings or  dwelling  units  available  or  to  be  made 
available  to  such  displaced  individuals  and  fam- 
ilies, including,  but  not  limited  to,  an  estimated 
fifty  mobile  homes  for  use  as  temporary  reloca- 
tion resources,  are  at  least  equal  in  number  to 
the  number  of  displaced  individuals  and  fami- 
lies, are  not  generally  less  desirable  in  regard  to 
public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial  facili- 
ties than  the  dwellings  of  the  displaced  individ- 
uals and  families  in  the  project  area,  are  available 
at  rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means  of 
the  displaced  individuals  and  families,  and  are 
reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of  em- 
ployment. 

9.  That,  in  order  to  implement  and  facilitate 
the  effectuation  of  the  urban  renewal  plan  hereby 
approved,  it  is  found  and  determined  that  cer- 
tain official  action  must  be  taken  by  the  City 
Council  with  reference  to  said  plan,  and,  accord- 
ingly, the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its 
cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  urban 
renewal  plan;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials, 
departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the  city 
having  responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise 
to  cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their 
respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent,  with  the  urban  renewal  plan;  and  (c) 
stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
effectuate  the  urban  renewal  plan. 

10.  That  additional  financial  assistance  under 
the  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of 
1949,  as  amended,  is  necessary  to  enable  the 
land  in  the  project  area  to  be  renewed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  urban  renewal  plan,  and,  accord- 
ingly, the  filing  by  the  Authority  of  an  applica- 
tion or  applications  for  such  financial  assistance 
under  said  Title  I  is  hereby  approved; 

11.  That  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment be,  and  they  hereby  are,  assured  of  full 
compliance  by  the  City  Council  with  regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment, effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  of  1964,  and  applicable  executive 
orders.

COMMUNICATION    FROM    FINANCE 
COMMISSION   RE  "SUMMERTHING" 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  March  11,  1971. 
To  the  Boston  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  thought  it  would  be  helpful  to  clarify  further 
the  remarks  I  used  on  the  Commission's  behalf 
in  my  letter  to  the  Mayor  of  February  5,  1971, 
concerning  the  1971  budget,  and  the  Summer- 
thing  program  in  particular.  I  did  not  mean  to 
imply,  in  commenting  on  the  Harvard  Stadium 
Concerts  of  1970,  that  those  concerts  did  not, 
in  fact,  produce  approximately  $12,000  of 
revenue  to  the  Summerthing  program.  1  in- 
tended to  convey  the  opinion  that  in  spite  of 
that  revenue  factor,  i!  is  the  Commission's 
opinion  that  the  problems  raised  by  those  con- 
certs more  than  offset  their  financial  advantages 
and  that  the  merits  of  the  Summerthing  program 
lie  in  neighborhood  activities  rather  than  city- 
Wide  events. 
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As  stated  in  that  letter,  the  Commission  be- 
lieves that  there  is  justification  for  continuing 
the  Summerthing  appropriation  at  a  reduced 
level  of  $200,000  this  year.  A.  maximum  effort 
must  be  made  to  attract  funds  from  the  private 
sector  for  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.  The  Com- 
mission recommends  that  those  planning  the 
Summerthing  program  concentrate  primary  effort 
on  bringing  the  program  to  the  city's  neighbor- 
hoods. 

Despite  the  many  positive  things  that  we 
knew  when  the  original  letter  was  prepared  and 
have  learned  since  then  about  Summerthing, 
we  cannot  justify  an  increase  in  our  original 
recommendation  in  this  year  of  financial  aus^ 
terity.  Programs  of  equal  or,  arguably,  greater 
priority  are  being  reduced,  even  set  aside  this 
year.  Moreover,  we  feel  compelled  to  note  that 
the  city  is  committed  this  year  to  spend  over 
$3,100,000  on  its  recreational  program — a  very 
substantial  amount  which  will  be  applied  in  the 
recreation  area  generally.  This  does  not  include 
the  monies  being  spent  on  recreation  by  the 
Youth  Activities  Commission,  Model  Cities,  and 
numerous  private  charitable  organizations  in 
various  parts  of  the  city. 

It  seems  to  us  that  Summerthing  has  to  be 
considered  in  the  context  of  the  total  recreational 
effort  in  Boston.  As  regards  the  city's  recre- 
ational program,  from  what  we  have  been  able 
to  discover,  there  is  a  great  need  for  rejuvena- 
tion and  innovation.  Much  of  the  lessons  the 
city  has  learned  from  Summerthing  should  now 
be  applied  to  the -city's  recreational  program  in 
general.  The  fact  that  Summerthing  —  a  rela- 
tively small  part  of  our  recreational  budget  — 
has  attracted  such  attention  whereas  the  city's 
primary  recreational  program  has  not,  indicates 
to  us  that  the  city's  recreational  program  may 
be  in  serious  need  of  a  careful  review  and  adjust- 
ment. 

In  any  event,  we  should  be  looking  for  ways  of 
incorporating  the  techniques  and  approaches  of 
Summerthing  into  the  official  structure  of  our 
recreational  program.  If  this  cannot  be  done 
by  the  Parks  and  Becreation  Department  for 
some  reason,  perhaps  more  of  our  recreational 
program  needs  to  be  contracted  out  to  private 
corporations  like  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.,  and 
a  corresponding  reduction  achieved  in  our 
general  appropriation  for  the  recreation  function. 
Bight  now,  however,  we  seem  to  be  asked  to 
spend  more  on  private  contracts  for  recreational 
services  and  city-run  programs  without  evidence 
of  a  long-term  solution  to  the  recreational  needs 
of  Boston.  The  size  of  the  city's  overall  com- 
mitment to  recreation  requires  that  it  perform 
city -run  recreational  functions  more  effectively, 
attractively,  and  imaginatively  than  we,  ap- 
parently, are  doing  at  present  or  switch  to  other 
methods  of  delivering  those  services. 

We  hope  that  the  Council  will  consider  those 
suggestions  when  it  comes  time  to  review  and 
act  upon  the  city's  recreational  budget  for  1971.

expenditures  and  receipts  of  Summerthing,  and, 
more  especially,  of  the  concerts  held  at  Harvard 
Stadium.

Should  this  bill  be  passed  in  its  present  form, 
I  reckon  that  the  additional  cost  to  the  City  of 
Boston  will  be  staggering.  I  suggest  that  copies 
of  the  bill  be  obtained  and  that  your  budget 
analysts  compute  the  cost  to  the  city  of  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  bill. 

Should  you  need  any  more  information  on  this 
matter  I  will  be  happy  to  cooperate  with  you.

Bemarks  of  Chief  Justice  Elijah  Adlow  to  the 
Social   Welfare   Committee  on   House   Bill 
No.  2911  on  March  11,  1971,  at  the  Gardner 
Auditorium,  State  House,  Boston 
Mr  Chairman: 

This  bill,  proposes  a  major  and  radical  depar- 
ture from  present  routines.  It  involves  vast  out- 
lays of  public  money.  It  provides  for  the  enlist- 
ment of  a  large  variety  of  functionaries  to  super- 
vise the  administration  of  its  program  and  the 
retention  of  an  army  of  subordinates  to  carry 
out  their  policies.  It  entails  a  substantial  pro- 
gram for  the  provision  of  facilities  for  the  pro- 
motion of  this  program,  and,  particularly,  it 
virtually  imposes  on  cities  and  towns  the  burden 
of  providing  facilities  outside  of  police  stations 
for  the  accommodation  of  alcoholics.  Added  to 
all  this,  this  bill  provides  for  the  licensing  of 
private  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  alcoholics, 
facilities  not  unlike  the  nursing  homes  of  today 
which  look  to  the  public  treasury  for  reimburse- 
ment. 

While  the  avowed  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to 
elevate  the  alcoholic  from  the  sordid  character 
of  a  drunkard  to  the  exalted  status  of  a  patient, 
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it  does  not  in  any  sense  eliminate  the  policeman 
from  the  alcoholic  scene.  In  fact,  it  transforms 
him  from  the  character  of  a  man  exercising 
'authority  into  the  servile  character  of  a  valet. 
A  careful  examination  of  this  bill  will  reveal  that, 
in  addition  to  all  this,  cities  and  towns  will  be 
expected  to  supplement  our  police  departments 
with  an  additional  group  of  men  designated  as 
service  forces  to  perform  the  services  of  the 
police  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 9  of  this  act. 

It  must  be  apparent  from  the  above  that  this 
bill,  if  taken  seriously,  involves  vast  outlays  of 
public  money.  Let  us  see  just  what  portion  of 
the  public  is  vitally  involved  in  the  proposed 
program  and  to  what  extent  present  conditions 
warrant  this  adventure  in  extravagance. 

Figures  released  by  the  experts  on  alcoholism 
in  this  country  in  the  last  five  years  revealed 
that  out  of  123,230,000  adult  Americans  there 
were  39,533,600  total  abstainers,  68,908,800 
moderate  drinkers,  and  14,787,600  heavy  drink- 
ers. This  last  category  concerns  us.  Of  these 
14,787,600  heavy  drinkers  the  large  majority 
consist  of  the  middle-aged  and  young  active 
.persons  in  our  society.  Only  a  minute  fraction 
of  these  are  represented  by  the  skid-row  drunks. 
And,  don't  forget  it,  this  act  will  only  reach  the 
skid-row  drunks.  It  is  estimated  that  the  police 
problem  drunk,  and  we  are  only  concerned  with 
him,  represents  only  3  percent  of  the  heavy 
drinking  population  of  this  country.  Whatever 
this  program  does,  it  will  little  help  the  problem 
of  that  vast  constituency  of  alcoholics  who  have 
never  seen  a  police  station. 

Let  us  examine  the  problem  in  the  context  of 
present  conditions.  Each  day  in  this  Common- 
wealth hundreds  of  drunks  are  gathered  in  by  the 
police  and  herded  into  police  stations.  A  salu- 
tary rule  provides  that  these  men  are  not  eligible 
to  be  bailed  until  four  hours  has  elapsed,  this 
period  being  considered  sufficient  for  sobering 
up  or  —  let  me  apply  a  sublimated  term  —  de- 
toxification. 

Aside  from  those  who  are  bailed,  all  others 
are  interviewed  by  the  probation  officers  in  the 
various  districts,  who  investigate  the  records 
and,  if  any  Tiave  fewer  than  four  arrests  in  the 
previous  year,  they  are  released.  As  a  result,  it 
can  safely  be  said  that  about  half  the  alcoholics 
taken  into  custody  are  released  without  arraign- 
ment in  court.  Those  who  have  been  bailed  and 
make  an  appearance  in  court  -are  released  in 
similar  fashion  if  they  have  not  been  detained 
on  more  than  four  occasions  in  the  previous  year. 

This  release  by  probation  officers  takes  care 
of  a  substantial  constituency.  In  my  opinion 
this  power  of  release  might  well  be  conferred  on 
the  police  acting  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Probation  Commission.  In  my  opinion  another 
salutary  change  might  be  made  in  making  it 
unnecessary  for  drunks  so  released  to  put  up 
bail  or  to  appear  in  court. 

What  happens  to  the  men  who  are  not  bailed 
or  not  released  ?  So  much  has  been  said  about 
the  stigma  of  criminality  attaching  to  alcohol- 
ism. Actually  these  men  are  detained  for  their 
own  good.  No  small  portion  of  these  men  are 
helpless  from  chronic  alcoholism  and  its  attend- 
ant curse,  lack  of  nourishment.  It  is  not  un- 
usual to  have  alcoholics  state  that  they  have  not 
eaten  food  for  many  days.  It  is  a  pure  act  of 
mercy  on  the  part  of  authority  to  bring  them  in. 


Detoxification  is  one  part  of  the  problem.  Some- 
times these  men  can  be  straightened  out  in  a  few 
days.  But  there  are  some  who  need  more.  Some 
of  these  men  need  the  benefits  of  institutional 
care.  They  need  to  get  cleaned  up.  They  need 
a  place  to  sleep.  They  need  fresh  air.  And, 
above  all,  they  need  food.  In  Massachusetts  we 
have  an  ideal  institution  for  providing  all  these 
things.  That  its  facilities  are  not  abhorrent  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  many  men  appearing 
before  me  request  that  they  be  sent  to  the  Cor- 
rectional Institution  at  Bridgewater.  This  is 
really  a  hospital.  \  ery  little  heavy  work  is 
done  there.  The  inmates  rarely  remain  there 
over  two  months.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
the  records  indicate  that  these  inmates  gain  an 
average  of  seventeen  pounds  over  the  two- 
month  period  of  residence. 

Aside  from  this  the  institution  has  an  ellicient 
medical  staff.  Of  course,  some  hard-core  alco- 
holics fight  desperately  against  going  there;  and 
from  my  experience  with  these  I  am  satified  that 
any  attempt  to  promote  the  purposes  of  this  bill 
by  voluntary  cooperation  of  the  alcoholics  is 
doomed  to  disappointment. 

Granted  that  the  spectacle  of  the  stumblebum 
on  the  street  is  a  reproach  to  our  civilized  society, 
let  us  remember  that  this  group  is  smaller  than 
it  was  formerly. 

Should  we  ignore  the  monumental  achieve- 
ments of  that  group  known  as  Alcoholics  Anony- 
mous in  the  reduction  of  the  evils  of  alcoholism? 
Consider  that  in  nearly  every  city  chapters  of 
this  group  are  doing  wonderful  work  in  alienat- 
ing men  and  women  from  the  liquor  habit.  In 
my  opinion  the  only  successful  venture  in  social 
reform  in  the  last  thirty  years  has  been  Alco- 
holics Anonymous.  Do  the  sponsors  of  this 
measure  think  for  a  moment  that  they  can  im- 
prove on  the  work  that  these  people  are  doing? 
What  is  more,  the  work  of  Alcoholics  Anony- 
mous is  being  effected  without  any  subsidies 
from  the  government  —  and  to  their  credit  they 
have  never  requested  any  help.  The  philosophy 
of  this  wonderful  organization  is  rooted  in  the 
concepts  of  self-help  and  self-reliance. 

In  addition  to  all  this  consider  the  clinics 
already  established  in  various  hospitals,  espe- 
cially the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Education 
in  Alcoholism,  that  has  given  direction  to  the 
war  on  this  disease.  In  my  opinion  Massachu- 
setts has  done  much  to  combat  the  evil.  Re- 
member that  the  clinics  and  the  Committee  for 
Education  in  Alcoholism  and  the  similar  groups 
acting  through  churches  and  public  agencies 
reach  the  alcoholics  who  never  see  a  courtroom. 
They  help  the  parents  and  families  of  persons 
with  the  problem.  If  they  have  any  problem  it 
is  securing  financial  support,  and  in  my  opinion 
provision  should  be  made  for  assisting  them  in 
this  manner.  It  would  not  entail  vast  outlays 
and  it  would  continue  good  work  in  a  good 
cause. 

Now  let's  see  what  this  act  entails.  Time 
does  not  permit  a  line-by-line  analysis.  Let  me 
point  out  some  of  the  general  defects. 

Sections  2  and  3  of  the  act  provide  for  the 
functionaries  who  will  administer  the  act.  It 
has  implication  of  an  expensive  overhead. 

Sections  4  and  5  authorize  the  war  on  alco- 
holism: Subsection  (1)  speaks  of  detoxification 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  —  that's  going  on  now; 
(2)  speaks  of  medical  services  for  patients  — ■ 
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consult  the  records  of  our  police  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  alcoholics  treated  by  police  doctors  or 
taken  to  local  hospitals;  (IS),  (1),  and  (5)  repre- 
sent the  wishful  thinking  of  the  authors  of  this 
bill.  If  they  had  any  experience  with  alcoholics 
they  would  know  that  once  a  man  sobers  up  or 
is  detoxified,  he  is  a  very  dillicult  person  to  get 
to  cooperate  in  anything  that  savors  of  treat- 
ment. The  halfway  house  that  is  mentioned 
sounds  good.  Remember  that  our  halfway 
houses,  which  today  are  largely  manned  by  con- 
scientious and  dedicated  volunteers,  have  their 
hands  full  keeping  their  guests  in  line. 

But  please  try  to  evaluate  the  cost  of  what  is 
undertaken  in  Section  5.  Remember,  at  a  time 
when  sober  people  cannot  lind  accommodations, 
this  bill  is  banning  the  use  of  jails  and  police 
stations  and  condescendingly  agrees  to  use  the 
Bridgewater  and  Sherborne  installations  pro- 
vided they  meet  their  standards.  Do  these 
people  understand  the  problems  posed  by  the 
housing  of  these  alcoholics?  Do  they  realize 
that  in  the  absence  of  provisions  for  out-and-out 
security  these  inmates  will  walk  away  as  fast 
as  they  are  brought  in?  Consider  the  record  of 
escapes  from  our  mental  institutions  and  you 
will  know  what  I  mean. 

Sections  6  and  7  suggest  that  private  hospitals 
are  going  to  be  set  up.  These  are  a  modern  ver- 
sion of  the  old  Keelay  cure.  Who  is  going  to 
pay  for  them?  Are  these  to  be  an  abridged 
version  of  the  nursing  homes,  which  in  large 
measure  are  being  supported  by  the  public,  and 
contribute  to  the  mass  of  the  welfare  load? 

Sections  8  and  9  are  really  cripplers.  They 
are  masterpieces  in  red  tape.  Read  them  and 
figure  out  what  our  police  departments  are  go- 
ing to  do  about  all  the  other  crime  and  disorder 
that  is  rampant.  Tlfis  bill  is  alleged  by  its  spon- 
sors to  relieve  the  police  and  the  courts.  Actu- 
ally it  will  paralyze  them  with  added  responsi- 
bilities. 

Section  10  is  really  a  crusher.  It  virtually 
gives  any  man  who  commits  a  misdemeanor  a 
chance  to  beat  the  rap  by  demanding  treatment 
as  an  alcoholic.  Misdemeanors  include  larceny 
from  the  person,  assaults,  destruction  of  prop- 
erty, and,  among  other  things,  breaking  and 
entering  in  the  daytime.  Do  you  realize  what 
will  happen  to  the  administration  of  justice? 
Of-  course,  there  is  an  added  feature  if  the  court 
decides  the  man  is  not  alcoholic.  He  can  bring 
in  his  own  experts.  People  used  to  try  to  beat 
the  law  by  pleading  insanity  —  now  they'll 
plead  alcoholism.  Even  the  crime  of  drunken 
driving  loses  its  benefits  under  the  impact  of 
this  bill.  This  essential  weakness  in  the  bill  is 
conceded  in  the  phrase  "treatment  in  lieu  of 
prosecution."  In  my  opinion  the  attempt  to 
reform  a  minor  aspect  of  our  criminal  procedure 
will  wreak  havoc  with  the  entire  process  of 
criminal  prosecution  at  the  lower  court  level. 

Let  me  call  to  your  attention  the  rigid  formal- 
ism involved  in  the  administration  of  this  act. 
Consider  lines  534  to  lines  555  of  the  bill.  Is 
not  there  a  strange  resemblance  with  the  proce- 
dures prescribed  in  the  recently  enacted  Drug 
law  about  which  we  have  little  occasion  to  exult. 
Frankly,  the  men  who  drafted  this  law  do  not 
appear  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  alcoholic 
problem  so  far  as  district  courts  are  concerned. 

Another  provision  in  section  10  requires  that 
the  police  set  up  new  facilities  for  drunks  (lines 


655-659).  Consider  the  financial  burden  in- 
volved in  this  project  —  new  facilities,  addi- 
tional police  personnel,  arid  the  cost  of  adminis- 
tering cumbersome  machinery. 

This  bill  ignores  the  tremendous  strides  that 
have  been  made  in  fighting  alcoholism  in  recent 
years.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the 
sponsors  of  this  measure  are  well-intentioned. 
But  I  want  to  remind  them  that  those  of  us  who 
appear  in  opposition  have  nothing  to  gain  by  a 
perpetuation  of  the  evil  as  it  now  exists.  But 
there  is  a  more  important  consideration.  At  a 
time  when  we  are  making  progress  in  the  battle 
against  alcoholism  should  we  jeopardize  it  by 
venturing  into  an  expensive  and  cumbersome 
venture  which  concerns  only  a  small  segment  of 
the  alcoholic  group,  and  the  merit  of  which  is 
questionable?  Consider  the  experience  of  New 
York  City  and  the  State  of  Maryland. 

In  New  York  City  where  they  tried  a  similar 
law,  and  took  the  stigma  of  crime  off  drunken- 
ness, what  happened?  In  1965  there  were  no 
arrests  for  public  intoxication  and  56,051  arrests 
for  disorderly  conduct.  In  Time  magazine  of 
February  28,  1969,  it  was  recorded  that  the  pop- 
ulation of  skid  row  has  declined  radically  in  re- 
cent years.  The  author  predicted  that  it  would 
virtually  disappear  by  the  end  of  the  century. 
On  February  11,  1971,  the  Boston  Globe  carried 
a  report  from  Baltimore,  Maryland: 

"Mental  hospitals  have  been  no  more  effective 
in  helping  the  chronic  alcoholic  than  the  jails 
were,"  says  Maryland's  Commissioner  of  Mental 
Hygiene. 

"They  need  community  facilities,  places  to 
live,"  said  Dr.  James  E.  Carson,  "not  beds  in 
mental  hospitals." 

He  added  that  alcoholic  patients  contribute 
52  percent  of  all  mental  hospital  admissions  in 
Maryland  since  a  1968  law  classified  alcoholism 
as  a  sickness  rather  than  a  crime. 

"Readmission  rates  at  state  hospitals  have  in- 
creased about  25  percent,"  Carson  said,  "pri- 
marily because  of  a  number  of  chronic  alcoholics 
who  have  become  revolving-door  patients:" 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  folly  to  venture  into 
this  domain.  At  a  time  when  the  burden  of 
taxation  is  oppressive  and  disturbing,  this  mea- 
sure could  almost  provide  the  straw  that  breaks 
the  camel's  back.  Massachusetts  does  not  have 
to  apologize  for  what  it  has  done  in  the  domain 
of  alcoholism.     Let  us  leave  well  enough  alone.

1.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  (referred  December  29,  1969)  for  transfer 
of  receipts  of  S75.000  from  labor  of  prisoners  to 
County  Treasurer  —  recommending  that  the 
same  be  placed  ocrTile.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  ENVIRON- 
MENTAL  CONTROL   DEPARTMENT 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  \  ear  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-one. 
An  Ordinance  Creating  Environmental  Control 

Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  The  collection  of  solid  and  liquid 
waste  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  safe,  sani- 
tary, and  economical  disposal  thereof,  is  an  in- 
creasingly urgent  and  complicated  problem  re- 
quiring understanding  and  application  of  the 
most  advanced  engineering  techniques;  and 

Whereas,  The  rivers,  waterways,  beaches,  and 
harbor  of  Boston  are  heavily  polluted,  and  such 
pollution  represents  a  threat  to  public  health  and 
welfare;  and 

Whereas,  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Commis- 
sion presently  is  vested  with  the  authority  to 
investigate,  conduct  research,  monitor,  regulate, 
control  and  abate  in  the  fields  of  atmospheric 
and  noise  pollution,  but  there  is  no  single  agency 
of  the  city  which  has  primary  responsibility  for 
such  activities  in  the  fields  of  waste  disposal  and 
water  pollution;  and 

Whereas,  The  problems  of  waste  disposal, 
water  pollution,  atmospheric  pollution,  and  noise 
pollution  are  interrelated  and  should  be  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  a  single  agency  of  the  city; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter 
13  the  following  chapter : 

Chapter  13A 

ENVIRONMENTAL  CONTROL  DE- 
PARTMENT 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  environmental  control  de- 
partment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board,  known  as  the  environmental  control  com- 
mission, consisting  of  an  officer  known  as  the 
environmental  control  commissioner,  appointed 
by  the  mayor  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
city  council  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  bi- 
ennial municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
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elected,  the  commissioner  of  health  and  hos- 
pitals, ex  ollicio,  and  three  other  officers,  known 
as  associate  commissioners  of  environmental 
control,  appointed  in  like  manner  by  the  mayor. 
The  associate  commissioners  shall  serve  with- 
out pay  and,  according  to  the  provisions  of  their 
respective  appointments,  for  terms  expiring  one, 
two,  and  three  years,  respectively,  from  the  first 
day  of  May,  1972.  As  the  term  of  any  associate 
commissioner  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  in  like  manner  by  the  mayor  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  oflice 
of  an  associate  commissioner  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  shall  exclusively 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  a 
department  head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspension,  dis- 
charge, compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
subordinates  for  the  department. 

Section  3.  The  commission  shall  have  full 
jurisdiction  to  investigate,  conduct  research, 
monitor,  regulate,  control,  and  abate  in  respect 
to  (a)  atmospheric  pollution  as  now  or  hereafter 
provided  in  section  31C  of  chapter  111  of  the 
General  Laws  (b)  noise  pollution  (c)  water  pol- 
lution, and  (d)  solid  and  liquid  waste  collection 
and  disposal,  provided  that  nothing  herein  shall 
be  deemed  to  abrogate  the  powers  and  duties 
vested  in  the  public  works  department  by  the 
provisions  of  chapter  21  of  said  Revised  Ordi- 
nances. 

The  commission  shall  also  have  power,  after 
the  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  to  adopt  en- 
vironmental quality  standards  and  to  promulgate 
regulations  in  regard  to  atmospheric,  noise, 
water,  and  waste  pollution,  including  regula- 
tions providing  that  ho  activity  likely  to  violate 
unreasonably  any  environmental  quality  stan- 
dard duly  adopted  by  the  commission  may  be 
carried  on  unless  a  permit  therefor  is  first  ob- 
tained from  the  commission.  The  commission 
may  specify  in  such  permit  the  time 'or  times 
within  which,  and  the  method  by  which,  such 
activity  is  to  be  carried  on;  and  the  commission 
may  fix  a  fee  of  not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than 
$100  for  each  permit  issued  by  it. 

The  commission  shall  also  have  power  to  com- 
pel the  production  of  records  and  documents  and 
the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses  before 
it  as  to  matters  within  its  jurisdiction. 

Section  2.  Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  2,  as  inserted  by  section  5  of  chapter 
14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  and  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970. 

Section  3.  Section  97  of  chapter  29  of  said 
Revised  Ordinances,  as  amended  by  section  2  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  substituting  the  word  "en- 
vironmental" for  the  words  "air  pollution." 

Section  4.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  said  Re- 
vised Ordinances,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sub- 
section: 

{9A)  The  environmental  control  commissioner, 
$23,000.

PUBLIC     HEARING     RE    CODE    VIOLA- 
TIONS  IN   HOUSING   PROJECTS

Whereas,  A  recent  survey  of  various  housing 
projects  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  showed  that  out  of  a  total  of 
1,083  housing  units  inspected,  approximately 
2,500  housing  code  violations  of  the  maintenance 
type  were  discovered,  including  cracked  walls

PROPOSED  CHARTER  AMENDMENT  RE 
ELECTION  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE

The  Charter  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  section  11  of  chapter

Committee,"  the  words  "of  five  members,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "of  nine 
members,"  and  by  striking  out  section  18  of 
said  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

"Section  18  The  School  Committee  shall 
consist  of  nine  members,  elected  for  two-year 
terms,  three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  large 
and  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  from  districts, 
together  comprising  the  entire  city. 

"Such  districts  shall  be  established  by  the 
City  Council  to  consist  of  equal  numbers  of 
voters,  using  existing  precincts  wherever  pos- 
sible. The  districts  shall  be  revised  from  time 
to  time  but  at  intervals  no  greater  than  ten 
years. 

"The  City  Council  shall  make  the  first  division 
of  the  city  into  districts  no  later  than  one  year 
after  the  approval  of  this  amendment  by  the 
voters,  and  the  school  committee  elected  at  the 
city  election  next  following  shall  be  elected  as 
provided  herein."  ...

PARK   REVITALIZATION

took  pride  in  the  park  and  enjoyed  relaxing 
visits  to  its  Rose  Gardens,  the  Park  itself,  and  to

Whereas,  There  is  a  resurgence  of  interest  in 
the  park,  both  by  the  local  community  and 
others,  including  the  Roston  Zoological  Society;

Whereas,  The  Parkman  Fund  each  year  has 
an  annual  income  of  approximately  $250,000, 
established  for  the  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment of  the  Common  and  parks  in  existence  prior

Whereas,  The  Park  Commissioner  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  indicated  the  need  to  replant  trees 
in  our  city  parks;  and 

Whereas,  This  need  affords  the  public  an  op- 
portunity to  nurture  its  pride  in  our  city  parks, 
and  an  opportunity  to  become  involved  by  sub- 
scribing to  the  cost  of  the  planting  of  the  tree; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct 
the  Park  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
indicate  on  a  plan  of  our  parks  the  proposed  sites 
for  the  trees  to  be  planted,  assigning  a  number 
to  each  site,  and  on  an  appropriate  space  on  the 
chart  to  list  the  species  of  tree  and  the  cost  of 
the  tree  to  be  planted;  and 

That  this  plan  and  information  be  then  pub- 
lished and  disseminated  by  means  of  our  media 
of  communication  and  by  such  other  means  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable,  extending  an  invita- 
tion to  all  lovers  of  nature  and  persons  who  take 
pride  in  what  Boston's  parks  were  and  could  be, 
to  participate  in  the  program  by  forwarding  a 
check  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  tree  which  they 
would  like  to  sponsor,  requesting  that  each  per- 
son name  two  alternate  locations  in  the  event 
that  the  first  choice  has  already  been  allocated; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  whereas  today  marks  the  date 
on  which  a  member  of  the  press  who  has  covered 
City  Hall  for  fifteen  years  leaves  this  assignment 
for  other  duties  with  his  paper,  this  program 
stands  as  a  tribute  to  fifteen  continuous  years  of 
faithful  reporting  of  Bob  Aldrich  with  the  Boston 
Record  American. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  to  amend  the 
foregoing  resolution  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following :

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  at- 
tested copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is, 
approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article 
2,  as  amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, to  the  end  that  chapter  452  of  the  Acts 
of  1948,  as  amended,  be  amended  further  by 
inserting  after  section  13A,  as  appearing  in 
section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  the 
following  section: 

"Section  13B.  If  the  Mayor  shall  be  a  candi- 
date for  nomination  to  another  elective  public 
office,  whether  county,  state,  or  federal,  the

AUTHORIZING  MONTHLY  PAYMENTS 
BY  BANKS  TO  COLLECTOR-TREA- 
SURER OF  TAX  MONIES. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  Boston,  the  Finance 
Commission,  the  Assessing  Department,  the 
Municipal  Research  Bureau,  and  various  other 
municipal  department  heads  along  with  the 
local  press  and  other  news  media  are  all  predict- 
ing a  substantial  tax  rate  increase  to  around 
$185.00  per  thousand  for  the  City  of  Boston 
property  owners;  and 
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Whereas,  The  taxpayers  are  becoming  alarmed 
at  these  predictions  because  they  are  having 
difficulties  meeting  their  present  obligation  to 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Each  and  every  year  an  order  similar 
to  this  one  is  drawn  and  accepted  by  the  Boston 
City  Council,  forwarded  to  the  Mayor,  and  sent 
to  the  Legislature,  where  it  either  dies  in  com- 
mittee or  is  defeated  by  the  Great  and  General 
Court;  and 

Whereas,  Time,  expense,  and  many  man-hours 
go  into  this  type  of  order  both  on  the  city  and 
state  levels;  and 

Whereas,  Austerity  seems  to  be  the  topic  of 
every  day;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council, 
through  its  president,  direct  the  Office  of  the 
Mayor  of  Boston  to  draw  an  emergency  bill,  to 
be  presented  to  the  Great  and  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  requiring  the  bankers  of  Boston 
to  pay  monthly  the  taxes  they  collect  from  their 
mortgage  holders  to  the  City  Treasurer,  so  that 
short-term  borrowing  can  be  eliminated  and 
untold  thousands  now  being  paid  as  interest  on 
temporary  loans  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  tax 
revenue  can  be  saved  and  credited  towards 
lowering  the  anticipated  1971  tax;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  The  Office  of  the  Mayor,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  17F,  notify 
the  Boston  City  Council  by  Monday,  April  5, 
1971,  at  its  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  steps 
it  has  taken  concerning  this  request  and  if  a  bill 
was  filed  concerning  the  captioned  monthly  tax 
payments,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  bill  be  attached 
with  the  Mayor's  message;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  order  be  sent  to 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Frank  Sargent  the  Senate  President, 
Kevin  Harrington  the  Speaker  of  the  House, 
David  Bartley,  and  all  the  state  senators  and 
representatives,  so  that  a  team  effort  can  be 
made  to  show  Bostonians  and  other  interested 
citizens  throughout  the  state  that  they  really 
care  and  that  "austerity"  is  not  just  a  word,  but 
an  actuality.

INFOBMATION  RE  CONSCIENTIOUS  OB- 
JECTORS EMPLOYED  AT  CITY 
HOSPITAL. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  An  article  in  the  Herald-Traveler 
newspaper  dated  March  9,  1971,  and  written  by 
Joe  Purcell  states  that  the  ranks  of  conscientious 
objectors  are  growing  in  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  inspection  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  turned  up  many  conscientious 
objectors  on  the  payroll  paid  for  by  Boston  tax- 
payers and  not  the  federal  government;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  guise  of  "austerity"  re- 
turning Vietnam  servicemen  are  denied  jobs  at 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  because  they  are  filled 
by  conscientious  objectors  who  actually  belong 
in  military  hospitals  and  not  our  City  Hospital; 
and 

Whereas,  Conscientious  objectors  are  supposed 
to  take  on  a  degree  of  sacrifice  in  the  work  they 
do;  and 


Whereas,  These  objectors  are  supposed  to  take 
on  hard-to-fill  jobs  at  reasonable  salaries  —  jobs 
that  are  supposed  to  go  begging;  and 

Whereas,  Helen  Morrissey,  personnel  officer, 
says  that  salaries  start  at  $97..">()  and  climb  into 
the  hundreds,  and  she  further  stated,  as  the 
Herald-Traveler  article  points  out,  that  the  con- 
scientious objectors  are  nice  persons  and  good 
workers;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  founrr  that  none  of  the  jobs 
filled  by  conscientious  objectors  go  begging;  and 

Whereas,  The  employment  market  is  at  a 
record  low  and  Associated  Industries  of  Massa- 
chusetts say,  "There  is  worse  to  come";  and 

Whereas,  Returned  and  returning  Vietnam 
veterans  need  jobs  to  support  themselves  and 
their  families,  it  is  unfair  that  conscientious 
objectors  who  refused  to  support  their  country 
should  have  positions  rightfully  belonging  to 
these  veterans  who  offered  their  lives  in  support 
of  their  city,  state,  and  country ;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  never  been  an  official 
statement  concerning  conscientious  objectors  at 
our  Boston  City  Hospital;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Personnel  Director  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  submit  by  April  5,  1971,  at 
the  regular  Council  meeting  a  report  outlining 
the  following: 

1.  How  many  conscientious  objectors  in 
total  are  employed  by  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

2.  Give  name,  address,  job  classification, 
pay  scale,  both  starting  and  maximum,  and 
also  sponsoring  employment  agency  or  individ- 
ual or  court  orders. 

3.  Source  of  funds  to  pay  wages  of  the 
conscientious  objectors;  also  if  these  con- 
scientious objectors  are  students  or  family  men. 

4.  Miss  Morrissey  is  to  send  the  above 
data  and  any  other  pertinent  information  that 
will  help  the  Boston  City  Council  in  its  de- 
liberations and  evaluations  concerning  con- 
scientious objectors 

and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  The  Honorable  Mayor  of  Boston, 
Kevin  H.  White,  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital,  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  the  Commander  of  the 
Disabled  American  Veterans  of  Massachusetts, 
the  Commander  of  the  American  Legion  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Commander  of  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  of  Massachusetts,  the  Com- 
mander of  the  American  Veterans  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Commander  of  the  Yankee  Division 
Memorial  Club  of  Boston,  and  Victor  Bynoe, 
Director  of  the  State  Selective  Service  System, 
all  receive  a  copy  of  this  order.

WARNING  RE  DANGER  TO  CHILDREN 
OF   LEAD    POISONING 

Coun.  O'LEARY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Lead  poisoning  is  a  serious,  some- 
times fatal,  illness  affecting  particularly  children 
younger  than  six  years  of  age  who,  if  overexposed 
to  such  materials  as  lead-based  paints,  can  suffer 
serious  mental  and  physical  disabilities  and 
sometimes  death,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  lead  poisoning 
has  reached  epidemic  proportions  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  placing  close  to  15,000  children  in  seri- 
ous danger;  and 
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Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  placed  little 
emphasis  on  the  prevention  and  treatment  of 
this  disease  despite  the  fact  that  the  causes  and 
cures  of  lead  poisoning  are  well  known  and  its 
prevention  realistically  attainable,  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved : 

1.  That  the  City  Council  acknowledges  the 
recent  efforts  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  urges  him  to  redouble 
his  attempts  to  pursue  whatever  funds  are  avail- 
able for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  lead  poi- 
soning. 

2.  That  the  City  Council  urges  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  make 
use  of  any  free  broadcast  time  available  on  radio 
and  television  to  educate  the  public  about  the 
dangers  of  lead  poisoning  and  the  preventive 
measures  that  should  be  taken  to  guard  against 
its  occurrence,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  urges  the 
Massachusetts  State  Commissioner  of  Health  to 
order  all  physicians  and  hospitals,  public  and 
private,  to  mandatorily  report  any  cases  of  lead 
poisoning  to  their  local  Departments  of  Health; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved : 

1.  That  the  City  Council,  realizing  his  short- 
age of  resources,  urges  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  order  his  inspectors  to  inspect  all 
city  dwellings  for  the  presence  of  lead  paint 
at  the  request  of  the  tenant,  owner,  or  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  whether  or  not  a  child  has 
been  known  to  be  poisoned  in  that  house.  The 
Housing  Inspection  Department  should  give 
first  preference  in  these  inspection  requests  to 
any  dwellings  housing  children  under  six  years 
of  age. 

2.  That  the  City  Council  urges  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  to  order  his  housing  inspectors 
to  check  for  the  presence  of  lead  paint  in  the 
course  of  all  other  types  of  inspection.  Viola- 
tions due  to  excessive  lead  content  should  be 
issued  in  separate  notices  from  any  other  viola- 
tions found  on  the  premises.  Inspectors  could 
use  whatever  of  the  spot  methods  are  deemed 
most  feasible  to  determine  what  samples  should 
be  sent  to  the  state  laboratory  for  more  precise 
determinations.  Housing  inspectors  should 
sample  all  chewing  surfaces  —  including  window- 
sills,  door  edges,  door  frames,  baseboards,  and 
all  flaking  paint  whether  from  walls  or  ceilings. 
Window  putty  should  also  be  tested.  Inspectors 
should  check  carefully  for  holes  behind  furni- 
ture, radiators,  refrigerators,  stoves,  and  bath- 
room fixtures. 

3.  That  the. City  Council  urges  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  of 
Boston,  once  lead  has  been  found  in  an  apart- 
ment, to  allow  the  landlord  three  weeks  in  which 
to  begin  to  delead  his  property  in  accordance 
with  the  guidelines  that  follow.  Within  this 
time  he  may  receive  a  hearing  under  regular  pro- 
cedure. The  Housing  Inspection  Department 
should  make  periodic  reinspections  until  it  can 
certify  that  a  house  has  been  deleaded  according 
to  these  guidelines  that  follow.  Until  inspectors 
certify  a  house  as  deleaded  the  tenant  should 
have  his  rent  held  in  escrow.  If  the  landlord 
does  not  begin  the  deleading  process  within  the 
proposed    time   limit,    the   Housing    Inspection 


Department  should  authorize  a  contractor  to  do 
the  work  and  present  the  landlord  with  the  bill. 
Samples  of  paint  should  be  tested  during  rein- 
spections to  make  sure  no  lead  is  left  in  the 
bottom  layers.  It  should  be  noted  that  if  the 
owner  of  a  property  that  contains  excessive  lead 
content  needs  financial  assistance  to  comply 
with  the  guidelines  that  follow  he  should  be 
urged  to  (1)  apply  for  either  rehabilitation 
grants  or  rehabilitation  loans  if  he  resides  within 
a  "Code  Enforcement"  area;  (2)  apply  for  a 
loan  from  Model  Cities  if  he  resides  within  a 
Model  Cities  project  area;  (3)  apply  for  a  loan 
from  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Agency  if  he 
resides  within  a  BRA  project  area;  or  (4)  apply 
for  an  FHA  home  improvement  loan  if  he  does 
not  reside  within  any  of  the  aforementioned 
areas.  If  an  individual  needs  additional  time 
beyond  the  prescribed  limit  to  obtain  financial 
assistance  to  rehabilitate  his  property  he  should 
petition  for  an  extension  under  the  guidelines  of 
chapter  111,  section  127J,  of  the  General  Laws. 

4.  That  the  City  Council  urges  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department 
to  adopt  the  following  guidelines  as  the  criteria 
for  determining  if  a  dwelling  has  truly  been 
deleaded  and  to  distribute  these  guidelines  to 
each  individual  receiving  a  violation: 

a.  All  window  putty  containing  lead  should 
be  removed  and  replaced  (even  if  the  putty  is 
outside  the  house). 

b.  AH  cracks,  breaks,  and  other  openings  in 
walls  must  be  plastered  smooth  and  continuous, 
and  the  walls  be  made  free  of  loose,  scaling,  or 
peeling  paint. 

c.  The  walls  must  be  covered  at  least  to  the 
height  of  four  feet  and  preferably  from  floor  to 
ceiling  with  an  impregnable  material  that  is 
hard  to  puncture  or  scrape,  vermin  proof  and 
fife  resistant,  with  high  ignition  temperature. 
(Examples  of  such  materials  are  gypsum  board, 
fiberglass,  or  wallboard.)  Above  the  height  of 
four  feet  the  walls  must  be  covered  with  fabric 
such  as  heavy-duty  coated  duck  or  canvas.  The 
adhesive  to  be  used  must  be  resistant  to  water, 
mold,  and  fungus. 

d.  There  must  be  installed  at  the  junctures 
of  the  wall  and  ceiling,  wall  and  floor,  and  wall- 
board  and  fabric  a  suitable  molding,  properly 
installed,  to  protect  against  loosening  of  the 
covering  applied  and  to  prevent  insect  and 
rodent  harborage. 

e.  All  cracks,  breaks,  and  other  openings  in 
ceilings  must  be  plastered  smooth  and  continu- 
ous; the  ceiling  must  be  free  of  loose,  scaling,  or 
peeling  paint;  and  the  surface  must  be  coated 
with  a  paint  or  other  substance  containing  no 
more  than  1  percent  metallic  lead. 

f.  The  windowsills,  frames,  cabinets,  and 
other  interior  wood  and  metal  surfaces  must  be 
replaced  by  new  material  or  the  paint  thereon 
must  be  removed  to  the  wood  or  metal  and  must 
be  coated  with  paint  containing  no  more  than 
1  percent  metallic  lead. 

g.  The  doors  must  be  replaced  or  the  paint 
thereon  removed  to  the  wood  or  metal  and  must 
be  coated  with  paint  containing  no  more  than 
1  percent  lead. 

h.  The  door  frames  must  be  replaced  by  new 
material  or  the  paint  thereon  must  be  removed 
to  the  wood  or  metal  and  must  be  coated  with 
paint  containing  no  more  than  1  percent  metallic 
lead. 
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i.  Outdoor  porch  railings  and  spindles  and 
indoor  porch  railings  and  spindles  must  be  re- 
placed or  the  paint  thereon  removed  to  the 
wood  or  metal  and  must  be  coated  by  paint 
containing  no  metallic  lead. 

,j.  Lead  paint  on  stair  treads  must  be  re- 
moved from  lip  to  riser  on  bottom  and  four 
inches  back  from  lip  on  top  of  tread  and  replaced 
with  paint  containing  no  metallic  lead.  This 
applies  to  stairs  indoors  and  out. 

k.  Porches  must  be  replaced  or  scraped  and 
repainted  with  paint  containing  no  metallic  lead. 

1.  Outside  walls  of  a  house  must  be  free  of 
loose,  scaling,  or  peeling  paint. 

m.  ANY  chewing  surface  inside  or  outside  a 
house  which  contains  lead  must  either  be  re- 
placed or  scraped  to  the  wood  or  metal  and 
covered  with  paint  which  contains  no  lead. 

n.  Radiators  covered  with  lead  paint  must 
be  made  inaccessible  to  children  by  being  placed 
in  boxes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
and  Resolutions  should  hold  a  public  hearing 
concerning  this  lead  poisoning  crisis  and  should 
draft  an  ordinance  that  would  seek  to  save  the 
lives  of  those  children  in  danger  of  succumbing 
to  this  disease;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  should 
be  distributed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  Massachusetts  State 
Commissioner  of  Health,  and  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Housing  Inspection  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

SET     UP     RECYCLING     CENTERS     IN 
BOSTON 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Recycling  centers  have  been  set  up 
around  the  country  and  by  the  end  of  April 
there  will  be  over  100;  and 

Whereas,  Recycling  not  only  conserves  natu- 
ral resources  and  rids  us  of  garbage,  but  it  is 
important  to  understand  we  do  not  have  to  take 
as  much  out  of  the  ground  to  manufacture  new 
products;  and 

Whereas,  The  pioneers  of  recycling,  the  can 
companies,  are  cooperating  with  setting  up  and 
operating  collection  depots  and  passing  on  mon- 
ies received  to  local  environmental  projects;  and 

Whereas,  This  type  of  community  project 
makes  the  citizens  feel  they  are  part  of  a  worth- 
while program  and  builds  up  community  en- 
thusiasm; therefore  be  it

PORT  AUTHORITY  TO  UTILIZE  ALL 
EXISTING  AIRPORTS  IN  METRO- 
POLITAN  AREA

Whereas,  The  Great  and  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  is  now  considering  several  bills 
to  give  the  Port  Authority  the  power  to  seize 
more  East  Boston  property  and  land  by  eminent

Whereas,  The  Logan  Airport  already  owns 
2,000  acres  of  Boston  land  and  seeks  thousands 
of  additional  acres  to  accommodate  expansion 
plans  and  to  accommodate  the  larger,  heavier, 
and  noisier  airplanes  such  as  the  747  and  the 
SST;  and 

Whereas,  Expansion  at  Logan  Airport,  either 
of  passenger  volume  or  cargo  tonnage  or  of  pri- 
vate business  usage,  will  necessitate  greater  num- 
bers of  cars  and  trucks  traversing  East  Boston 
streets  and  will  increase  the  already  intolerable 
level  of  noise  and  pollution  now  suffered  by  resi- 
dents in  adjacent  towns  and  cities;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  John  Griffin,  former  Chairman 
of  Governor  Foster  Furcolo's  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Aviation,  in  a  1958  speech  given  at 
the  Boston  College  Citizen  Seminars,  proposed 
a  new  approach  to  meeting  the  aviation  needs 
of  this  area,  utilizing  the  airports  at  Bedford 
(Hanscom),  Norwood,  and  Beverly;  and 

Whereas,  The  1968  report  of  the  consulting 
firm  of  Landrum  and  Brown,  contracted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  confirmed  the 
feasibility  of  this  approach;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
has  consistently  resisted  efforts  to  consider  pro- 
posals which  would  reduce  the  traffic  at  Logan 
Airport,  even  though  Massport  is  the  owner  of 
the  Bedford  Airport  and  could  easily  direct  cargo 
traffic  there  without  affecting  existing  usages  and 
at  much  less  cost  than  would  be  required  to 
convert  virtually  all  of  East  Boston  into  an  air- 
port; now,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  draw  up  legislation  for  presentation 
to  the  Governor  and  General  Court  which  would 
require  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to 
utilize  all  existing  airports  in  the  metropolitan 
area  in  planning  to  meet  the  transportation  needs 
of  the  next  decade  and  which  would  specifically 
require  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  to 
initiate  a  program  of  diverting  cargo  to  the 
Bedford  Airport  within  the  next  twelve  months.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  request  from  American 
Cellophane  and  Plastic  Films  Corporation, 
lessee  of  premises  of  Victor  Bealty  Company  at 
19  Bartlett  Square,  Jamaica  Plain,  to  allow  the 
erection  of  a  loading  platform  next  to  the  build- 
ing and  over  the  Stony  Brook  Conduit  of  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  method  of  construction 
proposed  is  satisfactory  to  the  Sewer  Division  of 
this  department. 

The  land  on  which  the  proposed  structure  is  to 
be  located  is  owned  in  fee  by  the  City  of  Boston,

Enclosed  herewith  for  submission  to  the  City 
Council  are  copies  of  our  Third  Year  Action 
Plan.  This  constitutes  an  application  for  fund- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  and  by  virtue  of  the 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  De- 
velopment Act  of  1966,  City  Council  approval  is 
required.  It  has  been  reviewed  and  approved  by 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board. 

In  the  introduction  to  the  Third  Year  Action 
Plan,  you  will  find  a  statement  of  priorities  and 
an  overview  of  the  program.  This  is  followed  by 
specific  work  programs  and  budgets  for  each 
project  to  be  undertaken  in  the  third  year. 

The  funding  level  of  $7.7  million  is  approxi- 
mately the  same  amount  as  in  the  first  and 
second  year  applications. 

The  city  is  required  to  pay  20  percent  of  the 
cost  of  administering  the  program.  Pursuant 
to  a  grant  contract,  the  federal  government  pays 
the  remaining  80  percent  and  100  percent  of  the 
cost  of  carrying  out  all  projects. 

The  problems  in  housing,  health,  education 
and  employment  for  Model  Neighborhood  resi- 
dents are  pressing  ones,  and,  accordingly,  I  urge 
that  the  Third  Year  Action  Plan  be  approved  in 
order  that  the  Model  City  Program  may  be 
continued  uninterrupted.

7.  That  all  actions  taken  by  the  Model  City 
Administrator  in  carrying  out  the  Program  in 
the  second  year  with  respect  to  the  designation 
of  operating  agencies  of  projects  consistent  with 
the  Third  Year  Action  Plan  hereby  approved  are 
hereby  in  all  respects  authorized  or  ratified,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

8.  No  member  of  the  Model  City  Agency 
staff  or  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
benefit  financially,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
any  agreement  for  services  to  be  performed  or 
materials  to  be  furnished  under  any  contract 
entered  into  under  the  program. 

9.  The  Model  City  Administrator  shall  con-

These 
applications  request  funding  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  for  two  thirds  the  cost  of  a  multi-service 
center  to  be  constructed  in  the  Jamaica  Plain 
section  (Sub-area  1)  of  the  Model  City  area. 
This  facility  is  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
Model  City  Program  and  Model  Cities  will  pro- 
vide the  local  one  third  matching  grant  required.

We  respectfully  submit  for  your  review  and 
approval  the  Second- Year  Application  for  a  Cer- 
tified Area  Program.  This  program  covers  all 
the  Model  City  Area  except  for  the  proposed 
Campus  High  Urban  Renewal  Area.  The  City 
Council  approved  the  first-year  application  for 
this  program  on  December  22,  1969.  A  contract 
for  the  funding  of  that  application  was  executed 
with  1IUD  on  January  12,  1971.  The  Second- 
Year  Application  is  being  filed  at  this  time  in 
order  to  receive  funding  from  HUD  before  any 
change-over  in  funding  vehicles  is  adopted  by 
the  federal  government. 

With  the  approval  of  the  attached  application 
to  extend  the  Certified  Area  Program  by   the 


City  Council  and  HUD,  homeowners  in  the 
above  area  will  remain  eligible  to  receive  3  per 
cent  rehabilitation  loans  and  grants  up  to  $3,500, 
subject  to  certain  income  limitations  for  a 
second  year. 

This  is  an  interim  program,  lasting  for  three 
years,  that  must  lead  to  either  urban  renewal 
or  code  enforcement. 

Two  Survey  and  Planning  Applications  and  a 
Code  Enforcement  Application  have  been  ap- 
proved by  City  Council  and  submitted  to  HUD. 
None  of  the  applications  submitted  have  as  yet 
received  federal  funding. 

To  provide  a  minimum  level  of  financial  sup- 
port for  rehabilitation  in  the  Model  City  Area,  I 
recommend  that  the  Certified  Area  Program  be 
continued  and  the  Second- Year  Application  be 
approved.

Enclosed  herewith  for  submission  to  the  City 
Council  is  an  application  for  a  Certified  Area 
Program.  The  funding  of  this  application  by 
HUD  would  continue  the  program  for  a  second 
year.  A  contract  for  the  funding  of  the  first-year 
application  was  executed  bv  HUD  on  January 
12,  1971. 

The  Certified  Area  Program  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  Model  City  Program  and  has  become 
especially  important  in  the  absence  of  any  fund- 
ing for  Urban  Renewal  or  Code  Enforcement 
projects  in  the  Model  Neighborhood.  This  sec- 
ond-year application  would  continue  the  first- 
year  program  and  would  provide  rehabilitation 
assistance  to  approximately  200  additional  home- 
owners. There  is  no  city  share  required  as  part 
of  this  program. 

It  is  particularly  important  to  obtain  City 
Council  approval  and  submit  the  application  to 
HUD  at  this  time  because  of  the  probable  change 
in  HUD  programs  within  the  next  few  months. 
I  would  like  to  assure  the  continuation  of  the 
program  before  these  changes,  with  their  un- 
known consequences,  go  into  effect.

As  requested  by  you,  I  am  enclosing  the 
following: 

1.  Summary  of  the  fifteen  Schaefer  Music 
Festival  performances  during  the  Summer  of 
1970.  While  the  total  receipts  —  $302,258  — 
would  indicate  payment  to  "Summerthing"  of 
10  percent  thereof,  or  $30,225.80,  the  actual  pay- 
ment of  $28,916  results  from  an  agreement 
between  Delsener  and  Summerthing  regarding 
the  last  two  performances  when  he  was  per- 
mitted to  sell  more  than  15,000  tickets.  Under 
this  agreement,  the  full  10  percent  was  not  paid 
on  all  tickets  sold. 
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2.  Ticket  manifest  for  Schaefer  Music  Festi- 
val at  Harvard  Stadium. 

3.  The  treasurer's  report  of  each  of  the 
"concerts." 

Several  things  should  be  emphasized : 

1.  Sponsoring  the  concerts  at  Harvard  cost 
Schaefer  $70,000  plus  other  expenses  for  ad- 
vertising and  promoting  the  series. 

2.  At  the  outset,  it  was  anticipated  that  the 
concerts  would  attract  an  average  audience  of 
10,000  or  a  total  of  160,000,  with  gross  receipts 
of  $320,000.  If  this  had  been  realized,  Summer- 
thing  would  have  received  $32,000.  The  actual 
amount  received  by  it  of  approximately  $29,000 
is  close  to  what  was  hoped  for  and  the  lesser 
amount  is  explained  by  those  concerts  whose 
ticket  sales  were  substantially  below  15,000.  In 
fact,  it  took  a  strong  effort  by  both  Delsener 
and  Schaefer  to  achieve  the  results  shown  in  the 
enclosed.

local  health  stations.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

This  communication  is  in  response  to  the  two 
City  Council  orders  of  February  8,  1971,  relating 
to  the  distribution  of  vaccines  in  Roston.  I 
replied  initially  to  these  orders  on  March  4,  1971, 
but  unfortunately  there  is  no  record  of  that 
correspondence    being    received    at    City    Hall. 

Up  until  October,  1970,  this  department  dis- 
tributed vaccines  to  forty  pharmacies  through- 
out the  city.  These  vaccine  deliveries  were  pro- 
vided by  the  Boston  City  Hospital  ambulance 
service.  As  a  result  of  a  1970  study  of  the 
ambulance  service  provided  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  it  was  determined  both  desirable  and 
necessary  to  reorganize  the  existing  City  Hos- 
pital service  and  create  a  new  city  ambulance 
service.  The  proposal  included  the  phased 
transfer  over  approximately  a  two-year  period  of 
emergency  ambulance  runs  from  the  Police 
Department  to  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  This  action  serves  three  principal 
objectives: 

1.  It  relieves  the  Police  Department  of  the 
burden  of  responding  to  the  39,000  annual  calls 
so  that  attention  of  that  department  may  be 
devoted  in  full  to  crime  prevention  and  detection. 

2.  It  frees  ambulance  service  personnel  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  from  nonemergency  duties 
so  that  they  may  assume  full  responsibility  for 
care  of  the  public  who  are  victims  of  serious 
vehicular  accidents  and  other  medical  emer- 
gencies. 

3.  It  realizes  very  substantial  savings  for  the 
taxpayers  of  the  city  through  utilization  of  the 
Health  and  Hospital  ambulances,  which  may  be 
reimbursed  for  emergency  services,  whereas  the 
city  receives  no  reimbursement  for  emergency 
services   provided    by   the   Police    Department. 

In  September,  1970,  the  ambulance  service  in- 
formed local  drugstores  that,  due  to  the  heavy 
demand  for  emergency  ambulance  runs,  we 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  deliver  vaccines 
throughout  the  city.  The  department  is  now 
responsible  for  over  1,000  emergency  ambulance 
runs  monthly.  The  demand  is  steadily  in- 
creasing, and  by  December  of  this  year  we 
estimate  a  50  percent  increase  beyond  present 
service  levels. 

An  ambulance  driver  must  spend  approxi- 
mately 15  hours  a  week  making  vaccine  de- 
liveries to  forty  pharmacies.  On  the  average, 
an  emergency  ambulance  run  consumes  fifty 
minutes.  Potentially,  therefore,  the  ambulance 
service  may  realize  up  to  eighteen  additional  runs 
a  week,  with  the  capability  of  generating  up  to 
$28,000  in  additional  revenues  per  year. 

We  have  been  concerned,  of  course,  that 
pharmacies  continue  to  obtain  vaccine  supplies 
in  timely  fashion  to  ensure  prompt  immunization 
by  physicians.  Although  there  is  little  indica- 
tion that  this  is  not  the  case,  I  have  asked  Dr. 
Jonathan  Fine,  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Community  Health  Services,  to  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  establishing  one  distribution  point 
at  each  of  several  neighborhood  health  centers 
in  the  city.    I  believe  this  suggested  distribution 
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system  would  meet  the  major  needs  of  the 
pharmacists  and  all  residents  and  physicians  in 
the  city.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

An  application  for  the  keeping,  storage,  sale, 
or  manufacture  of  flammables  must  be  filed  with 
the  Committee  on  Licenses,  Building  Depart- 
ment, as  per  chapter  148,  General  Laws,  (Ter- 
centenary Edition),  sections  13  and  14.  These 
applications,  according  to  this  statute,  must  be 
sent  to  the  Boston  Fire  Department  for  its 
approval  or  disapproval.  Even  though  the  com- 
mittee could  give  a  license  without  approval  of 
the  Fire  Department,  the  Committee  on  Licenses 
has  never  done  so.  Many  licenses  are  granted 
subject  to  the  provisos  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  Committee  on  Licenses. 

All  applications  for  the  transportation  of 
flammables  must  be  made  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety,  1010  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
Boston,  according  to  Deputy  Chief  Joseph 
Dolan,  Fire  Department,  and  attached  copy 
about  transportation  of  flammables.

Transportation  by  Pipe  Line 

Section  29.  a.  No  pipe  line  constructed  after 
the  effective  date  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
used  for  the  transportation  of  any  Class  A  or 
Class  B  liquid  unless  prior  to  such  construction 
the  plans  and  specifications  hereinafter  required 
in  this  section  shall  have  been  approved.  Appli- 
cation for  approval  to  construct  a  pipe  line  shall 
be  made  to  the  Marshal  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  suitable  drawings,  in  duplicate,  of  the 
entire  proposed  pipe  line  clearly  showing  details 
of  the  origin  and  the  terminals.  The  location  of 
the  proposed  pipe  line  shall  be  shown  on  a  map, 
which  shall  also  indicate  adjacent  highways 
throughout  the  entire  route  of  the  proposed  pipe 
line.  Highway  and  river  crossings  must  be 
clearly  detailed  on  suitable  drawings.    The  appli- 


cation must  also  be  accompanied  by  a  duplicate 
set  of  specifications  showing  the  type  of  con- 
struction and  the  materials  used.  Emergency 
repairs  may  be  made  to  an  existing  pipe  line 
without  complying  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

b.  The  approval  of  the  Marshal  shall  be 
indicated  by  his  signature  on  each  set  of  plans 
and  specifications,  one  to  be  retained  by  him 
and  one  to  be  returned  to  the  applicant  which 
shall  serve  as  a  permit  to  transport  flammable 
liquids  by  such  pipe  line. 

Section  30.  a.  Pipe  valves  and  fittings  shall 
be  made  of  material  suitable  for  use  with  the 
products  conveyed  and  constructed  of  adequate 
strength  to  safely  withstand  the  stresses  to 
which  they  will  be  subjected  in  service. 

b.  Pipe  lines  shall  be  designed  and  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  recognized  engineer- 
ing practice. 

Note:  The  current  code  for  Pressure  Piping 
(ASA  B31.1)  of  the  American  Standards  Associ- 
ation is  considered  as  recognized  engineering 
practice.) 

Section  31.  a.  Pipe  lines  shall  be  suitably 
protected  against  mechanical  injury  either  by 
burying  at  least  thirty  (30)  inches  underground, 
by  covering  with  at  least  thirty  (30)  inches  of 
fill,  or  by  other  approved  method. 

b.  Pipe  lines  in  streets  and  highways  shall, 
as  far  as  practicable,  be  installed  below  all 
other  existing  pipe  lines  or  other  conduits. 

c.  Pipe  lines  shall  not  be  installed  less  than 
ten  (10)  feet  from  any  building,  other  than  a 
building  which  is  part  of  the  pipe  line  system. 

d.  Emergency  shut-off  valves  shall  be  located 
in  pipe  line  at  points  where,  because  of  physical 
or  topographic  conditions,  valves  are  necessary 
to  prevent  drainage  of  oil  from  lines  while  being 
repaired. 

Transportation  by  Other  Methods 
Section  32.  Any  Class  A  or  Class  B  liquid 
being  transported  other  than  by  tank  vehicle  or 
pipe  line  shall  be  transported  in  approved  safety 
cans,  substantial  metal  drums,  or  other  similar 
containers,  with  all  openings  thereto  tightly 
closed;  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  need  not  apply  to  any  Class  B  liquid  in 
an  amount  not  exceeding  three  (3)  gallons. 
Gasoline  or  other  Class  A  petroleum  product 
may  be  transported  in  any  open  vehicle  or  in  a 
compartment  of  a  closed  vehicle  separated  from 
the  passengers,  in  a  total  quantity  not  to  exceed 
fourteen  (14)  gallons  without  a  permit.

Dear  Mr.  Sullivan: 

In  response  to  your  letter  of  February  26, 
please  be  informed  that  the  strict  standards  of 
the  national  level  of  the  Compressed  Gas  As- 
sociation, Inc.,  and  the  American  Association  for 
Inhalation  Therapy  are  being  followed.  We  also 
follow  the  recommendations  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

There  is  a  large  and  well-adapted,  specifically 
designed,  outside  storage  shed  for  spare  tanks  of 
the  following  usual  gases:  oxygen,  carbon  dioxide, 
and  nitrous  oxide.  This  is  located  just  outside  of 
the  Medical  Building.  A  specifically  designed, 
well-adapted  outside  separate  storage  tank  has 
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been  provided  for  the  storage  of  cyclopropane 
gas  at  the  request  of  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment, Massachusetts  State  Licensure  Office,  and 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Accreditation  of 
Hospitals.  Smaller  tanks  of  various  kinds  are 
stored  appropriately  outside  of  the  variou' 
buildings. 

The  chief  technician  checks  all  gases  used  in 
the  wards  weekly,  and  he  checks  all  gases  used  in 
the  laboratories  at  least  monthly.  This  check 
entails  location  of  tanks,  stands  for  tanks,  chains 
for  such  tanks  when  need  dictates,  and  number 
of  tanks.  The  cylinders  themselves  are  replaced 
every  five  years.  All  other  appropriate  stand- 
ards are  adhered  to.  (See  enclosure  from  the 
Compressed  Gas  Association,  Inc.) 

I  trust  that  this  is  the  information  you  need  to 
respond  to  the  Council  order.  I  remain  available 
for  further  assistance  if  needed.

1.     Introduction 

1.1  Scope 

1.1.1  This  standard  applies  to  the  use  of 
oxygen  and  mixtures  of  gases,  vapors  and 
aerosols  for  therapeutic  purposes  and  to  equip- 
ment relative  to  such  use.  This  standard  applies 
to  any  facility  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  inhalant  and  resuscitative  procedures. 

1.2  General 

1.2.1  There  is  a  continual  need  for  human 
diligence  in  the  maintenance  of  safe  practices  in 
the  environment  of  inhalant  and  resuscitative 
procedures. 

1.2.2  It  is  necessary  for  all  personnel  having 
any  responsibility  for  inhalant  and  resuscitative 
procedures,  to  collaborate  in  establishing  and 
enforcing  an  appropriate  program  to  fulfill  the 
provisions  of  this  standard. 

1.2.3  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  hospital 
administrative  and  professional  staff  to  adopt 
and  enforce  appropriate  regulations.  In  the  case 
of  other  medical  treatment  facilities,  this  re- 
sponsibility may  be  assigned  to  a  Safety  Director 
or  Department  with  the  ultimate  responsibility 
being  that  of  the  facility  administrator. 

1.2.4  The  potential  hazards  can  be  success- 
fully mitigated  only  when  they  are  understood 
and  there  is  an  awareness  and  continual  recogni- 
tion of  the  nature  of  these  hazards  by  all  con- 
cerned. 

1.3  Organization 

1.3.1  This  standard  is  divided  into  four 
sections: 

1.3.1.1  Section  1,  Introduction 

1.3.1.2  Section  2,  General,  dealing  with 
the  nature  of  potential  hazards  within  the  scope 
of  this  standard. 

1.3.1.3  Section  3,  Equipment,  containing 
requirements  with  respect  to  inhalant  and  resus- 
citative apparatus,  and  related  equipment. 

1.3.1.4  Section  4,  Administration  and 
Maintenance,  containing  provisions  for  the 
enforcement  of  operating  requirements. 

1.3.2  These  four  sections  are  interdependent. 
For  the  uniform  development  of  an  effective  pro- 
gram, it  is  necessary  that  thorough  reference  be 
made  to  all  four  sections  of  this  standard. 

1.3.3  Requirements  in  this  standard  are  in- 
tended as  minimums.    Unusual  circumstances  or 


conditions  may  require  the  implementation  of 
additional  or  supplemental  safe  practices. 
1.4     Definitions 

(For  the  purposes  of  this  standard,  the 
following  terms  are  defined:) 

1.4.1  Whenever  the  term  "oxygen"  occurs  in 
this  standard,  the  requirements  shall  be  inter- 
preted to  include  all  other  oxidizing  gases  used 
for  inhalant  and  resuscitative  purposes  except  as 
specifically  provided  in  paragraph  3.3.3. 

1.4.2  An  "oxygen  enriched  atmosphere"  is 
one  in  which  the  oxygen  content  exceeds  a 
nominal  21  percent  by  volume  or  160  millimeters 
Hg  partial  pressure. 

1.4.3  The  "site  of  administration"  shall  in- 
clude all  points  in  the  room  within  5  feet  of  the 
oxygen  administration  equipment  or  any  en- 
closure intended  to  contain  an  oxygen  enriched 
atmosphere. 

1.4.4  The  "area  of  administration"  shall  be 
defined  as  the  room  in  which  oxygen  is  being  used 
except  that  those  rooms  containing  more  than 
two  patients  shall  be  designated  as  patient  wards, 
and  the  area  of  administration  shall  be  any  point 
located  in  the  room  within  15  feet  of  the  oxygen 
equipment  or  enclosures  containing  or  intended 
to  contain  an  oxygen  enriched  atmosphere.  In 
all  cases,  the  area  of  administration  shall  include 
access  aisles  or  walkways  and  immediately 
adjacent  patient  beds  or  stretchers. 

1.4.5  The  designation  "high  pressure"  as  re- 
ferred to  cylinders  and  systems  shall  be  a  pressure 
exceeding  200  psig. 

1.4.6  "Listed"  means  tested  and  listed  for  a 
specific  use  by  a  nationally  recognized  testing 
facility. 

1.4.7  "Slow  burning"  is  as  defined  in  Under- 
writers' Laboratory  Test  Method*  for  deter- 
mining flammability  characteristics  of  plastics. 
The  rate  of  burining  of  the  test  sample  shall  not 
be  more  than  1.5  inches  per  minute. 

1.4.8  A  "regulator",  or  specifically  a  "pres- 
sure reducing  regulator"  is  a  device  that  serves 
the  purpose  of  automatically  reducing  gas  under 
pressure  to  a  usable  working  pressure. 

(Note:  In  hospitals  the  term  "regulator"  is 
frequently  used  to  describe  a  regulator  which  in- 
corporates a  flow  control  device.) 

1.4.9  A  "working  pressure"  shall  mean  a 
pressure  not  exceeding  200  psig. 

(Note:  A  pipeline  pressure  of  50  psig  is  recom- 
mended because  there  are  flow  regulating  and 
other  mechanisms  widely  used  that  are  cali- 
brated for  or  designed  to  be  used  at  this  pres- 
sure.) 

1.4.10  A  "hazardous  location"  shall  mean  an 
anesthetizing  location  or  any  location  where 
flammable  anesthetic  agents  are  intended  to  be 
used  or  stored,  f 

1.4.11  A  "nonflammable  medical  gas  system" 
shall  comprise  that  system  having  to  do  with  the 
piped  supply  of  oxygen  or  other  nonflammable 
medical  gases.

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2.     General 

2.1  Purpose 

2.1.1  This  section  contains  general  discussion 
and  explanation  of  tlie  nature  of  potential 
hazards  that  relate  to  the  scope  of  this  standard. 

2.1.2  This  section  is  not  intended  to  set 
forth  standard  requirements.  Refer  to  Section  It, 
Equipment,  or  Section  4,  Administration  and 
Maintenance,  for  specilic  requirements. 

2.2  Nature  of  Potential  Hazards 
2.2.1     Oxidative  Reactions  and  Fire 

2.2.1.1  The  three  essential  requirements 
for  a  tire  are:  (1)  a  flammable  substance,  (2) 
source  of  ignition  and,  (3)  oxygen  or  an  oxidizing 
agent.  Flammable  materials  are  usually  present 
when  oxygen  is  being  administered  and  may 
burn  or  oxidize  if  exposed  to  a  source  of  ignition. 
Precautions  must  be  observed  to  prevent  an  oxi- 
dative reaction  or  lire. 

2.2.1.2  The  sudden  opening  of  cylinder 
valves  can  cause  a  rapid  build-up  of  downstream 
pressure  with  a  resultant  rapid  increase  in  the 
temperature  of  the  gas  flowing  downstream. 
This  may  cause  ignition  of  flammable  materials 
that  may  be  present. 

2.2.1.3  Arcing,  sparking  or  temperature 
characteristics  may  be  inherent  in  the  design  of 
some  electrical  apparatus,  or  may  result  if  the 
apparatus  is  defective;  this  could  provide  a 
source  of  ignition. 

2.2.1.4  A  particular  hazard  may  exist  if 
high  pressure  oxygen  equipment  becomes  con- 
taminated with  foreign  materials  including  oil, 
grease  or  other  readily  oxidizable  materials. 
Such  contaminants  will  normally  provide  a  flam- 
mable substance  that  can  be  easily  ignited  or 
lower  the  ignition  temperature  of  less  combusti- 
ble substances  in  the  presence  of  high  oxygen 
concentrations. 

2.2.1.5  Highly  flammable  substances  (for 
example,  nitrocellulose)  are  considered  to  be  a 
severe  fire  hazard  when  used  in  oxygen  enriched 
atmospheres. 

2.2.1.6  Flammable  liquids  and  gases  (for 
example,  ether,  alcohol  and  cyclopropane)  are 
considered  to  be  severe  fire  hazards  when  used 
in  enclosures  containing  oxygen  enriched  atmo- 
spheres, such  as  oxygen  tents  and  incubators. 
In  addition  to  the  normal  fire  hazards,  there  is 
the  hazard  of  a  fire  or  explosion  occurring  as  a 
result  of  an  electrostatic  spark  or  discharge  act- 
ing as  the  source  of  ignition  when  these  agents 
are  present. 

2.2.2     Static  Electricity 

2.2.2.1  Most  hospitals  have  been  con- 
cerned at  one  time  or  another  with  the  potential 
hazard  of  static  electricity  in  relation  to  oxygen 
administration  equipment  and  in  particular,  to 
oxygen  tents.  The  possibility  of  fire  ignited  by  a 
static  spark  usually  depends  on  the  presence  of 
flammable  liquids  or  gases.  Under  normal  con- 
ditions a  static  discharge  will  not  produce  suffi- 
cient heat  to  ignite  combustible  materials,  such 
as  bedding,  fuzz  and  line  from  bedding,  or  vari- 
ous materials  employed  in  the  construction  of 
oxygen  tents.  Static  producing  materials,  such 
as  oxygen  tent  canopies,  wool  blankets,  and  syn- 
thetic materials,  are  not  considered  hazardous 
for  use  in  oxygen  enriched  atmospheres  unless 
flammable  liquids  or  substances  (for  example, 
rubbing  compounds,  oils  and  lotions)  are 
present. 


2.2.3  Improper  Handling  and  Use  of  Cylin- 
ders and  Fquiprnent 

2.2.3.1  Compressed  gas  cylinders  are  heavy 
and  bulky  to  handle  and  can  cause  personal 
injury  or  physical  damage  if  improperly  handled. 

2. 2. 3.2  Improper  handling  or  assembly  of 
equipment  may  cause  mechanical  damage  to 
equipment  that  could  result  in  a  malfunction. 

2.2.3.3  Hazardous  conditions  can  develop  if 
cylinders  are  improperly  located  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  they  may  become  overheated  or  tipped 
over  which  can  result  in  personal  injury  or 
physical  damage. 

2.2.3.4  A  hazardous  condition  can  develop 
as  a  result  of  improper  labeling  or  lack  of  atten- 
tion by  the  user  to  manufacturers'  label  infor- 
mation or  instruction. 

2.2.3.5  A  hazardous  condition  can  develop 
and  personal  injury  may  result  if  extreme  care  is 
not  exercised  in  making  slip-on  tubing  and  other 
interchangeable  connections  while  in  the  process 
of  setting  up  equipment  for  administration  pur- 
poses. 

2.2.3.6  Various  safety  features,  such  as 
safety  relief  devices,  valves,  connections  and 
tube  connections  for  gas  services,  are  provided 
in  equipment  and  gas  supply  systems.  Altering 
or  circumventing  these  safety  measures  will  cre- 
ate a  hazardous  condition. 

2.2.3.7  Extreme  danger  to  life  and  prop- 
erty can  result  if  compressed  gases  are  mixed  or 
transferred  from  one  cylinder  to  another.  To  do 
so  may  violate  industry  standards  for  safety  and 
purity  of  the  gas  product. 

2.2.3.8  Hazards  can  develop  if  various  de- 
vices, such  as  fixed  or  adjustable  orifices  and 
metering  valves,  are  directly  connected  to  high 
pressure  cylinders  or  if  high  pressure  gases  are 
dispensed  without  a  pressure  reducing  regulator. 

2.2.4  Defective  Equipment 

2.2.4.1  Hazardous  conditions  can  be  cre- 
ated if  high  pressure  reducing  regulators  and 
high  pressure  gages  are  defective  or  function 
improperly. 

2.2.4.2  Electrically  powered  oxygen  appa- 
ratus or  electrical  apparatus  intended  for  use  in 
an  oxygen  enriched  atmosphere  can  create  a  haz- 
ardous condition  if  the  apparatus  has  electrical 
defects. 

2.2.4.3  Improperly  maintained  equipment 
can  create  hazardous  conditions  which  may 
result  in  personal  injury,  property  damage,  or  an 
oxygen  supported  fire. 

2.2.5  Hazardous  Locations 

2.2.5.1  Conventional  equipment  and  pro- 
cedures should  not  be  employed  in  hazardous 
locations  unless  the  safe  practice  requirements 
for  these  locations  are  observed  and  understood. 
A  primary  hazard  relative  to  hazardous  locations 
is  that  of  fire  or  explosion  resulting  from  in- 
advertent ignition  of  flammable  agents. 

2.2.6  Nonflammable   Medical   Gas   Systems 

2.2.6.1  Nonflammable  medical  gas  systems 
not  in  compliance  with  NFPA  565*  are  to  be 
considered  non  standard. 

2.2.6.2  Improper  maintenance  of  nonflam- 
mable medical  gas  systems  create  hazardous 
conditions.

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3.     Equipment 

3.1  Purpose 

3.1.1  This  section  contains  requirements 
that  shall  be  observed  during  the  manufacture, 
construction,  testing  and  qualification  of  equip- 
ment. 

3.2  N.i lure  of  Hazard 

3.2.1  Hazards  are  as  described  in  Section  2 
with  relationship  to  equipment. 

3.3  Equipment  Requirements 

3.3.1  Canopies  or  enclosures  intended  to  con- 
tain a  patient(s)  shall  prominently  display 
labeling  on  the  interior  of  the  enclosure  and  in 
such  position  to  be  readable  by  the  patient,  and 
on  the  exterior  of  the  enclosure  on  two  or  more 
opposing  sides  of  the  enclosure,  advising  that 
oxygen  is  in  use  and  that  precautions  should  be 
observed. 

Precautions  shall  relate  to  the  nature  of  haz- 
ard. The  suggested  minimum  text  shall  be  as 
follows: 

Caution  1 

Oxygen  in  use. 

Keep  flames  away. 

No  smoking. 

No  electrical  appliances. 

3.3.2  Electrical  equipment  that  is  intended 
for  use  in  an  oxygen  enriched  atmosphere  shall  be 
constructed  and  listed  for  such  use  with  regard  to 
fire  hazard. 

3.3.3  Oxygen  metering  devices  and  pressure 
reducing  regulators  shall  be  conspicuously 
labeled:  "Oxygen  —  Use  no  oil." 

3.3.4  Oxygen  tent  canopies  and  other  oxygen 
tent  enclosure  components  shall  be  fabricated  of 
materials  having  a  minimum  classification  of 
"slow  burning".  The  use  of  highly  flammable 
materials  (for  example,  nitrocellulose)  is.  pro- 
hibited. 

3.3.5  Cylinder  trucks  and  carts  shall  be  conr 
structed  for  the  intended  purpose  and  shall  be 
self-supporting  when  in  use.  Such  equipment 
shall  be  provided  with  appropriate  chains  or 
stays  to  retain  the  cylinder(s)  in  place. 

3.3.6  Flowmeters  and  pressure  reducing 
regulators  shall  be  clearly  and  permanently 
labeled,  designating  the  gas  or  mixture  of  gases 
for  which  they  are  intended.  Apparatus  whose 
calibration  or  function  is  dependent  on  gas 
density  shall  be  labeled  as  to  the  proper  supply 
gas  pressure  (psig)  for  which  it  is  intended. 

3.3.7  Equipment  intended  to  be  supplied 
from  high  pressure  oxygen  cylinders  shall  be 
designed  for  service  at  full  cylinder  pressures  or 
so  constructed  as  to  be  used  with  pressure  re- 
ducing regulators. 

3.3.8  Cylinder  valve  outlet  connections  shall 
conform  with  the  current  edition  of  the  American 
Standard  for  Compressed  Gas  Cylinder  Valve 
Outlet  and  Inlet  Connections,  B57.1*  (includes 
pin-index  safety  system  for  medical  gases). 
Cylinders  shall  be  designed,  constructed,  tested 
and  maintained  in  accordance  with  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission's  Specifications  and 
Regulations.

3.3.9  When  low  pressure  threaded  connec- 
tions are  employed,  they  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  Compressed  Gas  Association  standard 
for  non-interchangeable  low  pressure  connections 
for  medical  gases,  air  and  suction,  Pamphlet  V-6, 
Diameter-Index  Safety  System.*/ 

3.3.10  Where  low  pressure  quick  coupler  con- 
nections are  employed,  they  shall  be  non-inter- 
changeable between  gas  services. 

3.3.11  Regulators  and  gages  intended  for  use 
in  high  pressure  service  shall  be  listed  for  such 
service. 

3.3.12  Electrical  wiring,  equipment  and  ap- 
paratus shall  comply  with  the  National  Electric 
Code,  NFPA  No.  70f. 

3.3.13  Electrical  wiring,  equipment  and  ap- 
paratus intended  to  be  used  in  hazardous  loca- 
tions shall  comply  with  NFPA  No.  56f  "  Code  for 
the  Use  of  Flammable  Anesthetics". 

4.     Administration  and  Maintenance 

4.1  Purpose 

4.1.1  This  section  contains  requirements  that 
shall  be  observed  by  the  user  in  the  application 
and  maintenance  of  equipment  and  agents. 

4.2  Nature  of  Potential  Hazards 

4.2.1  Potential  hazards  are  as  described  in 
Section  2  with  relationship  to  use  and  main- 
tenance of  equipment  and  use  of  agents,  gases, 
and  cylinders. 

4.3  Application  Requirements 
4.3.1     Fire  and  Related  Hazards 

4.3.1.1  Precautionary  signs  shall  be  con- 
spicuously displayed  at  the  site  of  administration 
and  in  access  aisles  and  walkways  at  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  area  of  administration.  These 
precautionary  signs  shall  be  readable  from  a  dis- 
tance of  5  feet  and  shall  be  attached  on  appro- 
priately adjacent  doorways,  on  building  walls  or 
supported  by  appropriate  means.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  precautionary  signs  be  approxi- 
mately 6"  x  8"  in  size.  The  recommended  mini- 
mum text  for  these  precautionary  signs  shall  be 
essentially  as  follows: 

Caution! 

Oxygen  in  use. 

No  smoking. 

No  open  flames. 
Any  material  that  can  burn  in  air  will  burn 
more  rapidly  in  the  presence  of  oxygen.  No 
electrical  equipment  is  allowed  within  five  feet 
of  site  of  administration  or  within  oxygen  en- 
closure unless  listed  for  such  use. 

Note:  Good  judgment  by  supervisory  per- 
sonnel will  dictate  the  need  for  special  signs  and 
additional  precautionary  measures  where  foreign 
languages  present  a  communication  problem. 

4.3.1.2  Smoking  materials  (matches,  cigar- 
ettes, lighters,  etc.)  shall  be  removed  from 
patients  being  administered  oxygen  and  shall  be 
removed  from  area  of  administration. 

4.3.1.3  Smoking,  open  flames,  candles,  etc., 
shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  area  of  administra- 
tion. 

4.3.1.4  All  patjents,  visitors,  and  hospital 
personnel  in  the  area  of  administration  shall  be 
instructed  as  to  potential  hazards  and  regula- 
tions.

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4.3.2  Electrical  Apparatus 

4.3.2.1  Electrical  apparatus,  such  as  call 
bell  switches,  pillow  speakers,  remote  controls 

for  appliances,  battery  operated  devices,  physio- 
logical, diagnostic,  and  monitoring  equipment, 
etc.,  intended  for  use  in  oxygen  enriched  atmo- 
spheres shall  be  lisled  for  use  in  such  atmo- 
spheres. Refer  to  1.4.2,  1.4.6,  2.2.1.3,  2.2.4.2, 
3.3.2,  3.3.12,  and  3.3.13. 

4.3.2.2  Electrical  apparatus  not  listed  for 
use  within  an  oxygen  enriched  atmosphere,  but 
which  might  be  inadvertently  introduced  into  a 
patient  enclosure  shall  be  excluded  from  the  site 
of  administration. 

4.3.2.3  When  ether  vapor  is  present  in  a 
patient  enclosure  (e.g.,  a  recently  anesthetized 
infant  placed  in  an  incubator),  devices  capable 
of  producing  a  surface  temperature  exceeding  120 
C  (248  F)  shall  be  excluded  from  such  en- 
closure. 

Note:  It  has  been  established  that  if  diethyl 
ether  vapor  is  brought  in  contact  with  a  hot 
element,  probably  with  catalytic  metals  present, 
formaldehyde  will  be  produced.  For  this 
reason  a  specific  hazard  exists. 

4.3.3  Opening  Cylinder  Valves 

4.3.3.1  Cylinder  valves  shall  be  opened 
slowly  and  carefully  and  in  accordance  with  the 
following  procedure: 

(a)  Ascertain  that  inlet  fittings  of  appa- 
ratus to  be  connected  to  cylinder  valve  and 
cylinder  valve  connection  are  free  of  foreign 
material  and  contaminants. 

(b)  Cylinder  valve  outlet  shall  be  directed 
away  from  any  personnel  and  before  connecting 
the  equipment  to  cylinder  valve,  momentarily 
open  and  close  cylinder  valve  to  blow  out  dirt  or 
airborne  contaminants. 

(c)  Make  connection  of  equipment  or  ap- 
paratus to  cylinder  valve  connection.  Tighten 
connection  nut  securely  with  an  appropriate 
wrench.  (Non-ferrous  or  "spark-proof"  type 
wrenches  are  not  required). 

(d)  Slowly  open  cylinder  valve  to  fully 
open  position. 

4.3.4  Oil,    Grease,    and    Other    Flammable 
Materials 

4.3.4.1  Oil,  grease  or  other  flammable  con- 
taminants shall  not  be  used  with  oxygen  equip- 
ment. 

4.3.4.2  Highly  flammable  materials  (for  ex- 
ample, nitrocellulose)  shall  not  be  permitted  at 
the  site  of  administration. 

4.3.4.3  Flammable  or  combustible  liquids 
and  gases  (for  example,  rubbing  compounds,  oils 
and  lotions)  shall  not  be  permitted  at  the  site  of 
administration.  If  flammable  anesthetics  (for 
example,  ether  and  cyclopropane)  are  being  used 
or  administered,  the  entire  room  or  ward  shall  be 
considered  as  a  hazardous  location  and  require- 
ments of  1.4.10  shall  be  observed. 

4.3.4.4  High  pressure  oxygen  equipment 
shall  not  be  sterilized  with  a  gas  or  chemical 
sterilizing  agent  that  is  flammable  in  nature  or 
which  contains  any  flammable  compound. 

4.3.4.5  Equipment  operated  at  oxygen 
pressures  of  60  psig  or  less  (for  example,  masks 
and  humidifiers)  may  be  sterilized  by  nonflam- 


mable   mixtures  containing  carbon   dioxide  or 
ethylene  oxide  and  fluorocarbon  diluents. 

(Note:  Concern  is  thai  high  pressure  com- 
ponents m;i\  become  contaminated  with  flam- 
mable residues  from  the  sterilizing  agents  em- 
ployed  with  resultant  lire  hazard.  Sterilizing 
agents  employed  musl  be  oil  free  and  s|n,ii  not 
have  a  deleterious  elfeet  on  materials  of  Con- 
struction.) 

4. .'5.4. 6  Flammable  or  combustible  aerosols 
(for  example,  alcohol  vapor)  shall  not  be  admin- 
istered in  oxygen  tents  or  other  types  of  closed 
circuit  equipment  where  oxygen  enriched  at- 
mospheres are  present. 

4.3.5     Static  Electricity 

4.3.5.1  It  is  recognized  that  static  produc- 
ing and  non-conductive  materials  fl'or  example, 
woolen  blankets,  plastic  canopies  and  synthetic 
materials)  will  be  used  in  oxygen  enriched  at- 
mospheres and  at  the  site  of  administration. 
Use  of  these  materials  is  not  considered  hazard- 
ous providing  that  they  are  not  highly  flam- 
mable and  that  flammable  gases  and  liquids  are 
not  present.  If  flammable  gases  or  liquids  (for 
example,  ether,  alcohol  and  cyclopropane)  are 
present,  the  requirements  for  hazardous  locations 
shall  be  observed.  Refer  to  1.4.10.  Experience 
and  research  have  shown  that  static  electricity 
and  lack  of  conductivity  do  not  result  in  partic- 
ular hazards  with  respect  to  oxygen  administra- 
tion equipment. 

4.3.6.     Transportation  and  Use  of  Cylinders 

4.3.6.1  Large  cylinders,  exceeding  size  E, 
shall  be  transported  on  cylinder  trucks  or  carts 
which  are  provided  with  satisfactory  cylinder 
retaining  means. 

4.3.6.2  When  transporting  large  cylinders, 
the  valve  protection  cap  shall  be  mechanically 
connected  to  the  collar  on  the  cylinder. 

4.3.6.3  Cylinders  shall  not  be  dropped, 
dragged  or  rolled. 

4.3.6.4  Cylinders  shall  not  be  appropri- 
ately chained  or  otherwise  supported  (for  ex- 
ample, in  an  adequate  cylinder  stand  or  cylinder 
cart)  when  free  standing.  Cylinders  shall  not  be 
chained  to  portable  or  movable  apparatus  (for 
example,  beds  and  oxygen  tents).  Cylinders 
shall  not  be  supported  by  radiators,  steam  pipes 
or  heat  ducts. 

(Note:  Cylinders  subjected  to  abnormal  tem- 
perature (in  excess  of  125  F.)  will  be  subjected  to 
an  excessive  increase  in  pressure.  Pressure  relief 
devices,  which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  cylinder 
valve,  are  sensitive  to  temperature  and  pressure. 
In  the  event  the  relief  device  actuates,  the  con- 
tents of  the  cylinder  will  be  completely  ex- 
hausted.) 

4.3.7     Storage  of  Cylinders 

4.3.7.1  Cylinders  shall  be  stored  in  accord- 
ance with  recommendations  of  the  Compressed 
Gas  Association's  Pamphlet  P-2*  Characteristics 
and  Safe  Handling  of  Medical  Gases.

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4.3.8  Transportation,   Storage,    and   Use  of 
Equipment 

4.3.8.1  Flow  control  valves  on  administer- 
ing equipment  shall  be  closed  when  equipment 
is  not  in  use  or  prior  to  connecting  lor  use. 

4.3.8.2  Apparatus  should  not  be  trans- 
ported with  liquid  agents  in  reservoirs  of  humidi- 
fiers, nebulizers,  etc.,  when  these  devices  are 
connected  to  the  apparatus. 

4.3.8.3  Apparatus  shall  not  be  stored  with 
liquid  agents  in  reservoirs  of  humidifiers,  nebu- 
lizers, etc. 

4.3.9  Labeling 

4.3.9.1  Extreme  care  shall  be  exercised  in 
reading  cylinder  and  apparatus  labels.  Label 
information  shall  be  used  to  identify  content  of 
cylinders  prior  to  use.  Labels  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  American  Standard  Method 
of  Marking  Portable  Compressed  Gas  Containers 
to  Identify  the  Material  Contained,  Z48.L* 

4.3.9.2  Labels  shall  not  be  defaced,  altered 
or  removed. 

4.3.10  Connection  of  Apparatus 

4.3.10.1  Extreme  care  shall  be  observed  in 
connecting  slip-on  tubing  and  other  interchange- 
able connections  from  gas  services  to  equipment 
and  equipment  to  patients. 

4.3.10.2  Wrenches  employed  in  securing 
oxygen  connections  shall  be  constructed  of  sulli- 
cient  strength  for  their  intended  purpose  and 
shall  be  manufactured  of  steel  or  any  other  suit- 
able material.  There  is  no  evidence  to  indicate 
the  need  for  so  called  "  non-sparking"  wrenches 
or  other  tools  used  in  connection  with  oxygen 
equipment. 

4.3.11  Altering  of  Safety  Relief  Devices  and 
Noninterchangeable  Threaded  or 
Quick  Disconnect  Connectors 

4.3.11.1  Safety  relief  devices,  noninter- 
changeable  connectors  and  other  safety  features 
shall  not  be  removed,  altered,  adapted  or  re- 
placed, so  as  to  defeat  their  intended  purpose. 

4.3.12  Transferring  Gas 

4.3.12.1  Transfer  of  compressed  gas  from 
one  cylinder  to  another  shall  be  prohibited. 

4.3.13  Regulators  and  High  Pressure  Ap- 
paratus 

4.3.13.1  Pressure  reducing  regulators  shall 
be  used  on  high  pressure  cylinders  to  reduce  the 
pressure  to  working  pressures. 

4.3.14  Defective  Equipment 

4.3.14.1  Any  equipment  which  is  defective, 
damaged  or  is  relieving  pressure  through  safety 
devices  or  otherwise  operating  improperly,  shall 
be  immediately  removed  from  service. 

4.3.14.2  Defective  electrical  apparatus 
shall  not  be  used. 

4.3.15  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Equip- 
ment 

4.3.15.1  Equipment  shall  be  serviced, 
maintained  and  repaired  by  qualified  personnel 
only. 

4.3.15.2  Areas  designated  for  the  repair  of 
oxygen  equipment  shall  be  adequate  and  clean 
and  shall  be  free  of  oil  and  grease,  and  shall  not 
be  used  as  a  facility  for  the  repair  of  other  equip- 
ment or  apparatus  having  oil  or  grease  lubricated 
components. 

4.3.15.3  Manufacturer's  recommended  re- 
pair parts  shall  be  employed  in  their  repair  of 
equipment. 


4.3.15.4  Manufacturer's  service  manuals, 
instructions  and  procedures  shall  be  observed  in 
the  maintenance,  servicing  and  repair  of  equip- 
ment. 

4.3.15.5  A  scheduled  preventative  mainte- 
nance program  of  equipment  shall  be  stringently 
followed. 

4.3.16  Hazardous  Locations 

4.3.16.1  Electrical  apparatus  used  in  haz- 
ardous (anesthetizing)  locations  shall  be  designed 
for  the  intended  service  and  shall  be  listed  for 
such  use. 

4.3.16.2  Recommended  safe  practices  of 
NFPA  No.  56f  Code  for  the  Use  of  Flammable 
Anesthetics  shall  form  a  part  of  this  standard 
and  be  observed  if  prior  recommendations  es- 
tablish that  the  site  or  area  of  administration  is 
a  hazardous  location. 

4.3.17  Nonflammable  Medical  Gas  Systems 

4.3.17.1  Nonflammable  medical  gas  sys- 
tems shall  be  installed,  tested  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  NFPA  No.  565. f 

4.3.17.2  A  scheduled  testing  procedure  for 
nonflammable  medical  gas  systems  and  related 
alarm  systems  shall  be  implemented.

In  answer  to  your  communication  of  February 
26  concerning  the  storage  and  transportation  of 
dangerous  flammable  gases  within  the  confines 
of  Boston,  the  transportation  of  flammable  gases 
and  liquids  according  to  statute  law  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office, 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.  The  storage  of  such  danger- 
ous inflammable  liquids  and  gases  by  whoever 
is  licensed  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  under  such  terms 
and  conditions  is  deemed  necessary  to  ensure 
safety  to  life  and  property  evolving  around  such 
storage  and  keeping.  The  exceptions  within  the 
city  limits  to  the  jurisdiction  and  regulations  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Department  are  listed  as  follows: 
Massachusetts  Port  Authority,  Massachusetts 
Bay  Transportation  Authority,  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  Turnpike  Authority,  Park- 
ing Authority,  Public  Facilities  Commission, 
Mystic  River  Bridge,  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.  These  au- 
tonomous authorities  are  exempt  from  any  li- 
censing for  the  storage  and  keeping  of  any 
dangerous  flammable  liquids  or  gases  by  statute 
law. 

It  is  requested  that  an  amendment  be  made 
to  Article  15  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code 
requiring  a  permit  and/or  a  license  for  the  stor- 
age at  the  place  of  garaging  of  utility  trucks, 
i.e.,  New  England  Telephone,  l^dison,  and  Gas 
Companies  for  the  storage  of  propane  tanks  that 
are  used  by  these  utilities  and  stored  on  their 
trucks. 
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Also  included  would  be  sign  companies;  large 
roofing  tar  trailers,  particularly  on  new  con- 
struction sites;  also  smaller  tar  kettles  which 
would  be  for  storage  only  while  within  the  city 
limits  and  would  cover  the  liquefied  petroleum 
and  acetylene  gases  and  also  the  oxygen  that 
would  be  carried  on  these  public  utility  trucks. 
Also  included  would  be  trailer  trucks  that  would 
have  ethylene  cylinders  for  fruit  ripening  and 
the  gases  that  would  be  carried  in  the  cylinders 
on  refrigerated  trucks.

2.  Report  of  the  Appropriations  and  Finance 
Committee  on  the  1971  Annual  Budget  Request 
of  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White. 

Mr.  President, 

Your  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance, to  which  was  referred  the  1971  Annual 
Budget  Request  of  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  for 
City  and  County  Departments,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing report  and  recommendations: 
A.     Summary  Introduction 

1.  The  Mayor  requested  a  total  of 
$195,912,026  for  city  departments.  The 
committee  recommends  reducing  that 
request  by  $1,678,301.  We  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $194,233,725. 

2.  The  Mayor  requested  a  total  of 
$16,713,872  for  the  county  departments, 
all  of  which  is  approved  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

3.  The  Mayor  requested  a  total  of 
$1,821,290  for  the  Sewer  Service.  The 
committee  recommends  reducing  that 
request  by  $137,256.  We  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $1,684,034. 

4.  The  Mayor  requested  $6,843,066  for  the 
Water  Division.  We  recommend  re- 
ducing that  request  by  $494,423,  and 
appropriating  a  total  of  $6,348,643. 

5.  Thus  the  Mayor  has  requested  a  total 
of  $221,290,254  for  all  city  and  county 
departments.  The  committee  recom- 
mends reducing  his  total  request 
bv  $2,309,980  and  appropriating 
$218,980,274. 

6.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor  is  almost  totally 
unrealistic  as  it  relates  to  certain  de- 
partments of  the  city.  It  is  almost  cer- 
tain that  both  the  Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments will  run  out  of  money  to  pay 
present  personnel  before  the  end  of  the 
year  because  of  arbitrary  cuts  made  in 
their  requests.  Other  city  departments 
have  also  been  arbitrarily  reduced.  The 
City  Council  must  make  it  clear  to  the 
valued  employees  of  this  city  that  we 
have  not  encouraged  nor  do  we  endorse 
the  cut-for-cut-sake  "austerity"  of  the 
Mayor. 
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Despite  the  efforts  of  the  City  Council, 
to  meet  the  Mayor's  budget  requests 
and  to  meet  the  anticipated  increases 
in  areas  over  which  we  have  no  control, 
the  city  will  need  to  raise  its  tax  rate 
to  approximately  $180  or  $190,  or  an 
increase  of  between  $20  to  $30  over  last 
year's  rate.  We  therefore  call  upon  the 
Mayor  to  refrain  from  a  practice  fre- 
quently resorted  to  in  election  years  as 
a  means  of  raising  campaign  funds  — 
the  wholesale  awarding  of  consultant 
contracts  to  myriads  of  friends  for  proj- 
ects which  never  get  off  the  drawing 
boards.    We  invite  the  Boston  Finance 


Commission,  the  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  and  the  public  media  to  aid  us 
in  deterring  this  practice.  We  hope  a 
"spotlight"  is  turned  on  Boston  by 
those  who  would  help  our  beleaguered 
taxpayers  fight  off  debts  and  poverty. 
Finally,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
neither  Summerthing  nor  the  Office  of 
Public  Services  budgets  were  acted  upon 
by  the  committee.  In  both  instances 
tie  votes  prevented  the  committee  from 
producing  a  recommendation,  and  we 
therefore  report  them  out  without  rec- 
ommendation for  full  Council  consider 
ation  and  action.

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Supplementary  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
Mr.  President,  during  the  course  of  the  hearings  and  committee  meetings  on  the  1071  Budget, 
a  number  of  specific  problems  and  concerns  surfaced  and  are  here  brielh   mentioned. 

1.  The  apparent  absence  of  any  coherent  city  policy  in  regards  to  the  depositing  of  city  funds 
in  various  banks.  The  city  has  pursued  a  policy  winch  has  led  l.o  substantial  cil\  funds  being  de- 
posited in  banks  outside  the  city  (New  York,  Ipswich).  The  city  could  and  should  refrain  from 
depositing  funds  in  banks  outside  the  city  where  possible,  and  should  attempt  to  bolster  the  capacity 
of  neighborhood  financial  institutions  within  the  city  by  depositing  all  or  nearly  all  of  our  funds  in 
such  institutions. 

2.  The  practice  of  awarding  contracts  without  public  bidding  appears  to  be  on  the  increase, 
and  is  a  threat  to  honest  government.  In  1970  alone  nearly  89,000,000  was  awarded  without  public- 
bidding.  Though  some  of  these  contracts  were  awarded  after  invitational  bidding,  little  is  gained 
by  this  process,  and  much  opportunity  exists  for  rewarding  favored  contractors  and  increasing  city 
costs. 

3.  The  perennial  practice  of  transfering  funds  from  one  city  budget  category  to  another  con- 
tinues unabated,  and  serves  to  make  a  mockery  of  effective  budgetary  scrutiny  by  the  City  Council. 
In  1970  45  departmental  budgets  changed  after  the  City  Council  approval  was  granted:  SI, 469, 498 
was  transferred  from  one  department  to  another;  $1,460,496  was  transferred  from  various  categories 
within  departmental  budgets  to  other  categories  (e.g.,  from  equipment  to  personnel);  8390,302  was 
realized  in  net  surplus  reported,  after  all  the  above  transferring  had  been  completed.  Thus  a  total 
of  $3,320,296  was  spent  differently  by  the  Mayor  than  had  originally  been  indicated. 

4.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  city  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission, and  specifically  serves  notice  to  the  Mayor  that  all  effort  should  be  made  to  capitalize 
Public  Facilities  Department  development  staff  from  the  various  bond  issues,  rather  than  from 
current  revenue.  To  that  end,  we  commend  Mr.  Richard  Wall  for  reducing  the  development  budget 
by  $150,000  which  is  to  be  charged  to  loans,  and  we  reduced  another  $42,000  to  support  that  effort. 
It  will  be  our  intent  in  subsequent  years  to  disallow  any  development  staff  salary  charges  against 
current  expenses  unless  it  can  be  specifically  shown  that  bond  counsel  or  the  bond  market  would 
not  support  adding  these  expenses  to  the  bond  issues.

Minority  Report  of  Councillor  Timilty,  Member 
of  the  Committee  on   Appropriations  and 
Finance,  April  5,  1971 
Re:  Appropriation  Order  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1971 

As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appropri- 
ations and  Finance,  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
submit  a  minority  report  on  the  budget  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  for  the  fiscal  year  1971,  a 
budget  which  I  believe  does  not  further  the  goal 
of  austerity  in  any  significant  manner.  The 
lengthy  series  of  committee  meetings  relative  to 
the  budget  have  disclosed  that  the  budget  re- 
quests afford  the  City  Council  an  opportunity  to 
do  nothing  more  than  add  its  approval  to  ex- 
cessive expenditures  which  are  to  be  hidden 
behind  the  facade  of  austerity.  The  committee 
members,  by  diligence,  attentiveness  to  detail, 
and  critical  examination  of  the  budget  and  those 
who  gave  testimony  during  the  course  of  the 
budget  hearings,  have  done  an  outstanding 
service  in  the  preparation  of  their  recommenda- 
tions. However,  I  would  rather  the  committee 
go  even  further  in  recommending  decreases  than 
it  already  has,  and  create  its  own  opportunity  to 
make  austerity  an  operational  program  rather 
than  a  political  label  for  a  city  and  county 
budget. 

The  executive  branch  would  have  the  Council 
believe  that  the  Mayor's  attempt  to  pare  the 
"Personal  Services"  budget  requests  has  been  a 
meaningful  way  of  reducing  costs.  Yet  there  is 
substantial  doubt  within  the  committee  as  to 
how  much  money  is  actually  being  saved  and 
how  much  could  really  be  saved.  The  budget 
requests  also  tell  much  about  the  priorities  of  a 
city  administration  and  whom  austerity  really 
affects.  Il  is  not  the  $18,000  consultant  fees,  the 
$18,000  salaries  for  deputy  commissioners,  or  the 
$20,000  salaries  for  public  relations  experts  which 
face  the  fiscal  scalpel.  Those  who  always  seem 
to  be  the  most  expendable  are  the  $90-a-week 
employees  who  sweep  the  streets  and  clean  our 
parks  and  other  recreational  facilities. 

Laurels  cannot  be  placed  upon  a  budget 
which  abounds  in  public  information  specialists 
who  promote  the  alleged  successes  of  city  govern- 
ment, when  the  interests  of  our  city  and  residents 
can  best  be  served  by  achieving  successes  which 
will  themselves  bring  publicity.  How  can  we 
praise  an  alarming  deemphasis  of  the  drug  prob- 
lem and  say  we  sincerely  care  about  the  quality 
of  life  within  our  cityP  A  budget  which  can 
dramati/e  a  need  for  Little  City  Halls  without 
providing  the  quality  services  which  can  make 
service  centers  an  effective  instrument  of  govern- 


ment is  not  a  budget  that  benefits  the  people  of 
our  city. 

The  executive  branch  has  made  no  notable 
effort  to  decrease  expenditures  in  those  areas 
where  money  could  be  conserved  without  di- 
minishing the  scope  and  quality  of  city  and 
county  services,  namely  "Contractual  Services," 
"Supplies  and  Material,"  and  "Current  Charges 
and  Obligations."  When  a  proper  business  ap- 
proach could  improve  the  quality  of  the  product 
and  reduce  the  cost,  the  administration  chooses 
not  to  act.  Approval  of  this  budget  would  per- 
mit government  to  operate  without  placing  the 
requisite  trust  and  responsibility  in  the  hands 
of  the  line  personnel  who  make  this  city  run. 
We  would  discredit  the  ability  of  our  public 
servants  to  perform  under  financial  restrictions 
any  private  enterprise  would  create  if  it  were 
under  a  financial  burden  similar  to  Boston's. 

The  budget  we  are  asked  to  approve  is  a 
dramatic  demonstration  of  the  lack  of  expertise 
the  administration  has  shown  in  developing  an 
over-all  financial  plan  for  the  city.  Accordingly, 
I  respectfully  recommend  that,  relative  to  the 
"Appropriation  Order  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1971," 
all  requests  for  "Contractual  Services,"  "Sup- 
plies and  Material,"  and(" Current  Charges  and 
Obligations"  be  reduced  by  10  percent  and  then 
approved  in  their  respective  amounts.

APPROPRIATION      OF      $8,385,076      FOR 
GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  12,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  March  26,  1971,  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston  appropriated  under  its  own 
authority  as  established  by  law  the  sum  of 
§82,744,779  for  general  school  purposes  and 
$4,571,254  for  alterations  and  repairs. 

In  addition,  by  letter  dated  March  26,  1971, 
from  the  secretary  of  the  School  Committee,  Mr. 
Edward  J.  Winter,  the  School  Committee  re- 
quested that  1  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
Body  an  additional  appropriation  for  general 
school  purposes  of  $13,485,076.  This  would 
provide  a  total  budget  for  general  school  pur- 
poses of  $96,229,855,  which  together  with  the 
alterations  and  repairs  appropriation  would 
provide  a  total  school  budget  of  $100,801,109. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  it  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  1970  final  budget  for  the 
School  Committee  for  general  school  purposes 
totaled  $77,362,779  and  that  the  increase  of 
$18,867,076  represents  a  24  percent  increase  for 
general  school  purposes  over  the  1970  budget. 
No  increase  is  requested  for  alterations  and  re- 
pairs, since  the  City  Council  in  June  of  last  year 
increased  the  School  Committee's  appropriating 
power  for  this  purpose. 

Because  of  the  financial  crisis  facing  the  city 
government,  it  is  imperative  that  whatever 
economy  measures  are  possible  in  the  school 
budget  must  be  properly  applied  and  carried  out. 
On  February  I,  1971,  the  School  Committee 
voted  to  reduce  by  $5,000,000  the  preliminary 
estimates  b>  the  School  Administration  of  the 
required  expenditures  for  general  school  pur- 
poses for  the  fiscal  year  197 L.  This  reduction 
was  voted  in  acceptance  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  which  listed  a 
series  of  economy  measures  which  would  achieve 
that  amount  of  reduction  in  the  school  biKlget. 
Subsequently,  the  School  Administration  sub- 
mitted to  the  School  Committee  ils  own  list  of 
economy  measures  which  would  produce  savings 
of  $5,000,000.  I  lowever,  on  March  25,  1971,  the 
School  Committee  reconsidered  its  earlier  vole 
and  restored  the  $5,000,000  to  the  estimated  re- 
quirements that  it  had  previously  voted  to 
reduce. 

I  cannot  in  conscience  recommend  to  your 
Honorable  Body  the  appropriation  of  the  full 
amount  that  the  School  Committee  has  now  re- 
quested in  view  of  such  solid  evidence  that  a 
reduction  of  $5,000,000  is  possible  through  appli- 
cation of  economy  measures.  Consequently,  1 
am,  therefore,  recommending  that  your  Honor- 
able Body  appropriate  $8,385,076  for  general 
school  purposes  for  the  School  Committee.  This 
appropriation  by  your  Honorable  Body  for  the 
School  Committee  will  provide  a  total  1971 
budget  for  general  school  purposes  of  $91,129,855, 
which  together  with  the  alterations  and  repairs 
appropriation  b>  Ihe  School  Committee  of 
$1,571,251  will  \ield  a  total  school  budget  of 
$95,701,109. 
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Enclosed  herewith  is  the  appropriation  order 
for  general  school  purposes  as  recommended 
above.

SUMMARY  OF  REPORT  ON   ANALYSIS 
OF  CRIME  IN  BOSTON 

The  folowing  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  14,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Since  the  fall  of  1970  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration  has  been  working  in  close  con- 
junction with  the  Planning  and  Research  Divi- 
sion of  the  Boston  Police  Department  to  develop 
a  detailed  analysis  of  crime  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
It  is  my  pleasure  to  enclose,  for  your  information 
and  study,  a  page  summary  of  their  report. 

The  summary  contains  a  breakdown  of  the 
highlights  of  the  report,  including  an  allocation 
by  eighty-one  neighborhoods  of  the  1969  rob- 
beries, burglaries,  and  assaults  reported  to  the 
Boston  Police  Department.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  not  to  dictate  police  resource  alloca- 
tion but  rather  to  instruct  the  citizens  of  Boston 
as  to  the  actual  facts  of  reported  crime  in  their 
neighborhood. 

I  believe  you  will  find  this  summary  very  in- 
formative, and  I  will  be  glad  to  provide  you  with 
further  information  developed  during  the  study 
if  you  so  desire.

Veterans'  Noncontributory  Betirement  System. 

I  presume  that  this  order  was  occasioned  by 
an  opinion  rendered  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
within  the  past  year  that  certain  janitorial 
services  rendered  in  the  public  schools,  which  by 
reason  of  St.  1951,  chapter  267,  are  entitled  to 
recognition  as  creditable  service  under  the  Boston 
Betirement  System  and  State-Boston  Betirement 
System,  are  not  by  reason  of  that  act  entitled 
to  like  recognition  under  the  Veterans'  Non- 
contributory  Betirement  System. 

The  legislation  proposed  by  the  order  your 
Honorable  Body  passed  on  March  8,  is,  however, 
not  cast  as  an  amendment  of  chapter  267  of  the 
Acts  of  1952,  but  as  a  new  measure  without  the 
limitations  contained  in  the  1952  law  and  so 
likely  to  engender  more  inequities  than  it  cures. 
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I  do,  however,  believe  that  the  public  interest 
would  be  served  by  an  amendment  extending  the 
creditable  service  accorded  by  the  1952  act  to 
the  Veterans'  Noncontributory  Retirement  Sys- 
tem. To  that  end  I  submit  herewith,  for  your 
adoption,  an  order  for  legislation  which  would 
make  such  an  amendment.

You  have  requested  information  pertinent  to 
the  present  and  proposed  programs  of  the  city 
to  combat  pollution  and  preserve  our  environ- 
ment. Reference  is  made  to  the  order  of  the 
City  Council  of  February  22,  1971,  and  our 
responses  are  numbered  thereto. 

I.  The  overall  policy  of  your  administration 
has  been  to  take  all  such  steps  as  were  within 
the  city's  ability  to  improve  our  environment, 
and   to   urge   effective   actions    upon    cognizant 


agencies  of  state  and  federal  Government.  The 
Air  Pollution  Control  Commission  (recently  also 
vested  with  noise  abatement  responsibilities), 
the  newly-formed  Conservation  Commission, 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the 
Parks  Department,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Housing  Inspection  Department 
all  play  important  roles.  Serious  consideration 
is  being  given  to  further  strengthening  the  Air 
Pollution  Control  Commission  to  permit  it  to 
serve  as  an  environmental  protection  agency.

III.  The  programs  outlined  in  IA  above  set 
forth  what  the  Public  Works  Department  is  doing 
to  combat  pollution  and  provide  environmental 
sanitation. 

IV.  The  feasibility  of  recycling  glass  and 
paper  would  depend  on  (a)  the  cooperation  re- 
ceived from  the  public  in  separating  and  storing 
the  materials  to  be  reclaimed;  (b)  the  availability 
of  facilities  required  to  handle  the  tremendous 
quantities  involved  (approximately  100,000  tons 
per  year  of  waste  paper);  and  (c)  the  develop- 
ment of  adequate  markets  for  the  products  that 
could  be  produced  from  the  reclaimed  material. 

Currently  the  Public  Works  Department  is  re- 
cycling abandoned  cars  and  garbage.  In  1970 
approximately  275,000  pounds  of  metal  from 
abandoned  cars  were  shredded  for  reuse,  and 
7,200  tons  of  garbage  was  delivered  to  piggeries 
for  feeding  hogs. 

To  recycle  other  materials,  householders  would 
have  to  provide  separate  storage  receptacles  for 
the  glass  and  for  the  paper,  and  we  would  not 
anticipate  any  appreciable  cooperation  especially 
over  an  extended  period  of  time.  Separate  collec- 
tions of  these  materials  and  their  handling  and 
storage  would  cost  considerably  more  than  their 
resale  value.  The  market  for  these  used  materials 
is  unreliable  and  fluctuates  considerably.  Con- 
tainers could  be  provided  in  selected  locations 
for  householders  to  deposit  their  paper  or  glass. 
However,  the  amount  of  material  would  be  small 
in  relation  to  the  total  quantities  being  produced 
in  the  city,  and,  furthermore,  these  locations 
would  soon  be  used  as  open  dumping  sites,  and 
the  mixed  materials  would  not  be  suitable  for 
recycling. 

V.  The  Administrative  Services  Department, 
Purchasing  Division  is  investigating  the  method 
practiced  by  New  York  City  in  the  use  of  re- 
cycled paper  products  and  is  conducting  an  on- 
going study  as  to  the  feasibility  of  gearing  its 
purchasing  program  to  require  the  use  of  re- 
cycled paper.

Recently  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Edward 
T.  Sullivan,  Director  of  the  Administrative  Ser- 
vices Department,  containing  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Boston  City  Council.  This  letter  is  in 
response  to  a  request  for  a  Boston  Housing 
Authority  report  on  conditions  existing  in  public 
housing  projects  in  Boston  and  action  being 
taken  to  correct  them. 

To  start,  I  would  like  to  present  some  back- 
ground material  which  may  illustrate  the  reasons 
for  the  Council's  request. 

In  August  of  1970,  the  Tenants'  Policy  Coun- 
cil made  a  request  of  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity to  join  with  them  in  the  preparation  of 
statistics  for  use  in  a  complaint  against  the  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  additional  funding  to 
offset  operational  costs  in  the  upgrading  of  main- 
tenance operations  in  the  Authority.  At  this 
time,  the  staff  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  by  providing  that  department  with 
approximately  1,000  apartment  numbers  in 
scattered  locations  of  the  federally-aided  develop- 
ments for  the  purpose  of  having  these  units  in- 
spected. The  Housing  Inspection  Department's 
inspectors,  in  cooperation  with  the  staff  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  performed  this  in- 
spection service  starting  in  September  1970. 
When  the  inspection  of  a  particular  development 
was  completed,  the  Housing  Inspection  forms 
were  forwarded  to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
Central  Office,  and,  in  turn,  copies  were  sent  to 
the  housing  developments  where  maintenance 
orders  were  prepared  and  corrective  maintenance 
work  initiated. 

There  were  1,080  units  inspected  with  inspec- 
tion forms  turned  in  by  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department,  and  on  these  forms  2,444  exceptions 
were  noted.  To  date  1,093  of  these  exceptions 
have  been  corrected,  and  work  on  the  remainder 
continues  within  the  limits  of  the  present  main- 
tenance staff.  Many  of  the  inspection  reports 
listed  items  of  deficiencies  in  bathrooms  and 
kitchens,  and  at  the  present  time,  plans  and 
specifications  for  remodelling  bathrooms  and 
kitchens  have  been  prepared  for  modernization 
of  5,544  kitchens  and  4,096  bathrooms.  Con- 
tracts have  already  been  awarded  in  these  areas 
for  modernization  of  2,733  kitchens  and  3,508 
bathrooms.  The  balance,  2,811  kitchens  and 
588   bathrooms,   for   which   specifications   have 
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been  prepared,  will  be  started  upon  receipt  of 
approval  from  the  supervisory  agency.  This 
modernization  program  will  correct  an  additional 
461  of  the  exceptions  noted  by  the  inspectors. 

Currently,  contracts  in  the  amount  of 
$6,192,154  are  in  the  various  stages  of  processing 
in  the  Maintenance  Engineering  Department 
all  pointed  towards  the  upgrading  and  modern 
zation  of  the  various  developments.  Two  of  the 
major  items  are  the  conversion  of  the  heating 
plant  at  Charlestown  from  oil  to  gas,  and  the 
conversion  of  the  heating  plant  at  the  South  End 
development  from  oil  to  steam. 

The  physical  posture  of  the  Authority  in  both 
the  federally-aided  and  state-aided  programs  is 
such  that  expenditures  for  extraordinary  items  of 
maintenance  are  restrictive.  The  recent  funding 
from  Modernization  Program  State-wide  of 
$15,000,000  over  a  three-year  period  does  not 
present  an  encouraging  picture  in  relation  to  the 
needs  of  the  larger  housing  authorities  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  Modernization  Program 
is  the  involvement  of  tenants  in  the  programs  of 
the  Authority.  With  the  participation  of  tenants 
and  staff  in  a  program  of  upgrading,  a  joint  effort 
has  been  launched  with  a  view  to  securing  opera- 
tional subsidies  for  the  furtherance  of  mainte- 
nance and  management  programs  of  the 
Authority. 

In  the  Resolution  from  the  City  Council,  it  is 
stated  that  approximately  10  percent  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  units  are  vacant. 
The  report  of  vacant  units  for  the  period  ending 
March,  1971,  shows  that  the  number  of  unleased 
units  in  all  developments  is  3.8  percent  or  563 
units.  Of  these,  519  units  are  in  the  federal  pro- 
gram and  44  units  are  in  the  state  program.  Of 
this  total  of  563  units,  approximately  450  are  in 
the  1-  and  2-bedroom  categories.  In  order  to 
reduce  the  vacancies  in  these  size  units,  where 
for  the  most  part  elderly  families  would  be 
housed,  a  program  of  advertising  in  the  news 
media  and  enlisting  the  aid  of  agencies  serving 
the  elderly  is  in  effect.  Additionally,  breakthrough 
of  walls  between  these  units  and  larger  units  has 
been  undertaken  where  this  was  possible,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  apartments  for  large-size 
families  who  cannot  be  accommodated  in  our  4- 
and  5-bedroom  apartments. 

The  vacancy  picture,  as  shown  above,  is  a 
reduction  from  7.5  percent  or  1,100  units  in  Jan- 
uary, 1970,  and  represents  a  concerted  effort  to 
reduce  the  vacancy  picture  to  an  acceptable 
level,  which  would  be  the  vacant  posture  created 
by  the  monthly  rate  of  turnover. 

I  hope  that  the  above  information  will  provide 
satisfactory  answers  to  the  questions  which  the 
Boston  City  Council  has  presented.  If  you  need 
any  further  information,  please  do  not  hesitate 
to  contact  me.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

We  have  been  retained  by  Mrs.  Doris  B.  Bunte 
in  connection  with  certain  charges  which  you 
have  made  against  her  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  to  represent  her  at  the 
hearing  which  has  been  scheduled  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  these  charges.  This  letter  will  set 
forth  our  position  with  respect  to  the  procedures 
which  should  be  observed  prior  to  and  at  any 
such  hearing. 

In  your  letter  of  April  7,  1971,  addressed  to 
Mrs.  Bunte,  you  have  made  the  following  charges 
against  her  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority : 

1.  That  she  "claimed  and  received  compensa- 
tion for  [her]  services  in  1970  to  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with 
law  and  the  procedures  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority." 

2.  That  she  "from  time  to  time  unlawfully 
claimed  and  received  compensation  in  advance 
for  such  services." 

3.  That  she  "engaged  in  excessive  out-of-city 
travel  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority." 

4.  That  "a  Tenant  Status  Be  view  form  accu- 
rately reflecting  [her]  income  has  not  been  filed 
with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority." 

5.  That  she  "received  income  in  1970  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  income  for  continued 
occupancy  of  public  housing." 

In  order  that  we  may  be  in  a  position  to  prepare 
an  adequate  defense  to  these  charges  at  the 
hearing,  we  require  that  they  be  stated  with 
greater  specificity  and  with  further  particulars. 
As  you  know,  G.L.  c.  121B,  section  6,  provides 
that  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
may  be  removed  only  because  of  "inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  in  office."  How- 
ever, the  charges  which  you  have  made  against 
Mrs.  Bunte  fail  to  mention  any  of  these  three 
statutory  grounds.  At  a  very  minimum, 
Mrs.  Bunte  and  her  counsel  are  entitled  to  know 
in  advance  of  any  hearing  on  the  charges  what 
statutory  basis  you  propose  for  her  removal 
from  public  office.  In  the  absence  of  such  in- 
formation, we  are  unable  to  prepare  adequately 
a  defense  based  upon  the  insufficiency  of  the 
evidence  to  support  the  particular  statutory 
ground  or  grounds  which  must  be  ultimately 
relied  upon  to  provide  a  legal  basis  for  removal. 
This  would,  obviously,  unfairly  prejudice  and  in 
effect  render  meaningless  Mrs.  Bunte' s  right  at 
the  hearing  "to  be  represented  by  counsel  and 
to  be  heard  in  [her]  defense."  G.L.  c.  121B, 
section  6.  We  therefore  respectfully  demand 
that  you  relate  each  one  of  the  charges  brought 
against  Mrs.  Bunte  to  a  specific  statutory  ground 
of  removal. 

Furthermore,  the  first  three  charges  made  are 
in   themselves  vague  and  unspecific.    The  first 
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and  second  charges,  relating  to  the  compensation

gleet  to  specify  in  what  respects  her  conduct  was 
'unlawful"  and  "otherwise  than  in  accordance 
with  law  and  the  procedures  of  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Vuthority."  The  third  charge,  which  per- 
tains lo  Mrs.  Bunte's  out-of-city  travel,  fails  to 
State  in  what  respect  such  travel  was  "excessive" 
as  charged.  We  therefore  respectfully  make  de- 
mand upon  you  to  specify  the  following: 

1.  With  what  "law"  and  with  what  "pro- 
cedures of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority"  did 
Mrs.  Bunte  fail  to  comply  in  claiming  and  re- 
ceiving compensation  for  her  services  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  in  1970,  and  in  pre- 
cisely what  manner  did  she  fail  to  comply  with 
such  law  and  procedures? 

2.  What  law  was  violated  by  Mrs.  Bunte's 
claim  and  receipt  of  compensation  "in  advance 
for  such  services"? 

3.  By  what  standards  and  in  what  respects 
was  Mrs.  Bunte's  out-of-city  travel  "excessive," 
and  in  violation  of  what  statutes  or  regulations, 
if  any,  was  such  travel  made? 

Turning  to  the  question  of  the  conduct  of  the 
hearing  itself  and  the  procedures  to  be  followed, 
we  assume  that  we  are  entitled  to  have  a  stenog- 
rapher present  during  the  course  of  the  proceed- 
ings. The  presence  of  a  stenographer  at  the 
hearing  is  essential  in  order  to  safeguard  Mrs. 
Bunte's  right  to  have  any  errors  of  law  which 
may  be  committed  during  the  course  of  the  hear- 
ing corrected  by  the  court  on  a  subsequent 
petition  for  writ  of  certiorari.  If  such  a  petition 
is  later  filed  by  Mrs.  Bunte,  the  issue  for  the 
court  will  be  whether  or  not  there  was  evidence 
introduced  at  the  hearing  which,  as  a  matter  of 
law,  permitted  any  findings  upon  which  her  re- 
moval may  be  based.  Clearly,  the  court  will  not 
be  in  a  position  to  decide  this  issue  if  the  testi- 
mony offered  at  the  hearing  is  not  preserved  in  a 
transcript,  and  Mrs.  Bunte's  right  to  judicial 
review  will  be  prejudiced  accordingly. 

It  is  also  our  position  that  the  hearing  to  be 
held  on  the  charges  brought  against  Mrs.  Bunte 
must  be  open  to  a  reasonable  number  of  members 
of  the  public.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  question 
of  whether  or  not  Mrs.  Bunte  will  continue  in 
public  ollice  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  is  a  matter  of  serious  public  concern. 
Although  the  charges  which  you  have  brought 
against  her  are  not  criminal  charges  in  the 
technical  sense,  they  are  sufficiently  in  the 
nature  of  criminal  accusations  to  require  that 
her  innocence  or  guilt  of  these  charges  be  ad- 
judged in  a  proceeding  open  to  the  public  and 
not  "in  camera." 

Finally,  and  perhaps  most  important,  it  is  our 
position  that  Mrs.  Bunte's  hearing  must  be  held 
before  the  entire  City  Council  as  well  as  before 
yourself.  As  explained  in  the  brief  memorandum 
of  law  which  is  enclosed  herewith  for  your  refer- 
ence, this  position  is  supported  both  by  the 
language  of  G.L.  c.  121B,  section  6,  and  by  the 
requirements  of  the  due  process  clause  of  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States.  We  therefore  request  that 
you  invite  the  Honorable  City  Council  to  preside 
with  you  at  the  hearing  to  be  held  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  charges  you  have  brought 
against  Mrs.  Bunte.

1.  That  the  City  Council,  in  order  to  be  well 
informed  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Model 
City  Administration,  receive,  through  its  Com- 
mittee on  Urban  Development,  a  quarterly  report 
from  the  Model  City  Administration  as  to  the 
programs,  expenditures,  and  policies  to  date. 

2.  That,  particularly  with  respect  to  the  Third 
Year  Action  Plan,  the  Model  City  Administration 
makes  strong  efforts  to  curtail  its  administrative 
expenditures  in  the  interest  of  increasing  the 
funds  available  for  use  in  actual  program 
implementation.

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under  clause  (I)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  tin;  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 

"If  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection  of 
the  city  of  Boston  determines  that  any  building 
or  any  part  thereof  used  for  residential  purposes 
is  in  violation  of  the  standards  of  fitness  for 
human  habitation  established  under  the  state 
sanitary  code,  and  the  owner  of  record  of  such 
building  has  been  ordered  to  remedy  the  condi- 
tion within  a  reasonable  time  fixed  in  such  order, 
and  the  order  has  been  served  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  the  service  of  an  order  by  section  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eleven  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  condition 
has  not  been  remedied  within  the  time  specified 
in  such  order,  said  commissioner  may,  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  said  city,  take  immediate 
possession  of  such  building  or  part  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  remedying  such  condition,  and  until 
said  city  is  reimbursed  for  the  expense  of  remedy- 
ing such  condition  for  the  further  purpose  of 
collecting  the  rent  or  other  income  from  such 
building  or  part  thereof,  which  rent  and  income 
shall  forthwith  be  applied  on  account  of  such 
expense.  Upon  petition  of  any  person  having  an 
interest  in  such  building  or  part  thereof,  the 
superior  court  sitting  in  equity  within  and  for 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  if  it  adjudges  justice  and 
the  circumstances  so  warrant,  may,  upon  such 
terms  as  it  shall  deem  equitable,  enjoin  a  taking 
of  possession  under  this  section  or  command  the 
surrender  of  a  possession  taken. 

"Such  expense  shall  constitute  a  debt  due  said 
city  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  and  the 
rendering  of  an  account  therefor  to  the  owner  of 
record  ordered  to  remedy  the  condition  and,  to- 
gether with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  nine 
percent  per  annum  from  the  date  such  debt  be- 
comes due,  shall  be  recoverable  from  such  owner 
in  an  action  of  contract,  and,  if  a  statement  of 
claim,  signed  by  said  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection,  setting  forth  the  amount  claimed 
without  interest  is  filed  as  prescribed  in  section 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  B  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eleven  for  a  debt  under  said 
section  shall  constitute  a  lien  under  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  said  section  upon  the  land 
upon  which  such  building  is  located. 

"Any  provision  of  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  neither  said  city  nor 
any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  be 
liable  for  injury  or  damage  caused  by  its  or  their 
possession  under  this  act  to  such  building  or  the 
land  upon  which  it  stands  or  to  the  person  or 
property  of  any  person;  and  neither  said  city  nor 
any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  be 
liable  or  accountable  to  the  owner  or  to  any  other 
person  having  an  interest  in  such  land  for  failure 
to  collect  rent  or  other  income  therefrom;  but 
said  commissioner  of  housing  inspection  shall 
have  the  right  to  terminate  any  tenancy  for  the 
nonpayment  of  rent  and  to  recover  possession  of 
the  tenement  under  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  of  the  General  Laws."

CORPORATION  COUNSEL  TO  DRAFT 
ORDINANCE  RE  BLOCKBUSTING 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Mattapan-Dorchester  area  of 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  the  target  of  sub- 
stantial blockbusting  over  the  course  of  the  last 
four  to  five  years,  with  the  result  that  many  white 
families  have  lost  money  on  the  sale  of  homes  due 
to  misrepresentations  and  harassment,  and  many 
black  families  have  lost  money  by  purchasing 
homes  at  inflated  prices  due  to  misrepresentations 
and  possible  illegality;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mattapan-Dorchester  area,  as 
well  as  other  areas  of  the  city,  have  experienced 
loss  of  protection  to  property  due  to  the  refusal 
of  insurance  companies  to  offer  homeowner  poli- 
cies or  to  renew  homeowner  policies,  and  in  some 
instances  insurance  companies  have  even  been 
unwilling  to  offer  fire  insurance  or  have  offered 
it  only  at  inflated  prices;  and 

Whereas,  Certain  banks  have  shown  an  un- 
willingness to  offer  mortgage  money  to  black 
families  except  within  previously  defined  areas 
of  the  city,  primarily  the  Mattapan-Dorchester 
area;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  city  that 
all  its  citizens  be  protected  against  arbitrary 
restraints  on  their  mobility,  unreasonable  pres- 
sure in  the  transfer  of  property,  and  illegal  and 
immoral  withholding  of  adequate  fire  and  home- 
owner insurance  policies;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  against  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  the  laws  of  the 
United   States   as   enunciated   by  the   Supreme 
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Court  for  arbitrary  restraint  to  be  placed  on  the 
ability  of  citizens  to  purchase  or  sell  property  or 
enjoy  the  protections  of  publicly-sanctioned  or 
licensed  services;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that: 

1.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
draft  an  ordinance  to  prevent  blockbusting 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  with  special  attention 
being  given  to  the  text  of  Bule  26  as  amended 
January  8,  1969,  of  the  New  Jersey  Department 
of  Banking  and  Insurance  Real  Estate  Commis- 
sion Code,  which  states: 

"A.  No  broker  or  salesman  shall  affirma- 
tively solicit  the  sale,  lease,  or  the  listing  for 
sale  or  lease,  of  residential  property  on  the 
grounds  of  alleged  change  of  value  due  to  the 
presence  or  prospective  entry  into  the  neigh- 
borhood of  a  person  or  persons  of  another  race, 
religion,  or  ethnic  origin,  nor  shall  distribute, 
or  cause  to  be  distributed,  material  or  make 
statements  designed  to  induce  a  residential 
property  owner  to  sell  or  lease  his  property 
due  to  such  a  change  in  the  neighborhood. 

"B.  Every  real  estate  broker  soliciting  the 
sale,  lease,  or  the  listing  for  sale  or  lease,  of 
three  or  more  residential  properties  fronting 
on  either  side  of  any  street  between  intersecting 
or  cross  streets  or  between  a  cul-de-sac.  or 
other  like  termination  point  and  an  intersecting 
or  cross  street,  within  the  same  month,  whether 
directly  or  through  his  salesman,  shall  maintain 
a  permanent  record,  for  at  least  one  year  from 
the  date  of  said  solicitation,  which  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  by  the  Commission 
or  any  representative  thereof  upon  request, 
setting  forth  the  name  and  address  of  each 
person  so  solicited,  the  address  of  the  property 
involved,  the  name  of  the  licensee  actually 
making  such  solicitation,  and  the  date  upon 
which  the  solicitation  took  place.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  commission  or  any  representative 
thereof,  any  such  broker  shall  file  with  the 
commission  a  copy  of  the  permanent  record, 
or  a  statement  containing  the  same  information 
as  set  forth  in  the  permanent  record.  Such 
filing  shall  be  made  with  the  commission  no 
later  than  ten  days  following  the  request 
therefor. 

"For  the  purposes  of  this  rule,  'soliciting' 
includes  solicitation  by  telephone,  mail,  per- 
sonal visitation,  materials  distributed  by  hand, 
or  any  other  media." 

2.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  be 
requested  to  compile  information  on  the  extent 
to  which  blockbusting  has  been  used  in  the 
Mattapan-Dorchester  area,  and  by  what  realtors 
or  brokers. 

3.  The  Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  be  requested  to  compile  informa- 
tion on  the  extent  to  which  banks  or  insurance 
companies  have  refused,  legally  or  illegally,  to 
make  available  their  services  to  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Boston  seeking  to  use  their  services,  with 
the  result  that  blockbusting  has  been  either 
effected  or  facilitated. 

4.  The  Massachusetts  Commissioner  of  Bank- 
ing and  Insurance  be  requested  to  compile  in- 
formation on  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  to 
deal  with  the  problems  of  restricted  lending  by 
banks  or  restrictive  insuring  by  insurance  com- 


panies which  have  effected  or  facilitated  the 
operation  of  blockbusting,  and  that  he  also  be  re- 
quested to  inform  the  City  Council  on  the  steps 
that  tnight  additionally  be  taken  to  combat 
these  problems. 

5.  The  Boston  Area  Office  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be  requested 
to  inform  the  City  Council  of  what  steps  can  be 
taken  by  his  office,  including  withholding  of 
federal  funds  or  processing  of  applications,  to 
eliminate  the  banking  or  insurance  practices 
which  have  resulted  in  the  loss  of  money  and 
restricted  mobility  and  reduced  protection  to 
Boston  citizens  who  live  in  the  Mattapan- 
Dorchestra  area. 

6.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
investigate  whether  any  methods  exist  by  which 
those  families  who  have  been  victimized  by 
blockbusting  can  seek  to  recover  unjust  enrich- 
ment from  the  realtors  or  brokers  involved,  or 
from  the  insurance  companies  who  have  required 
higher  payments  from  these  families  than  from 
other  families  with  similar  properties  in  other 
parts  of  the  city  or  state. 

7.  The  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to 
draft  legislation  suitable  for  filing  as  a  home  rule 
petition  with  the  General  Court  to  require  that 
homeowner  insurance  protection  be  compulsorily 
made  available  by  insurance  companies  on  an 
assigned  risk  basis,  with  each  company  being  re- 
quired to  participate  in  the  program  to  an  extent 
equal  to  that  percentage  of  the  total  homeowner 
insurance  business  they  do  annually  in  the  entire 
state. 

And  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
and  Home  Rule  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing 
in  the  Mattapan-Dorchester  area  to  receive  the 
information  requested  above  and  to  take  such 
testimony  from  residents  of  the  area  as  might  be 
offered  and  such  other  testimony  as  might  be 
offered  by  anyone  interested  in  helping  the  com- 
mittee and  Council  take  positive  and  constructive 
steps  to  curtail  these  problems.

glete  list  of  all  contracts  awarded  by  the  City  of 
ioston  during  Lhe  years  1969  and  1970  for 
services  of  amounts  less  than  $2000  and  that, 
said  list  be  broken  down  by  department,  showing 
the  amount  of  the  contract,  the  service  rendered, 
the  contractor  involved,  the  date  of  the  contract, 
the  actual  amount  paid  by  the  city. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  and 
Finance  be  requested  to  include  this  material 
in  the  hearing  which  is  to  be  held  on  no-bid 
contracts.

BAY  COMMUNITY  COLLEGES 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  over  1,000  community 
colleges  in  the  country;  and 

Whereas,  Major  community  colleges  have  been 
built  in  such  major  cities  as:  New  York,  Cleve- 
land, Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Denver,  Seattle,  San 
Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  Dallas,  New  Orleans, 
Miami,  Baltimore,  Philadelphia;  and 

Whereas,  Community  colleges  have  been  built 
in  such  New  England  cities  as:  Hartford,  New 
Haven,  Providence,  Manchester,  and  Bangor; 
and 

Whereas,  Despite  the  fact  the  1958  and  the 
1967  master  plans  for  community  colleges  both 
identified  Boston  as  the  area  of  greatest  com- 
munity college  need  in  the  state,  no  community 
college  has  been  built  in  Boston,  while  the  follow- 
ing community  colleges  have  been  built  in 
Massachusetts: 

Berkshire  Community  College  in  Pittsfield, 
1960;  Cape  Cod  Community  College  in  Hyannis, 
1961;  Massachusetts  Bay  Community  College 
in  Watertown,  1961;  Northern  Essex  Community 
College  in  Haverhill,  1961;  Greenfield  Com- 
munity College  in  Greenfield,  1962;  Quinsiga- 
mond  Community  College  in  Worcester,  1963; 
Holyoke  Community  College  in  Holyoke,  1964; 
Mt.  Wachusett  Community  College  in  Gardner, 
1964;  North  Shore  Community  College  in 
Beverly,  1965;  Bristol  Community  College  in 
Fall  River,  1966;  Massasoit  Community  College 
in  Abington,  1966;  Springfield  Technical  Com- 
munity College  in  Springfield,  1967;  Middlesex 
Community  College  in  Bedford,  1969;  and 

Whereas,  Plans  have  allegedly  been  under  way 
to  build  two  community  colleges  in  Boston,  one 
in  Charlestown  for  2,500  students  and  one  in 
Roxbury  for  850  students,  the  need  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  at  least  5,000  spaces  is  well  conceded 
and  acknowledged  by  the  Massachusetts  Re- 
gional Board  of  Community  Colleges;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Community 
College  is  considering  moving  from  Watertown 
to  the  Elizabeth  Seton  High  School  site  in  Welles- 
ley,  depsite  strong  opposition  from  the  residents 
of  Wellesley;  and 

Whereas, -It  would  be  to  Boston's  great  ad- 
vantage to  make  every  effort  to  obtain  an  intown 
site  for  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Community 
College,  thus  expediting  the  provision  of  neces- 


sary vocational  opportunities  for  Boston  young- 
sters and  their  parents  by  acquiring  an  already 
assembled  staff  and  faculty;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered  by  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  & 
If  ^solutions  hold  hearings  to  determine  the 
a\  iilabdit  \  ol  I  i-  ihti.'s  within  the  uty  for  the 
relocation  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Community 
College. 

2.  That  the  Massachusetts  Begional  Hoard  of 
Community  Colleges  be  requested  to  refrain 
from  approving  any  relocation  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Community  College  until  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  given  a  reasonable  time  to 
attempt  to  locate  facilities  for  relocation  purposes 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  the  S9  million  now  sought 
by  the  Massachusetts  Regional  Board  of  Com- 
munity Colleges  to  acquire  the  Elizabeth  Seton 
site  in  Wellesley. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  and  Boston  Redevelop-

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  copy,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that: 

The  City  of  Boston  be  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  fix  by  regulation  the  minimum  and 
maximum  rates  to  be  charged  per  hour  to  the 
several  classes  of  automobile  parkers,  and  the 
opening  and  closing  hours  to  be  observed,  by 
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any  off-street  parking  facility  within  the  city, 
unless  the  owner  thereof  is  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,

ORDINANCE     PROHIRITING    PRACTICE 
OF  RLOCKRUSTING 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-one. 
An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  the  Practice  of  Block- 
busting. 
Whereas,  The  practice  of  blockbusting  is  detri- 
mental to  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  City 
of  Boston ;  and 

Whereas,  Neither  the  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  nor  the  Massa- 
chusetts Board  of  Begistration  of  Real  Estate 
Brokers  and  Salesmen  have  established  prohibi- 
tions on  this  practice;  and 

Whereas,  Control  of  the  practice  of  blockbust- 
ing is  an  appropriate  exercise  of  a  municipality's 
police  power,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.    The  Bevised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  109 
of  Chapter  29  the  following  section : 
Blockbusting 

Section  110.  No  real  estate  broker  or  salesman 
shall  affirmatively  solicit  the  sale,  lease,  or  the 
listing  for  sale  or  lease,  of  any  residential  property 
on  the  grounds  of  alleged  change  of  value  due  to 
the  presence  of  prospective  or  rumored  entry 
into  a  neighborhood  of  a  person  of  a  particular 
race,  color,  religion,  or  national  origin,  nor  shall 
any  such  broker  or  salesman  distribute,  or  cause 
to  be  distributed,  material,  or  make  statements 
designed  to  induce  a  residential  property  owner 
to  sell  or  lease  his  property  due  to  such  change  in 
a  neighborhood. 

Violation  of  this  section  is  punishable  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  $500  for  each  offense. 

Section  2.  Section  110  of  chapter  29  of  the 
Bevised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended 
by  changing  its  designation  to  read  as  "Section 
111."  and  by  adding  the  following  sentence: 
"Section  110  of  this  chapter  is  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  section."

section- of  East  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  application  for  federal  funds  has 
been  submitted  and  is  being  received  by  the 
Housing  and  Urban  Redevelopment  Department 
of  the  United  States  Government;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  an  allocation  of  funds 
from  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for  the  con- 
struction^of  the  project  but  that  money  from 
HUD  for  land  acquisition  site  preparation  and 
demolition  is  causing  a  delay  in  the  construction 
of  the  much-needed  housing  for  the  elderly; 
therefore  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  re- 
quest the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Delega- 
tion to  intercede  with  the  Housing  and  Urban

DISCRETION  IN  PUBLIC  STATEMENTS 
DESCRIBING  CITY 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Legislative  Action  Committee 
of  the  United  States  Conference  of  Mayors  has 
been  conducting  "a  road  show"  to  publicize  the 
plight  of  the  cities ;  and 

Whereas,  The  best  interests  of  the  citizens  and 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  promoted 
by  statements  made  during  this  "road  show" 
which  descibe  the  city  as  "a  tinderbox  ...  an 
armed  camp.";  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  widespread  criticism 
of  that  statement  and  others  that  have  come 
from  the  same  source;  and 

Whereas,  The  chief  executive  officer  of  Boston 
stated,  with  regard  to  the  "road  show,"  that, 
"Our  fundamental  purpose,  very  candidly,  is 
publicity.  But  it's  not  grandstanding  —  it's  an 
educational  process,  and  we  have  to  get  the 
cities'  story  across";  and 

Whereas,  The  viability  of  our  city  rests  both 
on  stemming  the  exodus  of  our  citizens  to  other 
areas,  and  encouraging  people  and  industry  to 
locate  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  goals  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Economic  Development  and  Industrial  Commis- 
sion —  to  "...  retain  existing  industries,  and 
attract  new  industries,  and  promote  the  sound 
economic  growth  of  the  city."  —  can  be  severely 
hampered  by  such  statements,  even  though  they 
only  emanate  from  the  city's  titular  leadership; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved : 

1.  That  this  Honorable  Body  recognizes  the 
need  for  Boston  and  other  urban  areas  to  receive 
greater  financial  assistance  from  the  federal  and 
state  governments,  and  believes  that  most  elected 
officials  already  perceive  this  .same  need. 

2.  That  it  is  our  belief  that  the  educational 
benefits  of  the  "road  show"  can  in  no  way  be 
advanced  by  statements  attributable  to  Boston's 
chief  executive. 

3.  That  this  Honorable  Body  respectfully 
requests  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  show  proper 
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discretion  before  making  statements  which  can- 
not legitimately  serve  an  appropriate  purpose. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  \tkins  the  resolution 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
and  Resolutions. 


CHAIRMAN  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
TO  ISSUE  SUBPOENAS  RE  FIRE  AT 
50  PETERBOROUGH  STREET 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  March  31,  1971,  a  fire  occurred 
at  50  Peterborough  Street  in  Boston  which 
claimed  the  lives  of  eight  people;  and 

Whereas,  On  April  5, 1971,  the  Council  received 
and  referred  to  its  Executive  Committee  a  resolu- 
tion which  called  for  a  public  hearing  to  de- 
termine, among  other  things,  whether  any 
overlapping  jurisdiction  or  gaps  in  jurisdiction 
exist  within  the  executive  branch  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  regard  to  enforcement  of  the  several 
Building,  Fire,  and  Sanitary  Codes;  and 

Whereas,  A  hearing  was  accordingly  scheduled 
by  said  committee  to  consider  the  issues  raised 
by  said  resolution  of  April  5,  1971,  at  which  the 
heads  of  the  concerned  city  departments  were 
requested  to  testify;  and 

Whereas,  By  letter  dated  April  14,  1971,  the 
Mayor  announced  to  the  chairman  of  said  com- 
mittee that  he  had  instructed  the  said  depart- 
ment heads  not  to  be  present  at  the  hearing, 
scheduled  for  the  same  day,  on  the  grounds  that 
(a)  said  hearing  constituted  "an  impermissible 
attempt  [by  the  Council]  to  participate  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  business  of  the  city" 
and  (b)  it  was  "inadvisable  .  .  .  for  city  officials 
to  publicly  assess  responsibility  [for  the  fire]  at 
this  time";  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  finds  and  hereby  de- 
clares (a)  that  neither  ground  advanced  by  the 
Mayor  for  so  instructing  the  concerned  depart- 
ment heads  was  apposite  or  valid,  and  (b)  that 
it  is  necessary  in  the  public  interest  for  the 
Council  to  explore  through  the  testimony  of  the 
concerned  department  heads  whether  there  is 
presently  any  ambiguity  in  the  allocation  of 
authority  and  responsibility  for  enforcement  in 
Boston  of  each  of  the  several  codes;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  subpoenas  ad  testificandum  for 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to 
demand  and  require  the  presence  and  personal 
testimony  of  all  concerned  department  heads  re- 
garding a  matter  within  the  authority  of  the 
Council,  to  wit,  the  existing  arrangements  within 
the  executive  branch  of  city  government  for  the 
enforcement  in  Boston  of  each  of  the  several 
codes.

REQUEST  FOR  INFORMATION  UNDER 
SECTION  17F  RE  CERTAIN  CON- 
STRUCTION REQUIREMENTS 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  is 


hereby  requested,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
17F  of  chapter  276  of  the  Acts  of  1931,  and  any 
amendments  pursuanl  thereto,  and  under  any 
authority  vested  in  the  City  Council,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Council  next  ensuing  after  one 
week  from  receipt  of  this  order,  to  answer  in 
writing,  setting  forth  in  each  instance,  where 
applicable,  the  citation  of  the  ordinance,  the 
general  law,  or  regulation  governing: 

1.  The  requirements  as  to  the  type  of  exits 
or  egress  and  number  of  exits  and  egress  in  build- 
ings housing  four  or  more  dwelling  units  (a)  as 
to  buildings  constructed  prior  to  January  I,  1970; 
(b)  as  to  buildings  constructed  under  the  present 
building  code. 

2.  The  requirements  regarding  type  of  con- 
struction in  buildings  housing  four  or  more 
dwelling  units  (a)  as  to  buildings  constructed 
prior  to  January  1,  1970;  (b)  as  to  buildings  con- 
structed under  the  present  building  code. 

3.  Other  safety  requirements  under  the  Build- 
ing Code  governing  buildings  housing  four  or 
more  dwelling  units  as  regards  to  prevention  of 
fire  or  to  curb  damage  by  fire,  such  as  require- 
ments for  sprinklers,  fire  extinguishers,  etc. 

4.  Whether  or  not  there  is  at  present  any 
general  Law,  city  ordinance,  or  regulation  pro- 
viding for  mandatory  inspection  by  a  building 
inspector  of  buildings  housing  four  or  more  dwell- 
ing units  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  com- 
pliance with  applicable  Building  Codes.

WITHHOLD  ACTION  ON  SENATE  NO.  770 
RE  ROSTON  WATERFRONT' 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Senate  Rill  770  has  been  filed  by 
Senator  Kelly  of  Springfield  for  the  Mayor  and 
the  Roston  Redevelopment  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  The  mayor  has  lobbied  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Roston  for  passage  of  this  bill;  and 

Whereas,  The  Senate  Rill  770  would,  if  passed, 
make  it  possible  for  the  Roston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  fill  in  the  entire  waterfront  from 
the  Fort  Point  Channel  to  the  Marine  Coast 
Guard  Station,  a  distance  of  over  two  miles,  and 
for  a  distance  of  800  feet  into  the  harbor,  inelud- 
in  all  the  wharves  in  between;  and 

Whereas,  The  Senate  Rill  770  would,  contrary 
to  existing  procedure  for  granting  only  revocable 
licenses  for  tidewater  filling,  empower  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  grant  irrevocable 
licenses  without  adequate  public  safeguards;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Senate  Rill  770  is  expected  to  be 
voted  upon  this  week  by  the  Senate  of  the 
General  Court;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Senate  Rill  770  is  not  in  the 
public  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Roston  or  the 
Commonwealth,  or  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 
historic  waterfront  would  be  left  at  the  mercy  of 
private  speculators  and  monied  interests  which 
would  deny  public  access  to  the  water's  edge 
in  Roston,  now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

1.  The  Senate  of  the  General  Court  is  urgently 
advised  that  no  public  hearings  have  been  held 
in  Roston  to  gather  opinion  in  support  of  this  bill. 

2.  The  bill,  on  its  face,  is  an  overly  broad 
grant  of  power  and  is  contrary  to  what  have  been 
the  historically  expressed  desires  and  interests  of 
the  people  of  Roston  and  the  Commonwealth. 


3.  The  bill  is  vigorously  opposed  by  the  same 
Conservation  Commission  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  who  proposed  the  bill  and  now  lobbies 
for  its  passage,  as  well  as  by  eight  other  groups 
interested  in  preservation  of  the  waterfront 
throughout  the  state,  namely,  the  League  of 
Women  Voters,  the  Boston  Waterfront  Residents 
Association,  the  Sierra  Club,  Save  Our  Shores, 
The  New  England  Society  for  the  Preservation 
of  Antiquities,  the  Roston  Harbor  Pilots  Asso- 
ciation, the  Massachusetts  Maritime  Association, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Y  acht  Clubs. 

I.  The  Senate  is  therefore  urgently  requested 
to  withhold  approval  of  this  bill  which  would 
transform,  detrimentally,  the  entire  ecology  of 
the  Boston  waterfront  and  disturb  the  flow  of 
waters  and  tides  which  have  from  time  im- 
memorial cleansed  the  harbor  of  pollutants  and 
provided  a  haven  for  Americans  of  all  ages. 

5.  His  Excellency,  Francis  W.  Sargent,  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  and  noted  conserva- 
tionist, is  respectfully  requested  to  state  his 
vigorous  opposition  to  this  attempt  to  destroy 
Boston's  waterfront  or,  at  the  very  least,  to 
mortgage  the  water  of  Boston  Harbor  to  private 
interests:

"CLEAN  SWEEP"  PROGRAM 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  city  is  now  in  the  process  of 
initiating  a  "Clean  Sweep"  Program;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interest  of  the  city  to  have 
a  "Clean  Sweep"  Program  in  effect  the  365  days 
during  the  year.  To  help  those  responsible  do  a 
better  job,  it  is  suggested: 

1.  That  a  reappraisal  be  made  of  the  schedule 
of  street  sweeping. 

2.  That  a  more  efficient  and  effective  layout 
of  the  schedule  of  sweeping  of  streets  be  laid  out 
and  the  time  estimated  that  would  be  required 
to  clean  each  street. 

3.  After  having  reappraised  the  present 
schedule,  laying  out  a  more  efficient  plan  of 
schedule,  the  time  having  been  noted  that  is  re- 
quired to  sweep  each  street;  then  the  present 
street  signs  posted  which  read  "No  Parking 
8  to  12  —  Street  Sweeping  [or  1  to  4]  be  removed 
and  in  their  stead  be  substituted  a  sign  with 
more  realistic  time  (based  on  estimate  produced 
by  the  reappraisal  as  described  above). 

4.  Disseminate  this  information  through  leaf- 
lets to  be  distributed  by  the  Little  City  Halls. 

5.  Proceed  to  carry  out  the  sweeping  as 
scheduled  and  enforce  the  provision  of  towing 
any  car  parked  during  the  realistic  time  posted. 
(The  present  arrangement,  which  states  "No 
Parking  for  Sweeping"  and  then  provides  for  a 
three-or  four  hours,  discourages  respect  or  serious- 
ness, and  in  addition  thereto  reduces  the  number 
of  parking  spaces.) 

6.  Provide  the  Little  City  Halls  and  other 
distribution  points  in  each  neighborhood  with 
the  days  of  rubbish  collection  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. (Post  the  same  from  time  to  time  in  the 
neighborhood  to  serve  as  a  reminder  and  to 
inform  new  residents.) 

7.  Have  the  Civics  classes  in  each  neighbor- 
hood include  in  their  curriculum  current  informa- 
tion as  to  time  for  sweeping  of  streets,  days  of 
rubbish  collection  and  knowledge  of  the  current 
standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitations  in 
residential  buildings. 

8.  Initiate  a  program  discouraging  persons 
from  putting  out  rubbish  on  sidewalk  prior  to 
day  of  collection. 

9.  Set  an  example  and  continuously  call  to 
the  public's  mind  the  city's  sincere  interest  and 
plan  in  giving  Boston  clean  streets  by  assigning 
a  hokey  pokey  cleaner  exclusively  for  the  City 
Hall  area  throughout  the  day.

VETO  OF  OBDER  AUTHORIZING  COL- 
LECTOR-TREASURER TO  ACCEPT 
GRANT  OF  $1,233,540  UNDER  SAFE 
STREETS   ACT 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  29,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

I  am  returning  to  you  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved  the  enclosed  amended  order 
passed  by  you  on  April  12,  1971,  and  submitted 
to  me  by  the  City  Clerk  on  April  14,  1971.  My 
objections  thereto  are  as  follows: 

The  amendment  adopted  by  you  is  so  unclear 
as  to  be  incapable  of  application.  The  amend- 
ment does  not  define  the  term  "Office  of  Justice 
Administration    funds,"    and    it    is    uncertain 
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whether  any  of  the  funds  included  in  the  order 
fall  within  this  term  and,  if  so,  which  of  the 
funds  are  included.  Nor  does  the  amendment 
define  the  term  "for  administrative  purposes." 

Further  objection  is  that  the  grants  awarded 
to  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968  (P.  L. 
90-351)  come  with  certain  built-in  conditions 
and  restrictions  imposed  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment and  the  Governor's  Public  Safety  Com- 
mittee. For  example,  one  of  the  requirements 
contained  in  the  financial  guide  applicable  to 
grants  from  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Administration  is  that  "indirect  cost  charges  by 
local  government  subgrantees"  may  not  be 
allowed  by  the  state  planning  agency  in  excess 
of  10  percent  of  direct  labor  costs  or  5  percent 
of  total  federal  project  costs.  It  is  not  consistent 
with  such  grant  restrictions  for  the  City  Council 
to  now  impose  further  restrictions  which  may- 
or may  not  contradict  those  already  built  into 
the  grant. 

I  should  point  out  most  emphatically  that  the 
order  you  have  amended  is  an  order  which  was 
designed  solely  to  cure  a  technical  defect  in  an 
order  you  had  previously  passed  without  amend- 
ment on  December  7,  1970,  and  I  approved  on 
December  14,  1970.  The  sole  effect  of  this 
technical  defect  is  to  prevent  the  Police  Com- 
missioner from  spending  $410,000  in  Safe  Streets 
Act  funds  in  order  to  improve,  among  other 
things,  the  police  crime  laboratory  equipment 
and  the  entire  police  communication  system, 
including  a  reduction  in  the  police  response  time 
to  emergency  calls. 

I  recommend  again  the  prompt  adoption  of 
the  order  submitted  to  you  on  February  8,  1971, 
in  order  to  enable  the  Police  Commissioner  to 
spend  these  sorely  needed  federal  funds.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  an 
order  to  the  City  Council  to  provide  an  appro- 
priation of  $198,575  for  a  Summer  Work  Pro- 
gram focused  on  500  youths  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Assuming  the  Council  approves  this  order,  it 
is  our  intention  to  use  the  money  in  conjunction 
with  three  federal  sources  of  funds.  We  did 
not  submit  this  request  as  a  part  of  our  regular 
budget,  as  it  was  not  then  clear  that  these  fed- 
eral funds  would  be  available.  Since  that  time 
federal  plans,  particularly  for  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  Programs,  have  become  more  firm 
and  we  are  now  prepared  to  proceed  with  plans 
for  our  Summer  Work  Program. 

The  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  Program, 
funded  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Labor  through  Action  for  Boston  Community

The  youths  will  be  employed  in  crews  of  six, 
each  crew  supervised  by  a  college-age  crew  chief.

pense of  the  owner  of  record  (Docket  No.  1076), 
having  considered  the  same,  recommends  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the  amended  form 
attached  hereto: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Roston  to  be  fded  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

If  the  commissioner  of  housing  inspection  of 
the  city  of  Boston  determines  that  any  building 
or  any  part  thereof  used  for  residential  purposes 
is  in  violation  of  the  standard  of  fitness  for,  human 
habitation  established  under  the  state  sanitary 
code,  and  the  owner  of  record  of  such  building 
has  been  ordered  to  remedy  the  condition  within 
a  reasonable  time  fixed  in  such  order,  and  the 
order  has  been  served  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  service  of  an  order  by  section  124  of 
chapter  111  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  condi- 
tion has  not  been  remedied  within  the  time 
specified  in  such  order,  said  commissioner  may, 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  said  city,  take  im- 
mediate possession  of  such  building  or  part  there- 
of for  the  purpose  of  remedying  such  condition, 
and  until  said  city  is  reimbursed  for  the  expense 
of  remedying  such  condition  for  the  further  pur- 
pose of  collecting  the  rent  or  other  income  from 
such  building  or  part  thereof,  which  rent  and 
income  shall  forthwith  be  applied  on  account  of 
such  expense.  Upon  petition  of  any  person  hav- 
ing an  interest  in  such  building  or  part  thereof, 
the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity  within  and 
for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  if  it  adjudges  justice 
and  the  circumstances  so  warrant,  may,  upon 
such  terms  as  it  shall  deem  equitable,  enjoin  a 
taking  of  possession  under  this  section  or  com- 
mand the  surrender  of  a  possession  taken. 

Such  expense  shall  constitute  a  debt  due  said 
city  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  and  the 
rendering  of  an  account  therefor  to  the  owner  of 
record  ordered  to  remedy  the  condition  and,  to- 
gether with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  9 
percent  per  annum  from  the  date  such  debt 
becomes  due,  shall  be  recoverable  from  such 
owner  in  an  action  of  contract,  and,  if  a  state- 
ment of  claim,  signed  by  said  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection,  setting  forth  the  amount 
claimed  without  interest  is  filed  as  prescribed  in 
section  127B  of  said  chapter  111  for  a  debt  under 
said  section  shall  constitute  a   lien   under  and 


subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  section  upon  the 
land  upon  which  such  building  is  located. 

Any  provision  of  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  neither  said  city  nor 
any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  be 
liable  for  injury  or  damage  caused  by  its  or  their 
possession  under  this  act  to  such  building  or  the 
land  upon  which  it  stands  or  to  the  person  or 
property  of  any  person;  and  neither  said  city 
nor  any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall 
be  liable  or  accountable  to  the  owner  or  to  any 
other  person  having  an  interest  in  such  land  for 
failure  to  collect  rent  or  other  income  therefrom ;

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  revenue  sharing  is  to 
meet  the  demands  of  our  economy  today;  and 

Whereas,  At  no  time  in  this  century  have  the 
American  people  had  a  greater  opportunity  to 
regain  control  of  their  government  than  they  do 
today; and 

Whereas,  A  way  to  begin  restoring  the  right 
of  self-government  to  the  people  is  the  sharing 
of  federal  lax  revenues  with  the  state  and  local 
governments;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  the  money  collected  by  the 
states  comes  from  sales  and  property  taxes,  and 
both  of  these  sources  of  revenue  are  regressive 
as  both  lax  the  low-income  family  more  heavily 
than  the  wealthy;  and 

Whereas,  Both  taxes  are  self-defeating  be- 
cause, if  raised  to  levels  sullicient  to  supply  the 
needs  of  the  community,  they  inhibit  possibilities 
of  attracting  new  business  and  of  enlarging  the 
tax  base;  and 

Wrhereas,  The  higher-income  families  are  leav- 
ing the  capital  city  of  Boston  for  the  suburbs 
and  are  being  replaced  by  low-income  families 
whose  needs  for  services  are  far  greater,  and  it  is 
a  vicious  circle —  as  the  demand  for  services 
grows,  the  ability  and  money  to  provide  these 
services  decline;  and 

Whereas,  Revenue  sharing  would  utilize  for 
Roston  the  resource  base  of  the  federal  income 
tax,  and  by  sharing  this  resource  with  Roston 
we  return  to  the  people  the  power  for  decision; 
and 

Whereas,  The  voice  of  the  citizen  is  heard 
loudest  at  the  local  level,  fades  at  the  state 
level,  and  becomes  almost  a  whisper  by  the  time 
it  reaches  Washington,  but  if  a  portion  of  the 
citizens'  tax  dollar  is  returned  to  the  City  of 
Roston  without  restriction,  restraint,  or  control, 
the  citizen  has  a  voice  in  how  it  is  spent;  and 

Whereas,  Revenue  sharing  is  a  most  effective 
.and  straightforward  method  for  applying  na- 
tional resources  to  help  relieve  Boston's  money 
problem;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Roston  City  Council  sitting 
at  its  meeting  today  through  its  President  direct 
the  City  Clerk  to  notify  the  Representatives  of 
Boston,  House  of  Bepresentatives,  Washington, 
D.C.  20515,  and  the  Senators  representing 
Boston,  U.S.  Senate,  Washington,  D.C.  20510, 
that  they,  the  Boston  City  Council,  are  in  favor 
of  revenue  sharing  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  federal  government,  and  the  City 
Council  further  recommends  that  these  Repre- 
sentatives and  Senators  should  vole  lo  affirm 
revenue  sharing.

majority  owner;  provided,  that  if  the  sole  owner 
or  the  majority  owner  of  said  dwelling  actually 
resides  therein  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply. 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50 


nor  more  than  $200  per  day.  The  Commissioner 
of  Housing  Inspection  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  have  power  to  seek,  and  the  Superior  Court 
for  the  County  of  Suffolk  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  to  grant,  upon  the  petition  of  said  com- 
missioner, injunctive  relief  to  restrain  any  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  section.

As  the  result  of  an  informal  meeting  with  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services  I  am  informed 
that  no  action  will  be  taken  at  this  time  on  my 
request  of  March  5,  1971,  for  $6,150,000  to  bring 
our  high  schools  up  to  accreditation  status. 

While  I  appreciate  the  financial  decisions  that 
the  Mayor  must  make,  I  would  be  remiss  in  not 
pointing  out  to  you  an  area  that  I  feel  to  be  of 
great  concern  to  our  city.  As  the  result  of  an  order 
passed  on  March  2,  1971,  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee at  public  meeting,  it  was  ordered:  'That  the 
Chief  Structural  Engineer  be  directed  to  meet 
immediately  with  the  headmaster  and  a  designated 
student  representative  of  each  high  school  to  set  up 
a  list  of  priorities  for  repairs  and  renovations." 

On  March  31,  1971,  I  notified  the  chairman 
and  members  of  the  School  Committee  that  I  had 
completed  visits  and  consultations  at  fifteen  high 
schools.  Were  I  to  identify  the  single  problem  upon 
which  all  headmasters  and  student  bodies  were 
agreed  upon,  it  would  be  the  deteriorated,  unwork- 
able school  furniture  that  each  pupil  must  use. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  respectfully  request  recon- 
sideration of  that  portion  of  my  letter  in  which  a 
sum  of  $900,000  was  requested  for  new  pupils' 
furniture,  new  teachers'  furniture,  and  new  library 
furniture.

Section  2.  That  the  Boston  Neighborhood 
Health  Advisory  Council  shall  be  composed  of 
eighteen  voting  members  and  eleven  nonvoting 
members  to  be  chosen  as  follows: 

A.  Voting  members,  to  be  selected  one  each  by 
the  following  neighborhoods: 

Charlestown,  North  End,  East  Boston,  South 
Boston,  South  End,  Back  Bay-  Beacon  Hill,  Rox- 
bury,  Mattapan-North  Dorchester,  South  Dor- 
chester, Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury,  Roslindale, 
Chinese  Community,  Jamaica  Plain,  Mission  Hill- 
Fenway,  Allston-Brighton,  Columbia  Point,  Model 
Neighborhood. 

B.  Nonvoting  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  to  represent  the  following  agencies  or 
institutions: 

Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Boston  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department,  Carney  Hospital,  Faulk- 
ner Hospital,  Peter  Bent  Brigham  Hospital,  Child- 
ren's Hospital,  Tufts  New  England  Medical  Center, 
ABCD,  Model  Cities  Administration,  Boston  Con- 
sumer Health  Council,  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital. 

Section  3.  The  Boston  Neighborhood  Health 
Advisory  Council  shall  choose  from  among  its 
voting  membership  a  chairman  and  such  other 
officers  as  it  may,  from  time  to  time  in  its  by-laws, 
determine  necessary. 

Section  4.  The  Boston  Neighborhood  Health 
Advisory  Council  shall  be  authorized  to  hire,  at 
such  salaries  as  are  consistent  with  other  city 
boards  and  recommended  by  the  Mayor,  the 
following  staff  people: 

1.  Executive  Director 

2.  Two  Health  Planners 

3.  Two  Neighborhood  Health  Organizers 

4.  Two  Secretaries 

5.  One  Administrative  Assistant 

Section  5.  The  Boston  Neighborhood  Health 
Advisory  Council  shall  have  the  following  responsi- 
bilities: 

1.  To  review  and  approve  all  proposals  from 
individual  neighborhood  health  councils  to  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department. 

2.  To  coordinate  the  development  of 
neighborhood  health  services,  so  as  to  guarantee,  to 
the  extent  possible,  that  neighborhood  health 
development  will  be  uniform  and  high  quality 
city-wide. 

3.  To  report  semiannually  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  on  the  progress  being  made  or 
problems  encountered. 

4.  To  provide  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Department  with  advice, 
prior  to  any  action  by  the  Board  on  any  Grant  or 
other  type  proposals  for  neighborhood  health 
services  or  programming. 


5.  To  monitor  and  review  all  private  or 
institutional  plans  for  the  development  of 
neighborhood  health  services,  or  any  other  plans 
which  would  have  an  impact  upon  the 
development  or  provision  of  neighborhood  health 
services. 

6.  To  review  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  existing  Boston  City  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  Districting  Plan  for 
neighborhood  health  care  and  the  existing  State 
Department  of  Mental  Health  Catchment  areas. 

7.  To  maintain  ongoing  relationship  and 
coordination  with  the  Health  Planning  Council  of 
Greater  Boston  and  the  Boston  Consumer  Health 
Council. 

8.  To  carry  out  such  other  activities  as  are,  in  its 
judgment,  necessary  to  promote  the  development 
of  neighborhood  health  care  services. 

Section  6.  In  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance^  the  Boston  Neighborhood  Health 
Advisory  Council  is  hereby  explicitly  authorized  to 
apply  for  and  receive  federal,  state,  or  private 
funds  in  addition  to  City  of  Boston  appropriations. 

Section  7.  Within  sixty  days  after  passage  of  this 
ordinance  the  Mayor  shall  submit  an  appropriation 
request  for  such  funds  as  will  be  necessary  to 
enable  operation  for  the  remainder  of  the  current 
year,  and  thereafter  shall  include  the  Boston 
Health  Advisory  Council  in  the  annual  request  for 
appropriations  with  other  city  departments, 
agencies,  boards,  or  commissions. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  Atkins,  the  ordinance  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions. 

REQUEST  FOR  INFORMATION  ON 
SOUTHWEST  EXPRESSWAY 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Master  Highway  Plan  calls  for  a 
Southwest  Expressway,  an  Innerbelt,  a  South  End 
Bypass,  and  a  rapid  transit  spur,  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  highway  construction 
has  been  placed  under  a  moratorium  by  the 
Governor;  and 

Whereas,  The  land  and  property  now  being  held 
by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  has 
undergone  considerable  deterioration  and  has 
caused  blight  to  spread  in  the  surrounding 
communities  of  South  End,  Roxbury,  Hyde  Park, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Roslindale,  and  property  values  to 
plummet;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments have  been  required  to  respond  to  numerous 
complaints,  with  the  result  that  police  and  fire- 
fighting  services  and  manpower  have  been  diverted 
from  other  constructive  uses;  and 

Whereas,  Many  Boston  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals have  suggested  interim  usages  to  which  this 
dormant  land  and  property  might-be  put;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that 

1.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is 
requested    to    provide    the   City   Council  with   a

detailed  report  showing  the  current  status  of  the 
proposed  Southwest  Expressway,  the  Inner  Belt, 
the  South  End  Bypass,  and  the  MBTA  rapid  transit 
spur  proposed  for  the  Southwest  Corridor. 

2.  The  Commissioners  of  the  Fire,  Police, 
Housing  Inspection,  and  Building  Departments  are 
hereby  requested  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
reports  indicating  the  number  of  times  their 
departments  were  called  to  respond  to  problems 
originating  in  property  or  land  in  or  abutting  the 
highway  corridor,  and  to  provide  estimates  of  the 
approximate  cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  render- 
ing the  requested  services.

6.  The  public,  generally,  and  specifically  repre- 
sentatives of  the  various  neighborhood  groups 
concerned  with  the  highway  corridors  or  adjacent 
land  use,  be  invited  to  appear  and  testify  with 
whatever  suggestions  they  might  have. 

7.  The  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  Re- 
solutions hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  to 
consider  alternative  uses  for  the  dormant  land 
previously  earmarked  for  highway  construction.

END  URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  December  13, 
1965,  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
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Redevelopment  Authority  pertaining  to  the  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Project,  the  city  agreed  to 
make  local  grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover 
necessary  project  improvements  as  required  for  the 
completion  of  the  South  End  Project.  The  accom- 
panying letter  from  the  Director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  shows  that  currently  an 
additional  $5,000,000  is  needed  to  meet  this 
obligation. 

Under  section  20  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws,  appearing  in  St.  1969,  c.  751,  the 
city  may  raise  funds  for  this  purpose  through  the 
issuance  of  bonds. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  that  you  adopt  the 
$5,000,000  loan  order  submitted  herewith.

On  December  ,6,  1965,  the  then  Mayor  of 
Boston  approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  approving  the  South  End  Urban  Renewal 
Plan.  In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  December 
13,  1965,  between  the  city  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect  to  the 
project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary  project  im- 
provements as  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
project. 

To  partially  meet  this  contractual  obligation,  an 
urban  renewal  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of 
$4,260,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  in 
December,  1965. 

As    the    project    work    progresses,    additional 
money  is  needed  to  continue  necessary  improve- 
ments originally  outlined  in  the  renewal  plan,  for 
which  the  city  is  obligated  under  the  terms  of  the 
cooperation  agreement.  Therefore  it  is  necessary  to 
request  an  additional  bond  authorization. 
Anticipated  costs  are  summarized  as  follows:

The  Authority  recommends  that  the  city 
authorize  the  $5,000,000  additional  bonds  so  that 
construction  of  project  improvements  may  be 
continued  without  interruption.

1.  The  requirements  as  to  the  type  of  exits, 
egresses,  and  number  of  exits  and  egresses  in 
buildings  housing  four  or  more  dwelling  units  (a)  as 
to  buildings  constructed  prior  to  January  1,  1970; 
(b)  as  to  buildings  constructed  under  the  present 
building  code. 

All  egresses  must  be  free  and  unobstructed 
by  all  doors,  corridors,  foyers,  and  stairways 
leading  as  directly  as  possible  to  and  discharging 
into  streets,  public  ways,  or  right  of  ways,  and 
open  spaces  leading  to  a  street  or  into  an  exit 
court  or  passageway  leadimg  into  a  street  or 
into  an  approved  open  space  with  access  to  a 
street. 

2.  The  requirements  regarding  type  of  construc- 
tion in  buildings  housing  four  or  more  dwelling 
units  (a)  as  to  buildings  constructed  prior  to 
January  1,  1970;  (b)  as  to  buildings  constructed 
under  the  present  building  code. 

(a)  The  requirements  regarding  types  of 
construction  in  buildings  housing  four  or  more 
dwelling  units  constructed  prior  to  January  1, 
1970,  can  better  be  answered  by  using  a  cutoff 
period  June  30,  1970.  It  should  be  noted  that  a 
building  owner  had  a  choice  of  using  the 
so-called  new  building  code  and  the  old 
building  code  for  the  period  July  1,  1970,  and 
June  30,  1971.  For  the  purpose  of  this  discus- 
sion I  shall  answer  these  questions  with  respect 
to  the  old  code  which  was  essentially  passed  in 
1938  with  numerous  amendments  by 
ordinances  at  subsequent  dates  which  have  been 
incorporated. 

The  old  code  provides:  Type  I  of  construc- 
tion requirements  for  Group  H  occupancy, 
which  is  so-called  unlimited  habitation  and 
large  dwellings,  is  that  for  a  fireproof  building; 
there  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  number  of 
stories  and  there  is  no  maximum  area  limita- 
tions on  the  number  of  square  feet  for  a 
fireproof  building.  Type  II,  a  semi-fireproof 
building  is  limited  to  ten  stories  of  12,000 
square  feet  total.  A  Type  III  building,  known  as 
a  mill-type  or  heavy  timber  construction,  has  a 
limitation  of  three  stories,  not  to  exceed  8,000 
square  feet  total.  A  Type  IV  building  is 
constructed  of  a  wood  frame  and  brick  veneer 
and  is  limited  to  three  stories  with  6,000  square 
feet  per  story.  A  Type  V  building,  which  is 
light-weight  steel  building,  is  not  allowed.  A 
Type  VI  building,  which  is  a  wood  frame  and 
wood  clapboard  or  siding,  is  limited  to  three 
stories,  with  a  maximum  area  of  2,400  square 
feet.  There  are  other  limitations  on  these 
buildings,  all  of  which  can  be  found  in  Part  10, 
section  1001,  of  the  old  City  of  Boston 
Building  Code.  There  are  voluminous  descrip- 
tions on  pages  69  through  76  of  fh.is  text. 

(b)  As  to  building  construction  under  the 
present  building   code    this  is  put  in  what  is 


known  as  an  occupancy  Group  L-2,  residential, 
apartments,  dormitories,  etc.  These  buildings 
are  divided  into  four  very  broad  types.  The  first 
of  these  is  a  fireproof  construction,  Type  1,  and 
has  no  restrictions  as  to  height  and  area.  The 
second  type  is  a  noncombustible  Type  2,  which 
has  two  subdivisions,  protected  and  unpro- 
tected. In  the  protected,  Type  2A,  may  be  as  high 
as  ten  stories,  or  100  feet,  with  a  total  floor 
area  no  greater  than  22,800  square  feet.  At  the 
most  restrictive  end  of  this  scale  we  have  a 
noncombustible,  nonprotected  Type  2C,  which 
limits  such  structures  to  three  stories  no  higher 
than  40  feet  with  a  maximum  of  9,600  square 
feet.  The  third  type  is  a  Type  3,  which  has 
exterior  masonry  walls  divided  into  three  sub- 
sections. The  least  restrictive  part  of  this 
section  is  known  as  a  mill-type  construction  or 
heavy  timber,  Type  3A.  It  limits  such  a  building 
to  four  stories  50  feet  high  with  a  total  space  of 
not  more  than  14,400  square  feet.  The  most 
restrictive  in  this  group  is  for  an  ordinary 
joisted-structure  nonprotected  Type  3C  and  is 
limited  to  three  stories  40  feet  high  with  a  total 
of  9,600  square  feet.  Type  4  is  a  wood-frame- 
type  building  and  is  divided  into  two  groups, 
protected  and  unprotected.  4A  may  be  three 
stories  40  feet  high  with  a  maximum  of  10,200 
square  feet.  The  second  category  is  an  un- 
protected frame,  Type  4B,  no  higher  than  2Vi 
stories  or  35  feet  and  with  a  maximum  square 
footage  of  4,800  square  feet. 
3.  Other  safety  requirements  under  the  Building 
Code  governing  buildings  housing  four  or  more 
dwelling  units  as  regards  to  prevention  of  fire  or  to 
curb  damage  by  fire,  such  as  requirements  for 
sprinklers,  fire  extinguishers,  etc.       , 

Buildings  of  four  or  more  dwelling  units  must 
be  equipped  with  automatic  sprinklers  if: 

1.  The  building  has  two  or  more  families 
above  the  first  story  (section  1001,  Division  2). 

2.  The  building  is  Type  I  or  II  construction 
(old  code  definition)  and  it  is  more  than  six 
stories  high.  If  any  other  type  construction  over 
three  stories  in  height  (section  1008  [a]). 

3.  In  all  qualifying  cases,  as  above,  sprinklers 
are  required  in  cellars,  basements,  workrooms, 
shops,  storerooms,  and  kitchens  (section  1008 
[c]). 

4.  When  the  building  is  over  70  feet  in 
height,  Fire  Department  and  first  aid  stand- 
pipes  are  required  section  1008(c). 

5.  Fire_  extinguishers  or  first  aid  hoses  are 
required  in  the  number  of  one  extinguisher  for 
each  2,500  square  feet  of  floor  area  and  at  least 
one  in  each  story,  if  the  building  contains  more 
than  5,000  square  feet  or  is  more  than  six 
stories  high  (section  1008(b). 

4.  Whether  or  not  there  is  at  present  any  General 
Law,  city  ordinance,  or  regulation  providing  for 
mandatory  inspection  by  a  building  inspector  of 
buildings  housing  four  or  more  dwelling  units  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  compliance  with  applicable 
Building  codes. 

No  ordinance  exists  in  such  specific  lan- 
guage. I  am  drafting  a  similar  ordinance. 
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5.  Whether  or  not  the  City  of  Boston  has  ever 
had  a  program  requiring  periodical  inspection  of 
buildings  housing  four  or  more  dwelling  units  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  compliance  with  the 
applicable  building  codes. 

No,  but  an  ordinance  is  in  preparation  for 
such  a  purpose. 

6.  The  procedure  available  to  any  member  of 
the  public  wishing  to  report  a  violation. 

The  general  public  may  report  a  Code 
violation  to  any  of  the  following  by  telephone, 
correspondence,  or  personal  visit. 

1.  Building  Department. 

2.  Fire  Department. 

3.  Housing  Inspection  Department. 

4.  Little  City  Hall. 

7.  Enumerate  the  steps  taken  by  the  city  upon 
receipt  of  a  complaint:  of  a  violation  of  the 
Building  Code. 

The  following  are  steps  taken  by  the  city 
upon  receipt  of  a  complaint: 

1.  Received  by  the  Building  Department. 

2.  Forwarded  to  appropriate  building  de- 
partment division. 

3.  Inspected  to  determine  exact  extent  of 
compiaint. 

4.  Violation  of  law  if  there  is  one  filed  by 
inspector  citing  specific  building  code  section 
violated. 

5.  Verify  ownership  at  Registry  of  Deeds. 

6.  Written  notice  to  owner  with  orders  to 
correct. 

7.  Court  action  if  owner  fails  to  comply. 

8.  Demolition  if  condition  warrants.

I  hereby  submit  to  you  information  concerning 


various  aspects  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  as 
requested  in  an  order  by  the  City  Council  under 
date  of  April  26,  1971. 

1.  The  code  standards  for  dwelling  units  in 
residential  buildings  as  established  by  the  State 
Sanitary  Code  are  contained  in  Article  II  of  said 
code,  which  is  entitled  "Minimum  Standards  of 
Fitness  for  Human  Habitation."  A  copy  of  the 
article  is  enclosed. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  public  wishing  to  report 
a  violation  of  the  code  may  do  so  by  notifying  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  or  the  Little  City 
Hall  in  his  neighborhood  either  by  telephone, 
personal  visit  or  mail. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint  of  violation  the 
following  procedure  is  followed: 

a.  Inspector  visits  premises  to  verify  viola- 
tion. 

b.  If,  in  fact,  a  violation  does  exist,  the 
owner  is  notified  by  constable  (certified  mail  if 
owner  lives  outside  the  city),  stating  violation 
and  ordering  him  to  abate  the  condition  within 
a  specified  time. 

c.  Reinspection  made  at  expiration  of  com- 
pliance time.  If  work  has  not  been  started  the 
owner  is  given  a  departmental  hearing  to 
explain  why  he  has  neglected  to  abate  the 
nuisance,  and  a  time  schedule  is  worked  out  for 
compliance. 

d.  A  second  reinspection  is  made,  and  court 
action  is  initiated  if  violation  has  not  been 
corrected. 

In  a  case  where  the  violation  is  of  emergency 
nature,  a  24-hour  notice  is  served  on  the  owner  of 
record,  and  if  the  work  has  not  been  started  court 
action  is  immediately  initiated. 

The  answers  to  both  questions  4  and  5  may  be 
found  in  chapter  239  as  amended  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws  (annotated),  section  8A 
which  provides  in  part  that  "there  shall  be  no 
recovery  for  possession  for  nonpayment  of  rent  or 
where  the  tenancy  has  been  terminated  without 
the  fault  of  the  tenant  if  such  premises  are  in 
violation  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code  and  if  such 
violations  may  endanger  or  materially  impair  the 
health  or  safety  of  persons  occupying  the  premises; 
provided,  however: 

1.  That  the  person  occupying  the  premises, 
while  not  in  arrears  in  his  rent,  gave  notice  in 
writing  to  the  person  to  whom  he  customarily  paid 
his  rent: 

a.  That  he  would,  because  of  such 
violations,  withhold  all  rent  thereafter  be- 
coming due  until  the  conditions  constituting 
such  violations  were  remedied  and; 

b.  That  a  report  of  an  inspection  of  such 
premises  has  been  issued  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Housing  Inspection,  which  report  states  that 
such  violation  e'xists  and  that  it  may  endanger 
or  materially  impair  the  health  or  safety  of 
persons  occupying  said  premises; 

2.  That  such  violation  was  not  caused  by  the 
person  occupying  the  premises  or  any  other  person 
acting  under  his  control. 

3.  That  the  premises  are  not  hotel,  motel,  or 
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lodging  house  or  rooming  house,  wherein  the 
person  occupying  dwelling  unit  occupied  for  less 
than  three  months. 

4.  That  the  conditions  constituting  the 
violation  can  be  remedied  without  the  premises 
being  vacated. 

There  are  further  retaliatory  provisions  found 
in  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (annotated),  as 
amended  in  chapters  186,  section  18,  and  chapter 
239,  section  2A  which  provide  in  part  that: 

(186  S.  18)  Any  person  or  agent  who  threatens 
to  take  or  takes  reprisals  against  any  tenant 
(dwelling)  for  reporting  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Housing  Inspection  a  violation  or  a  suspected 
violation  of  any  health  or  building  code  shall  be 
liable  for  damages. 

The  receipt  of  any  notice  of  termination  of 
tenancy  except  for  nonpayment  of  rent  or  of 
increase  in  rent  or  any  substantial  alteration  in  the 
terms  of  tenancy  within  six  months  after  making  a 
report  or  complaint  of  violations  or  suspected 
violations  of  any  health  or  building  code  shall 
create  a  rebuttable  presumption  that  such  notice  is 
a  reprisal  against  the  tenant  for  making  such  report 
or  complaint 

(239  S.2A)  It  shall  be  a  defense  to  an  action  for 
summary  process  that  such  action  was  in  reprisal 
for  the  act  of  the  tenant  for  reporting  a  violation 
or  suspected  violation  of  law.

President  Nixon  has  asked  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  to  reply  to  your  resolution  of  April  26, 
regarding  the  passage  of  S.  34  and  a  proposal  to 
establish  and  fund  a  National  Cancer  Research 
Agency. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  for  the 
fiscal  year  1971  the  National  Cancer  Institute  is 
funded  at  $23  2,234,000,  an  increase  of 
approximately  $50  million  over  the  previous  op- 
erating level.  President  Nixon  has  requested  the 
same  amount  for  the  Institute  for  fiscal  1972,  and 
an  extra  $100  million  and  any  additional  funds 
that  can  effectively  be  used  for  cancer  research. 
This  increased  funding  would  raise  the 
government's  cancer  programs  to  an  unprecedented 
level  and  constitute  a  new  base  for  further  ex- 
pansion commensurate  with  the  progress  of  re- 
search. Funds  available  to  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  will  be  allocated  to  eligible  institutions 
through  the  review  and  approval  procedures  pro- 
vided for  administration  of  the  institute's 
programs.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  level  of 
institute  funding  will  be  adequate  to  sustain  the 
momentum  of  the  conquest  of  cancer. 

In  his  Health  Message  the  President  spoke  on 
the  need  for  an  increased  federal  effort  to  control 
cancer,  and  following  this  the  administration  re- 
quested that  the  extra  $100  million  be  approved  as 
supplemental  to  the  National  Cancer  Institute's 
fiscal  1971  appropriation  and  made  available  July 
1,  rather  than  as  an  addition  to  the  President's 
request  for  fiscal  year  1972.  On  May  11  the 
President  announced  that  he  had  sent  to  Congress 
legislation  designed  to  create  a  Cancer  Cure  Pro- 
gram within  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
which  would  be  directly  responsible  to  the  Presi- 
dent. Visibility  and  priority  for  cancer  research  are 
inherent  in  the  President's  program. 

Thank  you  for  bringing  your  views  to  the 
attention  of  the  President  and  for  giving  us  the 
opportunity  to  comment.

REPORT  FROM  BOSTON  FINANCE  COMMISSION 
RE  PUBLIC  BIDDING  ON  CONTRACTS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  May  14,  1971. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Attention  has  recently  been  focused  on  the 
procedures  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
awarding  contracts  which  amount  to  or  exceed 
$2,000  without  advertisement.  The  City  Council 
has  announced  plans  to  investigate  these  pro- 
cedures. Of  course,  contract  award  procedures  in 
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Boston  are  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  city.  The  standards 
and  procedures  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  in 
connection  with  the  awarding  of  all  contracts, 
especially  contracts  awarded  without  public  ad- 
vertising, are  worthy  of  careful  and  continuous 
consideration  by  those  interested  in  our  city 
government. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  had  a  long- 
standing interest  in'  City  of  Boston  contract  pro- 
cedures. For  the  last  fifteen  years  or  so  the  Finance 
Commission  has  been  fortunate  in  having  had  the 
opportunity  to  review  and  comment  on  letters  to 
award  contracts  without  public  advertising  before 
those  letters  have  been  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for 
approval.  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  instituted  a  volun- 
tary arrangement,  which  is  still  in  effect,  whereby 
copies  of  all  letters  from  county  officials  and  city 
department  heads  requesting  permission  to  award 
contracts  without  public  advertising  are  routed  to 
the  office  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  such 
comment,  if  any,  as  may  seem  appropriate,  or  for 
an  advisory  recommendation  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mission that  the  contract  in  question  be  publicly 
advertised.  To  the  extent  that  time  and  resources 
permit,  these  letters  are  reviewed  by  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Finance  Commission  and  by  the 
Chairman  or  an  associate  member  in  his  absence.  In 
this  way  the  Finance  Commission  has  frequently 
been  in  a  position  to  recommend  that  a  particular 
contract  be"  publicly  advertised,  reviewed,  and 
reconsidered,  or  even  abandoned,  for  legal,  finan- 
cial, or  administrative  reasons. 

There  should  be  nothing  sacrosanct  about  any 
administrative  procedure  especially  municipal  con- 
tract procedures.  We  must  be  constantly  alert  to 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  greater  efficiency  and 
economy  and  greater  protection  against  irrespon- 
sibility and  favoritism  in  the  awarding  of  city 
contracts.  For  these  reasons  the  proposed  investi- 
gation by  the  Council  is  welcomed. 

In  order  to  assist  the  City  Council  and  to 
promote  understanding  of  the  issue  by  the  public, 
it  seemed  desirable  for  the  Finance  Commission  to 
prepare  a  report  which  would  outline  relevant  legal 
and  operational  considerations  as  well  as  supply 
data  concerning  the  volume  and  extent  of  con- 
tracts awarded  without  public  advertising  in  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  fiscal  year  1970  by  way  of 
illustration. 

1 .  Basic  Charter  Restrictions 

Section  30  of  the  City  Charter  (Acts  of  1909, 
chapter  486,  as  amended)  requires  that  the  City  of 
Boston  advertise  contracts  which  amount  to  or 
exceed  $2,000.  Unless  the  Mayor  gives  written 
authority  to  do  otherwise.  Contracts  under  $2,000, 
which  are  not  subject  to  section  30  of  the  charter, 
are  governed  by  a  long-standing  city  purchasing 
procedure  which  is  enforced  by  the  Administrative 
Services  Department  and  which  requires  generally 
that  (a)  three  informal  bids  be  requested  from 
reputable  contractors  and  (b)  a  general  invitation 
to  bid  be  posted  in  City  Hall,  before  any  contract 
involving  a  cost  of  between  $500  and  $2,000  may 
be  awarded,  except  in  cases  where  a  waiver  has 


been  obtained  from  the  Director  of  Administrative 
Services.  (Reference:  Directive  No.  20,  dated 
November  20,  1970.) 

Section  30  provides  as  follows: 

I  very  officer  or  board  in  charge  of  a 
department  in  .  .  .  (Boston)  and  every  officer, 
board,  or  official  of...  (Suffolk  County)  hav- 
ing power  to  incur  obligations  on  behalf  of  said 
county  in  cases  where  said  obligations  are  to  be 
paid  for  wholly  from  the  treasury  of  said  city, 
when  authorized  to  erect  a  new  building  or  to 
make  structural  changes  in  an  existing  building, 
shall  make  contracts  therefor,  not  exceeding 
five,  each  contract  to  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  mayor;  and  when  about  to  do  any  work 
or  to  make  any  purchase,  the  estimated  cost  of 
which  alone,  or  in  conjunction  with  other 
similar  work  or  purchase  which  might  properly 
be  included  in  the  same  contract,  amounts  to  or 
exceeds  two  thousand  dollars,  shall,  unless  the 
mayor  gives  written  authority  to  do  otherwise, 
invite  proposals  therefor  by  advertisements  in 
the  City  Record.  (Then  follows  certain  adver- 
tising requirements  not  here  relevant.)  No 
authority  to  dispense  with  advertising  shall  be 
given  by  the  mayor  unless  the  said  officer, 
board,  or  official  furnishes  him  with  a  signed 
statement  which  shall  be  published  in  the  City 
Record  giving  in  detail  the  reasons  for  not 
inviting  bids  by  advertisement." 
The  salutary  legislative  purpose  behind  this 
public  advertising  requirement  was  best  stated  in 
the  case  of  Morse  v.  Boston  253  Mass.  247  at  page 
252.  There  the  Court  said: 

"The  manifest  purpose  (of  Section  30)  is 
to  put  a  limitation  upon  the  wide  power  which 
otherwise  officers  of  the  city  would  possess  to 
make  binding  contracts  with  reference  to  city 
work.  The    design    of   the    Legislature   in 

enacting  these  provisions  was  to  establish 
genuine  and  open  competition  after  due  public 
advertisement  inthe  letting  of  contracts  for  city 
work,  to  prevent  favoritism  in  awarding  such 
contracts  and  to  secure  honest  methods  of 
letting  contracts  in  the  public  interests.  The 
main  aim  was  to  protect  the  public.  Full 
publicity  is  provided  as  a  means  to  that  end. 
While  there  is  vested  -.in  the  mayor  power  to 
dispense  with  such  advertisment,  that  can  only 
be  done  after  publication  of  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  real  reasons  therefor.  This  purpose 
is  made  more  clear  by  reference  to  earlier 
statutes.  . .  .  Critical  comparison  of  these  suc- 
cessive enactments  discloses  a  progressive  legis- 
lative intent  to  narrow  the  otherwise  unlimited 
power  of  city  officers  to  the  end  that  city 
contracts  shall  be  free,  open,  and  honest.  The 
statutes  must  be  interpreted,  if  reasonably 
possible,  so  as  to  effectuate  the  purpose  of  the 
framers." 

From  this  dicta  it  can  be  seen  that  the  purpose 
of  section  30  is  to  prevent  favoritism  in  the 
awarding  of  contracts  and  to  secure  honesty  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public,  The  means  for  obtaining 
this  objective  is  publicity  through  public  advertis- 
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ing.  The  heart  of  the  system,  therefore,  is  based 
upon  public  advertising— not,  necessarily;  the  ob- 
taining of  the  lowest  possible  contract  price. 

In  the  light  of  the  case  of  Morse  v.  Boston  the 
Finance  Commission  has  approached  questions 
involving  the  awarding  of  contracts  in  excess  of 
$2,000  with  a  general  predisposition  toward  public 
advertising.  This  approach  seems  especially  ap- 
propriate since  the  Finance  Commission, 
historically,  has  been  dedicated  to  the  elimination 
of  excessive  and  wrongful  expenditures  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

2.  Why  and  When  Exemption  From  Public 
Advertising  May  Be  Justified 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  section  30 
of  the  City  Charter  establishes  a  clear  procedure 
whereby  the  Mayor  may  give  written  authorization 
for  awarding  city  contracts  without  public  advertis- 
ing. Before  he  can  .dispense  with  advertising, 
however,  the  Mayor  must  be  furnished  a  signed 
statement  from  the  appropriate  official  which  must 
be  published  in  the  City  Record  and  which  must 
give  in  detail  the  reasons  for  not  inviting  bids  by 
advertisement.  These  signed  statements  have  come 
to  be  known  as  "Letters  to  Award."  The 
draftsmen  of  section  30  clearly  had  in  mind  the 
fact  that  there  would  be  cases  where  public 
advertising  for  bids  would  not  serve  any  purpose. 
Over  the  years  rather  clear  categories  of  con- 
tractual services  and  supplies  have  developed  in 
which  it  has  become  the  custom  for  the  Mayor  to 
waive  public  advertising  requirements  at  the  re- 
quest of  a  department  head.  It  is  important  for 
persons  interested  to  understand  what  those  cate- 
gories are  and  why  they  exist.  Regardless  of  which 
of  the  various  exempt  classifications  may  be 
applicable  to  a  given  contract,  in  general  there  are 
two  conditions,  one  of  which  must  be  satisfied, 
before  exemption  from  public  advertising  is  valid. 
It  must  be  demonstrated  either  (1)  that  the  subject 
matter  of  the  contract  is  not  appropriate  for 
advertising  and  the  competitive  bidding  process  or 
(2)  that  due  to  emergency  or  other  extraordinary 
circumstances  (or  an  overriding  public  purpose)  the 
service  must  be  obtained  without  public  adver- 
tising. As  in  the  case  of  the  common  law,  exempt 
classifications  have  developed  over  the  years.  The 
major  exempt  classifications  are  as  follows: 

A.  Professional  Service  Contracts.  Contracts  for 
professional  services  are  normally  exempted  from 
public  advertising.  This  category  includes  contracts 
for  artistic,  architectural,  medical,  legal,  and  other 
uniquely  specialized  services.  There  is  sometimes  a 
threshold  question  as  to  what  constitutes  "pro- 
fessional" services.  The  Finance  Commission  has 
taken  the  view,  for  example,  that  the  services  of 
data  processing  analysts  and  engineers  are  normally 
sufficiently  "professional"  to  warrant  exemption. 
The  common  denominator  seems  to  be  an  absence 
of  work  characteristics  which  could  be  effectively 
controlled  by  specifications  and  a  level  of  contract 
performance  which  compels  the  granting  of  indi- 
vidual consideration.  It  is  proper,  in  our  opinion, 
to  so  categorize  management  and  professional 
consulting    firms.   Whether   a   particular  form    of 


service  should  be  categorized  as  "professional"  or 
not  is  a  matter  which  certainly  should  be  explored, 
but  in  situations  which  satisfy  these  tests,  for 
example,  the  retention  of  an  artist  to  undertake  a 
piece  of  sculpture,  the  hiring  of  a  staff  doctor  at 
City  Hospital  or  the  retention  of  an  architect  to 
build  a  new  campus  high  school,  exemption  from 
public  advertising  and  bidding  would  seem  justi- 
fied. Disregarding  for  the  moment  the  possibility 
of  favoritism  in  the  selection  of  professionals, 
which  can  be  cured,  in  our  opinion,  if  the  city 
adopted  certain  procedures  which  we  recommend 
later  in  this  report,  the  Mayor  would  seem  to  be 
warranted  in  giving  authority  to  his  department 
heads  to  be  free  from  public  advertising  where 
work  of  this  type  is  involved. 

B.  Emergency  Contracts.  From  time  to  time 
there  are  occasions  when  a  department  head  is 
faced  with  the  need  to  make  an  emergency  expend- 
iture and  tire  public  safety  does  not  permit  any 
delay  in  making  the  contract  award.  For  example, 
the  Building  Commissioner  may  learn  of  a  building 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  presents  an  imminent 
hazard  to  life  and  limb.  In  such  cases  it  is  cus- 
tomary for  him  to  condemn  the  building  and  raze 
it  at  city  expense,  holding  a  lien  against  the  proper- 
ty and  its  owner  for  the  demolition  costs.  In  recent 
years  the  number  of  abandoned  buildings  in  the 
City  of  Boston  has  increased  dangerously,  and  the 
police  and  fire  hazards  they  present  have  been  the 
subject  of  frequent  comment  in  the  newspapers 
and  in  statements  from  those  departments  re- 
sponsible for  public  safety  as  well  as  residents  of 
the  communities  in  which  the  buildings  stand.  When 
emergency  demolition  is  required  to  protect  the 
public  safety,  the  city  should  be  able  to  act  with- 
out delay.  The  Building  Commissioner,  however, 
requests  informal  bids  from  reputable  demolition 
contractors  before  issuing  any  emergency  demo- 
lition contracts  in  order  to  secure  the  best  possible 
price  for  the  city.  When  a  lighting  generator  breaks 
down  at  City  Hospital  or  a  City  of  Boston  fireboat 
runs  over  a  submerged  object  and  ruptures  its  hull, 
the  city  must  be  permitted  to  make  the  necessary 
repairs  at  once,  and  it  must  be  the  intention  of 
section  30  that  it  be  permitted  to  do  so. 

C.  Nonprofessional  Services  Which  Are  Unique. 
We  have  seen  a  great  growth  of  "Letters  to  Award" 
in  this  category  in  recent  years.  For  various  reasons 
the  city  government  contracts  with  individuals  and 
organizations  which  for  one  reason  or  another  are 
particularly  well-suited  to  advance  some  municipal 
program  under  circumstances  where  it  is  thought 
to  be  advantageous  for  the  city  to  rely  on  outside 
help  rather  than  to  attempt  to  staff  the  program 
itself.  This  technique  has  become  increasingly  com- 
mon in  the  field  of  recreation.  The  most  obvious 
example  is  the  "Summerthing"  Program,  which  is 
conducted  under  a  contract  awarded  annually, 
without  public  advertisement  or  the  invitation  of 
bids,  to  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.  This  year  the 
Summerthing  contract  will  amount  to  $300,000. 

In  certain  areas  of  the  city  community  recrea- 
tional groups  or  organizations  such  as  the  Elma 
Lewis  School  in   Roxbury  or  the  Boys'  Clubs  in 
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Dorchester  and  Roxbury  are  selected  to  furnish 
some  unique  service  which  the  city  administration 
believes  it  should  provide.  Private  social  agencies 
are  similarly  selected  to  provide  counseling  to  juve- 
niles and  to  operate  drug  control  programs.  In  such 
cases  a  certain  freedom  must  be  given  the  city  to 
determine  what  these  programs  should  be  and 
which  private  organization  is  best  qualified  to  carry 
them  out.  The  overriding  concern  of  the  Finance 
Commission  in  such  cases  is  to  determine  whether 
any  competition  logically  exists  and  whether  the 
program  might  be  more  appropriate  for  the  city  to 
undertake  on  its  own,  if  at  all. 

D.  Special  Materials  And  Supplies.  There  are 
various  types  of  sophisticated  equipment  and  sup- 
plies used  in  the  administration  of  city  government 
today  that  did  not  exist  at  the  time  the  City  Char- 
ter was  adopted.  It  has  come  to  be  important  for 
city  departments  to  have  a  quick  and  efficient 
means  of  duplicating  records  and  important  docu- 
ments. Accordingly,  Xerox  machines  have  been 
rented  by  the  city.  Since  there  is  only  one  manu- 
facturer who  produces  a  reproduction  system  of 
the  quality  of  Xerox,  it  is  natural,  then,  for  the 
city  to  dispense  with  public  advertising  in  con- 
nection with  the  letting  of  this  contract.  In  the 
case  of  data  processing  equipment,  Police  and  Fire 
Department  communications  apparatus,  and 
specialized  forms  of  medical  equipment  in  use  at 
City  Hospital,  for  example,  basic  x-ray  equipment 
as  well  as  replacement  parts  and  additions  to  basic 
x-ray  systems  and  medical  testing  equipment,  there 
is  sound  reason  to  dispense  with  the  requirement 
of  public  advertising. 

The  guide  program  in  the  new  City  Hall  is 
another  type  of  special  service  which  is  so  closely 
related  to  the  design  of  that  building  and  the  need 
to  provide  information  and  hospitality  that  a 
unique  recruitment  and  supervision  program,  cur- 
rently provided  by  Boston  Foundation,  Inc.,  seems 
the  preferable  solution. 

In  some  cases  particular  suppliers  have  devel- 
oped such  outstanding  reputations  in  the  reliable 
furnishing  of  supplies  and  services  to  the  city  in 
past  years  that  department  heads  and  other  officers 
are  anxious  to  continue  the  relationship  with  that 
firm.  Such  cases  deserve  careful  scrutiny.  Never- 
theless, there  may  be  a  legitimate  basis  for  con- 
tinuing a  contractual  relationship  when  it  can  be 
clearly  shown  that  the  best  interests  of  the  city  are 
advanced  thereby.  The  department  head  carries  a 
heavy  burden  of  proof  in  such  cases.  In  all  such 
cases  it  is  normal  for  the  Finance  Commission  to 
seek  as  much  assurance  as  is  reasonably  possible 
that  the  materials  or  services  involved  are,  in  fact, 
truly  unique  or  significantly  superior  before  we 
transmit  the  letter  to  the  Mayor. 

E.  Programs  With  Special  Public  Policy  Char- 
acteristics. There  may  be  city  programs  which,  as  a 
matter  of  public  policy,  should  be  relieved  from 
the  requirement  of  public  advertising  and  com- 
petitive bidding.  In  the  case  of  the  Model  Cities 
Program  most  of  the  contracts  awarded  by  that 
department  are  awarded  without  public  advertise- 
ment. In  order  to  understand  this  One  must  under- 


stand the  federal  and  local  policies  behind  the 
Model  Cities  Program.  Early  in  the  program  the 
Model  Cities  Administration  in  Washington  estab- 
lished a  labor  standards  provision  applicable  to  all 
Model  Cities  Areas  which  requires  that: 

"In  all  work  made  possible  or  resulting 
from  ...  (a  Model  City)  contract,  affirmative 
action  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  residents  of 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Area  are  given  maxi- 
mum opportunity  for  training  and  employment 
and  that  business  concerns  located  in  or  owned 
in  substantial  part  by  residents  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  are  to  the  greatest  extent  fea- 
sible awarded  contracts." 

Accordingly,  in  Boston,  the  Model  Cities  Pro- 
gram awards  its  contracts  without  public  adver- 
tising and  competitive  bidding.  The  Finance  Com- 
mission was  initially  disturbed  about  this  policy, 
and  accordingly,  a  private  investigation  was  con- 
ducted which  disclosed  the  federal  policy  guide- 
lines just  quoted.  In  addition,  the  Commission  met 
with  the  Boston  office  of  the  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  Department  to  confirm  that  indeed 
this  policy  is  an  essential  part  of  the  legislative  in- 
tent behind  the  Model  Cities  Program.  On  this 
basis,  and  having  in  mind  the  fact  that  about  90 
percent  of  the  cost  of  the  Model  Cities  Program  is 
provided  for  by  federal  funds,  the  Finance  Com- 
mission has  relaxed  its  review  in  the  case  of  Model 
Cities  "Letters  to  Award."  The  Commission  does 
insist,  however,  that  in  every  case  possible  the 
Model  Cities  Administration  solicit  informal  bids. 
We  are  not  fully  satisfied  that  the  conduct  of  the 
Model  Cities  contract  award  procedures  can  be 
literally  squared  with  the  requirements  of  section 
30  of  the  City  Charter,  but  we  believe  that  the 
city's  policy  at  least  rests  on  a  legitimate  deter- 
mination of  public  policy.  Because  of  the  special 
exemption  for  many  Model  Cities  contracts,  there 
is  a  great  need  in  this  agency  for  careful  internal 
controls  and  a  thorough  and  continuing  auditing 
program. 

F.  Contracts  Not  Awarded  by  Officers  Or  De- 
partments of  the  City.  Section  30  by  its  terms  only 
applies  to  contracts  issued  on  behalf  of  city  depart- 
ments. Agencies  such  as  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity are  "public  (bodies) .  .  .  politic  and  corporate" 
established  by  state  law  and  therefore,  technically, 
separate  entities  and  distinguishable  from  the  typi- 
cal city  department,  which  is  an  integral  part  of  the 
municipal  corporation  which  is  Boston  itself. 
Therefore  contracts  awarded  by  those  agencies 
need  not  be  publicly  advertised  except  to  whatever 
extent  their  respective  charters  and  by-laws  require 
it.  Although  an  agency  like  the  BRA  is  housed  in 
City  Hall  and  closely  associated  with  many  critical 
phases  of  city  government,  it  can  go  its  own  way  so 
far  as  public  advertising  is  concerned.  This  situa- 
tion creates  an  unfortunate  dual  system  of  contract 
standards  which  may  be  legal  but  is  to  the  average 
citizen  seemingly  contradictory.  Lack  of  public 
advertising  and  bidding  in  those  agencies  can  lead 
to  abuses  which,  when  they  occur,  bring  discredit 
upon  the  city  government  as  a  whole  and  seriously 
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undermine  the  public  confidence.  The  disclosures 
in  the  press  in  late  1970  about  the  mismanagement 
of  parking  areas  in  the  West  End  by  the  BRA  is  a 
good  example  of  the  kind  of  situation  which  never 
would  have  occurred  had  public  advertising  and 
competitive  bidding  been  employed  from  the 
outset  Only  at  the  last  moment  in  that  most 
unfortunate  history  did  the  BRA  see  fit  to  put  the 
West  End  parking  lots  out  to  public  bid.  It  was 
then  too  late.  The  harm  was  done  and  the  public 
enraged-  not  without  reason.  Had  the  BRA  follow- 
ed the  procedures  required  of  the  Real  Property 
Board  in  the  leasing  of  city-owned  garages  the 
problem  could  have  been  avoided  altogether.  It 
would  seem  worthwhile  for  these  "independent" 
agencies  to  reconsider  their  public  advertising 
procedures  and  determine  whether  compliance 
with  section  30  would  not  be  a  sensible  course  to 
follow.  We  recommend  that  the  Mayor  request 
them  to  do  so. 

3.  The  Process  of  Review  in  the  Finance 
Commission 
As  stated  earlier,  the  Finance  Commission 
reviews  all  "Letters  to  Award."  The  investigatory 
process  is  necessarily  limited  by  the  fact  that  the 
time  and  resources  of  the  Commission  are  limited, 
and  this  undertaking,  necessarily  must  be  recon- 
ciled with  the  other  statutory  responsibilities  of 
the  Commission.  The  sheer  volume  of  these 
"Letters  to  Award"  (there  were  480  of  them  in 
1970)  would  make  it  impossible  to  exhaustively 
analyze  every  one.  Accordingly,  the  Commission 
has  established  a  "monitoring"  program  which 
normally  involves  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission 
(or  another  member  in  the  Chairman's  absence), 
the  executive  secretary,  and  his  first  assistant.  To 
the  extent  that  field  research  is  necessary,  staff 
analysts  are  brought  into  the  picture.  Incoming 
"Letters  to  Award"  are  logged  in  and  reviewed  by 
the  Chairman  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  important  to 
bear  in  mind  that  there  are  apt  to  be  operating 
pressures  on  the  Commission  to  expedite  these 
contracts.  Initially,  the  Commission  reviews  the 
form  of  the  letter  itself  to  determine  (1)  whether 
the  letter  gives  clear  and  sufficient  reasons  why 
public  advertising  would  serve  no  useful  purpose 
(it  is  important,  we  think,  that  these  letters  clearly 
express  the  rationale  upon  which  the  exemption 
from  public  advertising  is  granted  so  that  persons 
reviewing  these  statements  in  the  City  Record  will 
find  a  coherent  reason  and  city  department  heads 
will  be  compelled  to  sustain  the  burdei.  of  proving 
their  case  for  exemption)  and  (2)  whether  the 
letter  is  timely.  There  have  been  cases  where 
department  heads  have  been  tardy  in  forwarding 
"Letters  to  Award,"  and,  in  fact,  contracts 
occasionally  commenced  (even  expired!)  prior  to 
the  review  process  or,  indeed,  written  authoriza- 
tion from  the  Mayor.  The  Finance  Commission  has 
brought  these  matters  to  the  attention  of  the 
Administrative  Services  Department,  and  within 
the  last  year  a  directive  was  sent  by  the  head  of  the 
Administrative  Services  Department  to  all 
department  heads  in  the  city  advising  them  of  the 
necessity  for  promptly  forwarding  all  such  letters. 


In  addition  to  reviewing  "Letters  to  Award"  as 
to  form  and  content,  in  the  case  of  architects'  and 
engineers'  contracts,  where  fees  are  customarily 
computed  on  the  basis  of  professional  fee 
schedules,  it  is  our  practice  to  recalculate  the  fees 
to  make  sure  (a)  that  they  are  accurate  and  (b)  that 
the  fees  are  appropriate  to  the  work  involved. 
From  time  to  time  the  Finance  Commission  has 
achieved  substantial  reductions  in  professional  fees 
by  demonstrating  either  that  the  work  belonged  in 
a  lower  fee  category  or  that  the  fee  has  been 
calculated  on  an  incorrect  and  more  expensive 
basis  to  the  city  than  was  appropriate.  Last 
summer,  for  example,  we  found  a  case  where  an 
archtectural  firm,  by  splitting  its  job  into  two 
phases,  had  proposed  a  fee  substantially  higher 
than  the  fee  that  would  have  been  allowed  had  the 
job  been  treated  as  a  single  piece  of  work.  We 
recommended  that  the  fee  be  recalculated  on  the 
basis  of  one  job.  Our  suggestion  was  accepted  by 
the  Mayor,  and  a  saving  of  approximately  $18,000 
was  achieved. 

Our  monitoring  system  also  includes  a  scrutiny 
of  the  names  of  firms  and  individuals  doing 
business  with  the  city.  In  cases  where  any 
questions  arises  on  the  face  of  a  "Letter  to  Award" 
as  to  a  possible  conflict  of  interest  or  other  legal 
impropriety,  the  Finance  Commission  discloses  this 
fact  to  the  appropriate  city  official.  Conflict  of 
interest  matters  are  normally  reported  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  There  have  been  instances  in 
the  iast  year  when,  through  thr  review  of  "Letters 
to  Award"  or  through  information  acquired  in  our 
regular  business,  potential  conflicts  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  and  they  have  been 
reported  to  the  Corporation  Counsel.  Our  investi- 
gation into  the  principals  of  companies  doing 
business  with  the  city  frequently  extends  to  a 
routine  examination  of  records  on  file  with  the  City 
Clerk  and  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  From  these 
records  it  can  usually  be  determined  whether  any 
officers  or  directors  of  a  particular  company  by 
virtue  of  their  relationships  to  the  city  should  not  be 
permitted  to  do  business  with  the  city.  While  there 
may  be  instances  where  the  official  documents  on 
file  do  not  fully  reveal  the  beneficial  ownership  of  a 
company,  it  is  believed  that  such  an  examination  is 
sufficient  for  purposes  of  a  control  program  and  to 
provide  a  meaningful  deterrent  to  irregularity. 

In  the  case  of  Model  Cities  contracts,  we 
normally  expect  to  find  in  their  "Letters  to 
Award"  a  statement  that  informal -bids  have  been 
invited  and  that  the  contract  has  been  awarded  to 
the  lowest  of  the  bidders.  In  specific  cases  we 
examine  the  records  of  that  department  to  de- 
termine whether  in  fact  such  bids  have  been 
received. 

Indirectly,  through  this  review  of  "Letters  to 
Award,"  it  is  possible  for  the  Finance  Commission 
to  learn  much  about  the  daV-ta-day  operations  of 
the  city  government  and  its  public  policies  anid 
programs.  If  a  "Letter  to  Award"  arises  out  of  a 
policy  or  program  with  which  we  disagree,  the 
reviewing  process  affords  us  an  opportunity  to 
express  our  opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  the  program 
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in  a  Idler  to  the  Mayor.  In  unusual  cases  such 
letters  have  been  released  to  the  press  because  a 
significant  public  issue,  in  our  opinion,  was 
involved.  Normally,  however,  it  is  our  desire  to 
express  our  criticism  and  suggestions  first  within 
the  municipal  chain  of  command,  in  hopes  that 
they  may  effectuate  change  without  the  need  for 
outside  public  pressure. 

The  review  of  "Letters  to  Award"  by  the 
Finance  Commission  undoubtedly  tends  to  prevent 
misconduct  by  city  officials  and  impropriety  on 
the  part  of  others  in  dealing  with  the  city  on 
contractual  matters.  This  is  not  to  say  that  greater 
precautions  could  not  be  taken  by  the  city,  for 
example,  by  having  an  investigatory  arm  in  the 
City  Auditing  Department  (as  suggested  in  "The 
1971  Final  Report  of  the  Home  Rule  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston,"  page  298)  or,  perhaps,  a  review 
process  in  the  City  Council  itself  or  in  some  other 
"independent"  branch  of  city  government.  It  must 
be  remembered,  however,  that  all  "Letters  to 
Award"  are  published  in  the  City  Record  and  can  be 
reviewed  there  by  any  interested  party  within  or 
outside  city  government.  Such  publication,  in  itself, 
provides  a  measure  of  control.  Were  the  resources  of 
the  Finance  Commission  greater,  it  would  be 
possible  to  delve  into  "Letters  to  Award"  at  greater 
length.  It  might  well  be  desirable  to  grant  the 
Finance  Commission  authority  to  review  "Letters  to 
Award"  in  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  so  that 
it  would  not  be  possible  for  a  Mayor  at  some  future 
date  to  decide  to  eliminate  the  Finance  Commission 
from  the  reviewing  process  altogether. 

4.  Specific  Recommendations  for  Improving 

City  Procedures  for  the  Letting  of 

Contracts  Without  Public  Advertising 

It  has  already  been  said  that  city  contract 
procedures  deserve  continuous  review,  and  it  must 
be  noted  that  there  are  certain  areas  where  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission  existing  con- 
tract procedures  can  be  greatly  strengthened. 

One  of  the  most  significant  recommendations 
we  have  made  to  the  Mayor  in  the  last  year 
concerns  the  awarding  of  professional  contracts  to 
architects  and  engineers.  In  1966  the  Public  Faci- 
lities Department  of  the  city  was  organized  to 
centralize  the  planning  and  administration  of  city 
building  projects  for  all  major  city  departments.  As 
is  well  known,  the  City  of  Boston  is  currently 
engaged  in  a  massive  building  program,  a  sub- 
stantial portion  of  which  involves  the  construction 
of  new  school  buildings  throughout  the  city.  The 
architectural  fees  involved  in  the  planning  of  this 
huge  building  program  are  truly  significant,  and 
therefore  the  possibility  of  favoritism  can  be 
assumed  to  be  significant.  At  present  the  selection 
process  for  architects  is  carried  out  within  the 
Public  Facilities  Department.  The  selection  process 
begins  within  the  staff  of  that  department  and  is 
ultimately  subject  to  review  by  the  three  members  of 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission.  We  do  not  believe 
this  selection  system  contains  adequate  protection 
against  abuse.  While  we  cannot  say  that  we  have 
discovered     any     particular    instance    where    an 


architect  has  been  selected  on  any  basis  other  than 
liis  professional  competence,  it  would  be  naive  to 
think  that  such  risks  are  not  inherent  in  any  selection 
system  which  is  not  subject  to  review  by  persons 
having  a  degree  of  independence  from  the  day-to- 
day operations  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department 
and  possessing  professional  qualifications,  as  well. 

Several  years  ago,  a  controversy  developed  in 
State  Government  as  to  the  method  of  awarding 
architectural  contracts.  At  the  time  all  designers 
were  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Admini- 
stration alone.  As  a  result  of  criticism,  a  Designer 
Selection  Board  was  established  within  the  Ex- 
ecutive Office  of  Administration  and  Finance, 
consisting  of  five  members  -  the  Commissioner,  ex 
officio,  two  registered  architects,  and  two 
registered  professional  engineers.  This  board  is  re- 
quired to  encourage  the  widest  possible  interest  in 
state  building  projects  by  practicing  architects  and 
engineers.  It  maintains  an  inventory  of  current 
information  concerning  the  organization,  ex- 
perience and  qualifications  of  architects  and  en- 
gineers interested  in  such  projects.  Once  a  project 
is  planned  by  an  operating  agency  and  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  board,  the  board  provides 
suitable  public  notice  of  the  project  to  interested 
professionals  in  order  to  encourage  as  large  a 
response  and  as  much  interest  as  possible.  The 
board  and  a  representative  from  the  operating  state 
agency  (who  has  a  vote)  then  reviews  the  creden- 
tials of  those  professionals  who  apply  for  appoint- 
ment and,  after  interviews,  recommends  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Administration  and  Finance  at 
least  three  designers  for  the  project.  While  board 
recommendations  are  advisory  only,  the  Com- 
missioner must  make  his  final  designation  from  the 
list  of  designers  whose  names  have  been  forwarded 
to  him  by  the  Board.  In  unusual  cases  the  board 
may  recommend  that  a  design  competition  be  held, 
and,  if  the  Commissioner  agrees,  such  a 
competition  is  held  in  accordance  with  rules  which 
the  board  may  establish. 

No  member  of  the  board  is  permitted  to  deal 
with  the  state  in  any  professional  capacity  during 
the  term  of  his  appointment  or  until  the  expiration 
of  one  year  after  his  appointment  has  ceased.  (See 
generally  G.L.,  chapter  7,  section  30B.) 

Other  states  have  adopted  similar  selection 
boards  for  architects.  The  State  of  California,  for 
example,  works  closely  with  the  California  Council 
for  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  in  estab- 
lishing a  nine-man  panel  to  review  projects  and 
make  designer  recommendations  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  for  the  State  of  California.  The 
federal  government,  also,  has  wrestled  with  the 
problem  and  at  least  in  recent  years  has  appointed 
a  federal  architect  who  selects  an  advisory  panel  of 
seventeen  architects  to  make  recommendations  of 
designers  appropriate  for  federal  building  projects. 
This  advisory  board  seems  to  have  insulated  the 
federal  administration  from  many  political  pres- 
sures in  connection  with  the  awarding  of  architect- 
ural contracts. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  creation  of  a  Design

Selection  Board  be  given  high  priority.  After 
appropriate  consideration  of  the  special  needs  of 
the  city  and  consultation  with  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Facilities  Department  and  such  interested 
groups  as  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  and  the 
local  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects,  the  concept,  as  refined,  should  be 
implemented  by  city  ordinance.  (Conceivably  such 
board  could  be  coordinated  to  a  certain  extent 
with  the  Design  Advisory  Board  of  the  BRA.) 

The  establishment  of  such  a  selection  board  in 
Boston  could  produce  other  benefits  to  the  city. 
First,  it  should  lead  to  a  better  system  of  control 
over  professional  performance.  The  board  would 
be  expected  to  receive  reports  on  the  performance 
of  all  consulting  architects  and  engineers  from  the 
appropriate  city  agencies  and  take  these  reports 
into  consideration  in  making  future  recom- 
mendations. Second,  it  would  be  hoped  that  the 
board  would  develop  standard  forms  of  profes- 
sional contracts  which  would  provide  maximum 
cost  protection  to  the  city.  Such  master  contracts, 
for  example,  should  provide  a  fixed  dollar  limit  for 
each  project,  and  the  architect  or  engineer  should 
agree  to  prepare  his  "plans  and  specifications  in  a 
manner  which  will  enable  the  City  to  secure 
construction  bids  with  the  dollar  limit  so 
specified."  (Pennsylvania  Economy  League,  "Pro- 
tecting the  Public  Interest  In  Philadelphia  Munici- 
pal Contracting  Procedures,"  (1968).  If  the  bidding 
exceeds  this  limit  the  architect  or  engineer  should  be 
required  to  redesign  the  project  within  such  limits 
without  extra  cost  to  the  city.  Time  limits  for  the 
performance  of  various  stages  of  professional  work 
should  be  established. 

In  1970  the  city  executed  architectural  con- 
tracts having  a  value  of  $9,601,989.  Almost  one- 
half  of  the  dollar  volume  of  no-bid  contracts  in 
excess  of  $2,000  was  a  result  of  architectural  work. 
It  would  seem  only  prudent  for  the  city  to  develop 
a  careful  and  protective  procedure  for  contracts  of 
this  financial  magnitude.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
adoption  of  such  a  Designer  Selection  Board  might 
even  increase  interest  in  municipal  work  among 
architects  and  possibly,  by  virtue  of  an  increased 
spirit  of  competition,  result  in  lower  costs  in  the 
long  run. 

I  look  forward  to  reviewing  this  report  with 
you  at  your  convenience,  and  you  may  be  sure  that 
this  Commission  will  assist  in  any  reasonable  way 
to  help  you  improve  and  strengthen  Boston's 
contract  procedures.

THE  OCCASION  OF  THE  ONE  HUNDRED 
AND  FIFTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  ITS 

FOUNDING 

Coun.  PIEMONTE,  O'LEARY,  and 
IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Boston 
at  a  town  meeting  held  in  Faneuil  Hall  in  January 
of  1821  voted  to  establish  the  English  Classical 
School,  by  which  name  the  school  was  designated 
until  1824  when  it  became  known  as  English  High 
School;  and 

Whereas,  English  High  School  was  the  first  high 
school  in  America,  and  has  been  called  the  first 
really  free  public  school  in  the  New  World;  and 

Whereas,  English  High  School  was  first  estab- 
lished on  the  present  site  of  the  State  House  to 
offer  the  youth  of  the  town  of  Boston  who  did  not 
intend  to  enter  college  an  opportunity  for  pursuing 
advanced  courses  of  study,  thereby  affording  him  a 
foundation  for  eminence  in  his  professional  life; 
and 

Whereas,  English  High  School,  foreseeing  the 
ever-changing  needs  of  the  growing  commonwealth 
for  greater  quality  in  education  set  a  new  pattern 
for  secondary  schools  that  was  copied  widely;  and 

Whereas,  Over  30,000  boys  have  been 
graduated  since  that  time  in  182"4  when  the  first 


graduating  class  consisted  of  seven  men,  and  many 
of  them  have  gone  on  to  greater  distinction,  serving 
all  humanity  in  both  war  and  peace;  therefore  be  it

casion of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  establishment  of  English  High  School,

Whereas,  The  need  therefore  exists  to  strike  a 
balance  between  having  all  BHA  tenants  pay  fair 
rents  commensurate  with  their  respective  abilities 
to  pay  and  encouraging  existing  tenants  whose 
incomes  have  risen  since  their  tenancy  began  to 
remain  in  public  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Fulfilling  that  need  will  remain  im- 
possible until  prevailing  state  and  federal  tenancy 
rates  established  thirteen  years  ago  are  raised  to 
reflect  the  inflationary  forces  and  other  economic 
factors  at  work  during  that  period;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  BHA  to  raise  the  1957  federal  and  state 
tenancy  rentals  on  the  several  types  of  housing 
units  available  so  as  to  assure  (1)  that  all  BHA 
tenants  pay  a  fair  price  for  public  housing;  (2)  that 
BHA  facilities  are  as  socially,  culturally,  and 
economically  diverse  as  is  possible.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  direct 
the  Zoning  Commission  to  prohibit  the  con- 
struction of  a  seventeen- story  high-rise  building  in 
the  beach  section  of  South  Boston  in  an  area 
populated  by  one-,  two-,  and  three-family  homes 
where  it  would  constitute  a  treat  to  the  stability  of 
the  community. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 


APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO 
ESTABLISH  ORDINANCE  VIOLATION  BUREAU 

Coun.  TIMILTY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 


copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  l.The  City  of  Boston  may  by  ordi- 
nance authorize  the  district  courts  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  city  to  establish  an  Ordinance  Violation 
Bureau  to  assist  the  courts  in  disposing  of  viola- 
tions of  ordinances  relating  to  building  operation 
and  maintenance,  fire  and  fire  prevention,  public 
health  and  sanitation,  air  and  water  pollution 
ordinances,  and  ordinances  relating  to  the  zoning 
code,  provided,  however,  that  tickets  shall  not  be 
issued  for  alleged  unsafe  and  dangerous  building 
structural  violations,  and  nothing  contained  in  this 
exception  shall  prohibit  the  enforcement  of  any 
law  or  ordinance  relating  to  such  unsafe  and 
dangerous  building  structural  violations  by  other 
due  process  of  law. 

Section  2.  The  ordinance  authorizing  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  a  bureau  shall: 

a.  Designate  or  authorize  the  courts  to 
designate  the  head  of  the  bureau  and  provide 
for  other  bureau  personnel  to  the  extent  that 
municipal  officers  and  employees,  whether  em- 
ployed to  perform  other  municipal  duties  or 
not,  are  used  to  staff  the  bureau;  but  such 
provisions  shall  be  consistent  with  the  require- 
ments of  all  applicable  statutory  and  charter 
provisions. 

b.  Provide  suitable  space  and  other  facilities 
for  the  bureau  and  fix  the  hours  when  the 
bureau  is  to  be  open. 

c.  Appropriate  funds  for  the  establishment 
and  operation  of  the  bureau,  if  necessary,  and 
make  provisions  for  its  financial  operations, 
including  disposition  of  its  receipts,  consistent 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  one  to  nine, 
inclusive; 

d.  Provide  for  bureau  records  and  reports 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  sections  1  to  9 
inclusive. 

e.  Confer  upon  the  duly  appointed,  quali- 
fied, and  acting  inspectors  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  city  the  same  powers  as  are 
possessed  by  police  officers  of  the  city  to  issue 
tickets  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  tickets  issued  by  such  police 
officers,  but  such  powers  shall  relate  only  to 
violations  of  the  ordinances  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to  and  shall  not  permit  any  inspector  to 
physically  arrest  or  take  into  custody  any 
violator  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided 
by  law. 

f.  The  term  "ticket"  as  herein  used  means  a 
written  or  printed  notice  served  upon  the 
person  charged  with  a  violation. 

g.  Include  -such  other  provisions  not  incon- 
sistent with  any  other  provision  of  this  legisla- 
tion, with  authority  otherwise  existing  in  the 
courts  to  make  rules  for  its  own  operation,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  establishment  and  operation 
of  the  bureau. 
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Section  3.  When  an  ordinance  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  an  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
has  been  adopted,  the  district  courts  of  the  city  may 
establish  such  bureau  by  rule.  When  such  Ordinance 
Violations  Bureau  has  been  established  by  rule  of  the 
district  courts  of  the  city,  the  said  courts  may  adopt 
rules  for  the  operation  of  the  Ordinance  Violations 
Bureau,  and  such  rules  may  be  from  time  to  time 
amended  in  the  discretion  of  the  courts,  but  such 
rules  and  amendments  thereof  shall  not  become 
effective  until  published  at  the  expense  of  the  city  in 
the  same  manner  as  its  ordinances. 

Section  4.  Consistent  with  sections  1  to  9 
inclusive,  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  Ordinance 
Violations  Bureau  and  the  court  rules  establishing 
the  bureau  shall  include  the  following: 

a.  Designation  of  the  head  of  the  bureau, 
where  this  is  delegated  to  the  courts  in  the 
ordinance  authorizing  establishment  of  the  bu- 
reau or  where  a  clerk  of  the  district  court  is  so 
designated. 

b.  Specifications  of  the  offenses  which  may 
be  satisfied  at  the  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
without  a  personal  court  appearance,  including 
a  stipulation  of  the  maximum  number  of 
identical  or  different  violations  by  the  same 
person  which  may  be  satisfied  at  the  Ordinance 
Violations  Bureau  without  such  an  appearance. 

c.  A  schedule  fixing  the  fines  for  first, 
second,  and  subsequent  violations  which  may 
be  satisfied  at  the  bureau,  but  such  fines  shall 
be  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  law  or 
ordinance. 

d.  Provisions  fixing  the  time  within  which  a 
defendant  must  appear  at  the  Ordinance  Viola- 
tions Bureau  in  answer  to  a  charge  of  violating  a 
law  or  ordinance. 

e.  A  schedule  fixing  penalties  for  failure  to 
appear  at  the  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
within  the  time  prescribed. 

f.  Provisions  for  determining  the  previous 
record  of  violations  when  this  is  material  to 
disposition  of  cases  by  the  bureau. 

g.  Provisions  for  the  form  of  the  ticket  or 
summons  and  complaint  to  be  used  in  making 
charges  for  violation  of  a  law  or  ordinance. 
Insofar  as  not  otherwise  prohibited  by  law 
such  form  may  be  a  complaint  with  a  summons 
attached  thereto  and  made  a  part  thereof. 

h.  Provisions  for  the  control  of  and  ac- 
counting for  books  of  tickets,  or  summonses 
and  complaints  issued  to  inspectors. 

i.  Provisions  for  the  establishment  by  the 
bureau  of  a  calendar  of  court  appearances  for 
violations  not  satisfied  at  the  bureau  and  for 
notification  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the 
department  charging  the  violation  of  the  time 
fixed  for  trial  of  such  cases. 

j.  Provisions  for  the  written  form  to  be  used 
in  satisfying  cases  at  the  bureau. 

k.  Such  other  provisions  as  may  be  necessary 
or  desirable  to  provide  for  the  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  bureau  as  an  agency  of  the  courts. 
Section    5.  The    Ordinance    Violations   Bureau 
may  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  violations  of  a  law 
or   ordinance    by   permitting   the   person   charged 


with  the  violation  to  comply  with  the  following 
procedures: 

a.  Appearance  at  the  Ordinance  Violations 
Bureau  either  in  person  or  by  written  power  of 
attorney  within  a  specified  time. 

b.  Payment  of  the  prescribed  fine. 

c.  Execution  of  a  written  form  waiving  a 
hearing  in  court,  pleading  guilty  to  the  charge, 
and  authorizing  the  bureau  to  make  the  plea 
and  pay  the  fine  in  court. 

d.  Certain  violations  of  the  Building  and 
Zoning  Laws  require  that  a  permit  be  obtained 
from  the  Building  Department  of  Boston  as  one 
of  the  requirements  to  correct  a  violation.  In 
such  cases  the  person  charged  with  the  violation 
shall  be  required  to  present  the  approved 
permit  to  the  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
before  paying  the  prescribed  fine. 

e.  The  payment  of  the  prescribed  fine  does 
not  exempt  the  violator  from  future  court 
action  if  he  does  not  take  immediate  action  to 
correct  the  cause  of  the  violation.  In  such  cases 
the  corresponding  department  shall  prosecute 
the  case. 

Section  6.  Compliance  with  the  procedures 
specified  in  section  5  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a 
judgment  of  conviction  entered  upon  a  plea  of  guilt 
in  open  court,  and  the  violator  shall  be  given  a 
receipt  which  so  states. 

Section  7.  An  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
shall  not  deprive  any  person  of  his  right  to  counsel 
or  prevent  him  from  appearing  in  court  to  answer, 
explain,  or  defend  any  charge  of  violating  a  law  or 
ordinance  or  otherwise  object  to  the  procedure 
authorized  herein.  Every  person  appearing  at  the 
Ordinance  Violations  Bureau  in  answer  to  a  charge 
of  violating  a  law  or  ordinance  shall  be  informed 
that  he  may  be  represented  by  counsel,  that  he 
may  plead  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  that  he  has  a 
right  to  a  court  hearing. 

Section  8.  If  a  person  charged  with  the  viola- 
tion does  not  appear  at  the  Ordinance  Violations 
Bureau  within  the  time  specified  in  the  ticket,  the 
bureau  shall  bring  that  fact  to  the  attention  of  the 
court  so  that  a  warrant  may  be  issued  for  such 
person's  arrest  and  appearance  in  court. 

Section  9.  An  Ordinance  Violations  Bureau 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  of  violations 
brought  before  it,  including  their  final  disposition, 
and  also  a  record  of  all  fines  collected  and  the 
disposition  thereof.  Fines  and  other  monies  col- 
lected by  the  bureau  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  guilt  had  been  determined  in 
court.  The  bureau  shall  also  perform  such  addi- 
tional duties  and  keep  additional  records  as  now 
prescribed  by  the  court  or  in  the  ordinance 
authorizing  establishment  of  the  Ordinance  Viola- 
tions Bureau.

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  RE  WORK  UNI- 
FORMS OF  CIVILIAN  EMPLOYEES  IN 
FIRE  DEPARTMENTS 

Coun  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Fire  Department  has  been 
providing  work  uniforms  to  civilian  maintenance 
men  and  mechanics;  and 

Whereas,  The  Fire  Commissioner,  by  order  of 
the  Mayor,  has  issued  memoranda  requiring  all 
such  work  uniforms  to  be  returned  by  the  depart- 
ment's civilian  employees  as  of  May  20,  1971;  and 

Whereas,  The  department  employees  have  been 
told  they  must  now  provide  their  own  uniforms 
and  pay  for  their  own  cleaning  bills;  and 

Whereas,  The  average  pay  of  such  maintenance 
men  and  mechanics  in  the  Boston  Fire  Department 
is  $130  per  week  before  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  The  Municipal  Employees  Union  and 
the  Fire  Department  Commissioner  have  been 
engaged  in  disagreements  recently  over  the  use  of 
fire  fighters  in  civilian  jobs,  leading  some  fire 
fighters  and  civilians  to  believe  that  the  recent 
memoranda  of  the  Commissioner  was  designed  to 
penalize  the  union  for  vigorously  arguing  in  pro- 
tection of  its  members;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  under 
the  provisions  of  section  17F  of  chapter  276  of  the 
Acts  of  1951  and  any  amendments  pursuant 
thereto  and  under  any  any  other  authority  vested 
in  the  City  Council: 

1.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  request- 
ted  to  provide,  within  two  weeks,  either  in  person 
or  by  written  message,  a  report  as  to  the  reasons 
why  the  civilian  employees  of  the  Fire  Department 
have  suddenly  been  required  to  undergo  the  new 
expense  of  purchasing  and  cleaning  their  own  work 
uniforms. 

2.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  report,  within  two  weeks,  what  pro- 
cedures or  policies  are  currently  employed  with 
reference  to  civilian  employees  of  the  Police 
Department,  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department. 

3.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  Fire  Commissioner  to 
suspend  operation  of  the  May  13  order  which 
discontinued  previous  policy  as  to  civilian  em- 
ployees in  the  Fire  Department.

Whereas,  Even  if  said  petition  were  to  be  acted 
on  favorably  it  would  not  be  lawful  by  a  retro- 
active zoning  amendment  to  block  construction  of

Whereas,  Many  residents  of  South  Boston  are  of 
the  opinion  that  suitable  public  use  could  be  made 
of  the  area  to  be  occupied  by  the  proposed 
building  —  as  by  a  tot  lot,  a  mini-park,  or  a  school

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
requested  immediately  to  consider  whether  it 
would  be  in  the  public  interest  to  purchase  or  take 
the  said  area  by  eminent  domain  for  some  suitable 
public  purpose.

Suction  I.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  alter  chapter  1J{5  the 
following  chapter: 

Chapter  185A 
Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston 

Section  1.  Creation  of  Court.  There  shall  be 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  this  chapter  called  the 
city,  a  court  of  I  lie  commonwealth  known  as  the 
housing  court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  this  chap- 
ter called  the  housing  court. 

Section  2.  Court  of  Record  and  Superior  Ju- 
risdiction. The  housing  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
superior  and  general  jurisdiction  with  reference 
lo  all  cases  and  matters  within  its  jurisdiction; 
and  no  order,  decree,  judgment,  sentence,  war- 
rant, writ,  oi'  process  made,  issued,  or  pronounced 
l>\  il  need  set  on  I  any  adjudication  or  circum- 
stances with  greater  particularity  than  would  be 
required  in  other  courts  of  superior  and  general 
jurisdiction,  and  the  like  presumption  shall  be 
made  in  favor  of  proceedings  of  the  housing  court 
as  would  be  made  in  favor  of  proceedings  of 
other  courts  of  superior  and  general  jurisdiction. 
The  housing  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record. 
Writs,  subpoenas,  citations,  orders,  notices,  exe- 
cutions, and  all  other  processes  issued  by  the 
housing  court  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  hous- 
ing court,  signed  by  the  clerk,  temporary  clerk, 
or  an  assistant  clerk,  and  bear  teste  of  the  judge, 
and  shall  run  throughout  the  commonwealth. 

Section  '!.  Sittings.  The  housing  court  shall 
hold  its  sittings  in  Boston:  and  suitable  rooms 
for  the  sittings  of  the  housing  court  and  for  the 
ollicers  thereof  shall  be  provided  in  the  Suffolk 
county  court  house.  With,  in  each  instance,  the 
approval  of  the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property  of  the  city,  space  may  be  provided  for 
sittings  of  the  housing  court  in  such  other  court 
houses  in  the  city  as  may  from  time  to  time  lie 
expedient  or  convenient,  lather  judge  of  the 
housing  court  may  keep  order  therein. 

Section  t.  When  Court  Is  Open.  The  hous- 
ing court  shall  always  be  open,  and  the  business 
thereof,  or  of  the  judges  thereof,  may  be  trans- 
acted at  any  lime;  but  such  business  shall  not, 
except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  .chapter  two 
hundred  and  twenty,  be  transacted  on  Saturday 
or  Sunday  or  on  a  legal  holiday  unless  it  relates 
to  an  application  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
judge  or  associate  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
whom  it  is  made,  is  of  pressing  necessity;  pro- 
vided that,  if  the  convenience  of  the  public  so 
requires,  the  housing  court  shall  be  open  for  the 
transaction  of  business  on  such  Saturdays,  not- 
legal  holidays,  and  during  such  hours  thereof, 
as  the  judge  may  determine. 

Section  5.  Seal.  The  housing  court  shall 
have  a  seal  which  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  its 
clerk,  and  shall  be  alli.xed  to  all  processes  issued 
by  the  housing  court  requiring  a  seal. 

Section  6.  Rules.  The  housing  court  shall 
from  time  to  time  make  general  rules  and  forms 
for  procedure,  which,  before  taking  effect,  shall 


be.  approved  by  the  supreme  judicial  court  or  a 

justice  thereof. 

Section  7.  Judges.  The  housing  court  shall 
have  two  judges,  one  of  w  horn  shall  be  appointed, 
commissioned,  and  qualified  as  judge,  and  the 
other  as  associate  judge.  Kaoh  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  bar,  shall  devote  his  entire  time  during 
ordinary  business  hours  to  his  duties,  and  shall 
not,  directly  or  indirectly,  engage  in  the  practice 
of  law.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  olliec  of 
judge,  or  of  his  illness  or  absence,  his  duties  shall 
be  performed  by  the  associate  judge.  The  judge 
and  the  associate  judge  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  of  twenty-six  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars  a  year. 

Section  8.  Clerk.  The  housing  court  shall 
have  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  shall  hold  ollice  during  good  be- 
havior, subject,  however,  to  retirement  under  the 
provisions  of  any  applicable  general  or  special 
law  relative  to  retirement  systems. 

Section  9.  Temporary  Clerk.  In  case  of  the 
absence,  death,  or  removal  of  the  clerk,  the  judge 
may  appoint  a  temporary  clerk,  to  act  until  the 
clerk  resumes  his  duties  or  until  the  vacancy  is 
filled.  A  temporary  clerk  shall  be  paid  for 
each  day's  service  an  amount  equal  to  the  rate 
by  the  day  of  the  minimum  compensation  of  the 
clerk  as  established  under  sections  forty-nine  to 
fifty-six,  inclusive,  of  chapter  thirty-five;  but 
compensation  so  paid  to  a  temporary  clerk  for 
service  in  excess  of  thirty  days  in  any  one  year 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  clerk; 
provided,  however,  that  if  a  clerk  is  absent  due 
to  illness  or  physical  disability  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days  in  any  year,  in  addition  to 
said  thirty  days,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  on 
sick  leave  and  no  such  deduction  shall  be  made. 
Such  thirty  days  sick  leave  or  any  portion  thereof 
not  used  in  any  year  may  be  accumulated,  but 
shall,  in  any  event,  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
eighty  days  in  any  consecutive  six-year  period. 
If  the  person  so  appointed  holds  an  office  or 
position  the  salary  or  compensation  for  which 
is  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth, 
or  of  a  county,  or  of  a  city  or  town,  he  shall  not 
receive  the  salary  or  compensation  of  both  offices 
or  positions  during  the  period  of  such  temporary 
service. 

Section  10.  Assistant  Clerks.  The  clerk 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  judge, 
appoint  such  number  of  assistant  clerks  as  the 
mayor  of  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. All  powers  conferred  by  statute  upon  the 
clerk  may  be  exercised,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  clerk,  by  an  assistant  clerk.  The  clerk  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  official  acts  of  the  assistant 
clerks,  and  they  shall  be  removable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  clerk  or  of  the  judge. 

Section  11.  Oath  of  Clerk,  etc.  The  clerk, 
any  temporary  clerk,  and  all  assistant  clerks  shall 
be  sworn;  and,  in  the  case  of  any  temporary  clerk 
and  of  every  assistant  clerk,  the  oath  of  office 
shall  be  administered  by  the  judge  or  associate 
judge  who  shall,  upon  administering  the  same, 
forthwith  make  return  of  such  act  with  the  date 
thereof  to  the  state  secretary. 

Section  12.  Bond.  The  clerk,  any  temporary 
clerk,  and  every  assistant  clerk,  before  entering 
upon  the  performance  of  his  official  duties,  and 
thereafter  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  year, 
so  long  as  he  continues  to  hold  such  office,  shall 
give  to  the  city  a  bond,  conditioned  to  perform 
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faithfully  his  official  duties,  with  a  surety  com- 
pany, authorized  to  transact  business  in  the 
commonwealth  as  surety,  in  a  sum  approved  by 
the  judge,  but  in  no  event  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars.  Failure  to  give  such  bond  shall  be  sulfi- 
cient  cause  for  his  removal. 

Section  13.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Clerk,  etc. 
The  clerk,  temporary  clerk  and  assistant  clerks 
or  one  of  them  shall  attend  all  sessions  of  the 
housing  court  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings.  The  clerk  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  the  records,  books,  and  papers 
appertaining  to,  or  filed  or  deposited  in,  his 
office.  The  clerk  shall  make  and  issue  writs  and 
processes,  shall  make  returns  of  the  housing 
court,  tax  bills  of  costs,  and  receive  fines,  for- 
feitures, fees,  and  costs  accruing  from  the  civil 
and  criminal  business  of  the  housing  court,  in- 
cluding fees  for  blanks  and  copies.  The  clerk 
shall  be  allowed  annually  for  clerical  assistance 
such  amount  as  the  mayor  of  the  city  may  ap- 
prove. 

The  clerk  and  assistant  clerks  of  the  housing 
court  may  sign  process  issued  by  the  housing 
court,  and  housing  court  records,  documents,  or 
other  legal  papers  or  copies  thereof  made  or 
issued  by  such  clerk  or  assistant  clerks  in  con- 
formity with  law,  except  search  warrants  and 
process  authorizing  arrests  or  commitments,  by 
imprinting  thereon  a  facsimile  of  the  signature 
of  the  clerk  or  assistant  clerk;  and  such  facsimile 
signatures  shall  have  the  same  validity  as  their 
written  signatures. 

Section  14.  Court  Officers.  The  judge  may 
appoint  such  number  of  court  officers  for  the 
housing  court  as  the  mayor  of  the  city  may 
from  time  to  time  determine.  Any  court  officer 
may  be  removed  for  any  cause  considered  by 
the  judge  to  be  sufficient.  Any  vacancy  caused 
by  removal  or  otherwise  may  be  filled  by  the 
judge.  The  court  officers  shall  attend  the  ses- 
sions of  the  housing  court,  shall  preserve  order, 
and  may  serve  warrants,  mittimuses,  precepts, 
orders,  and  processes  of  the  housing  court.  Each 
court  officer  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  in  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  payable  to  the  city,  with  sufficient 
sureties  approved  by  the  judge.  Each  court 
officer,  while  on  duty  in  the  housing  court,  shall 
wear  a  uniform  approved  by  the  judge,  which 
shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Section  15.  Housing  Specialists.  The  judge 
may  appoint  such  number  of  housing  specialists 
as  the  mayor  of  the  city  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.  The  judge  may  designate  one  of  them 
as  chief  housing  specialist.  All  housing  special- 
ists shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  judge, 
subject,  however,  to  retirement  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  applicable  general  or  special  law 
relative  to  retirement  systems.  All  housing 
specialists  shall  be  attorneys  at  law  and  knowl- 
edgeable in  the  maintenance,  repair,  and  rehabili- 
tation of  dwelling  units,  the  problems  of  landlord 
and  tenant  as  they  pertain  to  dwelling  units,  the 
types  of  funds  and  services  available  to  assist 
landlords  and  tenants  in  the  financing  and  resolu- 
tion of  such  problems,  and  the  federal  and  state 
laws,  rules,  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
maintenance,  repair,  and  rehabilitation  of  such 
units  and  the  financing  and  resolution  of  such 
problems.  The  housing  specialists  shall  have 
such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  the 
judge  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 


Section  16.  Stenographers.  At  the  trial  of 
any  issue  of  fact,  the  judge  or  associate  judge,  as 
the"  case  may  be,  presiding  at  the  trial  may 
appoint  a  stenographer,  who  shall  be  sworn 
and  shall  attend  the  trial,  or  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  directed,  and  perform  like  duties  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  therefor  as  a 
stenographer  appointed  by  the  superior  court 
who  is  not  on  salary;  and  the  sums  so  payable 
for  his  attendance  at  court  and  for  any  transcript 
of  his  notes  or  part  thereof  furnished  to  the 
judge  or  associate  judge  presiding  at.  the  trial 
by  his  direction  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  judge. 

Section  17.  Prohibition  Against  Employment 
as  Attorney.  No  clerk,  temporary  clerk,  as- 
sistant clerk,  or  housing  specialist  shall  be 
retained  or  employed  as  an  attorney  in  any 
complaint,  action,  or  suit  in  the  housing  court 
or  which  has  been  examined  or  tried  therein. 

Section  18.  Services  and  Supplies.  The  judge 
may  employ  stenographic  service  for  the  housing 
court  to  such  amount  as  the  mayor  of  the  city 
may  approve;  and,  within  the  limits  of  available 
appropriations,  the  clerk  of  the  housing  court 
may  procure  such  law  books  and  such  blank 
books,  blanks,  stationery,  and  other  incidentals 
required  by  the  housing  court  as  the  judge  may 
approve.  Expenses  so  incurred  shall  be  pairl  by 
the  city  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  iudee 

Section  19.  Jurisdiction.  The  housing  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the  dis- 
trict courts  and  the  superior  court,  of  all  crimes, 
and  of  all  civil  actions,  arising  within  the  city 
under  sections  fourteen  and  eighteen  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eighty-six  and  under  so  much 
of  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  A  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  F,  inclusive,  and 
sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  H  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  K,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven,  so  much  of 
section  sixteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy,  so  much  of  chapters  one  hundred  and 
forty-three,  one  hundred  and  forty-eight,  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  so  much  of 
any  other  general  or  special  law,  ordinance, 
rule,  or  regulation  as  is  concerned  with  the 
health,  safety,  or  welfare  of  any  occupant  of  any 
place  used,  or  intended  for  use,  as  a  place  of 
human  habitation,  including,  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  so  much  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight  and  of 
acts  and  ordinances  in  amendment  thereof,  and 
so  much  of  the  provisions  of  ordinance  validated 
and  confirmed  by  chapter  three  hundred  and 
fourteen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two  and  of  ordinances  made  under  said 
chapter  as  is  so  concerned.  The  housing  court 
shall  also  have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  concurrent, 
with  the  district  courts,  the  probate  courts,  the 
superior  court,  and  the  supreme  judicial  court, 
of  all  cases  and  matters  so  arising. 

In  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction  the  hous- 
ing court  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  superior 
court  in  actions  at  law  and  suits  in  equity,  in- 
cluding the  power  to  grant  temporary  restrain- 
ing orders  and  preliminary  injunctions  as  justice 
and  equity  may  require.  The  housing  court, 
shall  have  like  power  and  authority  for  en- 
forcing orders,  sentences,  and  decrees  made  or 
pronounced  in  the  exercise  of  any  jurisdiction 
vested    in   it,   and   for   punishing  contempts  of

such  orders,  sentences,  and  decrees  and  other 
contempts  of  its  authority  as  arc  vested  for  such 
or  similar  purposes  in  the  supreme  judicial  or 
superior  court. 

Section  20.  Commencement,  of  Proceedings. 
Proceedings  shall  he  commenced  in  the  housing 
court  as  follows:  —  a  criminal  case,  hy  complaint 
in  like  manner  as  in  a  district  court;  an  action 
at  law,  including  an  action  for  summary  process, 
hy  writ  in  like  manner'  as  in  I  lie  superior  court,  or 
a  district  court;  and  a  suit  in  equity,  hy  bill  or 
petition  with  a  writ  of  subpoena  according  to  the 
usual  course  of  proceedings  in  equity,  in  like 
manner  as  in  the  superior  court. 

The  clerk  of  the  housing  court  shall  charge  a 
fee  of  two  dollars  for  the  entry  of  an  action  or 
suit,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  entering 
the  same;  and  no  other  fee  shall  be  charged  for 
taxing  costs,  for  issuing  any  subpoena  or  execu- 
tion, or  for  issuing  any  order  of  notice  or  other 
mesne,  interlocutory,  or  final  order,  rule,  decree, 
or  process  authorized  by  law,  except  a  temporary 
restraining  order  or  preliminary  injunction  for 
the  issuance  of  which  the  clerk  shall  charge  five 
dollars;  provided,  however,  that  no  fee  for  the 
entry  of  an  action  or  suit  or  for  the  issuance  of  a 
temporary  restraining  order  or  preliminary  in- 
junction shall  be  charged  the  commonwealth  or 
the  city  or  any  board  or  officer  of  either.  If  the 
housing  court  finds  that  the  party  entering  the 
action  or  suit  or  obtaining  the  restraining  order 
or  preliminary  injunction  is  destitute  and  un- 
able to  pay,  it  may  order  the  payment  of  the  fee 
or  fees  prescribed  by  this  paragraph  to  be  waived. 

Notwithstanding  that  a  proceeding  under  this 
chapter  is  commenced  by  complaint,  if  the 
housing  court  finds  that  the  offense  charged  was 
not  wilful,  intentional,  reckless,  or  repeated,  the 
proceeding  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal,  and 
no  record  of  the  case  shall  be  entered  in  the 
probation  records. 

Suits  in  equity  in  the  housing  court  shall  be 
entered  upon  a  separate  equity  docket. 

Section  21.  Issuance  and  Service  of  Sub- 
poena in  Equity  Cases.  Upon  the  commence- 
ment of  a  suit  in  equity  in  the  housing  court,  the 
clerk,  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff  or  his  counsel, 
shall  issue  a  subpoena  with  a  copy  of  the  bill 
or  petition  attached.  Such  subpoena  shall  direct 
the  defendant  or  defendants  to  appear  and 
answer  on  or  before  a  date  specified  therein, 
which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fourteen  days  after  the  issuance  of  such  sub- 
poena. Such  subpoena  shall  be  served  at  least 
seven  days  prior  to  the  date  specified  therein  for 
appearance  and  answer.  Such  subpoena  may  be 
served  by  an  officer  qualified  to  serve  civil  proc- 
ess, by  delivery  to  the  defendant  of  an  attested 
copy  thereof  in  any  manner  provided  by  law, 
including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  by  leaving  such  copy  at  the  last  and 
usual  place  of  abode  of  the  defendant  or,  if  the 
suit  relates  to  premises  of  which  the  defendant 
is  owner  or  landlord,  by  leaving  such  copy  at 
the  place  to  which  the  rent  is  sent  or  delivered  or 
the  bill  for  the  real  estate  tax  on  such  premises  is 
sent  pursuant  to  section  three  of  chapter  sixty. 
If  the  defendant  is  a  corporation,  such  sub- 
poena may  be  served  by  such  an  officer  by  leav- 
ing an  attested  copy  thereof  at  the  place  of 
abode  of  the  president,  treasurer,  or  clerk  of  the 
corporation,  or,  in  the  case  aforesaid,  by  leaving 
such  copy  at  the  place  to  which  the  rent  is  sent 


or  delivered  or  the  bill  for  the  real  estate  tax  on 
the  premises  is  sent  pursuant  to  said  seel  ion 
three.  Service  of  such  subpoena  may  also  be 
made,  within  the  time  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
by  the  plaint  ill  by  registered  mail,  return  receipt 
requested;  provided  that  an  affidavit  of  such 
service  and  the  return  receipt  is  filed  on  or 
before  the  date  specified  in  the  subpoena  for 
appearance  and  answer  or  within  such  further 
time  as  the  housing  court  may  allow. 

Section  22.  Transfer  of  Causes.  Any  action 
at  law  or  suit  in  equity  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  housing  court  which  is  pending  in  another 
court  may  be  transferred  to  the  housing  court 
by  any  party  thereto;  but  no  action  at  law  or 
suit  in  equity  originally  entered  in  the  housing 
court  shall  be  transferred  to  any  other  court, 
except  that  the  supreme  judicial  court  may 
direct  any  cause  pending  in  the  housing  court 
to  be  transferred  to  it  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
further  action  or  directions,  and  in  cases  of 
partial  transfer  may  issue  such  orders  or  direc- 
tions in  regard  to  the  part  of  such  cause  not  so 
transferred  as  justice  may  require. 

Whenever  cross  actions  between  the  same 
parties  or  two  or  more  actions,  including  for  the 
purposes  hereof  other  court  proceedings,  arising 
out  of  or  connected  with  the  same  housing  ac- 
commodation are  pending,  one  or  more  in  the 
housing  court  and  also  one  or  more  in  one  or 
more  district  courts  or  one  or  more  probate 
courts,  or  in  the  superior  court,  the  housing 
court,  upon  motion  of  any  party  to  any  of  such 
actions,  may  order  that  the  action  or  actions 
pending  in  the  district  court  or  courts  and  in  the 
probate  court  or  courts  and  in  the  superior  court, 
with  all  the  papers  relating  thereto,  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  housing  court  without  the  payment 
of  any  entry  fee;  and  such  action  or  actions  shall 
thereafter  proceed  in  the  housing  court  as  though 
originally  entered  there. 

If,  in  any  action  of  summary  process  com- 
menced in  any  court  other  than  the  housing 
court  to  recover  possession  of  premises  within 
the  city,  the  defendant  asserts  a  defense  under 
section  eight  A  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  and  files  with  the  clerk  of  such  court 
a  copy  of  the  inspection  report  described  in  said 
section  eight  A,  such  action  shall,  upon  written 
request  of  the  defendant,  be  forthwith  trans- 
ferred by  the  clerk  of  such  court  to  the  clerk  of 
the  housing  court  without  the  payment  of  any 
entry  fee,  and  shall  thereupon  proceed  as  though 
originally  entered  in  the  housing  court. 

Section  23.  Trial  of  Cases.  All  cases  in  the 
housing  court,  including  all  demurrers,  pleas, 
motions,  and  the  like,  whether  interlocutory  or 
final,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
housing  court  sitting  without  a  jury,  except  that 
in  all  cases  where  a  jury  trial  is  required  by  the 
constitution  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States  and  the  defendant  has  not  waived 
his  rights  to  a  trial  by  jury  and  has  complied 
with  such  reasonable  bond  requirements  as  the 
housing  court  may  order,  the  cause  shall  be 
forthwith  tried  in  the  housing  court  before  a 
jury  selected  in  accordance  with  chapter  two 
hundred  and  thirty-four.  In  the  trial  of  any 
complaint,  action,  or  suit  in  the  housing  court, 
the  report  of  any  inspector  serving  in  the  hous- 
ing inspection  department  of  the  city  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein. 
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Section  24.  Entry  of  Judgments  and  Decrees 
and  Notice  Thereof.  Every  judgment,  order, 
and  decree  entered  by  the  housing  court  shall 
bear  as  its  date  the  day  when  actually  entered  by 
the  clerk,  and  at  the  time  of  the  entry  he  shall 
note  such  date  upon  the  judgment,  order,  or 
decree  and  upon  the  docket.  When  a  judgment 
or  decree  is  entered  by  the  housing  court  upon 
a  demurrer  or  a  case  stated  or  when  a  judgment 
or  decree  is  entered  in  an  action  or  suit,  except  in 
open  court,  the  clerk  shall  forthwith  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  parties  or  to  their  attorneys. 

In  suits  in  equity  under  this  chapter  a  final 
decree  shall  be  entered  although  exceptions  have 
been  taken  or  a  bill  of  exceptions  has  been  filed 
and  allowed,  but  execution  and  operation  of  the 
decree  so  entered  shall  be  stayed  until  the  ex- 
ceptions have  been  disposed  of  unless  the  judge 
who  made  the  ruling  to  which  the  exceptions 
were  taken  finds  that  the  exceptions  are  imma- 
terial, frivolous,  or  intended  for  delay. 

Section  25.  Reports  of  Facts  in  Equity 
Cases.  If  a  written  request  by  any  party  en- 
titled to  appeal  from  a  decree  entered  by  the 
housing  court  in  a  suit  in  equity  is  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  housing  court  within 
three  days  after  the  entry  of  such  decree  in  open 
court  or  within  five  days  after  notice  of  the 
entry  of  such  decree  is  sent  such  party  by  the 
clerk,  whichever  is  earlier,  the  judge  by  whom 
the  decree  was  ordered  entered  shall  report  the 
material  facts  found  by  him  within  fourteen 
days  after  the  filing  of  the  request  therefor.  If 
no  request  for  a  report  of  material  facts  is  filed 
as  aforesaid,  such  report  shall  be  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  judge  ordering  the  decree  entered.  A 
request  for  a  report  of  material  facts  may  be 
accompanied  by  a  request  for  action  on  rulings 
of  law  duly  filed  during  the  trial;  and,  in  case 
of  such  additional  request,  exceptions  may  be 
taken  to  any  ruling  or  refusal  to  rule  thereon 
within  five  days  after  notice  of  the  action  of  the 
housing  court  thereon  is  sent  by  the  clerk.  A 
request  for  action  on  such  requested  rulings  may 
be  made  also  within  five  days  after  a  report  of 
material  facts  made  by  the  housing  court  in  its 
discretion  without  previous  request;  and  excep- 
tions may  be  taken  within  five  days  after  notice 
of  the  action  of  the  housing  court  thereon  is 
sent.  In  either  case  the  filing  of  such  requests 
after  trial  for  action  on  rulings  of  law  shall  con- 
stitute a  waiver  of  the  right  of  appeal  under 
section  twenty-three.  In  case  exceptions  are 
taken  as  herein  provided,  sections  one  hundred 
and  thirteen  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-three, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  shall  apply. 

Section  26.  Appeal.  A  party  aggrieved  by  a 
final  decree  or  final  judgment  of  a  judge  or  as- 
sociate judge  of  the  housing  court  may,  within 
three  days  after  the  entry  of  such  decree  in  open 
court  or  within  five  days  after  notice  of  the 
entry  of  such  decree  is  sent  such  party  by  the 
clerk,  whichever  is  earlier,  appeal  therefrom 
directly  to  the  full  court  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court;  provided  that  simultaneously  with  filing 
such  appeal  or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
judge,  associate  judge,  or  clerk  for  cause  shown 
allows,  file  a  bond  executed  by  him  or  by  his 
attorney  of  record  on  his  behalf  payable  to  the 
appellee  in  such  reasonable  sum  and  with  such 
surety  or  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
appellee  or   by   the  judge,   associate  judge,   or 


clerk,  conditioned  to  enter  and  prosecute  his 
appeal  with  effect,  and  to  satisfy  any  judgment 
for  costs  which  may  be  entered  against  him  upon 
said  appeal  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry 
thereof,  except  that  no  such  bond  shall  be  re- 
quired if  the  appellant  is  the  commonwealth  or 
the  city  or  any  board  or  olficer  of  either.  In- 
stead of  filing  a  bond  as  aforesaid,  the  appellant 
or  any  person  in  his  behalf  may  deposit  with  the 
clerk,  within  the  time  required  for  filing  a  bond, 
a  reasonable  amount,  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge, 
associate  judge,  or  clerk,  as  security  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  appeal  and  the  payment  of 
costs.  A  certificate  of  such  deposit  shall  be 
issued  to  the  depositor  by  the  clerk,  who  shall 
hold  such  deposit  until  the  final  disposition  of 
the  case,  when  he  shall  pay  it,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  the  appellee  for  his  costs,  or  to  the 
depositor  thereof,  as  the  housing  court  may 
order.  The  housing  court  may  give  directions  as 
to  the  manner  of  keeping  such  deposit. 

The  completion  of  an  appeal  hereunder  shall 
be  governed  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-one,  as  if 
the  housing  court  were  the  superior  court. 
When  the  appeal  has  been  entered  as  aforesaid, 
all  proceedings  under  such  judgment  or  decree 
shall  be  stayed,  and  the  cause  shall  thereupon 
be  pending  before  the  full  court,  which  shall 
hear  and  determine  the  same,  and  affirm,  re- 
verse, or  modify  the  decree  appealed  from. 
Upon  the  reversal  of  a  final  decree,  the  supreme 
judicial  court  may  remand  the  cause  to  the 
housing  court  with  necessary  and  proper  direc- 
tions for  further  proceeding  therein. 

When  an  appeal  has  been  taken,  the  housing 
court  before  the  entry  of  the  appeal  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court  may  in  its  discretion  stay, 
pending  the  appeal,  all  temporary  orders,  judg- 
ments, injunctions,  decrees,  or  other  orders  of 
the  housing  court,  and  may  make  such  orders  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  and  of  injunction 
or  prohibition,  or  for  continuing  the  same  in 
force,  as  are  needful  for  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  the  parties  pending  the  determination 
of  the  appeal. 

A  party  aggrieved  by  an  interlocutory  decree 
of  a  judge  or  associate  judge  of  the  housing  court 
may,  in  like  manner,  appeal  to  the  full  court  of 
the  supreme  judicial  court;  but  the  appeal  shall 
not  suspend  the  execution  of  such  decree,  except 
as  provided  in  section  twenty-two  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  fourteen,  nor  transfer  to  the 
full  court  the  entire  cause  or  any  matter  therein 
except  the  question  whether  the  interlocutory 
decree  appealed  from  shall  be  affirmed,  reversed, 
or  modified.  Interlocutory  decrees  not  appealed 
from  shall  be  open  to  revision  upon  appeal  from 
the  final  decree  so  far  only  as  it  appears  to  the 
full  court  that  the  final  decree  is  erroneously 
affected  thereby. 

Section  27.  Report  of  Testimony.  Upon  an 
appeal,  the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  have 
been  examined  orally  before  a  judge  or  associate 
judge  of  the  housing  court  shall,  at,  the  request 
of  any  party,  be  reported  to  the  full  court.  The 
housing  court  shall  provide  by  general  rules  for 
some  convenient  and  effectual  means  of  having 
the  same  reported  by  the  judge  by  whom  the 
case  is  heard  or  by  a  person  designated  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  In  appeals  in  suits  in  equity 
under   this  chapter,   the   provisions  of  sections 
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twenty-four  and  twenty-five  of  chapter  two  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  shall  apply. 

Section  28.  Execution  on  Final  Decree.  The 
housing  court  may  issue  execution  in  common 
form  if  such  process  is  appropriate  for  the  en- 
forcement of  a  decree  in  equity;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  process  for  the  execution  of  a 
final  decree  of  the  housing  court  shall  issue  until 
the  expiration  of  five  days  after  the  entry  thereof, 
unless  all  parties  against  whom  such  decree  is 
made  waive  an  appeal  by  a  writing  filed  with  the 
clerk  or  by  causing  an  entry  thereof  to  be  made 
on  the  docket,  except  that  if  the  judge  or  asso- 
ciate judge  by  whose  order  the  final  decree  was 
made  is  of  opinion  that  the  appeal  from  such 
decree  is  groundless  and  intended  merely  for 
delay,  process  for  the  execution  of  the  decree 
may  be  awarded  notwithstanding  the  appeal. 

Section  29.  Report  of  Interlocutory  Decree. 
If,  upon  making  an  interlocutory  order  or  decree 
at  law  or  in  equity,  the  judge  or  associate  judge 
is  of  opinion  that  it  so  affects  the  merits  of  the 
controversy  that  the  matter  ought,  before  further 
proceedings,  to  be  determined  by  the  full  court 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  he  may  report  the 
question  for  that  purpose,  and  stay  all  further 
proceedings  except  those  necessary  to  preserve 
the  rights  of  the  parties. 

Section  30.  Bond  of  Receiver.  The  bond  of 
any  receiver  appointed  by  the  housing  court 
shall  be  payable  to  the  city  and  shall  otherwise 
be  in  such  form  as  the  housing  court  shall  require. 
Such  bond  may  be  enforced  in  the  name  of  the 
city  by  its  commissioner  of  housing  inspection, 
or  by  any  person  interested  therein  and  duly 
authorized  by  the  housing  court,  after  notice  to 
said  commissioner,  to  take  such  action.  The 
housing  court  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  of  actions  on  such  bonds.  Any  sums 
recovered  shall  be  paid  over  or  administered  as 
the  housing  court  directs.

The  next  to  the  last  paragraph 
of  said  chapter  797,  as  amended  by  said  section  3 
of  said  chapter  863,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  line  1  the  word  "shall"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "and  the 
housing  court  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  sever- 
ally." 

Section  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  so  far  as  the  appointing,  commission- 
ing, and  qualifying  of  the  judge,  the  associate 
judge,  and  clerk  of  the  court  hereby  established 
are  concerned;  and  it  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect,  and  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  hereby  established  shall  begin,  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
two.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  the  order  submitted  by 
Councillor  Saltonstall  concerning  water  rate  in- 
creases, water  taken,  and  revenue  received  from 
various  classes  of  users  and  the  granting  of 
discounts  to  volume  users,  the  following  infor- 
mation is  provided  for  your  edification. 

The  Water  Division  during  the  years 
from  1967  to  1970,  inclusive,  has  operated  at  a 
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succeedingly  higher  deficit,.  Revenue  derived 
from  the  selling  of  water  at  the  current  rales 
(which  were  established  on  July  1,  1961)  is,  in 
light  of  the  present  and  continuing  inflationary 
spiral,  increased  personnel  costs,  and  an  in- 
creased capital  improvement  program,  obviously 
inadequate  to  operate  this  division  on  a  self- 
sustaining  basis. 

The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  of  the  City 
of  Boston  do  empower  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  establish,  with  the  approval  of 
His  Honor  the  Mayor,  rates  for  the  use  of  water. 
It  is  apparent  that  an  increase  in  the  current 
water  rates,  if  not  immediately  necessary, 
should  be  considered  essential  in  the  near  future. 
A  study  of  water  rates  for  the  City  of  Boston  has 
recently  been  completed  by  the  firm  of  Camp, 
Dresser  and  McKee,  Inc.,  Consulting  Engineers. 
Their  report  indicates  that  operating  expenses 
by  the  Water  Division  exceeded  revenue  derived 
from  the  sale  of  water  at  the  current  rates  by 
about  18  percent  in  1970,  and  that  1971  expendi- 
tures, our  austerity  program  not  withstanding, 
will  exceed  anticipated  revenue  by  20  percent. 
A  schedule  of  current  water  rates  and  those 
recommended  by  our  consultants  is  attached  for 
your  further  information  and  edification. 

There  is  no  propitious  or  advantageous  time 
to  effect  an  increase  in  water  rates.  Yet  the 
need  for  such  an  increase  is  obvious,  particularly 
when  a  virtually  certain  increase  of  charges  in 
1972  to  the  city  by  its  supplier  of  water,  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  is  consid- 
ered. 

I  believe  that  any  increase  of  water  rates  by 
the  city  should  not  be  implemented  prior  to  the 
first  quarter  water  billings  of  1972.  This  would 
preclude  any  confusion  to  our  consumers  in 
water  charges  assessed  in  1971,  and  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  compounding  such  confusion 
when  back-billing  underestimated  accounts  or 
when  considering  abatement  of  charges  imposed 
by  two  schedules  of  water  rates  under  which 
different  minimum  amounts  of  water  are  per- 
mitted to  be  taken  at  varying  rates.  Also,  the 
implementation  of  a  new  schedule  of  increased 
water  rates  at  the  above  time  would  better  coin- 
cide with  that  contemplated  by  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission,  and  this  should  have  a 
more  salutary  effect  on  the  residents  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

The  Water  Division  maintains  approximately 
93,000  accounts  for  its  water  takers.  For  the 
purpose  of  answering  Councillor  Saltonstall's 
order,  I  have  prepared  a  schedule  of  water  taken 
and  revenue  received  in  1970  by  large  water 
users,  i.e.,  those  taking  1,000,000  cubic  feet  or 
more  annually.  While  I  would  agree  that  a 
large  water  user  could  surely  be  considered  one 
using  less  than  1,000,000  cubic  feet  annually, 
e.g.,  750,000  cubic  feet,  500,000  cubic  feet,  etc., 
to  include  all  such  users  in  the  above-referenced 
schedule  would  require  an  inordinate  amount  of 
time  to  compile  same.  The  term  large  users, 
therefore,  will  refer  only  to  those  using  an 
excess  of  1,000,000  cubic  feet  of  water  in  1970. 
These  large  water  users  range  in  number  from 
300  to  315  and  combined  they  received  from  the 
city  in  1970,  1,821,755,000  cubic  feet  of  water 
at  a  charge  of  $3,386,349.  All  billings  for 
metered  water  rates  and  services  in  1970  totaled 
$9,811,197. 


A  further  breakdown  of  large  water  users 
shows  that  tax-exempt  properties  took  896,929,- 
000  cubic  feet  of  water  in  1970,  for  which 
revenue  of  $1,403,847  was  received.  Perhaps 
this  is  a  good  place  to  note  that  the  raising  of 
real  property  taxes  would,  of  course,  not  affect 
tax-exempt  properties,  whereas  an  increase  of 
water  rates  is  a  source  of  further  revenue  from 
tax-free  properties.  Industrial  and  manufactur- 
ing users  took  439,702,000  cubic  feet  of  water, 
from  which  revenue  of  $1,106,218  was  derived. 
Residential  consumers  —  that  is,  those  accounts 
using  less  than  1,000,000  cubic  feet  of  water  — 
in  1970  took  5,091,925,882  cubic  feet  at  a  cost 
of  $6,424,848.  I  am  attaching  a  schedule  of  the 
above  information. 

I  think  that  you  will  agree  that  industry 
should  be  encouraged  to  come  to  Boston,  and 
that  we  should  make  every  effort  to  assure  that 
the  industries  and  businesses  presently  located 
in  Boston  remain  here.  These  tax-contributing 
water  users,  who  paid  approximately  $2,000,000 
to  the  city  for  water  use  in  1970,  would  probably 
give  some  consideration  to  the  possibility  of 
leaving  Boston  should  they  not,  as  large  quantity 
users  of  water,  pay  for  such  water  on  a  sliding 
scale.  These  "large  quantity  discounts"  are 
available  to  all  water  users  in  the  city.  The  use 
of  a  sliding  scale  for  payment  of  water  charges 
by  those  users  is  no  more  than  good  business 
practice  and  is  not  used  to  the  exclusive  benefit 
of  any  water  taker,  whether  tax-exempt,  indus- 
trial, manufacturing,  or  residential.  There  are 
other  explanations  for  the  use  of  the  sliding  scale 
system  which  I  think  could  be  more  easily  dis- 
cussed at  a  meeting  at  your  convenience.

It  is  hoped  that  the  following  will  be  of  assis- 
tance in  explaining  the  proposed  use  by  the  City 
of  Boston  of  a  block  water  rate  schedule  that 
provides  for  a  reduced  rate  for  large  consumers. 
Although  the  block  system  is  common  to  most 
cities  and  towns  throughout  the  country,  there 
are  some  people  who  believe  that  the  system  is 
an  unfair  apportionment  which  subsidizes  many 
individual  water  users.  While  this  argument 
may  have  some  merit  in  other  situations,  it  is 
not  applicable  to  Boston. 


Conventional  practice  in  public  water  utility 
pricing  has  been  established  by  the  American 
Water  Works  Association  (AWWA).  Reference 
is  made  to  a  AWWA  Committee  Report  pub- 
lished in  1954,  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  which 
attempts  to  formulate  water  rates  based  on  the 
principle  of  recovering  costs  assigned  to  different 
classes  of  users.  While  the  primary  purpose  of 
this  1954  report  was  to  reconcile  two  different 
theories  in  determining  water  rate  schedules,  it 
offers  a  good  explanation  of  polic\  adhered  to  by 
the  majority  of  municipalities. 

Briefly  this  policy  is  to  separate  costs  into 
three  categories  generally  referred  to  as  a  con- 
sumer or  service  charge,  demand  charge,  and 
commodity  charge.  In  considering  the  Boston 
water  rate  structure,  the  minimum  meter  charge 
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is  equivalent  to  the  consumer  charge.  This  ac- 
counts for  meter  reading,  billing,  and  all  costs 
relative  to  consumer  service,  but  has  no  bearing 
on  the  amount  of  water  used.  Next,  the  de- 
mand charge  is  based  on  the  size  of  meter  used, 
which  allows  the  consumer  to  draw  a  maximum 
quantity  ol'  water  at  any  time.  The  various 
meter  size  rales  rolled  this  demand  charge. 
Lastly,  there  is  a  commodity  charge  which  covers 
the  cost  of  the  water  itself  including  the  cost  of 
delivery  for  the  amount,  of  water  actually  used. 

Here  in  Boston  the  largest  cost  attributable 
to  the  distribution  system  is  the  demand  cost. 
This  is  because  the  water  system  is  designed  on 
a  ready-to-serve  basis.  This  means  that  any 
consumer  can  draw  as  much  water  as  lie  requires 
at  any  time  of  day  and  at  any  time  of  year. 
The  domestic  customer  who  accounts  for  the 
majority  of  meters  determines  the  peak  demand 
in  any  area  of  the  city,  and  consequently  the  dis- 
tribution system  must  be  designed  and  main- 
tained primarily  for  the  domestic  customer  even 
though  as  an  individual  service  he  may  consume 
only  a  small  quantity  of  water. 

The  AWWA  report  previously  mentioned  as- 
sumes a  maximum  simultaneous  demand  of 
meters  in  a  residential  area  of  six  times  the  aver- 
age rate  of  use  and  a  maximum  demand  of  large 
meters  serving  an  industrial  area  of  only  twice 
the  average  rate  of  use.  Therefore,  the  larger 
cost  of  constructing,  maintaining,  and  perpetu- 
ating the  distribution  system  is  attributable  by 
far  to  the  domestic  or  small  consumer. 

It  is  evident  that  once  the  demand  charge  is 
met,  the  commodity  charge  or  the  cost  of  the 
water  itself  is  relatively  small.  In  theory  if  a 
consumer  were  to  utilize  all  the  water  the  system 
could  deliver,  the  cost  of  water  supplied  to  him 
should  approach  the  cost  of  the  water  purchased 
from  the  MDC.  This  then  has  led  to  the  re- 
duction of  water  rates  for  large  consumption. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  here  that  under  the 
water  rate  structure  as  it  exists,  the  large  user 
still  pays  the  higher  rate  for  the  first  20,000  cubic 
feet  and  the  next  lower  rate  for  the  following 
980,000  cubic  feet,  so  there  is  no  discrimination 
in  class  of  user.

I  return  herewith  Resolution  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil adopted  May  10,  1971,  concerning  penalties 
for  vandalism  in  cemeteries  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

G.  L.,  c.  272,  s.  73,  as  most  recently  amended 
by  St.  1966,  c.  312,  reads  as  follows: 

"Whoever  wilfully  destroys,  mutilates,  de- 
faces, injures,  or  removes  a  tomb,  monument, 
gravestone,  or  other  structure  or  thing  which 
is  placed  or  designed  for  a  memorial  of  the 
dead,  or  a  fence,  railing,  curb,  or  other  thing 
which  is  intended  for  the  protection  or  orna- 
ment of  a  structure  or  thing  before  mentioned, 
or  of  an  enclosure  for  the  burial  of  the  dead,  or 
wilfully  destroys,  mutilates,  removes,  cuts, 
breaks,  or  injures  a  tree,  shrub,  or  plant  placed 
or  being  within  such  enclosure,  or  wantonly  or 
maliciously  disturbs  the  contents  of  a  grave, 
shall   be  punished   by   imprisonment   in   the 


state  prison  for  not  more  than  five  years  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  jail  or  house  of  correction 
for  not  more  than  two  and  one-half  years  and 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
dollars." 

In  my  opinion  present  statutory  provisions 
adequately  cover  the  matter. 

In  the  event  that  the  intent  of  the  resolution 
is  that  the  penalties  set  forth  therein  be  com- 
pulsory, an  amendment  to  c.  272,  s.  73,  would  be 
required.

Legislation  to  accomplish 
this,  H.  5077,  is  pending  before  the  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee.  I  am  informed  that  no 
further  action  will  be  taken  by  the  MDC  until 
passage  of  this  legislation. 

Following  passage  of  this  legislation,  it  is  my 
hope  that  serious  discussions  with  the  MDC  can 
begin,  leading  to  an  agreement  for  development 
and  use  of  the  site  and  initiation  by  the  city 
of  requisite  legal  procedures  for  transfer  of  the 
property.

HUMAN  RIGHTS  FOUNDATION  RE 
CABLE  TELEVISION

Universal  Human  Rights  Foundation,  Inc.,

1  o  the  Boston  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  Foundation    is   a    nonprofit  corporation 
incorporated  under  chapter  180  of  the  Massachu- 
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setts  General  Laws.  Its  Board  of  Directors  have 
been  engaged  in  a  study  for  providing  cable 
television  service  to  the  City  of  Boston  as  a 
whole  on  a  nonprofit  basis. 

Our  primary  findings  indicate  the  possibility 
of  having  75  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  entire 
facilities  for  servicing  the  entire  community  and 
up  to  the  installation  of  each  unit  subscriber  and 
all  substation  facilities  subsidized  by  and  with 
Federal  funds. 

Under  the  circumstances,  that  our  study  has 
not  been  concluded,  a  complete  and  final  report 
is  unavailable. 

Now  that  the  question  for  ordinances  to  regu- 
late cable  television  facilities  is  subject  to  enact- 
ment as  CATV  law  and  regulations  this  Founda- 
tion asks  that  the  Council  consider  that  the  or- 
dinance exclude  any  and  all  profit-making  en- 
tities : 

Beasons  for  exempting  profit-making  entities: 

a.  CATV  will  be  using  public  property, 
public  airways  for  private  profit. 

b.  Public  facility  broadcast  under  profit  basis 
will  exempt  a  large  class  of  people  from  receiving 
equal  public  benefit. 

c.  Discontinuance  of  service  under  profit 
basis  for  nonpayment  will  deny  and  exempt  a 
class  of  citizens  from  receiving  education,  infor- 
mation, cultural  enrichment,  and  equal  oppor- 
tunity. 

d.  Tomorrow's  requirements  by  CATV  for 
external  education  curriculum  media  audiovideo 
amphitheater  may  very  well  supplement  85  per- 
cent of  the  physical  plant  requirement  for  edu- 
cational needs  in  every  community.  Private 
CATV  cannot  guarantee  equal  consideration 
on  a  private  basis  without  future  supplement 
or  unfair  rates  to  cover  that  cost  factor  that 
would  be  subject  in  the  ordinance  requirement 
for  carrying  those  public  facility  services. 

e.  Under  the  circumstance  of  a  private 
profit-making  system,  tomorrow's  evident  pub- 
lic necessity,  a  profit-making  entity  would  be 
allowed  unnatural  enrichment  and  subject  of 
monopoly,  advantage,  and  enrichment,  causing 
a  public  disadvantage. 

f.  CATV  has  the  prospective  of  relieving  the 
community  from  85  percent  of  moving  and 
blending  and  extending  equal  education  towards 
a  more  natural  balance  while  conserving  space 
and  energy  essential  to  the  human  family  as  a 
whole.  Private  profit  making  corporations  own- 
ing CATV  will  make  demands  for  tomorrow's 
needs  establishing  economic  restraints  totally 
regressive  and  impossible  to  meet. 

g.  CATV  as  a  nonprofit  entity  can  guarantee 
the  same  technology  available  to  private  profit- 
making  entities  without  bounding  itself  to  eco- 
nomic restraints,  being  able  to  guarantee  to 
the  poor  and  disadvantaged  citizens  equal 
benefit  and  enrichment  of  the  promises,  prospec- 
tive, and  public  purpose  of  nonprofit  services. 

Universal  Human  Bights  Foundation,  Inc., 
submits  the  following  request  for  consideration 
by  the  Boston  City  Council: 

1.  That  the  matter  of  ordinances  on  CATV 
be  postponed  until  the  citizens  of  Boston  be 
allowed  to  consider  the  question  on  a  referendum 
at  the  earliest  municipal  election  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  the  question  being  should  the  city  es- 
tablish by  ordinance  the  following  requirement 
for  CATV  entities:  (a)  that  any  and  all  CATV 


entities  be  nonprofit  purpose  entities  or  (b)  that 
any.  and  all  CATV  entities  be  profit  purpose  en- 
tities. 

2.  That  Universal  Human  Bights  Founda- 
tion be  allowed  interim  to  question  on  referen- 
dum, by  motion  before  the  Council,  given  ap- 
proval to  conduct  an  experimental  and  develop- 
ment project  without  cost  to  the  city  of  any 
monies,  a  CATV  experiment  to  conclude  its 
study  using  limited  public  educational  CATV 
equipment  of  the  Boston  public  school  systems 
subject  to  the  sponsorship  and  approval  of  the 
Boston  School  Committee,  so  as  to  make  avail- 
able to  the  City  of  Boston  a  conclusion  of  its 
study  as  to  the  advantages  of  CATV  nonprofit 
contrary  to  CATV  profit. 

Bespectfully  we  conclude,  hopeful  that  ambi- 
tious interests  allow  for  the  necessary  time  allow- 
ing the  citizens  the  right  to  express  themselves 
on  the  question  at  the  polls. 

Universal  Human  Bights  Foundation  feels 
there  are  grave  constitutional  circumstances  in- 
volving human  rights  against  prospective 
economic  enslavement  and  class  separation 
from  equal  rights  to  prospective  public  service 
and  information  over  a  common  carrier  deemed 
public.

valuable  thing  if  such  screen  is  open  to  view 
from  a  public  or  private  way  or  an  adjacenl 
estate  or  from  any  part  of  a  building  or  other 
structure  in  the  vicinity. 

Section  2.  Section  110  of  said  chapter  29  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  oul  the  first  sentence 
as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  9  of  the

Coun.  TIMILTY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Development,  offered  the  following: 

Development  proposals  for  the  West  End 
have  been  the  topic  of  numerous  hearings  and 
community  meetings.  On  May  19,  1971,  your 
Committee  on  Urban  Development  conducted  a 
public  hearing  at  St.  Joseph's  Church  to  con- 
sider specifically  the  proposal  of  Charles  River 
Park,  Inc.,  for  the  development  of  Parcel  IF, 
the  10.9  acres  remaining  in  the  West  End  project 
area. 

Pursuant  to  that  hearing  and  the  others  which 
have  preceded  it,  the  Committee  on  Urban  De- 
velopment cannot  endorse  the  RRA-approved 
plan  of  Charles  River  Park,  Inc.,  and  instead 
submits  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  Numerous  public  hearings  and  com- 
munity meetings  indicate  substantial  public 
demand  that  the  undeveloped  portion  of  the 
West  End  Urban  Renewal  area,  a  10.9-acre  site 
fronting  on  Staniford  Street,  be  primarily  de- 
voted to  multifamily  low-  and  moderate-income 
housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
West  End,  originally  approved  by  the  City 
Council  in  1956  and  susequently  amended,  pro- 
vided and  still  does  provide  that  the  site  is  to  be 
developed  solely  for  multifamily  residential  use; 
and 

Whereas,  The  current  plan  of  Charles  River 
Park,  Inc.,  as  approved  by  the  Roston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,  would  have  the  site  de- 


veloped so  as  to  provide  high-rise,  luxury  hous- 
ing, »  large  office  building,  public  parking,  un- 
restricted to  persons  housed  on  said  site,  and 
possibly  a  new  hotel;  and 

Whereas,  All  too  often  the  people  must  suffer, 
in  the  guise  of  "progress,"  the  consequences  of 
commercial  interests  contrary  to  their  own;  arid 

Whereas,  Government  should  serve  the  people 
and  their  needs,  not  those  of  large  business  and 
commercial  interests;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Roston  hereby  find  and  declare  as 
follows: 

1.  A  copy  of  this  resolution  will  be  forwarded 
to  both  Mr.  George  Romney,  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment and  Mr.  M.  Daniel  Richardson,  Jr.,  Di- 
rector, Roston  Area  Office,  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development. 

2.  There  is  a  well-articulated  and  pressing 
need  for  the  construction  of  new  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing,  with  an  emphasis  on 
housing  for  the  elderly,  in  the  West  End  of 
Roston. 

3.  The  use  of  the  aforesaid  parcel  of  unde- 
veloped land  in  the  West  End  Urban  Renewal 
area  for  either  an  office  building  or  public  park- 
ing unrestricted  to  persons  housed  on  said  par- 
cel, or  both,  would  necessitate  and  constitute 
a  major  change  in  the  West  End  Urban  Renewal 
Plan,  as  most  recently  amended,  requiring  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  before 
it  could  lawfully  be  implemented. 

4.  It  is  the  avowed  intention  and  purpose  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  that  the  said 
site  be  devoted  primarily  to  multifamily  resi- 
dential use,  especially  for  the  elderly  and  other 
persons  of  low  or  moderate  income. 

5.  If  the  Roston  Redevelopment  Authority 
undertakes  to  develop  the  said  site,  in  any  sub- 
stantial part,  for  business  or  commercial  use,  it 
is  the  firm  intention  and  purpose  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  to  prevent  such  use,  whether 
by  litigation  or  otherwise.

ATKINS  moved  to  amend  the  para- 
graph numbered  3  by  striking  therefrom  the 
words  "of  undeveloped  land  in  the  West  End 
Urban  Renewal  area"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  "IE,  IF,  2A  in  the  West  End  Urban 
Renewal  Project."

The  motion  was  carried. 
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The  amendment  adding  paragraph  6,  as 
amended,  was  adopted. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  to  substitute 
the  following  for  paragraph  numbered  7. 

"7.  The  Boston  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
hereby  pledge  to  withhold  their  approval  of  any 
funds  now  or  hereafter  requested  on  behalf  of 
any  project  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, wherever  located,  until  such  time  as  the 
BBA  has  developed  and  approved  a  plan  to 
devote  the  said  site  primarily  to  multifamily 
residential  use,  especially  for  the  elderly  and 
persons  of  low  or  moderate  incomes.

Authority  give  consideration  to  selection  of  a 
developer  who  will  consider  and  develop  the  re- 
maining land  on  the  basis  of  providing  low-  and 
medium-income  housing  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
locating former  displaced  residents  of  the  West 
End  Bedevelopment  area  into  this  complex  and, 
in  addition,  providing  housing  for  the  elderly  for 


the  present  and  former  residents  of  Beacon  Hill; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  make  a  survey  of  all  displaced  resi- 
dents of  the  West  End  and  elderly  on  Beacon 
Hill  who  would  be  desirous  of  relocating  on  this

sanitary  code  or  the  building  code  of  the  City 
of  Roston  and  the  owner  of  record  of  such  build- 
ing has  been  ordered  to  remedy  the  condition 
within  a  reasonable  time  fixed  in  such  order  and 
the  order  has  been  served  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  the  service  of  an  order  by  section  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  of  the  General  Laws  and  the 
condition  has  not  been  remedied  within  the  time 
specified  in  such  order,  said  commissioner  may, 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  said  city,  take  imme- 
diate possession  of  such  building  or  part  thereof 
for  the  purpose  of  remedying  such  condition  and 
until  said  city  is  reimbursed  for  the  expense  of 
remedying  such  condition  for  the  further  purpose 
of  collecting  the  rent  or  other  income  from  such 
building  or  part  thereof  which  rent  and  income 
shall  forthwith  be  applied  on  account  of  such 
expense.  Upon  petition  of  any  person  having  an 
interest  in  such  building  or  part  thereof,  the 
superior  court  sitting  in  equity  within  and  for 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  if  it  adjudges  justice  and 
the  circumstances  so  warrant,  may,  upon  such 
terms  as  it  shall  deem  equitable,  enjoin  a  taking 
of  possession  under  this  section  or  command  the 
surrender  of  a  possession  taken. 

Such  expense  shall  constitute  a  debt  due  said 
city  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  and  the 
rendering  of  an  account  therefor  to  the  owner 
of  record  ordered  to  remedy  the  condition  and, 
together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
nine  percent  per  annum  from  the  date  such  debt 
becomes  due,  shall  be  recoverable  from  such 
owner  in  an  action  of  contract,  and,  if  a  state- 
ment of  claim,  signed  by  said  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection,  setting  forth  the  amount 
claimed  without  interest  is  filed  as  prescribed  in 
section  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  R  of  said 


chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  for  a  debt  under 
said  section,  shall  constitute  a  lien  under  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  section  upon 
the  land  upon  which  such  building  is  located. 

Any  provision  of  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  neither  said  city  nor 
any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  be 
liable  for  injury  or  damage  caused  by  its  or  their 
possession  under  this  act  to  such  building  or  the 
land  upon  which  it  stands  or  to  the  person  or 
property  of  any  person;  and  neither  said  city  nor 
any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  shall  be 
liable  or  accountable  to  the  owner  or  to  any 
other  person  having  an  interest  in  such  land  for 
failure  to  collect  rent  or  other  income  therefrom;

Resolution  of  the  Boston  City  Council  Provid- 
ing, with  Respect  to  a  Certain  Code  Enforce- 
ment Project,  Assurances  Pursuant  to  Uni- 
form Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Proper-

Whereas,  The  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance 
and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act  of  1970 
(P.L.  91-646-42  U.S.C.A.  4601  et  seq.j,  herein- 
after referred  to  as  the  "act,"  establishes  uniform 
policies  for  the  fair  and  equitable  treatment  of 
persons  displaced  as  a  result  of  federal  and  federal- 
ly assisted  programs,  as  well  as  uniform  policies  on 
real  property  acquisition  practices  with  respect  to 
such  programs;  and 

Whereas,  The  act  has  application  to  programs 
and  projects  receiving  financial  assistance  under 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  made  applica- 
tion for  financial  assistance  under  Title  I  of  the 
Housing  Act,  as  amended,  for  a  Code  Enforcement 
project  or  program  designated  as  follows:  Fields

Whereas,  The  activities  for  which  such  assistance 
is   sought   will   involve   displacement  and/or  land

program  or  project  which  will  result  in  displace- 
ment or  real  property  acquisition  subject  to  the

Resolved  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  that  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  be, 
and  they  hereby  are,  provided  through  the  adop- 
tion of  this  resolution,  with  the  following 
assurances  regarding  conduct  by  the  City  of  Boston 
of  the  project  or  program  for  which  federal 
financial  assistance  under  Title  I  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  is  sought: 

1.  Fair  and  reasonable  relocation  payments  and 
assistance  shall  be  provided  to  or  for  displaced 
persons,  as  are  required  to  be  provided  by  a  federal 
agency  under  sections  202,  203,  and  204  of  the  act.

I  am  unacquainted  with  the  proper  official  form 
of  response  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  passed 
on  May  17,  1971,  according  to  your  notification 
delivered  to  the  office  of  this  Commission  on  May 
20,  1971,  and  relating  to  some  proposed  construc- 
tion in  South  Boston. 

May  I,  therefore,  impose  upon  you  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Council,  in  whatever  manner  you  deem 
appropriate,  the  following  information: 

It  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Zoning 
Commission  to  prohibit  construction,  as  the  en- 


forcement of  the  Zoning  and  Building  Codes  of 
this  city  is  administered  by  the  Building  Depart- 
ment. It  is,  however,  true  that  the  public  advertis- 
ing of  a  hearing  to  be  held  before  the  Zoning 
Commission  acts  to  stay  the  issuance  of  a  pending 
building  permit  application  affected  by  the  peti- 
tion which  is  the  subject  of  the  advertising  for  the 
proposed  hearing. 

I  have  heard  from  unofficial  sources  that  a 
building  permit  was  issued  some  time  ago  for  the 
proposed  seventeen-story  building  which  appears 
to  be  the  subject  of  this  City  Council  order.  I 
believe  the  proposed  use  is  permitted  in  that  zone. 
If  so,  the  Zoning  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  in 
the  matter.

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APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
CREDITABLE  SERVICE  FOR  RETIRE- 
MENT PURPOSES  OF  "CADET 
TEACHERS"

President  of  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Mr.  President: 

The  City  Clerk  has  handed  me  an  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  on  May  24,  1971,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  May  28,  1971,  approv- 
ing a  petition  to  the  General  Court  for  a  special  law 
concerning  the  creditable  service  for  retirement 
purposes  of  "cadet  teachers."  Inquiry  of  the 
School  Department  discloses  that  no  one  was  ever 
engaged  as  a  "cadet  teacher."  It  is  believed  that  the 
persons  intended  were  those  engaged  as  teaching 
assistants  or  candidates  in  training.  These  persons 
in  at  least  one  year  were  not  paid  at  all;  so  that  the 
mention  of  50  cents  a  day  raises  a  question 
whether  they  are  to  receive  credit  for  service  not 
paid  for  at  all.  These  persons  are  analogous  in  a 
way  to  those  who  rendered  janitorial  service  in  the 
public  schools  for  which  they  were  paid  by  the 
school  custodians.  Moreover,  legislation  modeled 
after  St.  1952,  c.  267,  which  recognized  those 
janitorial  services  as  creditable  services,  will  proba- 
bly be  easier  of  enactment  because  of  the  prece- 
dent. 

To  remedy  the  imperfections  in  the  above-men- 
tioned order  as  well  as  facilitate  passage  of  the 
legislation   sought,   I   recommend   passage   of  the 
accompanying  order  under  suspension  of  rules.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially 
as  follows:  Any  person  who,  on  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  is  a  member  of  the  State-Boston 
retirement  system,  and  who,  at  any  time  between 
September  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
and  August  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-seven,  rendered  service  as  a  teaching  assistant 
or  candidate  in  training  in  a  public  school  of  the 
city  of  Boston  for  which  he  either  received  no 
compensation  or  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
a  day  may,  within  one  year  from  said  effective  date 
or  such  further  time  as  the  Boston  retirement 
board,  in  the  event  of  obvious  hardship,  may  in  its 
discretion  allow,  pay  into  the  annuity  savings  fund 
of  said  retirement  system  in  one  sum,  or  in 
instalments  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said 
retirement  board  may  prescribe,  makeup  payments 
in  a  sum  equal  to  five  percent  of  his  compensation 
for  services  so  rendered  during  said  period,  to- 
gether  with   regular  interest  thereon.   Upon   the 


completion  of  such  makeup  payments,  such  mem- 
ber shall  receive,  for  the  purposes  of  retirement 
under  the  Boston  retirement  system  or  the  State- 
Boston  retirement  system,  as  the  case  may  be,  or 
under  section  Fifty-seven  or  fifty-eight  of  chapter 
thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  the  same  credit  for 
services  so  rendered  as  would  have  been  allowed 
had  such  services  been  rendered  by  him  for  regular 
compensation.  In  the  event  any  retirement  allow- 
ance becomes  effective  prior  to  the  completion  of 
such  makeup  payments,  such  member  shall,  in 
addition  to  credit  for  his  actual  membership 
service,  be  entitled  to  credit  for  that  proportion  of 
service  rendered  by  him  as  aforesaid  which  the 
total  amount  of  his  makeup  payments  actually 
made,  together  with  regular  interest  thereon  to  the 
date  his  retirement  allowance  becomes  effective, 
bears  to  the  total  amount  of  what  his  makeup 
payments,  together  with  regular  interest  thereon  to 
such  latter  date,  would  have  been  had  he  made 
payment  thereof  in  one  sum  on  such  latter  date.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
PENAL  MATTERS 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Your  Committee  on  Penal  Matters,  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  chapter  126,  section 
1,  of  the  General  Laws,  requiring  County  Commis- 
sioners to  conduct  semiannual  inspections  of 
prisons  and  Houses  of  Correction  under  their 
jurisdiction  submits  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  on  June  2,  1971,  inspected  the 
facilities  at  the  Charles  Street  Jail  and  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction.  Sheriff  Thomas  S. 
Eisenstadt  is  to  be  commended  for  the  progressive 
measures  he  has  introduced  at  the  Charles  Street 
Jail.  The  recreation  program  he  has  put  into  effect, 
which  provides  free  time  on  alternate  nights  for  the 
jail  population  of  280,  is  especially  noteworthy. 
This  is  a  long  overdue  procedure.  It  is  morally  and 
legally  wrong  .to  keep  people  in  cells  from  late 
afternoon  until  the  next  morning.  The  majority  of 
them  are  awaiting  trial  having  never  been  convicted 
of  any  crime.  The  Sheriff  is  to  be  lauded  for  having 
eliminated  this  barbarous  and  archaic  practice. 
Other  praiseworthy  practices  that  have  been  inaug- 
urated are  the  use  of  the  jail  chapel  on  week  nights 
as  a  recreation  center,  a  completely  refurbished 
central  kitchen,  new  chefs,  and  a  new  menu 
prepared  under  the  supervision  of  a  dietitian.  A 
program  is  also  under  way  to  repaint  the  cells  by 
the  use  of  voluntary  labor. 

At  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction,  Penal 
Commissioner  Joseph  V.  McBrine  has  instituted  a 
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work  release  program  which  is  indeed  salutary  and 
should  be  instrumental  in  lowering  the  rate  of 
recidivism.  When  one  stops  to  consider  the  costs  to 
the  taxpayer  of  incarceration,  all  possible  steps 
should  be  taken  to  expedite  present  plans  for  the 
proposed  construction  of  the  new  $500,000  multi- 
purpose center  for  the  expansion  of  this  project. 
Commissioner  McBrine  has  also  been  in  the  fore- 
front in  the  establishment  of  a  drug  program.  It  is. 
hardly  necessary  at  this  time  to  stress  the  relation- 
ship between  the  incidence  of  crime  in  America 
and  the  ever-growing  problem  of  drug  addiction, 
especially  among  the  young.  A  continuing  dialogue 
is  being  fostered  between  the  inmates  and  the 
officials  through  the  medium  of  an  inmate  news- 
paper, and  justifiable  grievances,  when  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  proper  authorities,  are  cor- 
rected. 

In  summation,  the  administrators  of  both  the 
facilities  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  innovative 
steps  they  have  taken  to  alleviate  the  plight  of 
those  confined  to  the  jail  and  the  House  of 
Correction  which  will  ultimately  result  in  a  saving 
of  dollars,  and,  what  is  more  important,  in  the 
saving  of  people.  Often  lost  sight  of  is  that  the 
most  important  facet  of  a  sentence  is  .not  that  a 
fellow  man  is  to  be  punished,  but  rather  that  he  be 
rehabilitated  and  returned  to  society  as  a  useful, 
productive  citizen. 

Both  the  Sheriff  and  the  Penal  Institutions 
Commissioner  deserve  praise  for  a  difficult  task 
that  is  made  more  difficult  by  the  stringencies 
imposed  by  an  austerity  budget  and  an  ever 
noticeable  shrinkage  of  the  tax  dollar.

Whereas,  Mortality  tables  indicate  that  heart 
disease  and  associated  vascular  disorders  are  steadi- 
ly increasing  in  the  United  States-  and 

Whereas,  They  are  rapidly  becoming  the  prime 
cause  of  death,  especially  among  the  young  and 
middle-aged;  and 

Where.as,  The  medical  profession  readily  admits 
that  the  first  thirty  minutes  of  such  an  attack  is  the 
crucial  period  if  the  patient  is  to  recover;  and 

Whereas,  This  recovery  is  contingent  upon  the 
type  of  emergency  service  administered  en  route  to 
the  hospital;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  are  to  be  congratulated  for  recog- 
nizing this  fact  and  have  taken  giant  steps  to 
improve  the  emergency  facilities  at  Boston  City 
Hospital;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  presently  a  total  of  six 
ambulances  making  these  runs  that  were  formerly 
performed  by  other  city  departments;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospi- 
tals is  hereby  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  arrange  to  have  an  ambulance  stationed

Whereas,  Growing  numbers  of  thoughtful  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  are  becoming  more 
alarmed  each  day  at  the  increasing  problem  of  drug 
addiction  in  our  country;  and

that  from  50  percent  to  75  percent  of  the  crime 
committed  in  America  is  the  direct  result  of  the 
effects  of  those  hooked  on  this  insidious  habit;  and

rate  and,  more  importantly  in  the  loss  of  lives  that 
are  permanently  destroyed  as  result  of  drug  addic- 
tion is  alarming;  and 

Whereas,  Nowhere  are  the  figures  more  startling 
than  in  the  armed  forces;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  in  Vietnam  there 
are  believed  to  be  over  50,000  heroin-addicted 
veterans;  and 

Whereas,  The  problems  of  the  returning  veteran 
are  numerous  enough  without  having  to  cope 
unaided  with  this  terrible  problem;  and 

Whereas,  These  boys  who  have  experienced  the 
horror  and  the  hell  of  Vietnam  and  have  patient- 


ly endured  the  privations  and  hardships  of  the 
jungles  and  rice  paddies  of  Southeast  Asia  deserve 
all  that  a  grateful  country  owes  them;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  President  is  urged  to  im- 
mediately press  forward,  the  proposed  plan  for  a 
new  federal  agency  to  assist  returning  veterans  who 
are  caught  in  the  vicious  web  of  drug  addiction  in 
order  that  they  may  be  returned  to  their  proper 
place  in  a  society  that  appreciates  their  sacrifice, 
said  agency  to  be  centralized  in  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  or  to  be  an  adjunct 
of  the  Veterans  Administration;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  President  Nixon  and  the  members  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

17F  of  chapter  276  of  1951  and  any  amendments 
pursuant  thereto,  and  under  any  authority  vested  in

Whereas,  It  is  the  responsibility  of  DHH  on 
behalf  of  the  city  to  see  to  it  that  Boston  has  an 
adequate  and  properly  coordinated  combination  of 
properly  equipped  and  manned  ambulances, 
whether  they  be  owned  and  operated  by  public  or 
private  agencies;  now,    therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  pursuant  to  section  17F  of  the 
City  Charter,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  requested 
personally,  or  through  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  Hospitals,  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  City 
Council  to  be  held  on  Monday,  June  21,  1971,  at  2 
p.m.  to  answer  the  following  questions: 

1.  How  many  properly  equipped  and  man- 
ned ambulances  are  required  for  the  delivery  of 
good  emergency  care  in  Boston,  bearing  in  mind 
the  increase  inBoston's  population  by  day? 

2.  How  many  ambulances  (whether  or  not 
properly  equipped  or  manned)  are  now  available 
in  Boston?  Please  indicate  in  the  answer  whether 
theses  are  DHH,  BPD  or  private  company 
ambulances,  and  which  of  them  is  sufficiently 
equipped  and  manned  to  qualify  for  subsidy 
under  the  Medicare  Act? 

3.  How  many  ambulances  is  it  anticipated 
that  BPD  and  DHH  will  have  in  operation 
respectively  as  of  December  31, 1971,  1972,  and 
1973? 


4.  To  what  minimum  training  have  the 
personnel  operating  DHH,  BPD,  or  private 
company  ambulances  been  subjected,  ana  is  this 
training  sufficient? 

5.  Has  any  consideration  been  given  by  the 
Mayor  to  the  purchase  or  rental  of  a  helicopter 
ambulance?  If  so,  are  there  any  plans  in  this 
regard?  Have  any  arrangements  been  made  with 
the    State    Police    for    cooperative   use   of  its 
helicopter  ambulance? 

6.  Do  the  major  hospitals  in  Boston,  includ- 
ing BCH,  have  a  zoning  agreement  whereby  an 
emergency  patient  is  ordinarily  transported  to  a 
particular  hospital  if  he  is  picked  up  in  that 
hospital's  zone?  If  so,  please  give  details  con- 
cerning the  arrangement. 

7.  During  the  period  January  1  through  May 
31,  1971,  what  percentage  of  the  patients 
admitted  to  in-patient  care  at  BCH  through  the 
emergency  ward  arrived  at  BCH  by  ambulance? 
Of  those  who  arrived  by  ambulance,  what 
percentage  arrived  in  DHH  and  BPD  ambulances, 
respectively? 

And  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  in  lieu  of  appearing  personally  at 
the  said  meeting  the  Mayor,  or  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  may  at  his  option  answer  the 
foregoing  questions  by  written  communication  to 
the  Council  at  the  said  meeting.

Whereas,  This  tract,  because  of  its  natural 
beaut>,  convenience,  and  safely,  and  because  it 
is  located  in  a  friendly  and  civicly  responsible 


neighborhood,  would  be  ideal  for  the  construc- 
tion of  low-income,  low-rise,  or  moderate-rise 
elderly  housing;  and 

Whereas,  'The  use  now  intended  for  this  tract 
would  damage  the  line  residential  character  of 
the  Bay  View  area;  now;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  in- 
formed that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that 
the  so-called  Barry  Property  on  Columbia  Road 
be  taken  by  eminent  domain  for  the  purpose  of 
construction  of  low-income  housing  for  the 
elderly  on  that  site  in  an  architectural  form 
consistent  with  the  natural  amenities  of  the 
area  and  the  character  of  the  surrounding  neigh- 
borhood; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council 
that  it  will  assist  in  the  said  taking  in  any  reason- 
able way;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  together 
with  a  request  for  its  comments  thereupon. 

'The  report  was  accepted;  the  resolution  was 
adopted,  yeas  9. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  IANNELLA  moved 
reconsideration  of  the  previous  vote.  Recon- 
sideration prevailed. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  resolution 
be  amended  by  adding  in  the  first  resolve  after 
the  words  "surrounding  neighborhood"  the  fol- 
lowing words  "or  for  any  other  public  purpose." 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted.

On  motion  of  Councillor  Piemonte  Rule  19 
of  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended 
in  order  to  introduce  the  following: 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    LEGIS- 
LATION AND   HOME   RULE 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL,  for  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule,  submitted  the 
following:  ' 

In  regard  to  the  revised  Home  Rule  petition 
to  establish  a  Housing  Court  in  Boston  (Docket 
No.  1189),  you  will  recall  that  when  it  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  on  May  24,  1971,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  a  brief  hearing  on  the  same  day  that  Mr. 
Kerr  of  the  Law  Department  outlined  to  the 
Members  the  changes  made  in  the  legislation 
from  the  version  as  previously  passed  by  the 
Council.  At  that  time  it  was  the  general  con- 
sensus that  the  changes  were  suiliciently  far 
reaching  to  warrant  a  further  hearing  before 
bringing  the  matter  out  lor  a  linal  Council  vote. 
Accordingly,  the  Executive  Committee  recom- 
mended, and  the  Council  voted,  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and 
Home  Rule. 

Pursuant  to  this  action  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule  conducted  a  public 
hearing  on  June  9,  1971.  Nine  witnesses 
testified,  and  six  of  them  strongly  favored  the 
Housing  Court  concept.  They  were:  Repre- 
sentative Anthony  Scalli  of  Charlestown;  Skip 
Sesling  (appearing  on  behalf  of  Senator  Back- 
man);  James  Mcllvaine  (appearing  for  Repre- 
sentative Holgate);  Paul  J.  Moriart^  (appearing 
for  Commissioner  Gens);  William  Chouinard 
(appearing  for  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce);  and  Robert  McKay  (appearing  for 
CIIPA). 

In  addition  Representatives  John  J.  Finnegan 
of  Dorchester  and  Maurice  Frye  of  Beacon  Hill 
asked  to  be  recorded  in  favor. 

The  three  witnesses  appearing  in  opposition 
were  Richard  Bluestein,  James  Dolan,  and  Alan 
Verson,  attorneys  for  the  Boston  Legal  Assist- 
ance Project  (BLAP).  They  appeared  individu- 
ally and  not  as  representatives  of  BLAP.  The 
primary  basis  for  their  opposition  was  that  the 
powers  and  duties  proposed  for  the  Housing 
Court  should  be  given  to  the  City  of  Boston 
Rent  Control  Board  instead. 

As  a  result  of  suggestions  made  at  and  follow- 
ing the  hearing,  Mr.  Kerr  has  prepared  a  new 


draft  of  the  legislation,  a  copy  of  which  is  at- 
tached hereto.  Apart  from  certain  technical 
changes  in  the  interest  of  clarity  the  new  draft 
embodies  the  following  substantive  amendments: 

1.  The  number  of  judges  to  be  appointed 
would  remain  at  two,  as  in  the  May  24  draft, 
and  their  salaries  would  remain  at  $26,400  per 
year.  However,  these  salary  rates  could  be 
adjusted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  subject  only  to  the  proviso 
that  at  no  time  should  the  Housing  Court  judges 
receive  more  pay  than  associate  justices  of  the 
Superior  Court. 

2.  The  number  of  assistant  clerks  of  court 
under  section  10,  the  number  of  court  ollicers 
under  section  14,  and  the  number  of  housing 
specialists  under  section  15  would  all  be  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council,  rather  than  by  the  Mayor  alone 
as  previously  provided  in  the  May  24  draft. 

3.  The  requirement  under  section  15  of  the 
May  24  draft  that  all  housing  specialists  shall 
be  attorneys-at-law  has  been  eliminated. 

4.  In  section  23  of  the  new  draft,  the  require- 
ment of  the  May  24  draft  that  a  bond  be  posted 
before  the  defendant  might  claim  a  jury  trial 
has  been  eliminated. 

Some  of  the  discussion  at  the  hearing  which 
did  not  lead  to  changes  in  the  May  24  draft  may 
also  be  of  interest  to  those  Councillors  who 
could  not  be  present: 

Number  of  Judyrs.  It  was  generally  agreed 
that  a  single  judge  for  the  1  lousing  Court  would 
be  an  unworkable  arrangement  because  provi- 
sion must  be  made  for  handling  the  court's 
business  when  the  judge  is  away  on  vacation  or 
because  of  sickness,  etc.  Representative  Scalli 
thought  that  it  would  be  suitable  (and,  of  course, 
it  would  likely  be  less  expensive)  to  appoint  a 
special  justice  as  the  second  judge  rather  than  a 
lull-time  justice.  However,  the  consensus 
seemed  to  be  that  the  creation  of  a  new  special 
judgeship  might  be  difficult  since  there  is  con- 
siderable opposition  in  some  quarter  to  special 
judgeships.  In  an>  event,  several  witnesses, 
including  Mr.  Kerr,  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  Housing  Court  would  likely  have  enough 
business  to  keep  two  judges  bus\  full  time. 

Cost.  Estimates  of  the  annual  cost  of  a  Hous- 
ing Court,  including  the  stall'  and  facilities  con- 
templated by  the  current  draft,  ranged  from 
§200,000  to  §300,000  per  >ear.  The  consensus 
at  the  hearing  appeared  to  be  that  any  attempt 
to  impose  all  or  a  portion  of  this  cost  on  the 
Commonwealth  wotdd  likely  defeat  the  measure 
in  the  General  Court  and,  therefore,  that  the 
provision  of  the  May  24  draft  that  the  city  bear 
the  enliie  cost  should  be  retained.  Incidentally, 
one  of  the  technical  amendments  in  the  current 
draft  clarifies  the  point  that  income  realized  by 
the  Court  from  lines  and  lees  would  come  back 
to  the  Cil.j  of  Boston  rather  than  go  into  the 
treasury  of  Hie  Commonwealth.  Some  witnesses 
felt  that  this  income  would  go  far  towards  oil- 
setting  the  cost  of  the  Housing  Court. 

■Jurisdiction.  The  new  draft  has  retained  the 
parts  of  the  Ma>  21  draft  which  provide  that 
the  Housing  Court  would  share  jurisdiction  with 
the  District  and  Superior  Courts  over  all  cases 
commenced  to  enforce  those  provisions  of  the 
sanitary,  lire,  building,  and  health  codes  relating 
to  residential  housing,  that  an\  .such  case  may 
be  removed  from  the  District  or  Superior  Court 
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to  the  Housing  Court  upon  application  of  any 
part),  and  thai  the  Housing  Court  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  appeals  from  orders  oi' 
the  Boston  Kent  Control  hoard. 

Unless  an)  Councillor  lias  au>  comments  or 
questions,  the  Housing  Court  petition  will  be 
reported  out  toda)  to  the  Council  in  the  new 
draft  willi  a  recommendation  that  ii  ought  to 
pass. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  b)  a  bill  lor  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  lo  be  tiled  willi  an  attested 
cop)  of  this  order,  be,  and  liereb)  is,  approved 
under  clause  (I)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
the  end  thai  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  chapter  185  the  fol- 
lowing chapter: 

Chapter  185A 
Housing  Coukt  of  the  City  of  Boston 

Section  1.  Creation  of  Court.  There  shall  he 
in  the  city  of  Boston,  in  this  chapter  called  the 
city,  a  court  of  the  commonwealth  known  as  the 
housing  court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  this  chap- 
ter called  the  housing  court. 

Section  2.  Court  (if  Record  and  Superior  Juris- 
diction. The  housing  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
superior  and  general  jurisdiction  with  reference 
to  all  cases  anil  matters  within  its  jurisdiction; 
and  no  order,  decree,  judgment,  sentence,  war- 
rant, writ,  or  process  made,  issued,  or  pronounced 
by  it  need  set  out  any  adjudication  or  circum- 
stances with  greater  particularit)  than  would  be 
required  in  other  courts  of  superior  and  general 
jurisdiction,  and  the  like  presumption  shall  be 
made  in  favor  of  proceedings  of  the  housing 
court  as  would  be  marie  in  favor  of  proceedings 
of  other  courts  of  superior  and  general  jurisdic- 
tion. The  housing  court  shall  he  a  court  of 
record.  Writs,  subpoenas,  citations,  orders,  no- 
tices, executions,  and  all  other  processes  issued 
by  the  housing  court  shall  be  under  the  seal  of 
the  housing  court,  signed  by  Ihe  clerk,  temporary 
clerk,  or  an  assistant  clerk,  and  bear  teste  of 
the  judge,  and  shall  run  throughout  the  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  3.  Sittings.  The  housing  court  shall 
hold  its  sittings  in  Boston;  and  suitable  rooms 
for  the  sittings  of  the  housing  court  and  for  the 
ollicers  thereof  shall  be  provided  in  the  Suffolk 
county  court  house.  With,  in  each  instance,  the 
approval  of  the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
propert)  of  the  city,  space  may  be  provided  for 
sittings  of  the  housing  court  in  such  other  court 
houses  in  the  city  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
expedient  or  convenient.  Either  judge  of  the 
housing  court  may  keep  order  therein. 

Section  4.  U  hen  Court  Open.  The  housing 
court  shall  always  be  open  and  the  business 
thereof,  or  of  the  judges  thereof,  may  be  trans- 
acted at  any  time;  but  such  business  shall  not, 
except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  twenty,  be  transacted  on  Saturday 
or  Sunday  or  on  a  legal  holiday  unless  it  relates 
to  an  application  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
judge  or  associate  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
whom  it  is  made,  is  of  pressing  necessity;  pro- 
vided, that,  if  the  convenience  of  the  public  so 


requires,  the  housing  court  shall  be  open  for  the 
transaction  of  business  on  sucli  Saturdays,  noi 
legal  holidays,  and  during  such  hours  thereof, 
as  ihe  judge  ma>  determine. 

Section  5.  Seal.  The  housing  court  shall  have 
a  seal  which  shall  be  in  the  custod)  of  its  clerk, 
and  shall  be  affixed  to  all  processes  issued  by  the 
housing  court  requiring  a  seal. 

Section  6.  Rates.  The  housing  court  shall 
from  time  to  lime  make  general  rules  and  forms 
for  procedure,  which,  before  taking  ell  eel,  shall 
be  approved  In  (he  supreme  judicial  court  or  a 
just  ice  thereof. 

Section  7.  Judges.  The  housing  court  shall 
bave  two  judges,  one  of  whom  shall  lie  appointed, 
commissioned,  and  qualified  as  judge  and  the 
other  as  associate  judge.  Kach  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  bar,  shall  devote  his  enl  ire  t  ime  during 
ordinal')  business  hours  to  his  duties,  and  shall 
not,  direct!)  or  indirectly,  engage  in  the  practice 
of  law.  In  case  of  a  vacanc)  in  the  ollice  of 
judge,  or  of  his  illness  or  absence,  his  duties 
shall  be  performed  b>  the  associate  judge.  The 
judge  and  the  associate  judge  shall  each  receive 
a  salary  of  twenty-six  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars  a  year  or  such  other  sum  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  lived  b\  the  cil)  council  of  the 
city,  with  the  approval  of  the  maxor  of  the  city , 
but  in  no  event  more  than  such  annual  salary 
as  ma\  from  lime  to  time  be  fixed  by  section 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  Iwo  bundled  and  twelve 
for  an  associate  justice  ol  the  superior  court 

Section  8.  Clerk.  The  housing  court  shall 
have  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  shall  hold  ollice  during  good  be- 
havior, subject,  however,  to  retirement  under 
the  provisions  of  any  applicable  general  or  spe- 
cial law  relative  lo  retirement  systems. 

Section  9.  Temporary  Clerk.  In  case  of  the 
absence,  death,  or  removal  of  Ihe  clerk,  the 
judge  max  appoint  a  temporary  clerk,  to  act 
until  the  clerk  resumes  his  duties  or  until  the 
vacancy  is  filled.  A  temporary  clerk  shall  be 
paid  for  each  day's  service  an  amount  equal  lo 
the  rate  by  the  day  of  the  minimum  compensa- 
tion of  the  clerk  as  established  under  sections 
forty-nine  lo  ti  fly -six,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
thirty-five;  but  compensation  so  paid  lo  a  tem- 
porary clerk  for  service  in  excess  of  thirl)  days 
in  an)  one  year  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
salary  of  the  clerk;  provided,  however,  that  if 
a  clerk  is  absent  due  to  illness  or  physical  dis- 
ability for  a  period  nol  exceeding  thirty  da\s  in 
an)  year,  in  addition  to  said  thirty  days,  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  on  sick  leave,  and  no  such 
deduction  shall  be  made.  Such  thirty  days  sick 
leave  or  any  portion  thereof  nol  used  in  any 
year  may  lie  accumulated,  but  shall,  in  any 
event,  nol  exceed  one  hundred  and  eight)  days 
in  any  consecutive  six-year  period.  If  the  per- 
son so  appointed  holds  an  ollice  or  position  the 
salary  or  compensation  for  which  is  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth,  or  of  a 
county,  or  of  a  city  or  town,  he  shall  not  receive 
the  salary  or  compensation  of  both  ollices  or 
positions  during  the  period  of  such  temporary 
service. 

Section  10.  Assistant  Clerks.  The  clerk  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  judge,  appoint 
such  number  of  assistant  clerks  as  the  city  coun- 
cil of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
of  the  city,  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
All  powers  conferred  by  statute  upon  the  clerk 
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may  be  exercised,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
clerk,  by  an  assistant  clerk.  The  clerk  shall  be 
responsible  tor  all  ollicial  acts  of  the  assistant 
clerks;  and  they  shall  be  removable  at  the 
pleasure  of  Ihe  clerk  or  of  the  judge. 

Section  It.  Oath  of  Clerk,  etc.  The  clerk, 
any  temporary  clerk,  and  all  assistant  clerks 
shall  be  sworn;  and  in  the  case  of  any  temporary 
clerk  and  of  every  assistant  clerk,  the  oath  of 
ollice  shall  be  administered  by  the  judge  or  as- 
sociate judge,  who  shall,  upon  administering  the 
same,  forthwith  make  return  of  such  act  with 
the  date  thereof  to  the  slate  secretary. 

Section  12.  Bond.  The  clerk,  any  temporary 
clerk,  and  every  assistant  clerk,  before  entering 
upon  the  performance  of  his  ollicial  duties,  and 
thereafter,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one 
year,  so  long  as  he  continues  to  hold  such  ollice, 
shall  give  to  the  city  a  bond,  conditioned  to  per- 
form faithfully  his  ollicial  duties,  with  a  surety 
company,  authorized  to  transact  business  in  the 
commonwealth  as  surety,  in  a  sum  approved  by 
the  judge,  but  in  no  eventless  than  live  thousand 
dollars.  Failure  to  give  such  bond  shall  be  suf- 
ficient cause  for  his  removal. 

Section  13.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Clerk,  etc. 
The  clerk,  temporary  clerk,  and  assistant  clerks, 
or  one  of  them,  shall  attend  all  sessions  of  the 
housing  court  and  'shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its 
proceedings.  The  clerk  shall  have  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  the  records,  books,  and  papers 
appertaining  to,  or  li led  or  deposited  in,  his  ollice. 
The  clerk  shall  make  and  issue  writs  and  proc- 
esses, shall  make  returns  of  the  housing  court, 
tax  bills  of  costs,  and  receive  lines,  forfeitures, 
fees,  and  costs  accruing  from  the  civil  and  crimi- 
nal business  of  the  housing  court,  including  fees 
for  blanks  and  copies.  The  clerk  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  duties  as  the  judge  may  from 
time  to  time  order.  The  clerk  shall  be  allowed 
annually  for  clerical  assistance  such  amount  as 
the  city  council  of  the  city,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  may  approve. 

The  clerk  and  assistant  clerks  of  the  housing 
court  may  sign  process  issued  by  the  housing 
court,  and  housing  court  records,  documents,  or 
other  legal  papers  or  copies  thereof  made  or 
issued  by  such  clerk  or  assistant  clerks  in  con- 
formity with  law,  except  search  warrants  and 
process  authorizing  arrests  or  commitments,  by 
imprinting  thereon  a  facsimile  of  the  signature 
of  the  clerk  or  assistant  clerk;  and  such  facsimile 
signatures -shall  have  the  same  validity  as  their 
written  signatures. 

Section  Ui.  Court  Officers.  The  judge  may 
appoint  such  number  of  court  ollicers  for  the 
housing  court  as  the  city  council  of  the  city, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  may 
from  time  to  time  determine.  Any  court  ofljcer 
may  be  removed  for  any  cause  considered  by 
the  judge  to  be  sufficient.  A.ny  vacancy  caused 
by  removal  or  otherwise  may  be  lilled  by  the 
judge.  The  court  ollicers  shall  attend  the  ses- 
sions of  the  housing  court,  shall  preserve  order, 
and  may  serve  warrants,  mittimuses,  precepts, 
orders,  and  processes  of  the  housing  court. 
Each  court  ollicer  shall  give  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  payable  to  the  city,  with  sulli- 
cient  sureties  approved  by  the  judge.  Each 
court  ollicer,  while  on  duly  in  the  housing  court, 
shall  wear  a  uniform  approved  by  the  judge, 
which  shall  be  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the 
city. 


Section  15.  Housing  Specialists.  The  judge 
may  appoint  such  number  of  housing  specialists 
as  the  city  council  of  the  city,  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  may  from  time  to  lime 
determine.  The  judge  may  designate  one  of 
them  as  chief  housing  specialist.  All  housing 
specialists  shall  hold  ollice  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
judge,  subject,  however,  to  retirement  under  the 
provisions  of  any  applicable  general  or  special 
law  relative  to  retirement  systems.  All  housing 
specialists  shall  be  knowledgeable  in  the  main- 
tenance, repair,  and  rehabilitation  of  dwelling 
units,  the  problems  of  landlord  and  tenant  as 
they  pertain  to  dwelling  units,  the  types  of 
funds  and  services  available  to  assist  landlords 
and  tenants  in  the  linancing  and  resolution  of 
such  problems,  and  the  federal  and  state  laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  main- 
tenance, repair,  and  rehabilitation  of  such  units 
and  the  linancing  and  resolution  of  such  prob- 
lems. The  housing  specialists  shall  have  such 
powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  the  judge 
shall  from  time  to  time  prescrihe.  Every  hous- 
ing specialist  shall  be  sworn  by  the  judge  or 
associate  judge,  who  shall,  upon  administering 
the  same,  forthwith  make  return  of  such  act 
with  the  date  thereof  to  the  slate  secretary. 

Section  16.  Prohibition  Against  Employment 
as  Attorney.  No  clerk,  temporary  clerk,  assist- 
ant clerk,  or  housing  specialist  shall  be  retained 
or  employed  as  an  attorney  in  any  complaint, 
action,  or  suit  in  the  housing  court  or  which  has 
been  examined  or  tried  therein. 

Section  17.  Stenographers,  etc.  At  the  trial 
of  any  issue  of  fact,  the  judge  or  associate  judge, 
as  the  case  may  be,  presiding  at  the  trial  may 
appoint  a  stenographer,  who  shall  be  sworn  and 
shall  attend  Ihe  trial,  or  such  part  thereof  as 
may  be  directed,  and  perform  like  dulies  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  therefor  as  a 
stenographer  appointed  by  the  superior  court 
who  is  not  on  salary;  and  the  sums  so  payable 
for  his  attendance  at  court  and  for  any  transcript 
of  his  notes  or  part  thereof  furnished  to  the 
judge  or  associate  judge  presiding  at  the  trial  by 
his  direction  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  upon  the 
certilicale  of  the  judge. 

The  judge  may  employ  stenographic  service 
for  the  housing  court  to  such  amount  as  the  city 
council  of  the  city,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city,  may  approve;  and  within  the 
limits  of  available  appropriations,  the  clerk  of 
the  housing  court  may  procure  such  law  books 
and  such  blank  books,  blanks,  stationery,  and 
other  incidentals  required  by  the  housing  court 
as  the  judge  may  approve.  Expenses  so  incurred 
shall  be  paid  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the 
judge. 

Section  IS.  Expenses  and  Receipts  of  Court. 
All  costs  and  expenses  of  the  housing  court,  in- 
cluding the  salaries  of  the  judges,  clerk,  assistant 
clerks,  court  ollicers,  housing  specialists,  and 
others  shall  be  paid  by  the  city.  The  clerk  of 
the  housing  court  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
the  city  all  sums  received  by  him  whether  as 
fees,  lines.  forfeitures,  or  otherwise. 

Section  /.<>.  Jurisdiction.  Ihe  housing  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  the  dis- 
trict courts  and  Ihe  superior  court,  of  all  (rimes, 
and  of  all  civil  actions,  arising  within  the  city 
under  sections  fourteen  and  eighteen  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eighty -six  and  under  so  much 
of  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  \  to 
oik!  hundred  and  twenty-seven  1',  inclusive,  and 
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sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  II  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  k.,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven,  so  much  of 
section  sixteen  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
seventy,  so  much  of  chapters  one  hundred  and 
forty-three,  one  hundred  and  forty -eight,  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  so  much  of 
any  other  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  rule, 
or  regulation  as  is  concerned  with  the  health, 
safety,  or  welfare  of  any  occupant  of  any  place 
used,  or  intended  for  use,  as  a  place  of  human 
habitation,  including,  without  limiting  the  gen- 
erality of  the  foregoing,  so  much  of  chapter  tour 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  and  of  acts  and  ordi- 
nances in  amendment  thereof,  and  so  much  of 
the  provisions  of  ordinances  validated  and  con- 
tinued by  chapter  three  hundred  and  fourteen 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-two 
and  of  ordinances  made  under  said  chapter  as 
is  so  concerned.  The  housing  court  shall  also 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  concurrent  with  the 
district  courts,  the  probate  courts,  the  superior 
court,  and  the  supreme  judicial  court,  of  all 
cases  and  matters  so  arising. 

In  all  matters  within  its  jurisdiction,  the  hous- 
ing court  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  supe- 
rior court  in  actions  at  law  and  suits  in  equity, 
including  the  power  to  grant  temporary  restrain- 
ing orders  and  preliminary  injunctions  as  justice 
and  equity  may  require.  The  housing  court 
shall  have  like  power  and  authority  for  enforcing 
orders,  sentences,  and  decrees  made  or  pro- 
nounced in  the  exercise  of  any  jurisdiction  vested 
in  it,  and  for  punishing  contempts  of  such 
orders,  sentences,  and  decrees  and  other  con- 
tempts of  its  authority  as  are  vested  for  such  or 
similar  purposes  in  the  supreme  judicial  or 
superior  court. 

Section  20.  Commencement  of  Proceedings. 
Proceedings  shall  be  commenced  in  the  housing 
court  as  follows:  —  a  criminal  case,  by  complaint 
in  like  manner  as  in  a  district  court;  an  action 
at  law,  including  an  action  for  summary  process, 
by  writ  in  like  manner  as  in  the  superior  court 
or  a  district  court;  and  a  suit  in  equity,  by  bill 
or  petition  with  a  writ  of  subpoena  according  to 
the  usual  course  of  proceedings  in  equity,  in  like 
manner  as  in  the  superior  court. 

The  clerk  of  the  housing  court  shall  charge  a 
fee  of  two  dollars  for  the  entry  of  an  action  or 
suit,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  entering 
the  same;  and  no  other  fee  shall  be  charged  for 
taxing  costs,  for  issuing  any  subpoena  or  execu- 
tion, or  for  issuing  any  order  of  notice  or  other 
mesne,  interlocutory,  or  linal  order,  rule,  decree, 
or  process  authorized  by  law,  except  a  temporary 
restraining  order  or  preliminary  injunction  for 
the  issuance  of  which  the  clerk  shall  charge  live 
dollars;  provided,  however,  that  no  fee  for  the 
entry  of  an  action  or  suit  or  for  the  issuance  of 
a  temporary  restraining  order  or  preliminary  in- 
junction shall  be  charged  the  commonwealth  or 
the  city  or  any  board  or  ollicer  of  either.  If  the 
housing  court  linds  that  the  parity  entering  the 
action  or  suit  or  obtaining  the  restraining  order 
or  preliminary  injunction  is  destitute  and  unable 
to  pay.  it  may  order  the  payment  of  the  fee  or 
fees  prescribed  by  this  paragraph  to  be  waived. 

Notwithstanding  that  a  proceeding  under  this 
chapter  is  commenced  by  complaint,  if  the  hous- 
ing court  linds  that  the  oll'ense  charged  was  not 


wilful,  intentional,  reckless,  or  repeated,  the  pro* 
(ceding  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal  and  no 
record  of  the  case  -.hall  In-  entered  in  the  proba- 
tion records. 

Suits  in  equity  in  the  housing  court  shall  be 
entered  upon  a  separate  equity  docket. 

Seel  ion  21 .  Issuance  and  Service  of  Subpoena 
in  Equity  Cases.  Lpon  the  commencement  of  a 
suit  in  equity  in  the  housing  court,  the  clerk,  at 
the  request  of  the  plain  till'  or  his  counsel,  shall 
issue  a. subpoena  with  a  copy  of  the  bill  or  peti- 
tion attached.  Such  subpoena  shall  direct  the 
defendant  or  defendants  to  appear  and  answer 
on  or  before  a  date  specilied  therein,  which  shall 
be  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  issuance  of  such  subpoena.  Such 
subpoena  shall  be  served  at  least  seven  da\s 
prior  to  the  dale  specilied  therein  for  appearance 
and  answer.  Such  subpoena  may  be  served  by 
an  ollicer  qualilied  to  serve  civil  process,  by 
delivery  to  the  defendant  of  an  attested  copy 
thereof  in  any  manner  provided  by  law,  includ- 
ing, without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, by  leaving  such  copy  at  the  last  and 
usual  place  of  abode  of  the  defendant  or,  if  the 
suit  relates  to  premises  of  which  the  defendant 
is  owner  or  landlord,  by  leaving  such  copy  at  the 
place  to  which  the  rent  is  sent  or  delivered  or 
the  bill  for  the  real  estate  tax  on  such  premises 
is  sent  pursuant  to  section  three  of  chapter  sixty. 
If  the  defendant  is  a  corporation,  such  subpoena 
may  be  served  by  such  an  ollicer  by  leaving  an 
attested  copy  thereof  at  the  place  of  abode  of 
the  president,  treasurer,  or  clerk  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  in  the  case  aforesaid,  by  leaving  such 
copy  at  the  place  to  which  the  rent  is  sent  or 
delivered  or  the  bill  for  the  real  estate  tax  on 
the  premises  is  sent  pursuant  to  said  section 
three.  Service  of  such  subpoena  may  also  be 
made,  within  the  time  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
by  the  plaintilf  by  registered  mail,  return  receipt 
requested;  provided,  that  an  allidavit  of  such 
service  and  the  return  receipt  is  tiled  on  or  before 
the  date  specilied  in  the  subpoena  for  appearance 
and  answer  or  within  such  further  time  as  the 
housing  court  may  allow. 

Section  22.  Transfer  of  Causes.  Any  action 
at  law  or  suit  in  equity  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  housing  court  which  is  pending  in  another 
court  may  be  transferred  to  the  housing  court 
by  any  party  thereto;  but  no  action  at  law  or 
suit  in  equity  originally  entered  in  the  housing 
court  shall  be  transferred  to  any  other  court, 
except  that  the  supreme  judicial  court  may  di- 
rect any  cause  pending  in  the  housing  court  to 
be  transferred  to  it  in  whole  or  in  part  for  further 
action  or  directions,  and  in  cases  of  partial  trans- 
fer may  issue  such  orders  or  directions  in  regard 
to  the  part  of  such  cause  not  so  transferred  as 
justice  may  require. 

Whenever  cross  actions  between  the  same 
parties  or  two  or  more  actions,  including  for  the 
purposes  hereof  other  court  proceedings,  arising 
out  of  or  connected  with  the  same  housing  ac- 
commodation are  pending,  one  or  more  in  the 
housing  court  and  also  one  or  more  in  oue  or 
more  district  courts  or  one  or  more  probate 
courts,  or  in  the  superior  court,  the  housing  court, 
upon  motion  of  any  party  to  any  of  such  actions, 
may  order  that  the  action  or  actions  pending 
in  the  district  court  or  courts  and  in  the  probate 
court  or  courts  and  in  the  superior  court,  with 
all  the  papers  relatiug  thereto,  be  transferred  to 
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the  housing  court  without  the  payment  of  any 
entry  fee;  and  such  action  or  actions  shall  there- 
after proceed  in  the  housiug  court  as  though 
originally  entered  there. 

Section  23.  Trial  of  Cases.  All  cases  in  the 
housing  court,  including  all  demurrers,  pleas 
motions,  and  the  like,  whether  interlocutory  o; 
final,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
housing  court  sitting  without  a  jury,  except  that 
in  all  cases  where  a  jury  trial  is  required  by  the 
constitution  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States  and  the  defendant  has  not  waived 
his  rights  to  a  trial  by  jury,  the  cause  shall  be 
forthwith  tried  in  the  housing  court  before  a 
jury  selected  in  accordance  with  chapter  two 
huudred  and  thirty-four,  [n  the  trial  of  any 
complaint,  action,  or  suit  in  the  housing  court, 
the  report  of  any  inspector  serving  in  the  hous- 
ing inspection  department  of  the  city  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein. 

Section  24.  Entry  of  Judgments  and  Decrees 
and  Notice  Thereof.  livery  judgment,  order, 
and  decree  entered  by  the  housing  court  shall 
bear  as  its  date  the  day  when  actually  entered 
by  the  clerk,  anrl  at  the  time  of  the  entry  he  shall 
note  such  date  upon  the  judgment,  order,  or 
decree  and  upon  the  docket.  When  a  judgment 
or  decree  is  entered  by  the  housing  court  upon 
a  demurrer  or  a  case  stated  or  when  a  judgment 
or  decree  is  entered  in  an  action  or  suit,  except 
in  open  court,  the  clerk  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  parties  or  to  their  attorneys. 

In  suits  in  equity  under  this  chapter,  a  linal 
decree  shall  be  entered  although  exceptions  have 
been  taken  or  a  bill  of  exceptions  has  been  filed 
and  allowed,  but  execution  and  operation  of  the 
decree  so  entered  shall  be  stayed  until  the  ex- 
ceptions have  been  disposed  of  unless  the  judge 
who  made  the  ruling  to  which  the  exceptions 
were  taken  finds  that  the  exceptions  are  imma- 
terial, frivolous,  or  intended  for  delay. 

Section  25.  Reports  of  Facts  in  Equity  Cases. 
If  a  written  request  by  any  party  entitled  to 
appeal  from  a  decree  entered  by  the  housing 
court  in  a  suit  in  equity  is  filed  in  the  ollice  of 
the  clerk  of  the  housing  court  within  three  days 
after  the  entry  of  such  decree  in  open  court  or 
within  live  days  after  notice  of  the  entry  of 
such  decree  is  sent  such  party  by  the  cierk, 
whichever  is  earlier,  the  judge  by  whom  the 
decree  was  ordered  entered  shall  report  the  ma- 
terial facts  found  by  him  within  fourteen  days 
after  the  filing  of  the  request  therefor.  If  no 
request  for  a  report  of  material  facts  is  filed  as 
aforesaid,  such  report  shall  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  judge  ordering  the  decree  entered.  A 
request  for  a  report  of  material  facts  may  be 
accompanied  by  a  request  for  action  on  rulings 
of  law  duly  filed  during  the  trial;  and  in  case  of 
such  additional  request,  exceptions  may  be  taken 
to  any  ruling  or  refusal  to  rule  thereon  within 
five  days  after  notice  of  the  action  of  the  housing 
court  thereon  is  sent  by  the  clerk.  A  request  for 
action  on  such  requested  rulings  may  be  made 
also  within  live  days  after  a  report  of  material 
facts  made  by  the  housing  court  in  its  discretion 
without  previous  request;  and  exceptions  may 
be  taken  within  live  days  after  notice  of  the 
action  of  the  housing  court  thereon  is  sent.  In 
either  case  the  filing  of  such  requests  after  trial 
ifor  action  on  rulings  of  law  shall  constitute  a 
waiver  of  the  right  of  appeal  under  section 
twenty-three.     In  case  exceptions  are  taken  as 


herein  provided,  sections  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  in- 
clusive, of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-one 
shall  apply. 

Section  26.  Appeal.  A  party  aggrieved  by  a 
final  decree  or  final  judgment  of  a  judge  or 
associate  judge  of  the  housing  court  may,  within 
three  days  after  the  entry  of  such  decree  in  open 
court  or  within  five  days  after  notice  of  the  entry 
of  such  decree  is  sent  such  party  by  the  clerk, 
whichever  js  earlier,  appeal  therefrom  directly 
to  the  full  court  of  the  supreme  judicial  court; 
provided  that  simultaneously  with  filing  such 
appeal  or  within  such  further  time  as  the  judge, 
associate  judge,  or  clerk  for  cause  shown  allows, 
file  a  bond  executed  by  him  or  by  his  attorney 
of  record  on  his  behalf  payable  to  the  appellee 
in  such  reasonable  sum  and  with  such  surety  or 
sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the  appellee  or 
by  the  judge,  associate  judge,  or  clerk,  con- 
ditioned to  enter  and  prosecute  his  appeal  with 
ell'ect,  and  to  satisfy  any  judgment  for  costs 
which  may  be  entered  against  him  upon  said 
appeal  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry  thereof, 
except  that  no  such  bond  shall  be  required  if  the 
appellant  is  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  or  any 
board  or  ollicer  of  either  or  if  the  judge  or  asso- 
ciate judge  is  satisfied  that  the  appeal  is  not 
frivolous  and  that  the  appellant  is  destitute  and 
unable  to  pay  for  such  bond.  Instead  of  filing  a 
bond  as  aforesaid,  the  appellant  or  any  person 
in  his  behalf  may  deposit  with  the  clerk,  within 
the  time  required  for  filing  a  bond,  a  reasonable 
amount,  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge,  associate 
judge,  or  clerk,  as  security  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  appeal  and  the  payment  of  costs.  A 
certificate  of  such  deposit  shall  be  issued  to  the 
depositor  by  the  clerk,  who  shall  hold  such 
deposit  until  the  final  disposition  of  the  case, 
when  he  shall  pay  it,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the 
appellee  for  his  costs,  or  to  the  depositor  thereof, 
as  the  housing  court  may  order.  The  housing 
court  may  give  directions  as  to  the  manner  of 
keeping  such  deposit. 

The  completion  of  an  appeal  hereunder  shall  be 
governed  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  as  if  the 
housing  court  were  the  superior  court.  When  the 
appeal  has  been  entered  as  aforesaid,  all  pro- 
ceedings under  such  judgment  or  decree  shall  be 
stayed,  and  the  cause  shall  thereupon  be  pending 
before  the  full  court,  which  shall  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  same,  and  allirm,  reverse,  or  modify  the 
decree  appealed  from.  Upon  the  reversal  of  a 
final  decree,  the  supreme  judicial  court  may  re- 
mand the  cause  to  the  housing  court  with 
necessary  and  proper  directions  for  further  pro- 
ceeding therein. 

When  an  appeal  has  been  taken,  the  housing 
court  before  the  entry  of  the  appeal  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court  may  in  its  discretion  stay, 
pending  the  appeal,  all  temporary  orders,  judg- 
ments, injunctions,  decrees,  or  other  orders  of 
the  housing  court,  and  may  make  such  orders  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver,  and  of  injunction 
or  prohibition,  or  for  continuing  the  same  in 
force,  as  are  needful  for  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  the  parlies  pending  the  determination 
of  the  appeal. 

A  party  aggrieved  by  an  interlocutory  decree 
of  a  judge  or  associate  judge  of  the  housing  court 
may,  in  like  manner,  appeal  to  the  full  court  of 
■the  supreme  judicial  court;  but  the  appeal  shall 
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nol  suspend  the  execution  of  such  decree,  except 
as  provided  in  section  twenly-lwo  of  chapter 
two  hundred  and  fourteen,  nor  transfer  to  the 
full  court  the  entire  cause  or  any  mallei'  therein 
except  the  question  whether  the  interlocutory 
decree  appealed  from  shall  he  allirmed,  reversed, 
or  modified.  Interlocutor)  decrees  nol  ap- 
pealed from  shall  be  open  to  revision  upon 
appeal  from  the  linal  decree  so  far  only  as  it 
appears  to  the  lull  court  that  the  linal  decree  is 
erroneously  affected  thereby. 

Section  27.  Report  of  Testimony.  Upon  an 
appeal,  the  testimony  of  witnesses  who  have 
been  examined  orally  before  a  judge  or  associate 
judge  of  the  housing  court  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  party,  be  reported  to  the  full  court.  The 
bousing  court  shall  provide  by  general  rules  for 
some  convenient  and  effectual  means  of  having 
the  same  reported  by  the  judge  by  whom  the  case 
is  heard  or  b>  a  person  designated  by  him  for 
that  purpose.  In  appeals  in  suits  in  equity  un- 
der this  chapter,  the  provisions  of  sections 
twenty-lour  and  twenty-live  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  fourteen  shall  apply. 

Section  28.  Execution  on  Final  Decree.  The 
housing  court  may  issue  execution  in  common 
form  if  such  process  is  appropriate  for  the  en- 
forcement of  a  decree  in  equity;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  process  for  the  execution  of  a  linal 
decree  of  the  housing  court  shall  issue  until  the 
expiration  of  live  days  after  the  entry  thereof, 
unless  all  parties  against  whom  such  decree  is 
made  waive  an  appeal  by  a  writing  filed  with  the 
clerk  or  by  causing  an  entry  thereof  to  be  made 
on  the  docket,  except  that  if  the  judge  or  asso- 
ciate judge  by  whose  order  the  linal  decree  was 
made  is  of  opinion  that  the  appeal  from  such 
decree  is  groundless  and  intended  merely  lor 
delay,  process  for  the  execution  of  the  decree 
may  be  awarded  notwithstanding  the  appeal. 

Section  29.  Report  of  Interlocutory  Decree.  If 
upon  making  an  interlocutory  order  or  decree  at 
law  or  in  equity,  the  judge  or  associate  judge  is  of 
opinion  that  it  so  affects  the  merits  of  the  con- 
troversy that  the  matter  ought,  before  further 
proceedings,  to  be  determined  by  the  full  court 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  he  may  report  the 
question  for  that  purpose,  and  stay  all  further 
proceedings  except  those  necessary  to  preserve 
the  rights  of  the  parlies. 

Section  30.  Bond  of  Receiver.  The  bond  of 
any  receiver  appointed  by  the  bousing  court  shall 
be  payable  to  the  city  and  shall  otherwise  be  in 
such  form  as  the  housing  court  shall  require. 
Such  bond  max  be  enforced  in  the  name  of  Ihe 
city  by  its  commissioner  of  housing  inspection, 
or  by  any  person  interested  therein  and  duly 
authorized  by  the  housing  court,  after  notice  to 
said  commissioner,  to  take  such  action.  The 
bousing  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction of  actions  on  such  bonds.  Any  sums  re- 
covered shall  be  paid  over  or  administered  as 
the  housing  court  directs. 

Section  2.  The  first  sentence  of  section  49 
of  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing 
in  section  3  of  chapter  8.">9  of  the  acts  of  1969,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word

the  city's  case  against  Mrs.  Doris  Bunte,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  appointed  by  Mayor  While  in  1970, 
was  concluded  two  weeks  ago  after  twelve  days 
of  testimony . 

the  City  Council  is  required  by  statute  to 
review  the  recommendations  of  Mayor  White 
and  vote  yes  or  no  on  his  decision.  Without 
the  benefit  of  legal  counsel.  1  have  serious  reser- 
vations as  to  the  City  Council's  ability  to  per- 
form their  role. 

Unlike  normal  judicial  proceedings,  the  Coun- 
cil was  not  instructed  as  to  how  it  should  weigh 
the  evidence  presented.  Furthermore,  we  were 
never  told  the  nature  of  this  proceeding,  whether 
it  was  criminal,  civil,  or  administrative  in  law. 
To  what  extent  the  prosecution  was  required  to 
prove  Mrs.  Bunte's  guilt  —  beyond  a  reasonable 
doubt  or  by  mere  preponderance  of  evidence  — 
was  never  explained  to  us. 

These  questions  would  normally  be  asked  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel.  But  in  his  role  as 
prosecutor  unbiased  answers  would  not  be 
obtained. 

In  this  regard  1  would  like  to  motion  the 
City  Council  next  Monday  to  ask  you,  as  the 
newly  elected  president  of  the  Boston  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, to  appoint  a  panel  of  disinterested  at- 
torneys to  advise  the  Council  in  this  capacity.

OPPOSING       FURTHER       EXPRESSWAY 
CONSTRUCTION   IN  BOSTON 

Couns.  ATKINS,  IANNELLA,  O'LEABY, 
O'NEIL,  and  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  Boston  is  un- 
alterably opposed  to  further  urban  expressway 
construction  inside  the  City  of  Boston  because 
of  its  harmful  social,  environmental,  and  eco- 
nomic impact  on  the  City  of  Boston,  its  local 
communities,  and  its  residents,  and  because  of 
the  limitations  of  urban  expressways  in  providing 
further  transportation  to  the  residents  of  and 
commuters  lo  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  'The  present  moratorium  on  the 
roads  inside  Boule  128  is  constructive  and  has 
given  necessary  time  to  fully  examine  mass 
transit  and  city  boulevard  alternatives  to  federal 
interstate  highways  ihrough  the  core  city,  alter- 
native land  uses,  and  the  distributional  costs  and 
benefits  of  each  alternative  to  the  different 
groups  of  people  involved  in  the  linal  decision; 
and 

Whereas.  The  present  Balanced  Transporta- 
tion Development  Program  for  the  Boston 
metropolitan  region  shall  provide  a  most  sig- 
niiicanl,  justified,  and  long  overdue  community 
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participation  mechanism  in  its  planning  process, 
which  shall  involve  those  in  the  path  of  the 
multiple  proposed  transportation  facilities  as 
well  as  those  on  the  two  ends  of  these  alterna- 
tives, and  which  should  hopefully,  upon  com- 
pletion, serve  as  the  planning  model  for  all  state 
transportation  in  or  to  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Great  and  General  Court  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  currently 
considering  or  shall  consider  legislation  relevant 
to  the  creation  of  a  positive  alternative  to  the 
present  Federal  Interstate  Highway  Program, 
namely  (1)  11  1861,  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  $250  million  bond 
issue,  which,  if  passed,  would  provide  the  state 
monies  necessary  to  pay  for  a  mass  transit  alter- 
native to  the  key  Southwest  Expressway; 
(2)  S  232,  the  constitutional  amendment  which 
would  provide  for  the  expenditure  of  money 
from  the  Highway  Trust  Fund  for  mass  trans- 
portation purposes;  (3)  S  233,  an  act  implement- 
ing the  State  Department  of  Transportation  and 
Construction  which  would  redistribute  the  power 
of  the  now  independent  agencies  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  Massachusetts  Turn- 
pike Authority,  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  under  the  direction 
and  budget  control  of  the  Governor  and  the 
coterminous  Secretary  of  Transportation;  and 
(  I)  a  replacement  housing  bill  which  would  re- 
quire one-for-one  replacement  housing  of  the 
location,  size,  and  income/rent  levels  of  the 
homes  taken,  whose  costs  would  be  borne  by  the 
taking  authority,  thus  meeting  the  replacement 
housing  standards  of  the  Federal-Aid  Highway 
Act  of  1970;  and 

Whereas,  The  DPW-owned  Southwest  Cor- 
ridor in  Boston  has  been  allowed  to  deteriorate 
to  an  intolerable  degree,  thereby  forcing  the 
demolition  of  more  homes  during  the  mora- 
torium, a  condition  for  which  the  Governor  is 
ultimately  responsible;  and 

Whereas,  The  Joint  Committee  on  Transpor- 
tation of  the  General  Court  is  duly  authorized 
to  hold  an  investigation  to  determine  the  effect 
of  the  moratorium  on  federal  interstate  highways 
inside  Route  128;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
(1)  reallirms  its  unequivocal  opposition  to  the 
proposed  Southwest  Expressway,  Boston  Inner 
Belt,  South  End  Bypass,  Third  Harbor  Tunnel, 
Fast  Boston  Expressway,  and  the  Leverett  Circle 
Bridge  plans;  (2)  supports  the  concept  of  park- 
and-ride  mass  transit  as  a  viable  alternative  to 
the  planned  expressways  and  as  a  means  of  pro- 
viding more  stable  interim  linancing  for  the 
MBTA  until  more  equitable  funding  mechanisms 
can  he  created;  (3)  supports  the  unit-by-unit 
replacement  of  all  demolished  or  acquired  hous- 
ing taken  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  the 
aforementioned  highways,  as  well  as  replacement 
of  such  other  facilities  as  might  have  been 
destroyed;  (4)  calls  upon  the  Governor  and  the 
General  Court  to  provide  the  funds  necessary 
to  effect  interim  land  use  programs  which  would 
not  only  be  benelicial  both  to  the  City  of  Boston 
and  surrounding  areas,  but  would  also  halt  the 
march  of  blight  triggered  by  the  uncertainty 
about  the  expressways;  (5)  calls  upon  the 
Governor  to  continue  so  much  of  the  present

RE  CHARGES  AGAINST  MRS.  DORIS 
BUNTE  MEMBEB  OF  BOSTON  HOUS- 
ING AUTHORITY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Roston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  are  findings  of  fact,  rul- 
ings of  law,  and  order  of  removal  of  Doris  B. 
Bunte  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority. I  urge  your  prompt  adoption  of  the 
order  transmitted  herewith  approving  her 
removal. 

Housing  Authority  accommodations  are  sub- 
sidized by  the  taxpayers  through  federal,  state, 
and  local  subventions  and  exemptions.  It  is 
known  that  such  accommodations  are  in  ex- 
tremely short  supply;  Mrs.  Bunte  herself  said  she 
understood  there  were  some  4,000  families  waiting 
for  apartments.  It  is  known  that  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  does  not  have  sufficient  reve- 
nue to  cope  with  its  many  problems  —  a  fact  of 
which  Mrs.  Bunte  herself  is  keenly  aware.  While 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  ceased  in  1966  or 
1967  to  evict  tenants  on  the  grounds  of  their 
being  overincome,  and  while  we  all  believe  that 
the  old  rigid  eviction  policy  tended  to  stigmatize 
Housing  Authority  tenants,  some  distinction 
must  be  made  between  tenants  whose  income  ex- 
ceeded the  maximum  by  $100  and  those  who,  like 
Mrs.  Bunte,  were  more  than  $14,000  over  the 
maximum. 

Mrs.  Bunte  has  not  shown  any  special  interest 
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in  this  problem  during  the  eighteen  months  she 
has  been  on  the  Housing  Authority.  She  said  il 
was  not  among  her  top  priorities,  although  the 
federal  government  apparently  thinks  so  and  will 
insist  that  something  be  done  about  it.  But  I 
do  not  think  it  is  likely  to  be  corrected  by  the 
Housing  Authority  Board  so  long  as  one  of  its 
members  is  among  the  most  flagrant  rule  breakers. 

Similarly,  I  do  not  think  the  Housing  Authority 
will  take  any  remedial  action  with  respect  to  the 
problems  pointed  up  by  the  first  four  charges 
brought  against  Mrs.  Bunte,  if  we  condone  a 
pattern  of  conduct  which  the  evidence  shows  her 
to  have  pursued.  Mrs.  Bunte  sought  and  was 
paid  almost  the  full  $10,000  permitted  as  daily 
compensation  to  members  of  the  Authority  with- 
out specifying  the  days  she  actually  worked.  By 
some  of  her  requisitions  she  sought  and  received 
payment  for  days  which  had  not  yet  passed.  Al- 
though Mrs.  Bunte's  extensive  travel  appears  to 
have  been  service-connected  in  one  way  or  an- 
other, it  does  not  appear  anywhere  in  the  record 
that  her  numerous  trips  in  any  way  benefited  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  or  its  tenants. 
Finally,  Mrs.  Bunte's  failure  to  file  a  tenant 
status  review  form  disclosing  her  income  in  1970 
concealed  the  extent  by  which  her  income  ex- 
ceeded Housing  Authority  limits. 

There  was  evidence  with  respect  to  some 
charges  that  Mrs.  Bunte  was  not  alone  in  doing 
the  things  complained  of.  Other  Board  members 
have  sought  compensation  without  being  precise 
about  the  days  they  worked.  Others  traveled  at 
Housing  Authority  expense  without  obtaining  ad- 
vance clearance  from  the  Board.  Many  tenants 
in  Housing  Authority  apartments  fail  to  file 
Tenant  Status  Beview  Cards  and  receive  income 
in  excess  of  Housing  Authority  limits.  But  I 
don't  find  that  defense  convincing.  We  are  not 
considering  if  Mrs.  Bunte  engaged  in  criminal 
conduct  for  which  she  should  be  penalized. 
There  is  no  such  allegation.  Bather  we  are  con- 
sidering if  her  conduct  has  been  such  as  to  render 
her  unfit  to  continue  as  a  member  of  the  Housing 
Authority  Board.  I  put  Mrs.  Bunte  on  that 
Board  with  your  approval  as  part  of  the  "reform 
movement"  to  modernize  and  correct  some  of  the 
deficiencies  we  knew  in  the  Housing  Authority. 
I  realize  Mrs.  Bunte  should  not  be  removed  be- 
cause she  did  not  bring  about  reform.  But  it 
is  ironic  that  she  should  now  say  her  conduct  has 
been  no  worse  than  some  of  her  predecessors  and 
was  in  many  cases,  she  thought,  excused  by  the 
very  officials  whose  practices  she  was  going  to 
correct. 

She  was  on  the  governing  board  of  a  large 
agency  in  this  City  whose  functioning  directly 
affects  tens  of  thousands  of  people.  I  don't  think 
it  is  fair  even  to  go  so  far  as  Mr.  Barshak  did 
and  say  that  public  officials  should  be  judged  by 
higher  standards  than  private  persons,  though  I 
have  been  in  public  life  long  enough  to  know  that 
is  often  the  case.  But  I  think  on  matters  relating 
directly  to  the  performance  of  one's  duties  in 
office  —  and  all  the  charges  against  Mrs.  Bunte 
are  such  — ■  one  may  not  set  a  bad  example.  A 
ruler  must  not  violate  the  rules  he  himself  has 
made  and  say,  in  effect,  "They  only  apply  to 
others."  That  is  the  kind  of  arrogance  I  think 
people  no  longer  tolerate.  That,  at  least,  is  the 
message  I  have  been  getting  and  that  I  think  is 
the  basic  issue  in  this  case. 

I  therefore  order  Mrs.  Bunte's  removal  from 


the  Board  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and 
1  urge  your  prompt  approval  thereof. 

1  have  readied  this  conclusion  with  great  re- 
luctance. I  originally  appointed  Mrs.  Bunte  to 
the  Boston  I  lousing  Authority.  I  persuaded  you 
to  confirm  her  appointment.  I  believed  that 
tenants  should  be  represented  on  the  governing 
board  of  the  Authority.  I  still  deeply  believe 
that  people  should  participate  in  shaping  deci- 
sions directly  affecting  them.  But  I  have  come 
to  believe,  along  with  the  Home  Bule  Commis- 
sion and  the  Citizens  Housing  and  Planning 
Association,  that  citizen  participation  is  not 
effectively  secured  through  the  clumsy  mechan- 
ism of  lay  boards.  I  therefore  also  urge  you  to 
take  prompt  favorable  action  on  the  measures 
which  I  proposed  to  you  on  September  28,  1970, 
which  would  reorganize  the  housing  and  develop- 
ment functions  of  the  city  and  abolish  the  Boards 
of  the  Boston  Bedevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Bemoval  of 

Doris  B.  Bunte 

as  a  Member  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 

Findings  of  Fact,   Bulings  of  Law,   and  Order 

of  Bemoval 

This  is  a  proceeding  under  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6, 
providing  that  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of 
the  City  Council  may,  after  hearing,  remove, 
because  of  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  mis- 
conduct in  office,  any  member  of  the  Housing 
Authority  appointed  by  him,  provided  that  such 
member  shall  have  been  given,  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  date  set  for  such  hear- 
ing, a  copy  in  writing  of  the  charges  against  him 
and  written  notice  of  the  date  and  place  of  hear- 
ing to  be  held  thereon,  and  at  the  hearing  shall 
have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  be  repre- 
sented by  counsel  and  to  be  heard  in  his  defense. 

I  find  that  on  April  7,  1971,  written  notice 
was  given  by  me  to  Mrs.  Doris  B.  Bunte  that  on 
Thursday,  April  29,  1971,  at  10  a.m.  in  the  office 
of  the  Mayor  in  the  City  Hall  in  Boston  a  hearing 
would  be  held  by  me  on  certain  charges  made  by 
me  against  her  in  such  written  notice,  and  that 
at  such  hearing  she  might  be  represented  by 
counsel  and  heard  in  her  defense.  Tr.  April  29, 
p.  11.    Ex.  A. 

On  April  29,  1971,  with  the  consent  of  Mrs. 
Bunte,  the  place  of  hearing  was,  to  accommodate 
the  public  wishing  to  attend,  changed  from  the 
office  of  the  Mayor  to  larger  quarters,  to  wit, 
the  Chamber  of  the  City  Council,  where  it  was 
commenced  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Council 
with  Mrs.  Bunte  represented  by  her  counsel 
Edward  J.  Barshak,  Esquire,  from  the  office  of 
Sugarman,  Mberts,  Bogers  &  Barshak.  The 
hearing  thus  commenced  on  Thursday,  April  29, 
1971,  continued  on  Friday,  April  30,  Monday, 
May  3,  Tuesday,  May  4,  Wednesday,  May  5, 
Thursday,  May  6,  Friday,  May  7,  Tuesday, 
May  11,  Wednesday,  May  12,  Thursday,  May  13, 
Tuesday,  May  18,  Wednesday,  May  19,  and  was 
concluded  on  Thursday,  May  20. 

At  the  outset,  I  rule  that  this  proceeding  is 
executive  or  administrative  in  nature.  See 
Collins  v.  Selectmen  of  Brookline,  325  Mass.  562, 
where  it  is  said  (p.  566):  "It  is  plain  that  the 
power  to  remove  an  officer,  whose  duties  are  not 
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connected  with  the  courts,  is  of  an  executive  or 
administrative  nature  rather  than  a  judicial 
nature."  Accord,  Murphy  v.  Webster,  131  Mass. 
482,  to  the  effect  (p.  488)  that  "the  power  to 
appoint  and  the  power  to  remove  officers  are  in 
their  nature  executive  powers."  I  also  rule  that 
I  am  not  disqualified  from  hearing  and  deciding 
this  case.  American  Employers''  Insurance  Co.  v. 
Commissioner  of  Insurance,  335  Mass.  748,  753. 
Mayor  of  Everett  v.  Superior  Court,  324  Mass. 
144. 

I  find  that  two  days  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  hearing,  Mrs.  Bunte  had,  at  the 
request  of  her  counsel,  been  furnished  with 
specifications.  These  specifications,  I  find  and 
rule,  had  the  effect  of  limiting  the  hearing  to  the 
question  whether  or  not  Mrs.  Bunte  should  be 
removed  because  of  misconduct  in  office.  Neither 
inefficiency  nor  neglect  of  duty  is  at  issue. 

No  case  has  come  to  my  attention  in  which 
ihe  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts 
has  defined  the  meaning  of  the  words  "mis- 
conduct in  office"  as  used  in  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6. 
I  have  considered  Mr.  Barshak's  memorandum 
of  law  on  the  subject.  I  rule  that  this  proceeding 
is  a  civil  removal  proceeding,  not  a  proceeding 
leading  to  a  criminal  fine  with  incident  forfeiture 
of  office.  Accordingly,  I  rule  that  a  corrupt  mo- 
tive need  not  be  shown,  so  that  intentional  wrong- 
doing in  that  sense  is  not  essential  to  misconduct 
in  office  within  the  meaning  of  G.  L.c.  121B,  s.  6. 
Criminal  cases  like  State  v.  Bair,  71  Ohio  St.  410, 
cited  in  Mr.  Barshak's  memorandum,  are  not  in 
point.  That  memorandum  also  relies  heavily 
upon  an  Opinion  of  the  Justices  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  in  308  Mass.  619  dealing  with 
provisions  in  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts 
for  the  impeachment  of  constitutional  officers  for 
misconduct  in  office.  When  it  comes  to  the  re- 
moval of  officers  elected  by  the  people  at  large, 
or  provided  for  in  the  Constitution,  undoubtedly 
"misconduct"  must  be  construed  more  gravely 
than  when  what  is  at  issue  is  the  removal  of  an 
appointive  public  officer  with  limited  territorial 
jurisdiction.  In  short,  in  my  opinion,  "miscon- 
duct in  office"  in  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6,  is  to  be  con- 
strued more  liberally  than  the  same  words  in  the 
impeachment  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 
Accordingly,  I  rule  that  "misconduct  in  office" 
in  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6,  means  such  conduct  in 
office  as  can  be  said  reasonably  to  render  the 
person  unfit  to  continue  to  hold  the  office.  The 
object  of  the  statutory  provision  cited  above,  I 
rule,  is  to  purge  the  public  service  of  an  unfit 
officer,  and  the  words  "misconduct  in  office"  are 
to  be  construed  to  effectuate  its  purpose.  See 
Attorney  General  v.  Tufts,  239  Mass.  458,  482. 

The  charges  in  this  case  are  dealt  with  in  the 
following : 

I 
Charge:  That  Mrs.  Bunte  claimed  and  re- 
ceived compensation  for  services  in  1970  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  otherwise  than  in 
accordance  with  law  and  the  procedures  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority. 

Specification:  Mrs.  Bunte  ceased  in  March, 
1970,  to  indicate  on  her  requests  for  compensa- 
tion the  dates  for  which  compensation  was 
being  claimed.  This  contravenes  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority's  own  regulation,  adopted 
by  its  board  on  June  14,  1946.  Mrs.  Bunte  on 
several  occasions  in  1970  submitted  requests 
for  compensation  which  do  not  even  indicate 


the    month    of    performance    of   the    services 
alleged  to  have  been  performed.     This  violates 
the    Authority's  regulation  noted  above,    and 
also  makes  it  impossible  to  determine  whether 
such  services  have  been  performed  within  the 
time  limited  for  reporting  the  same. 
Under  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  7,  a  housing  authority 
may    compensate    its    members    "for    each    day 
spent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.    Such 
compensation  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars  a  day 
for  the  chairman  and  forty  dollars  a  day  for  a 
member  other  than  the  chairman,  provided  that 
the  total  sum  paid  to  all  the  members  in  any  one 
month  or  year  shall  not  exceed  two  per  centum 
of  the  gross  income  of  the  housing  authority  dur- 
ing such   month  or  year,  respectively,  nor   shall 
the  total  sum  paid  in  any  year  exceed  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  the  case  of  the 
chairman  or  ten  thousand  dollars  in  the  case  of  a 
member  other  than  the  chairman.     In  the  case 
of  an  officer  receiving  pay  by  the  day  the  'com- 
pensation is  in  the  nature  of  wages,  which  are 
payable  for  services  actually  rendered.'  "     Eisen- 
sladt  v.  County  of  Suffolk,  331  Mass.  570,  574.    I 
rule  that  as  a  matter  of  law,  requests  for  compen- 
sation must  specify  the  dates  for  which  compen- 
sation is  sought,  and  that  a  resolution  (Ex.  L) 
adopted  by  the  Authority  June  14,  1946,  recog- 
nized and  codified  that  principle,  when  it  said  that 
"compensation  shall  be  paid  to  a  member  only 
if  he  shall,  within  three  months  after  the  per- 
formance of  any  duties  or  the  rendering  of  any 
services,    designate   to   the    Comptroller   of   the 
authority  the  dates  upon  which  duties  were  per- 
formed  or   services   rendered."      There    was    no 
subsequent    formal    vote    with    respect    to    that 
resolution.    Tr.  April  30,  p.  8. 
Upon   examination  of   Exhibit   G,   I   find    that 
Mrs.  Bunte  was  paid  compensation: 
of  $400  on  or  about  February    19,   1970,  for 
"10  days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .   . 
duties  during  the  month  of  February,  1970" 
(see  Voucher  No.  5724), 
of  §200  on  or  about  March  12,   1970,  for  "5 
days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .  .  duties 
during    the    month    of    March.    1970"    (see 
Voucher  No.  5814), 
of  $200  on  or  about  March  20,  1970,  for  "five 
(5)  days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .   . 
duties   during   the    month   of  March,  1970" 
(see  Voucher  No.  5831), 
of  $200  on  or  about  March  25,  1970,  for  "5 
days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .  .  duties 
during    the    month    of    March,    1970"  (see

days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .  .  duties

(see  Voucher  No.  10230). 
When  Mrs.  Bunte  was  asked  about  the  $80 
paid  on  the  voucher  for  August  5,  1970,  she 
answered:  "I  can't  tell  you  the  two  days  specif- 
ically. .  .  ."  Tr.  May  6,  p.  41.  Shortly  before 
this  testimony,  Mrs.  Bunte's  counsel  had  put  to 
her  this  question: 

"Now,  I  call  to  your  attention,  Mrs.  Bunte, 
that  beginning  with  the  voucher  dated  March 
12,  and  in  fact,  throughout  the  rest  of  the  year, 
your  pay  vouchers  say,  'Please  compensate  me 
for  so  many  days,'  but  there  are  no  longer  any 
specific  days  listed  at  the  bottom  of  each 
voucher.  And  I  ask  you  what  relationship 
that  fact  has  with  your  change  in  mind  that 
you  have  just  told  us  about  how  much  you 
are  going  to  collect." 
Her  reply  was: 

"From  that  point  on,  I  kept  a  total  of  the 
amount  I  had  requested  compensation  for  to 
date  only,  and  I  continued  to  work  as  I  had." 
Tr.  May  6,  pp.  38-39.  A  few  questions  later  she 
said:  "...  I  took  it  [compensation]  pretty  much 
when  I  thought  I  would  need  it,  and  keeping 
track  only  of  the  total,  so  as  not  to  exceed  what 
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was  allowed  where  I  was  making  an  adequate 
number  of  days."  Tr.  May  6,  p.  39.  At  another 
point  during  her  extensive  testimony  at  the  hear- 
ing, Mrs.  Bunte  testified  that  she  did  not  keep  a 
time  book  in  connection  with  her  duties  and  time 
put  in  as  a  member  of  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority.   Tr.  May  12,  p.  12. 

On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  just  mentioned  and 
of  all  the  other  relevant  evidence  in  the  record, 
I  find  that  Mrs.  Bunte  sought  and  received  com- 
pensation for  alleged  days  of  work  without  speci- 
fication of  what  those  days  were,  not  once  but 
on  repeated  occasions,  in  many  instances  without 
even  a  month  alleged.  However  culpable  the 
Authority's  personnel  may  have  been  in  this 
connection,  Mrs.  Bunte  cannot  escape  responsi- 
bility. She  signed  the  compensation  requests. 
Tr.  May  12,  pp.  8-12.  For  a  public  officer  (which 
is  what  Mrs.  Bunte  is  —  Collins  v.  Selectmen  of 
Brookline,  325  Mass.  562,  564)  whose  compensa- 
tion is  by  statute  on  a  per  diem  basis  to  request 
and  receive  as  a  course  of  practice  (which  is  what 
is  established  here)  compensation  without  speci- 
fication of  the  days  of  service  is,  I  rule,  such  con- 
duct in  office  as  can  be  said  reasonably  to  render 
the  person  unfit  to  continue  to  hold  the  office. 
It  manifests  the  toleration  on  the  top  level  of 
management  of  a  lax,  indeed  totally  inexplicable 
and  unjustifiable,  handling  of  the  disbursement 
of  public  funds. 

II 
Charge:     That   Mrs.    Bunte   from   time   to 
time   unlawfully   claimed   and  received    com- 
pensation in  advance  for  her  services. 

Specification:  Mrs.  Bunte  has  on  occasion 
sought  and  received  compensation  for  services 
not  to  be  performed  until  the  future.  This  she 
did  in  April,  May,  September,  and  November, 
1970. 

I  find  no  evidence  substantiating  the  specifica- 
tion with  respect  to  April,  May,  or  November. 
Voucher  No.  9273  constituting  part  of  Exhibit  G 
indicates  that  Mrs.  Bunte  on  September  1,  1970, 
received  $400  in  compensation  "for  10  days  spent 
in  the  performance  of .  . .  duties  during  the  month 
of  September,  1970";  and  Voucher  No.  9283 
constituting  part  of  the  same  Exhibit  G  also  indi- 
cates that  Mrs.  Bunte  on  September  8,  1970, 
received  a  further  $400  in  compensation  "for  10 
days  spent  in  the  performance  of  .  .  .  duties  dur- 
ing the  month  of  September,  1970."  Mrs.  Bunte 
testified  that  at  no  time  did  she  receive  compen- 
sation for  time  that  she  had  not  already  served. 
Tr.,  May  5,  2d  stenog.,  p.  3.  I  recognize  that 
payment  in  advance  involves,  in  a  sense,  moral 
wrongdoing.  -I  am  not  persuaded  by  a  pre- 
ponderance of  the  evidence  that  Mrs.  Bunte  was 
guilty  of  such  wrongdoing;  and  I  therefore  find 
that  this  charge  has  not  been  substantiated. 
The  vouchers  in  question,  however,  point  up  how 
vital  it  is  that  a  per  diem  public  officer  request  in 
conformity  with  the  law  compensation  only  for 
specific  days  of  work.  The  instant  charge  is  an 
excellent  illustration  of  how  failure  of  a  public 
officer  to  adhere  rigidly  to  the  law  on  which  the 
first  charge  is  founded  means  that  he  is  pursuing 
"a  course  of  conduct  which  will  raise  suspicion 
among  the  public  that  he  is  likely  to  be  engaged 
in  acts  that  are  in  violation  of  his  trust",  to  use 
the  terminology  of  G.  L.  c.  268A,  s.  23,  cl.  (f). 
Ill 
Charge:    That  Mrs.  Bunte  engaged  in  exces- 


sive out-of-city  travel  at  the  expense  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority. 

Specification:  During  1970  Mrs.  Bunte  en- 
gaged in  out-of-city  travel  for  which  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  paid  her  expenses  as  follows :

(The  expenses  listed  above  do  not  include  air 
fares,  which  were  billed  directly  to  the 
Authority.) 

As  appears  from  Exhibit  H,  air  fares  added 
to  Mrs.  Bunte's  above-listed  expenses. 
Most  of  this  air  travel  was  in  first-class  accom- 
modations, rather  than  economy.  Tr.  May  6, 
p.  129.  Ex.  H.  Exhibits  May  18  Nos.  1-9 
establish  that  since  1962,  with  a  single  exception, 
the  largest  aggregate  travel  expense  of  any  other 
member  of  the  Authority  in  a  year  was  $828.60, 
and  the  next  largest  $584.02. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  the  Authority's 
Director  of  Finance  (Tr.  April  29,  p.  78)  testified 
on  recall  (Tr.  May  18,  p.  37)  that  when  trips  are 
anticipated,  usually  it  will  come  through  on  the 
agenda  of  the  board  meeting  but  since,  probably 
mid-1969,  that  hasn't  been  happening.  "You 
have  to  depend  on  the  information  that  you  get 
after  the  fact  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
trip  was  O.K.  It's  been  very,  very  difficult." 
The  evidence  here  is  that  only  the  March  7,  1970, 
May  13,  1970,  and  September  9,  1970,  trips  of 
Mrs.  Bunte  were  pursuant  to  Authority  vote. 
Tr.,  May  11,  pp.  4,  6,  10,  13,  15,  19,  21,  23,  25- 
26,  35,  and  38.  The  trips  not  specifically  autho- 
rized could  readily  be  termed  excessive. 

Whether  it  was  reasonable  for  Mrs.  Bunte  to 
have  gone  on  so  many  trips  under  such  circum- 
stances is  open  to  serious    question.     Bational 
men   might   well   call   Mrs.    Bunte's   total    1970 
travel  costs  of  over  $1,600  at  the  Authority's  ex- 
pense extravagant.     I  must  recognize  that  the 
record  before   me,   however,   does  not  establish 
this  to  be  more  than  an  error  of  judgment  which, 
in   my   opinion,    cannot   reasonably   be   said   to 
constitute  misconduct  in  office  within  the  mean- 
ing of  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6.   See  Belinfanle  v.  Mayor 
of  Revere,  352  Mass.  712,  718. 
IV 
Charge:  That  a  Tenant  Status  Beview  Form 
accurately  reflecting  Mrs.  Bunte's  income  has 
not    been    filed    with    the    Boston    Housing 
Authority. 

Specification:  Eligibility  is  determined  by 
means  of  a  "Tenant  Status  Beview  Form" 
which  public  housing  tenants  are  required  to 
submit  annually.  I  understand  there  is  no 
such  statement  on  file  from  Mrs.  Bunte.  I 
have  been  told  that  she  refused  to  file  one;  I 
have  also  been  given  to  understand  that  she 
at  one  time  filed  a  statement,  but  later  ordered 
it  withdrawn  from  the  files. 
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1  find,  as  Mrs.  Bunte  testified  (Tr.  May  12^ 
p.  L5),  thai  Mrs.  !'>uni<\  although  a  tenant  in  a 
federally-aided  housing  projecl  (Tr.  May  6, 
pp.  121,  L99  and  2015 ) ,  did  nol  file  an  application 
lor  continued  occupancy  in  1970  nor  furnish  1 1 n • 
anticipated  annual  income  data  necessary  Tor 
the  1970  tenant  status  review  card.  I  find  that 
instead,  Mrs.  Bunte  told  the  Chairman  of  the 
Authority,  and  separately  the  Administrator  of 
the  Authority,  that  she  was  overincome  in  terms 
of  eligibility  and  requested  that  her  rent  be  raised 
to  maximum  which  was  what  she  knew  to  be 
what  happens  if  a  tenant  status  review  card  is 
not  filled  out.  Tr.  May  6,  pp.  120-121.  As  a 
result,  the  Authority  lacked  for  statistical  as 
well  as  administrative  purposes  important  in- 
formation as  well  as  its  verification  under  the 
penalties  of  perjury.  See  Ex.  CC,  also  Ex.  Fri-1. 
The  significance  of  this  is  that  an  Authority 
member  wilfully  withheld  from  the  Authority's 
administrators  data  disclosing  the  three-to-one 
ratio  by  which  she  was  an  overincome  tenant  (Tr. 
Apr.  29,  p.  76,  also  see  part  V  hereof)  and  thereby 
rendered  an  administrative  recommendation  to 
the  Authority  members  on  the  matter  unlikely. 
In  this  connection,  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  view 
of  the  provision  in  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6,  that  a 
"member  of  a  housing  authority  who  is  a  tenant 
in  a  housing  project  shall  not  participate  in  any 
decision  relating  to  the  project  affecting  his  per- 
sonal interest,"  if  the  Administrator  had  made 
a  recommendation  to  the  Authority  on  the  sub- 
ject, Mrs.  Bunte  could  not  have  participated  in 
its  decision.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  I  find  and 
rule  on  this  charge  that  Mrs.  Bunte's  conduct 
has  been  such  as  can  be  said  reasonably  to  render 
her  unfit  to  continue  in  office. 
V 
Charge:  That  Mrs.  Bunte  received  income 
in  1970  in  excess  of  the  maximum  income  for 
continued  occupancy  of  public  housing. 

Specification:  Mrs.  Bunte's  compensation  as 
a  member  of  the  Board  totalled  $9,320  during 
calendar  1970.     She  has  other  income,  specif- 
ically  a   full-time   job    with   the    South    End 
Neighborhood  Project,  from  which    I  under- 
stand  she    receives    $10,000    per   year   which 
when  added  to  her  per  diem  and  compensation 
from  the  Authority  equals   $19,320,   without 
counting   any   reimbursement    for   out-of-city 
travel  expenses.     She  lives  with  three  minor 
children    in    a    federally-aided    project.      The 
maximum    permissible    income    for    a    family 
unit  of  this  size  occupying  an  apartment  in  a 
federally-aided     public     housing      project     is 
$7,125.    She,  therefore,  is  not  eligible  to  con- 
tinue to  reside  in  public  housing. 
I  recognize  that  G.  L.  c.  121,  s.  26L,  as  amended 
by  St.  1955,  c.  128,  s.  1,  provided  that  "No  tenant 
in  a  project  operated  by  a  housing  authority 
shall  be  a  member  of  such  authority."    The  sen- 
tence just  quoted  was  stricken  out  by  St.  1968, 
c.  271,  entitled  "An  Act  Permitting  Tenants  in 
Housing   Projects  To   Be,   at  the   Same  Time, 
Members  of  the  Housing  Authorities  Operating 
Such  Projects."     This  statute  merely  permits  a 
tenant  to  be  a  housing  authority  member,   but 
does  not  give  him  or  her  a  right,  even  though  an 
authority  member,  to  continue  as  a  tenant  if  he 
or  she  ceases  to  be  eligible  to  be  a  tenant. 

The  record  is  clear.    The  maximum  annual  in- 
come for  Mrs.  Bunte's  housing  accommodation 


was  $6,500;  and  I  so  find.    Ex.  D.  Tr.  April  29, 

p.  26.  I  further  find  that  Mrs.  liunte  was  em- 
ployed by  the  South  End  Neighborhood  Action 
Program  throughout  1970  at  a  salary  of  at  least 
$8,000  a  yea,.  Ex.  0.  Tr.  May  3,  p.  108.  Tr. 
May  II,  p.  161.  There  was  testimony  by  Mrs. 
Bunte  that  at  the  commencement  of  1970  she 
was  taking  compensation  from  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  on  about  a  $3,000  a  year  basis. 
Tr.  M  i\  6,  pp.  28-29,  31.  Mrs.  Bunte  went  on 
to  say  (Tr.  May  6,  pp.  35-36) : 

"After  the  first  few  months  of  1970  had 
passed,  I  was  very,  very  involved,  I  was  in- 
volved just  about  every  evening,  every  lunch 
hour,  every  evening  or  at  least  four  nights  a 
week  or  a  Sunday,  in  fact  almost  all  of  those 
nights,  I  was  working  pretty  regularly,  and  a 
lot  of  things  happened. 

"No.  1,  many  of  the  lunches  that  I  would 
have  would  be  with  tenants  of  low  income  and 
I  would  pick  up  the  check  or  I  would  meet 
with  the  staff  and  I  would  pick  up  the  check 
or  I  would  go  to  a  business  meeting  and  I  often 
met  with  my  colleagues,  we  might  have  had  a 
business  dinner  where  we  were  discussing  the 
business  of  the  Authority  and  I  had  to  pay  for 
that,  I  didn't  have  the  money  for  one  thing. 

"Secondly,  I  knew  that  I  was  putting  in  as 

much  time  or  more  time  than  other  members 

who  were  taking  $10,000  and  I  needed  it  for 

expenses." 

and  in  response  to  a  question  as  to  what  expenses 

she  was  referring  to,  she  continued: 

"Well,  say,  when  I  took  a  trip,  I  had  to  pay 
the  difference  between  what  was  permitted 
on  a  per  diem  which  only  covered  the  hotel,  the 
rest  of  it  came  out  of  my  pocket. 

"Even  with  the  $8,000  I  was  currently  mak- 
ing at  SNAP,  I  did  not  have  enough  money 
to  cover  expenses. 

"And  inasmuch  as  I  was  putting  in  the  kind 
of  time  that  I  was  putting  in,  I  did  in  fact 
decide  to  take  the  money  that  I  had  not  taken 
for  time  spent." 
In  short,  I  find  that  when  Mrs.  Bunte  already 
had  an  income  above  the  maximum  limit,  she 
elected  to  request  more  compensation  and 
markedly  increase  the  margin  by  which  her  in- 
come exceeded  the  maximum  limit.  In  the  cir- 
cumstances, she  could  no  longer  be  called  a  low- 
income  tenant.  Ex.  ZZ.  This  is  just  another 
case  where  a  member  of  the  top  level  of  manage- 
ment, instead  of  pursuing  a  course  designed  to 
engender  public  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the 
operation  of  low-rent  housing  projects  assisted 
with  public  funds,  has  pursued  a  course  directly 
opposed  thereto.  Accordingly,  on  this  branch  of 
the  case,  I  find  and  rule  that  Mrs.  Bunte's  con- 
duct has  been  such  as  can  be  said  reasonably  to 
render  her  unfit  to  continue  in  office. 
Conclusion 
In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  that 
upon  each  of  the  aforesaid  charges  I,  IV,  and  V, 
taken  severally,  Mrs.  Doris  B.  Bunte  be,  and  she 
hereby  is,  removed  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  for  misconduct  in  office.

Memorandum  of  Law  Concerning  the  Removal 

of  Doris  B.  Bunte  as  a  Member  of  the 

Boston  Housing  Authority 

Statement  of  Facts 

On  April  7,  1971,  Mayor  Kevin  White  wrote 
Mrs.  Doris  B.  Bunte,  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  that  he  would  hold  a  hearing 
at  10  a.m.  on  Thursday,  April  29,  1971,  in  his 
office,  on  five  charges  against  her  which  were 
there  set  out  (Exhibit  A  to  the  record).  Ou 
April  8,  1971,  by  way  of  specification,  a  copy  or 
the  Corporation  Counsel's  letter  to  the  Mayof 
dated  February  2,  1971,  relating  to  allegations 
of  misconduct  against  certain  members  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  was  sent  to  Mrs. 
Bunte.  On  Monday,  April  26,  1971,  Mrs.  Bunte, 
through  her  counsel,  moved  in  Suffolk  Superior 
Court  for  a  preliminary  injunction  to  prohibit 
the  Mayor  from  conducting  the  hearing  other 
than  under  certain  specified  conditions,  which 
included  providing  her  with  adequate  specifica- 
tions, and  the  holding  of  the  hearing  jointly  with 
the  City  Council.  This  injunction  was  granted  by 
the  Court  (Lurie,  J.).  Doris  B.  Bunte  v.  Kevin 
White,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  Equity  No.  93340. 
On  April  27,  1971,  the  Corporation  Counsel  de- 
livered to  Mrs.  Bunte's  counsel  information  which 
substantially  duplicated  that  contained  in  the 
enclosure  to  the  letter  sent  to  Mrs.  Bunte  on 
April  8,  1971,  and  also  specified  the  statutory 
basis  for  the  charges  as  "misconduct"  (Exhibit  C). 
Later  on  April  27,  1971,  the  Corporation  Counsel 
moved  the  Court  in  the  case  of  Doris  B.  Bunte  v. 
Kevin  White  to  modify  its  decree  by  deleting 
therefrom  the  requirement  for  adequate  specifi- 
cations. This  motion  was  granted,  the  Court 
thereby  ruling  in  effect  that  the  specifications 
provided  to  Mrs.  Bunte  in  the  letters  dated 
April  8,  1971,  and  April  27,  1971,  were  adequate 
(Exhibit  B). 

Also  on  April  27,  1971,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 17A  of  the  City  Charter,  the  Mayor  formally 
summoned  a  special  meeting  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  10  a.m.,  April  29,  1971,  in  his  office, 
for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the  scheduled 
hearing.  Shortly  after  the  beginning  of  the 
special  meeting,  the  proceedings  were  removed 
to  the  City  Council  chamber,  where  they  con- 
tinued for  a  total  of  thirteen  days:  April  29, 
April  30,  May  3,  May  4,  May  5,  May  6,  May  7, 
May  11,  May  12,  May  13,  May  18,  May  19,  and 
May  20. 
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Statutory  Basis  of  the  Proceedings 

As  the  above  chronology  shows,  this  heai 
has  been  conducted  in  accordance  with  proce 
dures    requested    by    Mrs.    Bunle    through    her 
counsel,    and    subsequently    mandated    by    the 
Superior  Court.     Nevertheless,  there  have  been 
recurrent  suggestions  that  these  procedures  h 
deviated  either  from  the  law  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  from  principles  of  fundamental  justice, 
or  both,  to  the  prejudice  of  Mrs.  Bunte. 

Misgivings  about  these  procedures,  if  any 
there  be,  may  be  traced  to  the  mistaken  notion 
that  they  should  have  resembled  a  trial  in  a 
criminal  court.  Counsel  for  Mrs.  Bunte  repeat- 
edly implied,  during  the  course  of  the  hearing, 
that  removal  proceedings  under  G.  L.  c.  12lB, 
s.  6,  are  like  a  trial  before  a  judge  and  jury  —  the 
Mayor  being  judge,  the  City  Council  being  jury. 
The  analogy  was  carried  so  far  as  to  warrant  a 
suggestion  that  the  City  Councillors  before  reach- 
ing their  decision  should  take  the  oath  commonly 
taken  by  jurymen  to  render  a  just  and  true  ver- 
dict. The  analogy  to  a  trial  is  false,  however, 
and  has  been  repudiated  on  many  occasions  by 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

"It  is  plain,"  said  the  Court  in  Collins  v. 
Selectmen  of  Brookline,  325  Mass.  562  (at  566), 
"that  the  power  to  remove  an  officer,  whose 
duties  are  not  connected  with  the  courts,  is  of 
an  executive  or  administrative  nature  rather  than 
of  a  judicial  nature."  Similarly,  it  was  said  by 
Chief  Justice  Gray  in  Murphy  v.  Webster,  131 
Mass.  482  (at  488)  that  "The  power  to  appoint 
and  the  power  to  remove  officers  are  in  their 
nature  executive  powers."  Thus,  to  say  that  this 
hearing  was  not  a  "trial"  is  not  to  suggest  that 
it  was  in  any  way  unfair,  or  improper,  or  unlaw- 
ful. It  is  merely  to  assert  that  it  was  a  different 
kind  of  procedure.  The  Mayor  and  the  members 
of  the  City  Council,  in  making  their  several  de- 
cisions relative  to  removing  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  are  not  expected  to 
act  respectively  like  a  judge  and  a  jury. 

It  is  not  demanded  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  for  example,  that  they  speak  to  no  one 
but  their  fellow  Councillors  about  the  issues  in  a 
removal  proceeding  like  this  one.  This  notion 
is  absurd  on  its  face.  It  denies  the  legitimate 
right  of  the  public  to  know  where  their  elected 
representatives  stand  on  a  matter  of  public 
concern. 

Likewise,  it  may  be  said  that  some  member  of 
the  City  Council  did  not  enter  upon  these  pro- 
ceedings with  a  mind  free  from  bias.  If  the 
members  of  the  City  Council  were  "jurors,"  then 
counsel  for  either  side  would  have  been  entitled 
to  exclude  members  who  had  preconceived  ideas 
about  the  case.  When  a  juror  is  challenged 
(peremptorily  or  for  cause),  one  calls  for  another 
venireman  from  the  jury  pool.  But  there  is  no 
pool  of  alternate  City  Councillors  from  which 
supposedly  disinterested  persons  could  be 
selected. 

Similarly,  in  a  court  case,  counsel  for  either 
party  can  require  the  judge  to  disqualify  himself 
if  he  is  biased  or  interested.  But  here  the  Mayor 
could  not  have  been  disqualified.  The  law  says 
that  he  must  preside.  He  is  the  only  mayor  the 
city  has.  In  Mayor  of  Everett  v.  Superior  Court, 
324  Mass.  144,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  com- 
mented (at  150-151)  on  this  very  point: 

"Even  if  the  mayor  was  biased  or  prejudiced 


against  the  [Licensing]  commissioners,  that 
fact  would  not  disqualify  him  from  preferring 
charges,  conducting  a  hearing,  and  ordering 
the  removal  of  the  commissioners  il  the  evi- 
dence was  sufficient  to  support  his  action.  The 
Legislature  conferred  upon  the  mayor  the 
power  to  remove  the  commissioners,  and  it 
made  no  provision  that  any  other  officer  could 
act  in  case  the  mayor  was  disqualified  by  rea- 
son of  bias  and  prejudice. . . .  It  would  be  strange 
lf  officers  shown  to  be  remiss  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  could  enjoy  immunity  from  a 
termination  of  their  services  simply  because  the 
only  removing  authority  ujos  biased  or  prejudiced 
against  them.  The  public  interest  is  not  so  easily 
rendered  helpless  to  protect  itself."  (Emphasis 
supplied.) 

To  the  same  effect  is  American  Employers'  In- 
surance Co.  v.  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  335 
Mass.  748,  where  it  is  said  (at  page  753),  "In 
general  a  public  officer  does  not  become  disquali- 
fied to  act  merely  because  he  preferred  the  charges, 
or  has  personal  knowledge  of  them.  .  .  ." 

A  public  officer  who  learns  of  misconduct  which 
justifies  the  removal  from  office  of  one  whom  he 
has  the  power  to  remove  would  be  derelict  in  his 
duty  if  he  did  not  take  the  necessary  steps  to  re- 
move that  person.  It  is  a  public  officer's  duty  to 
apprise  himself  of  such  misconduct  and  take 
appropriate  action. 

This  dual  duty  has  dictated  the  form  of  the 
ordinary  civil  service  disciplinary  hearing  under 
G.  L.  c.  31,  s.  43.  Customarily  the  head  of  a  de- 
partment as  the  "appointing  authority"  formu- 
lates and  brings  the  charges  against  a  subordinate 
accused  of  misconduct.  Ordinarily  this  same  de- 
partment head  is  required  by  law  to  hold  the 
hearing  in  the  first  instance.  It  is  so  also  in  the 
case  of  teachers.  Under  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  42,  they 
are  entitled  before  dismissal  to  a  hearing  before 
the  School  Committee  on  charges  which,  fre- 
quently, the  School  Committee  itself  has  gen- 
erated. See  Moran  v.  School  Committee  of  Little- 
ton, 317  Mass.  591. 

Thus  we  find  in  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
a  widely  applied  principle  that  the  appointing 
authority  is  also  the  removing  authority. 

Such  is  the  case,  for  example,  with  members  of 
Conservation  Commissions  (G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  8C), 
members  of  Boards  of  Zoning  Appeals  (G.  L. 
c.  40A,  s.  14),  City  or  Town  Clerks  having 
permanent  tenure  (G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  19D),  members 
of  Board  of  Appeal  under  the  Subdivision  Con- 
trol Law  (G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  81Z),  Licensing  Commis- 
sioners (G.  L.  c.  138,  s.  5). 

Similarly,  the  General  Laws  call  for  the  Mayor 
to  recommend  removal,  and  the  City  Council  to 
approve  that  recommendation,  whenever  there  is 
cause  to  remove  members  of  Development  and 
Industrial  Commissions  (G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  8A), 
members  of  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authorities  (G.  L.  c.  40D,  s.  4),  members  of 
Planning  Boards  (G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  81A),  and,  of 
course,  members  of  Housing  and  Redevelopment 
Authorities  (G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6).  The  City 
Council  participates  in  the  removal  of  such  offi- 
cials, because  it  is  required  to  confirm  such 
appointments  by  the  Mayor. 

The  constitutionality,  and  the  propriety,  of 
this  procedure  is  well  established.  In  Collins  v. 
Selectmen  of  Brookline,  325  Mass.  562,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  specifically  upheld  the 
predecessor  to  the  statute  before  us  (G.  L.  c.  121, 
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S.  26M,  now  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6)  when  it  was 
applied  to  remove  a  member  of  the  Brookline 
Housing  Authority.  See  also  Swan  v.  Justices  of 
the  Superior  Court,  222  Mass.  542. 

There  is,  therefore,  no  basis  for  any  claim  that 
the  form  of  the  hearing  was  either  unlawful  or 
unfair.  As  to  the  fairness  of  the  actual  conduct 
of  the  hearing,  the  record  speaks  for  itself. 
The  Standard  of  Conduct 
The  law  of  the  Commonwealth  concerning 
"misconduct  in  office"  — what  it  is,  and  how  it 
is  identified  —  is  not  in  dispute.  In  Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  308  Mass.  619,  the  Supreme  Judical 
Court  had  occasion  to  define  the  words  "mis- 
conduct and  mal-administration  in  their  offices," 
which  words  are  used  in  Article  VIII,  section  II, 
chapter  I,  part  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth in  connection  with  the  impeachment 
of  officers  of  the  Commonwealth.  Both  counsel 
have  relied  on  this  opinion.  The  Court  there 
said  that  the  phrase  "should  be  'given  a  construc- 
tion adapted  to  carry  into  effect  its  purpose.'" 
308  Mass.  619  at  626.  And  that  purpose,  said 
the  Court,  was  to  provide  a  method  of  removing 
persons  whose  misconduct  and  maladministration 
in  their  offices  had  demonstrated  their  unfitness 
to  continue  in  office.  Thereby  the  Court  arrived 
at  this  definition: 

"In  our  opinion,  therefore,  in  order  to  carry 

into  effect  the  obvious  purpose  of  the  provisions 

relating  to  impeachment,  any  'misconduct'  — 

or,  of  course,  any  maladministration  —  of  an 

officer  of  the  Commonwealth  that  can  be  said 

reasonably  to  render  him  unfit  to  continue  to  hold 

the  office  is  such  misconduct  'in    his  office  as 

constitutes  ground  for  impeachment.   308  Mass. 

619  at  627.     (Emphasis  added.) 

A  similar  conclusion  was  reached  in  Attorney 

General  v.  Tufts,  239  Mass.  458,  where  the  Court 

said  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  a  District 

Attorney,  "The  object  of  our  statute  is  to  purge 

the  public  service  of  an  unfit  officer."    239  Mass. 

458  at  482. 

The  standard  of  proof  in  this  case,  then,  is  to 
show  such  conduct  on  the  part  of  a  public  officer 
as  can  be  said  reasonably  to  render  him  unfit  to 
continue  to  hold  the  office  to  which  he  has  been 
appointed. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  not  enough  to  accept, 
as  the  standard  of  conduct  demanded  of  a  public 
officer,  such  standard  as  may  be  adhered  to  by 
others  who  hold  or  have  held  the  same  office. 
Where  the  acts  of  a  public  officer  are  challenged, 
evidence  of  similar  acts  on  the  part  of  others,  or 
of  a  uniform  and  long-continued  practice  on  the 
part  of  the  agency  itself,  is  not  evidence  of  the 
validity  of  such  acts.  See  Assessors  of  Boston  v. 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Co.,  320  Mass.  588,  596. 
Counsel  for  Mrs.  Bunte  has  clouded  the  issue 
with  case  citations  from  unrelated  areas  of  the 
law  in  other  jurisdictions.  This  is  not,  for  exam- 
ple, a  workmen's  compensation  case.  Yet  there 
has  been  an  attempt  to  equate  "misconduct  in 
office,"  as  spoken  of  in  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  6,  with 
that  "willful  misconduct"  which  precludes  an 
employee  from  receiving  workmen's  compensa- 
tion or  unemployment  benefits.  Boynton  Cab 
Co.  v.  Neubeck,  237  Wise.  249,  296  N.  W.  636,  is 
a  case  cited  by  counsel  for  Mrs.  Bunte  in  his 
memorandum  entitled  Meaning  of  "Misconduct 
in  Office."  It  involved  "willful  misconduct." 
The  issue  was  whether  or  not  a  discharged  taxi- 
driver  was  entitled  to  unemployment  compensa- 


tion benefits.  We  submit  that  case  offers  little 
in  the  way  of  guidance  to  those  who  must  decide 
the  outcome  of  these  proceedings.  The  "willful- 
ness" or  "lack  of  willfulness"  in  the  conduct  here 
under  scrutiny  is  not  the  question.  The  question 
is,  should  this  officer  continue  to  hold  office? 

Similarly,  it  is  erroneous  to  suggest  that  "un- 
lawful behavior"  or  "intentional  wrongdoing"  is 
an  essential  element  of  misconduct  in  office. 
Counsel  for  Mrs.  Bunte  relies  upon  State  v.  Blair, 
71  Ohio  410,  73  N.  E.  514.  But  that  case  (as  its 
caption  indicates)  was  a  criminal  prosecution, 
not  a  proceeding  to  remove  a  public  officer. 
Where  an  official  is  being  tried  for  a  crime  in 
office,  and  can  be  fined  or  sent  to  prison  under 
the  criminal  law,  the  prosecution  must  of  course 
show  that  the  behavior  complained  of  is  unlawful. 
It  must  be  emphasized  again,  however,  that  these 
proceedings  are  not  a  trial.  No  one  here  has 
been  charged  with  a  crime.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  show  "willfulness"  or  "unlawful  behavior"  in 
connection  with  the  charge  of  misconduct  in 
office.  It  is  necessary  only  to  show  conduct 
which,  to  a  reasonable  man,  indicates  that  the 
office-holder  is  not  a  fit  person  to  continue  to 
hold  the  office  to  which  he  has  been  appointed. 

There  is,  in  any  event,  no  need  to  seek  guid- 
ance from  the  law  or  crime  or  the  law  of  work- 
men's compensation,  nor  from  cases  in  Wisconsin 
or  Ohio.  The  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  makes  plain  that  the  question 
here  to  be  answered  is  whether  or  not  the  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  against 
whom  the  charges  have  been  brought  should 
continue  to  hold  office.  This  is  a  question  which 
members  of  the  City  Council,  by  virtue  of  their 
positions  and  experience  in  government,  are  well 
qualified  to  answer.

The  recruitment  for  hospital  medical  workers 
is  an  ongoing  process  within  the  main  personnel 
office  and  the  two  satellite  offices  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals.  This  process  is 
necessary  as  the  turnover  among  the  hospital 
medical  workers  is  among  the  highest  within  the 
department.  Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  find 
the  real  causes  of  the  problem. 

A  more  critical  look  behind  the  need  to  fill 
positions  as  they  become  vacant  has  been  in 
existence  since  December  10,  1970.  This  has  re- 
sulted in  positions  not  being  filled  quite  as  readily 
as  they  might  have  previously  been.  It  has  since 
been  determined  in  some  instances  that  fewer 
persons  can  maintain  production  requirements 
and  standards  by  pooling  their  talents;  that  new 
approaches  to  the  daily  job  can  result  in  different, 
procedures  and  less  workers  without  affecting 
standards  or  requirements;  that  administrators 
must  be  made  to  periodically  examine  and  evalu- 
ate their  operation (s)  to  determine  if  the  opera- 
tion could  improve  upon  itself  with  different 
inputs. 

Only  in  this  manner  will  cost  benefits  be 
realized.

Prior  to  indicating  this  activity,  it  is  important 
to  note  that  the  Nursing  Recruitment  Program 
functions  under  and  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Division  of  Personnel,  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 
I.  Prior  to  mid-June,  1971  (from  the  point  of 
receiving  funds  at  the  end  of  April). 

a.  First  real  effort  upon  obtaining  of 
money  for  recruitment  has  been  appear- 
ance at  the  NLN-NSNA  nursing  con- 
vention, May  9-12,  1971.  Our  activity 
there  has  resulted  in  national  news  cov- 
erage of  extremely  positive  nature; 
more  from  this  is  indicated.  Great  in- 
terest has  been  generated  among  in- 
coming senior  students.  Funds  were 
made  available  too  late  to  approach  this 
year's  graduates.  However,  the  con- 
vention has  been  among  the  most  suc- 
cessful of  entries  into  the  recruitment 
field. 

b.  Recruitment  Committee  composed  of 
nursing  representatives  and  the  nurse 
recruiter  has  been  set  up,  has  identi- 
fied manner  of  operation,  has  begun  to 
function  for  advisory  purposes. 

II.    Mid-June  to   mid-September,    1971    (time 
when  most  schools  of  nursing  are  closed). 

a.  Intensive,  in-hospital,  city,  and  area- 
wide  campaign  planned  to  attract 
potential  nursing  employees. 

b.  Start  of  a  Newsletter  for  distribution  in 
particular  to  nursing  schools  through- 
out the  United  States. 

c.  Continuation  of  NLN-NSNA  Conven- 
tion recruitment  activity  through  host- 
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easing  of  young  nurses  in  a  notably 
newsworthy  way:  local  news,  Btudent 
publications,  national  nursing  publica- 
tions. 

d.  Preparation  in  process  of  engaging 
brochures,  such  triat  our  mail  recruit- 
ment package  may  not  be  overlooked. 

e.  Introduction  by  mail  to  deans  and  in- 
structors of  schools  of  nursing  to  begin 
on-going  recruitment  relationships; 
chosen  schools  must  evidence  strong 
black  student  enrollment. 

f.  Preparation  in  process  of  effective 
audio-visual  tools,  with  aim  toward  the 
black  student,  for  pending  visits  to 
above-mentioned  schools. 

g.  On-going  public  relations  effort  to  get 
positive  coverage  of  nursing  situations 
from  the  news  media. 

h.    Advertisements  for  particular    nursing 
positions  placed  in  the  newspapers. 
III.    Beyond  mid-September,  1971. 

The  recruitment  effort  is  planned  basically 
to  approach  in  particular  black  students  in 
schools  of  nursing  through  travel  and  corre- 
spondence. All  public  relations  efforts  will 
continue  to  apply.  We  will  be  represented 
at  the  NFLPN  Convention.  We  will  make 
intensive  in-city  efforts  during  Nurses' 
Week. 
I  will  add  that  these  further  are  needed  to  have  a 
productive  nurse  recruitment  program: 

1.  Availability  of  attractive  temporary 
housing. 

2.  Establishment  of  summer  Nurse  In- 
ternship Program  for  student  nurses 
entering  their  senior  year,  such  that 
housing,  a  well-structured  program,  and 
minimal  pay  is  afforded  these  student 
nurses.  We  do  not  at  present  have 
funds  for  this.

Thank  you  for  forwarding  me  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Council  on  the  ever- 
creasing  problem  of  drug  addiction  among  our 
veterans  returning  from  Vietnam. 

I  have  cosponsored  legislation  which  would 
weed  out  those  truly  addicted  and  drug  depend- 
ent servicemen  and  commit  them  to  our  federal 
program  for  the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of 
addicts.  The  legislation  calls  for  a  noncriminal 
commitment  to  the  already  existing  federal  pro- 
gram for  the  treatment  of  addicts  set  up  by  the 
Narcotic  Addict  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1966. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  my  floor  speech  of 
June  2,  1971,  which  expresses  my  great  concern 
over  the  drug  problem  in  the  military.  I  will 
support  and  continue  to  urge  effective  federal 
programs  designed  to  rehabilitate  the  returning 
drug-addicted  veteran.

Dear  Mr.  Piemonte: 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  I  be  granted  a 
reasonable  period  of  time  in  which  to  file  a 
written  brief  with  the  City  Council  concerning 
the  Mayor's  findings  and  removal  order  which  is 
coming  before  you  today.  I  suggest  that  a  period 
of  two  weeks  would  be  ample  for  the  filing  of 
such  a  brief. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  justice  requires  the 
allowance  of  a  reasonable  time  for  the  fifing  of  a 
brief  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  During  the  course  of  the  trial,  I  said  on 
several  occasions  that  I  wanted  to  file  such  a 
brief  after  the  findings  were  made,  and  it  was  my 
impression  that  my  desire  was  consistent  with 
the  thinking  of  the  Council. 

2.  The  findings  by  the  Mayor  in  many  im- 
portant respects  are  significantly  different  from 
the  charges  made  originally.  Those  differences 
raise  serious  questions  of  law. 

3.  Since  the  major  charges  against  Mrs.  Bunte, 
concerning  the  amounts  of  compensation  received 
by  her  and  the  amounts  spent  on  travel  by  her, 
were  resolved  in  her  favor  by  the  Mayor,  there 
is  a  serious  question  of  law  as  to  whether  the 
remaining  charges  can  constitute  "misconduct 
in  office."

Question  1:  How  many  notices  of  violations  of 
the  building,  fire,  and  sanitary  codes  were  issued 
by  the  various  city  departments  in  1970? 

Answer:    1,658  by  the  Building  Department. 

Question  2:  What  were  the  violations  most 
frequently  cited  in  1970? 

Answer:  Structural  defects  which  required  the 
demolition  of  432  buildings  or  structures. 


Question  3:  Regarding  the  violations  listed  in 
the  answer  to  Question  2,  what  was  the  average 
approximate  length  of  time  between  the  day  the 
initiaj  notice  of  each  type  of  violation  was  issued 
and  the  date  of  ultimate  correction  of  the  viola- 
tions? 

Answer:  About  180  days  on  the  average.  The 
most  serious  were  done  more  or  less  instantly.  The 
time  delay  is  caused  by  the  reviews  by  HUD, 
advertising,  Law  Department  review,  City 
Auditor's  review,  Finance  Committee  review,  and 
Mayor's  approval.  We  try  to  put  out  large  contracts 
to  attract  the  widest  spectrum  of  bidders,  usually 
about  thirty  to  forty,  with  an  average  contract 
price  of  $60,000. 

Question  4:  In  the  opinion  of  the  various 
department  heads,  what  were  the  chief  impedi- 
ments to  the  expeditious  and  proper  correction  of 
these  deficiencies? 

Answer:  We  are  presently  out  of  funds  and 
require  an  immediate  supplementary  authorization 
due  to  the  money  we  spent  on  2000  Common- 
wealth Avenue.  We  have  obligated  $120,000  on 
this  project.  Liens  for  this  amount  have  been 
placed  on  that  property.  The  cost  of  demolition 
has  increased  about  2.05  times  over  the  1968 
prices.  The  average  cost  of  demolishing  a  house  on 
June  1,  1971,  based  on  bids  submitted  to  us,  was 
$2,057.

The  Auditorium  Commission  notes  that  the 
annual  appropriation  order  for  1971  as  passed  by 
the  City  Council  and  approved  by  your  Honor 
allocates  only  $75,000  for  miscellaneous  con- 
tractual services  instead  of  the  requested  $135,000. 

The  contract  for  operation  and  full  maintenance 
of  the  heating  and  air-conditioning  systems  and 
apparatus  is  $94,008,  and  the  contract  for  security 
service  amounts  to  $34,000,  making  a  grand  total 
of  $128,608.  These  two  items  are  absolute  necessi- 
ties for  the  operation  of  the  Auditorium.  In 
addition  to  these,  the  following  services  also  come 
under  miscellaneous  contractual  services:  pest  con- 
trol yearly.-  service,  fire  alarm  yearly  inspections, 
sidewalk  repairs,  and  yearly  filter  changes. 

In  submitting  a  proposal  for  contract  renewal 
for  the  1969-70  period,  Boston  Air  Legasse  re- 
quested an  increase  of  $2,000  a  year,  with  an 
added  feature  of  two  options  as  follows:  (1)  If  the 
city  so  elects,  the  contract  will  be  renewed  by 
Boston  Air  Legasse  for  the  1970-71  contract  year 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  and  (2)  the 
1970-71  contract  will  in  turn  be  renewed  for  the 
1971-72  contract  year  upon  these  terms.  The 
commission  determined  that  in  accepting  the  con- 
tract with  options,  the  price  would  be  stabilized 
for  a  three-year  period. 

Therefore  the  Commission  requested  approval 
in  awarding'  this  contract  with  options  for  a 
three-year  period  to  Boston  Air  Legasse,  and  the 
contract  was  approved  in  the  amount  of  $7,834 
per  month,  which  you  will  note  was  less  than  that 
requested. 

The  commission  exercised  its  option  to  renew 
this  contract  for  the  1970-71  year  under  the  same 
terms  and  conditions,  and  at  its  meeting  on  March 
23,  1971.  it  voted  to  exercise  its  option  to  renew 
for  the  final  year  of  the  contract. 

It  is  to  be  further  understood  that  in  addition  to 
adequately  and  efficiently  carrying  out  the  terms 
of  its  contract,  Boston  Air  Legasse,  at  no  expense 
to  the  city,  has  the  proper  personnel  in  attendance 
at  the  Auditorium  for  a  late  closing  hour  whether 
it  be  weekday,  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  holiday.  When 
the  air-conditioning  system  is  in  use  in  the  build- 
ing, two  qualified  engineers  are  in  attendance  at 
all  times  during  the  shows,  and  one  man  on  a 
twenty-four-hour  basis,  at  no  cost  to  the  city.  This 
company  also  holds  insurance  policies  on  all 
systems  if  and  when  there  is  a  failure  and  it  is  their 
responsibility  to  repair  or  replace  equipment.  All 
this  is  of  substantial  savings  to  the  city. 

Following  a  recommendation  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission,  the  security  contract  was  put 
out  to  public  bid,  and  Excelon  Detection  and 
Security  Service  was  the  low  bidder.  The 
commission  voted  to  award  a  one-year  contract  to 
this  company.  Based  on  past  experience,  and 
based  on  the  fact  that  changing  contractors 
requires    an    indoctrination    period    and   has    the 
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disadvantage  of  loss  of  full  effectiveness  during  this 
period,  the  Commission  felt  that  nothing  would  be 
gained  by  invitational  or  public  bids  for  the 
contract  period  of  April  1970,  to  April  1971,  and 
Excelon  agreed  to  maintain  a  new  contract  at  the 
same  price  of  $1.95  per  hour  with  an  option  to 
renew  under  the  same  terms  for  the  year  1971-72 
and  1972-73  if  the  city  so  elects,  thereby 
stabilizing  the  cost  to  the  city  over  this  period. 

Therefore  you  are  respectfully  requested  to 
initiate  a  supplementary  budget  request  to  the  City 
Council  to  restore  the  $60,000  deleted  from  Item 
29,  Miscellaneous  Contractual  Services,  in  order 
that  the  building  can  handle  its  commitments  for 
conventions,  exhibitions,  shows,  etc.

I  respectfully  request  that  immediate  considera- 
tion be  given  to  a  supplementary  budget  allocation 
of  $29,571  which  is  the  amount  recently  cut  from 
our  1971  budget  submission  by  the  City  Council 
(budget  detail  attached). 

This  department  has  reduced  its  budget  by 
approximately  17V2  percent  over  the  past  two 
years,  in  order  to  fully  cooperate  with  the  fiscal 
crisis  within  the  city.  This  additional  reduction  of 
$29,571  places  the  department  in  an  impossible 
position,  being  now  unable  to  meet  its  obligations 
to  civil  defense,  as  required  under  the  Federal  Civil 
Defense  Act  of  1950  (Public  Law  No.  920)  the 
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State  Civil  Defense  Law  (chapter  639),  together 
with  local  requirements  under  chapter  8  of  the 
City  Ordinances  for  Boston  of  1950. 

In  brief,  the  llVi  percent  (or  $26,792)  self- 
imposed  reduction  leaves  a  budget  allocation  which 
I  believe  to  be  a  minimal  operational  level.  The 
additional  $29,571  Council  reduction  constitutes 
complete  decimation  of  civil  defense  in  this  city 
and  would  eventually  result  in  the  discontinuance 
of  federal  civil  defense  financial  support  of 
approximately  $42,000  per  annum. 

Self-imposed  reduction,  17Vi  percent,  $26,792, 
eliminating  Personnel  Services,  $19,597,  Con- 
tractual Services,  $2,629,  Supplies  and  Materials, 
$686,  Current  Charges,  $3,592,  Equipment,  $288, 
or  a  total  of  $26,792. 

Council  reduction,  $29,571,  eliminating  Person- 
nel Services,  $9,565,  Contractual  Services, 
$10,206,  Supplies  and  Materials,  $9,700,  Current 
Charges,  $100,  or  a  total  of  $29,571. 

Total  reduction,  $56,363. 

It  must  be  emphasized  that  the  Boston  Civil 
Defense  Department  has  been  charged  with  the 
responsibility  to  provide  for  the  public  safety 
under  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Act  Public  Law 
920,  The  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Act,  chapter 
639,  and  the  City  Council  Ordinances  of  1950, 
chapter  8. 

Section  13  of  the  State  Civil  Defense  Act 
requires  each  city  and  town  to  establish  a  local  civil 
defense  organization,  headed  by  a  director  and 
organized  in  accordance  with  the  state  civil  defense 
plan  and  program.  The  director  is  responsible  for 
the  organization,  administration,  and  operation  of 
the  local  civil  defense  organization,  subject  to  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority. 
The  local  organization  performs  civil  defense  func- 
tions within  the  city  or  town  or,  when  required 
under  the  Civil  Defense  Act,  outside  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Boston  Civil  Defense  is  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility to  develop  the  necessary  comprehen- 
sive planning  to  coordinate  emergency  services  in 
major  disasters.  All  of  the  federal  programs  de- 
signed to  protect  the  general  public,  industry,  and 
for  the  continuity  of  government  are  implemented 
through  the  civil  defense  structure  and  especially  at 
the  local  level.  These  programs  include  a  fallout 
shelter  program,  a  warning  and  communication 
system,  and  a  program  to  assist  the  community  in 
post-disaster  services.  Also,  activities  such  as  stock- 
ing and  inspection  of  960  fallout  shelters,  29  first 
aid  stations,  inspection  and  recalibration  of  666 
radiological  detection  kits  which  are  prepositioned 
at  various  shelters,  regular  updating  and  main- 
tenance of  emergency  plans  for  communication, 
warning,  public  information,  and  direction  and 
control  of  the  above  resources  are  but  a  few  of  the 
responsibilities  placed  at  the  local  level  -  all  of 
which  will  be  seriously  jeopardized  with  the 
Council  reduction    of  $29,571. 

Each  local  government,  to  be  eligible  for  federal 
financial  assistance,  must  submit  a  program  paper 
each  federal  fiscal  year  To  continue  their  partici- 


pation in  the  federal  program,  local  governments 
must  submit  their  programs  in  time  for  approval  by 
both  their  state  civil  defense  and  the  Office  of  Civil 
Defense  Regional  Director  by  June  30  each  year.  A 
semiannual  progress  report  is  also  required  to 
maintain  eligibility  for  the  second  half  of  the  fiscal 
year.  An  approved  program  paper  is  required 
before  requests  for  financial  assistance  will  be 
considered,  including  any  of  the  following: 

A.  Contributions  for  civil  defense  equipment 
and  facilities  (matching  funds  program  for  com- 
munications equipment,  warning  devices,  etc.). 

B.  Acquisition  of  surplus  property  (new  and 
used  equipment  worth  thousands  of  dollars  that 
can  be  acquired  at  warehouse  cost,  usually  on  a 
minimal  cost  basis).  This  past  year  we  were  able  to 
acquire  $61,542.39  in  equipment  to  increase  the 
operational  capability  of  other  city  departments 
for  only  $3,614.  This  equipment  and  materials 
were  acquired  at  5  percent  of  the  original  cost  to 
the  federal  government;  and  following  is  a  brief  list 
of  same:  electric  motors,  arc  welders,  sheet  metal, 
cables,  tools,  air  drills,  compressors,  adding 
machines,  calculators,  comptometers,  electric  tran- 
sistors, electronic  equipment,  etc. 

In  the  matching  funds  program  the  Civil  De- 
fense Department  purchased  equipment  for  their 
own  and  other  city  departments  totaling 
$1,020,203  for  the  period  of  1962-69.  In  the 
surplus  property  program  for  the  period  1965-69 
we  purchased  equipment  valued  at  $140,847  for 
city  departments  at  a  total  cost  to  the  city  of  only 
$10,159. 

I  feel  these  activities  justify  greater  support 
from  the  City  Council  and  the  administration.  I 
also  feel  that  anything  less  than  100  percent 
support,  of  civil  defense  activities,  in  view  of  the 
world  situation,  the  potential  of  natural  disaster, 
and  current  federal,  state,  and  city  legislation,  is 
not  warranted. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that,  if 
affirmative  action  is  determined  in  restoring  this 
budget  deficit,  such  restoration  should  be  made 
immediately,  to  meet  expenditures  incurred  to 
date  which  we  are  presently  unable  to  honor, 
together  with  current  expenditures  and  commit- 
ments essential  to  the  effective  functioning  of  the 
Civil  Defense  Department.

The  proposed  ordinance  prohibits  the  use  of 
allegations  concerning  racial  or  ethnic  change  as  a 
means  of  inducing  owners  to  sell  residential  real 
estate.  Such  "scare  tactics",  practiced  by  certain 
unscrupulous  real  estate  brokers  and  their  agents, 


primarily  in  the  Mattapan  and  Dorchester  sections, 
threaten  to  break  up  stable  neighborhoods,  inflame 
racial  tensions,  and  cause  rapid  deterioration  of 
property.  The  proposed  ordinance  prohibits  the 
inducing  of  sales  not  only  by  talk  of  racial,  ethnic, 
or  religious  change,  but  also  by  talk  of  increased 
crime,  reduced  property  values,  or  inferior  schools 
alleged  to  be  caused  thereby. 

I  urge  your  prompt  action  on  this  measure.

ESTATE  FOR  PARK  PURPOSES 

Couns.  SALTONSTALL  and  ATKINS  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  A  22.8-acre  tract  north  of  Jamaica 
Pond,  known  as  the  Cabot  Estate,  has  been 
purchased  by  a  developer;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  tract,  all  but  a  small  fraction 
of  which  is  in  Boston,  is  entirely  undeveloped 
except  for  five  homes  built  many  years  ago  and  is  a 
combination  almost  unique  to  Boston  of  wood- 


land, meadow,  marshland,  streams,  and  wildlife; 
and 

Whereas,  The  developer's  intent  is  to  erect 
approximately  1,000  units  of  luxury  apartments 
on  the  site,  including  two  40-story  towers,  if 
zoning  changes  or  variances  are  given  to  him;  and 

Whereas,  The  erection  of  such  high-rise  struc- 
tures would  have  an  extremely  deleterious  effect 
on  the  whole  Jamaica  Pond  area  in  that  it  would 
involve  a  substantial  increase  in  automotive  traffic, 
damage  to  the  outlook  around  the  Pond,  destruc- 
tion of  many  trees,  invasion  of  tranquility,  and 
damage  to  the  conservation  and  park  land  potential 
of  the  Cabot  Estate;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  chance  that  in  the  absence 
of  a  zoning  change  or  variance  the  developer  might 
bulldoze  the  entire  area  and  erect  ninety  or  more 
single- family  houses  on  the  site;  and 

Whereas,  The  original  park  system  designed  and 
built  for  Boston  in  the  nineteenth  century  by 
Frederick  Law  Olmsted  has  already  been  partially 
destroyed  by  sales  of  park  land;  and 

Whereas,  It  may  be  in  the  long-term  interest  of 
the  city  to  acquire  most  if  not  all  of  the  Cabot 
Estate  as  a  conservation  area  and/or  as  a  com- 
pensatory addition  to  the  Olmsted  system;  now,

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  notify  his  Honor  the  Mayor  forthwith 
that  the  Council 

1.  opposes  all  high-rise  construction  and  any 
substantial  development  of  the  Cabot  Estate;  and 

2.  favors  acquisition  by  the  city  as  park  land 
and/or  conservation  land  of  most  if  not  all  of  the 
Cabot  Estate,  whether  by  purchase  or  by  eminent 
domain;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
is  directed  to  hold  a  public  hearing  concerning  this 
matter  following  issuance  of  the  report  of  the 
Mayor's  Task  Force. 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  moved  suspension  of 
the  rules  and  passage  of  the  order;  the  rules  were 
not  suspended;  the  order  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands.

On  June  7  your  Honorable  Body  passed  an  order 
approving  a  petition  for  a  special  law  which  would 
strike  out  the  last  sentence  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of 
St  1929,  s.  263,  s.  2,  as  amended  by  St.  1968,  s.  494, 
and  insert  in   place   thereof  a  provision  for  the 
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removal  and  storage  of  motor  vehicles  for  which  ten 
or  more  tags  for  parking  violations  are  outstanding. 
By  striking  out  the  sentence  specified  the 
proposed  law  would  repeal  the  authorization  given 
by  St.  1968,  c.  494,  and  currently  being  exercised,  to 
hold  vehicles  towed  for  illegal  parking  until  prior 
tags  are  disposed  of;  so  that  a  technical  question 
could  well  arise  whether  a  vehicle  towed  for  a 
present  violation,  as  distinguished  from  a  vehicle 
towed  for  past  violations  under  the  new  provision, 
could  continue  to  be  so  held.  Moreover,  the  concept 
of  St.  1970,  c.  221,  that  the  vehicle  should  be  stored 
in  some  convenient  place  in  Boston  is  overlooked. 
Accordingly,  I  have  felt  it  unwise  to  approve  your 
order  of  June  7,  but  stand  ready  to  approve  the  order 
submitted  herewith  which  would  simply  add  a  new 
provision  to  existing  law  to  reach  the  scofflaw.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  ASSISTANT  TO  THE 
PRESIDENT  RE  USE  OF  DRUGS  BY  VETERANS 

The  following  was  received: 

The  White  House, 
Washington,  D.C.,  July  1,  1971. 
Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

The  President  has  asked  me  to  reply  to  the 
resolution  regarding  the  use  of  drugs  by  American 
soldiers  in  Vietnam. 

The  Administration  shares  your  concern  with  the 
recent  appearance  in  Vietnam  and  the  availability  to 
American  armed  forces  personnel  in  that  area  of 
heroin  in  increasing  quantities.  This  traffic  is 
receiving  the  thorough  investigation  which  the 
gravity  of  the  situation  warrants.  Our  civil  and 
military  authorities  are  making  every  possible  effort 
to  identify  the  sources  and  channels  for  this  traffic, 
with  a  view  to  its  interdiction,  and  we  are  consulting 
with  the  governments  of  Vietnam  and  of  other 
nearby  countries  in  order  to  obtain  their  necessary 
cooperation.  An  interdepartmental  group  during  a 
visit  to  Vietnam  and  other  countries  of  Southeast 
Asia  in  February,  1971,  studied  the  problem  in 
cooperation  with  our  Embassies  and  military  com- 
mands. The  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Narcotics  and 
Dangerous  Drugs  gave  the  problem  his  full  attention 
during  a  visit  he  made  to  the  area  in  May. 

The  situation  of  traffic  in  opium  and  its 
derivatives  in  substantial  areas  of  Southeast  Asia  is  a 
demonstration  of  the  difficult  and  complex  nature 
of  the  problem  of  bringing  drug  abuse  world-wide 
under  effective  control.  It  illustrates  the  connection 
between  illicit  supplies,  traffic  and  demand,  and  the 
need  to  work  upon  all  three  factors  of  this  equation. 
It  illustrates  also  that  drug  control  is  not  only  a 
national  but  an  international  problem  which  re- 
quires both  bilateral  cooperation  and  multilateral 
action. 

Consequently,  the  United  States  has  not  only 
been  intensifying  its  cooperative  arrangements  and 
activities  with  individual  countries,  but  it  has  also 
been  launching  multilateral  initiatives  and  stimula- 
ting multilateral  cooperation  in  drug  control. 

In  Vietnam  itself  both  the  Vietnamese  and  the 
American  authorities  have  made  the  drug  problem 
an  item  of  the  highest  priority  and  are  acting  on  all 
levels  from  interdiction  of  the  drug  traffic  to 
rehabilitation  of  the  former  user.  We  all  realize, 
however,  from  world-wide  experience  with  the 
problem,  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  that 
governments  can  face. 

It  is  our  hope  that  with  the  rapid  reduction  of  our 
troop  strength  which  is  presently  taking  place  and 
the  increasing  effectiveness  of  our  antidrug  measures 
we  will  be  able  to  limit  the  incidence  of  drug 
addiction    among    our    troops.    One    should    not, 
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however,  single  out  Vietnam  as  the  single  culprit  for 
our  drug  problem.  The  problem  is  very  serious  there, 
but  it  also  serious  in  the  United  States  and  elsewhere 
in  the  world.  Though  we  must,  of  course,  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  fight  it  in  Vietnam,  we 
will  only  really  be  successful  if  we  defeat  it  in  the 
United  States.

COMMENDING  SOUTH  BOSTON  SAVINGS  BANK 
FOR  NEW  ADVERTISING  CAMPAIGN 

Couns.  KERRIGAN  and  O'LEARY  offered  the 
following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  takes 
recognizance  of  the  newly  established  policy  of  the 
South  Boston  Savings  Bank,  under  the  direction  of 
Alfred  W.  Archibald,  president,  to  feature  in  the 
bank's  advertising  the  role  that  South  Boston  has 
played  in  the  history  of  the  United  States. 

The  bank  will  feature  the  national  shrine  of 
Dorchester  Heights,  where  Henry  Knox,  a  young 
patriot,  engineered  the  transporting  of  the  cannons 
from  Fort  Ticonderoga,  New  York  to  South  Boston, 
where  on  March  17,  1776,  the  British  were  given  the 
choice  to  either  evacuate  or  face  complete  de- 
struction. History  records  that  the  invading  British 
chose  the  former,  and  a  foreign  enemy  never  again 
invaded  our  shores.  , 

The  historical  background  of  Castle  Island  and  its 
fort  played  an  equally  important  part  in  American 
history  and  the  impact  on  our  military  successes 
should  be  accepted  historical  facts  for  all  people. 

Many  other  events  which  took  place  in  the 
peninsular  district  will  be  depicted  and  explained  in 
the  bank's  advertising. 

Recent  events  of  the  first  school  for  the  blind, 
more  enlistees  in  the  first  and  second  World  Wars 
than  any  other  place  in  the  United  States,  more 
volunteers  in  the  religious  callings  than  elsewhere 
and  the  little  known  historical  fact  that  television 
was  first  used  in  the  United  States  as  a  political 
medium  during  the  reelection  of  Governor  Paul  A. 
Dever  in  1949  from  the  South  Boston  Municipal 
Building. 

Mr.  Archibald  stated  that  "Too  often  we  in 
Boston  and  the  Greater  Boston  area  work  or  live  in 
the  shadow  of  these  famous  historical  shrines  and  are 
too  little  aware  of  their  contributions  to  our  blessed 
liberty." 

The  first  of  the  messages  "What's  Dorchester 
Heights   Doing  in   South   Boston?"   will   appear 
shortly.

Whereas,  The  law  also  provides  that  the  As- 
sessors' valuations  be  recorded  in  booksprovided  for 
the  purpose  and  that  such  books  be  available  and 
open  for  public  inspection  prior  to  the  time  that  the 
tax  bills  go  out;  and 

Whereas,  The  Assessors  have,  or  ought  to  have, 
completed  their  valuations  of  all  taxable  properties 
in  Boston  as  of  January  1,  1971,  but  have  not  yet 
made  such  valuations  public;  and 

Whereas,  The  likelihood  is  that  the  Assessors  will 
not  make  their  1971  valuations  public  until. the  tax 
bills  go  out,  and  that  the  tax  bills  will  not  be  released 
until  September;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest  that  the 
Assessors  should  make  such  valuations  public  at  the 
earliest  possible  date,  not  only  to  give  taxpayers  the 
maximum  amount  of  time  to  consider  their  in- 
dividual valuations  but  also  to  avoid  any 
opportunity  to  use  the  tax  assessment  process  as 
leverage  to  obtain  political  campaign  contributions; 
and 

Whereas,  The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors

Whereas,  The  decision  to  eliminate  volunteer 
mobile  registration  is  supposedly  justified  as  an 
economy  measure,  notwithstanding  that  the  total 
cost  to  the  City  of  permitting  such  registration  this 
year  on  the  same  scale  as  last  year  would  be  less  than 
$1,000;  and 

Whereas,  The  Administration  has  likewise  de- 
termined to  cut  down  on  its  own  registration  efforts 
through  city  employees;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  unusual  opportunity  to  add 
significant  numbers  of  new  voters  to  the  registration 
rolls  this  year,  particularly  because  of  the  change  in 
law  permitting  eighteen-year-olds  to  register  and 
vote;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  should  do  everything  reason- 
ably within  its  power  to  encourage  all  eligible 
persons  to  register  to  vote,  and  mobile- registration 
has  long  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective 
means  of  registration;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
requested  (1)  to  reconsider  the  decision  tocutdown 
on  mobile  registration  by  City  employees,  (2)  to 
reverse  the  decision  to  eliminate  all  volunteer  mobile 
registration;  and  (3)  to  instruct  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  to  take  all  reasonable  steps 
to  add  new  voters  to  the  rolls  and  especially  to 
encourage  the  registration  of  eighteen-to-twenty- 
one-year-olds.

Subject:  "Controlled  Concrete" 

The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  amplify  the 
provisions  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code 
with  respect  to  "controlled  concrete,"  effective 
immediately. 

1.  Where  "controlled  concrete"  is  required  the 
concrete  must  be  tested  by  an  "approved"  testing 
laboratory. 

2.  An  "approved"  testing  laboratory  is  one 
which  has  been  certified  by  the  National  Bureau  of 
Standards,  Cement  and  Concrete  Reference  Labo- 
ratory, Washington,  D.C.  20234.  This  certification 
must  be  renewed  every  two  years. 

3.  The  concrete  testing  laboratory  must  be 
engaged  and  paid  for  by  the  building  or  structure 
owner  and  not  the  contractor.  Copies  of  all 
laboratory  reports  must  be  sent  to  the  owner,  the 
contractor,  the  ready  mix  concrete  supplier,  the 
structural  engineer  or  architect,  and  the  Building 
Commissioner,  to  arrive  within  seven  days  of  the 
laboratory  test.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued 
without  evidence  that  an  approved  laboratory  has 
been  engaged.  In  the  case  of  an  owner-contractor, 
the  laboratory  must  be  mutually  agreeable  to  the 
owner-contractor  and  the  Building  Commissioner. 

4.  Four  cylinders  must  be  taken  for  every  50 
cubic   yards   of  concrete   or   fraction    thereof.   A 


slump  test  must  be  taken  of  every  batch  delivered 
to  the  job  site.  Four  cylinders  per  50  cubic  yard 
increment  will  be  taken  from  the  batch  with  the 
highest  slump.  The  first  cylinder  must  be  broken  at 
seven  days  and  the  remaining  three  at  twenty-eight 
days. 

5.  The  design  of  the  concrete  mix  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  affidavit  engineer  where  one  is 
required.  Where  no  affidavit  engineer  is  required  it 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  engineer  or 
architect  whose  professional  seal  appears  on  the 
approved  plans. 

6.  The  requirements  for  "controlled  concrete" 
are  spelled  out  in  the  July  1,  1970,  edition  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Building  Code. 

7.  Quality  control  and  certification  of  materials 
and  of  batching  shall  be  accomplished  in 
accordance  with  Reference  Standard  8-45,  502.  15 
of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code.  All  such 
determination,  verification,  and  certification  is 
meant  to  be  performed  by  personnel  of  an 
approved  concrete-testing  laboratory.

The  purpose  of  this  bulletin  is  to  amplify  the 
requirements  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code 
in  section  1 10(i). 

"Section  1 10,  Application  for  Permit, 
(i)  The  Commissioner  may  accept  an  application 
for    a    permit    accompanied     by     plans    and 
computations  and  an  affidavit  filed  therewith 
by  a  competent  architect  or  engineer  to  the 
effect  that  said  plans  and  computations  are  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  code 
and  of  all  other  pertinent  laws  and  ordinances." 
The  competent  architect  or  engineer  mentioned 
in  section  110(i)  of  the  City  of  Boston  Building 
Code  must  be  a  registered  professional  engineer  or 
architect    registered    in    the    Commonwealth    of 
Massachusetts.     The     Building    Department    shall 
require  that  the  affidavat  engineer  or  architect  will 
make  at  least  one  site  visit  per  week  to  the  building 
or     structure     for    which     the    application    was 
approved  and  shall  keep  a  log  of  his  weekly  visits 
until  the  final  affidavat  is  filed.  Furthermore,  he 
shall  have  a  person  in  his  employ  present  on  the 
site  during  all  construction  operations.  This  person 
must  have  technical  competence  acceptable  to  the 
affidavit  engineer  or  architect  and  must  keep  a  log 
of  his  activities  during  the  entire  period  of  the 
construction  operations.  These  logs  shall  be  made 
available     to    the    Building    Commissioner    upon 
application  by  the  Building  Commissioner. 

The  Building  Department  shall  from  time  to 
time  issue  permits  for  various  kinds  of  structures 
and  buildings  if  the  work  is  designed  by  an 
architect  or  engineer  who  is  registered  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Certain  plans 
and  computations  for  complex  structures  will  be 
required    to    undergo    examination    by    a   second 
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registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  reg- 
istered in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
expense  of  the  second  examination  shall  be 
borne  by  the  owner.  It  shall  consist  of  an 
examination  by  a  disinterested  professional  en- 
gineer or  architect  registered  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  who  upon  his  examination  and 
conference  with  the  designer  will  send  a  letter  to 
the  Building  Commissioner  stating  that  he  has 
checked  the  details,  computations,  stress  diagram, 
and  other  data  necessary  to  describe  the 
construction  and  basis  of  calculations  and  further 
stating  that  in  his  judgment  the  requirements  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Building  Code  have  been  met 
with  respect  to  the  design.

b.  Any  single  or  two-family  house  or  any 
accessory  building  thereto. 

c.  Any  building  used  for  farm  purposes. 

d.  Any  building  or  structure,  primarily 
of  an  engineering  nature,  for  which 
the  plans  have  been  prepared  by  or 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  a 
professional  engineer  registered  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

e.  Any  building  or  structure  for  which 
the  plans  have  been  prepared  by 
officers  or  employees  of  the  United 
States  of  America  while  working  in 
the  Commonwealth  as  employees  of 
said  United  States  of  America. 

f.  Any  building  or  structure  for  which 
the  plans  have  been  prepared  by

This  is  in  reply  to  the  communication  of  July 
1,  1971,  on  the  subject  of  conditions  at  the  M 
Street  Playground. 

The  M  Street  Playground  (Christopher  J.  Lee 
Playground)  is  a  major  play  facility  located  in 
South  Boston  on  five  and  a  half  acres  of  property. 
It  contains  a  large  fieldhouse,  a  grandstand  for 
5,000  persons,  two  major  play  fields,  a  new 
floodlighting  plant,  two  tot-lots,  a  Little  League 
diamond,  and  two  basketball  courts.  At  an  upper 
level  nearby  is  located  Independence  Park  on  an 
additional  six  acres. 

Presently  two  regular  department  maintenance 
men  are  assigned  to  clean  and  maintain  these  areas, 
and  it  is  a  difficult  problem  in  view  of  the 
enormous  use  and  the  heavy  deposits  of  litter  and 
debris  which  accumulate  daily.  Trash  containers 
are  present,  and  are  filled  and  emptied  daily.  These 
containers  will  be  increased.  This  location  suffers 
seriously  from  small-scale,  but  persistent,  vandal- 
ism which  causes  water  bubblers  to  be  put  out  of 
condition,  repaired,  put  into  condition,  and  put  out 
of  operation  very  shortly  thereafter.  Swings  and 
tot-lot  equipment  suffer  a  steady  attrition  in 
small-scale  vandalism. 

1971  urban  beautification  plans  call  for  a 
restoration  program  pertaining  to  the  Park  part  of 
the  property.  This  includes  site  preparations, 
re-seeding  and  sodding,  and  additional  loam.  Also 
included  are  tree  plantings,  drinking  fountains, 
irrigation,  and  a  sprinkling  system.  The  Urban 
Beautification  plans  are  in  the  proposal  stage,  and 
have  not  been  completely  accepted  yet. 

Throughout  the  entire  summer  a  playground 
leadership  staff  is  on  duty  in  this  location-Monday 
through  Friday-and  programs  will  include  active 
and  quiet  games,  sports,  dramatics,  as  well  as 
arrangements  for  day  trips  to  various  parts  of 
Boston.  Supplies  and  materials  include  arts  and 
crafts,  game  equipment,  posters,  and  other 
expendable  supplies. 

The  department  is  aware  that  this  location  is 
heavily  used  and  needs  total  rehabilitation.  Ad- 
ditional funds  for  the  complete  rehabilitation  of 
the  stands,  fencing,  and  other  items  were  included 
in  original  capital  proposals  for  1971-72,  but  were 
eliminated  in  the  process  of  budget  discussion.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  have  your  recent  communication  enclosing 
Council  order  passed  under  date  of  June  7,  1971, 
requesting  information  concerning  policies  and 
procedures  now  in  effect  and  proposed  on  the 
subject  of  ambulance  services  now  available  within 
the  city. 

As  you  will  recall,  and  at  your  request,  a  study 
was  conducted  recently  by  the  Administrative 
Division  of  the  Administrative  Services  Department 
covering  the  emergency  ambulance  program,  the 
results  of  which  enable  us  to  submit  a  reply  to  the 
questions  posed  in  a  more  expeditious  manner  than 
would  ordinarily  be  the  case. 

Answers  to  questions  contained  in  this  order 
are  submitted  below  in  the  order  in  which  they 
appear: 

1.    Q.  How  many  properly  equipped  and  manned 
ambulances  are  required  for  the  delivery  of 
good  emergency  care  in  Boston,  bearing  in 
mind  the  increase  Boston's  population  by 
day? 
A.    Twenty   properly   equipped   and  manned 
ambulances  are  required  for  the  delivery 
of  good  emergency  care  in  Boston  with  an 
additional  two  ambulances  for  backup. 
2.     Q.    How  many  ambulances  (whether  or  not 
properly   equipped   or  manned)  are  now 
available    in  Boston?  Please  indicate  in  the 
answer  whether  these  are  Department  of 
Health     and     Hospitals,     Boston    Police 
Department,    or  private   company  ambu- 
lances, and  which  of  them  is  sufficiently 
equipped    and    manned    to    qualify    for 
subsidy  under  the  Medicare  Act? 
A.    There  are  eight  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals    ambulances;    thirty-five    ambu- 
lance   police    wagons    (panel-type   vans); 
thirty-one  station  wagons  or  "ambulets"; 
and  at  least  forty  private  ambulances. 
The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
and    private    ambulances   are  sufficiently 
equipped    and    manned    to    qualify    for 
subsidy  under  the  Medicare  Act. 


3.  Q.  How  many  ambulances  is  it  anticipated  that 

the  Boston  Police  Department  and  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  will  have 
in  operation  respectively  as  of  December  3 1, 
1971, 1972,  and  1973? 
A.  The  Boston  Police  Department's  ambukince 
police  wagons  and  "ambulets"  are  utilized  for 
the  transportation  of  prisoners  and  routine 
patroL  We  anticipate  no  increase  in  the  BPD's 
vehicles  at  present 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
vehicles  will  increase  as  of  December  31, 
1971,  to  eleven;  December  31,  1972,  to 
seventeen;  and  December  31,  1973,  to 
twenty- two. 

4.  Q.    To    what    minimum    training    have    the 

personnel  operating  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  the  Boston  Police 
Department  or  private  company  ambu- 
lances been  subjected,  and  is  this  training 
sufficient? 
A.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals 
has  a  policy  of  hiring  ex-medics.  If  not 
qualified,  a  new  medical  aide  would  be 
assigned  from  four  to  six  months  on  the 
emergency  floor  for  continuous  education. 
Each  medical  aide  at  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  receives  two  weeks 
lecture  training  every  year,  and  equal  or 
better  training  than  that  of  anyone  in  the 
country. 

The  Boston  Police  Department's  training 
consists  of  a  two-week  first-aid  course 
upon  appointment  to  the  police  force. 
Private  ambulance  companies  are  required 
to  meet  state  requirements,  which  include 
advanced  first-aid  training.  Some  private 
companies  send  their  people  to  private 
hospitals  for  additional  training. 

5.  Q.  Has   any   consideration  been  given  by  the 

Mayor    to    the    purchase    or   rental   of   a 
helicopter  ambulance?     If  so,  are  there  any 
plans  in  this  regard?

striking  from  section  35  the  phrase  "not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
phase  "not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars"  so 
that  said  section  35  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  35.  All  other  powers  heretofore  by 
law  vested  in  the  town  of  Boston,  or  in  the 
inhabitants  thereof,  as  a  municipal  corporation, 
or  in  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
shall  be  and  hereby  are  continued  to  be  vested 
in  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common  council 
of  the  said  city,  to  be  exercised  by  concurrent 
vote,  each  board,  as  hereby  constituted,  having 
a  negative  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  other, 
and  the  mayor  having  a  veto  power,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  More  especially  they  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  all  such  needful  and 
salutary  by-laws  or  ordinances,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  as  towns 
by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  have 
power  to  make  and  establish,  and  to  annex 
penalties  not  exceeding  on  thousand  dollars  for 
the  breach  thereof,  which  by-laws  and  ordi- 
nances shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  time  therein  respectively  limited, 
without  the  sanction  or  confirmation  of  any 
court  or  other  authority  whatsoever."

certificate  of  origin  and  filed  with  the  Registrar  of 
Motor  Vehicles;  and 

Whereas,  H-5089  is  a  viable  measure  toward 
the  elimination  of  opportunities  for  criminal  abuse 
afforded  by  present  procedures  by  which  motor 
vehicles  are  sold  and  ownership  is  transferred;  and 

Whereas,  The  uniformity  and  supervision  of  all 
motor  vehicle  transactions  could,  in  addition  to 
reducing  the  likelihood  of  theft,  also  provide  a 
mechanism  by  which  excise  taxes  can  be  more 
effectively  collected  if  it  were  further  made  a 
requirement  that  all  excise  taxes  be  paid  in  full 
before  a  certificate  of  title  can  be  issued  by  the 
Registrar;  and 

Whereas,  In  Boston  alone  $8,200,000  in 
delinquent  excise  taxes  are  owed  to  the  city  - 
$5,340,000  of  which  dates  back  to  1969  and  prior 
years;  and 

Whereas,  All  cities  and  towns  within  the 
Commonwealth  could  clearly  benefit  from  the 
increased  revenue  of  collected  excise  taxes;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
supports  the  passage  and  prompt  implementation 
of  H-5089,  the  Uniform  Motor  Vehicle  Certificate 
of  Title  and  Antitheft  Act;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recognizes  the  possibility  of  including  in  the 
procedures  outlined  in  said  act  (H-5089)  a 
mechanism  to  improve  collection  of  motor  vehicle 
excise  taxes,  and  accordingly  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  the  General  Court  take  the  necessary 
and  appropriate  measures  toward  this  end;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  an  attested  copy  of  the 
foregoing  resolution  be  forwarded  to  both  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Court  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  LOTTERIES

percent  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  lottery,  or  a 
sum  equal  to  50  percent  of  the  net  proceeds  of  said 
lottery,  which  ever  sum  is  larger,  is  remitted  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  use  as  general  revenue. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  a  raffle  or 
bazaar  as  authorized  under  section  7 A.  chapter 
271,  of  the  General  Laws  does  not  constitute  a 
lottery.

For  many  months  the  city  has  been  endeavoring 
to  acquire  the  federal  government's  interagency 
motor  pool  facility  at  587  Commercial  Street, 
Boston,  in  order  to  create  an  extensive  waterfront 
open-space  area  in  that  part  of  the  city;  but  the 
government's  General  Services  Administration  has 
insisted  that  the  city  provide  a  suitable  substitute 
therefor.  At  long  last,  that  administration  has 
indicated  a  willingness  to  accept  as  a  substitute  the 
former  terminal  facility  of  the  now  defunct  Boston 
&  Maine  Transportation  Company  (In  Bankruptcy, 
U.S.D.C,  Mass.  No.  70-1436).  While  this  site  is  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  Charles  River  and  only 
partly  in  Boston,  it  is  relatively  close  to  the  present 
motor  pool  facility  and  quite  comparable  to  it. 

Two  weeks  of  intensive  preliminary  work  on  the 
title  to  the  new  site  and  existing  statutory  law  has 
led  the  General  Services  Administration  to  insist 
that  additional  legislation  be  enacted.  Accordingly, 
I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  approving  a  petition  for  such 
legislation.  The  sooner  action  is  taken  on  this 
order,  the  sooner  the  open-space  project  will 
become  a  reality.

Kerwin  plan,  dated  August,  1961  and  recorded 
with  Middlesex  South  District  Registry  of  Deeds  at 
end  of  Book  9908;  (3)  the  parcel  of  land  in 
Cambridge  containing  about  5,945  square  feet, 
shown  as  Lot  2  on  said  last-mentioned  plan;  (4)  the 
parcel  of  land  partly  in  Boston  and  partly  in 
Cambridge  containing  about  30,802  square  feet,

Whereas,  The  MBTA  Advisory  Board  at  its  next 
meeting  will  take  up  the  matter  of  increasing  the 
surface  fares  from  20  cents  to  25  cents,  a  25 
percent  increase;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  of  Boston  is  the  official 
representative  of  the  city  on  the  MBTA  Advisory 
Board;  and 

:  Whereas,  As  Chief  Executive  of  the  city  he  is 
cognizant  of  the  tremendous  tax  burden 
shouldered  by  the  Boston  property  owner;  and 

Whereas,  The  anticipated  tax  rise  is  said  to  be 
approximately  $25  to  $30;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  MBTA  deficit  is 
expected  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $69  million; 
and 

Whereas,  The  beleaguered  Boston  taxpayer  is 
liable  for  65  percent  of  this  deficit;  and 

Whereas,  An  accepted  transportation  formula 
points  out  that  for  every  one  percent  increase  in 
fares,  there  is  a  one  third  of  1  percent  decrease  in 
riders;  and 


Whereas,  An  increase  from  20  cents  to  25  cents 
is  a  25  percent  increase,  which  would  result  in  an  8 
percent  decrease  in  the  MBTA  riding  public;  and 

Whereas,  Transportation  studies  show  that  in 
Boston  and  Greater  Boston  1.1  persons  come  into 
Boston  daily  per  car;  and 

Whereas,  The  above  intolerable  and 
self-defeating  conditions  would  only  serve  to 
hamper  and  ultimately  negate  intelligent  and 
progressive  transportation  policies  for  the  people 
of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  and  the  MBTA 
Advisory  Board,  representing  more  than  55  percent 
of  the  state  population,  vote  against  a  fare  increase, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board  and 
Mayor  go  on  record  that  all  passengers  be  carried 
free  of  charge  in  the  MBTA  district  and  other 
Metropolitan  transportation  districts  throughout 
the  Commonwealth;  and  let  it  be  further 

Resolved,  That  they  notify  their  respective 
Legislative  representatives;  and  let  it  be  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  furnish  copies  of  this 
resolution  to  his  fellow  members  at  the 
forthcoming  meeting  of  the  MBTA  Advisory 
Board. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  moved  to  amend  the  resolution 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  hold  up  any 
payment  of  the  bill  to  finance  the  65  percent  in 
monies  of  the  MBTA  if  they  raise  the  fare  by  5 
cents. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  ATKINS  moved  that  there  be  inserted  a 
new  resolve  to  follow  the  second  resolve,  reading  as 
follows:

APPORTIONING  OF  DIVIDENDS  ACCRUING 
FROM  GROUP  INSURANCE  POLICIES 
FOR  EMPLOYEES  OF  SUFFOLK 
COUNTY,  AS  PROVIDED  BY  SECTION 
8  A  CHAPTER  32B,  G.L. 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  2,  1971. 
To  the  City  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

.  By  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
November  22,  1965,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on  November  23,  1965,  section  8  A  of  chapter  32B 
of  the  General  Laws  was  accepted  on  behalf  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk.  The  effect  of  of  this  acceptance 
was  to  bring  it  about  that  dividends  on  group 
insurance  policies  for  employees  of  Suffolk  County 
would  no  longer  enure  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of 
Suffolk  County,  but  would  be  applied  first  to 
defray    the   administrative  cost  of  all  policies  of 


insurance  entered  into  under  said  chapter  32B  for 
the  calendar  year  preceding  the  receipt  of  the 
dividend  with  the  following  disposition  of  any 
balance:  That  portion  of  the  balance  which 
represents  the  governmental  units'  proportionate 
share  of  the  premium  cost  of  the  policy  year  to 
which  the  dividend  is  attributable  is  to  be 
transferred  to  general  revenue;  the  remaining 
portion  of.  such  balance  is  to  be  expended  to 
reduce  the  employees'  share  of  future  premium 
costs. 

Since  the  very  inception  of  the  group  insurance 
program,  City  of  Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk 
employees  have  been  covered  by  the  same  contract 
or  policy.  In  1969,  under  this  blanket  arrangement, 
dividends  aggregating  $611,340.54  were  received: 
$304,799  from  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield, 
$180,441.60  on  the  basic  life  insurance  policy,  and 
$126,099.94  on  the  optional  life  insurance  policy. 
For  1970,  the  total  was  $177,940.44:  $70,028.51 
on  the  basic  life  insurance,  $107,911.93  on  the 
optional  life  insurance,  and  nothing  on  the  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield  contract  Dividends  received  to 
date  in  1971  amount  to  $298,433.70,  with 
$121,128  from  Blue  Cross- Blue  Shield, 
$101,966.70  on  the  basic  life  policy,  and  $75,339 
on  the  optional  life  policy.  These  undisposed  of 
dividends  come  to  a  grand  total  of  $1,087,714.68. 

City-county  administrative  costs  were:  in  1968, 
$65,117.28;  in  1969,  $71,704.86;  and  in  1970, 
$94,201.17;  or  a  total  for  the  three  years  of 
$231,023.32. 

The  premium  costs  of  the  optional  life 
insurance  policy  fall  entirely  on  the  employees; 
and  so  no  part  of  the  balance  after  administrative 
costs  is  to  be  transferred  to  general  revenue  on 
account  of  dividends  on  that  policy.  The 
governmental  units  have,  however,  a  one  half 
proportionate  share  in  the  other  dividends,  which 
calls  for  a  transfer  to  general  revenue  of 
$216,768.74  from  the  1969  receipts,  $20,888.40 
from  the  1970  receipts,  and  $76,316.11  from  the 
receipts  to  date  in  1971,  or  a  total  of  $3 13,973.25. 

Deducting  from  the  initial  $1,087,714.68,  the 
$231,023.32  in  administrative  costs  and  the 
$313,973.25  governmental  units'  share  leaves 
$542,718.11  for  expenditure  in  reduction  of 
employees'  share  of  future  premium  costs, 
allocable  as  follows:  $177,593.90  to  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield;  $136,379.34  to  basic  life; 
$233,074.95  to  optional  life  (includes  a  $4,330.08 
prior  balance).  This  means  that  covered  employees 
will  not  have  optional  insurance  deductions  for 
eight  months,  basic  insurance  deductions  for  six 
months,  or  a  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  deduction  for 
the  equivalent  of  the  third  week  of  one  month  for 
a  weekly  paid  employee. 

Submitted  herewith  is  an  order  so  that  your 
Honorable  Body  may  take  the  action  necessary 
with  respect  to  Suffolk  County.  When  this  order, 
after  passage,  is  presented  to  me  for  approval,  I  will 
simultaneously  promulgate  a  corresponding  order 
with  respect  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  its 
employees.

APPROVING  RENEWAL  PLAN  AND  FEASI- 
BILITY OF  RELOCATION  COOPERA- 
TION AGREEMENT  AND  LOAN  OF 
$6,800,000  FOR  PARK  PLAZA  URBAN 
RENEWAL  PROJECT 

City  of  Boston,

Gentlemen: 

Enclosed  for  your  consideration  are  the  urban 
renewal  plan  and  related  materials,  as  listed  on  the 


attachment,    for    the    Park    Plaza    urban   renewal 
project. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  on  July 
15,  1971,  approved  the  Park  Plaza  urban  renewal 
plan  and  on  July  29,  197  1,  authorized  the  execution 
of  a  cooperation  agreement  between  the  Authority 
and  the  city.  At  a  previous  meeting,  June  18,  1970, 
the  Authority  had  adopted  a  resolution  determining 
the  eligibility  of  the  Park  Plaza  area  as  an  urban 
renewal  project  area.  Such  findings  and 
determinations  are  required  under  chapter  121 B  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  12 IB  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  BostonRedevelopment  Authority 
must  obtain  approval  or  the  urban  renewal  plan  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  Such  approvals 
must  include  certain  findings  and  are  to  be  made 
after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing  held  by  the  City 
Council 

For  the  past  year  and  a  half  the  Authority  has 
been  working  toward  the  creation  of  anon-federally 
-assisted  urban  renewal  project  for  Park  Plaza. 
Bounded  generally  by  Boylston,  Essex,  Arlington, 
Stuart  and  Kneeland  Streets  and  Harrison  Avenue, 
the  approximately  35-acre  project  area  has  been 
totally  included  in  the  original  Central  Business 
District  urban  renewal  plan,  which  was  approved  by 
the  City  Council  in  1967,  but,  because  of  a  lack  of 
federal   funds,    was  never  fully  implemented. 

The  project  area  today  is  characterized  by  a  low 
density  of  older  structures  on  relatively  small  parcels 
with  a  diverse  ownership  pattern.  Over  50  percent  of 
the  land  area  is  devoted  to  street  rights-of-way  and 
surface  parking  lots. 

Private  development  interest  in  this  under- 
developed but  strategically  located  area  has  been 
strong,  but  private  enterprise  without  governmental 
assistance  cannot  assemble  parcels  of  a  size  and 
shape  consistent  with  today's  development 
standards.  Also,  the  present  street  pattern  is  chaotic 
and  excessive.  Therefore,  to  prevent  haphazard 
building  and  to  assure  a  more  beneficial  redevelop- 
ment for  the  city,  the  Redevelopment  Authority 
undertook  the  preparation  of  the  Park  Plaza  urban 
renewal  plan. 

The  Authority  advertised  for  development 
proposals  in  August,  1970.  Over  thirty  developers' 
kits  were  purchased  by  prospective  developers  by 
late  September.  Five  complete  proposals  were 
submitted  to  the  Authority  by  December,  1970,  and 
the  staff  undertook  a  thorough  analysis  to  determine 
the  best  proposal 

On  March  25,  1971,  the  Authority  tentatively 
designated  Boston  Urban  Associates  as  the 
redeveloper  of  Disposition  Parcels  1,  2,  and  3  (Stage 
I)  of  the  Park  Plaza  urban  renewal  project  area. 

Utilizing  the  Authority's  power  of  eminent 
domain  but  funded  almost  entirely  by  private 
developers,  the  plan  includes  commercial  and 
residential  development  that  will  bring  immense 
benefits  to  the  city.  Vastly  increased  tax  return, 
environmental  upgrading,  needed  new  housing, 
better  use  of  land,  a  beneficial  effect  on  neighboring 
areas,  and  improvement  of  vehicular  circulation  are 
among  the  strengths  of  the  plan. 

Boston  Urban  proposes  to  make  an  investment  of 
$250,000,000  in  a  development  that  will  contain 
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approximately  1,800  new  apartments,  a  1,000- 
room  first-class  hotel,  parking  for  2,500  cars, 
400,000  square  feet  of  retail  space,  and  1,000,000 
square  feet  of  office  space. 

The  Authority  and  Boston  Urban  will  continue 
to  refine  the  proposal  and  prepare  for  an  early 
development  start  upon  city  and  Commonwealth 
approvals  of  the  urban  renewal  plan. 

The  remainder  of  the  project  is  made  up  of 
Disposition  Parcels  4  and  5  (Stage  II).  This  area  must 
be  upgraded  to  insure  the  success  of  Stage  I 
development  in  Park  Plaza,  to  protect  adjacent 
developments  in  South  Cove,  and  to  remove 
blighting  influences  on  nearby  Chinatown  and  the 
Washington  Street  retail  core. 

I  am  enthusiastic  about  the  project,  the  first 
nonfederally  assisted  one  in  Boston  and,  hopefully, 
the  model  for  future  projects  in  our  city.  I  urge  the 
Council  to  approve  the  enclosed  urban  renewal  plan 
and  supporting  documentation.

Resolution  of  City  Council 
Approving  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 

Feasibility  of  Relocation  for 
Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project 
Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  the  "Authority")  is  a  public  body 
politic  and  corporate  duly  organized  and  now 
existing  under  Chapter  12 IB  of  the  General  Laws 
within  the  City  of  Boston ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  pursuant  to  chapter 
652  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  has  the  powers  and 
performs  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on 
planning  boards  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by 
general  laws  applicable  to  Boston,  including 
section  70  of  chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  and 


also  has  the  powers  and  performs  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  statute  or  ordinance  on  the 
former  City  Planning  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable,  and  in  the  public 
interest,  that  the  Authority  undertake  and  carry  out 
an  urban  renewal  project  to  be  known  as  the  "Park 
Plaza  urban  renewal  porject,"  herein  called  the 
"project,"  in  that  area  of  the  City  of  Boston  herein 
called  the  "project  area,"  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street  and  the  easterly  sideline 
of  Knapp  Street; 

Thence  running  in  a  generally  southerly 
direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp 
Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Kneeland  Street 
and  the  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street 
extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  the  center  lines  of 
Kneeland  Street  and  Stuart  Street  to  a  point,  said 
point  being  the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of 
Stuart  Street  and  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
northerly  direction  along  said  westerly  sideline 
of  Arlington  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being 
the  intersection  of  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  and  the  northerly  sideline  of  Boylston 
Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  sideline  of  Boylston 
Street  and  the  westerly-sideline  of  Bumstead 
Court; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  across  Boylston  Street  along 
an  extension  of  said  westerly  sideline  of 
Bumstead  Court  to  a  point  in  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Boylston  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  southerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  southerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
northerly  direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Essex  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline  of 
Essex  Street  (past  Harrison  Avenue  Extension) 
to  a  point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Essex  Street  and  the 
easterly  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  extended 
thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
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southerly  direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of 
Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  oHIarrison 
Avenue  and  the  northerly  property  line  of  19-25 
Harrison  Avenue  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  across  Harrison  Avenue  along 
said  extension  of  the  northerly  property  line  of 
19-25  Harrison  Avenue  to  apointin  the  westerly 
sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  along  said  westerly  sideline 
of  Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point,  said  point  being 
the  intersection  of  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Harrison  Avenue  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Beach  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline 
of  Beach  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  sideline  of  Beach 
Street  and  the  westerly  property  line  of  27-39 
Harrison  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  across  Beach  Street  along  an 
extension  of  said  westerly  property  line  of  27-39 
Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point  in  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  said  southerly  sideline 
of  Beach  Street  to  the  point  of  beginning,  said 
point  being  the  intersection  of  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street  and  the  easterly  sideline 
of  Knapp  Street;  excluding,  however,  the 
structures  at  19-25  Harrison  Avenue  and  27-39 
Harrison  Avenue. 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  made  detailed 
studies  of  the  location,  physical  condition  of  the 
structures,  land  use,  environmental  influences,  and 
social,  cultural,  and  economic  conditions  of  the 
project  area  and  has  found  and  determined  that  the 
character  and  conditions  of  the  project  area  as 
described  in  the  resolution  of  the  Authority 
captioned  "Determinations  and  Findings  Relative  to 
the  Condition  of  the  Park  Plaza  Project  Area"  do 
exist;  that  the  Park  Plaza  project  area  is  a  decadent 
area  in  that  it  is  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare,  and  sound  growth  of 
the  Boston  community,  because  of  the  existence  of 
buildings  which  are  out  of  repair,  physically 
deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habitation,  or 
obsolete,  and  in  need  of  major  maintenance  and 
repair,  and  because  of  a  substantial  change  in 
business  and  economic  conditions,  and  because  of 
inadequate  light,  air,  and  open  space,  and  because  of 
excessive  land  coverage,  and  because  diversity  of 
ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes,  and  obsolete  street 
patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the  Park  Plaza 
project  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  the  ordinary 
operation  of  private  enterprise,  and  that  the  Park 
Plaza  project  area  is  blighted  and  deteriorated  and 
deteriorating;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  an  urban 
renewal  plan  for  the  project  area  dated  July,  1971, 
and  entitled  "Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project  — 
Final  Project  Report—  Urban  Renewal  Plan,"  which 


consists  of  a  title  page,  a  table  of  contents  of  two 
pages,  thirty-five  pages  of  text,  and  four  maps 
(hereinafter  called  the  "urban  renewal  plan"),  duly 
approved  by  the  Authority  on  July  15,  1971,  and 
submitted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  for  approval  on  August  2,  1971;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  with  the  urban  renewal  plan,  but  not  as  a 
part  thereof,  the  following  documentation;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a 
result  of  carrying  out  the  project  in  accordance  with 
the  urban  renewal  plan  (hereinafter  called  the 
"relocation  program");  and 

Whereas,  There  is  additional  supporting  informa- 
tion and  data  respecting  such  relocation  program 
which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result 
of  studies,  surveys  and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
project  area  and  of  the  availability  of  proper  housing 
in  the  city  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and 
families  that  may  be  displaced  from  the  project  area 
and,  in  the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local  housing 
conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed 
such  proposals  for  relocation ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  that  this  City  Council 
take  appropriate  official  action  respecting  the 
relocation  program  and  the  urban  renewal  plan  for 
the  project;  and 

Whereas,  All  property  and  all  transactions 
affecting  or  respecting  the  installation,  construction, 
reconstruction,  maintenance,  rehabilitation,  use, 
development,  sale,  conveyance,  leasing, 
management,  or  occupancy  of  real  property  within 
the-projecT~area~sha1i"be  subjeet  to  the  applicable 
provisions  of  chapter  15  IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  to  all 
other  applicable  federal,  state,  and  local  laws 
prohibiting  discrimination  or  segregation  by  reason 
of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  has  been  held,  after  due  notice  thereof,  at  which 
time  the  City  Council  received  evidence  and  heard 
extensive  opinions  from  residents  of  the  project  area 
and  other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all 
persons  desiring  to  be  heard  on  the  urban  renewal 
plan  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  urban  renewal 
plan  in  light  of  (1)  the  supporting  documentation 
submitted;  (2)  the  proceedings  at  the 
aforementioned  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with  respect  to 
conditions  prevailing  in  the  project  area  and  in  the 
City  of  Boston  as  a  whole;  now,  therefore,  it  is 
hereby 
Resolved 
A.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that: 

(l)The  project  area  is  a  decadent  and 
substandard  area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
project  area  under  chapter  12 IB  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

(2)  The  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
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pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  city  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  urban 
renewal  plan. 

(3)  The  urban  renewal  plan  will  afford  maximum 
opportunity,  consistent  with  the  sound  needs 
of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the  renewal  of  the 
area  by  private  enterprise. 

(4)  The  urban  renewal  plan  conforms  to  the 
general  plan  for  the  city. 

(5)  The  urban  renewal  plan  gives  due  considera- 
tion to  the  provision  of  adequate  park  and 
recreation  areas  and  facilities,  as  may  be 
desirable  for  neighborhood  improvement, 
with  special  consideration  for  the  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  children  residing  in  the 
project  area. 

(6)  The  objectives  of  the  urban  renewal  plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  rehabilitation  of 
the  project  area  or  any  part  thereof. 

(7)  The  program  for  the  proper  relocation  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings,  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards,  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably 
and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper 
prosecution  and  completion  of  the  project; 
and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units 
available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  an  estimated  fifty  mobile 
homes  for  use  as  temporary  relocation 
resources,  are  at  least  equal  in  number  to  the 
number  of  displaced  individuals  and  families, 
are  not  generally  desirable  in  regard  to 
public  utilities  and  public  and  commercial 
facilities  than  the  dwellings  of  displaced 
individuals  and  families  in  the  project  area, 
are  available  at  rents  or  prices  within  the 
financial  means  of  displaced  individuals  and 
families,  and  are  reasonably  accessible  to 
their  places  of  employment. 

B.  That    the    Urban    Renewal    Plan    is    hereby 
approved; 

C.  That  the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its 
cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  urban 
renewal  plan;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials, 
departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the  city 
having  responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise  to 
cooperate  to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their 
respective  functions  and  powers  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  urban  renewal  plan;  and  (c) 
stands  ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate 
action  upon  proposals  and  measures  designed  to 
effectuate  the  urban  renewal  plan.

Authority  is  in  need  of  financial  assistance  to  defray 
such  part  of  the  acquisition  and  development  costs 
of  the  project  as  will  not  be  met  by  loans  through 
such  other  sources;  and 

Whereas,  The  project  will  provide  increased  tax 
revenue  to  the  city  and  be  beneficial  to  the 
well-being  of  the  people  of  the  city; now,  therefore, 
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In  consideration  of  the  benefits  to  accrue  to  the 
city  from  the  carrying  out  of  the  project  and  of  the 
mutual  convenants  herein  contained,  and  for  other 
good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  Authority  and 
the  city  hereby  agrees  as  follows^ 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  project  in 
accordance  with  the  plan,  and  as  funds  become 
available  will  commence  and  carry  out  each 
successive  phase  of  the  project  as  expeditiously  as 
possible.

20,  such 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
aforesaid  public  improvements  to  be  constructedby 
the  Authority,  including  the  acquisition  of  the  land 
therefor  and  the  demolition  of  structures  thereon. 
The  city  agrees  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
demand  of  the  Authority,  payments  to  the 
Authority  on  account  of  the  city's  obligation  under 
this  paragraph. 

3.  It  is  currently  estimated  that  the  total 
grants-in-aid  described  in  paragraph  2  hereof  will 
approximate  $6,800,000.  If,  during  the  course  of 
the  project,  any  revised  estimate  thereof  is  higher 
than  the  current  or  an  intermediate  estimate,  the 
city  will,  upon  demand  by  the  Authority,  pay  the 
Authority,  the  additional  grants-in-aid  necessary. 

4.  Upon  receipt  of  appropriate  monies  from  the 
city  pursuant  to  paragraph  2  hereof,  the  Authority 
will  commence,  and  thereafter  diligently  prosecute 
to  completion,  construction  of  the  aforesaid  public 
improvements,  including  the  acquisition  of  land 
therefor  and  the  demolition  of  any  structures  on 
such  land.

5.  The  city  shall  convey  to  the  Authority  for  such 
price  as  shall  be  paid  to  the  Authority  as  the  fair 
market  value  thereof  upon  the  resale  thereof  such 
property  owned  by  the  city  as  is  stated  in  section  D 
of  the  plan  to  be  acquired  by  the  Authority. 

6.  The  city  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recommend 
to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the  vacating  of  such 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of-way  as  may 
be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  plan,  and  the  laying 
out  as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways, 
with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  project  area

7.  The  city,  acting  by  its  mayor,  will  recommend 
to  the  proper  board  or  officer  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  waive,  change,  or  modify,  to  the  extent 
necessary  or  desirable,  to  permit  carrying  out  the 
project,     the     statutes,     ordinances,     rules,     and 


regulations  regulating  land  use  in  Boston  and 
prescribing  health,  sanitation,  and  safety  standards 
for  buildings  in  Boston. 

8.  The  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property 
of  the  Authority  within  the  project  area  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and 
special  assessments  as  provided  in  G.L.  c.  121B,  s. 
16;  but  nothing  in  this  cooperation  agreement  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  taxation  at  fair  cash 
value  of  property  within  the  project  area  after  the 
conveyance  of  such  property  by  the  Authority.  In 
lieu  of  taxes,  betterments,  and  special  assessments, 
the  Authority  shall,  pursuant  to  G.L.  c.  121B,  s.  16, 
pay  to  the  city  on  July  first  in  each  year  on  January 
first  of  which  the  Authority  holds  real  estate  used  or 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  project  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  that  would  be  levied  at  rhe  tax 
rate  for  such  year  upon  the  average  of  the  assessed 
value  of  such  real  estate,  including  buildings  and 
other  structures,  for  the  three  years  preceding  the 
year  of  acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each  of 
such  three  years  being  reduced  by  all  abatements 
thereon. 

9.  On  July  first  in  each  of  the  twenty  calendar 
years  beginning  with  the  fourteenth  calendar  year 
after  the  calendar  year  in  which  construction  of 
Stage  I  of  the  project  commences,  the  Authority, 
whether  or  not  anything  is  payable  in  such  year  to 
the  city  under  paragraph  5,  and  in  addition  to 
anything  so  payable,  shall  pay  the  city  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  received  by  the  Authority  under  an 
agreement  between  the  Authority  and  the  developer 
of  Stage  I  wherein  such  developer  agrees  to  aid  in 
defraying  the  cost  of  public  improvements  in  the 
project  area 

10.  Every  public  improvement  constructed  by 
the  Authority  hereunder  shall  be  available  to  and 
serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  sex, 
religion,  or  national  origin.

Dear  Mr.  Harris: 

The  Boston  Sunday  Globe,  dated  July  25,  1971, 
had  an  article  written  by  Carl  M.  Cobb  concerning 
the  General  Accounting  Office  and  Boston's  Model 
Cities  program.  The  reporter  apparently  obtained  a 
copy  of  an  internal  and  informal  document  which 
had  been  prepared  by  the  staff  on  the  assignment 
and  concluded  that  this  document  represented  a 
preliminary  draft  of  a  summary  report.  The 
document  he  obtained  was  not  prepared  for  that 
purpose.  Its  sole  purpose  was  to  provide  Model  Cities 
officials  with  the  data  we  had  obtained  to  date  on 
certain  matters.  It  moreover  was  prepared  solely  as  a 
result  of  a  request  by  Model  Cities  officials. 

The  data  in  the  document  covers  only  a  portion 
of  the  material  we  have  been  gathering;  it  is, 
accordingly,  fragmentary  and  incomplete.  Boston 
Model  Cities  officials  have  used  this  document  as  a 
means  of  providing  us  with  additional  material  and 
explanations.  This  additional  material  and  further 
explanations  along  with  material  and  information 
we  have  gathered  from  the  cognizant  federal 
agencies  are  still  being  assessed. 

We  will  not  reach  a  final  position  on  the 
management  of  the  Model  Cities  program  until  this 
assessment  has  been  completed.  Once  this  has  been 
done,  a  draft  report  will  be  prepared  and  it  will  be 
sent  to  cognizant  officials  for  their  official 
comments.

The  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  which  was 
referred  (March  29,  1971),  a  message  of  the  Mayor 
and  order,  Docket  1130,  Land,  19  Bartlett  Street, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Authorizing  the  execution  of  a  lease 
to  American  Cellophane  and  Plastic  Films  Corpora- 
tion, having  considered  the  same,  respectfully 
submits  this  report,  recommending  that  the  form  of 
lease  attached  hereto  be  substituted  for  the  form  of 


lease  accompanying  Docket  1 1 30,  and  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

This  indenture  of  lease  made  this  day 
of  1971,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  a 

municipal  corporation  in  the  Commonwealth, 
hereinafter  called  the  "Lessor,"  and  American 
Cellophane  and  Plastic  Films  Corporation,  a 
Massachusetts  corporation,  hereinafter  called  the 
"Lessee." 

The  Lessor  hereby  leases  to  the  Lessee  upon  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  lease  the  following 
premises: 

Beginning  at  a  point  southwest  of  and  350 
feet  distant  from  the  northeasterly  corner  of  the 
building  numbered  165-195  Brookside  Avenue; 
thence  running  southeasterly  26.00  feet  to  a 
point;  thence  turning  and  running  northeasterly 
160  feet  to  a  point;  thence  turning  and  running 
northwesterly  26  feet  to  a  point;  thence  turning 
and  running  southwesterly  160  feet  to  a  point  of 
beginning,  containing  4,160  square  feet  of  land, 
more  or  less.  Said  parcel  of  land  is  shown  on  a 
plan  marked  "City  of  Boston,  Public  Works 
Department  Sewer  Plan  K-703,  July  23,  1906  -

To  have  and  to  hold  the  demised  premises  for  a

The  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the 
Lessor  rent  for  said  premises  in  the  sum  of  $1,200 
per  year,  payable  monthly  in  the  amount  of  $100  in 
advance  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 

The  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees,  without  the 
prior  written  consent  of  the  Lessor  on  each  occasion, 
not  to  assign  this  lease  nor  make  any  sublease  for  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  demised  premises. 

The  Lessee  covenants  that,  at  the  expiration  or

If  the  Lessor  determines  that  it  requires  the 
demised  premises  or  a  portion  thereof  for  public 
purposes,  it  may  terminate  this  lease  by  giving  the 
Lessee  ninety  day  s  written  notice  thereof. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Lessee  must  obtain  from 
the  Lessor  a  permit  to  build  over  a  portion  of  Stony 
Brook  Conduit  "Commencement  date"  shall  mean 
the  date  on  which  such  permit  is  issued.

URGING  ACTION  RE  ORDER  ACCEPTING 
CHAPTER  842,  ACTS  OF  1970, 
ENABLING  CERTAIN  CITIES  AND 
TOWNS  TO  CONTROL  RENTS  AND 
EVICTIONS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  9, 1971. 
To  the  City  Council, 
Gentlemen: 

The  purpose  of  this  message  is  to  urge  your 
Honorable  Body  to  take  prompt  favorable  action  on 
my  order,  submitted  December  21,  1970,  accepting 
chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970. 

Said  order,  Docket  No.  1002,  if  adopted,  would 
accept  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  state-wide  rent 
control  enabling  law,  "An  act  enabling  certain  cities 
and  towns  to  control  rents  and  evictions."  The  order 


was  submitted  shortly  after  I  vetoed  "An  ordinance 
regulating  certain  residential  rents  and  evictions," 
approved  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  November  30, 
1970,  and  subsequently  passed  over  my  veto  on 
December  28,  1970,  as  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1970. 

In  my  message  vetoing  said  ordinance,  I 
expressed  three  main  objectives  to  it:  (1)  that  it 
failed  to  freeze  rents  on  a  city-wide  basis;  (2)  that  it 
left  the  burden  of  initiating  proceedings  on  the 
tenant;  and  (3)  that  it  left  the  Rent  Board  with  the 
onerous  burden  of  controlling  rents  on  a 
case-by-case  basis,  rather  than  by  broader  regulatioa 

Seven  months'  experience  under  the  present 
system  has  confirmed  my  conviction  that  these 
deficiencies  render  the  ordinance  inadequate  to 
meet  the  problem  of  excessive  and  spiraling  rents. 

In  the  first  six  months  of  1971  the  Rent  Board 
received  or  initiated  complaints  involving  only  about 
1,800  dwelling  units.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual 
rate  of  only  two  percent  of  all  covered  housing  units. 
This  system  clearly  is  not  reaching,  and  cannot 
reach,  a  substantial  proportion  of  the  covered  units. 
It  cannot  therefore,  succeed  at  holding  down  rental 
levels  generally.  Furthermore,  the  necessity  of 
deciding  cases  unit- by-unit  or  building-by-building  is 
an  excessive  burden  on  the  staff  resources  of  the 
Board.  Unless  the  Board  is  empowered  to  regulate 
rents  by  class  of  dwelling  unit,  its  operations  will  be 
needlessly  crippled  and  its  efficiency  drastically 
restricted. 

I. therefore  urge  you  to  take  action  on  Docket 
No.  1002  without  further  delay.

Question  1. 

The  city's  formulated  policy  toward  its  senior 
citizens  is  based  on  a  dual  mandate.  In  instituting  the 
Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  the  City 
Council  ordained  that  the  commission  "shall  be 
cognizant  of  federal  and  state  legislation  concerning 
financial  assistance,  information  exchange,  planning 
better  community  programming  for  the  elderly,  and 
shall  coordinate  or  carry  out  programs  designed  to 
meet  the  problems  of  rhe  elderly." 

The  second  part  of  the  commission's  mandate  is 
based  on  the  recommendations  of  a  1970  city-wide 


conference  of  2,000  elderly.  This  conference,  held  in 
May  of  1970,  made  several  programmatic  recom- 
mendations which  applied  to  the  commission's  role. 
Nearly  all  of  these  recommendations  have  been  met 
and  a  listing  will  be  found  in  the  answer  to  question 
4A. 
Question  2.

Question  4A. 

(1)  Nutrition  -  In  cooperation  with  a  large 
city-wide  cafeteria  chain,  the  commission  has 
arranged  to  feed  senior  citizens  at  a  cost  of  80  cents 
per  meal,  a  43  percent  saving  over  the  usual  price. 
Some  500  senior  citizens  take  advantage  of  this 
program  daily.  In  cooperation  with  the  School 
Department,  the  commission  has  arranged  to  utilize 
the  hot  lunch  facilities  of  four  Boston  schools  to 
feed  the  elderly,  at  a  cost  of  50jcents  per  meaL  Over 
10,000  meals  have  been  served  utilizing  this  method. 
Finally,  in  an  effort  to  utilize  a  fhore  economical  and 
convenient  method,  the  commission  is  utilizing 
precooked  frozen  meals  and  serving  them  in  five 
centrally  located  areas  of  the  city.  Costing  50  cents 
each,  in  six  weeks  over  2,000  meals  have  been  served. 

(2)  Health  In  cooperation  with  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Blindness  and  various  local  hospitals,  the  com- 
mission has  arranged  for  complete  eye  tests  for  over 
1,000  older  citizens.  At  no  cost  to  the  individual  this 
program  transports  the  elderly  from  all  over  the  city 
to  the  clinic.  This  program  is  uncovering  a  pathology 
rate  of  some  60  percent  a  totally  unexpected 
phenomenon.  Each  case  of  illness  is  brought  to 
treatment  immediately.  The  commission  is  planning 
to  utilize  this  format  to  provide  for  overall  physical 
examinations  as  well  as  attacking  specific  problem 
areas,  e.g.,  circulatory  diseases,  feet,  and 
neurological  problems.  Finally  the  commission  has 
arranged  for  ongoing  health  education  and 
counseling  programs  in  three  central  locations  on  a 
regularly  scheduled  group  and  individual  basis. 
Participating  agencies  include  the  Heart  Association, 
the  Arthritis  Foundation,  the  Tuberculosis  Founda- 
tion, and  the  Visiting  Nurses  Association. 

(3)  Employment  -  The  commission  has  obtained 
a  grant  from  the  National  Council  of  Senior  Citizens 
which  enables  sixty-two  senior  citizens  to  work  for 
various  city  departments.  The  commission's  staff 
maintains  a  job  placement  bureau  for  the  elderly.  In 
six  months  of  operation  over  1,000  elderly  have 
been  placed  in  jobs  in  private  industry.  The 
commission  is  presently  arranging  for  special 
retraining  programs  with  the  State  Division  of 
Employment  Security.  This  program  will  be  aimed 
at  the  development  of  older  and  the  sharpening  of 
new  skills  and  has  been  necessitated  by  lack  of 
emphasis  by  the  appropriate  agencies  in  finding  jobs 
for  the  elderly. 

(4)  Drop-In  Centers  —  The  commission  has 
instituted  three  centrally  located  drop-in  centers  in 
the  past  three  months.  In  addition  it  supplies 
technical  assistance  and  program  development 
services  to  fifteen  others.  The  commission  is 
applying  to  a  private  foundation  for  funds  to 
institute  six  more.  In  all  cases,  the  commission  has 
turned    or    will    turn    over    the    governing    and

administration  of  the  drop-in  centers  to  the  elderly 
themselves.  The  intrinsic  benefits  of  adequately 
programmed  drop-in  centers  are  obvious.  However, 
an  extremely  valuable  by-product  has  been  the 
creation  of  readily  available  vehicles  for  new 
programs,  policies,  and  procedures  as  they  are 
developed  as  well  as  a  ready  supply  of  consumers  for 
city-wide  programs  such  as  those  in  the  feeding  and 
health  areas. 

(5)  The  Senior  News-Inaugurated  in  May,  1970, 
and  published  monthly  by  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  The  Senior  News  strives  to 
keep  Boston's  older  citizens  abreast  of  activities  and 
events  of  special  interest  to  them  and  programs, 
services,  legislation,  and  recreational  and  employ- 
ment opportunities  geared  to  their  needs. 

(6)  Reduced  Price  Programs  -  In  1969  the 
Council  on  Aging,  now  the  Commission  on  Affairs  of 
the  Elderly,  was  highly  instrumental  in  getting  the 
senior  citizens  reduced  fare  on  the  MBTA  instituted. 
Over  150,000  residents  of  the  MBTA  service  district 
sixty-five  and  over  have  been  registered  for  the 
senior  citizens  reduced  fare  of  10  cents  (basic  fare  25 
cents)  since  the  program's  inception.  Boston  is  one 
of  the  few  cities  where  reduced  fare  privileges  for 
seniors  on  public  transportation  apply  round  the 
clock  and  not  just  at  nonrush  periods.  In  addition 
there  is  no  means  test  for  the  MBTA  reduced  fare. 
Senior  citizens  can  enjoy  full-course  dinners  that 
normally  cost  $1.40  for  80  cents  at  Greater  Boston 
Hayes-Bickford  restaurants,  thanks  to  an  arrange- 
ment worked  out  between  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly  and  the  Hayes-Bickford  chain. 
A  similar  arrangement  between  the  commission  and 
the  Sack  Theater  chain  enables  seniors  to  enjoy 
first-run  movies  for  half  price  at  Boston's  eight  Sack 
Theaters. 

(7)  Psychological  Counseling  Service  —  The 
commission  has  hired  a  retired  psychologist  and 
psychiatrist,  and  he  is  currently  serving  as  counselor 
for  the  tenants  of  the  Meade  elderly  housing 
projects,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly.  His  special  responsibility  is  to 
offer  guidance,  direction,  and  assistance  to  the 
seniors  in  their  problems,  activities,  and  hobbies. 

(8)  Ring  a  Friend  Reassurance  Program  —  A  free 
reassurance  service  sponsored  by  the  Commission  on 
Affairs  of  the  Elderly  and  run  by  senior  aides  in  City 
Hall  enables  senior  citizens  living  alone  in  the  city  to 
have  daily  contact  with  someone  concerned  about 
their  problems  and  able  to  render  assistance  in  cases 
of  need  or  emergency.  The  success  of  this  program  in 
the  Mattapan  and  Dorchester  areas  of  the  city  has 
resulted  in  a  city-wide  program. 

(9)  Security  -  The  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the 
Elderly  is  currently  applying  for  funds  under  the 
Safe  Street  Act  from  the  Office  of  Justice 
Administration.  Initially,  the  commission  is  asking 
for  a  mobile  check-cashing  service  to  go  to  various 
elderly  housing  projects.  It  is  felt  that  the  cashing  of 
Old  Age  Assistance  and  Social  Security  checks  at  or 
near  the  elderly  person's  home  will  result  in  a 
reduction  of  assaults  and  purse  snatching. 
Ultimately  the  commission  hopes  to  keep  up  police 
protection,  lighting,  and  locks  at  the  projects. 


(10)  General  -  Information  and  referral  services 
are  supplied  through  the  City  Hall  office  of  the 
commission,  the  fifteen  Little  City  hall  offices,  and 
the  city's  drop-in  centers.  The  commission  employs 
two  I  &  R  specialists  who  serve  as  resource  persons 
for  the  commission  staff,  Little  City  Hall  staff,  and 
drop-in  centers  staff,  as  well  as  for  other  city 
agencies,  e.g.,  Police,  Health,  Fire  Departments. 
Recreation  services  are  available  through  the  city's 
drop-in  centers.  They  include  parties,  arts  and  crafts, 
library  services,  speakers,  movies,  bingo,  and 
drawings.  The  commission  has  also  arranged  for 
half-price  admission  for  the  elderly  with  the  city's 
largest  theater  chain.  In  addition  the  commission 
holds  a  city-wide  Christmas  party  and  an  annual 
senior  citizens  picnic  in  the  summer.  Over  10,000 
elderly  attend  the  annual  Hobby  and  Fashion  Show 
which  very  rapidly  has  become  a  favorite  of  our 
city's  older  citizens.  Finally,  the  commission's  staff 
has  created  several  senior-citizens  clubs  in  the  city. 

(11)  Information  Pamphlet  -  The  commission 
has  prepared  a  pamphlet  for  distribution  describing 
the  above  programs. 

Question  4B. 

The  commission's  budget  is  not  susceptible  to 
breakdown  by  program  and  activity.  The  greatest 
single  category  of  the  budget  is  personnel,  and  the 
commission's  staff,  because  of  its  size,  cannot  be 
specialized  so  as  to  spend  its  time  on  any  single 
program,  so  almost  all  of  the  programs  are  handled 
by  all  the  staff.  A  breakdown  by  category  follows:

In  response  to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  on  July  26, 1971,  and  forwarded  to  me 
by  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  I  am  submitting  the 
following  information  pertinent  to  paragraph  3  of 
this  resolution. 

A.  The  Franklin  Square  House  was  purchased  by 
the  City  of  Boston  on  August  31, 1970,  for  a  price  of 
$500,000. 
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B.  At  the  time  of  purchase  it  was  thcintention  of 
the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  use  the  building  for 
various  interim  relocation  needs  of  City  Hospital 
functions  during  the  present  construction  program. 
Specifically,  the  first  and  most  immediate  of  these 
needs  appeared  to  be  relocation  of  the  nurses' 
residence  from  Vose  House  during  the  construction 
of  the  new  Outpatient  Department  building. 

C.  A  review  of  the  bids  which  have  been  received 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  Outpatient 
Department  building  indicates  that  the  Vose  House 
can  be  used  to  house  the  nurses  until  the  new 
residence  is  completed  on  the  south  block.  The 
Public  Facilities  Department  has  been  approached 
by  several  developers,  some  of  whom  are  nonprofit 
and  community  based  in  the  South  End,  with 
various  proposals  to  buy  or  lease  the  entire  Franklin 
Square  House  complex  from  the  city.  To  further  this 
type  of  interest  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  is 
soliciting  proposals  in  the  City  Record.  It  is  now  the 
intention  of  the  Public  Facilities  Department  to 
dispose  of  the  building  to  a  private  developer, 
assuming  that  a  favorable  proposal  is  received  that 
fulfills  previous  commitments. 

D.  The  Public  Facilities  Commission  awarded  a 
contract  to  Sullivan  Design  Group,  Inc.,  of 
Brain  tree,  on  June  28,  1971,  to  prepare  a  feasibility 
study  for  determining  specific  approaches,  costs, 
and  possibilities  for  rehabilitating  the  buildings.  The 
cost  of  the  study,  as  awarded,  was  not  to  exceed 
$10,000. 

E.  As  the  space  needs  of  the  City  Hospital 
program  for  Franklin  Square  House  totaled 
approximately  100,000  square  feet  of  the  total 
200,000  square  feet  of  the  main  ■buildings,  50 
percent  of  the  complex  was  intended  for  interim 
relocation  and  contingency  use  by  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  during  its  construction  program.  The 
remaining  50  percent  was  committed  to  various 
community  service  functions,  including  housing  for 
the  elderly  and  a  senior  citizens'  service  center.  The 
Public  Facilities  Department,  working  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Human  Rights,  has  been  searching 
for  funding  sources  to  implement  these  community 
programs.  The  involvement  of  private  developers  has 
been  one  facet  of  this  search.  In  addition,  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  relocated 
several  office  and  screening  clinic  functions  into  a 
portion  of  the  Franklin  Square  House  complex.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LEGISLATION  AND  HOME  RULE 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Sal tonstall  Rule  10  of 
the  rules  of  the  City  Council  was  suspended  in  order 
to  introduce  tire  following: 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home  Rule, 
to  which  was  referred  a  resolution  concerning  the 
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issuance  of  irrevocable  licenses  for  tidewater  filling 
(Docket  1157),  having  considered  the  same, 
recommends  that  the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the 
amended  form  attached  hereto: 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  1498  has  been  filed  by 
Senator  Kelly  of  Springfield  for  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  lobbied  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
passage  of  this  bill;  and 

Whereas,  The  bill  has  already  been  passed  by  the 
Senate  of  the  General  Court;  and 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  1498  would,  if  passed,  make 
it  possible  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
to  fill  in  the  entire  waterfront  from  the  Fort  Point 
Channel  to  the  Marine  Coast  Guard  Station,  a 
distance  of  over  two  miles,  and  for  a  distance  of  800 
feet  into  the  harbor,  including  all  the  wharves  in 
between;  and 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  1498  would,  contrary  to 
existing  procedure  for  granting  only  revocable 
licenses  for  tidewater  filling,  empower  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  to  grant  irrevocable 
licenses  without  further  legislative  approval;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Senate  Bill  1498  is  expected  to  be 
voted  upon  in  the  near  future  by  the  House  of  the 
General  Court;  and 

Whereas,  The  bill  is  vigorously  opposed  by 
thirteen  groups  from  throughout  the  state  which  are 
interested  in  navigation  in  the  harbor  and 
preservation  of  the  waterfront,  including  the  Boston 
Harbor  Pilots  Association,  the  New  England  Society 
for  the  Preservation  of  Antiquities,  the  Sierra  Club, 
the  League  of  Women  Voters,  the  Boston  Waterfront 
Residents  Association,  Save  Our  Shores,  the 
Massachusetts  Maritime  Association,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Yacht  Clubs,  the  North  End  Business 
Council,  the  North  End  Local  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  the  Harbor 
Pollution  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority,  and  the  Environmental  Committee  of 
Citizens  for  Participation  Politics ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Senate  Bill  1498  is  not  in  the 
public  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  or  the 
Commonwealth,  or  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 
historic  waterfront  would  be  left  at  the  mercy  of 
private  speculators  and  monied  interests  which 
would  deny  public  access  to  the  water's  edge  in 
Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

1 .  The  bill  on  its  face,  is  an  overly  broad  grant  of 
power  and  is  contrary  to  what  have  been  the 
historically  expressed  desires  and  interests  of  the 
people  of  Boston  and  the  Commonwealth. 

2.  The  House  is  therefore  urgently  requested  to 
withhold  approval  of  this  bill,  which  in  its  present 
form  could  not  only  deny  public  physical  and  visual 
access  to  a  large  portion  of  the  Boston  waterfront, 
but  could  also  jeopardize  the  entire  ecology  of  the 
Boston  Harbor  and  disturb  the  flow  of  waters  and 
tides  which  have  from  time  immemorial  cleansed  the 
harbor  of.pollutants. 

3.  Specifically,  The  House  is  advised  that  the 
Boston  City  Council  is  opposed  to  the  granting  of 


irrevocable  licenses  for  the  maintenance  of  fill  or  the 
erection  of  structures  in  the  slips  of  water  between 
the  wharves  of  the  downtown  waterfront  and  in  the 
tidewaters  which  lie  beyond  them,  and  requests  the 
House  to  amend  the  legislation  as  follows: 

(a)  Strike  from  line  5  the  words  "U.S. 
Pierhead  Line"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words 
"stone  bulkhead". 

(b)  Strike  from  line  15  through  tine  20  the 
words  "to  the  southeasterly  property  line  of  the 
U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Base;  thence  turning  and 
running  northeasterly  by  the  southeasterly 
property  line  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Guard  Base 
extended  to  the  U.  S.  Pierhead  Line;  thence 
turning  and  running  southeasterly  southerly,  and 
southwesterly  by  the  U.  S.  Pierhead  Line"  and 
substitute  therefor  the  words  "extended  to  the 
stone  bulkhead  of  Battery  Wharf;  thence  turning 
and  running  along  the  stone  bulkhead  lines 
of  Battery,  Lincoln,  Union,  Sargents,  Lewis, 
Long.n  Central,  >i  India,  ttiRowes,  a,  and  Fosters 
Wharves." 

(c)  Insert  after  the  words  "mayor"  online  41 
the  words  "and  the  secretary  of  environmental 
affairs. " 

(d)  Insert  after  the  word  "approvar'  on  line 
54  the  words  "subject,  however,  to  the  condition 
that  no  structure  shall  be  erected  easterly  of  the 
present  stone  or  brick  buildings  on  Long, 
Commercial,  Lewis,  Sargents,  Union,  Lincoln, 
and  Battery  Wharves  whose  height  above  the 
mean  water  mark  exceeds  eighty  feet  at  any 
point" 

(e)  Strike  from  line  59  the  word  "every"  and 
substitute  the  word  "any." 

(f)  Strike  from  line  62  the  word  "shall'  and 
substitute  therefor  the  word  "may." 

(g)  Strike  from  line  63  the  word  "may"  and 
substitute  therefor  the  word  "shall." 

His  Excellency,  Francis  W.  Sargent,  Governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  noted  conservationist,  is 
respectfully  requested  to  state  his  vigorous 
opposition  to  this  attempt  to  destroy  Boston's 
waterfront  and  to  veto  any  legislation  which  does 
not  contain  the  restrictions  referred  to  in  the 
previous  paragraph.

Campus  High  School  Urban  Renewal  Project 

This  agreement  made  this  day  of 
1971,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  herein 
called  the  "city,"  a  municipal  corporation  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  herein  called  the 
"Authority,"  a  public  body  politic  and  corporate 
duly  existing  under  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts,  witnesseth  that: 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  adopted  an  urban 
renewal  plan  (hereinafter  referred. to  as  the  "plan") 
for  the  Campus  High  School  urban  renewal  project 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "project"),  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  said  plan  has  been  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  plan  provides  for  the  acquisition, 
demolition,  and  removal  of  structures  in  the  area 
covered  by  said  project  (hereinafter  called  the 
"project  area"),  the  installation  of  site  improve- 
ments and  public  facilities,  and  the  disposition  of 
lands  in  the  project  area  for  uses  in  accordance  with 
the  plan ;  and 

Whereas,  To  carry  out  and  complete  the  project 
the  authority  will  need  financial  assistance  from  the 
United  States  of  America  under  Title  I  of  the  federal 
Housing  Act  of  1949  (as  amended),  hereinafter 
called  "Title  I,"  and  also  local  grants-in-aid;  and 

Whereas,  Under  Title  I  such  local  grants-in-aid 
may  consist  of,  among  other  things,  cash  grants; 
donations,  at  cash  value,  of  certain  real  property 
(exclusive  of  land  in  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
rights-of-way  which  may  be  vacated  in  connection 
with  the  project)  in  the  project  area;  certain 
demolition,  removal,  or  other  work  or  improve- 
ments in  the  project  area,  at  the  cost  thereof;  and  the 
provision,  at  their  cost,  of  public  buildings  or  other 
public  facilities  which  are  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  urban  renewal  objectives  of  the  project  in 
accordance  with  the  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  applied  under  Title  I 
for  financial  assistance  from  the  United  States  of 
America  in  the  form  of  a  loan  and  grant; 

Now,  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  benefits 
to  accrue  to  the  city  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein 
contained  and  for  other  good  and  valuable 
consideration,  the  city  and  the  Authority  do  hereby 
covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

(1)  To  help  defray  the  cost  of  the  project  the 
Authority  will  comply  with  all  conditions,  statutory 
or  otherwise,  necessary  to  obtain  a  capital  grant 
from  the  United  States  under  Title  I  in  the  maximum 
amount  allowed  by  law. 

(2)  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  project  in 
accordance  with  the  plan,  and  as  funds  are  made 
available  will  commence  and  carry  out  each 
successive  phase  of  the  project  as  expeditiously  as 
possible. 


(3)  The  city  will  make  such  local  grants-in-aid  to 
the  Authority  in  a  total  amount  which,  when  added 
to  the  local  grants-in-aid  provided  to  this  project  on 
account  of  undertakings  by  any  other  entity  and  the 
local  grants-in-aid  assigned  by  the  Authority  to  this 
project  from  other  projects  of  the  Authority,  will 
equal  one- third  of  the  actual  net  project  cost  of  this 
project  as  finally  determined  and  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  in 
accordance  with  Title  I  and  in  accordance  with  a 
loan  and  grant  contract  to  be  entered  into  between 
the  Authority  and  the  United  States  of  America, 
which  one  third  is  currently  estimated  -at 
$10,444,532. 

(4]T  After  the  execution  of  said  loan  and  grant 
contract,  the  city,  acting  by  the  appropriate 
department  thereof,  upon  request  by  the  Authority, 
and,  where  applicable  after  the  laying  out  of 
appropriate  public  ways,  and  the  dedication  or 
conveyance  of  land  for  parks,  playgrounds,  or  other 
public  open  space  in  accordance  with  the  plan,  will 
commence  construction  of,  and  thereafter  diligently 
prosecute  to  completion,  the  public  facilities  and 
improvements  required  by  the  plan  for  the  project  in 
accordance  .with  a  schedule  to  be  established  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Director  of  the  Authority,  and  to  be 
submitted  to  such  appropriate  department  or  officer 
thereof  of  the  city.  Such  public  facilities  and 
improvements  shall  consist  of  the  construction  of  a 
public  elementary  school  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$4,500,000,  and  demolition  of  unsafe  and 
dangerous  buildings  already  performed  or  to  be 
performed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $25,060. 

(5A)  If  the  city,  acting  by  the  Mayor  or  the 
appropriate  department  thereof,  should  fail  to 
construct  any  of  the  improvements  set  forth  in 
paragraph  4  above,  in  accordance  with  such 
paragraph,  then  the  city  shall,  upon  demand  by  the 
Authority,  pay  to  the  Authority  the  cost  of  each 
item  of  work  or  portion  thereof,  to  which  such 
failure  relates,  which  cost  shall  be  the  amount 
contained  in  the  project  improvements  report  and 
other  supporting  documentation  to  the  application 
for  said  loan  and  grant  contract  referred  to  in 
paragraph  4,  and  such  amount  paid  to  the  Authority 
shall  be  considered  as  a  cash  local  grant-in-aid  by  the 
city  to  the  project 

(5B)  If  the  facilities  set  forth  in  paragraph  4 
above  are  not  constructed  pursuant  to  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mayor  and  the  schedule 
referred  to  in  said  paragraph  4,  then  the  city  shall, 
upon  demand  by  the  Authority,  pay  to  the 
Authority  the  cost  of  each  such  facility  listed  in 
paragraph  4  not  so  constructed,  which  cost  shall  be 
the  amount  contained  in  the  supporting  documen- 
tation to  the  application  for  the  loan  and  grant 
contract  referred  to  in  paragraph  4,  and  such  amount 
paid  to  the  Authority  shall  be  considered  as  a  cash 
local  grant-in-aid  by  the  city  to  the  project 

(6  A)  If,  during  the  course  of  the  project,  any 
revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost  determined  in 
accordance  with  Title  I  and  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  is 
higher  than  the  current  or  an  intermediate  estimate, 
the  city  will,  upon  demand  by  the  Authority,  pay  to 
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the  Authority  such  sums  of  money  as  will,  when 
added  to  all  other  local  grants-in-aid  made  or  to  be 
made  with  respect  to  the  project,  totaJ  one-third  of 
such  revised  estimate  of  net  project  cost 

(6B)  Upon  completion  of  the  project  by  the 
Authority  and  the  final  determination  in  accordance 
with  Title  I  and  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  aforesaid  of  the 
actual  net  project  cost  thereof,  the  city  will  make  to 
the  Authority  such  additional  cash  payment,  if  any, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  total  grants-in-aid 
for  the  project  up  to  an  amount  equal  to  one-third  of 
said  actual  net  project  cost  as  so  finally  determined 
and  approved.  If,  upon  such  completion  and  final 
determination  and  approval,  the  local  grants-in-aid 
heretofore  made  with  respect  to  the  project  shall 
total  an  amount  in  excess  of  one  third  of  said  actual 
net  project  cost  as  so  finally  determined  and 
approved,  such  portion  of  the  excess  as  was  paid  in 
cash  shall  be  refunded,  without  interest,  by  the 
Authority  to  the  city. 

(7)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the 
vacating  of  such  streets,  alleys,  and  other  public 
rights-of-way  within  the  project  area  as  may  be 
necessary  in  carrying  out  the  plan,  and  the  laying  out 
as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways,  with 
their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  project  area  in 
accordance  with  the  plan;  and  the  Authority  agrees 
not  to  sue  the  city  for  any  damages  for  such  vacating 
or  laying  out;  and  the  Authority  further  agrees  to 
reimburse  the  city  for  any  such  damages  recovered 
by  others  under  chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  as  amended,  or  any  other  provision 
of  law  for  such  vacating  or  laying  out 

(8)  The  city,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will 
recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or  officers  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  waive,  change,  or 
modify,  to  the  extent  necessary  or  desirable  to 
permit  carrying  out  the  project  the  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  regulatingland.use 
in  Boston  and  prescribing  health,  sanitation,  and 
safety  standards  for  buildings  in  Boston. 

(9)  The  Authority  recognizes  that  the  city,  in 
accordance  with  section  16  of  chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  may  require 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes,  betterments,  and  special 
assessments  on  all  property  held  by  the  Authority  as 
part  of  the  project  The  city  hereby  agrees  that  if 
such  payments  are  required  pursuant  to  said  section 
16  they  shall  not  be  required  in  excess  of  the  amount 
of  such  payments  eligible  as  project  costs  under  the 
applicable  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  in  effect  from  time  to  time, 
and  further  agrees  that  any  such  payments  required 
will  be  based  upon  assessments  in  the  tax  year  during 
which  the  property  is  acquired  by  the  Authority. 

(10)  The  city  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
"workable  program"  heretofore  adopted  by  it,  and 
shall  cooperate  with  the  Authority  by  such  other 
lawful  actions  and  in  such  other  lawful  ways  as  may 
be  necessary  in  connection  with  the  undertaking  and 
carrying  out  of  the  project  in  all  its  phases. 

(1 1)  The  city  will  take  steps  appropriate  to  assure 
that  no  member  of  its  governing  body  and  no  other 


city  official  who  exercises  any  functions  or 
responsibilities  in  the  review  or  approval  of  the 
project  shall,  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  project 
voluntarily  acquire  any  personal  interest  direct  or 
indirect  in  any  property  included  in  the  project 
area,  or  in  any  contract  or  proposed  contract  in 
connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  project 

(12)  It  is  further  understood  that  the  parties 
recognize  that  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  and  the  regulations  and  policies  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
effectuating  the  title  prohibit  discrimination  on  the 
ground  of  race,  creed,  color,  sex,  or  national  origin  in 
the  policies,  practices,  and  uses  of  the  public 
facilities  proposed  for  credit  to  the  locality's  share  of 
the  cost  of  an  urban  renewal  project  receiving 
financial  assistance  from  the  United  States.  The  City 
of  Boston  covenants  that  the  public  facilities  herein 
proposed  as  local  grants-in-aid  will  be  available  to 
and  serve  all  persons  without  regard  to  race,  creed, 
color,  sex,  or  national  origin.  Without  being  by  way 
of  limitation,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  that 
this  antidiscrimination  agreement  shall  accrue  to  the 
benefit  of  the  UnitedStatesand  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development

Under  the  date  of  January  15,  1971,  I 
recommended  to  you  that  an  order  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  for  authorization  of  temporary 
loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the  amount  of 
$125,000,000,  and  such  authorization  was  granted 
by  three  orders  of  the  City  Council,  one  for 
$75,000,000  approved  on  February  25,  1971,  one 
for  $25,000,000  approved  on  June  9,  1971,  and 
another  for  $25,000,000  approved  on  June  30, 
1971. 

Because  of  the  delay  in  distribution  by  the  state 
of  money  due  the  city  and  other  factors,  it  now 
appears  that  this  authorization  may  not  be  sufficient 
for  the  financial  requirements  of  the  city  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  an  additional 
authorization  of  $25,000,000  is  therefore  re- 
commended at  this  time. 

Total  appropriations  and  charges  for  the  Fiscal 
year  1971  to  date  total  $418,854,332.07,  an 
increase  of  $54,810, 252.46  over  the  total  appropria- 
tions and  charges  of  $364,044,079.61  to  the  same 
date  in  1970. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1971  in 
anticipation    of   revenue    teniDorarv    loans   which 
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would  not  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  fiscal  year  1970  together  with  the  amount 
received  from  excise  taxes  on  motor  vehicles  and 
trailers  and  payments  made  by  the  Commonwealth 
in  lieu  of  taxes  during  the  year  1970.  The  total 
amount  of  the  taxes  levy  for  the  year  1970  was 
$253,642,802.27 

To  date  the  Collector-Treasurer  has  already 
issued,  or  has  advertised  for  bids  for,  temporary 
loans  in  the  amount  of  $110,000,000  under  the 
previous  au  thorizations  of  $  1 25, 000, 000. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  remaining  $  1 5,000,000  of 
the  $125,000,000  will  be  used  for  additional 
temporary  loans  before  September  3, 1971. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  an  order  in  the

Under  the  provisions  of  section  9(a)  (1)  the 
Federal  Emergency  Act  o  1971  (P.L.  92-54),  the 
City  of  Boston  has  been  allocated  $2,393,700  to 
provide  unemployed  and  underemployed  persons  in 
the  City  of  Boston  with  transitional  employment  in 
needed  public  services.  Not  less  than  85  percent  of 
the  funds  granted  must  be  used  for  compensation  to 
persons  employed  under  the  act  Federal  funds  made 


available  under  the  act  may  be  used  to  meet  not 
more  than  90  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  project, 
unless  the  Secretary  of  Labor  waives  the 
requirement  for  nonfederal  shares.  The  Secretary 
may  waive  such  requirement  if  it  would  cause  a 
serious  hardship  for  the  city  or  prevent  its 
participation  in  the  program.  Nonfederal  shares  not 
so  waived  may  be  provided  in  cash  or  in  kind, 
including  plant,  equipment,  and  services. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  will 
be  liberally  construed  so  that  no  additional  city 
funds  will  be  required. 

Under  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary 
of  Labor,  the  City  of  Boston  is  permitted  to  apply 
for  partial  funding  for  planning  purposes.  The 
amount  of  funds  requested  under  the  application  for 
initial  funding  does  not  exceed  15  percent  of  the 
city's  apportioned  funds. 

I  recommend  prompt  adoption  of  the  order 
submitted  herewith.

4.  Produce  a  registration  of  their  car  to  the 
Registrar. 

5.  If  they  register,  will  they  attempt  to  claim  the 
$200  for  the  Vietnam  state  bonus  (if  they  are 
Vietnam  veterans)? 

6.  Will  they  apply  for  a  reduction  in  college 
tuition  (University  of  Massachusetts)? 

7.  Positive  proof  of  domicile  must  be  shown  to 
the  Registrar. 

8.  Produce  a  copy  of  birth. 

9.  Will  they  remain  here  in  Boston,  or  return  to 
their  home  states?

There  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
spot  of  space  on  earth  that  does  not  have  a  share  in 
the  vision  of  horror  . . .  Northern  Ireland,  Pakistan, 
Brazil,  Near  East  and  Far  East.  The  economic  jitters 
due  to  the  floating  dollar,  the  deep  freeze,  welfare, 
unemployment,  drugs  and  crime.  All  about  us 
humanity  with  its  bruised  and  broken  heart,  its 
groping  amid  confused  searchings,  its  weakness  and 
its  weariness,  its  fears  and  its  failures  —  all  seems  lost, 
without  hope.  The  members  of  this  Council  stand 
now  in  a  noble  tradition.  We  place  our  trust  and  our 
hope  in  our  blessed  and  almighty  Father.  So  for  the 
work  of  this  day  and  for  the  unknown  tomorrows  we 
hold  to  the  promises  and  the  prophecies  of  our 
merciful  and  mighty  God  who  never  wearies  and 
never  fails.  God  help  us  to  help  our  people  who 
clamor  for  help  and  look  to  this  chamber  with 
confidence  and  with  hope.

VISITORS  TO  CITY  COUNCIL 

President  PIEMONTE,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
welcomed  the  Most  Reverend  Metropolitan  Philip 
Saliba,  Primate  of  Antiochian  Orthodox  Christian 
Archdiocese  of  New  York  and  all  North  America, 
Archbishop  Ilyas  Kurban  of  Tripoli,  Lebanon,  and 
the  Very  Reverend  George  R.  George,  Pastor  of  St 
George's  Syrian  Orthodox  Church,  Boston. 

On  behalf  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  City 
Councillors,  President  PIEMONTE  presented  to  the 
Most  Reverend  Metropolitan  Saliba  a  plaque 
reading: 

Whereas,  The  Antiochian  Orthodox  Christian 
Archdiocese  of  New  York  and  all  North  America  will 
hold  its  twenty-sixth  annual  convention  at  the 
Sheraton  Boston  Hotel  in  the  City  of  Boston  from 
August  23  through  August  28,  1971;  and 

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  designated  the 
week  of  August  23  as  the  Syrian  Orthodox 
Antiochian  Week;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Most  Reverend  Philip  Saliba, 
Metropolitan  Archbishop  of  New  York  and  all  North 
America,  is  one  of  the  finest  speakers  and  learned 
authors  on  the  Orthodox  American  scene;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  ThSt  the  Boston  City  Council  extend 
an  invitation  to  the  Most  Reverend  Philip  Saliba  to 
speak  before  the  Council  on  August  23,  1971 ;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  extends 
its  welcome  to  include  the  5,000  members  of  the 
Antiochian  Orthodox  Christian  Archdiocese  of  New 
York  and  all  North  America  who  will  be  coming  to 
the  City  of  Boston  during  the  week  of  August  23, 
1971. 

The  Most  Reverend  Metropolitan  Philip  Saliba 
addressed  the  City  Council  as  follows: 

Mr.  President  and  the  honorable  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  the  great  city  of  Boston.  In  behalf  of 
the  Antiochian  Orthodox  Christian  Archdiocese  of 
New  York  and  all  North  America  gathering  in  this 
historic  City  of  Boston  for  our  twenty-sixth  annual 
conference,  we  wish  to  thank  you  for  your 
hospitality  in  inviting  us  to  share  with  you  the 
beauty  of  your  cultured  city. 

Yes,  Boston  is  to  me  and  my  church  the  center 
which  has  contributed  some  of  America's  finest  civic 
and  religious  leaders.  In  fact,  Boston  is  where  one  of 
our  greatest  near  eastern  poets,  Gibran  Khalil 
Gibran,  lived  and  achieved  some  of  his  greatest 
poetic  and  artistic  achievements. 

The  church  as  a  human  organization  is  a  part  of 
society.  In  this  respect  the  problems  which  you 
wrestle  with,  the  problems  which  torment  you,  are 
the  very  same  problems  which  deeply  concern  me 
and  the  church.  Thus  we  are  gathered  here  with  our 
clergy  and  laity  to  discuss  and  study  these  problems 
and  find  proper  solutions  to  them 

Some  of  these  problems:  lack  of  respect  for 
authority;  restlessness  among  the  young;  poverty 
and  drugs;  so-called  "new  morality";  departure  from 
sound  religious  and  traditional  values,  ie.,  decency, 
integrity,  and  the  dignity  of  man.  This  is  primarily 
due  to  our  highly  affluent  society  -  a  strong 
emphasis  today  on  materialism  instead  of  the 
spiritual  values  which  made  this  nation  the  greatest 
in  the  world. 

Years  ago  people  revolted  because  of  lack  of 
bread  and  a  lack  of  freedom.  However,  today  people 
are  living  in  a  state  of  chaos  precisely  because  of  too 
much  bread  and  too  much  freedom.  They  have  too 
much  to  live  on  and  too  little  to  live  for. 

Our  program  is  to  nurture  their  lives  with  a  new 
food  and  to  strengthen  them  with  2,000  years  of 
religious  thought  and  spiritual  values. 

To  realize  this  goal  we  plan  our  conference 
around  the  entire  family.  Throughout  my  travels  in 
this  country  (I  am  known  as  the  jet  bishop)  I  spend  a 
great  deal  of  my  time  dialoguing  with  young  people. 
Some  of  the  messengers  of  doom  and  gloom  think 
that  our  youth  or  young  people  are  a  hopeless  case  — 
but  I  vehemently  disagree  with  this.  I  believe  that  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  our  young  people  are 
really  searching  for  meaning  and  purpose  in  life. 


These  young  people  strongly  believe  that  "man  shall 
not  live  by  bread  alone" ;  they  are  really  searching  for 
love,  affection,  and  attention.  These  young  people, 
being  fully  aware  of  their  destiny  and  God-given 
right  to  help  us  create  the  future,  want  to  be  heard, 
want  to  be  respected,  and  want  to  share  in  the 
decisions  which  will  shape  the  future  of  our  society 
and  ultimately  the  future  of  the  world. 

Two  years  ago  the  General  Assembly  of  my 
archdiocese  granted  my  teenagers  and  young  adults 
an  equal  voice  in  all  national  decisions  which  affect 
the  life  of  the  archdiocese.  Because  of  this  attention 
and  meaningful  dialogue  with  them  I  find  them 
extremely  respectful  and  willing  to  "rediscover"  the 
traditions  and  values  of  their  forefathers  who  have 
helped  build  this  great  nation.  This  is  in  my  opinion 
the  right  answer  to  the  chaos  and  confusion  which 
are  threatening  to  destroy  our  society. 

One  of  the  most  effective  means  to  combat  the 
drug  problem,  lack  of  respect  for  authority,  and  the 
so-called  "new  morality"  is  for  us  civic  and  religious 
leaders  to  assume  our  proper  role  of  leadership.  For 
instance,  we  cannot  preach  peace  and 
simultaneously  wage  war.  We  cannot  preach  love  and 
simultaneously  practice  hate.  We  cannot  preach 
justice  and  simultaneously  practice  injustice.  We 
cannot  preach  equal  opportunity  and  deny  millions 
of  people  the  right  to  be  free  and  to  share  in  the 
blessings  of  this  great  country. 

There  are  no  easy  answers  to  these  enigmas.  Yet, 
the  country  which  gave  the  world  individuals  such  as 
George  Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Patrick 
Henry,  Abraham  Lincoln,  Woodrow  Wilson,  and 
John  F.  Kennedy  surely  will  be  able  to  renew  her 
moral  vigor  and  overcome  all  the  present  obstacles 
which  stand  in  her  path  towards  glory  and  greatness. 

Thepurpose  of  the  American  Revolution,  ignited 
in  this  city  some  200  years  ago,  was  to  restore  the 
integrity  and  dignity  of  the  individual  and  liberate 
man  from  all  forms  of  tyranny  and  slavery. 
Therefore,  if  we  civic  and  religious  leaders  rededicate 
ourselves  to  the  high  moral  values  of  our  forefathers, 
then  the  problems  which  plague  our  cities  and  our 
nation  will  be  consigned  to  oblivion,  and  a  new  day 
of  hope  and  fulfillment  will  dawn  upon  our  sacred 
land. 


SALE  OF  LAND  AT  SQUANTUM  HEAD 
TO  CITY  OF  QUINCY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  23, 1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  proposed  order  authorizing 
the  transfer  of  the  promontory  known  as  Squaw 
Rock  at  Squantum  Head  to  the  City  of  Quincy  for 
public  park  purposes.  This  land  was  acquired  by  the 
City  of  Boston  many  years  ago  for  use  in  connection 
with  its  sewerage  works.  In  recent  times  the  City  of 
Boston  has  not  been  able  properly  to  care  for  the 
area,  situated  as  it  is  in  another  municipality  many 
miles  away  from  Boston's  boundaries. 
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Recognizing  this  condition,  the  Legislature  by 
chapter  181  of  the  Acts  of  1966  authorized  the  City 
of  Boston  to  convey  this  land  to  the  City  of  Quincy. 
Quincy  is  eager  to  take  the  land,  hold  it  open  in 
perpetuity  as  a  public  park,  clean  it  up,  police  it,  and 
remove  abandoned  buildings.  It  will  pay  the  City  of 
Boston  $50,000  for  the  land,  which  shall  remain 
subject  to  easements  retained  by  the  City  of  Boston 
for  sewer  and  highway  purposes.  Thus  I  think  the 
interest  of  the  people  in  both  cities  will  be  best 
provided  for  by  this  transfer,  and  we  may  look 
forward  to  its  restoration  as  a  spot  of  natural  beauty 
on  the  shores  of  Boston  Harbor. 

I  therefore  urge  your  prompt  acceptance  of  the 
attached  order.

Ordered,  That  -the  Mayor  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized,  pursuant  to  chapter  1 81  of  the  Acts  of 
1966,  to  sell  to  the  City  of  Quincy  for  public  park 
purposes  for  the  sum  of  $50,000  and  to  execute  and 
deliver  an  instrument  in  writing  satisfactory  in  form 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel  conveying  to  the  City  of 
Quincy  for  public  park  purposes  all  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  the  land  at 
Squantum  Head  in  the  City  of  Quincy  bounded  and 
described  as  follows: 

Approximately  14.25  acres  of  upland  and 
2.85  acres  of  beach  known  as  Squantum  Head  in 
the  City  of  Quincy,  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  side  of 
Dorchester  Street  at  the  southerly  line  of  City  of 
Boston  (property  line);  thence  running 
northerly,  westerly,  northerly,  easterly  by 
Dorchester  Bay  and  southerly  by  Quincy  Bay  to 
a  point;  thence  turning  and  running  westerly  two 
dimensions,  125  feet  and  120  feet;  thence 
turning  and  running  southerly  100  feet  to  the 
northerly  line  of  Standish  Road;  thence  turning 
and  running  westerly  540  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 
turning  and  running  northerly  62.84  feet  on  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 
turning  and  running  westerly  33.52  feet  on  the 
northeasterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street;  thence 
turning  and  running  southwesterly  62.84  feet  on 
the  northwesterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street  to  a 
point  on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Dorchester 
Street;  thence  turning  and  running  southwesterly 
on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Dorchester  Street 
300  feet  to  point  of  beginning.

Said  instrument  shall  provide  that  said  con- 
veyance shall  be  made  subject  to  the  following: 

The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
as  shown  as  Parcel  A  and  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining,  operating,  repairing,  and 
renewing  sewerage  works  existing  in  said  land  and  in 
Moon  Island. 


The  City  of  Boston  excepts  and  reserves  unto 
itself  the  right  and  easement  in  so  much  of  the  land 
shown  as  Parcel  B  on  said  plan  for  all  purposes  for 
which  ways  are  used  in  the  City  of  Quincy  and  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  access  to  Moon  Island  and 
Long  Island. 

The  City  of  Quincy  shall  remove  all  abandoned 
buildings,  structures,  and  fences  on  the  land.  It  shall 
at  all  times  maintain  the  land  in  good  order  and  free 
of  debris  and  keep  it  open  to  the  public  at  all 
reasonable  hours  for  use  as  a  public  park.

STATEMENT  BY  COUNCILLOR 
CHRISTOPHER  A.  IANNELLA 

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement,  Coun.  IANNELLA  stated  that  this 
administration  has  already  received  authorization  to 
borrow  $125  million  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  He 
further  stated  that  we  have  before  us  an  additional 
loan  order  for  $25  million  which  the  city's  fiscal 
officers  indicate  is  in  need  of  immediate  passage. 

He  then  stated  that  he  has  been  informed  that  the 
1971  Boston  tax  rate  will  not  be  announced  until  the 
$21  million  state  aid  to  the  School  Department, 
currently  held  up  because  of  racial  imbalance  in 
schools,  is  freed,  and  that  the  case  may  go  to  court, 
delaying  it  further. 

He  further  state'd  that  it  takes  approximately  two 
and  a  half  months  from  the  announcement  of  the  tax 
rate  until  the  final  bills  are  out,  and  this  delay  will 
cost  the  city  almost  $3  million  in  interest. 

He  further  stated  that  authorization  from  the 
Attorney  General  and  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions and  Taxation  can  be  obtained  to  waive  the 
inclusion  of  the  $21  million  so  the  tax  rate  can  be 
announced,  but  that  no  formal  request  has  been 
made  upon  these  officials.  Accordingly,  the  various 
officials  involved  have  been  invited  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance  on 
Thursday,  August  26,  to  discuss  the  situation.

Whereas,  In  view  of  the  responsible  character  of 
the  journal  which  published  them,  these  allegations 
tend  to  throw  doubt  on  the  honesty  of  Boston  city 
government  -  particularly  if  the  individual  involved 
holds  a  position  in  city  government  which  would 
enable  him  to  be  useful  to  organized  crime  in 
Boston,  or  if  he  is  still  active  in  political  fundraising, 
or  both; and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  public  indication  that  the 
Mayor  has  taken  any  notice  of  these  serious 
allegations  or  that  he  has  undertaken  to  investigate 
them;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  and  the  public  have  a 
right  to  know  whether  firm  and  vigorous  steps  are 
being   taken  to  ascertain,   without  fear  or  favor, 
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whether  organized  crime  has  a  link  with  the  top 
echelons  of  City  government;  now,  therefore,  be  it

appear  before  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  upon  a  date  within  the  weekending  August

election      at      which      a      mayor     is     elected."

underworld  connections  independently" ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  and  the  public  have  a 
right  to  know  whether  firm  and  vigorous  steps  are 
being  taken  to  ascertain,  without  fear  or  favor, 
whether  organized  crime  has  a  link  with  the  top 
echelons  of  city  government;  and 

Whereas,  On  August  23  the  Council  voted  to 
request  the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  to 
review  the  allegations  of  the  Boston  Globe  story  of 
August  18  and  make  a  report  to  the  City  Council, 
and  the  District  Attorney  has  since  been  furnished 
by  the  Globe  with  an  excerpt  from  the  transcript  of 
certain  FBI  tapes  recorded  in  the  process  of  the 
FBI's  electronic  surveillance  of  Patriarca;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  and  the  public  are  entitled 
to  be  informed  by  the  Mayor  as  to  whether  he  has 
taken  adequate  steps  to  assure  that  Boston  city 
government  is  not  subject  to  control  or  influence  by 
the  crime  syndicate  or  any  other  improper  group, 
irrespective  of  whether  the  District  Attorney  finds 
that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  that

Whereas,  This  control  must  be  made  equitable 
for  the  welfare  of  the  people  of  Boston  who  are

Ordered,  That  a  five-man,  ad  hoc,  nonsalaried 
commission  be  created  by  the  Mayor  as  an  Advisory 


Committee  to  the  Boston  Consumers  Council,  in 
which  one  member  will  represent  employers,  one 
member  will  represent  the  unions,  and  three 
members  will  represent  the  public,  and  the  chairman 
will  be  selected  from  the  public  group;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  will  use 
whatever  machinery  it  has  to  receive,  investigate, 
and  report  alleged  violations  of  the  price  and  rent 
freeze  to  the  federal  government,  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Preparedness  and/or  the  regulatory 
office  of  the  Cost  of  Living  Council,  established  by 
the  President  to  implement  his  wage  price  freeze 
edict

The  second  order  relates  to  eminent  domain 
takings  by  the  Authority  and  requests  the  Authority 
to  adopt  as  policy  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law 
applicable  to  the  taking  of  land  by  eminent  domain 
by  the  Real  Property  Board  for  off-street  parking, 
i.e.,  submitting  to  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
not  less  than  ten  days  beforehand  the  terms  of  any 
purchase,  award,  settlement,  or  agreement. 

The  statute  which  gives  the  Authority  the  right 
to  take  land  by  eminent  domain  is  very  specific  as  to 
the  controls  which  are  exercised  by  the  state 
supervisory  agency,  Department  of  Community 
Affairs,  and  also  by  the  annual  contributions 
contracts,  which  the  Authority  enters  into  with  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
There  is  no  requirement  in  any  statute  for  the 
submission  as  is  described  in  the  order  in  Council  to 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission.  To  give  that 
agency  any  control  over  the  actions  of  the  Authority 
would,  in  effect,  be  an  illegal  delegation  of  the 
powers  vested  in  the  Authority. 

While  the  Authority  is  always  willing  to 
cooperate  with  the  city  government,  the  above  are 
areas  within  which  the  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to 
have  the  Authority  make  the  decisions.  If  you  would 
like  any  further  clarification  of  these  matters,  please 
feel  free  to  contact  me.

exceeds  $2,000.  The  order  proposes  that  the 
Authority  invite  bids  by  advertising  all  contracts 
through  the  City  Record  unless  given  written 
authority  to  do  otherwise  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston. 

It  is  presently  the  policy  of  the  Authority  to 
advertise  for  bids  on  the  above  described  work  which 
exceeds  $2,000. 

The  Authority  has  been  vested  with  the  powers 
to  operate  and  manage  the  projects.

FOR  TAXES  BY  BANKS

Whereas,  It  is  the  practice  of  banks  holding 
mortgages  on  real  estate  to  require  the  property 
owner  to  make  a  payment  of  one-twelfth  of  the 
estimated  tax  to  be  held  by  the  bank  in  the  property 
owner's  tax  escrow  account;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  practice  of  the  banks  to  require 
a  three-month  anticipated  payment  of  the  estimated 
taxes,  so  that  when  September  comes  around  the 
bank  may  have  sufficient  amount  in  the  property 
owner's  tax  escrow  account  to  meet  the  real  estate 
tax;  and 

Whereas,  The  property  owner  receives  no  interest 
from  monies  paid  by  him  for  his  monthly  tax 
payments  while  during  all  this  time  the  banks  have 
the  use  of  the  monies  in  the  tax  escrow  accounts;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  present  time  it  appears  that  the 
City  of  Boston  may  have  to  resort  to  loans  from 
banks  to  meet  its  obligations;  and 

Whereas,  The  banks  charge  even  the  city  interest 
for  monies  borrowed;  and 

Whereas,  The  monies  being  held  by  various  banks 
in  tax  escrow  accounts  are  for  payment  of  taxes,  and 
immediate  payments  by  the  banks  of  monies  held  in 
tax  escrow  accounts  would  relieve  the  city  of  some 
pressure;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  assign  some 
individaul  or  individuals  to  personally  take  up  this 
matter  with  the  proper  representative  of  each  bank; 
and,  further, 

That  a  report  be  made  daily,  commencing  with 
the  third  day  after  tax  bills  are  mailed,  and  filed  in 
the  City  Clerk's  office,  addressed  to  the  City 
Council,  stating  the  name  of  the  bank  and  amount  of

FINANCE  COMMISSION  TO  REVIEW  ALLEGA- 
TIONS RE  COMMISSIONER  OF  ASSESS- 
ING 

Coun.  SALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Allegations  have  been  made  in  the  press 
that  Boston's  Commissioner  of  Assessing  (1)  was  a 
link  between  state  government  and  the  crime 
syndicate  and  attempted  to  pump  gangland  funds 
into  the  gubernatorial  campaign  of  1964; 
(2)  "fixed"  a  criminal  case  in  the  Dorchester 
Municipal  Court  in  1966,  thus  obtaining  a  suspended 
sentence  for  the  defendant,  a  crime  syndicate 
lieutenant;  (3)  while  serving  as  Director  of 
Corporations  Division  of  the  Secretary  of  State's 
Office  in  1961,  became  an  officer  and  director  of 
Commercial  Producer's,  Inc.,  a  company  reported  to 
be  controlled  by  a  leader  of  the  Boston  crime 
syndicate;  (4)  while  Commissioner  of  Assessing 
during  1970  served  as  one  of  Mayor  White's  chief 
political  fund  raisers  and  extracted  substantial 
political  contributions  from  large  property  owners, 
apparently  in  violation  of  section  11  of  the  Corrupt 
Election  Practice  Act  (G.L.  c.  55)  which  forbids 
solicitation  or  receipt  of  funds  by  a  public  employee 
"for  any  political  purpose  whatsoever",  and 

(5)  caused  large  contributions  to  be  made  to  the 
Kevin  White  campaign  for  Governor  in  1970  in  the 
names  of  members  of  his  family,  all  in  possible 
violation  of  the  criminal  provisions  of  the  Corrupt 
Election  Practices  Act,  section  8  of  which  requires 
the  real  donor  of  each  political  contribution  to  be 
accurately  identified  in  the  candidate's  report;  and 

Whereas,  The  first  of  these  charges  was  referred 
by  the  City  Council  on  August  23,  1971,  for 
investigation  by  the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk 
County,  who  was  requested  to  make  a  report  to  the 
Council  as  soon  as  a  finding  has  been  made,  but  the 
balance  of  the  foregoing  allegations  against  the 
Commissioner  of  Assessing  are  not  now,  so  far  as 
appears,  under  investigation  by  anyone; and 

Whereas,  The  seriousness  of  the  allegations 
involved  are  such  that  they  ought  to  be  investigated 
promptly  and  thoroughly  by  an  appropriate 
investigatory  body ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commissioner  of  Assessing  ought 
to  be  relieved  of  his  duties  pending  such 
investigation;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  as  follows: 

1.  The  Boston  City  Council  requests  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  to  review  the  foregoing 
allegations  made  against  the  Commissioner  of 
Assessing  and  to  make  a  report  to  the  City  Council  as 
soon  as  reasonably  possible. 

2.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  requested  to  suspend 
Theodore  V.  Anzalone  as  Commissioner  of  Assessing 
pending  the  results  of  such  investigation.

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  by  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  Crime  and  Correction,  the  Public  Works 
Department,  and  the  Boston  Edison  Company  that 
$1,000,000  will  be  required  to  bring  Boston  street 
lighting  up  to  appropriate  standards; now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  under  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  the  City  of 
Boston  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$1,000,000  outside  the  debt  limit  for  improved 
street  lighting.

ORDINANCE  ACCEPTING  STATE  RENT  CON- 
TROL LAW  AND  CREATING  DEPART- 
MENT OF  TENANT  PROTECTION 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  serious  public  emergency  found 
declared  by  the  General  Court  in  section  1—1  of 
chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1971  continues  to  exist  in 
the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a 
substantial  number  of  the  citizens  of  said  city;  and 

Whereas,  Said  emergency,  unless  residential  rents 
and  eviction  of  tenants  continue  to  be  regulated  and 
controlled,  will  produce,  together  with  inflationary 
pressures  resulting  therefrom,  serious  threats  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  said  city ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
permits  the  adoption  of  such  ordinances  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  said  act;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Rent  Control  Ordinance, 
chapter  11  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and  the 
administration  thereof  have  provided  inadequate 
regulation  and  control  of  said  serious  public 
emergency,  with  respect  to  the  fact  that  a  very  low 
number  of  rent-increase  cases  have  come  before  the 
so-called  Rent  Board  this  year  notwithstanding  the 
very  substantial  percentage  of  Boston  citizens  who 
live  in  rented  accommodations  and  further  with 
respect  to  abuses  in  rent  increases  under  the  so-called 
tax-escalation  clause  and  the  so-called  security 
deposit  clause;  and 

Whereas,  One- third  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  pay  more  than  30  percent  of  their  income 
towards  rent; and 

Whereas,  The  management  of  private  housing  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  an  area  vital  to  the  health, 
safety,  welfare,  and  sense  of  well-being  of  large 
numbers  of  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Investors  with  little  or  no  knowledge  of 
or  experience  in  the  management  of  rental  housing 
are  free  to  buy  and  manage  such  rental  housing;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  evidence  of  abuses  resulting 
from  poor  or  incompetent  management  which  affect 
the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare ;  and 

Whereas,  In  'other  areas  affecting  health,  safety, 
and  welfare,  such  as  the  food  industry,  plumbing  and 
electrical  trades,  real  estate  sales,  and  certain  lodging 
facilities,  competence  and  standards  must  be 
officially  approved;  and 

Whereas,  The  licensing  of  housing  management 
would  insure  that  property  managers  would 
understand  basic  concepts  of  good  management  and 
thus  insure  benefits  to  both  landlords  and  tenants; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  Boston  City  Council  that: 

Section  1.  Acceptance  of  the  State  Rent  Control 
Law.  The  City  of  Boston  hereby  accepts  the 
provisions  of  chapter  842,  Acts  of  1970,  "An  Act 
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Enabling  Certain  Cities  and  Towns  to  Control  Rents 
and  Evictions."  (a)  Said  chapter  842  shall  be 
administered  by  a  rent  control  administrator,  to  be 
known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Tenant  Protection, 
hereinafter  called  the  Commissioner. 

Section  (b)  The  Commissioner  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  witliin  thirty  days  after  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  tliis  ordinance. 

Section  (c)  The  Commissioner  shall  serve 
coterminously  with  the  Mayor. 

Section  (d)  The  Commissioner  shall  receive  such 
salary  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  established  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Section  2,  The  Department  of  Tenant  Pro- 
tection, (a)  There  shall  be  established  in  and  for  the 
City  of  Boston  a  Department  of  Tenant  Protection, 
directed  by  said  Commissioner  of  Tenant  Pro- 
tection. 

Section  2(b).  The  department  shall  have  the 
power  tp  promulgate  and  administer  such  policies, 
rules,  and  regulations  as  will  generally  further  the 
protection  of  tenants.  The  department  shall  also 
have  the  power  to  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in 
promulgating  any  regulation,  rule,  or  order  for  the 
protection  of  tenants,  or  in  administering  and 
enforcing  this  ordinance  and  such  regulations  and 
orders  promulgated  hereunder. 

Section  2(c).  The  Commissioner  is  directed  to 
report  back  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  within 
six  months  of  the  date  of  his  appointment,  the 
methods  available  to  deal  with  cases  of  rental 
hardships.  Said  report  shall  discuss  the  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  new  standard  for  setting  the  individual 
or  general  adjustment  of  the  maximum  rent 
established  by  sections  1-6  of  chapter  842,  which 
new  standard  would  take  into  account  both  the 
landlord's  fair  net  operating  income  and  also  the 
tenant's  ability  to  pay.  Said  report  shall  also 
investigate  the  establishment  of  a  Housing  Subsidy 
Trust  Fund,  to  provide  housing  subsidies  to  tenants 
paying  more  than  25  percent  of  their  income  for 
rent  Said  subsidy  may  be  equal  to  the  difference 
between  the  fair  net' operating  income  for  the 
apartment  and  25  percent  of  the  income  of  the 
tenant  household.  Said  investigation  shall  examine, 
without  limitation,  the  eligibility  requirements  for 
income,  age,  and  residency,  the  economic  effects  of 
the  ownership  of  real  property  and  the  availability  of 
mortgage  financing,  and  the  available  sources  of 
revenue  including  a  tax  on  the  interest  paid  on 
commercial  mortgages. 

Section  2(d).  The  Commissioner  shall  be 
responsible  for  working  with  community  groups  in 
areas  of  the  city  facing  particularly  severe  housing 
shortages  due  to  the  public  or  private  taking  of 
existing  housing  units  for  nonresidential  use,  or  due 
to  the  influx  or  anticipated  influx  into  the  area  of 
substantial  numbers  of  new  residents,  or  for  any 
other  reason.  Within  sixty  days  after  his  appoint- 
ment, the  Commissioner  shall  establish  a  community 
task  force  in  South  Boston  and  Dorchester  to 
commence  negotiations  with  the  President  and 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  with 


regard  to  the  housing  requirements,  and  the  impact 
on  those  communities,  of  the  Boston  campus  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  3.  The  Administration  of  Rent  Con- 
trol. The  Commissioner  shall  administer  the  State 
Rent  Control  Law,  chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970. 
The  Commissioner  shall  have  all  the  power  and 
duties  vested  in  the  Rent  Control  Administrator  by 
said  chapter  842. 

Section  4.  Increases  and  Decreases  of  the 
Property  Tax. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  shall  consider  no  more 
than  50  percent  of  any  increase  in  property  taxes  as 
an  expense  to  the  landlord  in  determining  whether  a 
controlled  rental  unit  yields  a  fair  net  operating 
income. 

Section  4(b).  For  the  purpose  of  administering 
said  chapter  842  and  section  3  hereof,  the 
Commissioner  shall  consider  an  increase  in  rent 
under  the  tax-escalation  clause  of  any  lease  to  occur 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  property  tax  bill  by  the 
tenant  or  lessee,  and  not  upon  the  insertion  of  said 
clause  into  the  lease.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  bill  for 
rent  due  under  the  tax-escalation  clause,  the 
recipient  thereof  may  file  a  petition  for  an  individual 
adjustment  of  rent  in  accordance  with  sections  1—8 
of  said  chapter  842.  Any  bill  for  rent  due  under  the 
tax-escalation  clause  shall  be  on  a  form  approvedby 
the  Commissioner  and  shall  inform  the  recipient  of 
his  right  to  seek  a  rent  adjustment  hearing  under 
sections  1-8  of  said  chapter  842. 

Section  4(c).  The  Assessing  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  notify  the  Commissioner  of  all 
tax  abatements,  or  decreases  in  property  taxes  on 
residential  property,  granted  by  the  Assessing 
Department  Thereupon,  the  Commissioner  shall 
notify  landlords  receiving  such  abatements  and  the 
tenants  or  former  occupants  of  the  controlled  rental 
units  of  said  landlords  of  the  fact  of  such  an 
abatement  and  of  any  downward  adjustment  of 
future  rent  or  any  refund  of  previously  paid  rent 
required  thereby.  Said  downward  adjustment  or  said 
refund  may  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner 
upon  each  own  initiative  pursuant  to  sections  1—8  of 
said  chapter  842. 

Section  5.  Security  Deposits  (a).  With  respect 
to  any  controlled  rental  unit,  no  consideration, 
bonus,  benefit,  or  gratuity  demanded  or  received  as  a 
security  deposit,  or  in  connection  with  securing  the 
landlord  against  any  damage  to  the  premises  or  the 
loss  of  rental  income  from  an  early  termination  or 
cancellation  of  the  tenancy  by  the  tenant,  shall 
exceed  the  equivalent  of  one  month's  rent 

Section  5(b).  In  the  event  that  the  security 
deposit  paid  by  the  tenant  of  a  controlled  rental  unit 
exceeds  the  ceiling  set  by  section  5(a)  hereof,  the 
tenant  may  file  a  petition  for  an  individual 
adjustment  of  rent  in  accordance  with  sections  1—8 
of  said  chapter  842,  and  the  Commissioner  may 
allow  a  downward  adjustment  of  the  rent  in  the 
amount  of  the  excess  apportioned  over  the  balance 
of  the  term  of  the  tenancy  or  lease.  In  the  event  of  a 
hearing  for  an  individual  adjustment  held  under 
sections  1-8  of  said  chapter  842  to  consider  a 
proposed  upward   adjustment  of  rent,   the  Com- 
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missioner  shall  deny  said  upward  adjustment,  and 
may  allow  said  apportioned  downward  adjustment, 
upon  a  determinination  that  the  security  deposit 
exceeds  the  ceiling  set  by  Section  5  (a)  hereof. 

Section  5(c).  The  Commissioner  shall  have  the 
power  to  initiate  legal  action  including  class  suits  on 
behalf  of  all  tenants  of  all  rental  housing  in  the  city 
to  enforce  section  15Bof  chapter  186  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  recover  from  the 
landlord  any  unjust  enrichment  owed  the  tenants. 

Section  5(d(.  Hearings  conducted  under  this 
section  shall  be  held  within  ten  days  from  the  filing 
of  a  complaint,  provided  that  at  least  three  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof  shall  be  given  to 
both  landlord  and  tenant.  The  tenant  and  the 
landlord  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  personally  or 
by  counsel  at  such  hearing,  cross-examine  witnesses 
and  produce  evidence.  For  the  purposes  of  said 
hearing  the  Commissioner  may  consider  sworn 
affidavits  filed  by  a  tenant  or  landlord  who  has 
moved  out  of  the  greater  Boston  area  or  for  whom  an 
appearance  at  the  hearing  would  be  an  unreasonable 
hardship. 

Section  5(e),  Any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  relative  to  security  deposits  which  may  be  in 
conflict  with  the  terms  of  a  mortgage  guaranteed  by 
the  United  States  or  any  authority  or  agency  created 
under  the  laws  thereof  shall  not  apply  to  security 
deposits  held  by  a  landlord  who  appears  as  the 
mortgagor  in  such  a  mortgage. 

Section  5(0-  Sections  5(a)  and  5(b)  hereof  shall 
be  effective  for  security  deposits  received  on  and 
after  the  thirtieth  day  following  the  appointment  of 
the  Commissioner. 

Section6.  Code  Enforcement  The  Department 
of  Tenant  Protection  shall  assume  all  powers,  duties, 
responsibilities,  and  personnel  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  Inspection  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Further, 
the  department  shall  assume  all  the  powers,  duties, 
responsibilities,  and  personnel  of  the  Building 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  with  respect  to 
residential  code  enforcement  The  Commissioner 
shall  report  back  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  his  appointment 
as  to  the  ordinances,  administrative  structures,  and 
financial  and  budgetary  considerations  necessary  to 
effect  this  centralization  of  code  enforcement 
responsibilities.  Said  report  shall  also  include  a 
program  for  the  annual  inspection  of  each  unit  of 
housing  in  the  city. 

Section  7.  Housing  Management  Licens- 
ing, (a).  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Management  Licensing  Code  to  be 
established  hereunder,  the  Commissioner  shall 
examine,  review,  and  determine  the  qualifications  of 
each  person,  firm,  of  entity  desirous  of  managing  ob 
operating  any  building  or  buildings  within  the  city 
which  contain  three  or  more  rental  units. 

Section  7(b)  (i).  The  procedures  for  examina- 
tion and  licensing  shall  be  established  by  the 
Commissioner  within  six  months  after  the  date  of  his 
appointment  and  shall  be  called  the  Housing 
Management  Licensing  Code.  The  said  code  shall  not 
go  into  effect  until  after  approval  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor. 


Section  7(b)  (ii).  The  Commissioner  shall, 
within  six  months  after  the  date  of  his  appointment, 
develop  a  model  lease  designed  to  provide  a  fair 
balance  between  the  needs  and  responsibilities  of 
both  landlord  and  tenant.  The  Commissioner  shall 
examine  the  use  of  said  lease  as  a  part  of  the  said 
code  and  as  a  further  condition  for  the  receipt  of  the 
housing  management  license. 

Section  7(c).  If  the  Commissioner  finds  that  any 
such  applicant  is  knowledgeable  of  his  responsi- 
bilities and  duties  as  a  manager  of  rental  housing  and 
is  of  good  moral  character,  he  shall,  upon  payment 
of  a  licensing  fee  to  be  established  by  the 
Commissioner,  issue  to  such  applicant  a  housing 
management  license.  Said  license  shall  be  valid  for 
one  year  from  the  date  of  issue,  unless  sooner 
revoked  or  suspended  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
Commissioner  shall  also  issue  renewal  licenses  upon 
payment  of  the  requisite  fee. 

Section  7(d).  The  license  or  certified  copy 
thereof  of  every  manager  of  rental  housing  units 
shall  be  prominently  displayed  in  a  public  area  of 
every  building  in  the  city  containing  three  or  more 
rental  housing  units  and  which  is  managed  or 
operated  by  such  licensed  housing  manager. 

Section  8.  No  building  containing  three  or  more 
rental  housing  units  shall  be  managed  or  operated  by 
any  person,  firm,  or  entity  not  licensed  by  the 
Commissioner  except  for  buildings  (a)  owned  and 
operated  by  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  the  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  City 
of  Boston;  (b)  fully  occupied  by  members  of  one 
family;  or  (c)  occupied  in  part  by  the  owner  as  his 
permanent  residence. 

Section  9.  Upon  written  complaint  of  any 
interested  party  that  any  licensed  housing  manager 
has  failed  and  neglected  properly  to  maintain  any 
building  under  his  control  or  management,  or  has 
failed  and  neglected  to  render  necessary  basic 
services  therin,  the  Commissioner  may  require  said 
licensed  housing  manager,  the  property  owner,  the 
complainant,  and  any  other  parties  who  have 
knowledge  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  to  appear  at  a 
hearing  before  the  Commissioner  or  his  repre- 
sentative. If,  after  hearing,  the  Commissioner  finds 
as  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  licensed  housing  manager 
has  exhibited  a  disregard  of  responsible  management 
practice  and/or  has  failed  and  neglected  to  render 
basic  necessary  services,  the  Commissioner  may 
suspend  or  revoke  the  license  of  such  licensed 
housing  manager  for  such  time  as  he  deems 
appropriate  under  the  circumstances,  but  not 
exceeding  six  months.  In  addition,  the  Com- 
missioner may  impose  a  fine  upon  said  licensed 
housing  manager  and  the  owner  not  exceeding  $50 
for  each  violation  per  day,  per  unit 

Section  10.  The  Commissioner  may  reconsider 
any  decision  made  by  him  and  may  reinstate  any 
license  which  has  been  suspended  and  reissue  any 
license  which  has  been  revoked. 

Section  1 1 :  Decisions  of  the  Commissioner  shall 
be  in  writing  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the 
reasons  therefor,  including  determination  of  each 
issue  of  fact  or  law  necessary  thereto,  and  shall  be 
sent  to  each  interested  party.  No  renewal  of  a  license 
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shall  be  refused,  and  no  license  shall  be  suspended  or 
revoked  except  after  a  hearing,  of  which  at  least  ten 
days'  written  notice,  including  a  statement  of  the 
grounds  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint  or  charges,  if 
any,  which  the  Commissioner  proposes  to  consider, 
shall  be  given  to  the  applicant  for  renewal  or  the 
licensee,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  appear 
personally  or  by  counsel  at  such  hearing  and  to 
cross-examine  witnesses  and  to  produce  evidence. 
The  Commissioner  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  all 
hearings. 

Section  12.  All  proceeds  and  revenues  obtained 
from  the  operation  of  the  Housing  Management 
Licensing  function  shall  be  applied  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Department  of  Tenant  Protection. 

Section  13.  Personnel  The  Mayor  shall  appoint 
assistant  commissioners,  hearing  officers,  and  such 
other  employees  as  are  necessary  in  carrying  out  the 
functions  of  the  Department  of  Tenant  Protection. 
The  precise  duties  of  any  such  personnel  shall  be 
established  by  the  Commissioner,  and  approved  by 
the  Mayor. 

Section  14.  Judicial  Review.  In  addition  to  the 
provisions  of  sections  1—1  Oof  said  chapter  842,  any 
party  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Commissioner 
with  respect  to  the  grant,  renewal,  suspension,  or 
revocation  of  a  housing  management  license,  to  the 
imposition  of  or  failure  to  impose  a  fine,  or  to  any 
other  provision  of  this  ordinance  may  appeal  to  the 
appropriate  district  court  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  15.  Repealer.  Chapter  11  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  Rent  Board, 
established  thereunder,  is  hereby  abolished. 

Section  16:  Severability.  If  any  section  of  this 
ordinance  or  the  applicaion  of  such  section  to  any 
person  or  curcumstance  shall  be  held  invalid,  the 
validity  of  the  remainder  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
applicability  of  such  section  to  other  persons  or 
circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby.

governments  to  end  imperialism  and  oppression  in 
Ireland.

REMOVAL  OF  ILLEGALLY  POSTED 
POLITICAL  SIGNS 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Sections  93,  93  A,  and  94  of  chapter  29 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  196 1  forbid  the  placing 
of  political  posters  and  signs  on  public  property,  and 
on  private  property  without  the  permission  of  the 
owne  ;and 

Whereas,  Many  political  posters  and  signs  have 
recently  been  erected  throughout  the  city  by 
candidates  for  municipal  office  in  violation  of  these 
ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  These  signs  add  to  the  blight,  litter,  and 
decay  that  these  same  candidates  publicly  deplore ; 
and 

Whereas,  All  candidates  have  been  made  aware  of 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinances;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Police  Department  to  prosecute  those  persons 
violating  the  above-cited  ordinances;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  direct  the 
Public  Works  Department  to"  remove  all  signs 
illegally  posted  on  public  property ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Edison  Company,  the 
New  England  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  and 
the  MBTA  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  requested  to 
remove  any  such  signs  posted  illegally  on  their 
property ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Election  Department  be,  and 
hereby  is,  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution 
to  all  candidates  for  municipal  office  in  the  City  of 
Boston.

COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  FI- 
NANCE TO  HOLD  HEARING  ON  PER- 
CENTAGE OF  OVERLAY 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  General  Laws  require  that  each 
municipality  provide  in  the  tax  rate  computation  a 
certain  sum  of  money  known  as  an  overlay, 
provision;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  set  aside 
between  5  and  6  percent  of  the  amount  to  be  raised 
by  taxation  to  meet  this  provision;  and 

Whereas,  The  Finance  Commission,  the  Munici- 
pal Research  Bureau,  and  this  Council  have  on  many 
occasions  noted  that  fiscal  prudence  requires  the 
setting  aside  of  the  maximum  overlay  ;and 

Whereas,  Last  year,  in  the  face  of  an  enormous 
deficit  in  the  overlay  account,  and  with  the  urging  of 
this  Council,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  did  set  aside  6 
percent  as  overlay ;  and 
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Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  was  praised  in  the 
public  press  for  this  act  of  fiscal  prudence;  and 

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  this  year 
elected  to  use  the  imprudent  low  5  percent  figure; 
and 

Whereas,  This  decision  will  almost  surely  increase 
the  1972  tax  rate  unnecessarily ; now  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations and  Finance  conduct  hearings  relative  to 
the  effect  of  this  action  on  the  city.

VETO  OF  APPROPRIATION  OF  $90,419 
TO  MODEL  CITY  AGENCY 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  20, 1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  September  8,  1971,  appropriating  $90,41 9 
from  available  funds  for  expenditure  by  the  Model 
City  Administrator  for  the  purposes  of  the  Model 
City  Agency,  but  further  providing  that  the  order  is 
to  be  inoperative  unless  within  fourteen  days  of  its 
passage  the  Mayor  employs  a  certified  public 
accountant  to  conduct  a  full  certified  audit  of  the 
operations  of  the  Model  Cities  Agency,  with 
payment  for  such  audit  to  be  made  out  of  Model 
Cities    funds. 

My  objections  thereto  are  as  follows.  Under  St 
1909,  c.  486,  s.3,  all  appropriations  must  originate 
with  the  Mayor,  with  only  a  power  of  reduction  or 
rejection  in  the  City  Council,  which,  by  St  1948, 
c.452,  s.  17G,  is  explicitly  forbidden  to  take  part 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
or  administrative  business  of  the  city.  TheModelCity 
Agency  is  a  municipal  agency.  See  Old.  1969,  c.16. 
The  executive  powers  of  the  city,  while  vested  in  the 
Mayor,  are  to  be  exercised  through  the  several 
officers  and  boards  of  the  city  in  their  respective 
departments,  under  his  general  supervision  and 
control  St.  1885,  c.266,  s.6.  While  it  may  be 
otherwise  with  the  City  Auditor,  the  Mayor  has  no 
power  to  employ  a  certified  public  accountant  to 
audit  the  Model  Cities  Agency.  See  Commercial 
Wharf  Corp.  v.  Boston,  208  Mass.  482,  488. 
Conceivably  paragraph  2  of  the  order  could  be 
treated  as  a  nullity.  Pisco  v.  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston,  331  Mass.  539,  541.  This  would  pose 
questions  of  severability  wholly  apart  from  the 
matter  of  due  respect  for  the  City  Council. 
Accordingly,  I  have  chosen  to  veto  the  order.

On  June  10,  1965,  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation  agreement  of  June 
10,  1965,  between  the  city  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect  to  the 
project  the  City  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary  project 
improvements  as  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
project 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issue  in  the  amount  of  $7,000,000  was 
approved  by  the  City  Council  on  August  11,  1965. 

As  execution  of  the  project  continues,  it  has 
become  evident  that  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$8,750,000  will  be  required  to  continue  the 
necessary  improvements  which  the  city  is  obligated 
to  provide  under  the  terms  of  the  cooperation 
agreement  in  the  Charlestown  Urban  Renewal  Area. 
This  increase  is  due  to  steadily  rising  construction 
costs,  as  well  as  unforeseeable  complications 
uncovered  in  renewing  centuries-old  utility  systems. 

The  anticipated  additional  costs  are  summarized 
as  follows; 

Remaining  funds  unencumbered  of  $7,000,000 
authorized,  $100,000;  funds  needed  to  complete 
project  improvements,  $8,750,000;additionalbond 
issue,  $8,650,000. 

The  Authority  recommends  that  the  city 
authorize  the  issuance  of  the  necessary  additional 
bonds  so  that  the  construction  of  the  following 
project  improvements  in  the  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Area  may  be  continued  without  serious  and 
expensive  interruptions. 

Major  items  that  are  scheduled  to  be  started  in 
1971  include(l)  the  reconstruction  of  four  streets,  a 


new  School  Street  and  the  widening  of  Austin 
Street  $5,500,000;  (2)  construction  of  site 
improvements  for  the  new  moderate-income 
housing  development  on  Main  Street  (Parcel 
R- 2-33  7  units  of  moderate-income  housing), 
$2,087,000;  (3)  Little  Mystic  Playground  facilities, 
$1,150,000;  total,  $8,737,000.

SAFE  STREETS ACT

On  October  2,  1970,  I  submitted  to  you  for 
adoption  an  order  accepting  an  allocation  of 
$1,233,540  under  the  federal  Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968  (P.L.  90-351). 
These  funds  were  awarded  the  City  of  Boston  out  of 
fiscal  1970  funds  by  the  federal  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  Administration  through  the  Governor's 
Commitee  on  Law  Enforcement  and  Administration 
of  Criminal  Justice  (the  Governor's  Public  Safety 
Committee). 
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The  City  of  Boston  has  now  been  proffered  a 
further  giant  of  $1,776,000  out  of  fiscal  1971  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  projects  supported 
in  1970.  These  projects,  and  the  funds  allocated  to 
them  by  the  Governor's  Public  Safety  Committee, 
are  as  follows: 

Boston  Police  Department  communications  and 
in  formation  system,  $590,000. 

Neighborhood  security  project,  to  encourage 
citizen  participation  in  crime  prevention  and  public 
safety  efforts,  $330,000, 

Comprehensive  treatment  and  rehabilitation 
program,  $200,000. 

Community-based  alchol  detoxification  project, 
$341,000. 

District  court  clinic  community  delinquency 
prevention  project,  to  expand  district  court  clinic 
facilities  and  to  coordinate  them  with  community 
agencies  and  other  resources,  $65,000. 

Violent  crime  treatment  projects,  $50,000; 

Expansion  of  residential  centers  for  youth, 
$50,000. 

To  develop  comprehensive  plans  and  co- 
ordinating functions  at  the  local  level,  $  150,000. 

The  estimated  budget  for  this  $1,776,000  grant 
is  as  follows: 

Personnel,  $440,000;  contractual  services  (in- 
cluding consultants),  $570,000;  office  and  ad- 
ministrative expense,  $190,000;  equipment, 
$400, 000;  other,  $176,000. 

Under  section  301(c)  of  the  1968  Act,  as 
amended  by  the  Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act  of 
1970  (P.L.  91-644),  the  city  is  required  to  provide  a 
minimum  of  25  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  program  or 
project  specified  in  the  grant  application.  The  staff 
of  the  Mayor's  Safe  Streets  Act  Advisory  Committee 
has  succeeded  in  securing  federal  and  state  approval 
of  the  various  sums  recently  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council  for  the  Boston  Police  Department  and 
other  city  or  county  criminal  justice  agencies  for  this 
purpose.  No  additional  city  funds  will  be  required  to 
match  or  support  any  of  this  federal  grant 

Not  only  because  of  the  urgent  problems 
confronting  Boston  as  we  attempt  to  control  our 
increasing  crime  rate,  but  also  because  of  the  need  to 
provide  an  uninterrupted  flow  of  federal  funds  into 
projects  already  supported  by  the  Safe  Streets  Act  in 
Boston,  I  recommend  prompt  adoption  of  the  order 
submitted  herewith.

I  was  unable  to  approve  because  of  drafting 
omissions  as  well  as  constitutional  difficulties  the 
order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July  19, 
proposing  a  charter  amendment  whereby,  under 
what  was  apparently  intended  as  one  of  two 
alternatives,  the  School  Committee  would  consist  of 
nine  members,  six  of  whom  would  be  elected  from 
districts  "substantially  equal  in  number  of  registered 
voters." 

In  Hadley  v.  Junior  College  District  of 
Metropolitan  Kansas  City,  397  U.S. 50,  56,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  only  last  year 
held  that  as  a  general  rule,  whenever  a  state  or  local 
government  decides  to  select  persons  by  popular 
election  to  perform  governmental  functions,  the 
"one  man,  one  vote"  principle  applies.  As 
understood  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts  in  Vigneault  v.  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth,  354  Mass.  362,  364,  that  principle 
means  that  apportionment  or;  the  basis  of  legal  votes 
is  unconstitutional.  It  must  be  on  the  basis  of 
population. 

If  the  issue  is  to  appear  in  this  year's  municipal 
ballot,  a  special  law  will  be  necessary.  Submitted  for 
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your  consideration  is  the  draft  of'an  order  approving 
a  petition  for  such  a  special  law.

highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the 
office  of  school  committeeman  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  for  said  office?

"and  not  more  than  five  candidates  for  the  office  of 
school  committeeman"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "not  more  than  three  candidates 
for  the  office  of  school  committeeman  at  large,  and 
not  more  than  one  candidate  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  for  a  district." 

Section  20.  Section  61  of  said  chapter  452,  as 
appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter  3  76,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  line  8  the  words  "ten 
persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  under  Plan  A  or 
D"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "the  six 
persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  under  Plan  A 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the 
office  of  school  committeeman  at  large  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office;  and 
the  two  persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  under 
Plan  A  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination 
for  the  office  of  school  committeeman  for  a  district 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  the 
office  of  school  committeeman  for  such  district;  and 
the  ten  persons  receiving  at  such  an  election  under 
Plan  D." 

Section  21.  Section  1  of  chapter  349  of  the  Acts 
of  1905,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  3  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence

ACCEPT  GRANT  OF  $361,662  UNDER 
SAFE STREETS  ACT

Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  to  you  by  separate  message  an 
order  accepting  a  grant  of  $1,776,000  in  fiscal  1971 
funds  under  the  federal  Omnibus  Crime  Control  and 
Safe  Streets  Act  of  1968  as  amended.  In  addition  to 
this  grant  the  City  of  Bsoton  has  also  been  notified 
of  eight  separate  competitive  fiscal  1971  grant 
awards  by  the  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 
Administration  through  the  Govenor's Public  Safety 


Committee.  The  total  amount  of  these  eight  grants  is 
$361,662.  A  brief  description  of  each  grant  follows: 

(1)  $113,183,  to  commence  and  operate  a 
methadone  program  for  heroin  addicts  in  Boston. 
The  estimated  budget  for  this  grant  is  as  follows: 
Personnel,  $96,000;  Office  and  Administrative 
Expense,  $12,173;Equipment,  $5,010. 

(2)  $80,170,  to  continue  assistant  district 
attorneys  as  prosecutors  in  the  Dorchester  District 
Court  The  estimated  budget  for  this  grant  is  as 
follows:  Personnel,  $70,170;  Contractual  Services, 
$5,000; Equipment,  $5,000. 

(3)  $50,000,  to  continue  the  operation  of  a 
residential  center  for  youth  by  DARE,  Inc.,  on  Blue 
Hill  Avenue  in  Dorchester.  The  estimated  budget  for 
this  grant  is  as  follows:  Personnel,  $37,000;  Office 
and  Administrative  Expense,  $6,500;  Contractual 
Services,  $2,500;Equipment,  $4,000. 

(4)  $3  2,500,  for  the  design  and  operation  by  the 
Youth  Activities  Commission  of  a  vocational 
education  and  recreational  program  for  youth.  The 
estimated  budget  for  this  grant  is  as  follows: 
Personnel,  $24,900;  Contractual  Services,  $1,600; 
Office  and  Administrative  Expense,  $6,000. 

(5)  $28,794,  to  develop  under  supervision  of  the 
Suffolk  County  District  Attorney  a  prosecutors 
manual  for  use  by  assistant  district  attorneys 
throughout  the  country.  The  estimated  budget  for 
this  grant  is  as  follows:  Personnel,  $23,504;  Office 
and  Administrative  Expense,  $4,940;  Equipment, 
$800. 

(6)  $24,820,  to  support  an  in-depth  examination 
and  analysis  of  reported  crime  figures  on  a 
neighborhood  basis.  The  estimated  budget  for  this 
grant  is  as  follows:  Personnel,  $16,500;Consultants, 
$3,000;  Office  and  Administrative  Expense,  $5,320. 

(7)  $21,250,  to  contract  with  the  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center  for  the  purpose  of 
identifying  and  assisting  troublesome  youth  within 
the  South  Boston  cachement  area  of  the  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center.  The  estimated  budget  for 
this  grant  is  as  follows:  Personnel,  $16,200; 
Consultants,  $4,200;  Office  and  Administrative 
Expense,  $850. 

(8)  $10,945,  to  design  and  implement  a  training 
course  in  electronic  surveillance  methods  under 
court  order  in  organized  crime  cases  for  law 
enforcement  personnel  in  the  office  of  the  Suffolk 
County  District  Attorney.  The  estimated  budget  for 
this  grant  is  as  follows:  Contractual  Services 
(including  consultants),  $5,000;  Equipment, 
$5,945. 

The  staff  of  the  Mayor's  Safe  Streets  Act 
Committee  has  secured  federal  and  state  approval  of 
existing  city  and  county  appropriations  for  the 
purpose  of  satisfying  the  local  share  requirements  of 
section  301(c)  of  the  1968  act,  as  amended  by  the 
Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act  of  1970  (P.L.  91-644). 
No  additional  city  funds  will  be  required  to  match  or 
support  any  of  these  federal  grants.

If  the  alternate  receivingthe 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  answer  to  the 
question  is  C,  sections  9-21,  inclusive,  of  this  act 
shall  take  effect  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1974;  provided,  however, 
that  the  preliminary  and  regular  municipal  elections 
in  said  city  in  the  year  1973,  shall  be  governed  by 
such  of  the  provisions  of  said  last  mentioned  sections 
as  relate  to  the  nomination  and  election  of  school 
committeemen. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  amendment  as  submitted  by  the  Committee 
was  adopted. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed.

Whereas,  The  South  Station  redevelopment  was 
approved  in  1968  as  the  developer  under  an 
agreement  between  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority, 
under  which  the  BRA  agreed  to  convey  the  South 
Station  to  the  MPA  and  in  return  the  Port  Authority 
agreed  to  construct  a  tranportation  center,  a 
500-room  hotel,  5,000-car  parking  garage,  and  a 
World  Trade  Mar ke  t  B  uilding ;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  agreed  that  the  MPA  would 
obtain  a  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as 
to  the  tax  status  of  the  bonds  issued  in  financing  the 
construction  of  this  center;  and 

Whereas,  The  Internal  Revenue  Service  ruled  that 
the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  could  issue  bonds 
on  the  bus  transportation  terminal  and  the  parking 
garage  which  would  be  tax  free,  though  on  the  hotel 
and  the  World  Trade  Market  Building  the  bonds 
would  be  taxable ;  and 

Whereas,  The  MPA  has  unofficially  abandoned 
the  South  Station  development  plan,  and  are  now  in 
the  process  of  a  separate  development  which 
includes  forty-five  acres  of  land  in  the  Fish  Pier  and 
Army  base  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  before  it 
the  Park  Plaza  plan,  which  will  eliminate  the  present 
bus  terminal  in  Park  Square,  causing  a  great 
inconvenience  to  the  commuters  who  use  the 
terminal  from  all  over  Massachusetts,  as  well  as 
creating  a  traffic  jam;  and 

Whereas,  TheCity  ofBostonispayingintereston 
urban  renewal  bonds  and  for  land  acquisition  and 
other  predevelopment  costs;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
the  BRA  to  proceed  immediately  to  select  another 
developer  who  is  ready,  willing,  and  able  to  develop 
the  transportation  center.

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  has 
unveiled  plans  for  a  gigantic  45-acre  real  estate 
development  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Fish  Pier  and 
Army  Base  area  with  the  intentions  of  putting  a 
hotel  complex  on  the  site  of  the  present  Fish  Pier; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
voted  at  its  last  meeting  to  conduct  a  survey 
concerning  the  feasibility  of  moving  the  fish  dealers 
and  their  operations  from  the  present  site  to 
Commonwealth  Pier  and  have  had  meetings  with  the 
fish  dealers  indicating  their  intentions  of  moving  the 
Fish  Pier;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  approximately  1,000  persons 
who  depend  on  their  employment  from  the 
operations  pf  the  Fish  Pier  and  many  other  service 
businesses  which  supply  materials  and  services  to  the 
approximately  thirty-five  fish  dealers  and 
twenty-five  fishing  boats  who  unload  their  catch  at 
the  Fish  Pier;  and 

Whereas,  The  fishing  industry  in  New  England, 
and  particularly  in  Boston,  has  been  on  the 
economic  decline  because  of  competition  from 
foreign  vessels  and  imported  fish;  and 

Whereas,  The  Fish  Pier  and  its  operations  is  very 
important  to  the  economy  of  Boston,  and  any 
contemplated  move  might  be  disastrous  to  many  of 
the  fish  dealers  who  are  operating  on  a  very  low  or 
marginal  profit  basis,  and  any  increased  costs  of 
moving  and  relocation  expense  might  force  many  of 
them  out  of  business;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  must  do  everything 
possible  to  prevent  any  further  decline  in  this 
industry  and  must  find  ways  and  means  to  help  the 
continued  operation;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Economic 
Development  Commission  conduct  an  independent 


survey  of  this  latest  attempt  by  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  to  move  the  fish  dealers  and  fishing 
boats  from  the  Fish  Pier;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Economic 
Development  Commission  contact  the  Massachu- 
setts Port  Authority  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they 
intend  to  move  the  fish  dealers  and  fishing  boats 
from  the  Fish  Pier.

exist  therein;  but  grants  by  the  Board  of  Education 
as  successor  to  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  for  the  construction  thereof  shall 
continue  to  be  on  the  basis  of  65  percent  of  the 
approved  cost  of  such  construction.

SUPPORT  RALLY  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
VOTER  REGISTRATION  COALITION 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  ratification  of  the  twenty-sixth 
Amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution  has 
extended  the  right  to  vote  to  675,000  Massachusetts 
residents  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  twenty, 
at  least  109,000  of  whom  reside  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Many  young  people  have  voiced  a  great 
despair  at  the  willingness  of  the  country  to  meet  the 
serious  problems  which  it  faces— poverty,  hunger, 
racism,  environmental  pollution,  discrimination 
against  women,  substandard  housing,  poor  quality 
education,  massive  and  rising  unemployment  —  and 
question  how  they  can  help  in  the  search  for 
solutions;  and 

Whereas,  Our  tragic  and  unnecessary  involve- 
ment in  Vietnam  has  seriously  dampened  our 
national  will  and  depleted  the  resources  needed  to 
deal  with  our  problems,  and  weighs  most  heavily 
upon  our  young  people  who  are  asked  to  die  in  a  war 
effort  they  neither  understand  nor  support;  and 

Whereas,  The  most  effective  way  to  change 
disliked  public  policies  or  officials  is  by  the  use  of 
the  power  of  the  vote;  and 

Whereas,  The  Attorney  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth has  ruled  that  all  persons  meeting  the 
requirements  of  six  months  residency  and  who 
express  the  present  intent  of  voting  here  rather  than 
anywhere  else  are  eligible  to  register;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Voter  Registration 
Coalition,  a  bipartisan  organization,  is  working 
diligently  to  encourage  young  people  to  work  for 
change  within  the  American  system  by  registering 
and  voting,  and  to  this  end  is  sponsoring  a 
"Registration  for  Peace  and  New  Priorties"  Rally  at 
Boston  City  Hall  Plaza  on  Friday,  October  8,  from 
noon  to  8  p.m. ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  con- 
sistently supported  the  efficacy  of  registration  and 
voting  as  the  best  means  to  influence  public  policy 
and  officeholders ;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  supports 
and  endorses  the  proposed  rally  and  encourages  all 
eligible  Boston  residents  to  attend  and  register;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
requested    to    extend    the    same    efforts    toward 


registration  of  other  Bostonians  as  is  rightfully  being 
extended  to  our  newest  voters,  specifically  by: 

1.  Making  registration  possible  in  such  public 
buildings  as  fire  and  police  stations  and  libraries  as 
well  as  little  City  Halls. 

2.  Deputizing  sufficient  registrars,  as  was  done 
last  year,  so  that  any  group  of  twenty  of  more 
residents  can  order  the  appearance  of  a  registrar  for 
the  purposes  of  registration. 

3.  Informing  all  residents  eliminated  from  the 
1971  Voting  List  of  their  ability  to  reregister  up  to 
and  including  election  day  at  a  place  to  be  designated 
in  each  ward  of  the  city.

HEARING  RE  AUTHORIZATION  OF  LOAN  OF 
$1,000,000  FOR  DEMOLITION  OF 
ABANDONED  BUILDINGS 

Coun.  ATKINS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
severe  problem  with  regard  to  the  abandonment  of 
residential  buildings ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  at  least  900  such  abandoned 
buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston,  not  including  those 
additional  abandoned  buildings  owned  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Com- 
monwealth; and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  not  undertaken  adequate 
steps  to  halt  abandonment  and  encourage  rehabilita- 
tion of  these  structures,  with  the  result  that  up  to 
700  of  these  buildings  have  so  deteriorated  that  they 
are  beyond  the  point  of  feasible  rehabilitation;  and 

Whereas,  Abandoned  buildings  present  an 
obvious  and  serious  fire  hazard,  as  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  in  1969  the  Fire  Department  reported  that 
18  percent  of  structural  fires  occurred  in  vacant 
buildings,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  $350,000,  and  in 
addition  such  buildings  present  the  threat  of  injury 
or  loss  of  life  to  Boston  fire  fighters,  with  over  300 
fire  fighters  per  year  injured  fighting  fires  in 
abandoned  buildings ;  amd 

Whereas,  Statistics  from  the  Boston  Police 
Department  substantiate  the  fact  that  abandoned 
buildings  serve  to  encourage  and  conceal  criminal 
activity  in  and  around  such  buildings,  and  require 
thousands  of  police-hours  yearly  to  investigate  and 
stop  illegal  acts ;  and 

Whereas,  Abandoned  buildings  are  one  of  the 
prime  causes  of  blight  and  deterioration  in  Boston's 
neighborhoods,  creating  a  health  and  safety  hazard, 
visual  blight,  loss  of  property  value,  and  difficulty  in 
obtaining  insurance  protection;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  collapse  of  the 
condominium  located  at  2000  Commonwealth 
Avenue  and  the  expenditure  by  the  Building 
Department  of  some  $200,000  thus  far  in 
connection  with  that  collapsed  building,  the 
Building    Department    has    exhausted    its    1971 
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appropriation  of  $750,000  for  demolition  activities; 
ana 

Whereas,  The  completion  of  the  demolition  of 
the  building  at  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  will 
cost  the  city  up  to  $1,000,000 ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Building  Department  has  already 
let  contracts  for  the  demolition  of  some  sixty 
buildings  which  have  been  declared  to  be  unsafe  and 
dangerous  and  has  begun  preparations  to  set  up  bids 
for  the  demolition  of  at  least  one  hundred  additional 
buildings,  and  has  received  complaints  on  hundreds 
of  additional  abandoned  buildings  which  may  also 
be  found  to  be  unsafe  and  dangerous,  but  has  no 
more  funds  for  the  demolition  of  any  of  these 
buildings;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  and  Collector- 
Treasurer  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  up  to 
$1,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  demolishing  such 
abandoned  buildings,  whether  publicly  or  privately 
owned,  as  are  found  to  be  either  structurally 
unsound  or  past  the  point  of  feasible  rehabilitation 
or  are  a  threat  to  the  safety,  health,  or  general 
welfare  of  surrounding  areas;  and  be  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
Executive  Committee  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
Monday,  October  18,  1971,  at  3  p.m.  to  consider 
this  matter,  to  which  hearing  will  be  invited  the 
Building  Commissioner,  the  BRA  Director,  the 
Housing  Inspection  Commissioner,  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner, the  Police  Commissioner,  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and  such 
members  of  the  public  as  may  wish  to  attend.

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
ELECTION  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Coun.  S ALTONSTALL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  a 
special  law  be  enacted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  printed  on  the  official 
ballot  to  be  used  at  the  biennial  municipal  election  in 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  current  year  the  following 
questions: 

Shall  the  election  of  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  commencing  with  the  municipal 
year  1974,  be  of  six  school  committeemen  by 
districts  and  three  school  committeemen  at  large 
(each,  whether  elected  by  a  district  or  at  large,  to 
hold  office  for  the  two  municipal  years  following  the 
municipal  year  in  which  he  is  elected),  with  each 
voter  entitled  to  vote,  both  at  the  preliminary 
election  and  at  the  regular  election,  for  not  more 
than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  at  large  and  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  the  office  of  district  school 
committeeman  and  with  the  six  persons  receiving  at 


the  preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  for  the  office  of  school  committee- 
man atlarge  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said 
office  and  with  the  two  persons  receiving  at  the 
preliminary  election  the  highest  number  of  votes  in 
each  district  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  district 
school  committeeman  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  for  said  office  in  such  district? 
Yes    D      No    D 

If  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  this  question  vote 
yes,  this  act  shall  take  effect  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1974; 
provided,  however,  that  the  preliminary  and  regular 
municipal  elections  in  said  city  in  the  year  1973  shall 
be  governed  by  such  of  the  provisions  of  said 
last-mentioned  sections  as  relate  to  the  nomination 
and  election  of  school  committeemen. 

Section  2.  Section  18  of  chapter  45  2  of  the  Acts 
of  1948,  as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of 
the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  lines  3  and  4  the  words  "five  school 
committeemen,  each"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "three  school  committeemen,  and  from 
each  of  the  six  districts  hereinafter  provided  for  one 
school  committeeman,  each,  whether  elected  at 
large  or  by  a  district" 

Section  3.  Said  section  18,  as  so  appearing,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the 
following  sentence:  "Between  January  1  and  April  30 
in  the  year  1973  and  between  said  dates  in  every 
tenth  year  thereafter,  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be 
divided  by  ordinance  into  six  districts  of  contiguous 
territory,  which  shall  severally  be  numbered  and  so 
formed  that  no  precinct  shall  be  divided  and  that 
each  district  will  represent,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an 
equal  number  of  inhabitants,  according  to  the  last 
preceding  census  under  Article  XCII  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section  4.  The  first  paragraph  of  the  form  of 
statement  of  candidacy  set  forth  in  section  55  of  said 
chapter  452,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter 
376,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"School  Committeeman"  in  fine  6  the  words:  "at 
large  or  school  committeeman  for  district  (here 
insert  district  number  in  numerals). 

Section  5.  The  first  paragraph  ofsection55Aof 
said  chapter  452,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  said 
chapter  376,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
lines  1 9  and  20  the  words  ",  by  the  words  'at  large'  or 
'for  Ward  (here  insert  ward  number  in  numerals, 
which  shall  be  counted  as  one  word)' "  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "or  school  committee- 
man, by  the  words  'at  large'  or  'for  Ward  (here  insert 
ward  number  in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as 
one  word)'  "  or  'for  District  (here  insert  district 
number  in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as  one 
word).' " 

Section  6.  The  first  paragraph  of  the  form  of 
nomination  petition  set  forth  in  section  55A  of  said 
chapter  452,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter 
376,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"school  committeeman"  in  line  5  the  words  "at  large 
or  school  committeeman  for  District  (here  insert 
district  number  in  numerals)." 
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Section  8.  The  second  paragraph  of  said  form  of 
nomination  petition  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  line  6  the  words  "here  insert:-  more  than  four 
other  nomination  petitions  for  said  office"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  "at  large,  here 
insert:-  more  than  two  other  nomination  petitions 
for  said  office;  and  if  the  petition  relates  to  the  office 
of  school  committeeman  for  a  district,  here  insert:— 
any  other  nomination  petition  for  said  office." 

Section  9.  The  fourth  paragraph  of  section  55A 
of  said  chapter  452,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  said 
chapter  376,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  1 1  the  words  "under  Plan  A  or  D"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "at  large  under  Plan  A  or 
school  committeeman  under  Plan  D;and  not  more 
than  fifty  such  sheets  shall  be  issued  to  any 
candidate  for  nomination  to  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  for  a  district  under  Plan  A."

office  of  school  committeeman  for  a  district,  only 
on  the  nomination  petition  sheet" 

Section  12.  Section  57C  of  said  chapter  452,  as 
appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter  3  76,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  lines  22,  23,  and  24  the 
words  "and  if  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of  not 
more  than  ten  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  under  Plan  A  or  D"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "if  there  are  so  posted  the 
names  of  not  more  than  six  candidates  for  the  office 
of  school  committeeman  at  large  under  Plan  A,  the 
candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office,  and 
the  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose  of 
nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed 
with ;  if  there  are  so  posted  the  names  of  not  more

Section  15.  Section  1  of  chapter  349  of  the  Acts 
of  1905,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  3  of 
chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sentence: 
"The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall 
hereafter  consist  of  nine  members,  three  elected  at 
large  and  six  by  districts,  as  provided  in  sections  18 
and  53—65,  inclusive,  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of 
1948,  as  from  time  to  time  in  force. 

Section.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  adopted  at  a  meeting  July  19,  1971 
concerning  fire  apparatus  in  the  East  Boston 
District,  I  have  conferred  with  Chief  of  Department 
Paul  on  this  matter  and  he  assures  me  that  there  is  no 
section  of  this  city  in  which  the  fire  protection  is 
inadequate. 

This  department  is  presently  in  the  process  of 
reassigning  apparatus  to  upgrade  protection  city- 
wide.  Newer  apparatus  is  being  assigned  and 
reassigned  on  the  basis  of  fire  frequency  in  a  given 
area.  If  you  will  check  out  the  apparatus  in  East 
Boston,  you  will  find  that  three  of  the  five  pumpers 
and  one  of  the  two  ladder  trucks  assigned  in  this 
section  of  the  city  have  been  updated  with  newer 
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equipment  within  the  past  year.  As  new  apparatus  is 
delivered  there  will  be  further  upgrading.  I  must  in 
good  conscience  reassign  this  apparatus  on  the  basis 
of  needs  as  indicated  by  fire  frequency. 

The  pumper  located  at  Engine  56  in  Orient 
Heights  is  presently  out  of  service  for  repairs.  I 
anticipate  that  it  will  be  returned  shortly  and  give 
more  than  adequate  service  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time  to  come. 

As  part  of  our  program  for  reassigning  of 
apparatus,  Ladder  2  on  Paris  Street  will  be  replaced 
by  a  newer,  more  modem  ladder  truck  by  the  time 
you  receive  this  letter. 

I  hope  that  this  will  be  satisfactory  to  the 
residents  of  East  Boston.

The  following  material  is  submitted  in  response 
to  the  City  Council  order  of  September  20,  1971, 
requesting  information  pertaining  to  the  Govern- 
ment Center  Urban  Renewal  Project: 

1.  The  Government  Center  application  for  early 
land  acquisition  was  approved  by  the  City  Council 
on  June  5,  1961.  Final  approval  of  the  project  was 
given  by  the  City  Council  on  May  25, 1964. 

2.  The  Government  Center  Project  contains  60.5 
acres  of  land. 

3.  The  total  assessed  valuation  of  all  of  the  real 
estate  standing  within  the  Government  Center 
Project  Area  in  1961,  the  year  of  taking,  was 
$19,820,000. 

4.  Using  the  1970  tax  rate  of  $156.80  and  the 
1961  assessed  valuation  of  $19,820,000,  the  city 
would  have  received  $3,108,000  in  taxes  for  the 
1970  tax  year.  Note  should  be  made  that  assessed 
values  were  declining  prior  to  urban  renewal  and 
probably  would  continue  to  do  so  without  urban 
renewal.  If  this  trend  had  continued  the  assessed 


valuation  in  1970  would  have  been  approximately 
$16,575,000,  resultingin  a  tax  of  $2,599,000. 

5.  The  gross  amount  of  real  estate  taxes  and 
payment  in  lieu  of  taxes  received  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  1970  tax  year  was  $3,059,000. 

6.  Status  of  parcels  that  remain  to  be  developed 
in  the  Government  Center  Project: 

a.  Parcel  IB.  Size:  9,900  square  feet. 
Redeveloper:  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 
parcel  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  HEW  tower.  Timing:  Awaiting  alloca- 
tion of  State  funds  for  the  construction  of  the 
HEW  building. 

b.  Parcel  2A.  Size:  14,300  square  feet 
Redeveloper:  Archdiocese  of  Boston;  to  con- 
struct a  small  chapel  or  landscape  as  park  area. 
Timing:  Conveyance  to  take  place  within  a  few 
months. 

c.  Parcel  2H.  Size:  14,900  square  feet 
Redeveloper:  Hawkins  Street  Associates  Realty 
Trust;  preliminary  plans  for  a  six-story  office 
building  have  been  approved.  Timing:  The  parcel 
will  be  conveyed  within  a  few  weeks,  and  a 
construction  start  is  expected  within  a  few 
months.

Redeveloper:  Parcel  7  Corporation.  Timing:

Size:  17,400  square  feet 
Redeveloper:  60  State  Street  Trust;  preliminary 
plans  approved  for  forty-four-story  office 
building.

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ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  FOR  A  LIMITED 
TIME  A  MODEL  CITY  AGENCY  AND 
MODEL  NEIGHBORHOOD  BOARD  AND 
DEFINING  THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES 

Couns.  PIEMONTE  and  IANNELLA  offered  the 
following: 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  for  a  Limited  Time  a 
Model  City  Agency  and  a  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  and  Defining  Their  Powers  and 
Duties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  until  July  1, 
1974,  an  agency  known  as  the  Model  City  Agency, 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known 
as  the  Model  City  Administrator,  appointed  by  the 
mayor  as  hereinafter  provided  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected  and  thereafter  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified.  The  model  city  administra- 
tor shah  receive  such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  fixed  by  the  mayor.  The  model  city 
administrator  shall  have  full  power  and 
responsibility  to  administer  and  carry  out  in  this  city 
the  comprehensive  city  demonstration  program 
under  the  federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966  as 
heretofore  or  hereafter  supplemented  or  amended. 
The  mayor  may  also  appoint  for  a  like  term  a 
deputy  model  city  administrator,  who  shall,  if  the 
model  city  administrator  is  temporarily  unable  to 
perform  his  duties  by  reason  of  absence,  illness,  or 
other  cause,  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  such  administrator  until  such  disability  ceases. 
The  deputy  model  city  administrator  shall  receive 
such  annual  salary  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed 
by  the  mayor,  and  shall  perform  such  otherduties  as 
the  model  city  administrator  shall  from  time  to  time 
assign. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  until  said  July  1, 
1974,  a  board,  known  as  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board,  which  shall  be  the  official  community 
representative  of  the  model  neighborhood.  It  shall 
consist  of  eighteen  residents  of  the  model 
neighborhood  area  elected  as  follows:  in  the  case  of 
three  members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  4,  5,  6, 
and  7  in  Ward  1 1  ;in  the  case  of  three  other  members, 
by  the  residents  of  precincts  5, 6,  7,  8,  and  9  in  Ward 
9  and  precincts  1  and  2  in  Ward  1 1 ;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  3, 

4,  5,  and  7  in  Ward  8  and  precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in 
Ward  1 2;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  by  the 
residents  of  precincts  6,  8,  .and  9  in  Ward  8  and 
precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in  Ward  1 3 ;  in  the  case  of  three 
other  members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  6  in 
Ward  12,  precinct  3  in  Ward  13,  and  precincts  1,  2, 
and  3  in  Ward  14;  and  in  the  case  of  the  three 
remaining  members,  by  the  residents  of  precincts  4, 

5,  6,7,  8,  and  9  in  Ward  14;  provided,  however,  that 
the  initial  members  of  said  board  shall  be  the  persons 
elected  at  the  election  held  under  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  city  council  on  April  26,  1967,  and 
approved  by  the  mayor  on  April  27, 1967,  who  shall 


hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1970.  On 
the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  1970,  an  election  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  board  of  election  commissioners 
at  which  residents  of  said  precincts  as  determined  by 
the  then  latest  listing  of  the  listing  board  shall  elect 
persons  to  serve  as  members  of  the  model 
neighborhood  board  from  the  first  Monday  in  May, 
1970,  until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1972.  On  the 
firstTuesday  in  June,  1972,  another  election  shall  be 
so  conducted  at  which  residents  of  said  precincts  as 
determined  by  the  then  latest  listing  of  the  listing 
board  shall  elect  persons  to  serve  as  members  of  the 
model  neighborhood  board  from  the  first  Monday  in 
July,  1972,  until  July  first,  1974.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  member  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  by  the  resident  of  the  precincts  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs  who  receives  the  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  remaining  members  of  said  board.  Any  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  within  sixty  days  after  its 
effective  date.  The  members  of  the  model 
neighborhood  board  shah  be  reimbursed  from  Model 
City  Program  Funds  for  loss  of  compensation  and 
expenses  necessarily  incident  to  the  performance  of 
their  duties.  The  members  of  said  board  are  hereby 
classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  26  8A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Before  appointing  a  model  city  administrator, 
the  mayor  shall  submit  the  name  of  his  proposed 
appointee  to  the  model  neighborhood  board.  Said 
board  may  within  ten  days  after  the  submission  of 
such  name  make  such  recommendation  with  respect 
to  such  appointment  as  said  board  may  see  fit;  and 
the  mayor  shall  consider  such  recommendation 
before  making  such  appointment 

The  model  neighborhood  board  may  at  any  time 
initiate  a  review  of  the  administrator's  performance. 
Whenever,  after  such  a  review,  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  board  recommend  the  removal  of 
the  administrator  in  writing,  specifying  the  grounds 
and  the  supporting  evidence,  the  mayor  shall  accept 
or  reject  such  recommendation  after  providing  the 
board  and  the  administrator  notice  and  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  If  the  mayor  rejects  such 
recommendation,  he  shall  state  his  reasons  publicly 
and  in  writing. 

The  model  neighborhood  board  shall  review  all 
plans,  programs,  proposals,  and  contracts  which  are 
part  of,  or  being  considered  for  incorporation  in,  the 
comprehensive  program  being  administered  by  the 
model  city  administrator,  and  shall  approve  or 
disapprove  them  or  approve  them  in  part,  and  shall 
also  keep  all  activities  of  said  comprehensive 
program  under  continuous  review.  Said  board  may 
make  recommendations  to  the  administrator  with 
regard  to  plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  and 
contracts;  and,  after  considering  the  administrator's 
own  recommendations  and  the  views  of  the 
community  said  board  may  make  confirmed 
recommendations.  Whenever  a  majority  of  said 
board  makes  any  such  confirmed  recommendations 
with  regard  to  plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals, 
and  contracts,  the  administrator  shall  follow  such 
recommendations  or  he  shall  submit  the  issue  to 
binding  arbitration  before  three  arbitrators,  one  to 
be  chosen  by  the  board,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the 
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administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen  by  agreement 
between  the  board  and  the  administrator. 

The  model  neighborhood  board  shall,  in 
addition,  maintain  continuous  contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood,  and  compile 
and  report  their  ideas,  suggestions,  criticisms,  and 
complaints  respecting  the  comprehensive  program 
aforesaid.

It  is  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  to  protect  the 
public  safety  by  assuring  adequate  illumination  of  all 
doorways,  alleys,  passageways,  and  entrances  to  and 
from  said  buildings  used  by  the  occupants  thereof  as 
a  means  of  access  and  egress.  In  adopting  rules  and 
standards  the  Building  Commissioner  may  consider 
existing  public  Lighting  and  shall  endeavor  to  protect 
abutting  buildings  from  undesirable  glare. 
Section  2, 

Every  owner  of  a  building  containing  four  or 
more  dwelling  units,  including  but  not  limited  to 
apartment  buildings,  apartment-hotels,  boarding 
and  lodging  houses,  fraternities,  sororities,  and 
dormitories,  shall  provide  adequate  illumination 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  of  all  doorways  and 
entrance  areas,  on  the  front,  rear,  or  sides  of  such 
building  at  or  with  principal  access  from  grade,  in 
accordance  with  reasonable  rules  and  standards  to  be

Clerks  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court." 

My  objections  thereto  are:  Section  1  of  chapter 
884  would  increase  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  (both  civil 
and  criminal)  and  of  the  Boston  Juvenile  Court  from 
$18,480  to  $20,000.  For  current  salaries,  see  St, 
1969,  c.  854,  s.  1,  and  St.  197 1,  c.  142,  s.  1.  Section  2 
of  chapter  884  would  continue  the  ratios  now 
provided  by  St.  1971,  c.  142,  s.  1.  but  of  course,  by 
virtue  of  section  1,  would  increase  the  salaries  of  the 
first  clerk  and  all  other  assistant  clerks  of  the  Boston 
Juvenile  Court.  St.  1970,  c.  245,  s.  3,  would  have  like 
effect  with  respect  to  the  salaries  of  the  first  clerk 
and  other  assistant  clerks  of  the  Municipal  Court  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

In  short,  chapter  884  wouldincrease  the  annual 
cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  the  salaries  of  the  clerks 
and  assistant  clerks  involved  by  $35,910.  The 
appropriation  accounts  involved,  it  appears,  will 
without  these  increases  show  deficits  by  the  end  of 
this  year;  so  that  funds  are  not  available  to  pay  such 
increases  even  if  Phase  2  of  the  federal  wage  and 
price  control  permits  it  Moreover,  the  city 
administration  has  granted  no  new  salary  increases 
during  1971.  In  fact,  municipal  department  heads, 
most  of  whom  have  not  had  a  salary  increase  in 
almost  four  years,  have  taken  a  voluntary  one 
percent  reduction  in  salary  this  year.  In  view  of  the 
foregoing,  I  do  not  feel  it  prudent  at  this  particular 
time  to  approve  the  acceptance  of  chapter  884.

I 
shall  send  it  to  you  in  its  present  fashion  and.  in 
the  interim,  I  shall  divide  it  into  twenty-two 
parts,  showing  the  vacant  buildings  in  each  wara 
for  your  ready  reference. 

3.  What  plans  the  administration  has  for  the 
demolition  of  these  buildings  and  the  time 
schedule. 

Each  vacant  building  will  be  reexamined  by 
the  Building  Inspector  for  each  ward  so  that  we 
can  determine  if  the  vacant  building  is  unsafe  and 
dangerous.  We  are  quick  to  realize  that  in  many 


sections  of  the  city  vacancy  is  the  first  step  which 
leads  to  the  deterioration  and  ultimate  rapid 
decay  of  buildings  which  make  them  unsafe  and 
dangerous.  I  his  entire  program  should  be 
completed  on  or  about  December  15,  1971. 

This  administration  is  dedicated  to  the 
restoration  and  preservation  of  this  city  and 
looks  upon  demolition  as  a  last-resort  measure.  It 
is  our  intention  to  exhaust  every  means  to  attract 
financingby  private,  state,  federal  and,  if  needed, 
municipal  funds  to  see  that  many  of  the  vacant 
structures  in  this  citj  can  be  restored  to  allow 
immediate  occupancy  by  people  from  the 
affected  community. 
4.  What  more  the  City  Council  can  do  to  help  in  a 
"crash"  program  for  the  demolition  of 
abandoned  buildings  now  standing  in  Boston. 

The  efforts  that  the  City  Council  has  made  in 
the  past  have  been  overwhelmingly  helpful  in 
dealing  with  this  program.  A  more  meaningful 
reply  can  be  made  toward  the  middle  or  end  of 
December,  1971,  at  which  time  this  administra- 
tion should  be  able  to  give  you  a  proposal  for 
both  restoration  of  salvageable  buildings  and  the 
demolition  of  those  whose  state  of  deterioration 
warrants  demolition.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  BOSTON  FINANCE 
COMMISSION  RE  ABANDONED  BUILDINGS

Subject:     Suggestions     for    a    Rehabilitation 
Program  for  Abandoned  Buildings. 
Dear  Council  President : 

I  am  forwarding  in  outline  form  a  program  for 
the  rehabilitation  of  abandoned  buildings  which  I 
have  drafted  under  severe  time  pressures,  but  which 
suggests  an  approach  to  the  reclamation  of 
abandoned  buildings  through  a  city-sponsored 
rehabilitation  program.  This  is  really  a  follow-up  to 
the  Special  Report  on  Abandoned  Buildings  released 
by  the  Finance  Commission  a  year  ago.  One  of  the 
assumptions  we  make  is  that  a  substantial  number  of 
abandoned  buildings  in  the  city  can  be  rehabilitated 
for  sound  low-cost  housing  and  that  wherever 
possible  such  rehabilitation  should  be  promoted 
within  the  city.  Groups  such  as  Low  Cost  Housing, 
Inc.,  have  had  success  in  this  type  of  work,  and  I 
strongly  suggest  that  the  Council  take  the 
opportunity  to  visit  some  of  the  properties  which 
have  been  reclaimed  in  the  last  few  years  by  groups 
such  as  the  ones  to  which  I  have  referred.  I  would  be 
delighted  to  arrange  a  tour  for  anyone  on  the 
Council  interested. 

Wholesale  demolition  of  these  buildings,  I 
submit,  is  a  shortsighted  approach.  To  be  sure,  some 
of  the  abandoned  buildings  should  be  removed  on 
the  grounds  of  public  safety.  But,  as  the  Building 
Commissioner  has  testified,  many  of  these  buildings 
can   be    rehabilitated,    and    a   more    constructive 


approach  would  be  to  secure  those  properties  which 
are  essentially  sound  and  make  every  effort  to  get 
them  in  the  housing  stream. 

The  city  should  be  prepared  to  make  these 
buildings  available  at  a  token  cost  to  rehabilitation 
groups  willing  to  commit  their  energies  to  such  a 
rehabilitation  effort 

I  would  be  happy  to  appear  before  theCouncil  to 
discuss  these  ideas  at  greater  length.  I  believe  that 
Commissioner  Thuma  and  representatives  of  the 
OPS,  Real  Property  Board,  and  BRA  should  have-a 
chance  to  contribute  their  ideas  as  welL  Knowing  the 
interest  of  the  Council  in  this  critical  field  of 
housing,  I  hope  that  it  might  be  possible  to  test  this 
concept  —  atleast  on  a  demonstration  basis  -  before 
these  buildings  are  lost  for  good.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under 
clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  section  3S 
of  chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws  be  amended  by 
adding  the  following  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof: 
"In  Boston  the  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  or  such  other  official  as  may  be 
designated  by  ordinance  shall  have  the  duty  to 
initiate  proceedings  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  upon  the  petition  of 
said  official  or  of  any  other  interested  party,  to 
enforce  such  provisions.  If  the  owner  of  such  a 
dwelling  in  Boston  does  not  reside,  or  have  a  regular 
place  of  business,  in  Boston  or  an  adjoining 
municipality,  he  shall  designate  as  manager  or  agent 
for  such  dwelling  a  person  residing,  or  having  a 
regular  place  of  business  in  Boston.  The  name, 
address,  and  telephone  number  of  such  manager  or 
agent  shall  be  listed  on  said  notice,  and  process 


served  on  such  manager  or  agent  at  any  address  so 
listed  shall  be  as  effective  as  personal  service  upon 
the  owner  in  any  proceeding  involving  such  dwelling 
or  any  part  thereof.  "

JAMES  V.  CROWLEY 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  offered  the  following: 

The  religious  eulogies  have  been  honestly 
expressed  and  the  posthumous  descriptions  of  the 
late  retired  Boston  Police  Captain  James  V.  Crowley 
as  "an  exemplary  Christian  gentleman  and  a 
dedicated  citizen"  or  "one  who  had  a  great  influence 
on  everyone  he  met"  are  most  deserving. 

The  Boston  City  Council  by  resolution 
recognizes,  too,  Jim  Crowley's  contribution  to 
respect  for  the  dedicated  members  of  Boston's  law 
enforcement  structure,  He  was  in  every  essence  a 
"policeman's  policeman."  He  was  an  incorruptible, 
honest  protector  of  the  public  domain.  He  was 
respected  because  he  was  respectful. 

He  saw  his  task  to  prevent  crime  and  disorder  as 
an  alternative  to  repression  by  any  law  enforcement 
agency.  He  had  a  hatred  for  tyrannical  police 
methods  on  any  level.  He  recognized  the  authority 
and  power  to  fulfill  the  function  of  a  police 
department,  but  had  equal  recognition  of  the 
importance  of  goals  and  actions  to  gain  and  maintain 
public  support  and  cooperation.  He  sought  public 
favor  not  by  pandering  to  public  opinion,  but  by 
demonstrating  absolute  impartial  service  to  law 
enforcement  in  complete  independence  of  politics 
and  without  regard  to  the  justice  or  injustice  of  the 
substance  of  individual  law;  but  by  ready  offering  of 
individual  service  and  friendship  to  all  members  of 
the  public  without  regard  to  their  wealth,  social 
standing,  race,  creed,  or  color;  by  ready  exercise  of 


courtesy  and  friendly  good  humor;  and  by  ready 
offering  of  individual  sacrifice. 

He  fully  and  readily  recognized  the  test  of  law 
enforcement  integrity  is  the  presence  of  personal 
moral  responsibility  and  by  virtuous  behavior 
exemplified  the  true  tradition  of  achieving  a  law 
enforcement  objective. 

Above  all  else  he  recognized  and  practiced  the 
historic  tradition  that  law  enforcement  is  the  public 
and  that  the  public  is  law  enforcement 

By  his  capacity,  character,  and  dedication  he 
established  a  standard  that  is  an  inspiration  to  all 
future  law  enforcement  men  and  women  who  aspire 
tolaw  enforcement  careers. 

Jim  Crowley's  code  -  "Do  good;  speak  truth; 
right  wrong"  -  was  alivingexample  of  the  dedicated 
public  protector  whom  the  Boston  City  Council 
recognizes  and  in  meeting  assembled  expresses  its 
sentiments  and  sympathy  to  his  family.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  communication  I 
have  received  from  tire  Commissioner  of  the 
Building  Department,  requesting  an  appropriation  in 
the  amount  of  $250,000  for  demolition  of  buildings. 

As  the  Commissioner  states,  a  substantial  portion 
of  his  original  buildings  demolition  fund  had  to  be 
diverted  to  assuring  the  safety  of  the  collapsed 
building  at  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue,  leaving  his 
department  with  insufficient  funds  for  demolition 
to  carry  them   through   the  end  of  the  year. 
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However,  there  are  insufficienl  funds  available  at 
the  present  time  to  support  an  appropriation  of 
$250,000  to  this  department.  The  Budget  Division 
has  determined  that  a  contractual  services  appro- 
priation of  $105,500  will  be  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  department's  outstanding  obligations  for 
demolition  work. 

Consequently,  I  am  recommending  that  your 
Honorable  "Body  approve  the  accompanying  order 
for  an  appropriation  to  the  Building  Department  in 
the  amount  of  $105,500.

A  major  fire  in  the  Quincy  Market  caused 
destruction  of  50  percent  of  the  entire  second  floor, 
entailing  all  electric  systems,  both  A.C.  and  D.C, 
most  of  the  roof,  all  glazing  and  plumbing. 

As  an  absolute  minimum  under  emergency 
conditions  the  cost  of  rehabilitating  to  necessary 
minimum  occupancy  standards  for  safety,  it  will 
cost  approximately  $60,000.

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  following 
sums  be  appropriated  in  order  to  pay  salaries  of 
permanent  employees,  and  also  to  pay  for 
contractual  services,  supplies,  materials,  and 
equipment  necessary  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
operation  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year  1971  as  shown  below. 

10,  Permanent  Employees,  $483,000.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  insufficient  money  in  Item  10 
to  pay  for  the  services  of  employees  through 
December  of  this  year  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that 
forty-five  new  fire  fighters  were  appointed  to  the 
department  on  July  7,  197 1,  ten  new  fire  lieutenants 
were  added  to  the  roster  on  September  1,  1971,  and 
four  new  district  fire  chiefs  were  appointed  on  July 
28,  1971,  These  additions  to  the  fire-fighting  force 
were  necessary  because  of  the  fact  that  the  work 
hours  were  reduced  from  forty-six  to  forty-two  on 
June  29,  1971  in  accordance  with  a  labor  agreement 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Local  718  of  the 
International  Association  of  Fire  Fighters. 

26,  Repairs  and  Maintenance  of  Buildings  and 
Structures,  $25,000.  At  the  present  time  the  money 
allowed  in  this  item  for  1 97 1  has  been  exhausted  and 
there  are  outstanding  bills  in  the  sum  of  $7,900 
chargeable  to  this  item  for  painting,  carpentry,  and 
roofing  work  performed  on  fire  stations.  Additional 
service  orders  amounting  to  approximately  $3,000 
have  been  issued  for  various  types  of  repair  work  on 
department  buildings.  It  is  estimated  that  another 
$14,100  will  be  required  to  take  care  of  emergency 
repairs  on  roofs,  overhead  doors,  and  interiors  of 
forty-five  Fire  Department  buildings. 

49,  Other  Current  Charges  and  Obligations, 
$40,510.  The  sum  of  $111,368  was  allowed  in  this 
item  for  the  year  1971.  Of  this  amount  $92,500  was 
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assigned  to  indemnify  lire  fighters  for  hospital, 
medieal,  Surgical,  nursing,  pharmaceutical,  pros- 
thetic, and  related  expenses  incurred  by  them  as  the 
result  of  injury  sustained  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  Through  September  $115,000  has  been 
expended  for  this  purpose,  including  $11,188.44  as 
required  by  chapter  423  of  the  Acts  of  1963  and 
chapter  354  of  the  Acts  of  1969  for  the  care  of  a 
retired  fire  lieutenant  who  was  totally  disabled  in 
1946. 

In  accordance  with  section  100G  of  chapter  41 
of  the  General  Laws,  which  has  been  accepted  by  the 
city,  there  will  also  be  chargeable  to  this  item  funeral 
expenses  not  exceeding  $2,000  in  the  case  of  a  fire 
fighter  killed  on  duty  or  who  dies  as  the  result  of 
injuries  sustained  in  the  performance  of  his  duty. 
This  act  applies  to  deaths  on  or  before  January  1, 
1970,  and  since  that  time  five  members  have 
succumbed  in  line  of  duty. 

Also  chargeable  to  this  item  for  the  year  197 1  are 
the  rental  of  two  high-pressure  stations,  key 
punches,  and  other  statistical  machines,  member- 
ships in  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  of 
all  chief  officers  and  fire  companies,  amounting  to 
$11,878.00. 

59,  Miscellaneous  Equipment,  $32,000.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  in  a  position  to  purchase  a  Squrt 
truck  manufactured  by  the  Seagrave  Company.  This 
truck  was  on  display  throughout  the  New  England 
area  and  received  approval  from  all  fire  departments 
which  witnessed  it  in  operation.  The  Boston  Fire 
Department  purchased  a  similar  unit  last  year,  which 
has  proven  itself  many  times  over  in  high-volume 
fires  in  buildings. 

Our  investigation  has  shown  that  the  price  of  the 
truck  alone  is  approximately  $25,000  and  the  cost 
of  Squrt  equipment  installed  on  such  a  truck  would 
be  an  additional  $18,000  to  $20,000. 

This  special  unit  will  replace  a  23-year-old  hose 
wagon  and  a  40-year-old  water  tower.  The  truck  if 
sold  to  this  department  would  carry  a  full  warranty.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  October  29,  1971,  appropriating  $90,419 
from  available  funds  for  expenditure  by  the  Model 
City  Administrator  for  the  purposes  of  the  Model 
City  Agency,  but  further  providing  that  the  order  is 
not  to  become  operative  until  after  receipt  by  the 
City  Clerk  of  a  communication  from  the  Mayor 
directing  the  City  Auditor  to  conduct  an  audit  of  all 
budgets  of  the  Model  City  Agency  within  ninety 
days  after  receipt  of  the  Mayor's  approval. 

My  objections  thereto  are  as  follows.  Under  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  all  appropriations  must  originate 
with  the  Mayor,  with  only  a  power  of  reduction  or 
rejection  in  the  City  Council,  which  by  St.  1948,  c. 
452,  s.  17G,  is  explicitly  forbidden  to  take  part 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
or  administrative  business  of  the  city.  The  Model 
City  Agency  is  a  municipal  agency.  See  Ord.  1969,  c. 
16.  The  executive  powers  of  the  city,  while  vested  in 
the  Mayor,  are  to  be  exercised  through  the  several 
officers  and  boards  of  the  city  in  their  respective 
departments,  under  his  general  supervision  and 
control.  St.  1885,  c.  266,  s.  6. 

Without  a  crash  program  with  extensive  overtime 
and  large  expense  an  audit  of  the  magnitude  sought 
clearly  could  not  be  completed  within  ninety  days. 
Accordingly,  even  though  this  appropriation  is 
sorely  needed,  I  feel  it  absolutely  incumbent  upon 
me  to  veto  it  because  of  the  inherent  unwarranted 
infringement  upon  the  Executive.

ORDER  FOR  LOAN  OF  $6,000,000  FOR 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  OFF-STREET 
PARKING  FACILITIES 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  November  19, 1971. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  an  appropriation  and 
loan  order  in  the  amount  of  $6,000,000  for  the 
provision  of  parking  facilities.  These  funds  together 
with  previous  appropriations  would  enable  the 
undertaking  of  two  projects  recommended  by  the 
Real  Property  Board  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Commissioner,  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  and  Boston  Finance 
Commission,  which  have  been  endorsed  by  the 
Public  Facilities  Commission  within  the  city's 
long-range  capital  improvements  program.  One,  a 
large  garage  in  the  North  Station  area,  is  intended  to 
assist  the  revitalization  of  that  neighborhood  and 
promote  the  return  of  the  large  amounts  of  surface 
parking  now  covering  that  section  to  more 
productive  and  valuable  uses.  The  economic  strength 
of  this  proposal  has  been  evaluated  with  the 
experience  now  of  the  fully  open  Government 
Center  Garage,  so  that  revenue  will  cover  the  capital 
and  operational  costs,  and  there  will  be  no  call  upon 
the  property  tax  rate  of  the  city.  The  Back  Bay 
project  is  proposed  in  accordance  with  the  goals  of 
the  recommended  development  plan  for  that  area 
prepared  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
working  with  the  Back .  Bay  Federation  for 
Community  Development,  and  has  also  been 
evaluated  economically  to  promote  a  positive  return 
to  the  city. 


This  appropriation  and  loan  is  proposed  under 
the  authority  of  section  5C  of  chapter  474  of  the 
Acts  of  1946  as  amended  by  chapter567  of  the  Acts 
of  1964.  Of  the  $20,000,000  the  city  was  thereby 
permitted  for  its  parking  facility  program,  the 
Council  by  orders  of  August  5,  1965,  appropriating 
in  effect  $2,500,000  under  this  section,  and  of  June 
27,  1966,  appropriating  $2,750,000,  has  utilized 
$5,250,000.  There  remains,  then,  $14,750,000 
available,  and  if  this  presently  proposed  order  is 
approved  there  will  be  $8,750,000  left  for  such 
future  projects  as  may  be  found  necessary.

Possible  Relocation  of  the  Fish  Dealers 
from  Fish  Pier 
Prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Commission  in  response  to  the 
City  Council  resolution  of  September  27, 
1971  -submitted  November  19, 1971. 
Plans  of  Port  Authority  for  the  Fish  Pier 

According  to  Paul  F.  May,'  Director  of 
Development  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority, 
the  plans,  though  by  no  means  finalized,  involve  a 
"total  development  concept"  involving  Com- 
monwealth Pier,  the  Fish  Pier,  and  the  forty-five 
acres  adjacent  to  these  sites. 

Since  passenger  ship  volume,  according  to  Mr. 
May,  has  increased  greatly  in  recent  years, 
Commonwealth  Pier  has  become  insufficient  to 
handle  the  traffic.  Conversely,  since  the  volume  of 
fish  landed  at  the  Fish  Pier  has  declined,  the  Port 
Authority  feels  that  the  fish  operations  occupy  more 
space  than  they  really  need.  Consequently,  the  Port 
Authority  intends  to  negotiate  with  the  principal 
owners  of  the  Fish  Pier,  the  Fulham  family.  And 
this,  according  to  testimony  of  John  Larkin 
Thompson  in  the  City  Council  on  October  7,  1971, 
was  the  reason  for  the  Port  Authority's  earmarking 
$1.5  million  of  their  bond  issue  of  October  5. 

The  Port  Authority  would  then  provide  space  for 
the  fish  dealers  at  Commonwealth  Pier  and  use  the 
Fish  Pier  for  a  new  and  expanded  passenger  ship 
facility.  Included  in  this  development  of  the  Fish 
Pier  and  the  forty-five  acres  might  be  a  maritime 
museum,  a  major  boat  basin,  small  diverse  and 
interesting  commercial  and  retail  spaces,  similar  to 
those  heralded  in  San  Francisco,  a  trade  center  to 


house  all  trade-related  office  activities,  and  a  special 
boat  shuttle  to  provide  quicker  but  more  expensive 
access  to  the  airport  than  is  available  via  the 
Callahan-Sumner  Tunnel.  In  addition,  some  space 
would  be  devoted  to  a  5,000  to  6,000-car  garage. 
The  current  thinking  of  the  Port  Authority  is  to 
possibly  include  other  facilities  and  to  use  long-term 
land  leases  to  developers  to  have  some  of  these 
facilities  constructed. 

The  Port  Authority  feels  that  the  Com- 
monwealth Pier  is  a  good  location  for  the  fish 
activity  because  the  fish  dealers  need  less  space  than 
they  now  have  and  because  the  three-story 
structures  at  the  Fish  Pier  are  old,  obsolete,  and 
underutilized. 

Finally,  the  Port  Authority  indicated  that  legally 
eviction  is  possible,  but  that  it  is  going  out  of  its  way 
to  provide  comparable  facilities  with  a  lease  at 
comparable  prices  for  the  fish  dealers  at  Com- 
monwealth Pier.  Accordingly,  Charles  T.  Main 
Company,  Consulting  Engineers,  is  studying  the 
feasibility  of  renovating  portions  of  Commonwealth 
Pier. 

The  consensus  of  the  fish  dealers  2  is  that  if  it 
were  possible  to  exactly  duplicate  the  Fish  Pier  at 
Commonwealth  Pier,  the  cost  in  terms  of  their  rental 
would  be  prohibitive  and  that,  therefore,  they  and 
their  industry  are  bound  to  suffer. 
Conclusion 

While  the  fish  industry  may  have  some  excess 
space  at  the  Fish  Pier,  the  burden  of  the  engineers' 
report  should  be  in  demonstrating  that  Com- 
monwealth Pier  can  be  altered  to  provide  sufficient 
apron,  processing  and  truck  space  at  a  cost 
comparable  to  that  paid  at  the  Fish  Pier.  Regardless 
of  the  engineers'  conclusions,  the  Port  Authority  has 
said  that  it  would  reexamine  the  feasibility  of 
improving  facilities  at  the  Fish  Pier.  Further,  the 
feasibility  of  a  land-bound  fish  terminal  might  also 
be  examined,  especially  for  truck-oriented  fish 
receivers.  In  any  case,  there  is  scant  indication  that 
Boston's  fish  industry  is  marginal  and  its  recent 
supply  problems  may  be  rectified  in  the  years  to 
come.  Certainly  the  increased  truck  activity  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction. 

Another  issue  not  really  raised  by  either  the 
fishermen  or  the  Port  Authority  is  the  impact  of  the 
possible  move  on  the  city's  costs.  City  service  costs 
probably  would  not  differ  greatly  depending  on 
specific  plans  at  either  the  Fish  Pier  or 
Commonwealth  Pier.  However,  EDIC  wasadvised  by 
the  Police  Department  that  a  change  in  fishing  boat 
traffic  should  be  preplanned  with  the  harbor 
master's  office. 

The  real  question,  though,  is  the  possible  impact 
of  relocation  on  city  tax  revenues.  Commonwealth 
Pier  would  generate  $96,500  in  1971  local  taxes 
except  for  the  fact  that  the  port  and  the  city  are 
deadlocked  in  litigation  over  whether  that  property 
should  be  tax  exempt.  Most  of  the  pier  is  already  tax 
exempt,  only  the  space  of  the  private  firms  that 
reside  there  is  in  question. 

The  Fish  Pier,  on  the  other  hand,  actually 
generates  $155,000  in  local  taxes  at  the  1971  rate.  If 
the   fishing  activities  displaced  the  other  private 
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activities  at  Commonwealth  Pier,  the  city's  tax  yield 
from  the  industry  would  decline  from  $155,000  to 
$96,000  (depending  on  improvements  there),  and  it 
might  disappear  altogether  if  Commonwealth  Pier 
becomes  entirely  tax  exempt.  A  further  and  larger 
question  would  still  remain,  however.  What  would 
be  the  local  tax  yield  from  the  Port  Authority's 
development  of  the  Fish  Pier  ?  Would  that  also  be 
tax  exempt  ? 

Though  the  ultimate  impact  on  the  city  of  the 
costs  and  benefits  of  the  port's  plans  remains 
uncertain,  it  seems  clear  that  a  new  passenger  ship 
terminal  is  not  warranted  by  the  twenty  ships  that 
called  in  Boston  in  1970.  Even  the  statistics  section 
of  the  port's  Maritime  Division  admits  that  the 
passenger  ship  industry  is  "sadly  deteriorating" 
because  of  aircraft.  And  although  there  is  notable 
growth  in  Caribbean  cruise  activity,  Mr.  Thompson 
himself,  admits  that  "no  one  anywhere  in  the 
country  is  building  such  a  facility." 

Therefore,  if  the  port  has  such  an  imperfect  idea 
of  the  kind  of  development  it  wants,  why  has  it 
already  gone  to  the  expense  of  raising  $  1.5  million  to 
purchase  its  existing  tenant's  lease  ?  Why  has  it 
already  announced  plans  to  consider  moving  the  fish 
dealers  before  commissioning  the  feasibility  study  ? 

The.  city's  best  interest  will  depend  on  the  extent 
to  which  the  economic  benefits  of  the  fishing 
industry  are  jeopardized,  the  fiscal  and  economic 
benefits  of  the  Port's  development  plans,  and  the 
cost  of  city  services  to  the  new  development.  Until 
there  is  a  better  articulation  of  the  port's  plans,  none 
of  the  above  can  be  answered  satisfactorily.  In  the 
interim,  the  city  might  best  be  served  by  conveying 
its  concern  to  the  Charles  T.  Main  Company,  which 
under  its  contract  with  the  Port  Authority  has  been 
instructed  in  part  I,  section  B  (1)  "to  consult  and 
maintain  liaison  with  all  governmental  or  private 
agencies  . . . ." 

It  is  hoped  that  the  following  report  will  provide 
participants  with  sufficient  information  to  conduct 
useful  consultation. 

What  follows  is  a  list  of  issues  raised  by  both 
sides: 

Fish  Industry  Claims 
1.  "A  dockworkers  strike  at  Commonwealth  Pier 
would  cripple  and  kill  the  fish  industry." 

At  the  Fish  Pier,  the  only  unions  involved  are  the 
various  teamster  locals  that  govern  the  critical 
trucking  operations  and  the  Seafood  Workers  Union 
that  supplies  the  workers  for  the  fish  processors. 
EDIC  staff  contacted  Mr.  Jack  Donegan,  President 
and  Business  Manager  of  the  SWU  3 ,  who  said  that 
his  workers  participation  during  a  labor  dispute 
involving  other  unions  would  depend  on  the 
particulars  of  that  dispute.  However,  he  conceded 
that  there  were  inherent  problems  in  a  situation  that 
involved  sharing  work  space  with  other  unionized 
industries.  Paul  May  contended  that  no  labor  dispute 
at  Commonwealth  Pier  would  affect  the  fish 
industry,  as  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  Common- 
wealth Pier  was  not  shut  down  now,  during  a 
longshoremen's  strike.  While  Commonwealth  Pier  is 
not  shut  down,  there  is  now  no  picket  line.  If  there 
were,  there  would  be  strong  question  as  to  whether 
the  teamsters  or  seafood  workers  would  cross  it. 


2.  "The  large  amount  of  trucks  coming  in  and  out  of 
the  Fish  Pier  daily  could  not  enter  and  exit 
efficiently  at  Commonwealth  Pier.  " 

The  fish  dealers  estimate  that  on  some  days  a 
couple  of  hundred  trucks  enter  and  exit  at  the  Fish 
Pier.  A  good  portion  of  these  are  40  foot  long 
trailers.  Inspection  4  of  Commonwealth  Pier  and 
interviews  with  Massachusetts  port  officials  there, 
confirm  the  fact  that  the  numerous  support  columns 
on  the  ground  floor  of  Commonwealth  Pier  constrict 
modest  truck  activity  already  there.  It  appears 
doubtful  that  Commonwealth  Pier,  as  it  is  now 
constituted,  could  handle  the  added  trucking 
activity  of  the  fish  industry. 

This,  however,  is  an  engineering  question  which 
will  no  doubt  be  dealt  with  by  the  Charles  T.  Main 
Company,  the  engineering  firm  retained  by  the  Port 
to  make  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  remodeling 
Commonwealth  Pier  to  suit  the  flsh  industry's  needs. 

3.  "Boats  would  not  have  the  benefit  of  the  60  foot 
wide  unloading  apron  at  Commonwealth  Pier  that 
they  now  have  at  the  Fish  Pier." 

Fish  are  currently  unloaded  at  the  Fish  Pier  into 
large  wooden  boxes  and  then  moved  into  the  fish 
dealers  plant  for  processing.  When  dressed  and 
packed,  they  exit  the  other  side  of  the  building  into  a 
waiting  truck  and  then  to  market.  The  60  foot  wide 
area  between  the  water  and  the  processing  building 
—  the  receiving  area  for  the  raw  materials  —  is  called 
the  "apron".  Fish  dealers  say  that  the  Common- 
wealth Pier  water  side  is  too  small  for  their 
operations. 

The  Port  Authority  says  that  its  consulting  firm 
will  study  this  question  and  probably  examine  the 
feasibility  of  constructing  an  internal  apron  area  that 
would  be  extended  into  Commonwealth  Pier.  This, 
says  the  Port  Authority,  would  have  two  benefits. 
The  overhead  cover  would  shelter  the  men  in  foul 
weather  and  it  would  reduce  the  problem  of  seagulls 
contaminating  the  fish. 

Ultimately,  the  question  of  a  suitable  apron  rests 
with  the  amount  of  space  it  affords.  While  the 
current  apron  may  provide  more  than  enough  space, 
there  is  little  doubt  that  Commonwealth  Pier  would 
have  to  be  altered  substantially  to  provide  sufficient 
apron  space. 

The  question  of  gull  contamination  will  be  taken 
up  later. 

4.  "The  boats  would  have  only  one  side  of  the  Pier  at 
Commonwealth  Pier,  whereas  now  they  use  three  (3) 
sides  at  the  Fish  Pier." 

Here  again,  the  present  fish  activity  does  not  use 
all  of  the  Fish  Pier  -  about  a  side  and  three-quarters 
from  EDIC's  observations.  Yet  a  single  sMe  of  the 
Pier  at  Commonwealth  Pier,  especially  if  the  fish 
dealers  had  to  share  it  with  the  Tallow  Boat  and  keep 
a  whole  lane  open  for  the  Port's  freezer  facility, 
would  probably  be  insufficient  to  support  the  fish 
industry. 

5.  "Commonwealth  Pier  is  older,  structurally  weaker 
and  without  the  built-in  sewer  lines  that  the  Fish  Pier 
has." 

This  is  largely  an  engineering  issue,  although  the 
$1.5  million  freezer  with  a  capacity  of  13  million 
pounds  capacity  on  Commonwealth  Pier  would  seem 
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to  indicate  that  it  could  physically  support  fish 
activities. 

6.  "The  critical  leasehold  improvements  that  the  fish 
dealers  have  made  would  be  jeopardized  by  the  move 
to  Commonwealth  Pier." 

Along  with  operating  space,  this  seems  to  be  a 
fundamental  issue  for  both  parties. 

The  fish  dealers  are  "tenants  at  will"  in  their 
present  location.  Nevertheless,  many  have  made 
huge  investments,  especially  in  cold  storage  rooms, 
air  curtains  and  freezing  machinery.  The  require- 
ments of  their  business  forced  them  to  make  these 
investments  yet  their  tenancy  at  the  Pier  made  these 
investments  financially  hazardous. 

The  Port  Authority  has  said  that  its  objective  is 
to  provide  the  fish  dealers  with  comparable  space 
and  accomodations  at  the  same  rental  figure  and 
with  the  added  security  of  a  lease.  In  addition,  the 
Port  Authority  would  possibly  pay  for  the 
relocation  of  physical  movable  items  -  desks,  chairs, 
etc.  —  but  not  the  built-in  leasehold  improvements. 

According  to  Paul  May  of  the  Port  Authority, 
there  is  no  need  to  relocate  these  improvements 
because  the  new  space  at  Commonwealth  Pier  would 
have  all  the  necessities  of  doing  business,  presumably 
including  air  curtains,  cold  storage,  rooms  and 
freezers.  Yet  some  of  the  fish  dealers  have  large 
amounts  of  capital  tied  up  in  improvements.  No 
matter  if  they  relocate  them,  sell  them  or  forget 
them,  some  fish  dealers  will  face  a  stiff  loss. 

7.  "Wouldn't  it  be  less  costly  to  rehabilitate  the  Fish 
Pier  rather  than  remodel  Commonwealth  Pier  ?  " 

The  Port  Authority  says  that  the  Frederick  R. 
Harris  Report  of  several  year  ago  answered  that 
question  in  the  negative.  However,  a  copy  of  this 
report  has  never  been  made  available  to  any  city 
agency,  though  several  agencies  supplied  the 
consultant  with  information.  Mr.  Thompson  of  the 
Port  Authority  said  that  the  feasibility  of 
remodeling  the  Fish  Pier  would  be  re-examined  in 
"Phase  II,"  that  is,  after  the  Main  study  is 
completed.  It  was  not  included  as  part  of  the  Main 
study  as  the  Fish  Tenants  Group  requested  on 
August  11, 1971. 

Port  Authority  Claims 
1.       "The  fish  industry  is  a  declining  industry  that 
now  has  excess  space  at  the  Fish  Pier  and  will  require 
even  less  space  in  the  years  ahead." 

EDIC's  preliminary  research  indicates  that  the 
Fish  Pier  activities  are  divided  into  two  parts  -  fish 
landed  by  boat  at  the  Fish  Pier  and  fish  trucked  into 
the  Fish  Pier.  EDIC  surveyed  the  fish  dealers  and 
learned  the  following: 

In  terms  of  fish  landed,  there  has  been  a  recent 
decline  in  tonnage.  According  to  the  National 
Marine  Fisheries  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce,  Boston  in  1961,  ranked 
tenth  with  117  million  pounds  landed  of  the 
"Landings  at  Certain  U.  S.  Ports"  (Table  1).  By 
1965,  Boston  ranked  11th  with  104  million  pounds 
landed  (Table  2)  and  by  1970,  Boston  had  dropped 
to  16th  with  only  32  million  pounds  landed  (Table 
3).  Fishermen  feel  that  this  decline  is  largely  due  to 
lack  of  modem  trawlers  and  equipment  and  also  due 
to  the  depletion  of  George's  Bank  fish  population  by 
foreign  vessels. 


In  any  case,  the  reduced  landings  are  not  due  to  a 
lower  demand  for  fish.  Ground  fish  prices,  set  at  the 
Boston  Exchange  for  the  whole  East  Coast, 
increased  nearly  70  percent  between  1965  and  1970. 
Though  this  may  reflect  the  impact  of  reduced  fish 
supply  in  those  years,  it  should  be  emphasized  that 
U.  S.  per  capita  fish  consumption  has  been  increasing 
at  a  3.3  percent  average  rate  over  the  last  decade. 

Moreover,  the  average  wages  in  the  industry  are 
about  $8,000  yearly.  Comparable  yearly  wages  in 
the  established  regionally  declining  industries  of 
textile,  apparels  and  leather  are  approximately 
$6,600,  $4,600,  and  $5,500  respectively.  Also, 
employment  has  stabilized  in  the  fishing  industry 
nationally.  Offshore  and  onshore  employment 
declined  3  percent  from  1960  to  1968.  While  the 
decline  may  have  been  greater  in  Boston  itself,  it 
would  have  been  largely  attributable  to  the 
temporary  depletion  of  haddock,  scrod,  and  pollack 
supplies.  EDIC's  survey  of  twenty-four  of  the 
twenty-six  Fish  Pier  firms  indicated  a  1970 
employment  of  360  people.  Fish  Pier  generated  a 
gross  payroll  (including  proprietors)  of  $3.5  million 
in  the  "off  year"  of  1970,  and  total  sales  for  the 
twenty -four  firms  were  over  $47  million. 

In  short,  this  so-called  "declining"  industry  has 
stable  year  round  employment  at  very  high  wages. 
Its  product  demand  is  increasing.  Its  selling  prices  are 
increasing.  Its  sole  problem  is  that  the  world  supply 
of  its  products  has  declined  and  may  take  a  few  years 
to  recover.  Some  believe  that  a  full  recovery  will 
never  occur,  others  believe  that  only  better 
equipment  will  increase  the  harvest  in  the  long  run. 
None  of  the  above  is  truly  comparable  with  the 
regionally  declining  industries  of  Textile,  Apparel 
and  Leather. 

Even  the  extent  to  which  this  group  and  the 
fishing  industry  face  foreign  competition  differs. 
Fish  prices  are  set  at  auction  and  sold  in  this  country. 
Therefore,  foreign  fish  do  not  enter  unless  the 
delivered  foreign  fish  cost  is  less  than  the  asking  price 
set  here  in  Boston.  However,  in  the  textile,  apparel 
and  leather  industries  foreign  countries  cause  direct 
price  competition  with  the  United  States  because 
their  delivered  cost  of  goods  is  usually  lower  than  the 
U.  S.  price  and  there  is  no  regional  auction  system  to 
set  prices. 

'While  there  is  much  that  should  be  done  to 
alleviate  the  problems  of  supply,  the  title  of 
"declining  industry"  is  very  misleading  in  the  case  of 
Boston's  fish  activity.  Moreover,  the  fish  industry  is 
itself  moving  to  improve  its  supply  of  fish.  The 
recent  influx  of  trucked-in  fish  exceeded  the  amount 
of  fish  landed  in  1970.  Though  there  were  only  32.2 
million  pounds  landed  in  Boston,  49.9  million 
pounds  of  fish  were  trucked  into  Boston,  which 
means  that  Boston  handled  over  80  million  pounds 
of  fish  in  1970. 

This  new  information  has  important  implications 
for  truck  activity  on  the  Fish  Pier.  Naturally  all  size 
of  trucks  handle  the  fish.  The  40  foot  trailers  can 
handle  upwards  of  30,000  pounds  if  fully  loaded 
with  frozen  fish  or  25,000  pounds  of  fresh  fish.  But 
many  trucks  are  only  partially  full  and  many  are  less 
than  forty  feet  long.  Let  us  "gue'stimate"  that  the 
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average  truck  holds  10,000  pounds.  The  total  trick 
volume  at  the  Fish  Pier  in  1970,  an  "off  year'  by 
everyone's  standards,  was  132  million  pounds  ofl  Ji 
(49.9  million  pounds  entering  plus  82.1  million 
pounds  leaving).  This  translates  into  2.5  mil'on 
pounds  per  week  which  if,  our  guestimate  holds  ie, 
generates  250  trucks  per  week,  most  of  which  w  jld 
be  used  at  the  beginning  of  the  week.  The  issue  of 
truck  trips  is  further  complicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
preponderance  of  trips  are  not  point  to  point. 
Rather,  it  is  usual  that  one  truck  will  deliver  or  pick 
up  from  eight  to  ten  firms  all  of  which  means  that  an 
abundance  of  back  up  and  loading  space  for  truck 
maneuverability  is  essential  to  the  industry. 

In  conclusion,  the  fish  industry  is  not  "sick  and 
declining"  in  the  usual  sense  of  the  word.  It  does 
need  more  investment  in  fish  g  ;ering  equipment 
no  doubt.  Though  it  may  currently  have  some  excess 
floor  and  apron  space,  it  is  not  at  all  clear  to  the 
EDIC  staff  that  the  industry  would  need 
significantly  less  space  (especially  truck  space)  now 
and  in  the  future. 

2.  "As  a  fresh  fish  facility,  the  Fish  Pier  is  an 
inherently  unsanitary  o;  -ration  that,  because  of  its 
structure,  presents  a  public  health  problem." 

George  Michaels5  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Division 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
had  several  recommendations  that  would  make  the 
Fish  Pier  a  better  place  from  a  public  health 
inspection  point  of  view.  He  was  quiqk  to  add  that 
the  Fish  Dealers  as  a  group  were  exti 
cooperative  and  that  there  was  no  health  hazard  ai 
the  Fish  Pier.  But  he  felt  that  either  the  structure  of, 
or  the  operations  at  the  Fish  Pier  could  be  improved 
to  remedy  the  following  problems. 

First,  seagull  manure  contamination  is  a 
possibility  so  long  as  fresh  fish  are  unloaded  in  open 


boxes.  Though  the  boxes  are  covered  by  canvas 
wraps,  the  gulls  can  remove  these.  Either  a  covered 
apron,  as  envisioned  by  the  Port  Authority  at 
Commonwealth  Pier  or  fish  boxes  with  a  sliding 
wooden  top  should  be  used.  In  the  short  run,  the 
latter  would  seem  to  be  far  less  costly. 

Second,  all  filleting  and  processing  operations 
should  be  protected  from  the  outside  either  by 
sliding  doors  as  exist  in  New  Bedford  or  by  air 
curtains.  Third,  the  uneven  street  surfaces  collect 
water  and  fish  residues  which  attract  flies  and  gulls. 
Even  though  these  apron  and  loading  areas  are 
regularly  and  throughly  flushed  by  the  fish  dealers, 
the  uneven  surfaces  still  collect  water.  To  prevent 
this,  the  street  and  apron  should  be  smoothly 
pitched  to  allow  the  flushing  to  naturally  clean  and 
drain  the  areas. 

The  above  would  reduce  the  potential  for  health 
problems  to  develop.  There  is  no  health  problem  at 
the  Fish  Pier  now.  None  of  these  suggestions  would 
be  extremely  expensive  and  the  total  cost  may  be  the 
same  at  Commonwealth  as  at  the  Fish  Pier. 
Therefore,  in  view  of  the  likely  traffic  and  space 
difficulties  at  Commonwealth  Pier,  the  question 
again  arises,  why  not  rehabilitate  the  Fish  Pier  ?

character  and  conditions  of  the  Project  Area  as 
described  in  the  Resolution  of  the  Authority

(5)  Proposed  Cooperation  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  together  with 
attached  resolution  authorizing  execution  of 
the  Agreement  by  the  Authority;  and 

Whereas,  A  general  plan  entitled  "1965-1975 
General  Plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Regional 
Core"  (  hereinafter  called  the  "General  Plan")  has 
heretofore  been  prepaxed  and  was  duly  approved  by 
the  Authority  on  March  11,  1965,  and  is  recognized 
and  used  as  a  guide  for  the  general  development  of 
the  City  as  a  whole ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority,  in  the  exercise  of  its 
powers  and  the  performance  of  its  duties  under 
Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1960  aforesaid,  has 
found  that  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the 
General  Plan,  and  the  City  Council  has  duly 
considered  said  findings; and 

Whereas,  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Project 
Area  prescribes  certain  land  uses  for  the  Project  Area 
and  will  require  among  other  things,  changes  in 
zoning,  the  vacating  and  removal  of  streets,  alleys, 
and  other  public  ways,  the  establishment  of  new 
street  patterns,  the  location  and  relocation  of  sewer 
and  water  mains  and  other  public  facilities,  and 
other  public  action ;  and 

Whereas,  A  proposed  Cooperation  Agreement 
between  the  Authority  and  the  City  has  been 
presented  to  the  City  Council  providing  for  the 
making  of  the  local  grants-in-aid  by  the  City ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  prepared  and 
submitted  a  program  for  the  relocation  of 
individuals  and  families  that  may  be  displaced  as  a 
result  of  carrying  out  the  Project  accordance  with 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (hereinafter  called  the 
Relocation  Program) ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  additional  supporting  informa- 
tion and  data  respecting  such  Relocation  Program 
which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Authority  as  a  result 
of  studies,  surveys,  and  inspections;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
general  knowledge  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
Project  Area  and  the  availability  of  proper  housing  in 
the  City  for  the  relocation  of  individuals  and  families 
that  may  be  displaced  from  the  Project  Area  and,  in 
the  light  of  such  knowledge  of  local  housing 
conditions,  have  carefully  considered  and  reviewed 
such  proposals  for  relocation ;  and 

Whereas,  All  property  and  all  transactions 
affecting  or  respecting  the  installation,  construction, 
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reconstruction,  maintenance,  rehabilitation,  use, 
development,  sale,  conveyance,  leasing,  manage- 
ment, or  occupancy  of  real  property  within  the 
Project  Area  shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable 
provisions  of  Chapter  15  IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  to  all 
other  applicable  federal,  state,  and  local  laws 
prohibiting  discrimination  or  segregation  by  reason 
of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  has  been  held,  after  due  notice  thereof,  at  which 
time  the  City  Council  received  evidence  from 
persons  living  and  doing  business  in  the  project  area 
and  other  persons  with  respect  thereto,  and  all 
persons  desiring  to  be  heard  on  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  were  so  heard;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  in  light  of  (1)  the  supporting 
documentation  submitted;  (2)  the  proceedings  at 
the  aforementioned  public  hearing;  and  (3)  the 
general  knowledge  of  the  City  Councillors  with 
respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the  Project  Area 
and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  resolved: 
A.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  based  on 
the  information  presented  at  the  hearing  by  the  City 
Council  including  the  information  presented  by  the 
developer,  Boston  Urban  Associates,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  its  counsel,  and  the 
City  of  Boston's  Law  Department: 

(l)The  Project  Area  is  a  decadent  and 
substandard  area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
Project  Area  under  Chapter  121B  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts; 
(2)  The  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be  provided 
pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  City  financial 
assistance  pertaining  to  the  Project  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  Project  to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan; 

(3)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  City  as  a  whole,  for  the 
renewal  of  the  Area  by  private  enterprise; 

(4)  The  financial  plan  for  the  project  is  sound; 

(5)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to  the 
General  Plan  for  the  City ; 

(6)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due  considera- 
tion to  the  provision  of  adequate  open  areas; 

(7)  The  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
cannot  be  achieved  through  rehabilitation  of 
the  Project  Area  or  any  part  thereof; 

(8)  The  program  for  the  proper  location  of  the 
individuals  and  families  displaced  in  carrying 
out  the  Project  in  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
dwellings,  in  conformity  with  acceptable 
standards,  is  feasible  and  can  be  reasonably 
and  timely  effected  to  permit  the  proper 
prosecution  and  completion  of  the  Project; 
and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling  units 
available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally  less 


desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and 
public  and  commercial  facilities  than  the 
dwellings  of  displaced  individuals  and 
families  in  the  Project  Area,  are  available  at 
rents  or  prices  within  the  financial  means  of 
displaced  individuals  and  families,  and  are 
reasonably  accessible  to  their  places  of 
employment; 
(9)  That  carrying  out  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  as 
presented  will  be  in  the  public  interest: 

B.  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  hereby  approved; 

C.  That  the  City  Council  hereby  (a)  pledges  its 
cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan;  (b)  requests  the  various  officials, 
departments,  boards,  and  agencies  of  the  City  having 
responsibilities  in  the  premises  likewise  to  cooperate 
to  such  end  and  to  exercise  their  respective  functions 
and  powers  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan,  consistent  with  their  obligations  to 
other  urban  renewal  areas;  and  (c)  stands  ready  to 
consider  and  take  appropriate  action  upon  proposals 
and  measures  designed  to  effectuate  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan; 

D.  That  all  persons  to  whom  these  presents  shall 
come  be,  and  they  are  hereby  assured,  that  all 
property  and  all  transactions  affecting  or  respecting 
the  installation,  construction,  reconstruction,  main- 
tenance, rehabilitation,  use,  development,  sale, 
conveyance,  leasing  management,  or  occupancy  of 
real  property  within  the  Project  Area,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of  Chapter  151B 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  as  now  or 
hereafter  enforced,  and  to  all  other  applicable 
federal,  state,  and  local  laws  prohibiting  discrimina- 
tion or  segregation  by  reason  of  race,  color,  sex, 
religion,  or  national  origin  as  now  or  hereafter 
enforced.

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
be,  and  he  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  an  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  substantially  the 
following  form :

This  Agreement  made  this  day  of  ,1971, 
by  and  between  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  herein  called  the  "Authority",  a  public 
body  politic  and  corporate  duly  organized  and  now 
existing  under  Chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  and  the  City  of  Boston,  herein  called 
the  "City",  a  municipal  corporation  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

Whereas  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  on  ,  197 1,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 

of  the  City  on  ,  1971,  has  approved  an  Urban 

Renewal  Plan,  herein  called  the  Plan,  adopted  by  the 
Authority  for  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project, 
herein  called  the  "Project",  in  that  area  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  herein  called  the  "Project  Area", 
bounded  and  described  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street  and  the  easterly  sideline 
of  Knapp  Street; 

Thence  running  in  a  generally  southerly 
direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp 
Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  centerline  of  Kneeland  Street 
and  the  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street 
extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  the  centerlines  of 
Kneeland  Street  and  Stuart  Street  to  a  point,  said 
point  being  the  intersection  of  the  centerline  of 
Stuart  Street  and  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
northerly  direction  along  said  westerly  sideline 
of  Arlington  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being 
the  intersection  of  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  Street  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  sideline  of  Boylston 
Street  and  the  westerly  sideline  of  Bumstead 
Court; 

Thence  turning  and  ruffling  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  across  Boylston  Street  along 
an  extension  of  said  westerly  sideline  of 
Bumstead  Court  to  a  point  in  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Boylston  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  southerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  southerly  sideline  of 
Boylston  Street  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
northerly  direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Essex  Street; 


Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
easterly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline  of 
Essex  Street  (past  Harrison  Avenue  Extension) 
to  a  point,  said  point  being  the  intersection  of  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Essex  Street  and  the 
easterly  sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue  extended 
thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of 
Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of  Harrison 
Avenue  and  the  northerly  property  line  of  19-25 
Harrison  Avenue  extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  across  Harrison  Avenue  along 
said  extension  of  the  northerly  property  line  of 
19-25  Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point  in  the  westerly 
sideline  of  Harrison  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  along  said  westerly  sideline 
of  Harrison  Avenue  to  a  point,  said  point  being 
the  intersection  of  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Harrison  Avenue  and  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Beach  Street; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  said  northerly  sideline 
of  Beach  Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  sideline  of  Beach 
Street  and  the  westerly  property  line  of  27-39 
Harrison  Avenue; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
southerly  direction  across  Beach  Street  along  an 
extension  of  said  westerly  property  line  of  27-39

Whereas,  The  Authority  is  in  need  of  financial 
assistance  to  defray  such  part  of  the  acquisition  and 
development  costs  of  the  Project  as  will  not  be  met 
by  loans  through  such  other  sources; now, 

Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the  benefits  to 
accrue  to  the  City  from  the  carrying  out  of  the 
project  and  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein 
contained  and  for  other  good  and  valuable 
consideration,  the  Authority  and  the  City  hereby 
agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  Authority  will  undertake  the  Project  in 
accordance  with  the  Plan  and  as  funds  become 
available  will  commence  and  carry  out  each 
successive  phase  of  the  Project  as  expeditiously  as 
possible,  consistent  with  the  development  schedule 
annexed  hereto  marked  Schedule  A.  Such  Schedule 
may  be  changed  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  the  Authority  who  shall  send  written 
notice  of  such  change  to  the  City  Council. 

2.  The  City  will  provide,  through  grants-in-aid  to 
the  Authority  pursuant  to  G.  L.  c.  121B,  s.  20,  $6.8 
million  and  such  other  sums  as  may  be  voted  on  by 
the  City  Council  for  the  construction  of  the 
aforesaid  public  improvements  to  be  constructed  by 
the  Authority,  including  the  acquisition  of  the  land 
therefor  and  the  demolition  of  structures  thereon. 
The  City  agrees  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
demand  of  the  Authority,  payments  to  the 
Authority  on  account  of  the  City's  obligation  under 
this  paragraph,  provided  no  such  payments  shall  be 
made  by  the  City  to  the  Authority  until: 

(a)  The  Authority  has  received  funds  or  security 
therefor    other    than    funds    to   be    made 


available  by  the  City  covering  land  acquisi- 
tion and  relocation  costs  for  Stage  A  of  the 
Project,  in  amounts  (and  in  the  case  of 
security,  in  form)  satisfactory  to  the 
Authority;  and 
(b)A  commitment  on  terms  and  conditions 
satisfactory  to  the  Authority  has  been 
secured  for  the  financing  of  demolition  and 
construction  of  Stage  A  of  the  Project. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  appropriate  monies  from  the 
City  pursuant  to  paragraph  2  hereof,  the  Authority 
will  commence,  and  thereafter  diligently  prosecute 
to  completion,  consistent  with  the  Schedule  A 
annexed  hereto,  construction  of  the  aforesaid  public 
improvements,  including  the  acquisition  of  land 
therefor  and  the  demolition  of  any  structures  on 
such  land.  The  cost  of  such  acquisition  and 
demolition  shall  be  pro-rated  over  the  total  area  so 
acquired  oon  a  per-square-foot  basis;  and  the  City 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Authority,  or  its 
obligation  to  the  Authority  under  paragraph  2 
hereof  reduced,  on  such  basis  for  all  land  so  acquired 
and  not  included  within  the  limits  of  such  public 
improvements  but  sold  by  the  Authority  for  uses  in 
accordance  with  the  Plan. 

4.  The  City  shall  convey  to  the  Authority  for  a 
price  equal  to  the  fair  market  value  thereof  such 
property  owned  by  the  City  as  is  stated  in  Section  D 
of  the  Plan  to  be  acquired  by  the  Authority  when 
such  amount  is  paid  by  the  Authority  to  the  City. 

5.  The  City,  actingby  its  Mayor,  will  recommend 
to  the  proper  board  or  officer  the  vacating  of  such 
streets,  alleys,  and  other  public  rights-of-way  as  may 
be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  Plan,  and  the  laying 
out  as  public  streets  or  ways  of  all  streets  and  ways, 
with  their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  Project 
Area  in  accordance  with  the  Plan; and  the  Authority 
agrees  not  to  sue  the  City  for  any  damages  for  any 
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such  vacating  or  laying  out;  and  the  Authority 
further  agrees  to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  damages 
paid  to  others  under  Chapter  79  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts  or  any  other  provision  of  law  for 
any  such  vacating  or  laying  out 

6.  The  City,  acting  by  its  Mayor,  will  recommend 
to  the  proper  board  or  officer  such  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  waive,  change  or  modify,  to  the  extent 
necessary  and  possible  under  the  laws  as  they  then 
exist,  to  permit  carrying  out  the  Project,  the  statues, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  regulating  land  use 
in  Boston  and  prescribing  health,  sanitation  and 
safety  standards  for  buildings  in  Boston. 

7.  The  real  estate  and  tangible  personal  property 
of  the  Authority  within  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments  and 
special  assessments,  but  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes 
shall  be  made,  all  as  provided  in  G.  L.  c.  12 IB  s.  16 ; 
but  nothing  in  this  Cooperation  Agreement  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  taxation  at  fair  cash  value 
of  property  within  the  Project  Area  to  be  used  for 
other  than  their  public  streets  and  public 
improvements  after  the  acquisition  of  such  property 
by  the  Authority. 

8.  On  July  first  in  each  calendar  year  beginning 
with  the  fourteenth  calendar  year  after  the  calendar 
year  in  which  construction  of  Stage  I  of  the  Project 
commences,  the  Authority,  whether  or  not  anything 
is  payable  in  such  year  to  the  City  under  paragraph  5, 
and  in  addition  to  anything  so  payable,  shall  pay  the 
City  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  received  by  the 
Authority  under  an  agreement  between  the 
Authority  and  the  developer  of  Stage  I  wherein  such 
developer  agrees  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of 
public  improvements  in  the  Project  Area. 

9.  Every  public  improvement  constructed  by  the 
Authority  hereunder  shall  be  available  to  and  serve 
all  persons  without  regard  to  race,  color,  sex,  religion 
or  national  origin. 

10.  The  Authority  shall  not  lease  any  property  in 
the  Project  Area  for  a  term  longer  than  two  years. 

11.  Any  land  disposition  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  Authority  for  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall 
provide  that  the  developer  shall  waive  any  so-called 
third-party  beneficiary  defense  to  an  action  brought 
by  the  City  to  enforce  such  agreement. 

In  witness  whereof  the  Authority  and  the  City 
have  respectively  caused  this  Agreement  to  be  duly 
executed  on  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

2.  Project  Boundary  Description 

The  Project  Area  is  bounded  and  described  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly 
sideline  of  Beach  Street  and  the  easterly  sideline 
of  Knapp  Street; 

Thence  running  in  a  generally  southerly 
direction  along  said  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp 
Street  to  a  point,  said  point  being  the 
intersection  of  the  centerline  of  Kneeland  Street 
and  the  easterly  sideline  of  Knapp  Street 
extended  thereto; 

Thence  turning  and  running  in  a  generally 
westerly  direction  along  the  centerlines  of 
Kneeland  Street  and  Stuart  Street  to  a  point,  said 
point  being  the  intersection  of  the  centerline  of 
Stuart  Street  and  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Arlington  Street;

B.  Plan  Objectives 

1.  Basic  Objectives 

The  basic  objectives  of  the  Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  are ; 

a  To  provide  a  new  "intown"  residential 
community  in  the  heart  of  the  city. 

b.  To  provide  a  higher  economic  use  to  replace 
an  existing  underutilized  area 

c.  To  eliminate  blighted  conditions. 

d.  To  increase  the  tax  revenue  by  a  more 
intensive  development  of  the  area 

e.  To  prevent  the  haphazard  redevelopment  of 
this  important  sector  of  Boston  which  would 
occur  through  unplanned  renewal  based  upon 
the  present  street  layout  and  pattern  of 
privately-owned  parcels. 

2.  Planning  Objectives 

Planning  objectives  include  the  following: 

a.  To  provide  a  lively  mixture  of  mutually 
reinforcing  uses  with  emphasis  on  residential 
and  daytime  plus  evening  activity. 

b.  To  carefully  integrate,  as  to  scale  and  activity, 
the  new  development  with  the  surrounding 
areas  -  especially  in  the  relationship  of  the 
buildings  and  uses  along  Boylston  Street  to 
the  adjacent  Boston  Common  and  Public 
Garden. 

c.  To  provide  multilevel  attractive  and  con- 
tinuous pedestrian  areas  through  the  Project 
with  maximum  separation  between  vehicular 
and  pedestrian  "movements  and  convenient 
interfacing  with"  other  transportation  modes 
(transit,  taxi,  auto,  pedestrian). 
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d.   To  eliminate  excess  and  confusing  roadways 

and  replace  them  with  an  efficient,  safe,  and 

adequate   new  road   system  based   on  the 

overall  proposed  downtown  traffic  plan.  . 

3.  Building  Design  Objectives 

The  general  design  objectives  are : 

a.  To  create  multi-use  new  structures,  with  the 
lower  elements  built  close  to  the  street  lines 
so  as  to  maintain  the  urban  character. 

b.  To  provide  a  series  of  high-rise  structures 
spaced  apart  as  a  continuation  of  the  "high 
spine"  of  Boston. 

c.  To  build  with  materials  whose  colors  and 
scale  relate  well  to  the  existing  Boston 
architecture  of  Back  Bay,  Beacon  Hill,  and 
Bay  Village. 

d.  To  create  a  new  and  pleasant  environment 
within  the  public  and  semipublic  areas  to 
maximize  the  use  of  such  areas  and  add  anew 
dimension  to  the  downtown  commercial  and 
entertainment  areas. 

C.  Proposed  Renewal  Actions 

1.  Proposed  Types  of  Renewal  Actions 

The  proposed  types  of  renewal  actions  within  the 
Project  Area  will  consist  of  clearance  and 
redevelopment  activity  and  provision  of  public 
improvements,  rights-of-ways,  and  utility  adjust- 
ments. 

2.  Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Activities 

Clearance  and  redevelopment  activities  include: 

a.  The  ac  quisiton  of  real  property ; 

b.  The  relocation  of  the  occupants  thereof; 

c.  The  clearance  of  land  and  buildings ; 

d.  The  installation,  construction,  and 
reconstruction  of  improvements; 

e.  The  disposition  of  land  for  uses  in  accordance 
with  the  land  use  and  building  requirements 
and  other  provisions  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan;  and 

f.  Design  review  and  enforcement  of  provisions 
of  Land  Disposition  Agreements. 

3.  Rehabilitation  Activities 

There  are  no  rehabilitation  activities  contem- 
plated within  the  Project  Area. 

4.  Public  Improvements 

Public  improvements  may  include,  as  necessary, 
the  abandonment,  provision,  improvement,  exten- 
sion, construction,  reconstruction,  and  installation 
of  rights-of-way,  streets,  landscaped  open  spaces, 
new  tree  plantings,  and  public  utilities,  such  as 
water,  sewers,  traffic  and  street  lighting  systems,  and 
police  and  fire  communications  systems  located  in 
public  rights-of-way,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  substantially 
as  described  in  the  Project  Improvements  Report. 

D.  Property  to  be  Acquired 
1.  Identification 

Properties  to  be  acquired  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  Stage  I  (Disposition 
Parcels  1,  2,  and  3),  sometimes  referred  to  in  the 
aggregate  as  A,  B,  and  C,  of  the  Project  Area  are 
shown  on  Map  No.  3,  Land  Acquisition  Map,  and 
identified  on  Map  No.  5,  Ownership  Data  Map. 


2.  Conditions  for  Stage  II  Acquisition 

Prior  to  any  action  by  the  Authority  toward 
acquiring  properties  within  Stage  II  the  Authority 
shall  provide  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Mayor  pursuant  to  Chapters  79  and  121B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  shall 
likewise  comply  with  the  Requirements  of  Chapter 
79A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as 
amended. 

E.  Interim  Use  of  Acquired  Property 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  may 
devote  property  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  to  temporary  use  prior  to  the 
time  such  property  is  needed  for  redevelopment 
Such  uses  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
project  office  facilities,  relocation  purposes,  publi 
transportation,  or  recreation,  all  in  accordance  wit  u 
such  standards,  controls,  and  regulations  as  the 
Authority  may  deem  appropriate,  but  shall  not 
include  parking.  However,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Authority  to  proceed  on  a  schedule  of  acquisition, 
relocation,  and  demolition  which  is  directly  related 
to  the  timing  for  commencement  of  construction 
and  thereby  to  minimize  the  amount  of  land  which 
could  be  utilized  for  interim  uses.  Such  interim  uses 
may  not  be  continued  more  than  six  months  beyond 
the  completion  of  all  demolition  on  the  site  without 
the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

F,  Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements 

1.  Land  Use  Plan 

The  use  of  land  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  permitted  uses  as  shown  on  Map 
No.  6.  Land  Disposal  Map. 

2.  Land  Use  and  Building  Requirements 

a.  General 

(l)The  use  and  development  of  land  and 
improvements  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Section  of  the  Plan. 

(2)  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  may 
sub-divide  disposition  parcels  as  appropriate. 
In  the  event  of  subdivision,  the  permitted 
uses  will  be  applicable  to  subparcels  and 
parking  requirements  will  be  divided  as 
appropriate. 

(3)  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  apply  to 
all  disposition  parcels  unless"  specifically 
excepted. 

(4)  Use  controls  as  set  forth  in  this  Section  shall 
be  interpreted  to  permit  supporting  and 
ancillary  uses  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Authority  are  reasonably  associated  with  the 
primary  use. 

b.  Definitions 
(1)  Height 

The  vertical  distance  of  the  highest  point  of 
the  roof,  excluding  penthouses  and  roof 
structures,  above  the  mean  grade  of  the 
sidewalk  at  the  line  of  the  street  or  streets  on 
which  the  building  abuts,  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
building  not  abutting  on  a  street,  above  a 
given  grade  adjoining  the  building  line,  as 
more  fully  defined  in  the  Zoning  Code  of  the 
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City  of  Boston  as  in  effect  on  the  date  the 
Plan  is  approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council. 

(2)  Floor  Area  Ratio  (F.A.R.) 

The  ratio  of  the  gross  floor  area  above  grade 
of  a  structure  or  group  of  structures  to  the 
total  parcel  area. 

(3)  Arcade 

A  substantial  area  of  a  building  which  is  open 
to  public  access  for  right-of-way  purposes. 

(4)  Pedestrian  Easement 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Plan,  "pedestrian 
easement"  means  the  provision  of  public 
pedestrian  access  subject  to  reasonable 
regulations  and  security  and  does  not  mean 
the  creation  of  a  right-of-way  in  the  technical 
sense. 
c.    Building  Requirements  and  Restrictions 

(1)  Landscaping  and  Screening 

All  open  areas  must  be  suitably  landscaped  so 
as  to  provide  a  visually  attractive  environ- 
ment

d.   Other  On-site  Improvements 

All  improvements  on  the  land,  including 
buildings,  landscaped  areas,  and  parking 
areas,  shall  be  properly  maintained,  by  the 
then  owner,  in  good  repair  and  in  clean, 
sanitary,  and  attractive  condition.  Sufficient 
and  suitable  refuse  and  garbage  storage  and 


disposal  facilities,  including  structural  en- 
closures where  appropriate,  shall  be  provided 
and  properly  maintained  by  the  then  owner. 
Open  storage  of  materials,  equipment,  or 
merchandise  shall  not  be  permitted  in  any 
section  of  the  Project  Area. 

e.  Sign  Control 

Signs  within  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
restricted  to  an  identification  of  the  use  of 
and  goods  available  on  the  premises.  All  signs 
must  be  suitably  integrated  with  the 
architectural  design  of  the  structure  which 
they  identify.  No  signs  or  advertising  shall  be 
placed  on  the  exterior  facade  on  or  above  the 
floor  level  of  the  third  floor  of  any  structure. 
No  sign  shall  project  above  the  roof  of  the 
structure  on  which  iris  mounted.  The  size, 
design,  location,  and  number  of  signs,  the 
placement  or  replacement  of  any  sign,  or  any 
exceptions  to  the  above  controls  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Authority  and 
any  other  body  charged  at  the  time  with  the 
control  of  outdoor  advertising. 

f.  Parking 

All  parking  structures  shall  be  designed  so  as 
to  provide  one  entrance  lane  for  each  300 
parking  spaces  provided.  Each  entrance  lane 
must  have  sufficient  reservoir  space  to  avoid 
vehicle  back-up  onto  public  streets.  All 
parking  shall  be  enclosed  unless  otherwise 
indicated  in  Item  6  of  this  Section. 

g.  Subway  Facilities 

Provision  shall  be  made  by  the  redeveloper 
for  connections  to  subway  facilities  in 
accordance  with  the  Land  Disposal  Map,  and 
disposition  parcels  may  be  subject  to 
easements  and  other  rights  as  appropriate 
therewith. 

h.   Utilities 

The  placement  or  replacement  of  all  private 
and  public  utilities  shall  be  underground,  and 
disposition  parcels  may  be  subject  to 
easements  amd  other  rights  as  appropriate  in 
accordance  with  this  requirement. 

i.    Provisions  for  Handicapped  Persons 

All  new  buildings  and  facilities  in  the  Project 
Area  shall  be  so  designed  that  persons  in 
wheelchairs  can  enter,  travel  about,  and  leave 
the  building  in  a  convenient  manner  without 
obstruction. 

3.  Land  Use 

The  project  Area  shall  generally  be  devoted  to 
residential,  hotel,  office,  parking  and  commercial 
uses.  Specific  uses  for  each  parcel  are  set  forth  in 
Item  6  of  this  Section.  In  each  case,  and  unless 
specifically  otherwise  provided,  designation  of  a 
particular  use  includes  all  accessory  and  ancillary 
uses  customarily  or  reasonably  incident  to  the  use 
specified  or  the  use  on  an  adjoining  parcel.

The    present  uses  of  these   structures  are   in 
keeping  with  the  Project  Plan,  and  the  buildings 
must  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  Zoning 
and  Building  Codes  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

H.  Redeveloper's  Obligations 

1.  Applicability  of  this  Section 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  apply  to  each 
parcel  acquired  upon  its  disposition  and  shall  be 
implemented  by  appropriate  covenants  and  pro- 
visions in  disposition  documents. 

2.  Compliance  with  Plan 

Redevelopment  of  the  land  in  the  Project  Area 
shall  be  made  subject  to  the  regulations  and  controls 
set  forth  in  this  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  The  purpose  of 
such  regulations  and  controls  is  to  assure  that  the 
redevelopment  of  land  within  the  Project  Area  will 
conform  to  the  planning  and  design  objectives  of  the 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.  It  is  therefore  the  obligation  of 
all  redevelopers  not  only  to  comply  with  these 
regulations  and  controls  but  also  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  overall  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 
to  prepare  redevelopment  proposals  which  conform 
to  the  Plan. 

3.  Design  Review 

All  redevelopment  and  all  improvement  pro- 
posals will  be  subject  to  the  standard  Design  Review 
process  and  approval  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  prior  to  land  disposition  and/or  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  construction. 

In  addition  to  assuring  compliance  with  the 
specific  controls  set  forth  in  this  Plan  and  more 
specifically  set  forth  in  disposition  documents,  the 
Authority  will  establish  design  review  procedures 
and  will  evaluate  the  quality  and  appropriateness  of 
redevelopment  proposals  with  reference  to  the 
design  objectives  and  requirements  set  forth  in  this 
Plan  and  in  the  disposition  documents. 


4.  General  Obligations 

The  Authority  shall  obligate  redevelopers  and 
purchasers  of  land  in  the  Project  Area,  and  their 
successors  and  assigns,  by  covenants  and  conditions 
running  with  the  land  or  other  appropriate  means 
providing  for  reasonable  action  in  the  event  of 
default  or  noncompliance  by  such  developers  and 
purchasers: 

a.  To  devote,  develop,  or  otherwise  use  such 
land  only  for  the  purpose  and  in  the  manner 
stated  in  the  Plan; 

b.  To  comply  with  such  terms  and  conditions 
relating  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  such 
land  and  improvements  thereon  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Authority  are  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  and  objectives  of  the 
Plan  and  of  the  relevant  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws; 

c.  To  commence,  execute,  and  complete 
construction  and  improvements  in  ac- 
cordance with  reasonable  time  schedules  as 
determined,  agreed  on,  and  established  by  the 
Authority. 

d.  To  give  preference  in  the  selection  of  tenants 
for  commercial  space  built  in  the  Porject  Area 
to  persons  who  are  displaced  from  such  area 
or  from  other  areas  on  account  of  action 
taken  pursuant  to  Urban  Renewal  Plans  and 
who  desire  to  rent  such  commercial  space  and 
will  be  able  to  pay  rents  or  prices  equal  to 
rents  or  prices  charged  other  tenants  for 
similar  or  comparable  space  built  as  a  part  of 
the  same  redevelopment 

e.  To  devote  1  percent  of  construction  cost  to 
beautify  the  Boston  Common,  and  the  Public 
Garden  and  to  works  of  art  in  accordance 
with  policies  established  by  the  Authority. 

5.  Disposition  by  Redeveloper 

The  redeveloper  shall  not  dispose  of  all  or  part  of 
his  interest  in  a  disposition  parcel  within  the  Project 
Area  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  until  the  full  completion 
by  the  redeveloper  of  all  improvements  required  by 
and  in  confirmity  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
both  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  of  the  Land 
Disposition  Agreement  entered  into  between  the 
redeveloper  and  the  Authority.  The  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  may  in  granting  such 
consent  impose  conditions  that  will,  among  other 
things,  prevent  speculation,  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  effect  compliance  with  and  achieve 
the  objectives  of  Chapter  121B  and,  where 
applicable,  Chapter  121A  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  and  amendments  thereto. 

I.  Zoning  Changes 

The  present  zoning  is  primarily  B-10,  with  a 
portion  adjacent  to  Stuart  and  Kneeland  Streets 
zoned  as  B-8. 

The  Plan  proposes  that  all  of  the  Project  Area  be 
zoned  B-10  and  that  the  necessary  changes  from  B-8 
to  B-10  be  made  in  phase  after  each  portion  of  the 
present  B-8  district  is  acquired. 

J.  Relation  of  Plan  to  Local  Objectives 
1.  Conformity  with  General  Plan. 
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The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  is  in  conformity  with 
the  General  Plan  1965/1975  for  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Regional  Core,  as  adopted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  March,  1965.  The 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  also  conforms  to  the  General 
Neighborhood  Renewal  Plan  for  Downtown,  as 
adopted  by  the  Authority  in  March,  1967,  and  the 
Central  Business  District  Plan  approved  in  June, 
1967. 
2.  Relationship  to  definite  Local  Objectives 

a.  Land  Use 

The  development  as  proposed  will  provide  a 
new  intown  community  of  more  than  2,000 
dwelling  units.  These  apartments  will  help  to 
reinforce  the  present  downtown  neighbor- 
hoods such  as  Bay  Village,  Chinatown,  Back 
Bay,  and  Beacon  Hill.  The  hotel,  office,  and 
retail  activities  will  fill  in  the  commercial  gap 
between  Downtown  and  Back  Bay,  adding 
new  economic  life  for  the  entire  core  area. 
Also,  provision  of  high  quality,  modern 
cultural  and  entertainment  faculties  will 
upgrade  the  evening  and  convention  centers 
and  extend  the  use  of  this  portion  of 
Downtown  into  a  sixteen-hour  day. 

b.  The  clarification  of  the  street  pattern  and  the 
separation  between  the  major  flows  of 
pedestrian  and  vehicular  traffic,  plus  the 
development  of  off-street  servicing  areas,  will 
greatly  improve  the  quality  as  well  as  the 
safety  of  the  Project  Area. 

c.  Improvement  of  Public  Utilities 

The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  includes  the 
provision  for  the  relocation,  abandonment, 
or  replacement  of  all  existing  public  utilities 
where  necessitated  by  the  development 
proposals.  Such  relocation  or  replacement 
shall  be  done  in  conformity  with  local 
standards. 

d.  Recreational  and  Community  Facilities 

A  primary  feature  of  the  Plan  is  the  generous 
amount  of  space  allocated  to  public 
pedestrian  areas.  These  areas  will  include 
all-weather  multilevel  shop-lined  arcades 
connecting  the  areas  outside  the  Project,  as 
well  as  the  subway  stations  with  the  major 
elements  of  the  new  development.  Attractive 
urban  plazas  bordered  by  active  pedestrian- 
oriented  uses  will  also  be  provided  in  various 
portions  of  the  Project  Area. 

K.  Nondiscrimination  Provisions 

All  property  and  all  transactions  affecting  or 
respecting  the  installation,  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, maintenance,  rehabilitation,  use,  development, 
sale,  conveyance,  leasing,  management,  or  oc- 
cupancy of  real  property  within  the  Project  Area 
shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable  provisions  of 
Chapter  15 IB  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
and  amendments  thereto,  and  to  all  other  applicable 
federal,  state,  and  local  laws  prohibiting  discrimi- 
nation or  segregation  by  reason  of  race,  color,  sex, 
religion,  or  national  origin. 

L.  Relocation 

1.  Extent  of  Relocation 


a.  Family  Relocation 

There  are  approximately  282  persons  located 
within  the  Project  Area.  A  total  of  33  persons 
representing  a  maximum  of  29  households 
reside  in  the  Stage  I  area  (Parcels  1,  2  and  3). 
Most  of  the  residents  in  the  Stage  I  area 
appear  to  be  single  individuals;  there  appear 
to  be  four  married  couples.  Approximately 
one-third  of  these  residents  have  lived  in  then- 
present  unit  for  less  than  eighteen  months. 
The  median  age  of  these  individuals  is 
twenty-seven  years.  All  but  eight  residents 
appear  to  be  employed  with  four  of  the 
remaining  eight  listed  as  students.  The 
occupations  range  from  professional  to 
unskilled. 

b.  Business  Relocation 

Approximately  440  businesses  are  located 
within  the  Project  Area,  of  which  255  are  in 
Stage  I  -  Parcels  1,  2  and  3.  The  major 
categories  of  business  use  are:  first  floor, 
retail;  upper  floor,  office  and  some  com- 
mercial 

2.  Availability  of  Relocation  Resources 

a.  Family  Relocation 

A  detailed  survey  will  be  conducted  shortly 
to  determine  household  size  and  income, 
together  with  the  area  preferences  of  those 
displaced  in  the  Stage  I  area.  It  is  expected 
that  some  may  be  interested  in  the  new 
housing  being  constructed  in  the  adjacent 
South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project  Area 
(Mass^Pike  Towers  and  Tai  Tung).  Family 
Relocation  staff  will  work  with  each 
household  in  accordance  with  their  particular 
preferences  when  relocation  becomes 
necessary. 

b.  Business  Relocation 

A  recent  real  estate  market  survey  shows 
1,102,864  square  feet  of  vacant  office  space 
in  the  Government  Center,  Financial, 
Midtown  and  Back  Bay  districts.  In  addition 
to  the  existing  space,  it  is  estimated  that  new 
construction  in  the  South  Cove,  Waterfront, 
Fenway  and  Downtown  areas  will  generate 
approximately  1,000,000  square  feet  of  new 
retail  space  in  the  next  three  to  four  years. 
Further,  it  is  expected  that  the  Stage  I  area  of 
the  Park  Plaza  Project  will  produce  500,000 
square  feet  of  retail  space  as  well  as  1,000,000 
square  feet  of  new  office  space. 

3.  Relocation  Program 

a.  Relocation  Services  —  Family 

The  Authority  will  carry  out  a  relocation 
program  through  its  trainedfamily  relocation 
staff.  This  will  involve  surveying  each  resident 
to  determine  his  or  her  housing  and  area 
preferences  as  well  as  to  determine  whether 
any  social  service  or  other  types  of  assistance 
may  be  needed.  Trained  rehousing  staff  will 
be  assigned  to  make  appropriate  housing 
referrals  as  needed. 

b.  Relocation  Services  —  Business 

The  Business  Relocation  Program  will  be 
conducted  by  experienced  specialists  of  the 
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Business  Relocation  Section.  This  will 
include  interviewing  all  businesses  to  be 
relocated  in  order  to  determine  the  needs  T 
each  business,  as  well  as  collecting  and 
making  available  information  regarding 
suitable  relocation  space.  The  staff  will  also 
assist  each  business  in  every  reasonable  way  in 
order  to  effect  a  successful  relocation. 
Relocation  of  the  businesses  will  be  carried 
out  in  an  orderly  manner  through  careful 
staging  and  close  cooperation  between  the 
redeveloper  and  the  Business  Relocation 
Section  of  the  Authority.  In  this  manner,  it  is 
hoped  to  minimize  the  difficulties  of 
relocating  the  businesses  and,  further  to 
prevent  undue  hardship  to  the  individual 
business  organizations. 
4.  Relocation  Payments 

a.  Family 

The  Authority's  policy  is  to  make  payments 
of  the  type  and  amount  presently  being  made 
to  residents  being  relocated  in  existing 
projects. 

b.  Business 

The  Authority's  policy  is  to  make  payments 
for  such  items  as  moving  expenses  and  loss  of 
property  comparable  with  those  benefits 
presently  being  made  available  to  businesses 
being  relocated  in  urban  renewal  projects. 
These  benefits  will  insure  that  uniform,  fair 
and  equitable  treatment  is  afforded  to 
businesses  being  displaced  as  a  result  of  the 
Park  Plaza  Project 
M.  Modification  and  Termination 

1.  Plan  Modification  or  Amendment 

This  Plan  may  be  amended  at  any  time  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  provided,  how- 
ever, that: 

a.  Any  amendment  which  in  the  reasonable 
opinion  of  the  Authority  substantially  or 
materially  alters  or  changes  the  Plan  shall  be 
subject  to  the  state  and  local  approvals  then 
required  by  law;  for  purposes  of  this  section 
any  change  which  increases  the  F.A.R.  or 
height  limit  by  more  than  20  percent  or  any 
change  in  the  uses  to  which  the  Project  Area 
shall  be  put  shall  be  deemed  to  alter  the  Plan 
materially; 

b.  Subject  to  applicable  federal,  state,  or  local 
laws,  this  Plan  may  be  modified  by  the 
Authority  after  the  lease  or  sale  of  any  land  in 
the  Project  Area  without  the  consent  of  the 
purchaser  or  lessee  provided  that  the 
proposed  changes  do  not,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Authority,  materially  affect  the  parcels  in 
the  Project  Area  which  have  been  sold  or 
leased. 

2.  Termination 

The  provisions  and  requirements  established  in 
this  Urban  Renewal  Plan  shall  be  maintained  in 
effect  for  a  period  of  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date 
of  the  original  approval  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  except  for  Section  K,  which  shall  remain  in 
effect  for  one  hundred  (100)  years  from  said  date. 

The  report  was  accepted,  yeas  9.

.  being  discussed,  and  shall  relate  to  the  section 

under  discussion. 

D.  Debate  shall  be  limited  to  three  minutes  per 
Councillor  per  amendment  after  which  the 
section  or  amendment  shall  be  voted  upon. 

E.  The  President  may  entertain  amendments  to 
a  completed  document  after  all  debate  has 
ended  on  the  final  section.  The  President  may 
call  for  a  recess  to  the  Executive  Committee 
before  considering  the  next  document,  unless 
a  majority  rejects  the  calL 

F.  After  all  documents  have  been  debated  by 
section  and  finally  voted  upon,  the  President 
shall  entertain  such  motions  on  any  or  all 
documents  as  may  be  offered.  Debate  on  such 
amendments  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes, 
after  which  a  vote  shall  be  taken.

"14.  (a)  The  Authority  agrees  that  it  shall  require 
the  developer,  within  ninety  days  after  the 
appropriate  site  becomes  available,  to  make 
applications  to  the  Federal  Housing  Authority 
(FHA),  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Authority  (MHFA),  and  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  (BHA)  in  order  to  secure  the  financing 
and  subsidies  necessary  for  housing  for  the  elderly, 
under  the  appropriate  programs  of  these  agencies. 

"(b)  The  Authority  further  agrees  that  it  shall 
require  the  developer  to  actively  pursue  said 
applications,  to  successful  conclusion,  and  that 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  developer  to  actively 
pursue  said  applications  shall  constitute  a  default  of 
the  developer's  obligations."

The  following  described  area  in  the 
Municipality  of  Boston  was  a  substandard,  decadent 
or  blighted  open  area  and  is  an  urban  renewal  area 
within  urban  renewal  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  :- 
the  South  Cove  Project  is  bounded  generally  by 
Stuart  Street  Kneeland  Street  Mass.  Turnpike 
Authority,  Harrison  Avenue,  Herald  Street  Right  of 
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Way  of  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  to  Clarendon  Street  to  point  of  beginning. 

Section  2.  The  existence  of  said  area  was 
impairing  and  arresting  the  sound  growth  and 
development  of  the  Municipality  and  was  inimical  to 
the  public  health,  safety,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  thereof  and  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  3.  The  Municipality  has  undertaken  an 
urban  renewal  project  in  said  area,  hereinafter  called 
South  Cove  Project,  R-92,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  amended.

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  file  an 
application,  in  the  form  of  application  prescribed  by

ACCEPT  GRANT  OF  $15,000  UNDER 
INTERGOVERNMENTAL  PERSONNEL 
ACT  OF  1970

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith,  and  request  that  you  approve 
an  order  accepting  the  sum  of  $15,000,  to  conduct, 
under  the  Intergovernmental  Personnel  Act  of  1970 
(PL  91—648),  an  educational  program  formanagers 
in  labor  relations. 

This  program,  which  is  planned  to  take  place 
during  the  first  six  months  of  1972,  will  be  offered 
to  ninety  middle-and  senior-level  managers  (three 
groups  of  thirty  each).  During  the  six  months  each 
group  will  undergo  the  equivalent  of  seven  and 
one-half  days  training  in  the  administration  of 
collective   bargaining  agreements.   Past  programs 


available  to  managers  in  the  public  sector  have 
concentrated  understandably  on  the  art  of 
negotiations  and  the  legal  aspects  of  recognition, 
unit  definition,  and  unfair  labor  practices.  To  our 
knowledge  this  is  the  first  in  the  Boston  area  to 
concentrate  on  the  practical  day-to-day  problems 
faced  by  managers  in  interpreting  and  administering 
labor  agreements. 

As  an  indication  of  need,  to  date  the  City  of 
Boston  and  County  of  Suffolk  have  twenty-five 
separate  labor  agreements  in  being  or  in  negotiation 
with  seventeen  unions.  Managers  in  some  city 
departments  must  deal  with  as  many  as  four  or  five 
bargaining  units.  In  the  face  of  such  diversity 
maintaining  reasonable  consistency  in  the  interpre- 
tation and  application  of  agreements  on  the 
department  level  is  difficult  without  a  significant 
educational  effort.  This  problem  the  managers 
themselves  recognized  through  a  study  group  set  up 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  proposed  program  is  in 
response  to  their  request  for  practical  assistance. 

A  unique  feature  of  this  program  and  in  keeping 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Intergovernmental  Personnel 
Act  is  that  Boston  will  invite  between  fifteen  and 
thirty  managers  from  other  large  municipalities  and 
the  Commonwealth  to  participate  with  our  own 
administrators. 

There  has  been  $14,000  allocated  to  Boston 
from  federal  funds  and  $1,000  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  this  program. 
No  City  of  Boston  funds  will  be  required  over  and 
above  the  $15,000  in  federal  and  state  monies.  The 
program  will  be  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
city's  Labor  Relations  Office  of  the  Administrative

B.     The  Estimated  Cost  to  Date  of  These  Fire  Alarms 
to  Life,  Limb,  and  the  Taxpayers'  Pocketbook. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  no  study  has  been 
made  of  the  cost  of  false  alarms  to  a  city.  It  probably 
could  be  done  if  someone  were  to  study  the  various 
costs  involved,  but  this  would  only  be  the  material 
costs. 

How  does  one  place  a  figure  on  the  lives  of  the 
two  fire  fighters  who  were  killed  responding  to  false 
alarms  during  the  past  year  in  Boston?  What  figure 
could  be  used  for  the  fire  fighter  who  was 
hospitalized  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  while 
responding  to  a  false  alarm? 

I  am  sorry,  but  I  do  not  have  a  figure  at  this  time. 
For  those  who  are  statistically  inclined,  they  could 
take  into  consideration  that  false  alarms  account  for 
approximately  one  third  of  the  Fire  Department's 
responses.  If  false  alarms  were  completely  elimi- 
nated, the  cost  factors  of  wear  and  tear  on  the 
apparatus,  fuel  used,  accidents  during  response,  etc., 
would  be  reduced  one  third,  thus  showing  a  savings 
on  the  operational  budget  of  the  department.

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  on  March  15) 
establishing  the  Environmental  Protection  De- 
partment—  recommending  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance in  the  accompanying  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-one. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Environmental 

Protection  Department 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
Section  1.     The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961 
are  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  chapter 
13,  the  following  chapter: — 

Chapter  13A 
Environmental  Protection  Department 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer,  known  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Environmental  Protection,  appointed 
by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected.  The  commissioner  may  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  an  as- 
sistant commissioner  of  environmental  pro- 
tection who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties  and  shall  hold  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  commissioner.  The  assist- 
ant commissioner  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  assigned  to  him  from  time  to  time  by 
the  commissioner  and,  subject  to  appropria- 
tion, shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may- 
be fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  commis- 
sioner. 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  de- 
partment a  board,  known  as  the  Environmen- 
tal Council,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of 
environmental  protection,  the  commissioner 
of  health  and  hospitals,  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  the  housing  inspection  commis- 
sioner, the  building  commissioner,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  conservation  commission,  ex 
officiis,  and  three  other  officers,  known  as  as- 
sociate commissioners  of  environmental  pro- 
tection, appointed  in  like  manner  by  the 
mayor.    The  associate  commissioners  initially 
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shall  serve,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  appointments,  for  terms  ex- 
piring one,  two  and  three  years,  respectively, 
from  May  1,  1972.  As  the  term  of  any  associ- 
ate commissioner  expires,  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  an  associate  commissioner  shall 
be  filled  in  like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  environmental 
council:  (a)  to  make  upon  its  own  initiative, 
or  at  the  request  of  the  mayor  or  the  com- 
missioner, studies  and  recommendations  with 
respect  to  the  environmental  health  of  the 
city  and  with  respect  to  the  policies  of  the 
department;  (b)  to  review  from  time  to  time 
such  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commissioner 
as  may  then  be  in  force  and  report  to  the 
commissioner  its  findings  with  respect  to  the 
adequacy  thereof  and  its  recommendations,  if 
any,  for  the  amendment  or  repeal  thereof  or 
for  new  rules  and  regulations  and  (c)  to  advise 
the  commissioner  on  such  matters  within  the 
scope  of  his  duties  as  he  may  refer  to  the 
council. 

The  commissioner  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
council,  but  the  council  shall  not  otherwise  be 
subject  to  the  commissioner's  supervision  or 
control;  nor  shall  it  take  part  in  the  conduct 
of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of 
the  department,  and  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  mayor  it  shall  not  communicate  with 
the  mayor  or  make  any  other  annual  or  other 
report  except  through  the  commissioner. 

Section  3.  The  commissioner  shall  exclu- 
sively have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
of  a  department  head  with  respect  to  the  mak- 
ing of  contracts  and  the  appointment,  suspen- 
sion, discharge,  compensation  and  indemnifica- 
tion of  subordinates  for  the  department.  The 
commissioner  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  inves- 
tigate, conduct  research,  monitor,  regulate, 
control  and  abate  atmospheric  pollution,  noise 
pollution,  water  pollution,  solid  and  liquid 
waste  pollution,  vermin  and  other  pests  and 
pesticides,  and  in  the  exercise  of  such  jurisdic- 
tion he  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  now  or  hereafter  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  the  city  by  any  general  or  special  law 
regarding  any  such  pollution. 

The  commissioner  shall  also  have  power, 
after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing,  to  adopt 
environmental  quality  standards  and  to 
promulgate  regulations  in  regard  to  atmo- 
spheric, noise,  water  and  waste  pollution, 
pests  and  pesticides.  Such  regulations  shall 
be  binding  upon  other  departments,  boards 
and  commissions  of  the  city  as  well  as  upon 
private  persons,  organizations  and  activities 
within  the  city,  and  each  department,  board 
and  commissioner  shall  give  reasonable  notice 
to  the  commissioner  of  any  action  which  it 
proposes  to  take  or  approve,  or  of  any  regu- 
lation or  policy  which  it  proposes  to  adopt, 
which  might  have  a  substantial  impact  upon 
the  environment  or  in  increasing  any  such 
pollution. 

The  commissioner  may  by  regulation  require 
the  registration  of  sources  of  environmental 
contamination  and  the  procurement  of  a  per- 
mit prior  to  the  commencement  or  continua- 
tion of  any  activity  which  he  finds  capable  of 
causing  environmental  contamination.     Such 


permits  may  specify  the  time  or  times  within 
which,  and  the  method  by  which,  such  activity 
is  to  be  carried  on;  they  shall  be  renewable 
by  the  commissioner  and  may  be  revoked  by 
him  for  cause.  The  commissioner  shall  estab- 
lish a  schedule  of  fees  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  issuance  or  renewal  of  any 
such  permit. 

The  commissioner  shall  also  have  power  to 
compel  the  production  of  records  and  docu- 
ments and  the  attendance  and  testimony  of 
witnesses  before  him  as  to  matters  within  the 
department's  jurisdiction. 

Unless  a  larger  fine  is  provided  by  general 
or  special  law,  any  person  violating  any  pro- 
vision hereof  or  of  any  regulation  promulgated 
hereunder  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars;  provided,  that  each  day 
or  part  thereof  of  violation,  whether  such 
is  continuous  or  intermittent,  shall  be  con- 
strued a  separate  offense.  In  enforcing  the 
provisions  hereof,  or  any  regulations  promul- 
gated hereunder,  the  commissioner  may  peti- 
tion for  equitable  or  declaratory  relief  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  10A  of  chapter  214 
of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Chapter  15  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  2,  as  inserted  by  section  5  of  chapter 
14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  and  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1970. 
All  persons  employed  by  the  Air  Pollution  Con- 
trol Commission  are  hereby  transferred  to  and 
made  employees  of  the  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Department  without  reduction  in  their  rank 
or  compensation  or  impairment  of  their  civil 
service,  retirement,  vacation,  holiday  or  sick 
leave  rights. 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  said  Revised  Ordi- 
nances, as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  3  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1970,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  97. 

Section  4.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  said  Re- 
vised Ordinances,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sub- 
section: 

(9A)     The  commissioner  of  environmental 
protection,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars. 
Section  5.    The  provisions  hereof  shall  take 
effect  on  February  1,  1972. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  ATKINS  moved 
reconsideration  of  the  previous  vote;  recon- 
sideration prevailed. 

Coun.  LANGONE  and  ATKINS  moved  to 
amend  the  ordinance  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
the  second  paragraph  of  section  3  on  page  3  the 
following  words: 

"Provided,  that  the  initial  set  of  such  regula- 
tions must  be  approved  by  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  and  all  subsequent  regulations  must 
be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  En- 
vironmental Council."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERAMBULATION 
OF  THE  BOUNDARY  LINES 

Coun.  TIMILTY,  for  the  Committee  on 
Perambulation  of  the  Boundary  Lines  between 
Boston  and  the  Cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville, 
and  Newton,  and  the  Towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham, 
Milton,  and  Winthrop,  submitted  the  following: 

In  City  Council,  December  27, 1971. 
Report  of  Committee  on  Perambulation  of  the 
Boundary  Lines  Between  Boston  and  the 
Cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and 
Newton,  and  the  Towns  of  Brookline, 
Dedham,  Milton,  and  Winthrop 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
lines  and  bound  marks  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  Cities  of  Revere,  Everett,  Somerville,  and 
Newton,  and  the  Towns  of  Brookline,  Dedham, 
Milton,  and  Winthrop,  respectively,  reports  that  it 
has  attended  to  the  duty  with  which  it  was  charged, 
has  met  with  the  committees  designated  by  the  said 
cities  and  towns,  and  has  jointly  examined  and 
verified  the  several  boundaries  and  bound  marks  in 
the  existing  boundary  lines. 

The  committee  found  the  existing  boundary 
markers  and  points  to  be  essentially  in  the  same 
condition  as  reported  by  the  last  previous 
perambulation  committee. 

The  boundary  lines  between  Boston-Somerville, 
Boston-Newton,  Boston-Brookline,  Boston- 
Dedham,  and  Boston-Milton  are  in  most  instances 
adequately  marked,  although  some  markers  are  not 
visible,  having  been  buried  under  existing  pavements 
or  filled-in  land,  a  few  others  are  missing  entirely  or 
inadequately  marked. 

The  boundaries  between  Boston-Revere,  and 
Boston- Winthrop  are  now  adequately  marked  in 
those  areas  where  Belle  Isle  Inlet  and  Shirley  Gut 
waterways  have  been  filled  in,  remedying  the  defects 
described  in  the  report  of  the  previous  perambula- 
tion committee. 

However,  permanent  markers  are  in  need  of 
replacement  at  several  points  at  the  Everett, 
Somerville,  Winthrop,  and  Dedham  town  lines.  The 
engineers  who  accompanied  your  committee  advise 
that  this  is  a  continuing,  ongoing  need  concerning 
such  markers  due  to  various  causes  -  land  being 
filled,  construction  of  new  developments  collision 
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by  motor  vehicles,  and  stray  vandalism. 
Consequently,  this  demands  a  continuous,  joint 
effort  by  the  engineering  authorities  of  the 
municipalities  involved  to  keep  up  with  such 
replacements.  These  engineers  stated  that  all  the 
markers  are  never  in  place  at  any  one  time,  but  that 
this  optimum  condition  is  being  sought  at  all  times 
by  those  charged  with  such  maintenance. 

Your  committee  has  been  advised  also  that  the 
interchange  of  information,  maps,  plans,  mathemati- 
cal data,  and  descriptions  of  such  boundaries  and 
markers  is  a  usual  cooperative  arrangement  already 
existing  between  the  various  municipal  engineers 
involved,  mutually  benefiting  their  respective 
communities. 

We  submit  herewith,  a  description  of  the 
boundary  lines  and  marks  for  record  as  witnessed  by 
the  officials  named.

5.  Role  of  the  Board  in  monitoring  and 
evaluating  the  plans  and  programs  and  the 
contract. 

Such  provisions  shall  include  all  exhibits, 
appendices,  and  documents  incorporated  therein  by 
reference  and  pertaining  thereto.  If  such  action  is 
not  taken  by  the  Board  within  twenty-one  days  after 
the  receipt  of  each  contract  by  the  Board,  the 
contract        shall        be        deemed        approved. 

Said  board  may  make  recommendations  to  the 
administrator  with  regard  to  plans,  programs, 
policies,  proposals,  and  contracts;  and  after 
considering  the  adminsitrator's  own  recommenda- 
tions and  the  views  of  the  community,  said  board 
may  make  confirmed  recommendations.  Whenever  a 
majority  of  said  board  makes  any  such  confirmed 
recommendations  with  regard  to  plans,  programs, 
policies,  proposals,  and  contracts,  the  administrator 
shall  follow  such  recommendation  or  he  shall  submit 
the  issue  to  binding  arbitration  before  three 
arbitrators,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  board,  one  to  be 
chosen  by  the  administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen 
by  agreement  between  the  board  and  the 
administrator. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  in  the 
new  draft  was  passed.

MINORITY  REPORT  OF  COUNCILLORS 
IANNELLA  AND  O'NEIL 

Park  Plaza  Minority  Report 
Council  consideration  of  the  Park  Plaza  Project 
has  consumed  so  much  time  and  generated  so  many 
cumbersome  documents,  plans,  and  amendments 
that  the  minority  feels  that  the  positions  and 
arguments  of  some  members  have  been  lost  in 
rhetoric.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  offer  this  report, 
explaining  our  position  on  Park  Plaza,  with  the  hope 
that  the  inequities  of  this  Plan  may  still  be  corrected. 
Project  Area 
The  Park  Plaza  Project  has,  allegedly,  two  wings, 
Stage  1  (called  Parcels  A,  B,  and  C,  or  Park  Square) 
and  Stage  2  (called  Parcels  D  and  E,  or  the  Combat 
Zone).  The  dichotomy  of  these  two  areas  is  obvious 
not  only  from  the  papers  submitted  by  the 
Redevelopment  Authority  but  from  visual  in- 
spection as  well.  Parcels  D  andE  are  characterized  by 
ugly,  antiquated  buildings  in  great  disrepair,  housing 
"honky-tonks,"  cut-rate  cut-quality  retailers,  and 
many  businesses  tottering  along  the  line  that 
separates  legitimate  enterprise  from  illegal  activity. 
The  vacancy  rate  is  high.  Many  buildings  are 
abandoned  above  street  level.  The  area  has  none  of 
the  amenities  that  make  twentieth  century  urban 
living  tolerable,  There  are  no  parks  or  open  spaces, 
no  striking  architecture,  no  fine  restaurants,  nothing 
to  justify  the  continuance  of  the  blight  and  decay 
that  typifies  this  area. 

In  an  unfortunate  marriage  with  "D  and  E"  is  the 
other  wing  of  Park  Plaza,  Parcels  A,  B,  and  C.  This 
area  houses  many  small  retailers,  professional 
offices,  and  small  businessmen,  all  providing  needed 
and  desirable  services  to  the  residents  of  our  city, 
and  paying  very  dearly  for  the  privilege  of  serving 
through  oppressively  high  taxes.  These  people  -  and 
we  sometimes  forget  that  they  are  people,  not  bricks 
and  mortar  -  are  located  in  buildings  built  by  the 
distinguished  architectural  firms  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  among  them  Winslow&  Wetherall;Bigelow, 
Snell  &  Grearson;  and  Charles  Cummings.  The 
blocks  facing  the  Boston  Common  are  an 
architecturally  "tight"  unit,  some  featuring  fine 
gables  and  windows  and  incorporating  detail  of 
Queen  Anne  style  on  upper  floors.  Behind  this  area  is 
hidden  Carver  Street,  whose  buildings  display  ornate 
ironwork  balconies  and  window  flashing  with 
tree-planted  courtyards,  certainly  a  pleasant  respite 
in  this  basically  commercial  area.  Facing  the  Public 
Garden  are  low-rise  connected  buildings  somewhat 
newer  than  those  opposite  the  Common.  Although 
not    all    are    of    compatible    design,    they    have 


weathered  together  to  form  a  pleasant  backdrop  for 
the  Garden.  Trie  Women's  Educational  and 
Industrial  Union  occupies  three  fine  Greek  Revival 
row  houses  in  this  block.  This  land  has  been 
described  in  a  report  commissioned  by  and  for  the 
developer  as  among  the  finest  sites  in  the  world  —  an 
ideal  and  almost  idyllic  setting  on  one  of  America's 
finest  parks.  Within  this  area  are  residents  and 
businessmen  who  have  given  life  and  vitality  to 
Boston.  Through  the  great  depression  these  people 
stayed  with  Boston  -  during  the  fifties  and  sixties, 
when  the  suburbs  called  so  many  of  our  people  and 
small  businesses  away,  they  stayed  with  Boston. 
When  real  and  personal  property  taxes  soared,  these 
people  swallowed  and  decided  not  to  abandon  us. 
Now  they  find  the  city  willing  to  subsidize  and 
mandate  their  removal.  This  surely  is  a  situation 
lacking  in  elementary  equity  and  fairness. 

Why  were  these  two  so  greatly  dissimilar  areas 
included  in  the  same  plan  ?  To  speed  the  needed 
rebuilding  of  Parcels  D  and  E  ?  Hardly  !  There  is  no 
plan  of  any  sort  for  D  and  E.  It  was  connected  with 
A,  B,  and  C  only  to  satisfy  the  legal  requirement  of 
blight  as  provided  by  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  and  to  justify  the  contention  that  the  project 
area  is  substandard  and  decadent  to  an  extent 
requiring  demolition  and  rebuilding.  It  is  ironic 
somehow  that  the  finer  portion  of  the  total  area  will 
be  demolished  and  that  the  portion  of  the  project 
that  offends  the  city  and  demands  renewal  has,  by 
the  Council's  action,  been  given  leave  to  remain  and 
deteriorate  for  several  years  if  not  forever, 

Coun.  KERRIGAN  in  the  chair. 

The  Plan 

The  Park  Plaza  Plan  was  born  in  academia.  The 
principal  developer  hails  from  one  of  oue  country's 
finest  institutions.  But  it  is  at  least  interesting  to 
note  that  he  comes  not  from  a  school  of  government, 
nor  urban  design,  nor  social  work,  nor  urban  studies, 
but  from  a  business  school,  in  fact,  The  Business 
School.  He  has  learned  his  lessons  welL  This  plan  is 
brilliantly  conceived,  expertly  developed,  and 
masterfully  executed  to  satisfy  a  single  result:  the 
unjust  enrichment  of  the  developers  and  their 
friends  at  the  expense  of  the  city.  The  acquisition  of 
city  property  at  bargain  basement  prices  (the 
majority  of  the  Council  having  turned  back  efforts 
to  require  impartial  appraisal  of  land  values)  will 
create  an  instant  equity  in  favor  of  the  developers  of 
$5  million  to  $7  million. 

The  developer  and  his  seeming  partners  in  the 
BRA  contend  that  they  will  have  no  difficulty 
financing  the  luxury  high-rise  hotel,  the  elegant 
apartment  towers,  the  prestigious  office  complex, 
and  the  expensive  specialty  shops  -  together  a 
veritable  playland  for  the  very  rich,  They  find, 
however,  that  there  just  might  not  be  enough  money 
available  to  build  the  only  humane  part  of  this 
project  -  low-cost  housing  for  the  elderly.  So  say  the 
developers,  if  any  part  of  this  golden  city  must  be 
severed,  and  remain  unbuilt,  it  will  be  the  pitifully 
few  apartments  for  the  elderly.  The  majority  of  the 
Council,    by   defeating   amendments  to  the  plan, 
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declined  to  specify  a  minimum  number  of  low-cost 
elderly  units,  or  to  require  that  any  be  built  The 
majority  was  satisfied  to  require  that  the  developer 
"try"  to  provide  our  elderly  with  housing  to  be  built 
in  the  least  attractive  portion  of  Parcels  A,  B,  andC 
(Park  Square).  The  Council  majority  seems  to  brag 
about  the  many  hours  of  consideration  this  project 
received,  perhaps  wishing  to  substitute  quantity  of 
work  for  quality  of  work  in  the  eyes  of  the  public. 
Whether  you  count  the  days  or  the  hours,  the 
majority  of  the  Council  was  willing  to  dot  a  few  "i"s 
and  cross  a  few  "t"s  and  then  report  the  plan  in  the 
same  form  submitted.  The  majority  repeatedly 
refused  to  reduce  height  limits  on  the  four  or  more 
towers  that  will  turn  the  Public  Garden  and  apart  of 
the  Common  into  a  place  of  darkness  throughout 
most  of  the  year.  In  the  Public  Garden  will  be 
recreated  the  Alaskan  winter  of  night,  with  great 
damage  to  both  the  natural  and  visual  environment 
of  this  fine  green  place.  And  to  what  end  ?  Neither 
the  BRA  nor  the  developer,  even  after  request,  ever 
supplied  or  proved  any  financial  justification' for  this 
excessive  density,  especially  considering  the  low 
price  the  developers  will  pay  for  the  city  land 
involved.  The  majority  of  the  Council  by  their 
inaction  has  endorsed  the  developers'  plan  to  build  a 
"Manhattan  on  the  Common."  Has  the  Council  not 
learned  the  lesson  of  New  York  City  ?  In  New  York 
tall  buildings  grew  on  every  corner,  choking  out 
people  and  building  against  humanity  for  the  sake  of 
profit.  But  now  New  York  has  so  snarled  itself  that 
the  very  businesses  the  skyscrapers  were  planned  and 
built  for  are  moving  to  less  dense  places.  Yet,  the 
Council  majority  refused  to  limit  heights  even  to  the 
still  overwhelming  45-story  compromise  offered. 
The  majority  of  the  Council  refused  to  adopt  an 
amendment  to  guarantee  $500,000  to  be  used  to 
make  up  for  some  of  the  damage  to  the  Public 
Garden  and  the  Common.  The  Council  flip-flopped 
on  the  question  of  requiring  D  and  E  (Combat  Zone) 
to  remain  in  the  project  resolution's  findings. 
Incredibly,  the  maker  of  the  motion  to  so  condition 
the  findings  cast  the  deciding  vote  to  remove  that 
condition. 

Perhaps  imbued  with  the  trust  and  good  will  of 
the  Christmas  season,  a  majority  of  the  Council  saw 
fit  to  reject  a  "conflict  of  interest"  amendment.  The 
lack  of  such  a  provision  could  in  itself  jeopardize  this 
plan  if  federal  funding  were  to  be  used.  The  Council, 
which  made  so  much  of  its  perusal  of  the  plan  for  A, 
B,  and  C  (Park  Square)  has,  by  refusing  to  split  the 
project,  lost  its  opportunity  to  similarly  peruse  the 
plans  for  D  and  E  (Combat  Zone)  if  any  ever  come 
-  which  the  minority  doubts.  D  and  E  (Combat 
Zone),  having  fulfilled  its  function  as  bait,  will  be 
cast  aside  as  the  worm  that  attracted  the  fish.  With 
respect  to  design  review,  the  Council  did  nothing. 
Other  than  verbal  testimony  and  anonymous  plastic 
bumps  on  a  tree-studded  display,  the  plan  does  not 
indicate  the  shape,  design,  or  even  number  of 
buildings  to  be  constructed  in  Parcels  A,  B,  and  C 
(Park  Square).  It  need  not  be  this  way.  The  city  has 
apparently  decided  to  allow  the  developers  financial 
interest  in  the  project  to  predominately  dictate  the 
physical  structure  of  a  part  of  the  city  that  will 


endure  far  beyond  economic  exigencies  of  this 
decade.  Many  cities,  notably  European,  have 
decided  that  their  public  development  is  properly 
the  concern  of  architects  and  planners  carefully 
overseen  by  representative  public  bodies.  After  a 
correct  and  appropriate  architectural  and  humane 
plan  has  been  established,  but  before  it  is  funded  and 
ordained,  developers  are  solicited  to  work  within 
this  framework  to  create  a  civilized  environment. 
This  procedure  differs  from  the  current  practice  in 
that  the  Council  would  have  the  opportunity  to 
make  its  decision  based  on  fully  explained 
alternatives,  publicly  agreed  upon  in  advance,  rather 
than  merely  make  a  'yes  or  no'  determination  on  a 
plan  only  half-explained.  Instead,  a  majority  of  the 
Council  has  directed  a  developer  and  his  unknown 
backers  to  construct  a  walled  city  -  an  enclave  for 
the  rich  -  that  will  destroy  the  charm  of  one  of  the 
most  unique  sections  of  any  city  in  America.  The 
project  will  choke  Beacon  Hill  with  doubled  traffic 
and  create  a  parking  crisis  in  the  Back  Bay  far  more 
damaging  than  anything  we  have  ever  seen  thus  far, 
at  a  time  when  public  money  is  already  being  spent 
to  alleviate  traffic  and  parking  problems  in  this  area 
This  will  be  the  legacy  and  the  last  gift  of  this 
Council  to  the  residents  of  the  Back  Bay  and  Beacon 
HilL 

Tax  Considerations 

During  Council  consideration  of  this  project  the 
BRA  and  the  developers  told  the  body  over  and  over 
that  Park  Plaza  would  bring  untold  millions  into  the 
city  coffers.  Closer  inspection  gives  the  lie  to  this  old 
saw.  In  truth,  these  high-rise  developments  take 
more  from  a  city  than  they  return.  A  study  of  such 
projects  in  San  Francisco  discovered  that  the 
increased  city  services  that  had  to  be  provided  for 
these  towers  cost  more  than  the  total  of  all  taxes 
they  paid,  including  corporate  and  sales  taxes.  In 
police  protection  alone,  a  major  consideration  in  our 
crimeridden  inner  cities,  it  was  found  that  the 
downtown  area  demands  30  percent  of  the  police 
protection  but  provides  only  25  percent  of  the 
police  budget.  The  single-and  two-family  home- 
owner takes  less  from  the  city  and  pays  more  than 
the  super-towers. 

With  specific  regard  to  Park  Plaza,  the  economic 
loss  to  the  city  is  considerable.  How  much  will  this 
$266  million  project  yield  ?  Chapter  59,  section 
38,  of  the  General  Laws  provides  that  property  be 
taxed  at  full  and  fair  cash  valuation  without 
discrimination.  Thus  we  should  be  able  to  realize  a 
sizable  return  from  this  project  Even  if  this 
development  were  assessed  at  only  50  percent  of  its 
value,  and  the  current  tax  rate  of  $174.70  applied, 
the  benefit  to  the  city  would  be  $23  million. 
However,  the  Chief  Assessor  for  the  city  states  that 
this  $266  million  project  will  yield  only  $4  to  %AVi 
million  -  when  and  if  completed  some  ten  to  fifteen 
years  from  now.  During  this  same  period  the  city  will 
lose  each  and  every  year  the  taxes  currently 
generated  in  Parcels  A,  B,  and  C  (Park  Square).  On 
the  other  hand,  the  taxes  now  collected  from  the 
Park  Square  area  (A,  B,  and  C)  are  presently  about 
$1.7  million,  and  the  amount  has  been  increasing 
steadily  over  the  past  decade.  In  addition,  the  city 
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will  spend  an  unspecified  amount  from  the  South 
Cove  Urban  Renewal  Bond  Issue  for  relocation  of 
water  and  sewer  services  and  road  reconstruction 
along  the  southern  border  of  the  project  area.  Direct 
capital  expenses  have  been  pegged  at  $6.8  million, 
but  the  BRA  has  admitted  that  the  actual  cost  may 
be  much  higher.  Considering  this  $6.8  million 
minimum,  the  city  will  have  to  pay  some  $7.5 
million  in  interest  over  the  twenty-year  life  of  the 
bond  issue,  for  a  total  of  $14.3  million,  minimum 
contribution.  There  is  little  likelihood  of  recovering 
this  amount  from  the  development  The  con- 
sequence of  borrowing  for  Park  Plaza  must  be 
considered  in  light  of  the  city's  current  debt 
situation:

Debt  service  will  cost  Boston  taxapyers  in  1972 
about  $24  on  the  tax  rate. 
Borrowing  for  urban  renewal  is  outside  of  debt  limit. 

Not  subject  to  direct  financial  estimate  are  the 
tax  losses  resulting  from  the  tendency  of  this  new 
project  to  "draw"  high-quality  shops  and  retailers 
from  lower  Newbury  and  Boylston  Streets,  leaving 
vacancies  and  depressed  valuations  behind  them.  Also 
to  be'  considered  is  the  time  and  effort  of  the  BRA 
spent  on  this  private  development  rather  than  on 
planning  for  people  and  neighborhoods. 

Recognizing  these  losses,  one  may  recoil  in  shock 
to  learn  that  there  is  no  real  public  purpose.  We  will 
expend  all  this  money,  endanger  the  Common  and 
Garden,  displace  our  citizens,  and  remove  257 
businesses,  not  to  build  schools,  or  a  hospital,  or 
much-needed  low-cost  housing,  but  to  enrich  the 
developers  and  their  friends. 

Conclusions 
While  the  effect  on  displaced  businesses  and 
residents  is  partially  covered  above,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  plan  called  for  payments  to  be  made 
at  rates  in  effect  in  September,  1970,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  businesses  and  residences  will 
be  taken  in  the  next  several  years  and  that  benefits 
are  now  higher  than  they  were  then.  This  the  Council 
grudgingly  changed  after  hours  of  debate.  Still,  all 
those  who  remember  the  tragedy  of  the  West  End 
know  that  the  emotional  shock  of  displacement  can 
never  be  avoided  by  a  little  cash.  Again,  like  many 
small  businesses  in  the  West  End,  several  of  our  small 
retailers  in  the  Park  Square  area  will  be  put  out  of 
business,  never  to  reopen.  We  propose  in  Park  Plaza 
to  reverse  the  Robin  Hood  theorem  and  take  from 
the  poor  to  benefit  the  rich.  Where  are  our  values  ? 
Every  part  of  our  city  should  be  treated  as  a  precious 
life-supporting  environment  that  should  be  planned 
with  the  widest  possible  compassion  and  under- 
standing, not  merely  for  the  quick  recovery  of  some 
developer's  initial  investment.  Don't  people  come 


first  ?  Wasn't  it  the  pledge  of  this  administration  to 
turn    from   concrete   and   steel   to   the  neighbor- 
hoods ?  Doesn't  the  soul  and  conscience  of  a  city 
come  before  its  high  spine  ?  All  of  the  Councillors 
have  expressed  great  concern  for  those  who  will  be 
displaced,  but,  when  the  words  spoken  on  the  floor 
of  the  Council  Chamber  have  stopped  bouncing  off 
the  concrete  walls,  the  actions  of  the  majority  of  this 
Council  will  remain  to  menace  the  object  of  the 
majority's    pious    concern.    A    warning    will    be 
broadcast  to  all  of  our  citizens  that  they  may  be 
next. 

Moreover,  the  Council  majority  has  given  a  vote 
of  confidence  to  a  developer  who  has  demonstrated 
in  no  way  that  he  has  the  financial  commitments  to 
make  this  plan  a  reality.  All  we  have  seen  is  a  series  of 
public  relations  letters  by  a  few  financial 
establishments,  none  of  whom  were  foolish  enough 
to  make  a  definite  commitment  to  the  project,  and 
the  only  concrete  financial  plan  put  forth  by  the 
developer  —  the  use  of  a  bond  issue  -  is  now  in  doubt 
because  it  may  violate  the  provisions  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code. 

The  full  case  for  Park  Plaza  has  yet  to  be  made. 
To  be  sure,  the  city  administration,  the  BRA,  and 
the  developers  have  made  their  case.  But  who  speaks 
for  the  people  ?  Who  speaks  for  the  quality  of  life 
for    all    our    citizens  ?     Who    speaks    for    the 
environment  ?    Who   speaks  for   the  charm  and 
quality    of   the   Public   Garden    and   the   Boston 
Common  ? 

This  administration  prides  itself  on  its  concern 
for  the  city's  environment.  The  administration 
wants  no  highways  —  they  mar  the  landscape.  It 
wants  no  expansion  of  airports  -  they  would  mar 
the  surrounding  communities.  But  does  no  one  care 
about  the  Common  and  the  Public  Garden  ? 
Perhaps  the  administration's  concern  can  be 
measured  in  direct  proportion  to  the  votes  in  a  given 
area  of  environmental  concern. 

The  case,  as  the  minority  has  stated,  has  not  been 
made  for  the  project  We  submit  that  the  entire 
hearing  process,  the  debate,  and  vote  taken  on  this 
project  are  but  true  reflections  of  apolitical  process 
popular  in  another  era,  but  now  unfortunately 
applied  once  again.  The  actions  of  the  Council 
majority  have  shown  that  it  has  given  only  lip  service 
to  public  interest.  The  "straight  road"  often  alluded 
to  in  the  Council  Chamber  has  been  distorted  by 
insensitivity  to  people  and  now  leads  only  to  profit 
to  the  developers  at  the  expense  of  our  citizens.
